ARTICLE  I. 

OPENING   OF   SYNOD. 

The  Synod  convened  in  the  Reformed  Salem  Church  of  Harris- 
burg,  Dauphin  county,  Pa.,  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  21, 
A.  D.,  1 89 1,  at  7:30  o'clock,  in  accordance  with  the  appointments 
made  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  The  opening  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  President  of  Synod,  Rev.  T.  O.  Stem,  from  St. 
John,  8:12 — "I  am  the  light  of  the  world;  he  that  foUoweth  me 
shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of  life."  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  sermon,  the  Synod  was  called  to  order,  and 
formally  opened  with  prayer.  The  Synodical  roll  of  delegates, 
made  from  the  certified  lists  forwarded  to  the  Stated  Clerk  from 
the  several  Classes,  was  called,  from  which  it  was  ascertained  that 
a  quorum  was  present.

ARTICLE  XII. 
report  on  the  state  of  religion. 

The  following  report  on  Religion  and  Morals  was  received  and 
adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  In  reading  the  reports  of  the 
several  Classes  we  are  more  than  ever  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
we  of  the  Reformed  Church  enjoy  a  goodly  heritage.  From  every 
direction  there  come  expressions  of  profound  gratitude.  Once 
more  our  fields  have  borne  an  abundant  harvest  and  the  patient 
toilers  have  looked  up  and  taken  courage.  There  is  no  pestilence 
within  our  borders  and  the  land  rejoices  in  f)eace  and  plenty.  But 
this  is  not  all.  In  the  words  of  an  old  divine :  **God*s  blessings 
never  come  alone.  You  think  you  have  but  a  single  blessing,  and, 
behold  !  there  is  a  whole  troop  of  them.**  It  is  not,  we  think,  a 
mere  coincidence,  nor  yet  acquiescence  in  traditional  form,  that  has 
influenceti  every  Classis  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  to  rep^ort 
that  it  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  unusual  prosperity.  They  record  no 
grand  epochs  in  the  history  of  grace — they  relate  no  wonderful 
incidents  in  the  lives  of  individual  Christians ;  but  one  and  all 
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breathe  thanksgiving  for  a  general  condition  of  quiet  advance- 
ment. The  blessing  has  come  like  dew  upon  Israel  and  he 
has  blossomed  like  the  rose. 

That  the  work  of  the  ministry  should  be  universally  appre- 
ciated is  not  to  be  expected  ;  and  that  it  has  met  with  many  dis- 
couragements isy  of  course,  painfully  apparent.  The  greater  diffi- 
culty which  the  church  is,  in  many  regions,  compelled  to  meet  is 
not  easily  characterized,  because  it  is  silent  and  insidious.  It  con- 
sists in  a  certain  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  community  in 
those  themes  which  concern  the  highest  interests  of  roan ;  and  it 
roust  be  confessed  that  this  coldness  is  often  felt  in  the  church,  and 
prevents  some  of  its  most  intelligent  merobers  from  exerting  the 
influence  for  good  which  they  might  easily  command.  The 
church  has  at  present  but  rarely  to  contend  with  the  coarse 
infidelity  of  former  ages ;  but  the  danger  is  not  less  serious  because 
It  is  more  refined.  It  pretends  to  ally  itself  with  modern  science, 
and  would  destroy  the  church  by  depriving  her  of  her  supernatural 
character  and  divine  prerogatives. 

In  decided  opposition  to  these  insidious  forms  of  unbelief  the 
church  has  continued  to  declare  her  divine  mission.  She  speaks 
with  authority  because  to  Him  who  uttered  her  commission  is 
given  all  ix)wer  in  Heaven  and  in  earth.  It  is  on  this  ground  that 
we  rejoice  to  be  informed,  as  in  former  years,  that  in  all  the  Classes 
the  Gospel  has  been  preached  and  the  sacraments  regularly  admin- 
istered.  The  ancient  symbol  of  the  church,  the  Heidelberg  Cate- 
chism, is  universally  honored,  and  our  pastors  agree  in  recognizing 
its  superior  excellence  as  a  means  of  instruction  in  our  Christian 
faith,  especially  as  a  preparation  for  Confirmation  and  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Among  the  signs  of  prosperity  the  Classes  report  that  a  large 
number  of  new  churches  has  been  built,  and  probably  a  still  larger 
number  of  old  churches  repaired  and  beautified.^  Large  sections 
of  the* Church  have  indeed  been  blessed  with  a  growing  spirit  of 
liberality,  and  general,  no  less  than  local,  interests  have  participat- 
ed in  its  bounty.  Vastly  more  could  and  should  have  been  done  ; 
but  we  are  glad  to  chronicle  the  fact  that,  according  to  the  reports 
placed  in  our  hands,  the  Church  is  moving  in  the  right  direction. 
Much  of  this  improvement  is  ascribed  to  the  Missionary  Societies 
and  especially  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  whose  earnest 
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and  self-denying  labors  have  been  so  greatly  blessed.  True  liber- 
ality flows  freely  from  a  heart  that  is  full  of  love  to  Christ,  and  He 
will  surely  reward  those  who  pour  forth  the  precious  ointment  of 
Christian  beneficence  upon  His  head  and  feet. 

Another  sign  of  spiritual  growth  and  advancement  is  the 
increased  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  which  is  reported 
from  every  section  of  the  Church.  This  fact  may  also  be  dis- 
cemed  from  the  unusually  large  attendance  at  our  literary  institu- 
tions, and  especially  from  the  fact  that  the  number  of  students  in 
the  Theological  Seminary  under  the  control  of  this  Synod  is  much 
greater  than  at  any  previous  period  in  its  history.  There  is  no 
calling  on  earth  so  grand,  so  glorious,  as  that  of  preaching  the 
Gospel ;  and  it  is  a  comfort  when  we  reflect  that  many  of  us  are 
passing  away  and  that  all  are  growing  older,  to  be  assured  that 
there  will  be  others  to  take  our  place,  to  bear  onward  the  Banner 
of  the  Cross  to  new  triumphs  and  glorious  victories. 

The  names  of  ten  ministers,  members  of  this  Synod,  are  herein 
mentioned,  who  have  entered  upon  their  eternal  reward.  Four  of 
these  ten  died  during  the  previous  Synodical  year,  but  their  names 
were  not  included  in  last  year's  report.  They  are  the  Rev.  Philip 
P.  A.  Hoffman,  of  Goshenhoppen  Classis ;  the  Rev.  Daniel  Feete, 
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the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Bomberger,  and  the  Rev.  Leighton  G.  Kremer, 
all  of  Philadelphia  Classis.  The  remaining  six  who  died  during 
the  Synodical  year  that  has  just  come  to  a  close,  are  Rev.  E. 
W.  Reinecke,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Martin  A.  Smith  and  Rev.  Jno. 
J,  Christ,  all  of  East  Pennsylvania  Classis ;  Rev.  Daniel  C. 
Tobias,  of  Lancaster  Classis;  Rev.  Joshua  H.  Derr,  of  East 
Susquehanna  Classis;  and  Rev.  Abraham  Romich,  of  Phila- 
delphia Classis.  These  brethren  were  faithful  in  their  work,  and 
died  in  the  faith  which  they  professed  and  preached.  **  They  rest 
from  their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them.'* 

Now  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  keep  us  from  falling,  and  to  pre- 
sent us  before  the  presence  of  His  glory  with  exceeding  joy,  to  the 
only  wise  God,  our  Saviour,  be  glory  and  majesty,  dominion  and 
power,  both  now  and  forever.  Amen.

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NECROLOGY. 

In  memory  to  the  departed  brethern,  whose  names  ^re  men- 
tioned in  the  Report  on  the  State  of  Religion,  the  following  brief 
record  of  their  faithful  labors  in  the  gospel  Ministry  was  prepared 
by  the  undersigned,  read  during  the  Sessions  of  Synod,  and  by  its 
instruction,  incorporated  in  its  published  Minutes. 

Jno.  Phil.  Stein,  Stated  Clerk, 

Rev.  p.  p.  A.  Hoffman,  died  June,  28th,  1890. 
P.  P.  A.  Hoffman,  son  of  Paul  and  Catharine  Hoffman,  was 
bom  March  25th,  1836,  at  Cherryville,  Northampton  Co.,  Pa. 
He  was  baptized  and  confirmed  by  the  late  Dr.  J.  C.  Becker.  In 
his  youth  he  attended  the  State  Normal  School,  at  Millersville,  and 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College  at  Lancaster,  Pa.  He  was  gradu- 
ated at  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Mercersburg,  in  186 1.  In 
the  same  year  he  was  licensed  and  ordained  by  Goshenhoppen 
Classis  to  preach  the  gospel.  During  his  Ministry  he  served,  at 
different  times,  the  following  congregations  in  Berks  Co.,  Pa., 
namely :  Lobachsville,  Friedensburg,  Hubers,  Oley,  Shoemakers, 
ville,  Belleman  and  the  Hill  congregation.  Lobachsville  congrega- 
tion he  served  twenty-five  years,  and  the  Hill  congregation  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  his  Ministry.  He  died  June  28th,  1890, 
at  the  age  of  fifty-four  years,  three  months  and  three  days.  The 
funeral  services  were  held  July  2d,  in  St.  Paul  Reformed  Church, 
Reading,  and  his  remains  were  interred  in  Charles  Evans  Cemetery. 

Rev.  Daniel  Feete,  died  August  2d,  1890. 

Daniel  Feete  was  born  in  Frederick  County,  Md.,  in  the  year 
1812.  He  pursued  his  education  at  the  High  School  and  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  under  the  control  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
located  at  York,  Pa.  In  1838  he  was  ordained  to  the  gospel  Min- 
istry and  served  his  first  charge  in  Taney  town,  Md.  In  1841  he 
removed  to  Virginia  and  became  the  pastor  of  the  Mt.  Crawford 
Charge. 

In  1842  he  became  the  assistant  to  Rev.  John  Brown,  living  at 
Bridgewater,  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.,  serving  with  the  regular 
pastor  the  Friedens,  St.  Michael,  Salem  and  Picket  Mountain  con- 
gregations, in  which  relation  he  continued  to  labor  for  eight  years. 
In  1850  he  was  called  the  second  time  to  the  pastorate  of  the 
Mt.  Crawford  Charge.     In  1856  he  changed  his  relations,  and  be- 
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came  pastor  at  Woodstock,  Va.  Being  uncomfortably  situated  in 
this  charge,  during  the  civil  war,  and  being  of  strong  Union  procliv- 
ities, he  resigned  his  charge  in  i860,  and  removed  with  his  family 
to  Chambersburg,  Pa.  As  a  loyal  patriot  from  a  Southern  State, 
he  devoted  several  years  in  delivering  lectures  in  Pennsylvania  and 
throughout  the  New  England  States.  In  1870  he  aided  in  the  or- 
ganization of  Trinity  Reformed  Church,  at  Norristown,  Pa.,  and 
became  its  first  pastor.  In  1874  he  retired  from  the  active  duties 
of  the  Ministry — and  only  preached  occasionally,  when  called 
upon  by  his  Brethern  to  supply  neighboring  congregations.  While 
supplying  the  pulpit  in  Boehm's  Church,  he  was  stricken  with 
paralysis,  and  after  a  brief  illness,  died  August  2d,  1890,  at  Norris- 
town, Pa.,  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age.  On  August  7th  the  funeral 
services  took  place  at  Trinity  Church,  and  his  earthly  remains 
were  interred  in  Montgomery  Cemetery. 

Rev.  J.  H,  A.  Bomberger,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  died  August  19,  1890. 

J.  H.  A.  Bomberger,  the  son  of  Geo.  H.  and  Mary  H.  Bom- 
berger, was  born  January  13th,  181 7,  in  Lancaster,  Pa.  On  the 
2d  of  January,  1832,  he  entered  the  High  School  of  the  Reformed 
Church  at  York,  Pa.  He  was  graduated  in  1837  in  Marshall  Col- 
lege, at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  and  subsequently  pursued  his  theo- 
logical studies  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  F.  A.  Ranch,  in  the 
Theological  Seminary.  During  the  last  two  years  of  his  course, 
he  was  tutor  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Marshall  College. 
He  was  licensed  in  1838  by  the  Synod  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  or- 
dained, December  27th,  1838,  as  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  at 
Lewistown,  on  the  Juniata.  In  July,  1840,  he  accepted  a  call  to 
the  Waynesboro  Charge,  consisting  of  four  congregations,  namely : 
Waynesboro  and  Salem  in  Pennsylvania,  and  Cavetown  and 
Leitersburg  in  Maryland.  In  1845  ^^  accepted  the  call  as  English 
pastor  of  the  Reformed  congregation  at  Easton,  Pa.,  where  he 
was  associated  with  Rev.  Thos.  Pomp,  who  was  the  German  pastor 
in  the  same  congregation.  In  August,  1854,  he  accepted  the  call 
to  the  First  Reformed  Church  on  Race  Street,  below  4th  Street,  in 
Philadelphia,  and  continued  pastor  until  1869,  when  he  was  called 
to  the  Presidency  of  Ursinus  College,  located  at  CoUegeville, 
Montgomery  Co.,  Pa.  In  connection  with  his  duties  as  President 
of  this  institution,  he  also  served  as  first  pastor  of  St.  Luke  Re- 
formed Church,  at  the  Trappe  until    1883.     After  serving  faith- 
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fully  for  fifty-two  years,  in  the  gospel  Ministery  and  in  a  literary 
institation  for  the  interest  of  the  Reformed  Church,  he  closed  his 
earthly  career  August  19th,  1890,  at  the  age  of  seventy-three  years, 
seven  months  and  six  days.  His  funeral  services  were  held  August 
23d,  iSgOf  in  Trinity  Reformed  Church,  at  CoUegeville,  Pa  ,  and 
his  earthly  remains  were  buried  in  a  lot  in  the  Church  Cemetery, 
where  repose  the  remains  of  all  the  deceased  members  of  his 
family. 

Rev.  Leighton  G.  Kremer,  died  August  25th,  1890. 

Leighton  G.  Kremer,  son  of  Rev.  F.  W.  Kremer,  D.  D.,  was 
born  in  Chambersburg,  Pa.  He  pursued  his  literary  course  at 
Ursinus  College  and  was  graduated  in  1875  ^^  ^^^^  institution. 
He  subsequently  attended  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York  City,  where  he  prosecuted  his  theological  studies  for  two 
years.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  in  1877  ^Y  Lebanon 
Classis,  and  entered  the  Ministry  as  an  assistant  to  his  father — 
then  pastor  of  the  First  Reformed  Church,  Lebanon,  Pa.  In  1878 
he  accepted  a  call  to  Christ  Reformed  Church,  Hagerstown,  Md., 
where  he  labored  with  much  acceptance  until  1887,  when  he  be- 
came pastor  of  £.  Vincent  and  Spring  City  congregations,  within 
the  bounds  of  Philadelphia  Classis.  In  the  prime  of  his  manhood, 
when  a  bright  future  seemed  yet  to  be  before  him,  after  a  short  and 
painful  illness,  he  passed  away,  August  25th,  1890,  at  Spring  City, 
Pa.,  in  the  38th  year  of  his  age.  His  remains,  after  appropriate 
service  at  the  parsonage,  were  conveyed  Thursday,  August  28th, 
1890,  to  Shepherdstown,  W.  Va.,  where  a  service  was  held  in  the 
Reformed  Church,  on  the  same  day,  at  5  p.  m,  and  the  body  in- 
terred in  the  adjoining  cemetery. 

Rev.  John  Jacob  Crist,  died  Dec.  i6th,  1890. 

Jno.  Jacob  Crist,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Catherine  Crist,  was 
bom  December  nth,  1845,  ^"  Berks  Co.,  Pa.  His  education  was 
partially  obtained  at  the  State  Normal  Schools,  located  at  Kutz- 
town,  and  Bloomsburg,  Pa  ,  after  which  he  devoted  several  years 
of  his  life  to  the  profession  of  teaching.  He  entered  the  Re- 
formed Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  in  1873,  and  ^^^^r  com- 
pleting a  course  of  three  years  was  graduated  May  9th,  1876.  On 
the  26th  of  May,  in  the  same  year,  he  was  licensed  by  East  Penn- 
sylvania  Classis,   in    session   at  Macungie,  Lehigh    Co.,  Pa.,   to 
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preach  the  gospel.  On  the  29th  of  May,  1877,  he  was  elected 
pastor  of  Salem  Reformed  Church,  at  Catasauqua,  Pa.,  faithfully 
serving  this  flock  for  nine  years.  On  account  of  increasing  phys- 
ical infirmities,  he  resigned  the  charge  in  the  month  of  June,  1886. 
During  the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  was  unable  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  Ministry.  He  died  December  i6th,  1890,  aged 
forty-five  years  and  four  days.  The  funeral  services  were  held  in 
Salem  Reformed  Church,  Catasauqua,  Pa.  *  His  mortal  remains 
are  quietly  resting  in  Miller's  Church  Cemetery. 

Rev.  Daniel  Clinton  Tobias,  died  Jan.  12th,  1891. 

Daniel  C.  Tobias  was  born  November  7th,  1842,  in  Berks  Co., 
Pa.,  of  Reformed  parentage.  He  was  baptized  in  infancy  by  Rev. 
A.  L.  Herman,  in  Epler  Reformed  Church.  Af\er  receiving  a 
common  school  education,  he  pursued  a  course  of  private  instruc- 
tion, and  subsequently  entered  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Mer- 
cersburg,  in  the  fall  of  1867.  After  completing  a  course  of  three 
years,  he  was  graduated  from  that  institution  in  the  Spring  of  1870, 
He  was  licensed  in  the  same  year  by  Lebanon  Classis  to  preach  the 
gospel,  and  on  the  9th  of  October  he  was  ordained  and  installed 
by  Lancaster  Classis,  as  pastor  of  Bethany  Charge,  consisting  of 
White  Oak,  Bethany,  Brickersville,  and  the  New  Haven  congre- 
gations. After  faithfully  laboring  twenty  years  in  this,  his  first 
and  only  charge,  he  took  suddenly  ill,  and  closed  his  mortal  career 
January  12th,  1891,  greatly  beloved  by  the  members  of  his  charge, 
at  the  age  of  forty-eight  years,  two  months  and  five  days.  His 
earthly  remains  were  interred  January  15th,  1891,  in  the  Moravian 
Cemetery,  at  Lititz.  Pa.,  where  now,  in  peaceful  repose,  he  sleeps 
the  sleep  of  the  Just. 

Rev.  Martin  Albert  Smith,  died  March  13th,  1891. 

Martin  A.  Smith,  a  son  of  Benj.  Smith,  was  born  November  22, 
1822,  near  New  Bloom  field.  Perry  Co.,  Pa.  He  was  baptized  in 
his  infancy  and  confirmed  July  ist,  1843,  ^Y  ^^^'  Chas.  H.  Lein* 
bach,  in  the  Reformed  Church,  at  Loysville,  Pa.  In  the  fall  of 
the  same  year,  he  entered  Marshall  College,  at  Mercersburg,  and 
was  graduated  in  1847.  After  taking  his  course  in  the  Theological 
Seminary,  he  was  licensed  May  4th,  1849,  ^^  Sulphur  Springs,  by 
Zion  Classis  to  preach  the  gospel.  He  was  ordained  and  installed 
October   10th,  1850,  as  pastor  of  Salem  Missionary  Charge.     In 
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March,  1852,  he  became  pastor  of  the  Aaronsburg  Charge,  which 
he  served  four  years  and  nine  months.  In  1856  he  became  pastor 
of  the  Humroelstown  Charge,  Dauphin  Co.,  Pa.,  where  he  labored 
for  a  period  of  ten  years.  He  was  called  to  the  Dryland  Charge, 
in  Northampton  Co.,  in  1866,  which  he  faithfully  served  for 
nearly  twenty-five  years.  On  January  i,  189 1,  on  account  of  ill- 
ness, he  resign^ed  this  charge.  He  died  March  13th,  1891,  at 
Nazareth,  aged  sixty-eight  years,  four  months  and  nine  days,  and 
was  buried  March  17th,  1891,  in  the  cemetery  adjoining  St.  John 
Reformed  Church,  Nazareth,  Pa.,  where  released  from  the  conflict 
of  the  Church  militant,  he  peacefully  rests  in  hope  of  a  blessed 
resurrection. 

Rev.  Joshua  H.  Derr,  died  June  21st,  1891. 

Joshua  H.  Derr,  son  of  David  and  Mary  M.  Derr,  was  born 
December  6th,  1822,  in  Lower  Milford  Township,  Lehigh  Co., 
Pa.  He  was  baptised  in  infancy  by  Rev.  John  T.  Faber,  pastor 
of  Great  Swamp  Church,  and  confirmed  in  his  youth  in  the  Para- 
dise Charge  by  Rev.  Daniel  Gring.  After  a  course  of  four  years, 
he  was  graduated  September  8th,  1847,  in  Marshall  College,  and 
in  1850  he  completed  his  Seminary  course  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  On 
the  27th  of  March,  1850,  he  was  licensed  and  ordained  by  Sus- 
quehanna Classis,  as  pastor  of  the  Selinsgrove  Charge,  which  he 
served  for  three  years.  In  1853  he  was  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  as  rector  of  the  Pre- 
paratory Department.  In  1855  he  became  pastor  of  a  charge  in 
the  vicinity  of  Sellersville,  Burks  Co.,  Pa.,  and  in  1857  he  became 
the  assistant  pastor  to  the  venerable  Rev.  Jos.  S.  Dubbs,  D.  D.,  in 
Zion  Reformed  Church,  AUentown,  Pa.  In  1859  the  congrega- 
tion was  divided  and  the  followers  of  Rev.  Derr  were  organized  in 
St.  John  congregation,  which  he  served  as  pastor  until  1863,  when 
the  congregation,  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  N.  S.  Strassburger, 
was  reunited  with  Zion  Reformed  congregation.  In  the  month  of 
April,  1864,  he  removed  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  became  pastor 
of  the  Wooster  Charge;  in  1870,  pastor  of  a  congregation  in 
Louisville,  Starke  Co.,  Ohio,  and  in  October,  1872,  pastor  of  the 
Bellevue  Charge  in  Huron  Co.,  Ohio.  In  1877  he  removed  with 
his  family  to  Henry,  Marshall  Co.,  Ills.,  where  he  was  engaged 
over  two  years  in  teaching  in  Henry  Seminary.  In  1879  ^^  served 
two  small  congregations  at  Spring  Bay,  Woodford  Co.,  Ills.     In 
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i88o  he  returned  eastward  and  became  the  pastor  of  the  Re- 
formed congregation  at  Williamsport,  Pa.  In  1882  he  became  the 
pastor  of  the  East  Berlin  Charge,  Adams  Co.,  Pa.,  and  in  Aprils 
1886,  he  became  pastor  of  St.  John  Reformed  Church  at  Cata- 
wissa,  Columbia  Co.,  Pa,,  which  he  served  until  December,  1890. 
On  account  of  failing  health,  he  retired  from  the  active  work  of 
the  Ministry,  removed  to  Bellevue,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  made 
his  home  with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Dimick,  where,  after  a 
lingering  illness,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  on  the  21st  of  June,  1891, 
at  the  age  of  sixty-eight  years,  six  months  and  twelve  days.  He 
was  buried  by  the  side  of  his  wife,  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Re* 
formed  Church,  at  Bellevue,  Ohio. 

Rev.  Ernst  William  Reinecke. 

Ernst  Wm.  Reinecke,  a  son  of  Rev.  John  and  Fredericka  Rein- 
ecke, was  born  December  9th  1822,  at  Helmarshausen,  Electorate 
of  Hessen,  Germany.  He  was  graduated  in  the  Classical  Depart- 
ment of  Marshall  College  in  1843,  ^"^  three  years  later  in  the 
Theological  Seminary,  at  Mercersburg,  where  he  spent  subse- 
quently several  years  as  tutor  in  that  institution.  In  1849  ^^  ^~ 
came  pastor  of  the  Millersville  Charge,  and  in  1850,  the  assistant 
of  his  father  in  the  Shrewsbury  Charge,  York  Co.,  Pa.  In  1855 
he  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Reformed  Church,  in 
Frederick  City,  Md.,  and  in  1858  he  accepted  the  call  to  the 
Plainfield  Charge,  which  position  he  held  until  November,  1890, 
when  he  felt  constrained  by  increasing  physical  infirmities  to 
tender  his  resignation.  He  died  May  8th,  1891,  at  the  age  of 
sixty-eight  years,  four  months  and  twenty-nine  days.  He  was 
buried  May  12th,  1891,  at  the  Forks  Church,  where  he  is  silently 
awaiting  the  second  advent  of  his  adorable  Lord. 

Rev.  Abraham  Romich,  died  Sept.  15th,  1891. 

Abraham  Romich,  son  of  Leonard  and  Rosina  Romich,  a  born 
Leinbach,  was  born  September  loth,  1821,  in  Weisenburg  Town- 
ship, Lehigh  Co.,  Pa.,  baptized  September  17th,  1821,  by  Rev. 
Jno.  Helfrich,  and  confirmed  in  1837,  by  Rev.  H.  Bibighans,  of 
Philadelphia.  He  was  graduated  at  Marshall  College  in  the  class 
of  1849,  ^^^  ^*^  ^^^  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  in 
1852.  In  the  same  year  he  became  pastor  of  the  Jonestown 
Charge,  consisting  of  three  congregations,  which  he  served  for  a 
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period  of  ten  years.     In  1863  he  became  deeply  interest  in  the 
Germans,  in  the  Northern  district  of  Philadelphia,  whom  he  found 
in  a  state  of  spiritual  destitution.     With  an  appropriation  of  J50 
from  the  Mission  Board,  he  began  his  labors  in  their  midst,  which 
resulted  in  the  organization  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  on  Corinthian 
Ave.     He  served  this  congregation  under  the  care  of  the  Mission 
Board  of  the  Eastern  Synod,  numbering  in  1875  no  less  than  171 
members,  for  a  period  of  twelve  years,  when   the   care   of  the 
Church  was  transferred  to  the  German  Philadelphia  Classis,  and 
subsequently  became  the  possession  of  the  Presbyterians.     In  1876 
Brother  Romich  accepted  a  call  to  the  Beaver  Springs  Charge,  in 
Snyder   Co.,   Pa.,   consisting  of   five  congregations.      Here   he 
labored  faithfully  until  1880,  when  he  returned  to  Philadelphia, 
and  entered  the  service  of  the  Pennsylvania  Bible  Society  as  a 
Missionary,  distributing  the  word  of  God  among  the  destitute, 
giving  spiritual  comfort  and  direction  to  emigrants  to  the  full  satis- 
Miction  of  the  Society.     For  ten  years  he  faithfully  sought  to  do 
this  humble  work  as  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  this  wider  field 
of  Christian  activity.     He  died  at  his  residence  in  Philadelphia, 
September  15th,  1891,  at  the  age  of  seventy  years  and  five  days. 
On  September  1 7th  the  funeral  services  were  held  in  the  morning 
at  the  home  of  the  deceased,  and  the  body  was  conveyed  on  the 
same  day  to  Lebanon  Co.,  Pa.,  and  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Kimmerling's  Church,  in   close  proximity  to  the  neighborhood, 
where  he  first  began  the  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry. 

"Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord,  from  henceforth 
yea,  saith  the  spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors ;  and 
their  works  do  follow  them.*'

/.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Visitors  of  Theological 

Seminary^ 

(a.)  Report  of  Board  of  Trustees. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Refortned  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Dear  Brethren  ;  I  herewith  enclose  the  Annual  Report  of  J. 

B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  Lancaster,  Pa,, 

and  beg  further  to  state,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Semi- 
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nary  held  three  meetings  during  the  year.  One  on  the  2 2d  of 
January,  1891,  in  the  College  building,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  at  2  o'clock 
p.  M.  Members  present:  G.  W.  Hensel,  J.  B.  Roth,  Geo.  Z. 
Kunkel,  J.  D.  Skiles,  H.  J.  Seibert,  A.  G.  Renninger,  Geo.  G. 
Heilman,  P.  C.  Wiest,  W.  B.  Barhhart,  Geo.  L,  Freet,  P.  S.  Hay, 
and  W.  J.  Baer. 

In  the  absence  of  D.  W.  Gross,  President, who  was  excused,  G. 
W.  Hensel  presided.  Chas  Santee  was  also  excused.  Opened 
with  prayer  by  Thos.  G.  Apple,  D.  D.  The  Vice-President  then 
stated  the  object  of  the  meeting  to  be  "  the  location  of  the  Semi- 
nary building  and  other  matters  connected  with  the  Seminary." 

A  Committee  from  the  feastern  and  Potomac  Synods,  consisting 
of  Rev.  J.  H.  Pannebecker,  Samuel  A.  Leinbach,  W.  C.  Schaffer, 
D.  N.  Dittmar,  J.  A.  Hoffheins,  and  C.  J.  Musser,  was  then  intro- 
duced to  the  Board,  and  requested  to  give  their  views  in  regard  to 
the  matter  under  consideration. 

After  a  free  interchange  of  views  between  the  Committee  and 
the  Board,  the  following  resolution  was  offered  by  J.  D.  Skiles,  and 
adopted ; 

That  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is,  that  a  Seminary 
building  would  be  erected  as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  can  be 
raised,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  Synod.

the  Synods,  should,  if  possible,  procure  an  option  for  the  same, 

for  as  long  a  time,  and  at  as  low  a  price,  as  can  be  agreed  upon.

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Highly  Esteemed  Brethren  :  Through  the  merciful  Provi- 
dence of  God,  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  undersigned  to  present  the 
following  to  your  venerable  body  the  following  as  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Seminaj-y  in  September  1890,  the  follow- 
ing individuals,  twenty-three  in  number,  were  admitted  to  the  Junior 
Class, :  Charles  C.  Clark,  Samuel  A.  Ditzel,  George  A.  Dreibel- 
bies,  Lawrence  S.  Foust,  David  H.  Fouse,  Howard  L.  Greenawald, 
Brace  Griffith,  J.  Philip  Harner,  David  Milton  Jones,  David  W. 
Kerr,  Lewis  T.  Lampe,  William  H.  Landis,  George  E.  Limbert,  B. 
Franklin  Luckenbill,  Homer  Skyles  May,  Eugene  L.  McLean, 
Benjamin  M:  Meyer,  John  K.  Naly,  Takeo  Noya,  James  M,  Run- 
kle,  Alfred  M.  SchafTner,  William  C.  Sykes  and  W.  B.  Werner. 

The  Middle  Class  consisted  of  the  fifteen  members,  without 
any  changes,  who  were  admitted  into  the  Seminary  one  year  ago. 
Their  names  appear  in  our  report  last  year. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  having  completed  their  pre- 
scribed course  of  study,  and  having  sustained  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  were  regularly  dis- 
missed at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  awarded  the  usual  Testimonial 
at  the  Anniversary  of  the  Seminary,  in  May  last.  Their  names  are 
the  following  :  Thomas  K.  Cromer,  Albert  Suder  Glessner,  Francis 
Marion  Line,  William  J.  Muir,  Henry  D.  Patton,  David  Scheirer, 
Jr.,  Henr)'  E.  Snyder  and  George  P.  Stem,  eight  in  number. 

Thus  there  were  forty-six  students  connected  with  the  Seminary 
during  the  past  year,  the  largest  number  so  far  in  attendance  dur- 
ing a  single  year,  which  goes  to  show  that  the  Lord  is  providing 
the  Church  with  an  encouraging  supply  of  ministers,  to  break  unto 
the  people  of  the  bread  of  life.  With  the  exception  of  three,  all 
the  students  had  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  a  full  collegiate  course  of 
study.  Several  were  unavoidably  absent  during  a  part  of  the 
time,  which  was  a  matter  of  regret  to  themselves,  no  less  than  to 
their  teachers.

That  the  ministers  be  again  affectionately  urged  to 
seek  out  worthy  young  men  for  the  holy  ministry. 

Resolved,  4.  That  Synod  assume  the  sum  of  {100.00,  to  be  ap- 
portioned among  the  Classes,  towards  paying  the  salary  of  a  Teacher 
of  Elocution  for  the  Seminary. 
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Resolved^  5.  That  the  Endowment  of  a  new  Professorship  be 
held  in  abeyance  for  the  present,  and  that  the  committee  for  this 
purpose  be,  at  their  own  suggestion,  discharged,  in  order  that  the 
Church  may  concentrate  her  energies  and  resources  for  the  raising 
of  funds  for  a  seminary  building,  which  is  very  much  needed. 

Resolved,  6.  That  pastors,  consistories  and  members  be  earnestly 
and  respectfully  requested  by  this  Synod  to  co-operate  with  the 
joint  committee,  or  their  agent  or  agents,  in  raising  funds  for  this 
purpose.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 

Report  of  the    Board   of  Missions  of  the    Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States^  for  the  Year  Ending 

October  /,  1891. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  and  the  Reverend  Potomac  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  During  this  missionary  year  the  Executive 
Council  has  had  three  special  meetings  in  addition  to  the  quar- 
terly meetings,  and  the  full  Board  has  had  one  meeting.  We 
began  the  work  of  the  year  with  many  encouragements,  and  we 
close  it  with  even  more. 

On  October  ist,  1890,  our  roll  numbered  36  missions.  Of  these 
Plymouth  and  Seattle  have  become  self-supporting ;  and  Dushore, 
Freeland  and  Nanticoke  were  lately  withdrawn  from  the  care  of 
the  Board  by  the  Wyoming  Glassis.  Astoria,  Roanoke  and  Bal- 
lard have  been  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  at  the  late  meeting 
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of  the  Board,  Royersford,  Pa.,  Tower  City,  Pa.,  and  Allen  town, 
F^.,  were  enrolled.  By  the  action  of  the  Board  one  year  ago, 
Imogene,  Iowa,  was  to  be  dropped  from  the  roll  at  the  close  of 
the  present  year.  Therefore  we  will  begin  the  new  missionary 
year  with  a  roll  of  thirty-six  missions. 

The  most  important  facts  in  the  history  of  these  missions  are 
embodied  in  the  statistical  table,  which  deserves  careful  examina- 
tion. Indeed,  such  full  statements  are  there  given  as  to  make  it 
unnecessary  to  speak  here  in  detail  of  each  mission,  but  a  few  addi- 
tional &cts  may  be  of  general  interest. 

Nearly  all  of  the  Missions  have  had  a  prosperous  year,   and 
nearly  all  are  in  good  financial  condition.    Nearly  all  have  a  yearly 
.  settlement,  which  is  reported  to  the  congregation.     A  large  num- 
ber have  Missionary  Societies,     All  report  the  relation  of  mission- 
ary and  people  as  pleasant  and  satisfactory.     Abilene   asks   its 
fiist  (but  a  large)  reduction.     Altoona,  lola,   Lisbon  and  York 
bave  built  parsonages  as  a  step  toward  self-support,  and  others  are 
preparing  the  way  to  do  so.     Faith  Mission,  Baltimore,  has  enlarged 
its  church,  and  Woodberry  has  improved  both  church  and  par- 
sonage.     Concord  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  a 
neighboring  congregation.     Roanoke  and  Astoria  have  as  yet  no 
organizations,  and  both  greatly  need  help  in   building  churches. 
Tke  self-support  of  Plymouth  was  unexpectedly  early,  and  also  at 
personal  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  missionary.     Seattle  became 
self-supporting    by  a  mutually  satisfactory  arrangement   between 
Rev.  G.  Graedel  and  the  new  pastor,  Rev.  A.  E.  Schade,  who  takes 
Seattle  without  aid,  which  enabled  the  Board  to  commission  Rev. 
Graedel  for  Ballard,  a  suburb  of  the  same  city.     Only  two  of  the 
missions  are  vacant,  namely,  Sioux  City  since  July  ist,  1891,  and 
Winchester  during  the  whole  year. 

According  to  the  action  of  the  Board  a  year  ago,  the  Missionary 
Herald  was  discontinued  with  the  issue  of  December,  1890; 
the  Board  has  since  then  been  editorially  represented  in  the 
the  Missionary  Guardian  by  Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley,  one  of  the  assist- 
ant editors. 

The  income  of  the  year,  though  quite  too  small  for  what  should 
be  done,  has  nevertheless  enabled  the  Board  again  promptly  to  pay 
the  missionaries  in  full  every  quarter.  You  will  notice  that  the 
treasurer  reports  $2,626  on  hand ;  but  as  orders  for  about  {4,000 
have  just  been  issued,  there  is  in  fact  on  hand  a  small  deficit.

As 
it  can  again  be  had  for  free  distribution,  let  enough  be  secured  for 
cyerjr  charge.  We  want  par.  people  to  know  where  their  money  is 
going  and  bow  the  work  is  prospering.

^ued  favor,  and  with  gratitude  to  the  Church  also  for  her  large 
ineasure  of  confidence  and  co-working.

///.   Secretary's  Report — Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 
To  the  Eastern  Synod, 
Rev.  and  Dear  Brethren — By  order  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 

Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  as  its  Secretary,  I 
beg  to  submit  to  your  most  careful  consideration  and  helpful  action 

the  following  statement : 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  I  am  able  to  say  our 

Foreign  Work  is  going  prosperously  forward ;  souls  are  being  con- 
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verted  to  Christ ;  the  work  is  being  extende<]^;  and  God  in  his 
merciful  Providence  is  beckoning  us  onward  to  enlarged  operations 
and  new  conquests  for  His  Kingdom.  During  the  last  year,  how- 
ever, our  Missionaries  report  that,  while  the  work  has  held  its  own, 
there  has  not  been  the  same  onward  progress  which  signalized  pre- 
ceding years.  At  first  the  Japanese  were  carried  away  in  their 
enthusiastic  welcome  to  the  Christian  religion.  It  has  since 
appeared  that  a  large  element  in  their  enthusiasm  was  the  thought 
that  as  the  Christian  nations  were  the  most  advanced  in  civilization 
and  material  prosperity,  they  would  welcome  their  religion  as  a 
means  of  secular  and  governmental  aggrandizement.  At  the  same 
time  their  Buddhism  had  in  some  measure  lost  its  hold  upon  the 
people,  and  its  priests  had  grown  indifferent.  Now,  however,  the 
Japanese  are  preceiving  that  with  the  Missionaries,  political  and 
secular  interests  are  altogether  secondary  to  the  salvation  of  the 
soul,  and  the  promotion  of  man's  spiritual  interests,  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  their  midst.  Meanwhile  the 
Buddhist  priests  are  bestirring  themselves  to  the  assertion  of  their 
old  religion.  Together  with  these  causes  there  was  a  widespread 
diversion  of  the  people's  minds  from  Christianity  to  political  affairs, 
induced  by  the  establishment  of  a  constitutional  government,  and 
this  was  followed  by  a  revival  of  the  anti-foreign  prejudice.  All 
these  causes  combined  led  to  an  alienation  of  feeling  from  the 
Missionaries  and  Christianity.  Even  some  of  the  converts  grew  cold 
and  arrogant  towards  the  foreigners,  and  manifested  a  disposition 
to  set  them  at  naught.  I  mention  these  things  to  explain  why  there 
was  an  arrest,  during  the  last  year,  of  Christian  progress.  But  with 
all  this,  Christianity  was  able  to  hold  its  own,  if  it  did  not  materially 
advance.  Now,  however,  a  favorable  turn  has  taken  place.  The 
former  spirit  of  confidence  in  the  Missionaries  is  asserting  itself, 
and  the  prospect  of  onward  Christian  progress  is  happily  growing 
brighter.  The  kingdom  of  darkness  has  been  fighting  with  the 
truth,  but  the  truth  is  getting  the  upper  hand  again. 

Both  our  schools  are  prospering ;  in  the  Girls*  School  31  out 
of  38  pupils  have  embraced  Christianity,  and  we  have  as  many 
scholars  in  each  as  we  can  well  care  for  with  our  present  small 
teaching  force.  The  number  has  been  ranging  from  30  to  40 
scholars  in  each  school.  The  Seminary  building  will  be  completed 
and  occupied  in  September. 

In  the  home  church,  however,  for  nearly  a  year  past,  there  has 
been  a  distressing  apathy  and  want  of  co-operation  with  the  Board. 
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Only  too  many  of  our  pastors  seem  to  have  no  heart  for  Foreign 
Missions,  and  a  great  many  of  them,  with  their  congregations,  do 
not  contribute  a  single  cent.  My  observation  and  experience  in 
visiting  the  churches,  assure  ipe  that  if  the  minister  will  earnestly 
present  the  cause,  even  when  other  calls  are  made  upon  them,  the 
people  will  contribute — I  know  they  will.  When,  therefore,  a 
congregation  gives  nothing,  whose  fault  is  it  ?  If  even  only  one 
collection  a  year  were  taken  in  each  congregation  of  the  entire 
Church,  the  Board  would  be  furnished  with  means  sufficient  to  go 
forward  and  add  to  our  teaching  force — sl  matter  of  great  im- 
portance— for  we  are  overworking  our  Missionaries,  and  there  is 
danger  of  their  breaking  down.  The  Board  was  induced  by  the 
shortage  of  receipts,  (indeed  we  have  been  running  behind  for 
more  than  a  year,  and  we  are  in  debt  about  {10,000,)  to  anticipate 
Bro.  Moore's  furlough  by  one  year,  (he  will  be  in  this  country  the 
last  of  September,)  that  he  may  visit  among  our  churches  and 
arouse  the  missionary  spirit  again.  The  Mission  begged  the  Board 
to  send  them  a  helper  in  his  place,  but  it  was  out  of  our  power  to 
do  so.  Late  letters  show  us  that  our  remaining  Missionaries  often 
feel  discouraged  and  disheartened  in  consequence  of  the  church's 
continued  neglect  to  fnrnish  sufficient  means  to  carry  forward  our 
encouraging  work.  By  the  action  of  the  Women's  Missionary 
Society  of  General  Synod,  we  are  enabled  to  send  out  Miss  Mary 
C.  Hollowell  as  an  additional  teacher  in  the  Girl's  School,  that 
society  furnishing  the  means.  The  Board  could  not  do  it.  She 
will  sail  October  25,  1891,  from  Vancouver. 

And  now.  Dear  Breathren,  let  us  beg  you  in  the  name  of  Him 
who  bled  for  heathen  souls,  as  well  as  for  ours,  to  take  such  effective 
action  and  steps  as  will  save  the  Board  the  necessity  of  taking 
further  backward  steps.  God  is  opening  new  doors  and  bidding 
us  enter  in,  and  we  cannot,  because  the  Church  neglects  to  furnish 
the  necessary  means.  Our  own  Church  is  the  child  of  Foreign 
Missions.  Men  and  means  were  sent  here  from  the  **  Vaterland," 
and  will  we  not  do  for  others  what  our  fathers  did  for  us  ?  God 
forbid  that  we  should  refuse  ! 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  incline  you  to  make  a  prompt  response, 
and  to  render  a  constant  systematic  support  to  Ihis  blessed  cause*

IV,  A  CotnmunicaHan  from  the  Mission  Boanf  of  the  General 

Synod, 
To  the  Eastern  Synod. 

Brethren  :  As  is  well  known  to  you  the  General  Synod  at 
I^banon,  Pa.^  authorized  the  General  Board  to  call  Missionaries 
from  Hungary  to  labor  among  the  Hungarians  of  this  country. 
Accordingly  the  Board  called  two  Missionaries — Gustavus  Jarany 
and  John  Kovacs.  The  former  is  stationed  in  Cleveland  and  now 
has  two  organized  congregations,  one  in  Cleveland  and  the  other 
in  Ashtabula,  Ohio.  Rev.  Kovacs  arrived  in  this  country  in 
July.  He  was  assigned  to  Pittsburg  and  the  Board  finds  in  him 
an  indefatigable  worker.  He  has  already  organized  two  congre- 
gations— one  in  Pittsburgh  and  another  in  Beaver  Falls.  He  is 
also  arranging  to  organize  one  in  McKeesport.  To  pay  the  salaries 
of  th^Se  two  men,  with  the  travelling  expenses  that  must  be  allowed 
them,  the  sum  of  not  less  than  {i,8oo  will  be  required  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.  The  General  Board,  therefore,  requests  your  Synod  to 
assume  as  much  of  the  {i,8oo  as  you  deem  your  full  share  of  the 
1 1, 800,  making  allowance  for  any  delinquencies  that  may  occur.

V.   The  Report  on  Missions. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  presented  its  report  on 
Monday  during  the  morning  session.  The  report  was  received  and 
considered  item  by  item  and  finally  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  report  is  as  follows  to  wit : 
To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  begs  leave  to  present  its 
report  as  follows : 

Six  different  documents  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee. 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Misssons  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
signed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  A.  C.  Whitmer. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board,  Wm.  H.  Seibert. 

3.  A  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  signed  by  S.  N. 
Callender,  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
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4*  A  report  concerning  the  missionary  work  among  Hungarians 
from  the  Board  of  General  Synod,  signed  by  its  officers. 

5.  A  paper  on  a  deficit  due  to  General  Board  from  the  Eastern 
Synod  for  the  support  of  Harbor  Missionary,  signed  by  D.  S.  Fousc, 
Missionary  Superintendent  of  General  Synod. 

6.  A  paper  on  Scholarship  in  the  Training  School  of  Sendai, 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  reports  cheering  progress  in  all 
branches  of  its  work,  for  which  we  owe  devout  thanks  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church,  The  salaries  of  the  missionaries  have  been 
regularly  paid.  Some  Missions  have  become  self-supporting. 
Some  Missions  have  been  enrolled,  located  in  centers  of  influence. 
The  blessing  of  God  has  been  resting  on  the  labors  of  Missionaries. 

The  work  is  enlarging  year  by  year,  and  larger  gifts  are  needed. 

This  Synod  is  asked  to  apportion  {13,000  for  Missions,  and 
{2,500  for  Church  building.     We  propose  the  following  action. 

I.  That  this  S3mod  assume  the  payment  of  {14,000  for  Missions 
and  the  sum  of  {2,500  as  proposed  for  Church  Building;  and  that 
these  sums  be  apportioned  among  the  Classes  as  follows  :

3.  In  the  name  of  the  Master  this  Synod  admonishes  every  Classis 
to  take  requisite  measures  to  pay  its  apportionments  promptly,  that 
the  Treasury  may  not  be  embarrassed  by  delays,  and  to  regard  the 
appointments  as  the  minimum  amount  of  offerings  that  the  people 
ought  to  lay  on  the  altar  of  the  Gospel  for  this  cause. 

4.  That  we  ask  Classes  to  endeavor  to  promote  the  increased  cir- 
culation of  the  **  Missionary  Guardian*'  and  a  wide  distribution  of 
the  Board's  Tract  on  "  Our  Church  Building  Funds." 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  from  all  sources  for  Missions  dur- 
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i^^  the  year  have  been  {21,075.60,  and  ike  disbursements  {18,- 
549.11;  leaving  a  balance  of  12,526.49.  Receipts  for  Church 
Building  Fund,  {5,625.28;  disbufsements,  {31982.75  ;  balance  in 
hand,  {1,642.53. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  have  been  audited  by  a  Committee 
and  found  to  be  correct.  The  thanks  of  Synod  are  due  Elder 
Seibert  for  his  long  and  faithful  services. 

It  is  matter  for  thankfulness  that  the  membership  of  the  Church 
is  responding  to  the  scheme  of  Church  Building  Funds.  Sixteen 
of  these  Funds,  each  of  {500,  are  now  held  by  the  Board. 

Resolved^  That  we* recognize  the  value  and  endorse  the  wisdom 
of  this  method  for  aiding  weak  churches  in  the  erection  of  houses 
of  worship. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  has  received  our 
thoughtful  consideration,  and  we  propose  the  following  action. 

1.  The  Synod  recognizes  the  solemnity  of  the  crisis  through 
which  the  Chrstian  Churches  of  Japan  have  been  p!Kssing  during 
these  last  years;  yet  rejpices  to  know  that  **  Christianity  was  able 
to  hold  its  own,*'  and  that  the  present  outlook  is  hopeful  for  all 
branches  of  missionary  work,  and  particularly  for  the  Training 
School  and  the  Girls*  School  of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Sendai. 

2.  That  we  rejoice  to  know  that  by  the  action  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod,  the  Board  was  enabled  to 
send  out  Miss  Mary  C.  Hollowell  as  an  additional  Teacher  in  the 
Girls'  School  at  Sendai, 

3.  That  we  have  learned  with  deep  concern  that  the  income  of 
the  Foreign  Board  has  not  kept  pace  with  its  growing  needs,  and 
that  the  Treasury  is  even  in  debt  about  {10,000. 

4.  That  this  Synod  most  earnestly  commends  the  needs  of  our 
Foreign  Board  to  every  Classis,  every  consistory,  every  pastor,  and 
every  family  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  it  directs  that  the  claims 
to  sympathy  and  support  of  this  great  work  be  presented  to  each 
congregation  at  least  once  during  this  fall  or  the  coming  winter, 
and  that  the  people  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  a  free-will 
offering. 

In  response  to  the  application  of  our  General  Board  of  Home 
Missions  made  to  this  Synod  to  assume  its  proportion   of  {1,800 
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for  the  support  of  Missions  among  the  Hungarians  in  this  country, 
your  Committee  has,  agreeably  to  directions,  apportioned  the  sum 
of  ^i,ooo  among  the  Classes  :

Your  Committee  has  also  weighed  the  action  of  Lebanon  and 
Philadelphia  Classes.  In  response  to  these  Classes,  and  respecting 
Harbor  Missions  in  general,  we  propose  this  action  : 

Whereas,  In  the  judgment  of  the  Reformed  Church  the 
Christian  work  known  as  Harbor  Missions  is  an  important  and  an 
eminently  wise  part  of  Church  activity,  this  Synod  commends  it  to 
the  prayerful  consideration  of  the  entire  Church,  requesting  the 
aforesaid  Classes  to  review  their  action,  and  in  the  interest  of  the 
immigrant  brethren  of  our  common  faith  ask  all  that  are  delinquent 
to  assume  and  cancel  arrearages. 

On  Sendai  Scholarships  the  Rev.  Calvin  U.  Heilman  presented 
a  paper,  which  we  incorporate  in  this  report. 

I  offer  in  behalf  of  a  layman  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  your 
Synod,  that  as  soon  as  the  Reformed  Church  shall  have  paid  the 
debt  now  resting  on  the  new  Seminary  in  Sendai,  Japan,  and  the 
five  thousand  dollars  borrowed  by  the  Board  for  current  expenses — 
he  will  at  once  pay  Ji,ooq  to  endow  the  first  scholarship  in  the 
aforesaid  Theological  Seminary. 

The  obligation  ftrr  this  J  1,000,  as  stated  by  Brother  Heilman,  is 
now  in  his  possession,  therefore  we  propose  the  following  action  : 

Inasmuch  as  this  donation  is  contingent  on  the  cancelling  of  the 
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debts  of  the  Foreign  Board — it  strongly  appeals  to  the  love  of  God's 
people  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  in  Japan  and  the 
exigences  of  our  work  in  this  land,  should  constrain  them  to  come 
to  its  support  with  similar  gifts.

VL  The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Unification  of  Home 

Missions, 

With  item  4  of  Report  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  having  reference  to 
the  Unification  of  Missions,  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee 
was  read ;  200  copies  were  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  its  further 
consideration  was  made  the  order  of  the  day,  when  an  item  in  the 
Minutes  of  Classis  on  the  same  subject  is  under  consideration. 
The  report  received  the  further  consideration  of  Synod  on  Satur- 
day, during  the  morning  session.  It  was  taken  up  item  by  item, 
and  finally  adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit  : 

To  the  Rev.  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the   United 
States. 

Dear  Brethern  :  Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  this  Synod  in  the  City  of  Reading,  *'  to  aid  in  hasten- 
ing  the  unification  of  our  Home  Missions,**  would  respectfully 
offer  the  following  report : 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Committee  whose  report  is  now 
presented  was  first  called  into  existence  during  the  sessions  of  the 
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Synod  at  Reading  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  plan  sub- 
mitted by  the  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions,  to  the 
several  District  Synods  as  a  basis  fo*r  the  unification  of  the  Home 
Mission  work  under  the  said  Genera]  Synod's  Board.  After  the 
presentation  and  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  at 
first  constituted,  the  Committee  was  appointed  with  the  addition 
of  two  members  from  the  so-called  "Tri-Synodic  Board.**  Two 
things  may  be  assumed  as  involved  in  this  action  :  First,  an  earn- 
est desire  on  the  part  of  Synod  to  bring  all  our  home  Missionary 
operations  un^er  the  care  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  as  speedily 
^  possible.  Secondly  the  existence  of  real  or  supposed  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  such  unification,  which  the  Synod  felt  ought  to  be 
removed  so  that  the  change  when  effected  should  be  a  real  advance 
on  the  old  order  of  things,  insuring  hearty  co-operation,  unity  of 
purpose,  and  increased  liberality  in  the  support  of  Home  Missions 
throughout  the  Church. 

The  members  of  your  Committee,  accordingly,  by  conference 
^ong  themselves,  and  with  both  the  General  and  Bi-Synodic 
^ard,  endeavored  to  ascertain  how  the  purpose  for  which  the 
Committee  was  appointed  could  best  be  carried  out.  It  is  believed 
^^t  these  conferences  have  not  been  in  vain,  and  that  the  consid- 
^tion  of  the  subject  of  unification  by  the  friends  of  Missions, 
"Oth  in  the  Eastern  and  the  Potomac  Synod,  during  the  year  has 
helped  very  greatly  to  prepare  the  way  for  definite  action  at  this 
^ime. 

To  insure  the  successful  prosecution  of  Home  Missions,  mutual 
<^ODfidence  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  different  portions  of 
the  Church  in  each  other,  is  above  all  things  necessary.     When 
our  Missions  are   to  be  transferred,   therefore,   to   the   General 
Synod's  Board,  it  must  be  an  act  of  faith ;   and  faith  makes  no 
conditions.     At  the  same  time  it  may  be  assumed  that  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  this  Synod  to  provide  for  the  new  order  of  things  in 
such  a  way  that  the  confidence  and  liberality  of  the  people  may 
be  challenged  to  the  highest  degree,  and  the  Missionary  operations 
of  the  Church  be  managed  with  the  greatest  efficiency.     For  this 
reason  your  Committee  gave  the  plan,  submitted  by  the  General 
Board,  careful  consideration,  and,  approving  of  nearly  all  its  fea- 
tures, would  respectfully  offer  the  following  suggestions  : 

I.  Whereas  the  Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
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is  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  the  election  of  its  members  is 
vested  in  the  General  Synod,  we  recommend  that  this  Synod 
respectfully  overture  the  General  Synod  so  to  constitute  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  tKat  the  members  may  be  geographically  as 
near  to  each  other  as  practicable,  and  at  the  same  time  that  they 
shall  represent  as  fully  as  possible  the  portions  of  the  Churchy 
from  which  is  received  the  largest  financial  support  for  the  cause 
of  Home  Missions. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  the  plan  submitted  by  the  General  Board  con- 
templates the  existence  of  Advisory  Boards  in  the  several  District 
Synods;  we  recommend  that  these  Advisory  Boards  have  their 
duties  and  functions  clearly  defined,  such  as  examining  new  terri- 
tory, suggesting  new  points  and  Missionaries  for  them,  proposing 
means  to  the  General  Board  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and 
taking  a  general  oversight  of  the  Missions  in  their  own  territory. 

3.  We  recommend  that  while  the  General  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions shall  have  control  and  management  of  all  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary interests  of  the  Church,  it  shall  take  counsel,  in  its  opera- 
tions with  the  District  Synod's  Boards  with  reference  to  the  work 
in  their  respective  Synods;  and  while  the  ultimate  decision  as  to 
the  establishment  of  a  new  Mission  is  to  rest  with  the  General 
Board,  the  judgment  of  District  Boards  as  to  the  proprierty  of 
establishing  new  Missions  within  their  bounds  shall  be  carefully 
considered  by  the  General  Board. 

^  4.  Whenever  several  District  Synods  choose  to  operate  con- 
jointly through  one  Board  as  advisory  to  the  General  Board  we 
recommend  that  they  be  permitted  to  do  so ;  and  we  recommend 
that  the  Bi-Synodic  Board  be  continued  as  an  Advisory  Board. 

5.  We  recommend  that,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  District 
Synods,  their  Boards  hold  the  invested  funds  now  in  their  hands, 
paying  the  income  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Board  as  soon 
as  the  Missions  now  under  their  case  are  transferred. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer  be  retained  as 
Missionary  Superintendent  for  the  district  covered  by  the  Eastern 
and  Potomac  Synods. 

7.  We  recommend  the  transfer  of  the  Missions  under  the  care 
of  the  Bi-Synodic  Board  to  the  care  of  the  General  Synod's 
Board  as  soon  as  the  details  for  such  transfer  shall  have  been 
arranged  between  the  two  Boards,  and  we  recommend  the  con- 
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tiDoance  of  the  compact  between  the  Eastern  and  the  Potomac 
Sjmods.  modified,  however,  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
new  relitions.  *    • 

8.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  preceding  recom- 
mendations, we  suggest  that  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  Boards  be 
held  during  the  month  of  January,  1892,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  correspondence  between  the  officers  of 
the  two  Boards.

1.  The  Treasurer  of '  Synod  submitted  his  report  Oct.  19. 
We  compared  the  several  amounts  paid  out  with  vouchers  and 
found  the  account  correct.  There  remains  in  the  Contigent  Fund 
a  balance  of  J392.54. 

2.  We  feel  constrained  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  unpaid 
pledges  and  apportionments  of  Synod  for  Wichita  University.

APPEALS  AND  REFERENCES. 

,  The  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes  in  regard 
tx>  the  several  items,  contained  in  the  report,  under  the  head  of 
Irregularities,  was  affirmed. 

The  Appeal  of  Rev.  C.  H,  Mutchler  from  the  action  of  East 
Susquehanna  Classis,  brought  to  the  attention  of  Synod  in  the 
Report  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  was  referred  to  a  special  Committee, 
composed  of  Revs.  Emanuel  V.  Gerhart,  Jas.  I.  Good  and  Elder 
P.  A.  Roth,  to  examine  whether  the  appeal  be  in  order,  and  if 
found  in  order,  to  propose  an  order  of  trial.  Subsequently  the 
Committee  reported  as  follows,  which  was  received  and  adopted 
to  wit : 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers,  regarding 
the  appeal  of  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Mutchler  from  the  action  of  E^t 
Susquehanna  Classis,  in  the  matter  of  defining  the  boundary  line 
between  the  Augusta  and  Sun  bury  charges,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  appeal  is  in  order,  the  appellant  having  in  all  particu- 
lars conformed  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution. 

First.  Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Appellant  and 
Respondent  be  allowed  each  20  minutes  to  represent  his  side  of  the 
question  at  issue,  and  that  the  following  order  be  observed : 

1.  That  the  Appellant  have  10  minutes  to  open  the  case. 

2.  That  the  Respondent  have  his  full  time  of  20  minutes  to  re- 
ply. 

3.  That  the  Appellant  have  10  minutes  to  close  the  discussion. 
Secondly.     That  so  soon  as  the  Appellant  and  Respondent  have 

been  heard,  the  Synod  shall  without  debate  proceed  to  vote  by 

calling  the  roll. 

Thirdly.     That  2  o'clock  this  Monday  afternoon  be  appointed 

to  hear  the  appeal.

In  the  2nd  item  of  Report  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  East  Pennsyl- 
vania Classis,  under  the  head  of  Requests,  petitions  Synod  to 
Overture  General  Synod  to  add  a  column  to  the  table  of  statistics, 
wherein  to  record  the  death  of  unconfirmed  members.  In  re- 
sponse to  this  request.  Synod  adopted  the  following  action  :

On  Item  4,  under  the  head  of  Subjects  Referred,   in  the  Re- 
port on  Minutes  of  Classes,  having  reference   to   the  action   of 
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Wyoming  Classis,  requesting  a  discontinuance  of  the  apportionment 
for  Teacher  of  Elocution,  the  following  action  was  adopted,  to 
wit:  • 

Resolved^  That  the  Synod  cannot  at  present  comply  with  the 
request  of  Wyoming  Classis  to  discontinue  the  apportionment  for

Report  on  Publishing  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report,  that  he  had  printed  in 
accordance  with  instructions,  thirty-three  hundred  copies  of  the 
Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  One  I^undred  and  Forty-fourth  An- 
nual Sessions  of  Synod  bound  in  pamphlet  form,  and  distributed 
the  same  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  S3aiod  in  the  case.  The 
work  was  done  by  the  Reformed  Church  Publication  House,  at 
a  price  lower  than  that  of  several  competitors.  The  cost  for  print- 
ing and  binding  was  $259. 97,  or  at  the  rate  of  7  4-5  cents  per 
copy. 

The  Stated  Clerk  had  likewise  published  in  pamphlet  form 
10,000  copies  of  the  Report  on  Ministerial  Support  in  the  English 
language,  and  5,000  copies  in  the  German.  The  same  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  several  Classes,  and  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  Synod,  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  Classes  were  requested 
to  deliver  the  same  into  the  hands  of  the  elders  for  distribution 
among  the  members  of  their  respective  congregations.  The  cost 
for  printing  these  reports  was  forty  dollars.  The  bills  were  for- 
warded to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  and  duly  paid.

The  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  the  United 
.  States  begs  to  submit  to  the  S3mods  named,  this,  its  annual  Repott. 

During  the  year  just  ended  one  meeting  was  called,  namely,  the 
regular  annual  meeting  for  September  2nd,  1891.  In  the  absence 
of  a  quorum  at  this  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  (the  full 
committee  being  present)  authorized  the  officers  of  the  Board  to 
prepare  and  issue  the  annual  Report. 

The  books  of  the  publisher  and  lessee  were  examined  and  veri- 
fied by  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  receipts 
being  within  the  limit  of  ^40,000,  the  Treasurer  received  the 
quarterly  installment  of  f  300  in  accordance  with  the  agreement 
between  the  lessee  and  the  three  Synods,  as  appears  in  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Geo.

The  contract  made  with  the  lessee  is  now  approaching  the  end 
of  the  fourth  year  of  its  existence,  and  the  operations  under  it  and 
the  results  financially  furnish  a  basis  for  a  reasonably  accurate  c6m- 
putation  of  the  amount  to  become  available  at  the  expiration  of  the 
lease,  either  for  extending  your  publications  under  existing  con- 
ditions, or  for  again  assuming  their  entire  management  and  finan- 
cial responsibility  should  such  a  doubtful  experiment  be  again 
deemed  advisable  by  the  three  Synods, 

It  should  be  remembered  and  clearly  impressed  upon  every  in- 
dividual connected  with  our  Church,  for  there  seems  to  be  a  great 
misconception  of  the  facts,  that  the  various  publication^  issued  by 
the  lessee  are,  and  will  remain  the  property  of  the  three  Synods, 
they  having  parted  with  them  only  for  a  term  under  a  lease,  similar 
in  all  respects  to  a  landlord  with  a  dwelling,  and  deriving  a  stipu- 
lated annual  consideration  therefor.     For  our  publication  the  con- 
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^d^nition  dilfitiot  b^  less  than  f  1,200  per  abnum,  but  may  be  maik 
materially  larger  through  the  hearty  co-operation  of  every  on^ 
within  the  bounds  of  the  three  Synods. 

Independent  of  this  palpable  and  very  potent  reason  for  enthusi- 
astic support,  there  should  ejcist  a  strong  pride  in  every  individual 
to  extend  the  literature  of  his  Church,  to  enlarge  the  columns  of 
its  pilars,  ind  thereby  to  attract  to  its  pages  the  fruits  of  the  best 
aHild  broadest  minds. 

Again,  the  contract  made  by  the  three  Synods  with  the  lessee 
imposes  a  legal  as  well  as  a  moral  obligatiofi  to  support  this  par- 
ticular  interest  to  the  exclusion  of  every  other.  It  requires  very 
tittle  reiteetion  to  appreciate  the  justice  and  wisdom  of  such  a  con- 
tract, for  under  any  other  terms  its  disposal  for  a  guaranteed  con- 
sideration would  have  been  impossible. 

There  exists  still  another  reason  for  an  undivided  and  ardent  in- 
fmit  iti  your  authorized  putdications,  namely,  the  recognized 
tiaerit  of  the  various  periodicals  themselves.  The  Board  has 
courts  information  and  criticisms  on  these,  and  can  confidently 
state  that  the  opinion  is  all  but  unanimous,  that  the  several  publica- 
tions in  their  contents  and  form  are  excellent  and  far.  in  advance 
of  what  they  were  in  former  years. 

Even  those  who  doubted  the  wisdom  of  leasing  this  interest  are 
giving  their  words  of  commendation,  and  recognizing  the  advan- 
tages of  the  present  over  the  former  system.  There  would  seem  to 
be  every  reason  to  labor  unitedly  for  its  support  and  none  to  re- 
main lukewarm  or  to  encourage  any  other  interest.

ARTICLE  XX. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT. 

In  connection  with  the  first  item  in  the  report  on  minutes  of 
Synod,  in  regard  to  investing  the  Synod  of  Potomac  with  certain 
legal  rights  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  following  report  from 
a  Special  Committee  appointed,  a  year  ago,  was  received  and 
adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 
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To  the  Rev.  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Eastern  Synod,  at  its  meeting 
in  Reading,  Pa.,  in  October,  1890,  to  confer  with  a  similar  com- 
mittee previously  appointed  by  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  to  the 
end  that  arrangements  might  be  made,  if  possible,  by  which  the 
Synod  of  the  Potomac  might  be  invested  with  the  legal  right  to 
elect  directly  the  incumbent  of  the  Chair  of  New  Testament  Exe- 
gesis,  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  located  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  as  also  to  secure  to  the 
said  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  other  claimed  rights,  begs  leave  to 
report : 

That  the  two  Committees  designated  above  met  in  conference 
in  the  city  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  Sept.  10,  1891,  and  organized  jointly 
by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  N.  Callender,  chairman,  and 
Rev.  E.  N.  Kremer,  secretary.  After  a  careful  examination  into 
the  matter  committed  to  it  for  consideration,  and  a  free  interchange 
of  views  and  opinions,  it  was  felt  that  the  subject-matter  involved 
grave  legal  questions,  touching  the  charter  of  the  Seminary,  etc.,  and 
it  was  deemed  best  to  refer  the  legal  questions  involved  to  the  careful 
consideration  of  D.  S.  Keller,  Esq.,  a  member  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee, who  is  learned  in  the  law ;  and  that  an  adjournment  should 
be  taken,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chairman.  A  second  meeting, 
at  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  was  appointed  to  convene  at  Cham- 
bersburg,  Pa.  J  on  October  13,  1891,  at  which  two  of  your  com- 
mittee were  present.  A  quorum  however  failed  to  attend  this 
meeting.  All  that  your  committee,  consequently,  is  prepared  for 
at  this  time,  is  to  report  progress,  and  ask  to  be  continued,  or  a 
new  committee  to  be  raised,  for  the  further  consideration  and  ex- 
amination of  the  whole  interest  involved. 

Your  committee  would  further  beg  leave  to  report  that  it  was 
unofficially  learned  that  the  Synod  of  Pittsburg,  at  its  meeting  in 
Latrobe,  Pa.,  in  October,  1891,  appointed  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference, asking  the  Eastern  and  the  Potomac  Synods  each  to  raise 
a  similar  committee,  to  confer  together  for  the  purpose  of  unifying 
and  consolidating  the  educational  interest  of  the  three  Synods  under 
one  corporation — these  educational  interests  to  inplude  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  located  at 
Lancaster,  Pa. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  beg  your  reverend  body  to  fur- 
ther instruct  it  as  to  your  will  in  the  premises — to  enlarge  the  scope

of  its  power — or  take  sach  action,  generally,  as  in  your  wisdom  is 
deemed  necessary  or  expedient  in  the  case.

7^e  Edticationcd  Policy  of  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

A  communication  concerning  the  educational  policy  of  Pitts- 
burg Synod  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Over- 
tures.    The  communication  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  last  meeting  of  Synod,  to  define 
the  educational  policy  of  Pittsburgh  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report  tht 
following  plan  and  recommend  its  adoption,  and  that  suitable  leg- 
islation be  enacted  from  time  to  time  to  carry  it  out. 

1.  We  recognize  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  located  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  as  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  this  Synod.  We  direct  our  students  for 
the  Ministry  to  pursue  their  studies  there  and  give  this  school'of  the 
Prophets,  in  whose  Board  of  Trustees  we  now  have  three  members 
and  to  whose  Board  of  Visitors  two  of  our  ministei%  belong,  our 
most  hearty  moral  and  financial  support. 

2.  We  recognize  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  at  Lancaster, 
as  the  College  of  this  Synod,  and  advise  all  our  young  men  to  take 
their  college  course  in  this  institution ;  and  we  recommend  the 
College  at  Lancaster  to  our  wealthy  members,  as  a  school  in  every 
way  worthy  of  their  gifts  and  bequests,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be 
more  liberally  endowed  and  that  it  may  become  more  and  more 
efficient  from  year  to  year. 

3.  In  case  it  should  be  the  good  pleasure  of  the  Eastern  Synod, 
which  now  has  possession  and  sole  control  of  the  College  at  Lan- 
caster, to  recognize  the  joint  ownership  of  this  Synod  in  the  pro- 
perty and  to  give  us  a  proper  representation  in  its  management, 
such  a  disposition  will  be  most  grateful  to  us,  and  we  will  readily 
assume  both  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  which  such  joint 
ownership  and  control  will  involve. 

We  have  not  forgotten  the  fact  that  the  Church  in  the  bounds  of 
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oar  S3mod  fona^rly  belonged  to  the  Eastern  Synod,  and  shared  in 
the  ownership  and  control  of  both  Seminary  and^  College,  now  at 
Lancaster,  and  that  in  r^ent  years  these  institutions  received  a  val- 
uable beqoest  from  our  portion  of  the  Church.  In  view  of  these 
and  of  the  action  herein  before  recommended,  it  is  resolved  that 
thi3  Synod  do  now  appoint  a  committee  of  three  of  their  members 
to  confer  with  similar  committees  from  the  Eastern  and  Potomac 
Sjoiods,  and  we  direct  said  joint  committee  to  formulate  a  plan  by 
which  such  changes  in  the  charters  of  the  College  and  Seminary  at 
Lancaster  may  be  made  as  shall  provide  for  the  joint  ownership  and 
management  of  these  institutions  by  the  three  Synods  interested. 

A  copy  of  this  action  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Eastern  and 
Potomac  Synods,  and  they  are  asked  to  appoint  committees  to 
confer  with  the  Committee  of  Pittsburgh  Synod  above  named,  with 
reference  to  the  matters  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

This  communication  concerning  the  educational  policy  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting 
of  Revs.  T.  O.  Stem,  J.  E.  Hiester,  R.  W.  Miller,  Elders  C.  M. 
Bower  and  C .  C.  Leader,  who  subsequently  presented  the  follow- 
ing report  which  was  taken  up  item  by  item,  and  finally  adopted. 

Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of 
Pittsburgh  Synod,  begs  leave  to  report : 

That  inasmuch  as  the  churches  of  the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh 
Synods  constituted  formerly  a  part  of  the  Eastern  Synod  (then 
known  as  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States) 
and  as  this  has  been  tacitly  recognized  by  the  courtesy  of  allow- 
ing them  to  nominate  a  certain  proportion  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  located  at 
Lancaster,  Pa. 

And  inasmuch  as  by  the  action  of  this  Synod  at  its  last  annual 
session,  p.  36-40,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  at  the  request 
of  Potomac  Synod,  to  confer  with  a  similar  committee,  appointed 
by  the  said  Potomac  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  an  agree- 
ment by  which  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  may  be  admitted  to 
such  a  share  in  the  legal  corporation  as  will  secure  to  her  her 
rights  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  located  at  Lancaster. 

Your  Committee  in  view  of  these  facts  therefore  recommend 
I.  That  two  members-*one  minister  and  one  layman,  be  added 
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to  the  Committee,  viz:  Rev.  Dr.  S.  G.  Wagner,  Rev.  E.  N. 
Kremer  and  Elder  D.  S.  Keller,  appointed  by  this  Synod  at  its 
last  annual  sessions,  and  that  this  committee  of  five  act  in  con- 
junction with  similar  committee  of  the  Potomac  and  Pittsburg 
Synods. 

2.  That  this  joint-committee  be  empowered  to  formulate  a  plan 

to  make  such  changes  in  the  charters  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
and  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  give  a  joint-ownership  in  the  property  of  said  insti- 
tutions, and  a  proportionate  representation  in  the  several  Boards  of 
said  Theological  Seminary  and  said  College. 

3.  That  this  joint-committee  report  the  plan  and  such  changes 
as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  desired  rights  to  the  Potomac 
and  Pittsburgh  Synods  in  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster  Pa,  at  the  next  annual  session  of 
this  body.  T.  O.  Stem,  Chairman, 

The  two  additional  members  appointed  on  the  Committee  to 
secure  for  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Synods  legal  rights  in  the  control 
of  the  institutions  at  Lancaster  are  Rev.  T.  O.  Stem  and  Hon. 
Jno.  W.  Bickel. 

With  item  7  of  the  Report  on  Overtures,  having  reference  to 
furnishing  Synod  with  a  correct  Ministerial  roll  on  the  table  of 
statistics  from  the  several  Classes,  the  following  action  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  the  annual  statistical  reports  of  the  Classes  do  not 
correspond  with  the  actual  facts,  because  of  the  time  elapsing  and 
changes  occurring  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Classes,  and 
the  annual  sessions  of  Synod,  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  direct  their  respec- 
tive Stated  Clerks,  in  their  annual  reports  to  the  S)mod,  to  make 
the  Ministerial  roll  to  agree  with  any  changes,  which  have  occurred 
during  the  time  intervening  between  the  annual  stated  meeting 
of  Classis  and  the  annual  sessions  of  Synod. 


In  the  Report  on  Minutes  of  Classes  in  item  i,  under  the  head 
of  Requests,  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  respectfully  requests  this 
Synod  to  overture  General  Synod,  to  take  action  on  the  evil  of 
pastors  residing  without  the  bounds  of  their  charges.  Synod 
adopted  the  item,  and  overtures  General  Synod  to  give  a  deliver- 
ance on  this  subject. 
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ARTICLE  XXI. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

During  the  session  on  Monday  forenoon,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Nominations  presented  its  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted.  Synod  proceeded  immediately  to  the  election  of 
Trustees  of  Synod,  and  the  result  of  the  election  for  Trustees  of 
Synod  is  recorded  in  Article  XV,  on  Finance.  The  election  for 
the  remainder  of  the  ticket  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  in  the 
afternoon,  at  three  o'clock.  The  result  of  the  election  will  be 
found  in  connection  with  the  action  of  Synod  in  the  Reports  on 
the  Theological  Seminary,  Home  Missions,  and  the  Report  on 
Publication. 

The  nominees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  were  re-elected  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  The  newly 
elected  members  are  Rev.  C.  U.  Heilman,  Hon.  J.  B.  Livingston 
and  Geo.  W.  Hensel,  Esq. 

On  the  fifth  day  of  the  sessions  a  Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  Revs.  Jno.  M.  Souder,  C.  H.  Mutch- 
ler  and  Elder  A.  J.  Baker.  Just  before  the  hour  of  final  adjourn, 
ment  the  committee  reported  the  following  for  adoption,  to  wit : 
Your  Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence  reports  that  the  following 
members  of  S3mod  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence : 
Revs.  Thos.  C.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Thos.  A.  Ruber,  F.  B.  Hahn,  R.

Report  of  Bethany  Orphan* s  Home. 

The  Report  on  Bethany  Orphan's  Home  was  presented  to  Synod 
by  the  Committee  on  Overtures  and  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  Revs.  L.  C.  Sheip,  J.  A.  Reber  and  W.  Van 
Reed.  The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bethany  Orphan's 
Home  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  United  States— Greet- 
ing. 

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethern  : — In  the  name  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  Bethany  Orphans's  Home  and  in  behalf  of  the  or- 
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phaned  wards  of  the  church  it  is  again  my  pfivelege  to  address 
your  reverend  body. 

The  year  that  has  just  passed  has  in  some  respects  been  an  event- 
ful one  to  our  Home  at  Womelsdorf.  In  the  first  place  it  becomes 
our  sad  duty  to  record  the  death  of  two  orphan  boys  which  took 
place  during  this  year.  When  we  remember  that  in  its  whole  his- 
tory of  28  years  only  6  orphans  died  while  under  the  care  of  thi^ 
Home  and  then  hear  the  statement  that  two  died  during  one  ye^r, 
we  might  conclude  th^t  the  health  of  the  family  for  the  year 
was  not  good.  Yet  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  the  general  health 
of  the  inmates  of  Bethany  Home  was  never  better  than  during  the 
year  just  passed.  Both  the  boys  referred  to  were  afflicted  wi^ 
constitutional  troubles  of  long  standing,  and  although  the  Board 
secured  the  best  of  skill  to  give  them  relief  it  was  without  avaiL 
During  this  year  also  we  lost  by  death  an  honored  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  in  the  person  of  Elder  Henry  Wirt,  of  Hanover* 

The  present  number  of  children  in  the  Home  is  82. 

The  religious  services  of  the  institution  are  conducted  as  in  for- 
mer years.  Daily  family  worship,  church  services  and  Sunday 
School  on  Sunday  and  catechetical  instruction  during  the  week  are 
regularly  attended  to.  At  the  spring  communion  8  orphans  were 
received  into  full  membership  in  the  church  by  the  rite  of  confir- 
mation. 

Our  schools  are  in  good  condition.  Many  of  the  orphans,  avail- 
ing themselves  of  the  opportunities  here  offered,  make  good  use  of 
their  time  and  privileges,  while  others  are  careless  and  indifferent 
notwithstanding  the  admonition  given  them.  Two  of  our  boys 
and  one  girl  passed  very  creditable  examinations  under  the  Supt. 
of  Public  Instruction  of  Berks  county,  receiving  teacher's  cer- 
tificates. 

The  discipline  in  the  Home  is  good.  Though  we  have  our  trials 
.and  troubles,  yet,  considering  the  size  of  the  family  and  the  various 
elements  which  enter  into  its  constitution,  we  are  much  encouraged 
with  the  excellent  behaviour  of  the  children. 

The  crops  on  the  farm  were  more  abundant  this  year  than  they 
have  been  for  years  past.     This  is  cause  for  thankfulness. 

As  is  no  doubt  already  known  to  the  members  of  this  Synod,  the 
Board  entered  upon  the  erection  of  an  additional  building  early  in 
the  spring  of  this  year,  and  this  is  now  nearing  completion.     The 
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building  is  of  brick,  53x84  teet,  and  will  give  us  additional  room 
for  about  50  or  60  children.  It  is  intended  to  be  occupied  by  the 
girls  while  the  boys  will  remain  in  the  older  building.  This  new 
building,  by  the  time  it  is  finished  and  furnished,  will  cost  about 
^19,000.  Of  this  amount  Elder  Chas,  San  tee,  of  Philadelphia,  gave 
^7,000  in  memory  of  his  deceased  son  Joseph  Santee.  From  other 
sources  the  Board  has  available  means  so  that  already  1x1,550  are 
in  band  toward  the  payment  for  the  new  building.  This  leaves 
about  f  7»5oo  to  be  provided  for.  No  direct  special  appeal  has  as 
yet  been  made  to  the  church  for  assistance  in  this  work,  the  Board 
not  wishing  to  interfere  with  the  other  benevolent  operations  of  the 
church.  Now,  however,  in  our  regular  way,  we  come  before  the 
church  with  an  earnest  plea  for  help  to  assist  in  raising  money  for 
the  new  building  and  to  meet  current  expences.  \Ve  ask  that 
earnest  efforts  be  made  on  the  part  of  pastors,  church  and 
Sunday  School  officers  to  take  liberal  collections  in  every  church  - 
and  Sunday  School  at  Christmas  for  the  benefit  of  the  orphans  of 
the  church.  Let  other  interests  receive  the  collections  at  all  other 
seasons  of  the  year  but  give  the  Christmas  collection  to  the  orphans. 

It  may  also  be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that  the  Board,  a 
short  time  ago,  purchased  a  small  tract  of  land,  lying  contiguous  to 
the  Home  and  for  certain  reasons  very  desirable,  for  the  sum  of 
^524.12.  It  was  paid  for  by  a  few  individuals.  The  tract  con- 
tains over  7  acres  and,  with  these,  tlie  Home  now  owns  about  96 
acres  in  all. 

Grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  kind  care  over  us  during 
the  past  year,  and  to  the  many  friends  of  the  Home  for  their 
prayers  and  gifts  in  support  of  the  cause,  and  trusting  that  the  future 
will  reveal  the  love  of  God  in  this  work,  even  more  abundantly 
through  his  servants,  I  am  very  sincerely.

Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Bethany  Orphans'  Home,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  for  your 
consideration  : 

The  report  indicates  a  prosperous  condition  of  the  Home,  and 
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we  feel  that  the  monies  so  cheerfully  contributed  by  the  Church 
for  the  welfare  of  the  orphans  have  been  spent  to  good  purpose. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  additional  building  will  soon  be 
completed  at  a  cost  of  {19,000,  of  which  but  {7,500  remain  un- 
provided for.  And  this  is  all  the  more  gratifying  oecause  the 
Board  made  no  direct  appeal  to  the  Church  for  aid  in  this  matter. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  a  few  liberal  minded  persons  con- 
tributed the  sum  of  {524.12,  to  pay  for  seven  acres  of  land,  to  be 
added  to  the  Home. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  contained  in  the  report,  therefore. 

Resolved^  i.  That  Synod  is  profoundly  grateful  to  Almighty 
God,  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  for  the  numerous  evidences  of 
his  favor  on  the  Home. 

Resohed^  2.  That  Synod  has  heard  with  sorrow  of  the  death  of 
two  of  the  orphaned  wards  of  the  Church,  and  that  we  Jament  the 
demise  of  Elder  Henry  Wirt,  of  Hanover,  an  honored  member  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Resolved,  3.  That  Synod  is  pleased  to  learn  that  three  of  Beth- 
any's children  passed  creditable  teachers'  examinations,  thereby 
evincing  the  efficient  instruction  imparted  at  the  Home. 

Resolved^  4.  That  the  thanks  of  Synod  are  due  and  are  hereby 
tendered  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ener- 
getic manner  in  which  they  entered  upon,  and  prosecuted,  the 
erection  of  a  much  needed  annex  to  the  main  building. 

Resolved  J  5.  That  Synod  commends  the  generous  Christian 
spirit  which  Elder  Charles  Santee  manifested  in  his  liberal  contri- 
bution of  {7,000  towards  enlarging  the  Home. 

Resolved^  6.  That  Synod  requests  the  pastors,  and  the  Church 
and  Sunday-school  officers  within  her  bounds,  to  make  strenuous 
efforts  in  every  Church  and  Sunday-school,  on  the  coming  Christ- 
mas, to  make  liberal  contributions  and  donations  for  the  benefit  of 
the  fatherless  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  7.  That  Synod  has  heard  with  pleasure  of  the  inaugu- 
ration of  "  Bethany  Day"  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Eastern 
Pennsylvania,  in  connection  with  the  last  anniversary  of  the 
Home ;  and  we  herewith  respectfully  request  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers of  the  Home,  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  continu- 
ing the  observance  of  **  Bethany  Day."

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Synod  shall  make  no  appointments 
to  fill  pulpits  in  the  place  where  Synod  meets,  at  the  hour  when 
the  communion  is  being  celebrated. 


A  resolution  was  adopted,  reiterating  the  action  of  Synod,  taken 
a  year  ago,  in  regard  to  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  at  the  Col- 
ombian Exposition  in  1893.     The  action  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  United  States  of  America  is  pre-eminently  a 
Christian  nation ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  prosperity  and  perpetuity  of  our  nation,  and  the 
peace  and  well-being  of  her  people,  are  dependent  upon  that  which 
is  distinctively  Christian  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Sabbath  day  is  the  first  and  fundamental  Divine 
Institution  appointed  by  the  God  of  nations  for  the  good  of  man ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  desiring  that  the  Christian  conscious- 
ness of  this  nation  may  not  be  offended  and  her  millions  of  Chris- 
tian  people  not  be  robbed  of  their  just  pride  in  the  World* s  Col' 
umdian  Exposition,  does  heartily  endorse  the  following  appeal : 
To  the  World's  Columbian  Commission  : 

In  harmony  with  the  Sunday  laws  of  the  States  and  Territories 
of  the  Union ;  in  the  interest  of  public  morals  and  religion, 
which  are  the  bulwarks  of  free  institutions;  in  respect  to  the 
rights  of  the  toiling  millions ;  for  the  benefit  of  the  exhibitors  and 
employes  of  the  World's  Fair ;  in  compliance  with  the  well  known 
and  expressed  convictions,  habits  and  desires  of  many  millions  of 
our  fellow-citizens  who  respect  and  keep  the  Lord's  Day,  and  for 
the  more  complete  success  of  the  (^olumbian  Exposition  to  be  held  in 
Chicago  in  1893,  your  petitioners  hereby  respectfully  and  earnestly 
request  your  honorable  body  to  order  that  its  gates  shall  be  closed 
to  the  public  on  the  Weekly  Sabbath  rest  day,  as  was  done  at  the 
grandly  successful  Centennial  Exhibition  in  Philadelphia  in  1876, 
and  also  by  the  English  Speaking  Exhibitors  at  the  last  Paris  Expo- 
sition, who  covered  their  exhibits  on  that  day. 
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At  the  opening  of  the  Synod,  Revs.  E.  Clark  Hibschman,  Geo. 
S.  Sorber,  F.  B.  Hahn  and  Geo.  W.  Richards  were  appointed 
reporters,  who  furnished  the  daily  papers,  with  a  full  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  Synod,  for  which  the  Synod  hereby  extends  its 
thanks  to  the  brethern  and  to  the  papers  publishing  these  pro- 
ceedings.

We  rejoice  to  record  that  the  past  year  was  one  of  decided  activity 
and  progress.  Among  the  more  external  evidences  we  may  enumer- 
rate  ~  new  church  buildings  erected,  others  enlarged,  remodled  and 
beautified,  and  church  debts  liquidated.  Five  new  congregations 
organized  and  established,  eighteen  more  Sunday-schools  appear  on 
the  record,  and  with  2,299  more  members  on  the  roll  of  the 
churches,  together  with  2,053  more  Sunday-school  scholars,  show 
that  statistically  we  have  grown  stronger.  While  these  facts  are 
cheering,  yet  when  we  examine  into  the  internal  life  of  the  church, 
we  find  even  better  testimony  of  growth  and  development.  A 
clearer  apprehension  of  the  truth  as  it  is  revealed  in  Christ  Jesus  on 
the  one  hand,  and  of  Christian  privilege  on  the  other,  seem  to  char- 
acterize the  present  status  of  the  church  within  our  bounds. 

In  support  of  the  above  we  adduce  the  testimony  of  the  Classica} 
reports  in  that  the  attendance  upon  the  service  of  the  sanctuary  has 
increased  to  the  extent  that  it  is  deemed  worthy  of  mention,  showing 
clearly  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  privilege  of  worshiping  God  and 
of  being  taught  the  saving  truths  of  the  gospel. 

Children,  through  believing  parents,  as  well  as  adults,  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  grace  and  promise  of  the  Sacrament  of 
Baptism  in  increased  numbers ;  and  furthermore,  while  the  roll  of 
members  is  increased  by  two  thousand,  yet  have  three  thousand  more 
than  last  year  come  with  believing  hearts  and  received  the  rich 
blessing  and  grace  of  the  Secrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  This 
advance  from  nominal  membership  in  the  church  to  living  union  and 
fellowship  with  Christ  the  great  Head  thereof,  while  in  itself  worthy 
of  high  consideration,  is  also  bearing  fruit  along  other  lines. 
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Greater  attention  is  given  to  the  developing  of  personal  piety 
through  the  means  of  family  worship ;  an  earnest  fostering  of  religion 
and  morals  among  the  young  people  of  the  congregation  and  com- 
munity ,  improved  methods  of  Sunday-school  work ;  an  increase  of 
interest  in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  at  home  and  abroaff;  a  general 
and  cordial  response  to  the  appeals  of  the  church  for  aid,  and  an 
increase  in  the  spirit  of  liberality,  especially  and  markedly  so  in  the 
offerings  for  benevolence ;  all  go  to  show  that  the  spirit  of  love  to 
Christ  and  of  devotion  to  the  church  is  deepening. 

The  facts  of  sin  and  worldliness  come  like  a  plaintive  wail  from 
the  churches,  and  we  record  it  only  as  a  challenge  to  an  increase  of 
piety  and  still  more  aggressive  activity  on  the  part  of  believers  in 
behalf  of  the  upbuilding  of  Christ's  eternal  kingdom  as  over  against 
the  powers  of  sin  and  darkness.  The  fact  that  the  wayward  were 
admonished  and  unworthy  members  disciplined,  instead  of  giving 
occasion  for  lament^  should  rather  encourage ;  since  with  the  unpali- 
table  fact  comes  the  knowledge  that  the  church  is  keeping  herself 
pure  in  order  to  a  proper  reception  of  the  Bridegroom  when  he 
Cometh. 

By  a  careful  analysis  of  the  statistics  for  the  year,  in  addition  to 
the  figures  already  referred  to,  we  find  reason  for  rejoicing  in  all  the 
items  but  one.  More  congregations  and  Sunday-schools  with  more 
members  on  the  roll  of  each,  more  baptisms  and  confirmations,  an 
exceptional  increase  in  the  number  of  communicants  as  compared 
with  last  year,  all  go  to  show  increased  vitality  and  strength.  The 
fact  that  notwithstanding  the  large  increase  in  membership,  the 
number  of  unconfirmed  members  is  less  by  io8  than  last  year, 
deary  indicate  that  catechisation  and  confirmation  have  not  lost  their 
value  among  us  as  a  means  of  induction  into  the  church.  126  more 
deaths  are  reported  than  last  year,  yet  this  is  scarcely  in  proportion 
to  the  church's  increase,  and  in  this  matter  we  may  safely  say  the 
Lord  hath  dealt  lightly  with  us.  The  one  item  referred  to  is  a 
decrease  of  four  in  the  number  of  students  for  the  Holy  Ministry ; 
may  the  Lord  speedily  move  the  hearts  of  young  men  to  consecrate 
themselves  to  this  high  office  and  thus  meet  the  pressing  need  of  the 
church. 

With  profound  pleasure  we  record  the  marked  increase  of  nearly 
f 4 1, 000  in  the  benevolent  offerings  for  the  year.  The  sum  total 
contributed  being  more  than  four  times  as  large  as  that  of  ten  years 
ago  and  five  times  larger  than  that  of  fifteen  years  ago.     Having 
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safely  passed  the  f  100,000  line,  even  though  special  activity  in  cer- 
tain directions  may  have  brought  about  this  pleasing  result,  may  we 
not  express  the  hope  that  the  church  will  in  the  future  never  recede 
from  it,  especially  in  the  coming,  the  centennial  year  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Synod. 

During  the  year  death  has  opened  a  passage  way  unto  eternal  life 
for  two  of  our  brethren  in  the  Ministry.  Rev.  C.  F.  McCauley,  D. 
D.,  of  Schuylkill  Classis  and  Rev.  P.  S.  Davis,  D.  D.,  of  Philadel- 
phia  Classis.  After  years  of  earnest  toil  and  holy  devotion  to  their 
high  calling,  in  the  several  spheres  of  their  activity,  they  now  rest 
firom  their*  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them.  Elders  Prof. 
Wm.  M.  Nevin  and  Wm.  H.  Seibert,  Esq.,  both  of  Lancaster  Classis, 
and  well  known  to  the  Synod,  after  filling  their  several  fields  of  use- 
fulness in  the  church  militant,  have  been  called  to  the  realities  of  the 
church  triumphant;  of  these,  our  dear  departed,  another  pen  will 
give  proper  necrological  record. 

And  now  unto  the  Tri-une  God  Who  hath  hitherto  blessed  and 
prospered  us  and  to  Whom  we  look  for  future  comfort  be  all  the 
honor  and  the  glory  now  and  forever,     Amen.

NECROLOGY. 

The  following  record  of  the  labors  of  those  who  departed  during 
the  year  was  prepared  and  submitted  by  the  Stated  Clerk  to  Synod, 
and  by  its  instruction  is  incorporated  in  its  published  minutes. 

Rev.  Charles  Firev  McCauley,  D.  D.,  died  June  19,  1892. 

Charles  F.  McCauley,  son  of  Hugh  and  Catharine  McCauley, 
was  bom  January  5th,  18 16,  at  Ringgold's  Manor,  Md.  In  his 
jTOUth  he  attended  the  High  School  of  the  Reformed  Church,  at 
York,  Pa.  In  1835  he  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  of  Yale  Col- 
lie, and  was  graduated  in  1838  from  that  institution.  Several 
years  were  devoted  to  teaching  in  Natchez,  Miss.  He  subsequently 
entered  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Mercersburg,  and  was  gradu- 
ated in  1843. 

On  the  nth  of  June,  in  the  same  year,  he  was  ordained  and  in- 
stalled as  the  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church,  at  Middletown,  Md. 
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In  1855  he  became  pastor  of  the  and  Reformed  Church,  at  Reading, 
Pa.,  where  he  labored  with  much  success  for  36  years. 

On  account  of  failing  health  he  resigned  his  position  as  pastor, 
whereupon  the  congregation  elected  him  Pastor  Emeritus.  Dr. 
McCauley  was  married  to  Miss  Maria,  daughter  of  Adam  Hoke,  of 
Mercejrsburg,  Pa.,  who  died  August  13,  1879,  thus  preceding  him 
for  a  period  of  13  years  to  the  eternal  world.  On  Sunday  afternoon, 
June  19,  1892,  Dr.  McCauley  closed  his  eventful  career  at  the  age 
of  76  years,  5  months  and  14  days.  The  funeral  services  were  held 
in  the  Second  Reformed  Church,  on  Monday,  June  2],  and  his 
earthly  remains  were  interred  in  the  Charles  Evans  Cemetery,  at 
Reading,  Pa.,  where  he  now  rests  in  hope  of  a  blessed  resurrection. 

Rev.  Peter  Seibert  Davis,  D.  D.,  died  August  9th,  1892. 

Peter  Seibert  Davis,  a  son  of  Hon.  Elias  P.  Davis,  was  bom 
March  21st,  1828,  in  Boonsboro,  Md.  His  early  education  was  re- 
ceived in  the  house  of  his  father  under  private  tutors.  He  entered 
Marshall  College,  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  in  1845,  and  was  graduated 
in  1849.  During  his  College  course  he  read  Theology  privately, 
under  the  instruction  of  the  late  Dr.  Jno.  W.  Nevin,  and  subsequently 
continued  his  Theological  course  at  Princeton,  N.  J.  / 

He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  in  185^,  by  the  Maryland /y 
Classis,  and  became  assistant  to  the  late  Rev.  Elias  Heiner,  D.  D., 
pastor  of  the  ist  Reformed  Church,  Baltimore,  Md.  In  1853,  he 
was  ordained  by  the  Classis  of  Virginia,  and  installed  pastor  of  the 
Centenary  Reformed  Church,  Winchester,  Va.  In  1857  he  was 
elected  Prof,  of  Ancient  Languages  and  English  Literature  in  Mt. 
Washington  Female  College,  near  Baltimore,  Md. 

In  i860  he  became  pastor  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  at  Norris- 
town,  Pa.,  and  in  1864,  he  accepted  a  call  to  Zion  Reformed 
Church,  at  Chambersburg,  Pa.  In  1875  ^^  ^^  elected  Ekiitor-in- 
Chief  of  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger,  On  account  of  failing 
health  in  1887,  he  resigned  the  position  as  editor. 

Dr.  Davis  was  married  to  Miss  Emma  Phreaner,  of  Lebanon,  Pa. 
He  died  August  9,  1892,  at  the  residence  of  his  son-in-law,  Mr. 
Walter  Peterson,  at  Wyoming,  Ohio,  at  the  age  of  64  years,  4 
months  and  8  days.  He  was  buried  on  August  13,  1892,  at  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  where  in  peaceful  repose  he  awaits  the  resurrection  of 
the  just.

I.    Rtpori  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Visitors  of  Theoiogtcal 
Seminary.     (A.)    Report  of  Board  of  Trustees. 

T0  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformtd  Church  of  the  United  States  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — ^I  herewith  enclose  the  Annual  Report  of 
J.  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

I  beg  leave  further  to  say  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Semi- 
nary held  three  meetings  during  the  year.  One  on  the  19th  of 
November,  1 891,  at  the  Stevens  House,  Lancaster,  Pa. ;  this  meet** 
ing  was  specially  called  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  Synod- 
ical  Committee,  to  devise  some  plan  of  action,  looking  towards 
securing  the  necessary  funds  for  the  proposed  Seminary  buildings. 
Owing  to  some  misunderstanding,  the  Synodical  Committees  met  on 
the  17th  inst.,  and  thus  it  was  impossible  to  have  a  conference  with 
them.  The  members  of  the  Board  attending  this  meeting  were :  G.  W. 
Hensel,  J.  B.  Roth,  Israel  Loucks^  Geo.  G.  Heilman,  J.  D.  Skiles, 
G.  N.  Forney  and  G.  L.  Freet. 

A  resolution  was  then  passed  appointing  a  Committee  of  the 
Board  to  co-operate  with  a  committee  of  the  Synodical  Committee 
in  regard  to  the  above  plan  of  action,  and  a  resolution  also  that  the 
Chair  appoint  the  committee. 

The  committee  are  Charles  Santee  and  George  W.  Hensel,  of  the 
Eastern  Synod,  Geo.  N.  Forney  and  Israel  Loucks,  of  the  Potomac 
Synod,  and  W.  R.  Barnhart  and  W.  J.  Bear,  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  instructed 
to  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Synodical  Committee  of  the  above  ap- 
pointment, and  that  they  mutually  agree  on  a  time  and  place  for 
meeting. 

On  motion  adjourned.

(b)  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Tluological  Seminary. 
To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  : 

Reverend  Brethren  :  As  Secretary,  the  undersigned,  hereby 
respectfully  presents  to  your  honorable  body  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1891-1892. 

The  Seminary  was  opened  in  September,  1891,  under  encourag- 
ing auspices.  At  that  time  the  following  persons  were  enrolled  on 
the  list  of  students  as  members  of  the  Junior  Class:  Charles  F. 
Althouse,  Harry  N.  Bassler,  D.  Franklin  Boomershine,  Qharles  W. 
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Bnigh,  John  W.  Buck,  George  S.  Butz,  I.  Silas  Garrison,  George 
Samuel  Gill^  Louis  P.  Goerrig,  Louis  C.  Hamish,  Ellis  S.  Hay, 
John  D.  Hunsicker,  George  Kinso  Kaneko,  Frank  L.  Kerr,  Thomas 
H.  Leinbach,  Edwin  D.  Meixell, Christopher  Noss,  John  W.  Reinceke, 
Charles  M.  Smith,  Otto  K.  Spessard,  D.  Snider  Stephans,  Louis  C. 
Summer  and  J.  Grant  Walter.     Twenty-three  in  all. 

Of  this  number,  fourteen  are  graduates  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
Collie,  three  of  Heidelberg  College,  one  of  Catawba  College,  one 
of  Calvin  College;  and  of  the  remaining  two,  one  had  received  his 
preparatory  training  at  the  Academy  of  Ursinus  College  and  the 
other  at  the  State  Normal  School,  Bloomsburg,  Pa. 

The  Middle  Class,  numbering  twenty-two  members,  consisted  of 
the  Junior  Class,  whose  names  were  given  in  our  report  one  year 
ago,  without  any  changes. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  fifteen  in  number,  having  com- 
pleted the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Synod,  and  having 
moreover  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  presence  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  were  dismissed  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  year 
and  awarded  the  usual  testimonials  to  that  effect  at  the  Anniversary 
of  the  Seminary  in  May  last.  The  names  are  as  follows :  Henry 
H.  Appel,  Albert  B.  Bauman,  Atvil  Conner,  Charles  E.  Creitz, 
Daniel  G.  Hetrick,  William  Mann  Irvine,  U.  Oliver  H.  Kershner, 
Charles  E.  SchaefTer,  Isaac  M.  Schaeffer,  Andrew  H.  Smith,  George 
B.  Smith,  E.  William  Stonebreaker,  Simon  Waugaman,  Gotthold  A. 
Neflf  and  Frederick  A.  Rupley.  Of  this  number  seven  will  be  able 
to  officiate  both  in  the  English  and  the  German  language. 

Thus  there  were  sixty  students  in  connection  with  the  Seminary 
during  the  year  1 891 -1892,  which  shows  a  considerable  larger  num- 
ber in  attendance  than  there  was  during  any  previous  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  institution.  Such  evidences  of  progress  go  to  indicate 
that  as  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the  church  increase,  the  Lord  is 
providing  for  us  a  more  plentiful  supply  of  ministers  of  the  Gospel 
to  enter  vacant  fields  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  instructions  in  Elocution  under  Prof.  Silas  S.  Neff,  principal 
of  the  School  of  Oratory  in  Philadelphia,  supported  by  a  corps  of 
able  assistants,  has  been  satisfactory,  and,  as  it  is  believed,  highly 
useful  to  the  students.  The  Board,  together  with  the  Faculty,  are 
therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  arrangement  should  be  con- 
tinued for  another  year,  or  until  a  more  permanent  arrangement  can 
be  made,  both  for  the  College  and  the  Seminary,  to  take  its  place. 
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Should  the  three  Synods  so  decide,  it  will  devolve  on  the  Eastern 
Synod  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  ^loo.oo,  the 
same  as  last  year,  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  thus  to  be  incurred. 

The  Board  has  the  pleasure  of  informing  the  Synod  that  the  en- 
dowment of  a  Prize  Essay  was  completed  during  the  year  by  volun- 
tary contributions  amounting  to  |2,ooo  for  this  purpose.  A  distin- 
guished friend  of  the  Seminary  proposed  to  give  ;$i,ooo  for  this  ob- 
ject, provided  an  additional  amount  of  ;$i,ooo  should  be  contrib- 
uted by  other  friends  of  the  Seminary.  The  full  amount  was  made 
up  in  December,  1891,  without  any  difficulty.  Thereupon  the 
Faculty  decided  that  the  interest  of  this  fund  should  be  awarded  as 
a  prize,  each  year,  to  that  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Faculty  shall  have  attained  to  superior  excellence  in 
Church  History,  and  written  the  best  Essay  on  any  previously  as- 
signed topic  in  Church  History,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  or  of 
three  competent  examiners.  Said  prize  shall  be  called  "The  Schaff 
Prize  in  Church  History." 

Further,  it  affords  the  Board  additional  gratification  to  be  able  to 
state  that  the  Class  of  1892,  which  completed  the  regular  course  of 
study  last  spring,  offered  to  establish  a  prize  in  Sacred  Rhetoric  '*  by 
paying  the  interest  of  {500  to  the  member  of  the  Middle  Class  who, 
in  the  opinion  of  three  judges,  writes  the  best  sermon.  The  prize  is 
to  be  awarded  on  the  ground  of  truth  and  the  literary  fmish  with  which 
the  sermon  is  prepared.'*  This  proposition  was  accepted  and  the 
thanks  of  the  Board  extended  to  the  class. 

The  Board  has  endeavored  to  discharge  its  duties  faithfully  in  its 
supervision  of  the  Seminary  during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  happy 
that  it  is  once  more  able  to  report  that  its  affairs  are  in  a  posperous 
condition.  The  professors  have  endeavored,  as  we  believe,  to  per- 
form their  duties  in  the  fear  of  God  as  teachers  of  His  Word.  As 
regards  the  conduct  of  the  students  and  their  industry  in  their  studies 
there  is  no  room  for  complaint.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  their 
progress  was  given  in  their  examinations,  which  were  creditable. 
They  have  been  active  in  Sunday-school,  in  Missionary  Societies,  in 
prison  visitation,  and  in  rendering  assistance  to  the  pastors  in  the 
city  churches.  During  the  year  there  was  a  large  demand,  perhaps 
too  much  so,  for  their  services  from  pastors  and  vacant  charges  out- 
side the  city  of  Lancaster.  These  were  rendered  as  freely  as  the 
claims  of  their  regular  duties  would  allow. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  be  permitted  to  add  that  the  growing  pros- 
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perity  of  the  Seminary  and  of  our  other  institutions  of  learning  at 

Lancaster  is  most  truly  a  matter  which  should  call  forth  sincere 

gratitude  to  God  throughout  all  our  churches.     Founded  in  great 

weakness  yet  in  faith  by  the  fathers,  they  are  becoming  more  and 

more  fruitful  each  year  in  supplying  our  vacant  congregations  and 

missionary  fields  with  faithful  and  well-equipped  ministers  of  the 

Gospel.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  Building, 
To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Dear  Brethren  ;  Your  Committee  to  secure  the  money  for  the 
erection  of  a  building  for  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

The  Committee  met  soon  after  the  annual  meeting  of  your  Reverend 
Body,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  of  the  Synod  of  the  Poto- 
mac, and  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary. 
At  this  joint  meeting  the  situation  was  thoroughly  discussed,  and 
the  Committee  of  this  Synod  was  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  whom 
the  entire  matter  was  referred.  This  sub-committee  met  three  times 
during  the  year,  and  adopted  the  following  plan  to  raise  the  money : 

That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  call  special  meetings,  to  be  at- 
tended by  members  of  the  Committee,  and  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  in  their  judgment  would  be  best  adapted  to  secure  liberal  contribu- 
tions from  the  people  in  the  respective  Classes.  Such  meetings  were 
held  in  the  nine  Classes  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  favorable 
action  was  taken  by  all  of  them.  A  committee  was  appointed  in 
each  Classis,  who  were  to  enter  upon  the  work  at  once  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Committee  of  Synod.  The  remaining  two 
Classes  took  similar  action  at  their  annual  meeting.  According  to 
the  reports  of  these  Committees  to  the  Committee  of  Synod,  the 
work  has  been  begun  in  Lancaster,  Lehigh,  East  Susquehanna,  West 
Susquehanna  and  East  Pennsylvania  Classes.  Nearly  eighteen 
thousand  dollars  are  reported  subscribed,  part  of  which  has  been 
paid.  The  other  Classes  expect  to  enter  upon  the  work  during  the 
coming  winter.  It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  members  of  the  Church  are  waiting  for  the  opportunity  to 
give  their  liberal  share  to  this  home  for  their  school  of  the  profits. 
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If  the  Classical  Committees  but  move  energetically,  and  the  pastors 
realize  the  willingness  of  their  people  to  give,  the  necessary  amount 
would  be  in  hand  in  a  very  few  months. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Synod  made  no  provision  for  the  expense  of  this 
work,  your  Committee  was  in  doubt  as  to  Synod's  mind  on  that 
subject.  Hence  much  of  the  work  was  attempted  by  letter,  which 
could  have  been  done  more  efficiently  and  more  speedily  by  personal 
interviews. 

No  site  for  the  building  has  been  purchased,  because  those  in  view 
have  been  held  at  too  high  a  figure.  As  soon  as  any  one  of  them 
can  be  bought  at  a  fair  price,  it  will  be  secured. 

In  order  that  the  Committee  might  act  intelligently,  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  Seminary  and  Church,  in  having  plans  for  the  building 
made  by  architects,  three  members  visited  several  neighboring  semi- 
naries. From  what  has  been  learned  during  these  visits,  and  in  view 
of  the  particular  needs  of  our  Seminary,  the  Committee  is  prepared 
to  submit  data  to  architects  for  a  building. 

The  Committee  desires  to  put  on  record  that  they  received  valu- 
able assistance  from  Rev.  }.  C.  Bowman,  of  the  Seminary  Faculty, 
by  way  of  advice  and  in  the  canvass  for  funds,  and  also  that  Rev.  C. 
J.  Musser  canvassed  Lancaster  city  with  very  encouraging  success. 

In  consideration  of  the  above  we  respectfully  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing action  to  your  reverend  body,  viz : 

1.  That  the  chairman  of  Synod's  Committee  be  appointed  a  Super- 
intendent with  ample  power  and  a  full  discretion  to  organize  and 
conduct  the  canvass  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod,  that  it  may  be 
completed,  if  possible,  during  the  present  Sy nodical  year. 

2.  That  the  Classical  Committees,  pastors  and  people  be  re- 
quested to  give  the  Superintendant  and  Committee  prompt  support 
and  active  codperation. 

3.  That  the  new  Seminary  building  include  class-rooms,  chapel, 
library  and  domitories. 

4.  That  the  Synod  add  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Seminary  to  aid  and  assist  this  Committee  in  purchasing 
ground,  adopting  plans  of  building,  making  contracts,  and  supervis- 
ing the  construction  and  furnishing  of  the  building,  and  also  that 
they  be  instructed  to  begin  the  work  of  building  so  soon  as  the  funds 
may  warrant  it. 

5.  That  sixty  thousand  dollars  be  the  minimum  amount  to  be 
raised  and  expended  in  the  erection  of  the  Seminary  building,  thit 
being  the  judgment  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Synods. 
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6.  That  this  Synod  make  ample  provision  for  meeting  all  the 
necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  the  Committee,  and 
thajt  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  instructed  to  honor  their  bills.

Report  of  Committee  on  Theological  Seminti^iry, 

The  Report  on  Theological  Seminary  was  considered  item  by  item 
and  adopted. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  beg  leave  to  offer 
the  following  report:  The  following  papers  were  placed  in  our 
bands: 

(i.)  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary ;  (2.)  The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary; 
(3.)  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary;  (4.) 
The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education ;  (5.)  A 
letter  from  the  students  of  the  Theological  Seminary ;  (6. )  The  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary.  Building;  (7.)  A 
booklet  entitled  '*The  Needs  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lan- 
caster, Pa.,'*  by  Prof.  J.  C.  Bowman. 

From  the  reports  we  learn  the  following  facts  to  which  we  call  the 
attention  of  Synod : 

(i.)  From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  we  learn  that  at  the 
oi>ening  of  the  Seminary  in  September,  189 1,  twenty-three  members 
were  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class ;  that  the  middle  class  consisted 
of  twenty-two  members ;  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  students 
of  the  Senior  Class,  fifteen  in  number,  having  completed  the  full 
course  of  study,  and  having  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination, 
were  regularly  dismissed  to  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of  the  holy 
ministry.  Thus  sixty  students,  a  number  larger  by  fourteen  than 
last  year's  report,  have  been  in  attendance  at  the  Seminary.  The 
Lord  is  providing  laborers  for  the  harvest.  Two  prizes  have  been 
established  the  last  year.  "The  Schaff  Prize  in  Church  History," 
and  the  ' *  Prize  in  Sacred  Rhetoric. '  *  The  professors  have  been  faith- 
ful in  the  high  and  sacred  duty  of  teaching  and  training  the  young 
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men  committed  to  their  care ;  and  the  young  men  are  reported  as 
not  only  studious  in  habit,  in  character  well  behaved,  but  especially 
active  in  Sunday-school  and  Mission  work,  in  prison-visiting,  in 
supplying  city  churches  during  vacation,  and  in  assisting  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  Classes  in  supplying  vacant  churches.  The  Seminary 
is  prospering  and  is  worthy  of  our  confidence  and  support. 

(2.)  From  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  we  find  that 
this  board  held  three  meetings  during  the  year.  The  Treasurer  has 
been  ordered  to  set  to  the  credit  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  professorship 
the  annual  interest,  at  5  per  cent.,  of  ^1,718.30  since  1871.  The 
board  further  appointed  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  character  of 
the  so-called  ;$  12,000  Seminary  Building  Fund,  and  to  suggest  how 
the  matter  may  be  disposed  of  and  to  report  at  its  next  meeting. 
The  Secretary  pro.  tem.  fails,  however,  to  give  us  a  report  of  the  final 
action  of  the  board  on  this  point.  The  Board  expresses  its  willing- 
ness to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Committees  appointed  by  the 
Synod  in  the  matter  of  erecting  a  Seminary  building. 

(3.)  From  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary  we  find  : 
(i.)  That  on  September  22,  1892,  there  was  a  balance  on  hand  of 
1^268.80 ;  (2.)  There  are  funds  in  his  hands  to  the  amount  of  ;$io8,- 
501.61;  of  which  1(83,191.26  is  endowment;  ^5,000.00  is  the 
Smaltz  Fund;  11,819.96  is  Library  Fund;  J12, 920.62  Building 
Fund;  ^2, 735, 75  is  Pittsburg  Professorship  Fund;  |2,ooo  Prize 
Essay  Fund';  ^833. 33  Wm.  A.  Wilt  Fund. 

(4.)  This  Synod  is  overtured  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  to  again  contribute  ;$ioo.oo  toward  the  pay- 
ment of  the  Salary  of  the  Teacher  of  Elocution  in  the  Seminary 
during  the  coming  year. 

(5.)  From  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  it  appears 
that  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  have  been  ^4,06^. 93 ;  expendi- 
tures, 1^39740.90,  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  of  1^332.03. 

(6.)  From  the  letter  addressed  to  this  Synod  by  the  students  of 
the  Theological  Seminary,  the  great  and  immediate  need  of  a  Semi- 
nary building  is  made  only  the  more  apparent. 

(7.)  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Building  reports  considerable 
preliminary  work  done  in  the  way  of  plans  and  organization  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the  proposed  building,  and  that  already 
considerable  monies  have  been  raised  in  different  parts  of  the  Synod. 

In  view  of  the  facts  thus  set  forth,  your  committee  recommends 
the  following  resolutions  for  consideration  and  adoption : 
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Resohedy  i.  That  this  Synod  gratefully  acknowledges  tbe  blessing 
of  the  Lord  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Seminary;  that  it  rejoices  in  the 
large  number  of  students  and  their  faithfullness  ;  that  it  highly  ap- 
preciates the  labors  of  its  professors. 

Resolved^  2.  That  this  Synod  has  heard  with  pleasure  of  the 
founding  of  the  "Schaff  Prize  in  Church  History,*'  and  hereby  ex- 
press its  appreciation  of  this  generous  act  on  the  part  of  the  worthy 
donors. 

Resolved^  3.  That  the  Synod  is  also  highly  gratified  to  learn  that 
the  second  prize,  viz.,  of  Sacred  Rhetoric,  has  been  established  by 
the  members  of  the  Class  of  '92  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Resolved f  4.  That  the  Synod  assume  the  sum  of  1 100. 00  to  be 
apportioned  among  the  Classes  for  paying  the  salary  in  part  of  the 
Teacher  of  Elocution  in  the  Seminary. 

Resohedy  5.  That  the  Synod  adopt  the  preamble  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Seminary  Building,  and  the  resolutions  modi- 
fied so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz. : 

Resolved,  i.  That  the  Synod  appoint  a  Superintendent  who  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  selecting  assistants,  and  who  shall  be  with  his 
assistants  invested  with  power  to  organize  and  so  conduct  the  can- 
vass within  the  bounds  of  Synod  that  it  may  be  completed,  if  possible, 
during  the  coming  year. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Classical  Committees,  pastors  and  people 
be  requested  to  give  the  Superintendent  and  his  assistents  prompt 
support  and  active  co-operation. 

Resolved,  3.  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  Synod  that  in  making 
provision  for  the  needs  of  the  Seminary  a  building  be  constructed 
which  shall  include  class  rooms,  prayer  hall,  reading  room  and 
library,  and  that,  hereafter,  a  separate  building,  if  deemed  necessary, 
shall  be  erected  containing  dormitories  for  the  students. 

Resolved,  4.  That  this  Synod  appoint  a  Building  Committee, 
consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  one  member 
from  each  of  the  three  Eastern  Synods,  one  member  from  the 
Faculty  of  the  Seminary  and  one  member  who  shall  be  taken  from 
Synod's  Committee  for  raising  funds  for  the  Seminary  Building. 

Resolved,  5.  That  this  Committee,  with  large  discretionary  powers, 
be  authorized  to  purchase  grounds,  if  advisable,  adopt  plans,  make 
contracts,  and  have  supervision  of  the  construction  and  furnishing 
of  the  building ;  and  that  they  be  instructed  to  begin  the  work  of 
building  so  soon  as  the  funds  may  warrant. 
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Resoluedf  6.  That  sixty  thousand  dollars  be  the  minimum  amount 
to  be  raised  and  expended  in  the  erection  of  these  buildings. 

Resolved^  7.  That  the  President  appoint  a  committee  of  which  he 
shall  be  the  chairman,  to  name  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  fill 
the  positions  of  Superintendent  and  committeemen  named  in  the 
above  resolutions. 

Resohed^  8.  That  this  Synod  make  ample  provision  for  meeting 
the  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  the  Committees,  and 
that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary  be  instructed  to 
honor  such  bills. 

Resolved^  9.  That  Synod  accepts  with  appreciation  of  its  peculiar 
value  at  this  particular  time,  the  booklet  by  Prof.  J.  C.  Bowman,  of 
the  Seminary,  on  the  needs  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  that 
it  commend  it  for  circulation  among  the  churches ;  and  that,  should 
a  second  edition  be  needed,  the  expense  of  its  publication  and  distri- 
bution be  met  by  the  Synod. 

We  finally  suggest  that  the  letter  addressed  to  the  Synod  by  the 
students  of  the  Theological  Seminary  be  read.

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  hereby  sets  apart  the  election  herein 
called  for  as  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday  afternoon  at  2:30 
o'clock. 

Resoked^  That  this  professorship  shall  be  known  as  the  Pittsburg 
Synod  Professorship,  the  support  of  which  is  provided  for  by  said 
Synod, 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  thanks  to  God  for 
this  laudable  contribution  by  the  Pittsburg  Synod  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  Theological  Seminary. 

Resolved^  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  Synod  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  communicate  this  action  to  the  prop>er  authorities  of  the 
Pittsburg  Synod,  and  to  request  them  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
installation  of  Dr.  Rupp,  in  case  he  accepts  the  call,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  select. 

Resolved^  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  Synod  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  extend  a  call  to  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  Rupp,  with  the  seal  of 
Synod,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  bearing  on 
this  subject.

MISSIONS. 

Keport   of  the    Board   of  Missions    of   the    Reformed    Church 
in  the  United  States,  for  the  Year  Ending 

October  /,  i8g2, 
Tc  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  and  the  Reverend  Potomac  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  representing  the  Eastern  and  Potomac 
SynodSy  present  their  report  for  the  year  ending  October  i,  1892. 
The  Board  having  held  two  special  meetings  during  the  year,  and 
circumstances  making  it  difficult  to  secure  a  quorum  for  an  annual 
meeting  at  the  usual  time,  this  report  has  been  prepared  and  adopted 
by  the  Executive  Council. 

The  Synods  will  notice  that  this  report  differs  from  those  of  former 
years,  lacking  their  details  and  statistics  and  giving  only  a  general 
view  of  the  work.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  yearly  report 
of  General  Synod's  Board  now  in  a  large  measure  takes  the  place  of 
our  report,  with  all  necessary  details  and  statistics. 

The  most  important  act  of  the  Board  during  the  year  was  the 
transfer  of  all  our  Missions  to  the  management  and  control  of  the 
General  Board,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  your  reverend  bodies 
a  year  ago.  Your  Board  met  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  in  Altoona,  Pa.,  in  January,  1892,  and  in  joint  confer- 
ence with  them  agreed  upon  the  details  of  the  transfer,  which  are  as 
follows : 

1.  The  transfer  to  take  effect  April  i,  1892. 

2.  All  Missions  outside  the  bounds  of  the  Eastern  and  Poto- 
mac Synods  to  be  transferred  absolutely,  this  Board  retaining  all 
pecuniary  claims  that  we  hold  against  said  Missions. 

3.  The  Missions  within  the  bounds  of  the  Eastern  and  Potomac 
Synods  s;hall  report  to  Superintendent  Whitmer,  who  shall  transmit 
these  reports  with  his  recommendations  to  the  General  Board  through 
the  General  Superintendent. 

4.  Money  for  Home  Missions  raised  by  apportionment  on  the 
Classes  within  the  bounds  of  the  Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods 
shall  be  sent  to  Treasurer  Seibert,  who  shall  make  monthly  remittances 
to  Treasurer  Santee. 

5.  This  Board  shall  hold  its  legacies  and  trust  funds,  and  shall 
control  the  use  of  its  Church-building  Funds. 
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6.  The  Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods  shall  nominate  the  Super- 
intendent of  their  own  territory,  said  nomination  to  be  referred 
for  election  to  the  General  Synod  or  the  General  Board,  as  the  case 
may  require. 

7.  This  Board  and  Executive  Council  shall  meet  as  heretofore. 

8.  Superintendent  Shuey  to  be  retained  until  October  i,  1892, 
the  General  Board  fulfilling  our  financial  obligations  to  him. 

9.  The  General  Board  is  requested  to  send  a  representative  to  the 
annual  meetings  of  this  Board. 

10.  The  Bi-Synodic  Department  of  the  Missionary  Guardian  to 
be  discontinued. 

11.  The  General  Board  shall  fulfill  our  obligation  to  the  German 
Board  of  the  East  for  {150  a  year  until  October  i,  1892. 

After  a  brief  discussion  and  explanation,  these  details  were  unani- 
mously adopted.  The  formal  transfer  was  made  at  a  meeting  of  the 
two  Boards  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  April,  1892;  and  therefore  while 
your  Board  continues  to  have  the  oversight  and  care  of  the  Missions 
within  your  bounds,  we  have  only  advisory  power  in  their  manage- 
ment. 

We  rejoice  to  say  that  our  work  is  in  good  condition.  Three  Mis- 
sions have  become  self-supporting,  namely:  Bangor,  Pa.;  Stafford, 
Ore.,  and  Williamsport,  Pa.  The  following  Missions  have  been  en- 
rolled during  the  year  :  Royersford,  Pa.;  Tower  City,  Pa.;  Memo- 
rial Church,  Allentown,  Pst.;  Northeast  Baltimore,  Md.;  West 
Rowan,  N.  C;  Harrisville,  Va.;  Albino,  Ore.;  and  St.  Thomas, 
Reading,  Pa.;  (Seattle,  Washington,  was  only  re-enrolled).  The 
following  Missions  were  enrolled  by  request  of  the  General  Board : 
Franklinville,  Bethel  and  Messiah  Missions,  Philadelphia,  Pa.; 
Phoenixville,  Prospectville  and  Scranton,  Pa.  Accordingly  the  roll  at 
present  numbers  thirty-seven  Missions,  only  one  of  which  is  now 
vacant. 

As  our  Missionary  year  began  October  i,  and  as  the  Missionary 
year  of  the  General  Board  begins  April  i ,  it  has  been  found  neces- 
sary to  allow  the  appropriations  of  the  present  year  to  continue  to 
April  I,  1893. 

The  Reverend  Synods  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  the  Board  has 
now  on  record  twenty  church-building  funds,  six  of  which  have 
been  received  during  the  year ;  but  we  regret  to  add  that  less  than 
f  1.500  have  come  into  our  treasury  on  the  apportionment  for  this 
part  of  our  work.     As  your  Board  must  have  money  for  this  work. 
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^c  again  ask  that  the  same  apportionment  as  last  year  be  sent  down 

to  the  Classes,  namely,  I2.500  by  the  Eastern  Synod  and  ^1.500  by

We  gratefully  report  the  gift  of  ^i.ooo  from  Mrs.  Louisa  F.  Wirt  of 

Hanover,  Pa.,  being  amount  of  legacy  of  Elder  Henry  Wirt  to  this 

Board,  but  awarded  by  the  court  to  Mrs.  Wirt,  owing  to  a  defect  in 
the  will.     In  this  gift  Mrs.  Wirt  sacredly  carries  out  his  intent. 

•As  the  apportionment  for  the  coming  year  will  be  asked  by  the 
General  Board,  we  need  only  urge  the  full  payment  of  what  is  as- 
sumed; and  this  we  most  earnestly  and  affectionately  do,  not  only 
because  so  many  new  Missions  within  your  own  bounds  have  lately 
been  enrolled,  but  also  for  the  sake  of  other  new  and  important  fields 
that  should  have  early  enrollment — to  say  nothing  of  a  great  and 
growing  work  within  the  bounds  of  other  Synods  toward  whose  sup- 
port much  help  must  come  from  the  east. 

It  pains  us  to  report  the  death  of  Elder  William  H.  Seibert,  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Board  from  its  organization ;  and  we  desire  here 
to  record  our  high  appreciation  of  his  long  and  faithful  service  in 
the  Board,  especially  as  its  patient  and  pains-taking  Treasurer.

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///.  Secretary's  Report — Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren  :  In  the  absence  of  a  fonnal 
authorized  report  by  the  Board,  which  will  be  in  full  presented  to 
the  General  Synod  next  spring,  I  beg  leave  to  present  to  your 
Reverend  Body,  a  very  general  statement  of  the  present  condition 
and  outlook  of  our  missionary  work  in  Japan. 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God,  that  I  am  able  to  say,  that 
our  work  in  Sendai  is  moving  forward  with   indeed  unexpected 
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success.  Ever  since' the  establishment  of  our  institution  for  the  rais- 
ing  up  of  a  native  ministry  our  work  has  been  largely  preparative, 
it  requiring  several  years  before  the  students  could  be  conducted 
through  the  necessary  educational  course.  This  fall  the  First  Class 
completed  its  course,  and  henceforth  we  may  expect  annual  rein- 
forcements to  our  band  of  native  evangelistic  workers.  The  Train- 
ing School  had  a  body  of  some  35  to  40  students  until  the 
completion  of  our  new  Seminary  building.  Since  the  occupancy  of 
this  new  building  during  the  last  scholastic  year,  the  number  of  stu- 
dents has  increased  at  a  surprising  rate,  till  it  reached  its  maximum 
number  of  119.  Thirty-eight  of  these  are  candidates  for  the  Chris- 
tian ministry.  Of  the  whole  number,  61  are  Christians.  This  un- 
locked for  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  forced  the  Board, 
even  without  the  necessary  funds  in  sight,  in  faith  to  send  out  another 
missionary  teacher,  to  relieve  our  greatly  over-burdened  missionaries 
Hoy  and  Schneder,  in  the  person  of  Rev.  Henry  K.  Miller,  who  is 
now  on  his  way  to  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  whence  he  expects  to  sail 
for  Japan  on  the  27th  inst.  With  these  three  fully  equipped  Ameri- 
can teachers,  in  whose  hands  will  be  the  branches  which  relate  both 
directly  and  more  remotely  to  oiur  holy  Christianity,  aided  by  several 
native  teachers  of  the  secular  branches,  the  Board  believes  the  fptce 
of  teachers  will  be  sufficiently  strong  for  the  present  wants  of  our 
school. 

We  have  not  had  so  large  an  increase  of  students  in  the  Girl's 
School.  The  number  being  as  per  last  report,  43.  A  considerable 
inflow  of  new  scholars  is  expected  during  the  coming  term.  Since 
Miss  Hollowell  has  been  added,  the  teaching  force  is  considered 
adequate  to  the  present  wants  of  the  school. 

During  the  last  several  years,  the  labors  of  our  Mission  have,  as 
already  said,  been  largely  devoted  to  the  preparatory  work  of  raising 
up  a  force  of  evangelistic  workers.  As  a  consequence,  evangelistic 
work  proper  has  received  only  partial  attention.  Brother  Moore 
being  the  only  one  to  whom  this  department  was  committed,  and 
Brothers  Hoy  and  Schneder  rendering  such  help  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  as  their  oppressive  labors  as  teachers  in  the  Training  School 
permitted.  Now,  however,  that  workers  are  coming  out  of  our 
school,  the  grand  aim  of  our  work,  viz.,  to  win  souls  to  Christ,  is 
expected  to  go  forward  with  new  and  growing  activity.  It  is  very 
clear  then,  that  with  increased  activity  and  more  widely  extended 
labor  in  this  department,  it  will  become  necessary  in  the  near  future 
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to  reinforce  this  branch  of  work,  by  sending  out  one  or  two  addi- 
tional American  evangelists,  to  labor  in  and  supervise  this  depart- 
ment, manned  as  it  largely  will  be  by  those  who  in  reality  are  but 
babes  in  Christ  themselves. 

Thus  with  the  blessing  of  God's  Spirit  is  our  work  and  $eld  of 
service  rapidly  growing  in  our  hands.  The  anxious  question,  now 
more  than  ever  before,  is  coming  to  oppress  us:  "Will  the  home 
church  sufficiently  resound  to  this  clear  and  loud  call  of  God  ?"  He 
has  graciously  blessed  us  and  prosp>ered  us  in  our  day  of  small  things. 
Will  we  now,  with  growing  and  brightening  opportunities,  rise  to  our 
opportunities  and  go  forward  under  the  leadership  of  Him  Who  has 
promised  to  be  with  us  always  unto  the  end  of  the  world  ? 

Dear  Brethren  in  the  Lord,  the  Board  appeals  to  you  in  the 
Saviour's  precious  name,  to  adopt  Slich  measures  as  will  serve  to  so 
quicken  the  zeal  of  our  ministers  and  members,  as  will  enable  it  to 
press  forward  in  the  winning  of  souls,  and  in  the  upbuilding  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth.

IV,     The  Report  on  Missions. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  read  its  report  on  Monday 
during  the  morning  session.  The  report  was  considered  item  by 
item  and  finally  adopted  as  a  whole.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  re- 
port.    The  following  documents  have  been  referred  to  us  : 

1 .  The  annual  report  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  representing  the  Eastern 
and  Potomac  Synods. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Elder  J.  J.  Nissley. 

4.  The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  work  of  the  Generstl  Board  has 
been  very  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  Missions  have  become  self-sus- 
taining, and  new  points  have  been  established.  Especially  is  it  a 
source  of  thankfulness  that  the  long  desired  plan  of  unification  has 
been  realized.     This  completion  puts  the  work  of  five  English  Synods 
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under  the  control  of  one  Board  and  secures  the  support  of  one 
hundred  smd  seventy  thousand  members.  Since  every  month  new 
appeals  are  made  to  the  Board  from  neglected  districts  for  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel,  the  gifts  of  the  membership  of  our  church  should 
be  inoeased.     Therefore, 

\' Resohed^  That  this  Synod  assume  the  payment  of  {15,000 
for  Missions  and  1 2, 500  for  church  building,  and  that  these  sums 
be  apportioned  among  the  several  Classes. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  learn  of  the  increase  of  Church-building 
Funds.  There  are  twenty  on  record  at  present,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
all  the  Classes  will  encourage  these  memorial  offerings,  which  are 
accomplishing  so  much  good. 

2.  Resohed^  That  the  money  apportioned  for  church  building 
be  equally  divided  between  the  General  and  Bi-Synodic  Boards. 

The  work  of  Missions  among  the  Hungarians  of  this  country  has 
exceeded  the  expectations  of  the  most  sanguine.  With  two  faithful 
Hungarian  missionaries  and  nine  organized  congregations  including 
a  membership  of  fully  three  hundred,  there  is  still  a  demand  for 
another  missionary  among  them. 

3.  In  view  of  the  urgent  need  of  the  work,  it  is  recommended  that 
|i,ioo  be  apportioned  among  the  several  Classes. 

4.  We  recommend  the  organization  of  a  Missionary  Society  in  the 
different  Classes  for  the  diffusion  of  missionary  intelligence  and  as  a 
means  of  securing  funds  for  the  operation  of  the  Mission  Boards. 

In  the  examination  of  the  report  of  the  Foreign  Board,  we  find 
many  things  which  call  for  grateful  praise  to  Almighty  God  in  let- 
ting His  divine  favor  rest  upon  our  labors  in  Japan,  the  Training 
School  having  increased  from  40  to  119  students,  of  whom  38  are 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  The  sending  out  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
K.  Miller  is  an  event  for  which  the  Church  ought  to  be  very  grateful. 

5.  We,  therefore,  most  heartily  commend  the  cause  of  Foreign 
Mission^  to  the  sympathy  and  liberal  support  of  the  several  Classes, 
requesting  them  to  urge  upon  their  several  churches  the  importance 
of  special  offerings  for  the  noble  cause. 

6.  We,  also,  heartily  commend  the  plan  suggested  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  for  raising  five  dollar  shares  by  the  Sunday-schools 
for  the  support  of  Brother  Miller  in  Japan.

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Board  of  Trustees  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  report : 

1.  The  Treasurer  of  Synod  submitted  his  report,  which  was  duly 
audited  and  found  to  be  correct  as  stated,  and  a  balance  was  found 
in  his  hands  of  j»852.i5  for  contingent  expenses  of  Eastern  Sjmod, 
and  {15  for  bond  due  Home  Mission  Board. 

2.  Rev.  J.  F.  Moyer,  of  this  Board,  whose  term  expires  Jan.  i, 
1896,  having  removed  beyond  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  tendered 
his  resignation,  which  was  duly  accepted,  and  Rev.  Wairren  J.  John- 
son was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

3.  Rev.  J.  F.  Moyer  having  also  tendered  his  resignation  as  Treas- 
urer of  Synod,  Elder  John  J.  Nissley  was  appointed  Treasurer  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

4.  The  Board  as  now  constituted  consists  of  the  following :  Rev.

Stitzel,  whose  term  expires  Jan.  i,  1894;  Rev.  H.  Mosser,  D.  D., 
whose  term  expires  Jan.  i,  1895;  Rev.  Warren  J.  Johnson,  whose 
term  expires  Jan.  i,  1896;  Elder  John  J.  Nissley,  whose  term  expires 
Jan.  I,  1897. 
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5-  The  term  of  office  of  Rev.  O.  P.  Steckel  expires  Jan.  i,  1893. 
According  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  we  nominate  Revs.  Thos. 
C  Leinbach  and  I.  £.  GraefT,  as  suitable  persons  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occurring  by  reason  of  the  above  named  expiration  of  term. 

6.  We  are  constrained  again  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
unpaid  balance  due  on  the  loan  made  by  order  of  Synod,  for  Wichita 
University;  and  would  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  by 
Sjrnod  looking  towards  the  speedy  payment  of  the  same. 

7.  We  also  call  attention  to  the  apportionments  yet  remaining  im- 
paidi  as  apportioned  by  Synod  for  other  objects. 

8.  Whereas,  there  is  a  deficiency  of  f  75.52  in  the  amount  appor- 
tioned by  the  Eastern  Synod  for  General  Synod  Contingent  Fund, 
it  should  be  provided  for  by  Synod.

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Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  In  presenting  this,  my  annual 
report,  I  beg  to  inform  Synod  that  there  is  still  a  balance  of  1 264  un- 
paid on  the  loan  made  for  Wichita  University;  I201  has  been  paid 
during  the  year  on  apportionments  and  I27.69  on  pledges,  leaving 
unpaid  I82.50  on  the  former  and  I336.01  on  the  latter.  Also,  that 
there  is  a  deficiency  in  the  apportionment  for  Contingent  Expenses, 
General  Synod,  of  I75.52  which  should  be  provided  for  and  might 
be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  of  this  Synod.  I  regret  to  re- 
port that  much  confusion  and  unnecessary  labor  has  been  caused  by 
the  failure  of  a  number  of  the  Classes  to  comply  with  the  directions 
of  Synod  with  reference  to  the  payment  of  monies  for  Harbor  and 
Hungarian  Missions,  some  having  paid  direct  to  the  General  Board, 
others  to  Home  Mission  Board,  and  some  as  directed.  If  this  can  be 
avoided  in  the  future.  Synod  will  confer  a  great  blessing  upon  its 
Treasurer.

There  is  nothiog  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  claiming 
the  attention  of  Synod  that  is  not  covered  by  the  Treasurer's  Report. 

From  the  items  referred  to  the  committee  from  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Missions  we  learn  that  the  following  amounts  have 
been  referred  to  Synod  for  apportionment  among  the  several  classes: 
Home  Missions,  ^15.000;  Church-building,  13,500;  Hungarian 
Missions,  ^1,100. 

Moreover  the  following  amount  has  also  been  referred  to  us  for  ap- 
portionment: Teacher  of  Elocution,  2 100.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

COMPLAINT. 

In  the  8th  Item  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  the 
attention  of  Synod  was  directed  to  the  complaint  of  Goshenhoppen 
Classis  against  the  Philadelphia  Classis,  in  receiving  into  its  body,  the 
Trinity  Christian  Church  of  Skippackville,  an  independent  congre- 
gation, lying,  as  it  is  claimed,  within  the  territory  of  Goshenhoppen 
Classis. 

This  complaint,  together  with  an  item  in  Report  of  Minutes  of 
Classes,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr. 
Thos.  G.  Apple,  J.  W.  Steinmetz  and  Elder  Daniel  Miller,  who 
subsequently  reported  the  following  action,  which  was  adopted : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of  the 
Goshenhoppen  Classis  against  the  Philadelphia  Classis,  for  receiving 
into  its  jurisdiction  and  communion  a  congregation  which  the 
Goshenhoppen  Classis  claims  lies  within  its  boundaries,  without  the 
consent  and  permission  of  the  Classis,  respectfully  report:  The 
complaint  states  that  due  notice  of  this  action  was  given  to  the 
officers  of  Philadelphia  Classis,  and  a  copy  of  the  complaint  and 
petitions  thii  Synod  to  hear  said  complaint  and  take  such  action  as 
shall  lead  to  the  placing  of  the  congregation  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Goshenhoppen  Classis,  within  whose  bounds  it  is  claimed  said 
congr^tion  belongs. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  Synod  set  apart  the 
hour  of  2:30  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  as  the  hour  to  hear  this 
complaint  according  to  the  following  order  : 

I.  The  plaintiff  to  have  not  more  than  thirty  minutes  to  present 
his  case,  and  the  defendant  the  same  length  of  time  to  present  his- 
defense,  after  which  the  Synod  shall  proceed  to  vote :  "Sustained  "^ 
or  "not  sustained."

Report  of  the  P^iblication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 

United  States ,  i8g2. 

7#  tki  Pittiburg^  Potomac  and  Eastirn  Synods, 

The  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  b^  leave  to  submit  to  the  Synods  named  its  annual  report : 

During  the  year  one  meeting  was  held,  September  7,  1892.  At 
this  meeting  but  three  members  were  present,  viz. :  Geo.  W.  Hensel, 
James  T.  Reber  and  Edward  J.  Durban.  In  the  absence  of  a 
quorum,  the  Executive  Committee  met  and  authorized  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  to  prepare  the  annual  report  to  the 
Synods. 

The  books  of  the  publisher  and  lessee  were  examined  and  verified 
by  two  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  gross  receipts  for  the  year  ex- 
hibited an  increase  over  those  of  the  past  year  to  the  amount  of 
^3,121.52,  and  the  total  amount  being  within  the  limit  of  {40,000, 
the  basis  of  the  guarantee.  The  Treasurer  received  the  1 1,200  from 
the  lessee  as  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  former. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  several  members  of  the  Board  fail  to 
attend  the  meetings  as  their  absence  not  only  prevents  organization 
and  the  election  of  the  necessary  officers,  but  also  precludes  the  con- 
sideration and  action  on  various  matters  of  importance,  among  which 
is  .the  undetermined  and  seemingly  misunderstood  question  as  to 
whether  the  Synods  are  observing  the  true  intent  of  the  contract  with 
the  lessee,  notably  in  their  printing  and  publishing  contracts.  This 
subject  should  be  intelligently  and  fairly  discussed  on  the  floor  of  the 
several  Synods,  and  a  conclusion  reached  that  will  clearly  and  finally 
determine  it,  and  that  in  strict  keeping  with  the  equities  and  rights 
of  both  parties  concerned. 
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The  advantages  and  benefits  arising  from  a  concentration  of  in- 
terests are  so  apparent  in  all  the  activities  of  life  that  there  should 
not  be  any  occasion  to  plead  for  like  purpose  in  our  publishing  in* 
terests,  and  there  seems  to  exist  in  some  quarters  an  indifference  or 
lukewarmness,  amounting  at  times  to  opposition,  in  promoting  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  this  powerful  and  valuable  adjunct  to  our 
Church  organization. 

The  direct  pecuniary  advantages  under  the  existing  lease  to  the 
Synods,  and  which  could  be  largely  increased  by  concerted  action, 
are  shown  in  the  following  report  as  submitted  by  the  Treasurer, 
Geo.  W.  Hensel:

1.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Publication  Board. 

2.  A  letter  from  the  proprietor  of  the  Publication  House,  giving 
reasons  for  the  late  issue  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

From  the  Annual  Report  we  learn : 

1 .  That  prosperity  has  attended  our  publication  interests  and  that 
lessee  and  the  Board  have  been  faithful  to  the  existing  contract. 

2.  That  the  gross  receipts  for  the  past  year  are  in  excess  of  those 
of  the  preceding  year  by  13,121 /ij^. 
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3.  That  the  f^nds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
amount  to  l5»793^ifv«  being  an  increase  over  and  above  those  of 
last  year  of  «i,397iV^. 

4.  That  the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  {4,300,  are 
invested  in  permanent  loans  at  5  per  cent,  and  6  per  cent.,  and 
^1,193^1^  in  call  loans  at  4  per  cent. 

5.  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Publication  that  Synod 
should  fairly  discuss  the  question  whether  Synod  is  observing  the 
true  intent  of  the  contract  with  the  lessee,  notably  in  their  printing 
and  publishing  contracts,  and  determine  the  question  in  strict  keep- 
ing with  the  equities  and  rights  of  both  parties. 

Accordingly,  your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  follow- 
ing for  adoption : 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  is  highly  gratified  by  reason  of  the 
success  attending  our  publication  interests. 

Resolved^  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  publications  of  the 
said- Board  remain  the  property  of  the  three  Synods  of  the  Church, 
Synod  is  reminded  of  the  moral  and  legal  obligation  of  the  present 
contract,  and  urge  upon  all  the  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church  to  give  their  hearty  cooperation  in  increasing  the  circulation 
of  the  periodicals  issued  by  said  Board,  and  in  advancing  the  varied 
interests  of  our  Publication  Board. 

Your  committee  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  term  of 
membership  of  Geo.  W.  Hensel  expires  January  i,  1893. 

Further,  we  recommend  that  the  letter  of  the  proprietor  of  the 
Publication  House  be  filed,  the  reason  given  for  the  delay  of  the 
issue  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod  being  satisfactory.

The  Report  of  Bethany  Orphans'  Home  was  presented  to  Synod  by 
the  Committee  on  Overtures,  and  referred  to  a  special  committee 
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consisting  of  Revs.  D.  £.  Schoedler,  Jas.  N.  Bachman,  S.  P.  Brown 
and  Elders  John  Remaly  and  John  M.  Cilley. 

The  Report  of  Bethany  Orphans'  Home  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  With  a  greatful  heart  we 
again  accept  the  privilege  of  addressing  your  reverend  body  concern- 
ing a  work  in  which  you  have  for  many  years  had  a  deep  interest 
and  which  many  of  you  are  so  liberally  supporting. 

The  church  possesses  a  valuable  property  in  Bethany  Orphans' 
Home  and  the  institution  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Nearly  one 
hundred  acres  of  land  now  belong  to  the  Home,  located  in  a  section 
of  country  noted  for  its  bracing  air  and  pure  water,  and  which  is  al- 
ready famous  for  its  sanitariums,  asylums  and  summer  resorts. 
Here  is  a  farm  of  65  acres  and  about  35  acres  in  orchards,  gardens, 
lawns  and  woodland,  on  which  are  commodious  well-equipped  build- 
ings, all  the  property  of  the  church,  used  for  the  care  of  her  orphans' 
and  the  whole  property  is  fully  paid  for. 

We  have  at  present  102  children  on  the  roll,  all  of  whom,  with  the 
exception  of  two,  are  supported  by  the  church. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  Bethany  Home  has  been  very  good 
during  the  year,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  girl,  the  children 
are  all  enjoying  good  health  at  present. 

The  moral  and  religious  training  has  been  faithfully  attended  to, 
as  in  former  years,  in  the  church  service,  the  Sunday-school,  Cate- 
chetical instruction  and  at  the  family  altar.  At  the  Spring  Commun- 
ion, seven  were  added  to  the  church  by  rite  of  confirmation. 

We  continue  the  system  of  employing  our  boys  and  girls  in  practi- 
cal industrial  work  on  the  farm  and  about  the  buildings. 

Our  school  session  is  ten  months,  the  children  going  to  school  only 
three-fourths  of  the  day.  Heretofore  we  have  had  only  two  teachers 
and  two  schools.  On  account  of  the  large  number  of  children  at 
present  in  the  Home,  and  in  order  to  do  justice  to  the  work,  we  re- 
cently started  an  intermediate  grade.  The  children  in  this  grade 
are  taught  by  the  larger  girls  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  head  teacher.  We  have  at  present  three  girls  who  have  success- 
fully passed  the  county  teachers'  examination,  but  who,  on  account 
of  their  youth,  cannot  yet  secure  positions  as  teachers  in  the  public 
schools. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  October  6th,  the 
Treasurer  reported  a  deficit  in  thecurrentexpenseaccountof  ^1,849.21. 
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Adding  to  this  amount  some  unpaid  bills  which  were  recently  con- 
tracted for  winter  supplies,  our  indebtedness  on  current  expenses  will 
amount  to  somewhat  over  |2yOoo.  It  has  been  the  experience  for 
many  years  that  in  the  fall  of  the  year  the  Home  is  always  in  debt 
on  current  expenses,  on  account  of  the  few  contributions  received 
during  the  summer  and  on  account  of  the  heavy  expenses  in  making 
provision  for  winter. 

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  this  deficit  and  also 
to  the  fact  that  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  children  in  the 
femily  our  expenses  will  be  heavy  during  the  winter,  and  pray  that 
you  may  continue  your  interest  in  this  work  and  in  increased  measure 
support  it  with  your  gifts. 

Grateful  to  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  Who  has  helped  us  thus 
far,  and  implicitly  trusting  in  Him  for  the  future,  we  are.

The  committee  on  Bethany  Orphan's  Home,  to  whom  the  above 
document  was  referred  for  consideration,  submitted  the  following  as 
its  report,  which  was  adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

T<$  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Your  committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  Bethany  Or- 
phans' Home,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 

Having  carefully  scanned  the  report  placed  in  its  hands,  and  hav- 
ing listened  with  attention  and  interest  to  the  address  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Bethany  Orphans'  Home,  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Yundt,  and 
to  the  remarks  of  members  of  Synod,  your  committee  respectfully 
offer  the  following  resolutions  for  the  consideration  of  Synod : 

1.  That  Synod  is  greatful  to  Almighty  God  for  the  present  pros- 
perous condition  of  the  Home,  rejoicing  especially  in  the  fact  that 
the  property  of  the  Home  is  free  of  debt. 

2.  That  Synod  approves  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  as 
outlined  in  the  address  of  the  Superintendent,  with  the  suggestion, 
however,  that  the  Board  of  Managers  consider,  tentatively,  the  advis- 
ability of  so  enlarging  the  class  of  children  from  which  the  inmates  of 
the  Home  are  drawn,  as  to  include  such  children  as  are  maimed  in 
body. 

3.  That  Synod  requests  its  congregations  and  Sunday-schools  to 
make  liberal  contributions  during  the  coming  Christmas  season,  to- 
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wards  liquidating  a  probable  debt  of  13,000,  incurred  for  current  ex- 
penses. 

4.  That  Synod  raise  a  Standing  Committee,  which  committee 
shall  be  known  as  "The  Standing  Committee  on  Orphan's  Homes," 
and  to  which  shall  be  referred,  at  the  annual  meetings  of  Synod,  all 
documents  relating  to  the  interests  of  the  Home. 

5.  That,  hereafter,  the  anniversary  of  the  Home  shall  be  known 
as  "Bethany  Day,**;  and  that  in  making  the  arrangements  for  the 
proper  observance  of  •"Bethany  Day",  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
the  Superintendent  shall  be  assisted  by  the  "Standing  Committee  on 
Orphans*  Homes,**  provided  for  in  the  above  resolution.

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT. 

The  attention  of  Synod  was  directed  by  the  8th  item  in  the  Re- 
port on  Minutes  of  Synod,  to  the  appointing  of  a  special  committee 
a  year  ago,  to  effect  legal  changes  in  the  charters  of  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  and  the  Theological  Seminary,  so  as  to  make  the 
Pittsburg  and  Potomac  Synods  joint  owners. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  received  and  adopted.  It  is  as 
follows : 

To  the  Easierttf  Pittsburg  and  Potomac  Synods, 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Eastern, 
Pittsburg  and  Potomac  Synods  charged  with  the  work  of  formulating 
a  plan  according  to  which  such  change  in  the  charters  of  the  Thelog- 
ical  Seminary  and  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  at  Lancaster,  Pa., 
may  be  made  as  shall  give  to  these  three  Synods  the  joint  ownership 
and  management  of  said  institutions,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following 
report :     Two  meetings  of  the  committee  were  held. 

I.  A  preliminary  meeting  was  held  in  Salem  Reformed  Church, 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  October  23,  i89i,at5  o'clock  p.  m.;  at  which  the  fol-  * 
lowing  members  were  present,  viz  :  from  Eastern  Synod,  Revs.  E.  N. 
Kremer,  T.  O.  Stem  and  Elder  John  W.  Bickel ;  from  the  Pittsburg 
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Synod,  none ;  and  fr6m  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  Revs.  C.  Clever, 
D.  D.,  C.  Cort  and  Thos  J.  Barkley.  Rev.  C.  Clever,  D.  D.,  was 
chosen  president  pro  tern,  and  Rev.  T.  O.  Stem  secretary  pro  tern. 
After  some  conference,  it  was  resolved  that  the  committee  adjourn 
to  meet  in  the  College  building  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  Monday  of 
commencement  week,  June  13,  1892,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  that 
the  secretary /r^  tern  notify  all  the  members  of  the  committee  of  this 
action  at  least  four  weeks  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting. 

2.  The  second  meeting  was  held  at  Lancaster,  as  per  adjournment 
of  the  preliminary  meeting,  June  13,  1892,  and  the  two  following 
days,  the  committee  adjourning  from  time  to  time  until  the  work  was 
completed ;  some  of  the  sessions  being  held  in  the  College  building, 
and  others  in  the  lecture  room  of  the  First  Reformed  Church.  The 
following  members  were  present  at  this  meeting,  viz:  from  the 
Eastern  Synod.  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.  D.,  and  Elder  D.  S.  Keller; 
from  Pittsburg  Synod,  Revs.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D.,  D.  B.  Lady  and  C. 
R.  Diefifenbacher,  D.  D.;  from  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  Revs.  C. 
Clever,  D.  D.,  C.  Cort,  D.  D.,  and  Thos.  J.  Barkley.  The  com- 
mittee organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.  D., 
Chairman^  and  Rev.  D.  B.  L.ady,  Secretary, 

The  business  with  which  the  committee  was  charged  was  carefully 
considered,  both  at  its  sessions  and  by  means  of  correspondence. 
The  results  of  the  committee's  deliberations  are  embodied  in  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  which  are  recommended  to  each  of  the  three 
Synods  represented  for. adoption : 

7.  Franklin  and  Marshall  College, 

Resolved  I,  That  the  ownership  of  the  property  of  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College,  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  the  management  of  the  in- 
stitution, be  vested,  as  heretofore,  in  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consistmg 
of  thirty  persons,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  Eastern  Synod,  the  Pitts- 
burg Synod  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  and  to  be  carried  forward  in  their  interest; 
and  that  the  charter  of  the  College  be  so  changed  as  to  give  to  the 
Eastern  Synod  the  right  of  electing  twelve,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod 
three,  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  six  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  remaining  nine  members  to  be  chosen  by  the  Board 
itself.  The  term  of  office  of  said  Trustees  to  be,  as  heretofore,  ten 
years. 
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2,   Tfu  Theological  Seminary. 

Resolved  2,  That  the  ownership  of  the  property  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  at 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of 
eighteen  laymen,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  Eastern  Synod,  the  Pitts- 
burg Synod  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  be  managed  by  them  in  the  interest 
of  these  three  Synods ;  and  that  the  charter  be  so  changed  as  to  give 
the  Eastern  Synod  the  right  of  electing  nine,  the  Pittsburg  Synod 
three,  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  six,  of  such  Trustees ;  the 
full  term  of  service  of  such  Trustees  to  be  six  years;  but  of  those  first 
chosen  by  each  Synod  under  this  arrangement  the  term  of  one  third 
shall  be  only  four  years,  and  one  third  only  two  years. 

Resolved  J.  That  there  be,  as  heretofore,  a  Board  of  Visitors, 
consisting  of  twelve  ministers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Eastern  Synod,  two  by  the  Pittsburg  Synod  and  four  by  the  Synod 
of  the  Potomac,  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  who 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  said  Board  as  designated  by  the  three ' 
Synods  interested,  and  as  set  forth  in  the  articles  of  incorporation. 
The  full  term  of  service  of  said  Visitors  shall  be  four  years;  but  of 
those  first  chosen  by  each  Synod  under  this  arrangement  the  term  of 
one  half  shall  be  only  two  years. 

Resolved  4,  That  vacancies  occuring  from  time  to  time  in  the 
three  Professorships  existing  prior  to  the  year  1890  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Eastern  Synod,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  other  two  Synods. 
Professorships  endowed  since  the  year  1890  by  any  particular  Synod 
shall  be  filled  by  such  Synod,  subject  in  like  manner  to  approval  of 
the  other  Synods.  In  the  case  of  the  trial  and  discipline  of  Profes- 
sors of  Theology,  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  the  authority  and  action  of  the  Synod 
having  control  of  any  particular  Professorship  shall  be  final  as  re- 
gards the  case  of  the  incumbent  of  such  chair. 

In  case  any  Synod  or  Synods  refuse  to  approve  the  election  of  a 
Professor  of  Theology,  a  committee  of  conference,  consisting  of  three 
members  from  each  Synod,  shall  be  appointed,  who,  after  carefully 
considering  the  case,  shall  report  their  recommendations  to  the 
Synods  interested  for  their  action;  but  no  election  of  a  Professor  of* 
Theology  shall  be  final  until  the  approbation  of  all  the  Synods  con- 
trolling the  Seminary  has  been  obtained. 
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Risohed  j.  That  all  endowment  funds  of  the  Seminary  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  but  that  the  account  of  each  of  such 
funds  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  funds,  and  that 
the  income  thereof  be  applied  to  the  particular  purpose  for  which  it 
was  created.  Should  any  Synod,  at  any  time,  withdraw  from  this 
compact,  the  particular  endowment  fund  or  funds  raised  by  such 
withdrawing  Synod  shall  be  returned  to  it. 

The  officers  of  the  joint  committee,  with  Elder  D.  S.  Keller,  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  report  and  present  it  in  due 
form  to  the  three  Synods  at  their  approaching  annual  meetings.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  this  sub-committee  that  it  will  devolve  on  the  East- 
em  Synod,  in  case  the  recommendations  made  by  the  committee  are 
adopted  by  the  Synods,  to  secure  such  changes  in  the  charters  of  the 
two  institutions  involved  as  will  give  effect  to  the  legislation  enacted.

Resohed^  That  the  Stated  Clerk  is  hereby  instructed  to  return  the 
thanks  of  Synod  to  Elders  D.  S.  Keller  and  John  W.  Bickel  for  their 
l^;al  services,  gratuitously  rendered,  in  submitting  the  proper  legal 
changes  in  the  charters  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  the 
Theological  Seminary,  so  as  to  make  the  Pittsburg  and  the  Potomac 
Synods  joint  owners  in  the  institutions  located  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  attention  of  Synod  was  called  to  its  approaching  centennial 
by  a  communication  received  from  the  Potomac  Synod  requesting  it 
to  take  the  necessary  action  for  its  proper  observance.  The  sug- 
gestion was  adopted  and  a  special  committee  was  appointed  consist- 
ing of  Revs.  Drs.  John  M.  Titzel,  Thos.  G.  Apple,  S.  M.  K.  Huber 
and  Elders  Daniel  Miller  and  Wm.  Moyer,  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  similar  committees  that  may  be  appointed  by  the  Pittsburg 
and  Potomac  Synods,  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the 
the  celebration. 
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In  regard  to  the  proper  construction  of  the  Statistical  Tables  and 
the  Ministerial  Roll  of  the  several  Classes,  the  following  action  was 
adopted. 

Resolved^  That  the  action  taken  a  year  ago,  in  regard  to  instruct- 
ing the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several  Classes  to  make  certain  changes 
in  the  Ministerial  Roll  on  the  Statistical  Tables,  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Resolved,  that  the  Statistical  Tables  be  published  with  date  of  an- 
nual meeting  of  Classis  afidxed  and  that  all  changes  occurrijig  in  its 
Ministerial  Roll  during  the  time  intervening  between  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Classes  and  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod,  such  as 
deaths,  dismissions  and  receptions,  be  noted  in  the  margin  with  the 
date  given  when  these  changes  occured. 

Resohedy  That  hereafter  the  Statistical  Tables  be  subjected  to  the 
examination  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several  Classes  be  required 
to  send  with  the  certified  copy  of  delegates  to  Synod,  a  complete  roll 
of  the  Ministers  belonging  to  the  respective  Classes,  as  it  exists,  at 
least  ten  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  annual  sessions  of  Synod. 


ARTICLE  XXII. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  in  part  on  Sat- 
urday afternoon,  which  report  was  anopted.  Synod  proceeded  im- 
mediately to  the  election  of  a  Trustee  of  Synod ;  the  result  of  election 
is  recorded  in  Article  XV,  on  Finance.  The  committee  presented 
the  final  report  of  its  nominations  on  Monday,  and  the  election  was 
made  the  order  of  the  day  on  Monday  at  3  p.  m.  The  president  ap- 
pointed Revs.  W.  J.  Johnson  and  J.  W.  Mabry  tellers,  who  distrib- 
uted the  tickets,  received  the  ballot  and  reported  the  results  as  given 
in  Article  XIII  on  Theological  Seminary,  in  Article  XIV  on  Missions 
and  Article  XIX  on  Publication. 

The  nominees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  were  re-elected  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  The  members  that 
were  re-elected  are  Dr.  C.  Z.  Weiser,  Hon.  Geo.  F.  Baer  and  C.  M. 
Bowers,  Esq. 

On  the  fifth  day  of  the  sessions  a  Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  Revs.  L.  C.  Sheip,  Robt.  O'Boyle  and 
Elder  F.  C.  Hoover. 
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Before  the  final  adjournment  the  committee  presented  its  report, 
which  was  adopted.  The  following  persons  were  excused  for  ab- 
sence at  final  roll  call:  Revs.  H.  A.  Keyser,  C.  E.  Wehler,  J.  H. 
Hendricks,  W.  G.  Engle,  Elders  John  Gemmel,  B.  A.  Boyer,  J.  B. 
Woodring,  A.  W.  DeLong,  C.  H.  Ruhe. 

On  M(Hiday  during  the  morning  session  Dr.  Philip  Schaff  ap- 
peared  pn  the  floor  of  Synod  and  was  received  with  a  hearty  welcome, 
the  members  of  Synod  rising. 

A  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Drs.  Thos.  G.  Apple,  E. 
V.  Gerhart  and  W.  W.  Moore,  to  draw  up  a  suitable  letter  in  honor 
of  Dr.  Schaff,  who  is  this  year  celebrating  the  semi-centennial  of  his 
professional  life.  The  following  report  was  read  in  the  afternoon 
and  adopted,  to  which  the  Doctor  made  a  touching  response  in  his 
address  to  Synod.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Wektmu  and  Greeting  to  Rev,  Prof.  Philip, Schaff,  D,  Z>.,  LL.  D, 

Resohedy  That  Synod  hereby  extends  its  cordial  welcome  knd 
warm  greeting  to  Dr.  P.  Schaff,  the  celebrated  Church  historian,  who 
is  now  present  with  us. 

Dr.  Schaff  needs  no  introduction  to  this  body.  For  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century  he  occupied  the  chair  of  Church  History  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  and  along  with 
Ranch  and  Nevin  contributed  so  much  in  developing  the  life  and  genius 
of  our  Reformed  Church.  Although,  for  years,  he  has  been  partially 
separated  from  us,  yet  we  have  followed,  with  deep  interest  and 
laudable  pride,  his  career  in  the  great  work  he  has  accomplished  by 
his  distinguished  talent  and  arduous  labors  for  the  entire  Christian 
Church,  both  in  Europe  and  America,  until  he  stands,  to-day, 
in  the  front  of  Church  historians  since  the  day  of  the  great 
Neander,  with  whom  in  his  early  life  he  was  associated  as  pro- 
fessor. A  great  portion  of  the  best  years  of  his  life  was  spent  in  our 
communion  and  as  professor  in  our  Seminary,  and  therefore  we 
welcome  and  greet  him  as  a  dear  friend  and  brother. 

Elspecially  do  we  desire  to  join  with  his  friends  in  Europe  and 
America  in  giving  him  this  testimonial  of  our  regard  and  love,  in 
view  of  the  semi-centennial  of  his  labors  in  the  cajpacity  of  pro- 
fessor of  Church  History,  which  occurs  in  this  month  of  the  present 
year.  We  rejoice  that  hiS  life  has  \)een  spared  to  bring  so  near  to 
completion  his  great  work  on  Church  history.     Even   while  absent 
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from  us,  through  his  works,  especially  in  Church  history,  he  has  con- 
tinued to  be  a  teacher  in  our  Seminary,  and  his  name  will  go  down, 
with  those  already  named,  to  succeeding  ages  as  an  honor  and  an 
ornament  to  our  institutions. 

We  extend  to  him  and  his  family  our  deep  sympathy  in  his  recent 
illness.  We  rejoice  in  his  partial  recovery,  and  pray  that  his  health 
may  be  fully  restored  and  his  days  be  lengthened  to  fully  complete 
the  great  work  of  his  life,  and  we  invoke  the  richest  -benediction  of 
our  Heavenly  Father  upon  the  evening  of  his  days  until  the  call 
comes  to  him  to  join  the  great  congregation  in  the  Church  tri- 
umphant above. 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  this  action  be  communicated  to  Dr. 
Schaff,  and  that  it  be  published  in  the  periodicals  of  our  Church.

Three  books  were  referred  to  us  for  examination :  An  edition  of 
the  Heidelberg  Catechism  with  order  of  services  for  Sunday-schools 
and  Catechetical  Classes,  and  new  editions  of  The  Anxious  Bench 
and  Hold  The  Fort,  We  find  these  books  timely  and  commend 
them  to  the  members  of  the  church. 

The  arrangement  of  services  for  Sunday-schools  and  Catechetical 
Classes  meets  a  long  felt  want.  If  the  book  is  generally  introduced, 
it  will  do  much  to  train  the  young  in  intelligent  participation  in  the 
services  of  God's  house. 

The  republication  of  The  Anxious  Bench  at  this  time  is  well-timed 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  same  tendencies  from  which  it  saved  the 
church  years  ago  are  in  a  measure  still  at  work  among  us. 

The  book  entitled  Hold  the  Fort  is  a  publication  for  the  young.

^  the  various  reports  there  submitted  to  our  reading,  we  find  a 

'^R^lai     Kcness  of  one  to  another,  with  here  and  there  a  slightly 

^5nng  note.     All,  with  one  accord,   gratefully  acknowledge  the 

P^'^cc  of  the  Master  in  the  ship  during  the  past  year,  whether  it 
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it  was  peacefully  sailing  on  the  quiet  sea  of  an  unbroken  prosperity 
or  tossed  in  the  billowy  surges  of  the  oppossng  current  of  sin  and 
sorrow. 

God  has  blessed  His  church ;  it  has  not  been  without  its  encour- 
aging growth.  It  has  had  its  saving  influence  in  this  vast  world  of 
sin  under  Christ,  the  great  Shepherd.  His  ministers  have  been 
carrying  the  balm  of  Gilead  to  the  children  of  men,  to  the  healing 
of  the  spiritual  hurt  of  the  soul.  Under  the  ministrations  of  grace, 
comfort  has  been  brought  to  the  sorrowing,  light  to  the  blind,  ease 
and  peace  to  the  sin-burdened.  Children  have  been  consecrated  to 
Christ ;  the  young  have  been  instructed  and  led  onward  to  assume 
the  vows  and  obligation  of  the  Christian  life.  The  Christian 
Church  has  thrown  open  the  doors  to  them,  and  invited  them  to  sit 
down  with  their  elders,  to  partake  of  the  feast  of  fat  things.  The 
milk  has  been  fed  to  the  babes,  and  the  meat  has  been  offered  to  the 
young  man  and  the  maiden,  to  the  father  and  the  matron,  so  that 
all  might  find  alike  in  the  Kingdom  the  food  whereso  they  might 
grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  God ;  and  find  fitness  in  His 
service  here,  for  the  enjoyment  of  His  presence  in  the  Heavenly 
glory  hereafter. 

As  the  result  of  this  work  of  the  under  shepherds,  the  Statistical 
table  will  show  how  many  have  been  added,  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Synod,  during  the  past  year  to  the  list  of  the  baptised,  of  the 
confirmed  and  of  the  communicants.  The  number,  dear  brethren, 
is  swelling  the  hosts  that  are  being  gathered  in  for  the  Master,  and 
doubtless,  many  souls  shall  stand,  in  eternity,  for  the  hive  of  the 
faithtul,  the  consecrated  Minister  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  view  of  this 
manifest  evidence  of  God's  blessing  and  favor  gratitude  becomes  us 
as  a  church. 

But  not  only  have  the  children  of  the  Church  and  of  Christian 
families  been  thus  reached  and  provided  for;  but  through  the 
Sunday-school,  and  by  the  work  of  the  faithful  pastors  and  officers 
and  teachers,  the  children  of  the  careless  and  the  wayward  have  not 
been  left  without  spiritual  oversight,  and  ameasure  of  religious  instruc- 
tion and  training.  Some  of  these  have  been  rescued  for  God ;  others, 
doubtless,  will  again  wander.  But  be  the  result  what  it  may,  let  us 
be  thankful  and  take  courage.  An  earnest,  intelligent,  conscientious 
zeal  and  judicious,  well  directed  effort  under  the  blessing  of  God, 
will,  after  many  or  few  days,  show  its  results.  May  we  not  hope 
that  the  appointment  of  the  new  Sunday-school  General  Secretary 
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win  add  much  to  the  influence  of  the  hitherto  defective  Sunday 
system  in  our  Reformed  Zion,  as  well  as  to  the  number  of  the 
children  and  adults  to  be  brought  under  this  influence.  Quite  a 
number  of  the  reports  make  mention  of  the  fact  that  new  congrega- 
tions have  been  organized ;  that  union  congregations  have  dissolved 
their  relation  and  sought  separate  organization  for  themselves,  and 
that  new  churches  have  been  built.  If  the  fields  do  thus  increase  in 
number  and  become  enlarged  in  extent,  the  faithful  laborers  will 
need  to  be  multiplied. 

It  therefore  affords  your  herald  pleasure  to  be  able  to  announce  that 
an  unusually  large  number  of  young  men  is  at  present  being  edu- 
cated within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  for  the  Christian  ministry,  and 
will  in  due  time  be  prepared  to  take  up  the  shepherd's  staff,  and  meet 
these  new  pressing  demands.  The  various  reports  give  evidence 
that  in  the  matter  of  Christian  benevolence  and  religious  activity, 
the  sleeping  giant  within  the  Church  has  at  least  begun  to  rub  his 
eyes,  and  there  is  hope  thai  in  due  time  he  will  arise  and  shake  him- 
self and  lay  hold  of  the  work  in  good  earnest.  The  women  of  the 
Church,  the  young  men  and  maidens  and  the  children,  seem  to  have 
entered  the  field.  Missionary  Societies,  Young  People*s  Guilds,  and 
Boys'  and  Girls'  Mission  Bands,  are  being  organized  throughout  the 
Church;  and  the  inflow  of  benevolent  monies  into  the  different 
treasuries  is  evidently  assuming  larger  proportions.  May  the  good 
work  continue  to  go  forward  until  there  shall  be  no  lack  of  mission- 
ary funds,  both  Foreign  and  Home,  and  until  the  demand  made 
upcMi  the  Church  by  all  its  institutions  may  be  fully  met.  There  yet 
remains  that  God,  by  His  grace  touch  the  hearts  of  those  possessed 
of  large  means  to  come  forward  with  their  princely  gifts,  and  lay 
them  upon  the  altar  for  the  use  of  His  Church.  There  is  no  picture 
without  its  shadings  in  human  life ;  wherever  there  is  a  bright  side 
there  is  usually  also  a  dark  side  to  be  found,  and  this  dark  side  may 
be  the  result  either  of  man's  agency  or  of  God's.  If  the  agency  be 
of  man,  it  is  his  sin  and  unfaithfulness ;  if  of  God,  it  is  one  or  the 
other  of  His  inscrutable  providences.  On  man's  side,  according  to 
the  reports,  there  have  been  religious  declensions ;  here  and  there 
erasures  of  names  and  the  temporary  withdrawal  of  church  fellow- 
ship are  reported ;  it  is  also  made  painfully  evident  that  there  is  a 
sad  disproportion  between  the  recorded  membership  and  the  com- 
municant membership  of  the  churches. 

Our  report  calls  attention  to  the  fearful  lack  of  family  discipline  in 
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many  Christian  families,  and  to  the  sad  decline  of  family  religion. 
Too  many  in  modern  times  seem  to  have  forgotten  the  truth  that  the 
family  is  the  first  divine  institution,  and  that  the  first  responsibility 
in  the  training  of  the  child  for  God  rests  upon  the  parent ;  and  that 
the  family  circle  is  the  first  sphere  for  the  exercise  of  the  religious 
activity  of  the  truly  Christian  parent. 

The  various  other  modes  of  religious  activity  were  never  designed 
to  take  the  place  of  the  proper  religious  activity  at  home,  nor  can 
they  in  any  measure  atone  for  any  neglect  or  defect  in  the  essential 
religious  life  or  tone  in  the  family.  Of  every  true  home  the  mother 
is  the  centre,  and  to  her  more  especially  has  the  child  been  given  as 
a  trust  to  be  trained  for  God  and  for  Heaven.  Any  religious  life 
that  has  been  neglected  in  the  home  will  be  correspondingly  dwarfed 
in  all  time  to  come,  and  it  is  consequently  a  serious  proposition 
whether  the  unusual  measure  of  religious  activity  which  is  found 
in  the  narrow  outside  organizations  had  not  better  be  expended,  in 
part  at  least,  upon  the  dear  ones  at  home. 

The  Dark  Side,  so  far  as  it  has  been  the  result  of  divine  agency, 
has  been  the  unwontedly  large  number  of  deaths  among  the  ministry 
of  the  Church.  No  less  than  seven  during  the  past  year  have  laid 
down  the  staff,  and  the  faithful  servants  are  resting  from  their  labors. 
Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  M.  Reily  and  Rev.  Charles  W.  Schultz,  of  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia ;  Rev.  John  Kretzing  and  Rev.  George  B. 
Smith,  of  the  Classis  of  East  Pennsylvania ;  Rev.  J.  C.  Glantz  and 
Rev.  D.  S.  Dieffenbacher,  of  the  Classis  of  Wyoming ;  and  Rev. 
S.  K.  Gross,  of  the  Classis  of  Tohicken,  will  no  longer  answer  to 
their  names  at  the  roll  call  of  human  assembly  or  judicatory.  And 
along  with  these  brethren  there  has  been  tearfully  laid  away  two 
faithful  elders  who  served  God  and  the  Church  for  many  years, 
viz :  Elder  George  W.  Hensel,  of  the  Classis  of  Lancaster,  and 
Elder  Robert  Patterson,  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia. 

We  mourn  for  all  these  brethren,  and  yet  we  thank  God  that  they 
have  fought  the  fight  and  kept  the  faith,  and  that  their  earthly  course 
is  now  finished. 

And  now  for  blessings  vouchsafed  unto  us  and  for  all  good  done 
by  us,  the  praise  be  unto  God.     Amen.

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NECROLOGY. 

The  Stated  Clerk  of  S)mod  has  taken  note  of  the  following  record 
of  the  labors  of  those  in  the  ministry  of  the  Reformed  Church  within 
the  bounds  of  this  Synod  who  have  ended  their  work  and  taken 
their  departure  during  the  Synodical  year : 

Rev.  Wiluam  McClellan  Reily,  D.  D.,  died  Novem^r  2  2d, 
1892. 

Wm.  M.  Reily,  son  of  Rev.  James  Ross  and  Louisa  Reily,  nee 
McClellan,  was  bom  at  York,  Pa.,  in  1837.  He  was  a  graduate  of 
Pennsyl^nia  College  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  He  took  a  post-graduate  course  of 
three  ycare,  aided  by  the  Hollweg  Tutorship  Fund  in  the  Universities 
of  Germany.  He  filled  the  position  of  tutor  for  three  years  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa. 

In  1864  he  was  elected  and  ordained  as  the  pastor  of  the  Reformed 
Church  at  Lewisburg,  Pa.  In  1868  he  accepted  the  call  and  was 
installed  as  the  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Jonestown.  In 
1873  ^^  ^^  elected  to  a  professorship  in  Palatinate  College  at 
Mjferstown,  Pa.,  and  subsequently  became  the  president  of  that  in- 
stitution. In  1884  he  accepted  the  call  to  the  Presidency  of  Allen- 
town  Female  College,  which  position  he  held  for  eight  years. 

Having  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
Wyoming,  Del,,  he  entered  upon  his  labors  in  July,  1892.  His  last 
sermon  was  preached  on  Sunday,  November  20,  1892,  in  the  Re- 
formed Church  at  Ridgely,  Md.  He  died  on  the  following  Tuesday 
at  Wyoming,  and  on  Friday  his  mortal  remains  were  conveyed  to 
Allentown,  Pa.,  and  buried  aside  of  the  graves  of  his  departed 
mother  and  his  only  child,  Louisa.  He  died  at  the  age  of  fifty-five 
years,  and  is  now  resting  in  the  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality. 

Rev.  John  Kretzing  died  December  9th,  1892. 

John  Kretzing  was  born  March  6th,  1836,  at  Ickesburg,  Perry 
county,  Pa.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and 
academies  of  his  native  county.  Several  years  of  his  life  were 
devoted  to  teaching.  He  pursued  his  theological  course  in  the 
Seminary  at  Mercersburg.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by 
Zion's  Classis  in  May,  1863,  at  Carlisle,  Pa.  In  the  same  year  he 
accepted  a  call  to  the  Decker  Run  charge  in  Crawford  county.  Pa. 
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In  1872  he  accepted  the  call  to  the  Lykens  charge,  Dauphin 
county,  Pa.,  and  in  1876  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  New  Bloom- 
field  charge  in  Perry  county,  Pa.,  and  in  1881  of  Christ  Church, 
Adams  county.  Pa.  His  last  charge  was  at  Broadheadville,  Monroe 
county.  Pa.,  where  he  continued  to  labor  until  his  failing  health 
admonished  him  to  retire  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry. 
After  a  faithful  ministry  of  twenty-nine  years  he  ended  his  earthly 
career  December  3,  1892,  at  the  age  of  flfty-six  years  and  nine 
months.  His  remains  were  taken  to  Newport,  Pa.,  and  laid  to  rest 
in  the  cemetery  by  the  side  of  his  sainted  children. 

Rev.  Diodorus  S.  Dieffenbacher  died  January  23d,  1893. 

Diodorus  S.  Dieffenbacher  was  born  February  26th,  1835,  at 
Woodstock,  Va.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Reifsnyder,  of 
Lancaster,  Pa.  In  his  earlier  life  he  was  actively  engaged  in  busi- 
ness in  Pittsburgh.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  and  a  charter 
member  of  Grace  Reformed  Church  of  that  city.  Although  suc- 
cessful in  his  business  career  he  felt  constrained  to  devote  his  life  to 
the  gospel  ministry.  He  entered  the  institutions  at  Lancaster  as  a 
student  and  was  graduated  in  1873  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 

He  was  licensed  and  ordained  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  same 
year,  and  became  the  pastor  of  the  Kittanning  charge.  Pa.  In  1885 
he  accteped  a  call  to  the  Reformed  Church  at  Altoona,  Pa.,  and  in 
1 89 1  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  Shiloh  Reformed  Church  at  Dan- 
ville, Pa.  He  died  January  23d,  1893,  at  the  age  of  fifty-seven 
years,  ten  months  and  twenty-seven  days.  His  mortal  remains  were 
taken  to  Pittsburgh  and  buried  January  26th,  1893.  ^^^  deceased 
leaves  an  aged  mother,  a  wife,  three  sons  and  four  daughters  to 
mourn  his  departure. 

Rev.  Chas.  W.  Schultz  died  April  14,  1893. 

The  deceased  was  a  native  of  Berks  county.  Pa.  He  was  or- 
dained to  the  Christian  ministry  in  1830.  He  served  in  his  earlier 
ministerial  life  as  a  missionary  in  the  vicinity  of  Reading.  He 
labored  at  Oley,  Pa.,  from  1842  to  1844,  and  at  Baumstown,  Pa., 
to  1846.  In  1857  it  is  recorded  that  he  served  as  a  missionary  at 
Egg  Harbor,  N.  J. 

In  1858  he  retired  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry  and  lived 
in  retirement  with  his  children  in  Camdem,  N.  J.  He  preached  oc- 
casionally for  his  ministerial  brethren.     After  waiting  patiently  for 
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his  summons  to  a  higher  life  he  died  in  the  nintieth  year  of  his  age, 
and  was  buried  in  Camdem,  N.  J.,  in  the  hope  of  a  blessed  immor- 
tality. 

Rev.  SniON  Kuhntz  Gross  died  September  24,  1893. 

Simon  EL  Gross,  son  of  Daniel  and  Catherine  Gross,  was  bom 
December  9,  1829,  in  North  Whitehall  township,  Lehigh  county. 
Pa.  He  was  baptised  in  infancy  by  Rev.  C.  Gobrecht;  at  the  age 
of  sixteen  he  was  received  by  confirmation  as  a  member  of  Jordan 
Reformed  church,  in  the  same  county,  by  Rev.  Jos.  S.  Dubbs, 
D.  D.  He  was  married  August  4,  1857,  to  Miss  Mary  Ann  Wolff. 
His  educational  training  was  received  in  the  public  school  and,  later 
on,  in  the  Allentown  Seminary  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  C.  R. 
Kessler,  with  whom  he  pursued  his  classical  studies  for  four  years, 
and  an  additional  year  in  his  theological  studies  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  J.  S.  Dubbs,  of  Allentown. 

He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  in  1854  by  East  Pennsyl- 
vania Classis  at  South  Whitehall,  and  in  the  following  year  received 
a  call  to  the  Salisbury  congregation. 

In  1858  he  accepted  a  call  to  Schlichter's  congregation,  Bucks 
county.  Pa.,  in  addition  to  which  he  served  several  other  congrega- 
tions. 

In  the  Providence  of  God  he  met  with  an  accident  whilst  at  the 
World's  Fair,  at  Chicago,  which  proved  fatal.  He  terminated  his 
life  September  24,  1893,  ^^  ^^^  ^g^  o^  sixty-three  years,  nine 
months  and  fifteen  days.  His  labors  in  the  ministry  covered  a 
period  of  thirty-nine  years.  The  funeral  services  were  held  at 
Schlichter's  church,  of  which  the  deceased  was  pastor  for  more  than 
thirty-five  years.  He  was  abundant  in  labors  and  is  now  awaiting* 
his  eternal  reward. 

Rev.  Geo.  B.  Smith  died  March  26,  1893. 

Geo.  B.  Smith,  son  of  John  Z.  and  Margaret  Smith  was  born 
July  3,  1842,  in  Beford  county,  Pa.  He  pursued  his  studies  pre- 
paratory to  the  gospel  ministry  privately.  He  was  licensed  in  1884 
by  Tohickon  Classis,  and  ordained  in  1886  by  East  Pennsylvania 
Classis.  His  first  and  only  charge  was  at  Tannersville,  which  he 
served  for  nearly  seven  years.  He  died  March  26,  1893,  at  the 
age  of  fifty  years,  six  months  and  twenty-three  days.  His  remains 
were  buried  at  Tannersville,  Pa.,  where  he  closed  his  earthly 
ministry.

Rev.  John  C.  Glantz  died  June  5,  1893. 

John  C.  Glantz  was  bom  in  Chur  Hessen,  Germany,  n  1830. 
In  his  youth  he  came  to  this  country  and  settled  in  Baltimore,  Md. 
Later  in  life  he  spent  several  years  in  the  States  of  Missouri  and  Il- 
linois, serving  in  the  Christian  ministry.  In  1885  he  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Reformed  church  at  Higins,  Scuylkill  county,  Pa.,  and 
in  1889  he  was  called  as  pastor  to  the  Reformed  church  at  Nanti- 
coke.  He  died  June  5,  1893,  at  the  age  of  sixty-three  years,  and 
was  buried  in  Hanover  Cemetery,  Nanticoke,  Pa. 

Necrological  Correction. 

In  the  obituary  notice  of  Dr.  Charles  F.  McCauley,  published  a 
year  ago,  an  omission  occurs  which  is  herewith  corrected.  Dr.  Mc- 
Cauley was  licensed  in  May,  1843,  and  ordained  June  nth  in  the 
same  year  as  pastor  of  Reformed  Church  at  Mercersbur^,  which  he 
served  as  pastor  for  two  years  and  seven  months.

/.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 

the  Geological  Seminary^ 

A, — Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Theological  Seminary : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 
^  Dear  Brethren  :  I  enclose  the  annual  report  of  John  B.  Roth, 
Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  beg  leave  further  to  re- 
port that  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  three  meetings  during  the  year. 
The  first  one  was  held  on  January  25,  1893,  at  the  American  House, 
Lancaster,  Pa. 

An  appropriate  announcement  of  the  death  of  Geo.  W.  Hensel, 
President,  was  made  by  Jacob  Heyser,  President  pro  tem.,  and 
proper  action  was  taken. 

The  Building  Committee  appointed  by  Synod  reported  that  it  had 
purchased  the  grounds  for  the  site  of  the  new  Seminary  buildings 
for  j 1 0,8 75,  and  the  action  of  the  Building  Committee  was  ratified 
and  approved.

The  second  meeting  was  held  on  May  ii,  1893,  in  the  First 
Churchy  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  following  officers  were  elected :  President^  Geo.  N.  Forney ; 
Vice  President f  John  D.  Skiles ;  Secretary^  G.  Z.  Kunkel ;  Treas- 
urcTy  John  B.  Roth. 

Rev.  A.  E.  Truxal  appeared  before  the  Board,  in  behalf  of  the 
Endowment  Committee  of  Pittsburgh  Synod,  to  call  attention  to  its 
claim  for  interest  on  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Board.  As  there  was 
an  evident  misapprehension  of  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  th^  action  of  the 
Boaid,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  furnish  the  Rev.  Truxal  with  a 
copy  of  the  action  of  the  Board,  of  September  22, 1892,  to  present  to 
Pittsburgh  Synod. 

J.  W.  Bickel,  of  Norristown,  appeared  before  the  Board,  in  behalf 
of  a  committee  from  the  Extern  Synod,  and  presented  the  amend- 
ments to  the  charter  of  the  Theological  Segiinary.  The  same  was 
approved,  and  the  President  and  Secretary  directed  to  seal  the  same 
with  the  common  and  corporate  seal,  and  execute  all  necessary  in- 
struments to  secure  the  said  amendments  to  the  charter  of  this 
corporation. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  on  September  22,  1893,  ^^  *^^  Y\x^\, 
Reformed  Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.  The  committee  appointed  to 
have  the  amendments  to  the  charter  approved  by  the  Court  reported 
that  they  had  done  so,  and  received  said  approval. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  laid  before  the  Board  a  letter  from 
Mr.  John  L.  Riegel,  of  Riegelsville,  Pa.,  containing  four  notes  of 
^3>92o  each,  falling  due  respectively  on  the  30th  of  July,  1895, 
1896,  1897  and  1898,  without  interest,  in  all  j  15, 680,  the  interest  of 
said  fund  to  be  devoted  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Seminary 
Building  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  Board  accepted  the  generous  gift,  and  directed  the  letter  to 
be  entered  on  the  minutes ;  and  also  the  letter  and  resolutions  passed 
by  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  letter  was  sent  to  Mr.  Reigel. 

The  fund  is  to  be  known  as  the  "John  L.  Riegel  Fund." 

In  r^ard  to  the  Centennial  offerings,  the  following  action  was  taken: 

Resohed^  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  hand  over  the 

"Centennial  offerings"  in  the  General  Fund  to  the  Building  Fund, 

if  not  otherwise  designated.

D.—The  Report  of  the  Board  of   Visitors  of  the    Theological 

Seminary, 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church, 

Reverend  Brethren  :  According  to  instructions  the  undersigned 
hereby  presents  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  as  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  for  the  year  1892-93. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Seminary  in  September,  1892,  the  following 
young  men,  eighteen  in  number,  were  admitted  as  students  into  the 
Junior  Class :  Almon  G.  Baker,  Frederick  William  Bald,  J.  Calvin 
Bolger,  Harry  W.  Bright,  Harvey  J.  Crow,  William  D.  Happel, 
Theodore  F.  Hermann,  Hiram  J.  Hillegass,  John  C.  Homing, 
Thomas  H.  Krick,  Lewis  P.  Krome,  Elmer  E.  H.  Leinbach,  F.  J. 
Emil  Muehe,  Elmer  S.  Noll,  Eugene  P.  Skyles,  Howard  H.  Spohn, 
Gerny  Weber  and  Harry  W.  Wissler. 

Of  this  number  twelve  are  regular  graduates ;  seven  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College,  two  of  Heidelberg  University,  one  of  Calvin 
College,  one  of  Bethany  College,  and  one  of  BaltimOreCity  College. 
Of  the  remainder,  two  are  graduates  of  State  Normal  Schools,  three 
who  had  pursued  a  practical  course,  one  from  the  Keyst6ne  Normal 
School,  one  from  Mercersburg  College,  one  from  Palatinate  College, 
and  one  from  Franklin  and  Marshall  Academy.  All  the  members 
of  the  class,  however,  graduates  and  non-graduates,  without  any 
exception,  pursued  the  regular  course  of  study,  prescribed  by  the 
Synod,  in  the  Seminary. 

To  the  Middle  Class  two  new  students  were  admitted:  James 
Riley  Bergey,  regularly  dismissed  from  the  Theological  Department 
of  Ursinus  College,  and  Anselm  V.  Hiester,  a  graduate  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College,  and  a  student  of  Union  Seminary,  New  York 
City.     Christopher  Noss  was  dismissed  to  Union  Seminary,  but  with 
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the  intention  of  returning  and  pursuing  the  studies  of  the  Senior 
Class  in  the  Seminary  at  Lancaster.  John  W.  Buck,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Board  and  Faculty,  suspended  his  studies  in  the  Seminary  for 
the  present,  with  the  view  of  pursuing  a  preparatory  course  of  studies 
in  Palatinate  College  for  the  space  of  two  years.  With  these  changes 
the  Middle  Class  consists  of  the  same  number  of  students,  twenty- 
three  in  all,  as  reported  to  the  Synod  one  year  ago. 

The  Senior  Class  was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  one  new  mem- 
ber, Mr.  Carl  F.  Dewitz,  who  presented  a  regular  dismission  from 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin,  Ohio.  The  members  of  this 
class,  twenty-three  in  number,  having  completed  the  course  of  studies 
prescribed  by  the  Synod,  and  having,  moreover,  sustained  a  satisfac- 
ory  examination  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  were  regu- 
larly dismissed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  awarded  the  usual 
testimonial  to  that  effect,  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  May 
last.  Their  names  are  as  follows :  Charles  C.  Clark,  Carl  F.  De- 
witz, Samuel  H.  Dietzel,  George  A.  Dreibelbies,  Lawrence  S.  Faust, 
David  H.  Fouse,  Bruce  Griffith,  J.  Philip  Hamer,  David  Milton 
Jones,  David  W.  Kerr,  Lewis  T.  Lampe,  William  Henry  Landis, 
George  £.  Limbert,  B.  Franklin  Luckenbill,  Homer  Skyles  May, 
Eugene  L.  McLean,  Benjamin  M.  Moyer,  John  N.  Naly,  Takeo 
Noya,  James  M.  Rimkle,  Alfred  M.  Schaffner,  William  C.  Sykes  and 
William  B.  Werner. 

Thus  there  were  sixty-four  students  connected  with  the  institution 
during  the  last  year,  four  more  than  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
a  gratifying  increase  over  the  number  in  attendance  during  any  pre- 
vious year.  The  examinations,  oral  and  written,  together  with  the 
sermons  of  the  Seniors,  were  satisfactory ;  the  professors  endeavored 
to  discharge  their  duties  according  to  the  best  of  their  abilities ;  and 
as  it  r^ards  the  Christian  conduct  of  the  students  and  their  industry 
in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies,  there  is  no  room  for  complaint. 
As  reported  last  year,  they  continued  to  be  active  in  Sunday-school 
and  Mission  work,  and  the  more  advanced  among  them  in  preaching 
the  gospel  in  different  places  as  supplies  for  vacant  pulpits,  so  far  as 
their  other  duties  allowed.  As  usual,  several  of  the  students  were 
under  the  necessity  of  absenting  themselves  from  the  Seminary  during 
a  part  of  their  time,  in  order  to  replenish  their  financial  resources  by 
engaging  in  teaching  school.  This  is  a  matter  for  regret.  There 
ought  to  be  no  necessity  of  this  kind.  The  churches  should  be 
ready  in  all  such  cases  to  supply  students  with  means  whereby  they 
may  be  able  to.pursue  their  calling  without  interruption.

Following  the  Class  of  1892  which  established  the  Prize  Essay  in 
Sacred  Rhetoric,  the  Class  of  1893,  ^^'^  ^^^  approbation  of  the 
Faculty  and  the  Board,  agreed  to  create  a  fund  of  at  least  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  the  interest  of  which  shall  each  year  be  awarded  to 
that  member  of  the  Middle  Class  who  upon  being  examined  before 
three  judges  shall  by  them  be  pronounced  the  best  Hebrew  Scholar 
and  Old  Testament  Exe^ete,  The  Prize  shall  be  called  "  The  Cen- 
tennial Class  Prize  in  Hebrew^ 

It  is  recommended  that  the  services  of  the  teacher  of  elocution, 
which  as  in  previous  years  were  satisfactory,  be  retained  for  another 
year.  In  that  event,  it  will  be  incumbent  on  the  Eastern  Synod* to 
pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  the  sum  of  |ioo,  the  same 
as  in  former  years,  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Professor. 

It  may  be  proper  for  us  here  to  add  that  the  new  building  for  the 
use  of  the  Seminary  is  in  process  of  erection,  and  that  when  com- 
pleted it  will  without  any  doubt  present  a  fine  appearance.  The 
success  of  this  movement  thus  far  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  to 
many  of  us,  who  were  apprehensive  that  the  Church  would  not  re- 
spond to  a  sufficient  extent  in  furnishing  the  funds  needed  for  the 
erection  of  such  an  edifice  as  seemed  to  be  required  in  the  circum- 
stances. But  up  to  this  time  they  have  exceeded  expectations.  For 
the  want  of  funds,  however,  the  foundations  of  the  Library  Hall, 
which  is  to  be  an  annex  to  the  main  building,  have  not  as  yet  been 
laid,  and  in  that  direction  there  is  a  somewhat  embarrassing  delay. 
But  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  not  be  a  long  delay  in  finishing  that 
building  also.  It  is  an  object  worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  the  Church  generally,  and  of  such  especially  as  are  furnished  with 
worldly  means.  It  invites  them  now  to  come  forward  with  thier  gifts, 
and  generously  assist  in  completing  the  noble  structure  whose  corner- 
stone was  laid  last  June,  at  the  Commencement  of  the  College. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  have  endeavored  to  discharge  their  duties 
in  the  supervision  of  the  Seminary  during  another  year,  and  now,  in 
conclusion,  we  deem  it  to  be  our  duty  to  say,  with  some  degree  of 
emphasis,  that  the  increasing  prosperity  of  our  Seminary  and  other 
schools  of  learning  at  Lancaster  is  truly  a  matter  which  should  call 
forth  devout  gratitude  to  God  in  all  our  churches  for  His  blessings 
on  the  work  of  our  hands.  Founded  in  great  weakness,  by  the 
fathers  in  the  exercise  of  faith,  hope  and  prayer,  they  are  becoming 
more  and  more  fruitful  with  each  revolving  year.  With  increasing 
facilities  for  the  supply  of  our  vacant  congregation  and  our  far-extend- 
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iog  missionary  fields  with  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  it  is  scarcely  neces- 
sary for  us  to  say-  that  all  alike,  ministers  and  members,  should  be 
encouraged  to  go  forward  with  fresh  zeal  in  extending  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ  here  on  earth.  Respectfully  submitted,

E, — Report  of  the  Committee  to  Collect  Funds  for  the  Erection  of  a 
Building  for  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster ^  Pa, 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  : 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  chairman  of  your  committee  to 
collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  respectfully  presents  the  following  report  of 
the  work  done  during  the  Synodical  year,  by  the  committee  and  by 
himself  as  superintendent  of  the  canvass. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  last  fall,  your 
superintendent  attempted  to  put  the  canvass  under  more  thorough 
organization,  by  the  appointment  of  assistants  in  the  Classes.  These 
were  generally  the  Chairmen  of  the  Classical  Committees  on  Semi- 
nary Building  Fund.  They  were  to  carry  on  the  canvass  in  their 
respective  Classes  and  report  monthly  to  the  superintendent,  the 
names  of  the  subscribers  with  the  amounts  subscribed,  and  the  time 
when  the  subscriptions  become  due.  Besides  these  assistants,  efficient 
canvassers  were  secured,  who  were  ready  to  go  wherever  their  ser- 
vices were  desired. 

Your  chairman  and  a  member  of  Synods  Committee  opened  the 
campaign,  but  exposure  to  inclement  weather  soon  laid  both  of  them 
off.  The  direction  of  the  work  was  however  maintained  uninter- 
ruptedly. The  brethren,  who  consented  to  work  did  nobly,  and  the 
church  owes  them  a  great  debt  of  gratitude. 

With  few  exceptions  the  Classical  Committeemen  and  other  assist- 
ants failed  to  report  to  the  superintendent,  and  as  a  consequence  he 
was  not  in  a  position  to  superintend  the  work,  and  is  not  now  able  to 
report  as  definitely  as  he  would  wish  to  do.

/^ — Report  of  Theological  Seminary  Building  Committee. 

To  the  Eastern  Spnod : 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  Building  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  last  annual  meeting  of  Synod  your 
Committee  met  in  the  city  of  Lancaster,  and  was  organized  by  the 
election  of  Prof.  John  C.  Bowman,  as  chairman,  and  Rev.  J.  H. 
Pannebecker,  as  secretary. 
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A  special  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.   John  D.  Skiles,  B. 
Wolff,  Jr.  and  Prof.  John  C.  Bowman  was  appointed  and  authorized 
o  purchase  suitable  ground  as  a  site  for  the  new  buildings. 

In  the  month  of  January  of  this  year  the  plot  of  ground  situated 
on  the  southeast  corner  of  West  James  street  and  College  avenue, 
comprising  between  three  and  four  acres,  was  purchased  of  the  Griel 
estate  for  the  sum  of  ^10,875.  The  sale  was  confirmed  by  the 
Court,  and  during  the  first  week  of  April  the  deed  was  executed  in 
favor  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  The  total 
amount  of  purchase  money  was  subscribed  by  citizens  of  Lancaster 
city  and  county. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  held  in  January,  a  special  com- 
mittee composed  of  Revs.  Pannebecker,  Bowman  aud  Mr.  Forney 
was  appointed  to  engage  competent  architects  to  submit  competitive 
designs  for  a  main  building  and  library  building. 

Six  prominent  architects  submitted  designs,  all  of  which  after 
careful  inspection  were  rejected  by  the  committee.  Three  of  the 
six  architects,  whose  work  showed  special  merit,  were  requested  to 
enter  into  competiiion  a  second  time.  They  acceded  to  the  request 
and  submitted  duplicate  designs.  The  result  was  the  choice  of  the 
design  prepared  by  John  C.  Smith  (F.  A.  I.  A.),  of  Harrisburg. 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  main  building  was  given 
to  John  Evans  &  Son,  o(  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  the  brownstone  work 
to  the  Hummelstown  Brownstone  Company. 

The  ceremony  of  ground-breaking  took  place  May  nth  in  con- 
nection with  the  Seminary  Commencement  Exercises.  Addresses 
were  delivered  on  the  occasion  by  Rev.  E.  V.  Gerhart,  D.  D.,  LL.  D, 
and  Hon.  Marriott  L.  Brosius,  of  Lancaster  city. 

The  corner-stone  laying  took  place  <©n  the  15th  of  June.  The 
act  of  laying  the  stone  was  performed  by  Mr.  Charles  Santee,  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  addresses  of  the  occasion  were  delivered  by 
Rev.  T.  G.  Apple,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.  D. 

The  work  of  construction  has  gone  forward  uninterruptedly  to  the 
present  time;  and  the  building,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  will  probably  be  under  roof  by  the  ist  of  December. 
If  the  funds  be  provided  as  the  payments  became  due,  the  building 
will  be  fully  completed  by  the  ist  of  next  May. 

As  $15,000  in  addition  to  the  present  subscription  list  will  be 
needed  to  complete  and  furnish  the  main  building  your  committee 
would  request  that  the  Synod  take  such  action  as  shall  enable  the 
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committee  to  complete  their  work  within  the  time  specified  by  the 
contract. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  your  committee  report  that  the  con- 
struction of  the  Library  Building  has  been  delayed  on  account  of  the 
deficiency  in  the  subscription  list. 

The  imperative  need  of  a  Library  Building  is  set  forth  in  the  book- 
let recently  published  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  which  is 
herewith  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Synod. 

Mr.  P.  C.  Wiest,  the  representative  oT  the  Potomac  Synod,  shortly 
after  his  appointment,  resigned  his  position  as  a  member  of  the 
Building  Committee,  on  account  of  prolonged  absence  from  his 
home.  In  his  stead  Mr.  S.  N.  Hench,  of  York,  was  appointed  by 
the  committee,  which  appointment  is  referred  to  the  Synod  for  con- 
firmation.

II.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary, 

The  Report  on  the  Theological  Seminary  was  considered  item  by 
item  and  adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  beg  leave  to  offer 
the  following  report :  The  following  papers  were  placed  into  our' 
hands : 

(I.)  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors;  (2.)  The  report  of  the 
Trustees ;  (3.)  The  report  of  the  Treasurer ;  (4. )  The  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  ;  (5.)  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  Collect  Funds  for  the  Erection  of  a  Seminary  Building ; 
(6.)  The  report  of  the  Buiying  Committee;  (7.)  A  booklet  en- 
titled **  The  Need  of  a  Library  Building  for  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Lancaster,  Pa.,''  by  Prof.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D. ;  (8.;  A 
catalogue  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  the  Theological 
Seminary. 

From  these  documents  we  have  gleaned  the  following  facts  to 
which  we  call  the  attention  of  Synod : 

(i»)  From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  we  learn  that  at  the 
opening  of  the  Seminary  in  September,  1892,  eighteen  young  men 
were  admitted  to  the  Junior  Classy  that  the  Middle  Class  consisted 
of  twenty^three  members;  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
students^  of  the  Senior  Class,  twenty-three  in  number,  having  com- 
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pleted  the  full  course  of  study,  and  having  sustained  a  satisfactory 
examination,  were  regularly  dismissed  to  enter  upon  the  active  duties 
of  the  holy  ministry.  Thus  there  were  sixty-four  students  connected 
with  the  institution  during  the  last  year,  being  four  more  than  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year,  and  a  gratifying  increase  over  the  number  in 
attendance  during  any  previous  year.  The  Professors  have  been 
faithful  and  diligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  sacred  and  responsible 
duties,  and  the  students  have  manifested  a  proper  appreciation  of 
their  privileges.  The  Class  of  1893  has  undertaken  to  establish  a 
prize,  to  be  known  as  TM^  Centennial  Class  Prize  in  Hebrew, 

(2.)  From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  we  learn  that  three 
meetings  were  held  dnriug  the  year  by  said  Board.  Appropriate 
action  was  taken  on  the  death  of  the  former  President,  George  W. 
Hensel.  The  action  of  the  Building  Committee  in  purchasing 
ground  on  which  to  erect  the  Seminary  Building,  the  amount  paid 
being  ^10,875,  ^^  ratified  and  approved.  The  officers  of  the 
Board  were  instructed  to  seal  the  amendments  to  the  Charter  and 
execute  all  necessary  instruments  to  secure  the  said  amendments.  A 
liberal  donation  of  ^15,680,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  to 
defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  was  thankfully  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  John  L.  Riegel,  of  Riegelsville,  Pa. 

(3.)  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  we  learn  ( i.)  That  on  Sep- 
tember 22,  1893,  there  was  a  balance  due  the  Treasurer  of  $325.24; 
(2.)  There  are  funds  in  his  hands  to  the  amount  of  1108,579.05; 
of  which  $94,508.12  is  endowment;  $5,000  is  the  Smaltz  Fund ; 
$1,819.96  is  the  Library  Fund;  $4,223.19  is  the  Pittsburgh  Profes- 
sorship Fund;  $2,000.75  ^  t^^  Church  History  Fund;  $832.33  is 
the  Wm.  A.  Wilt  Fund ;  $90  the  Sacred  Rhetoric  Fund,  and 
$103.68  the  Seminary  Building  Fund. 

(4.)  The  Synod  is  overtured  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  again 
contribute  $100  toward  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  teacher  of 
elocution  in  the  Seminary  during  the  coming  year. 

(5.)  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
it  appears  that  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  have  been  $3*583.55; 
expenditures  $3,287.24,  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  of  $296.31. 

(6.)  The  committee  to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  Semi- 
nary Building  refJorts:  Amount  subscribed,  $44,174.13;  amount 
paid  in,  $25,717.87.  The  Chairman  desires  to  be  relieved  from 
serving  any  longer  on  the  Committee. 

(7.)  The  Building  Committee  reports  that  in  January,  1893,  a

suitable  plot  of  ground,  comprisiug  between  three  and  four  acres, 
was  purchased  for  110,875  >  ^^^'  ^^^  services  of  Mr.  John  C.  Smith 
were  secured  as  architect;  that  ground  was  broken  on  May  11 ;  that 
the  corner-stone  was  laid  on  the  15th  of  June;  that  the  work  of  con- 
struction has  gone  forward  uninterruptedly  to  the  present  time ;  that 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  the  Building  will  be 
under  roof  by  the  ist  of  December,  and  that  if  the  funds  are  pro- 
vided as  the  payments  become  due,  the  building  will  be  fully  com- 
pleted by  the  ist  of  May,  1894.  As  115,000  in  addition  to  the 
amount  already  subscribed  will  be  needed  to  complete  and  furnish 
the  Main  Building,  the  committee  requests  Synod  to  take  such  action 
as  will  enable  the  committee  to  complete  their  work  within  the  time 
specified  by  the  contract.  The  committee  regrets  that  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Library  Building  has  been  delayed  on  account  of  the 
deficiency  in  the  subscription  list. 

(8.)  The  booklet  by  Prof.  Bowman  emphasizes  in  a  most  forcible 
manner  the  necessity  of  a  Library  Building. 

(9.)  The  united  catalogue  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and 
the  Theological  Seminary  reminds  us  of  the  joint  claim  of  both  in. 
stitutions  on  the  prayers,  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  this  Synod. 

In  view  of  the  facts  thus  set  forth,  your  committee  recommends 
the  following  resolutions  for  consideration  and  adoption : 

Kesolved^  i.  That  Synod  assume  the  sum  of  |ioo,  to  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  Classes,  towards  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the 
teacher  of  elocution  in  the  Seminary. 

Resolved^  2.  That  Synod  is  gratified  to  learn  that  a  third  prize, 
to  be  known  as  the  Centennial  Prize  Class  in  Hebrew^  has  been 
established  by  the  members  of  the  Class  of  '93. 

Resohedy  3.  That  we  have  heard  with  the  greatest  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  of  the  encouraging  success  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  Seminary  Building. 

Resolvedy  4.  That  the  Superintendent  of  this  committee  be  in- 
structed to  so  organize  and  conduct  the  work  of  canvassing  that  it 
be  completed,  if  possible,  by  the  ist  of  May,  1894,  and  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  be  associated  with  him  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  work. 

Resolved^  5.  That  the  Classical  Committees,  and  especially  the 
pastors  and  consistories  of  uncanvassed  charges,  be  urged,  through 
the  Superintendent  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  to 
give  to  the  movement  their  prompt  and  active  support. 
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Resohedy  6.  That  the  Building  Committee  be  instructed  to  com- 
plete both  the  Main  and  Library  Buildings  in  ample  time  for  occu- 
pancy by  students  and  professors  at  the  opening  of  the  next  Seminary 
year. 

Resohedy  7.  That  the  Building  Committee  be  and  hereby  is 
aiitborized  and  empowered  tp  effect  all  necessary  loans  to  meet  pay- 
ments as  they  become  due. 

Resohed^  8.  That  Synod  heartily  approves  and  commends  the 
plan  of  securing  funds  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  Library  Building, 
which  plan  is  set  forth  in  the  booklet  published  by  Prof.  J.  C.  Bow- 
man, D.  D.,  and  expresses  the  earnest  hope  that  in  the  near  future 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  persons  may  be  found,  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Church,  who  will  deem  it  a  privilege  to  join  the  list  of  |i,ooo 
subscribers,  which  has  so  encouragingly  opened. 

Resohedy  9.  That  Synod  expresses  its  high  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  and  efficient  services  of  the  Superintendent,  Rev.  J.  H. 
f  annebecker,  who  desires  to  be  relieved  from  serving  any  longer  on 
the  committee,  and  that  we  reluctantly  grant  his  request. 

Resolved^  10.  That  the  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  be  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

Resetoed^  11.  That  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  blessing  of 
God  in  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Seminary  and  the  College, 
both  institutions  having  this  year  the  largest  number  of  students  of 
any  time  in  their  history. 

Resotuedy  12.  That  whereas,  by  the  voluntary  action  of  this 
S)mod,  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  has  become  the  joint  posses- 
sion of  the  three  Eastern  Englbh  Synods,  we  recognize  the  responsi- 
bility which  rests  upon  the  Church  to  make  this  College  equal  to 
the  best  in  the  land,  and  that  we  call  upon  the  members  of  this 
Synod,  and  invite  the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods  to  join,  so 
soon  as  the  Seminary  Building  is  completed,  in  a  movement  to  secure 
the  largely  increased  endowment  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 

Resolved f  13.  That  the  Catalogue  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege and  the  Theological  Seminary  be  received  with  thanks  and 
placed  in  the  archives  of  the  Synod.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 

Z  Annual  Report  of  the  General  Boar  a  of  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Chnrch  in  the  United  States  From  September  ist,  iSp2, 

to  September  ist,  iSpj, 

To  the  English  Synods: 

Brethren  : — From  the  fact  that  a  full  report  was  rendered  by  the 
Board  to  the  late  General  Synod  at  Reading,  and  widely  distributed 
throughout  the  Church,  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  issue  a  re- 
port at  this  time  for  general  distribution,  but  only  to  present  a  gen- 
eral review  of  the  work  for  the  year  past. 

We  have  many  reasons  for  thankfulness  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  for  His  abundant  mercy  toward  us  in  the  general  mission- 
ary work  of  the  Church.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  fruit  of 
the  unification  movement,  and  it  must  be  admitted  by  all  who  have 
noticed  the  results,  that  they  have  been  all  that  the  most  hopeful 
could  have  predicted.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  but 
entered  upon  the  work  in  this  united  form,  and  there  were  then  those 
who  still  believed  that  it  would  have  been  best  to  allow  the  different 
Synods  to  carry  on  the  work  a^  they  had  been  doing  for  years  before. 
But  more  than  a  year  has  elapsed  since  the  new  order  of  things  was 
inaugurated,  and  the  results  have  been  most  satisfactory.  We  can 
but  rejoice  as  we  look  back  over  the  year's  work.  Not  only  has  God 
blessed  our  labors,  but  we  may  claim,  most  justly,  for  those  under 
the  Board,  a  year  of  faithful  and  diligent  service.  God  blesses  those 
only  in  the  labors  of  His  vineyard  who  are  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  This  being  the  test,  we  may  believe  that  as  a  general 
thing  our  missionaries  have  been  faithful  to  their  trust,  as  their  labors 
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abundantly  prove.  As  in  other  years,  the  Board  was  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  answer  all  the  calls  made  upon  it.  The  work  might  be  very 
greatly  extended  had  the  Board  the  means  at  hand.  So  far  the 
Board  has  had  less  difficulty  in  getting  men  than  means.  We  deem 
it  a  hopeful  sign  for  the  Church  that  men  are  more  willing  to  offer 
themselves  for  the  Mission  work. 

Self-Supporting, 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  determination  on  the  part  of  quite  a 
number  of  Missions  to  become  independent  of  the  Board  by  provid- 
ing for  their  own  support.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  although  with  a 
number  of  these  fields  it  was  a  severe  struggle  to  do  so.  There  is  a 
tendency  on  the  part  of  some  fields  to  seek  aid  from  the  Board  when 
they  might  be  self-sustaining,  so  that  we  feel  the  more  like  giving 
praise  to  those  that  are  determined  to  support  themselves  and  allow 
the  Board  to  take  up  other  points.  Liberty  Center,  O.  ;  Scottdale, 
Pa. ;  Salem,  Ore. ;  Stafford,  Ore. ;  Timberville,  Va. ;  West  Rowan, 
N.  C. ;  and  Williamsport,  Pa.,  have  passed  off  the  roll  of  the  Board 
during  the  year.  Other  fields  are  very  near  the  line  of  self-support, 
and  we  confidently  expect  them  to  become  independent  of  the  Board 
in  the  near  future. 

Ntw  Fields, 

Of  these  a  larger  number  were  added  during  the  year  than  the 
number  that  became  self-supporting.  When  the  last  Annual  Report 
was  offered,  arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  enrollment  of  sev- 
eral fields.  Including  these,  the  following  is  a  list  of  those  enrolled 
during  the  year :  Athens,  Mich, ;  Massillon,  O. ;  Apollo,  Pa. ; 
Grove  City,  Pa.  ;  Chicago,  III. ;  Columbus  Junction,  la. ;  Tyrone, 
Pa.  ;  Harrisburg,  Pa. ;  West  Philadelphia  and  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
Of  these,  Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  Grove  City,  Pa, ;  and  Massillon,  O.,  do 
not  go  into  operation  until  October  i,  1893,  although  they  are  now 
regularly  entered  upon  the  rolls  of  the  Board.  In  addition  to  these 
new  fields  that  have  been  enrolled,  many  calls  came  to  the  Board 
asking  that  other  points  be  taken  up.  Gladly  would  the  Board  give 
heed  to  all  these  calls,  but  to  do  so  is  simply  impossible.  Youngs- 
town,  Ohio,  has  often  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Board  as  an 
important  point,  but  the  lack  of  funds  has  made  its  enrollment  im- 
possible thus  far.  It  is,  however,  next  on  the  list  for  enrollment 
among  the  large  cities. 
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T?i£  Hungarian   Work. 

In  this  work  we  now  have  three  missionaries.  The  third  mis- 
sionary arrived  lately  in  this  country,  in  the  person  of  Licentiate 
Frank  Fresencli.  He  will  soon  be  ordained  by  the  Allegheny 
Classis,  and  will  be  placed  in  Pittsburgh  as  an  assistant  to  Brother 
Kovacs.  This  will  enable  Brother  Kovacs  to  visit  points  in  the 
East  and  South  (as  the  Board  has  ordered  him  to  do)  with  a  view  to 
open  up  additional  fields  for  work  among  the  Hungarians.  Brother 
Jarany,  of  Cleveland,  is  arranging  for  the  erection  of  a  church  in 
that  city,  but  the  stringency  of  the  times  is  interfering  very  much 
with  this  enterprise.  Upon  the  whole  the  work  is  progressing  as 
well  as  could  be  expected  under  the  present  unsettled  conditoon  of 
the  country.  It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  state  that  through  the 
good  offices  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Prugh,  D.  D.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Mr.  Hanna, 
of  that  city,  has  given  I500  toward  the  increase  of  this  good  work. 
Might  not  others  do  the  same? 

The  Board,  in  order  that  it  may  receive  the  support  it  deserves, 
asks  that  the  sum  of  1 2,500  be  apportioned  upon  the  Synods  for  this 
work  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  folloH's :

With  this  sum,  it  is  believed   the  work  can   be  carried   forward 
through  the  year,  including  the  expenses  of  the  third  missionary. 

Church  Extension. 

Much  has  been  said  upon  the  importance  of  this  arm  of  the  work. 
But  its  importance  is  not  yet  fully  appreciated  by  our  Church,  much 
as  has  been  written  upon  it.  Four  funds  of  I500  each  have  been 
obtained  diuring  the  year  for  this  work.  These  were  special  funds. 
Other  moneys  have  been  received  from  the  apportionments.  Dur- 
ing the  year  a  church  property  was  purchased  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  at 
a  cost  of  ^4,750,  and  a  lot  in  Columbus,  O.,  at  a  cost  of  l3»30o. 
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Several  payments  were  also  made  on  lots  purchased  during  the  pre- 
vious year.  To  accomplish  this,  the  Board  was  compelled  to  borrow 
some  funds,  so  that  the  actual  indebtedness  at  this  time  is  ^2,750. 
But  in  order  to  meet  payments  in  the  near  future,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  borrow  additional  moneys.  But  as  an  offset  to  this  debt  we 
might  state  that  very  little  of  the  apportionments  made  in  the  spring 
have  come  in  as  yet,  which  when  received  will  be  applied  on  this 
debt.  There  are  a  few  bequests  for  this  cause  which  will  be  received 
soon,  which  can  also  be  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  debt.  But 
the  Board  cannot  assist  any  other  fields  until  this  indebtedness  is 
canceled.  The  Synods  will  do  well  to  urge  their  membership  to  lib- 
eral giving  for  the  cause  of  Church  Extension.  There  certainly  is  no 
other  object  more  worthy,  and  none  that  will  help  so  much  to  extend 
the  Church.  This  cause  should  be  presented  to  the  people  as  especi- 
ally worthy  of  their  donations  and  bequests. 

The  Needs  of  the  Board, 

It  was  very  much  feared  that  the  Board  would  find  a  shortage  at 
the  close  of  the  quarter  ending  September  30th,  1893,  because  of 
the  stringency  of  the  times  and  from  the  fact,  also,  that  during  this 
quarter  many  of  the  pastors  are  absent  from  their  charges.  But  we 
are  gratified  to  state  that  when  the  Executive  Committee  met  on 
October  3d  there  was  a  shortage  ot  only  a  few  hundred  dollars. 
But  some  may  blame  the  Board  for  enrolling  so  many  Missions  during 
the  year.  Could  the  Board  have  foreseen  the  financial  crash  that 
has  come  upon  the  country,  a  less  number  would  doubtless  have 
been  enrolled.  But  they  are  now  on  our  roll.  To  strike  them  off 
would  be  wrong.  The  best  we  can  do  is  to  fulfill  our  contract  with 
them.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  for  the  Church  to  stand  by 
the  Board.  Times  are  hard,  we  are  told — true,  and  for  that  very 
reason  it  is  a  bad  time  for  the  Board  to  be  involved  in  a  debt.  The 
Board  needs  every  cent  that  has  been  promised  to  Missions,  Hun- 
garian Missions,  Church  Extension  and  Harbor  Missions.  If  the 
Church  fails  to  provide  these  funds  the  Board  must  fail  to  meet  its 
obligations.  For  the  year  commencing  April  ist,  1894,  the  Board 
must  have  at  least  ^40,000  for  Missions  direct.  There  are  those 
who  may  say  that  this  sum  is  too  large ;  that  no  such  appropriations 
should  have  been  made.  But  the  Synods  will  observe  under  what 
stress  the  Board  is  placed  at  times.  It  is  always  glad  to  enroll  Mis- 
sions when  possible — and  now  let  the  Church  stand  manfully  by  it 
so  that  it  can  meet  its  obligations. 
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Funds  Needed, 

For  the  ensuing  year  the  Board  needs  the  sum  of  ^40,000  for 
Missions  direct.  When  the  Missions  are  fully  manned  that  sum  will 
be  required.  The  Executive  Committee,  at  its  meeting  in  Pittsburgh 
on  July  1 1  thy  made  careful  estimates  of  the  sums  needed,  and  re- 
cjuested  that  the  following  apportionments  be  made  for  the  year  from 
April  1, 1894,  to  April  i,  1895  •

^sidering  the  increase  of  membership,  these  are  but  little  larger 
than  were  asked  of  these  Synods  in  past  years. 

b  addition  to  the  above  the  General  Board  makes  the  earnest  re- 
quest that  the  small  sum  oifive  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  for 
^  Cause  of  Church  Extension.  While  these  apportionments  may 
seem  large  in  the  aggregate,  yet  we  find  that  all  these  combined  (not 
Mcluding  Harbor  Missions),  do  not  reach  quite  thirty-one  cents  per 
libber.  This  is  certainly  a  small  sum  for  a  member  of  the  church 
to  pay  toward  so  noble  a  cause  as  Home  Missions. 

Additional  Funds, 

Funds,  additional  to  the  apportionments,  have  been  gathered  dur- 
ing the  year,  generally  under  the  name  of  the  1000,  5*s  fund. 
Much  of  this  was  used  for  Church  Extension,  but  a  goodly  share  of 
it  went  for  the  regular  work.  In  this  way  was  made  up  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  apportionments.  The  same  will  be  continued  through 
the  year  to  come.  The  superintendents  will  find  much  hard  work 
before  them  in  looking  up  the  deficiencies  in  the  apportionments  and 
in  gathering  additional  funds.  This  is  seemingly  necessary  during 
the  money  stringency.  We  ask  that  the  Synods  give  all  possible  en- 
couragement to  the  gathering  of  these  additional  funds.  If  this 
matter  \s  seen  to  at  the  proper  time,  the  Board  and  the  Church  will 
be  saved  the  annoyance  of  an  ugly  debt. 

Miscellaneous, 

The  Synods  will  notice  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  are  Rev.  J. 
A.  Peters,  President;  Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.  D.,  Vice-President ; 
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Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley,  Secretary ;  Elder  J.  T.  Reber,  Treasurer ^  and 
Elder  C.  M.  Boush,  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Extension  Fund. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  Missions  are  all  supplied  with  earnest 
pastors,  with  two  exceptions,  and  these  two  have  prospects  of  getting 
pastors  at  an  early  date. 

We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  all  our  missionaries  are 
paid  up  in  full  to  July  i,  1893. 

Special  Notice. 

The  Eastern  Synod  and  the  Potomac  Synod  are  hereby  notified 
that  the  time  for  which  Superintendent  Whitmer  was  elected  will  ex- 
pire on  December  31,  1893,  and  are  requested  to  nominate  his  suc- 
cessor according  to  the  terms  of  the  plan  of  unification.

II.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States y  for  the  Year  Ending  October  i^  ^^93' 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  and  to  the  Reverend  Potomac 
Synod : 

Dear  Brethren:  In  presenting  our  report  for  the  Synodical 
year,  we  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  part  of  the  subject 
matter  given  in  former  reports  is  now  given  in  the  report  of  the 
General  Board,  and  therefore  need  not  be  repeated  here. 

The  supervision  of  the  missions  within  your  bounds  has  received 
the  careful  attention  of  your  Board,  and  with  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God,  we  report  the  work  in  good  condition.  During  the  Synodical 
year  the  following  missions  became  self-supporting:  Lock  Haven, 
Pa.,  West  Rowan,  N.  C,  and  Salem,  Ore.;  and  the  following  were 
enrolled :  Calvary  and  Church  of  the  Strangers,  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
Tyrone,  Pa.,  and  Fourth  Church,  Harrisburg,  Pa.  The  mission  at 
Burlington,  N.  C,  was  dropped  from  the  roll.  We  begin  the  new 
Synodical  year  with  thirty- four  missions  on  the  roll,  fifteen  of  which 
are  in  the  Eastern  Synod  and  nineteen  in  the  Potomac  Synod. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  treasurer's  report,  which  is  herewith  laid 
before  you,  our  income  for  the  year  is  somewhat  larger  than  last  year; 
and  although  the  cry  of  hard  times  has  been  heard  throughout  the 
land,  the  Synods  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  our  missionaries  have  thus 


far  been  promptly  paid  in  full  every  quarter ;  and  now  we  earnestly 
"beg  the  Church  to  stand  by  the  Board  during  thfe  coming  year  which 
may  possibly  be  a  trying  period  in  benevolent  finances. 

We  are  glad  to  report  also,  after  an  experience  of  eighteen  months 
ance  the  transfer  of  our  work  to  the  General  Board,  that  the  present 
plan  of  carrying  forward  the  work  is  satisfactory  to  both  Boards. 

We  can  report  also  that  we  are  learning  to  do  larger  things.  The 
^oard  finds  it  necessary  to  loan  to  some  of  the  missions  unusually 
^gesums,  as  in  the  case  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  where  we  loaned  {2,500, 
*Dd  in  the  case  of  St.  Stephen's,  Baltimore,  Md.,  where  we  placed 
^  Church-building  Funds  ({3,000),  and  in  the  case  of  Roanoke, 
^*-»  where  we  are  about  to  invest  {3,000. 

^bis  leads  us  to  say  that  while  our  Church-building  Funds  have 

Proved  most  helpful,  and  while  we  greatly  appreciate  the  kind  giving 

^bich  has  enabled  the  Board  to  start  work  which  must  otherwise 

We  remained  imdone,  it  is  proper  to  add  that  our  necessities  have 

not  been  met  by  these  Funds  on  hand ;  and  the  Board  was  therefore 

^>ged  in  the  case  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  and  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  to  call  in 

^*J^^  investments  of  the  Board  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  as  the  treas- 

^'^  reports  in  detail. 

^t  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  add  that  several  Church-building 
'unds  are  now  being  raised,  namely,  one  by  the  Woman's  Mission- 
^  Society  of  East  Pennsylvania  Classis,  one  by  the  Juniata  Classical 
^^ionary  Society,  one  by  the  West  Susquehanna  Classis,  and  one 
"Y  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  Wyoming  Classis ;  and  it  is 
^^  encouragement  to  know  also  that  a  beginning  has  been  made  in 
the  payment  of  the  Funds  loaned  to  two  missions  in  Baltimore,  Md. 
Some  months  ago,  convinced  that  a  German  Board  can  carry  for- 
ward German   missions  better  than  an  English  Board,  we  recom- 
i&ended  to  the  German  Board  the  transfer  of  our  Pacific  Coast 
missions  to  the  German  Board  of  the  West,  guaranteeing  their  full 
support  for  six  years.     The  General  Board  approved  this  recommen- 
dation and  appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the 
German  Board.     The  committee  met  in  Reading,  Pa.,  in  May  last. 
The  proposed  terms  were  carefully  discussed,  and  also  the  difficulties 
as  well  as  the  advantages  of  the  transfer ;  and  the  German  brethren 
expressed  a  willingness  to  report  to  their  Board  in  favor  of  the  trans- 
fer.    But  we  r^ret  to  say  that  no  reply  has  yet  been  made  to  our 
overture. 
The  Synod  of  the  Potomac  will  please  note  that  the  term  of  Rev. 
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T.  J.  Barkley  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Missions^  expires  with  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Eastern  Synod  will  please  note  that  according  to  its  rule  the 
term  of  all  its  members  in  the  Board  of  Missions  expires  with  this 
meeting  of  Synod,  namely :  Rev.  E.  N.  Kremer,  Rev.  T.  O.  Stem, 
Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.  D.,  Rev.  T.  J.  Hacker,  Rev.  C.  S.  Gerhard, 
D.  D.,  Elder  J.  J.  Nissley  and  Elder  D.  S.  Keller. 

As  the  term  of  office  of  Superintendent  A.  C.  Whitmer  expires 
January  ist,  1894,  and  as  (under  the  terms  of  agreement  in  the 
transfer  of  your  missions  to  the  General  Board)  the  Synods  now  only 
nominate  the  Superintendent,  we  hereby  respectfully  recommend  to 
you  the  nomination  of  Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer  for  this  office. 

We  close  our  report  with  thanksgiving  to  God  for  His  continued 
blessings  upon  the  work  committed  to  our  care.

IF,  Secretary's  Report — Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 

To  the   Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the   United 
States  : 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions begs  most  respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Reverend 
Body  to  the  grand  successes  and  encouraging  prospects,  as  also  to 
the  urgent  wants  and  embarrassing  limitations  of  our  foreign  work. 
In  view  of  the  very  full  presentation  of  all  these  interests  recently 
made  in  our  Triennial  Report  to  General  Synod,  a  copy  of  which 
has  been  sent  to  each  of  our  pastors,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to 
repeat  them  here,  but  simply  to  refer  you  to  that  report.  Since  the 
rendering  of  that  report,  our  two  schools  in  Sendai  have  been  in 
vacation,  and  no  important  intelligence  has  reached  us,  except  the 
sad  fact  of  the  critical  illness  of  our  dear  brother.  Rev.  D.  B. 
Schneder,  who  at  last  accounts  was  still  Very  sick  of  typhoid  fever.

But  happily,  the  belief  was  that  the  indications  were  favorable  to  his 
recovery.  We  are  pained  to  have  to  say  that  his  associates  in  the 
field  attribute  his  illness  largely  to  over  work.  The  Board  has 
frequently  apprised  the  Church  that  for  the  want  of  adequate  finan- 
cial means  we  were  compelled  to  expose  our  faithful  missionaries  to 
this  wrongful  exaction.  And  up  to  the  present  time  the  inadequacy 
of  our  means  has  not  been  relieved  by  a  larger  response  of  the  home 
Church.  Dear  brethren,  shall  we  sacrifice  the  health,  and  possibly 
the  lives,  of  our  beloved  brethren  in  Japan,  when  the  means  for  their 
relief  would  be  readily  available  if  self-denying  effort  were  employed 
by  those  of  us  who  are  at  home  ?  • 

We  would  further  bespeak  your  careful  attention,  and  earnestly 
solicit  the  necessary  responsive  action  on  your  part,  to  the  action  of 
the  late  General  Synod,  in  the  interest  of  our  Mission  work.  This 
action  was  prompted  by  a  spirit  of  profound  gratitude  to  God,  for 
the  surprising  blessings  and  success  with  which  He  had  crowned  our 
work  in  Japan,  as  also  the  painful  conviction  that  our  Church  was 
not  responding  in  the  measure  in  which  He  had  given  her  the  ability. 
It  therefore  solemnly  resolved  that  an  advance  should  be  made  in 
the  amount  of  her  contributions,  that  she  might  do  her  part  in 
answer  to  the  leadings  of  divine  Providence.  The  resolution  fixed 
the  sum  needed  at  ^35,000  per  year  for  the  next  three  years.  It 
also  indicated  the  amount  necessary  from  each  District  Synod  to 
secure  the  sum.  This  was  done  not  as  a  direct  authoritative  appor- 
tionment, but  rather  as  a  Untative  measure,  indicating  how  much 
each  Synod  ought  to  raise,  leaving  it  to  each  to  devise  its  own 
methods  for  securing  it.  The  distribution  of  the  sum  needed  was  as 
follows :

For  the  methods  heretofore  employed  have 
shown  themselves  sadly  inadequate  to  the  necessities  of  the  case.

Resoived,  That  it  is  necessary  for  the  church  to  take  special  meas- 
ures to  raise  money  to  relieve  the  Board  of  this  debt. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  requested  to 
appoint  a  self-denial  week,  during  which  the  members  of  our  church, 
by  special  acts  of  self-restraint  make  an  effort  to  save  a  part  of  their 
income  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  debt. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  that  the  whole  church  may  cooperate  in 
this  effort,  the  Eastern  Synod  be  requested  to  take  action  in  accord- 
ance with  that  taken  by  the  Potomac  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  the  particular  week  to  be 
known  as  self-denial  wedc,  together  with  the  ways  and  means  of 
aMrakening  the  interest  of  our  peo^^,  be  confided  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions.

VJ,  T7i€  Report  on  Missions, 

The  Committee  on  Missions  read  its  report  on  Monday,  during 
the  afternoon  session.  The  report  was  taken  up  item  by  item,  and 
adopted  finally  as  a  whole.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  Committee  on  •Missions  respectfully  reports  the  following 
documents  have  been  placed  in  its  hands : 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Board  representing  the  Eastern  and  Potomac 
S3aiods,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  Board. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

4.  An  overture  from  the  Potomac  Synod  in  reference  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  "A  Self-Denial  Week."  From  an  examination  of 
these  several  reports,  we  learn  that  our  missionary  operations,  both 
in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  are  being  carried  forward  with 
commendable  zeal,  and  that  the  labors  of  our  missionaries  have  been 
greatly  blessed  by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  We  recommend 
that  the  following  action  be  taken  : 

1.  That  the  sum  of  117,000  be  apportioned  upon  the  several 
Classes  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work  under  the  care  of  the  General 
Bo^Lrd. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  five  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  upon 
the  several  Classes  for  the  furtherance  of  church  building,  and  that 
the  amount  raised  be  equally  divided  between  the  General  Board 
and  the  Board  which  represents  the  Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods. 

3.  That  the  sum  of  1 1,000  be  apportioned  upon  the  several 
Classes  for  the  support  of  the  Hungarian  Missions. 

4.  That  Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer  be  nominated  as  Superintendent  of 
Missions. 

5.  That  the  sum  of  $15,000  be  apportioned  upon  the  several 
Classes  for  the  support  of  Foreign  Missions  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  General  Synod  at  its  last  meeting. 

6.  That  in  respect  to  the  overture  from  the  Potomac  Synod  the 
propriety  and  desirability  of  appointing  a  week  for  the  exercise  of 
self-denial  in  the  interest  of  the  payment  of  the  debt  resting  upon 
the  Board  be  referred  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
with  power  to  act  in  the  case.

COMPLAINT. 

The  complaint  of  East  Susquehanna  Classis  against  the  ac^tion  of 
Philadelphia  Classis  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  Synod  by  the 
2d  item  under  the  head  of  Complaints  in  the  Report  on  the  Minutes 
of  Classes.  The  item  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting 
of  Revs.  Dr.  Jno.  M.  Titzel,  Wm.  M.  Landis,  and  Elder  C.  M. 
Bower,  to  report  whether  the  complaint  be  in  order. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the  complaint  of  East  Sus- 
quehanna Classis  was  presented  on  Monday's  session  and  adopted. 
The  report  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  committee  to  which 
was  referred  the  complaint  of  East  Susquehanna  Classis  against  the 
action  of  Philadelphia  Classis,  begs  leave  to  report  that  it  has  care- 
fully examined  into  the  matter  referred  to  it,  and  finds  that  though 
the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  were  not  literally  fulfilled,  be- 
cause of  insuperable  difficulties  in  the  way,  yet  they  were  Substan- 
tially complied  with.  It  also  finds  that  the  action  complained  of 
implies  a  serious  irregularity  on  the  part  of  Philadelphia  Classis,  and 
as  such  demands  the  consideration  of  Synod,  irrespective  of  its  being 
made  the  subject  of  complaint.  In  view  of  these  facts  your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  complaint  be  considered  by  this  reverend 
body,  and  that  the  hearing  of  it  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  2 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  It  would  also  recommend  that  thirty  minutes 
be  allowed  each  Classis  to  present  its  side  of  the  question,  the  com- 
plainant having  the  right  to  open  and  close  the  discussion  ;  and  that 
then  the  question,  "Shall  the  complaint  be  sustained?"  be  submitted 
without  further  debate  for  decision  by  Synod.

Rev.  Jno.  H.  Sechler,  D.  D.,  made  objections  to  the  report  be- 
cause it  entered  into  the  legal  merits  of  the  case,  which  the  President, 
however,  ruled  as  being  in  order.  Rev.  J.  H.  Sechler,  D.  D.,  took 
exception  to  the  President's  ruling,  and  filed  the  following  objections  : 

Philadelphia  Classis  makes  the  point  of  order  that  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  to  whom  the  complaint  of  East  Susquehanna  Classis 
was  referred  is  out  of  order,  when  in  presenting  his  report  he  argues 
the  merits  of  the  case,  which  merits  were  privately  discussed  by  the 
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complainant  and  defendant  and  committee  at  the  hearing  before  the 
committee. 

The  President  of  Synod  decides  the  point  of  order  not  well  taken. 

To  this  decision  the  counsel  of  Philadelphia  Classis  files  exception. 

The  Classis  of  Philadelphia  through  its  counsel  takes  exception  to 
the  foregoing  action ;  because, 

1.  The  committee  was  instructed  to  see  if  the  complaint  was  in 
order.     The  report  does  not  conform  to  these  instructions. 

2.  The  complaint  was  not  filed  with  the  President  of  Philadel- 
phia Classis,  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  and  was  therefore  not 
in  order. 

3.  The  subject-matter  of  the  alleged  complaint  was  not  such  as  to 
be  a  valid  cause  of  complaint. 

4.  The  report  of  the  committee  fixed  a  hearing  in  a  matter  in 
which  they  in  effect  say  was  not  in  order. 

5.  The  committee  should  have  declared  the  complaint  not  in 
order. 

The  hearing  of  the  case  took  place  at  the  hour  specified  in  the  re- 
^rt.  The  counsel  of  Philadelphia  Classis  demanded  that  the  papers 
be  read.  As  there  were  no  papers  on  hand  save  such  as  appear  on 
the  Minutes  of  East  Susquehanna  Classis,  the  President  directed  that 
the  case  be  proceeded  with  in  accordance  with  the  manner  suggested 
in  the  report.  The  counsel  of  Philadelphia  Classis  took  the  follow- 
ing exception  to  the  ruling : 

1 .  The  chair  erred  in  refusing  to  decide  that  the  appellant  must 
read  all  the  papers  in  the  first  case  before  the  appellee  had  closed 
his  case. 

2.  The  chair  erred  in  allowing  new  papers  to  be  read,  after  the 
appellee  had  closed  his  case. 

3.  The  chair  erred  in  deciding  that  the  complaint  of  East  Susque- 
hanna Classis  has  been  sustained,  there  being  23  votes  in  favor,  21 
against  and  3  non  liquet;  there  then  being  of  the  votes  cast  not  a 
majority  in  the  affirmative. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Leinbach  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Mutschler  presented  the 
case  in  behalf  of  East  Susquehanna  Classis,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Sechler, 
D.  D.,  and  Elder  F.  C.  Hobson,  acted  as  counsel  for  Philadelphia 
Classis. 

The  decision  of  the  case  is  as  follows :

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  committee  appointed 
to  define  the  action  of  the  Synod  on  the  complaint  of  the  East 
Susquehanna  Classis  begs  leave  to  ofifer  the  following : 

The  action  of  the  Synod  in  sustaining  the  complaint  of  the  East 
Susquehanna  Classis  implies  that  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  a  Classis  has  no  authority  to 
grant  license  to  any  applicant  for  the  same,  who  at  the  time  is  under 
the  care  of  another  Classis  as  a  theological  student,  even  though  he 
should  hold  his  church  membership  in  the  Classis  to  which  he 
applies.     And  that  the  Philadelphia  Classis  erred  in  so  doing.

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The  following  Communication  was  received  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sunday-scho<)I  Board  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod : 

In  behalf  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
Executive  Committee  would  respectfully  send  greetings  and  beg  leave 
to  submit  several  matters  for  your  consideration.  We  are  happy  to 
report  that  the  interests  of  our  Sunday-school  received  the  earnest, 
favorable  attention  of  the  late  General  Synod.  The  Synod  by  its 
action,  has  laid  the  obligation  upon  the  Board,  and  through  it  upon 
the  Church,  to  give  more  careful  supervision  to  the  Sunday-school 
work. 

And  as  an  aid  to  this,  it  has  instructed  the  Board  to  appoint  a 
Sunday-school  Secretary,  who  shall  devote  his  entire  time  and 
energy  to  the  work  of  increasing  the  number  and  efficiency  of  our 
Sunday-schools.  The  Synod  also  requested  all  the  Sunday-schools 
of  the  Church  to  pay  an  apportionment  of  a  cent  a  Sunday-school 
member,  for  the  support  of  this  general  work. 

Your  Board  would  state  that  they  have  carried  out  the  instructions 
of  the  General  Synod  and  have  elected  the  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Miller, 
to  the  office  of  Sunday-school  Setretary ;  and  have  sent  a  circular 
letter  to  all  the  pastors  of  the  Church,  asking  for  their  prompt  pay- 
ment of  the  General  Synod  apportionment. 

And  now  the  full  inception  of  this  work  depends  upon  the  hearty 
and  unanimous  response  of  the  Church.  Offerings  in  some  cases 
exceeding  the  asked  for  amount,  have  already  been  received  in  an 
encouragiug  number,  and  the  Secretary  stands  ready  to  enter  upon 
his  duties  as  soon  as  the  Church,  by  her  response,  permits  the  Board 
to  place  him  in  the  field.  We,  therefore,  earnestly  request  your 
reverend  Synod  to  take  such  action  as  will  call  the  immediate  at- 
tention of  the  Sunday-schools  within  your  bounds,  to  the  importance 
of  cooperating  with  General  Synod's  Board,  in  the  General  Sunday- 
school  work  of  our  Reformed  Church.  And  in  case  they  have  not 
forwarded  their  apportionment  for  the  current  year,  to  do  so  at  once. 

And  further,  request  as  an  aid  to  the  general  work  that  Synod, 
should  no  such  board  or  committee  be  already  in  existence,  consti- 
tute a  Board  or  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-school  work,  to 
which  shall  be  committed  the  General  Sunday-school  work  of  the 
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Synod  ;  and  also  that  Synod  request  its  various  Classes  to  appoint  a 
Permanent  Committee  on  Sunday-schools,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
arouse  an  interest  in  Sunday-school  work  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Classes,  to  hold  Sunday-school  Conventions,  if  advisable,  to  gather 
statistics,  etc.,  and  to- cooperate  with  General  Synod's  Board  and 
District  Synod's  Standing  Committee  or  Board  on  Sunday-schools, 
in  the  Sunday-school  work  of  the  Church. 

Furthermore,  your  Snnday-school  Board  desires  to  say  that  they 
will  put  forth  the  utmost  efforts  to  advance  the  standard  of  our  Sun- 
day-school work  and  Sunday-school  Lesson  Helps,  and  will  en- 
deavor to  take  such  measures  as  will  tend  to  arouse  a  deeper  interest 
in  the  Sunday-school  work  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  in  addi- 
tion propose  to  carry  on  their  work  in  accordance  with  the  genius, 
polity  and  recognized  authorities  of  the  Reformed  Church.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sunday-school  Board 
of  General  Synod,  would  respectfully  submit  their  report. 

From  this  letter  we  gleam  a  number  of  facts  of  interest.  The 
General  Synod  at  its  recent  meeting  gave  a  strong  deliverance  on 
the  Sunday-school  work  of  our  Church.  It  authorized  the  Board  to 
appoint  a  Sunday-school  Secretary  and  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
raise  a  fund,  to  be  known  as  **  A-Cent-a-Member-Fund.'*  We  are 
glad  to  learn  that  this  project  is  meeting  with  general  favor.  In 
order  to  give  a  more  careful  supervision  to  this  important  work,  and 
arouse  a  greater  interest  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  asks  for  the  appointment  of  a  Standing  Committee 
in  the  Synod  and  in  the  various  Classes,  by  order  of  this  reverend 
body.  It  is  painfully  evident  that,  as  a  Synod,  we  have  not  given 
this  arm  of  Christian  work  the  earnest  attention  it  deserves.  Indeed 
the  only  mention  that  is  made  in  our  proceedings  last  year  of  Sunday- 
schools,  under  Article  XVIII.,  is  "There  was  nothing  special  de- 
manding the  attention  of  Synod  during  its  present  sessions."  This 
startling  statement,  coupled  with  the  reasonable  request  of  theExecu- 
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tive  Committee,  constrain   your  Committee  to  offer  the  following 
action  for  consideration  and  adoption  : 

Resolved^  That  Synod  heartily  endorses  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  in  the  formation  of  the  Board  and  in  the  appointment  of  a 
Sunday-school  Secretary  and  hereby  pledges  its  earnest  support  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  work. 

Resohed^  That  we  approve  of  the  Board's  choice  of  a  Secretary 
in  the  person  of  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Miller. 

Resolved^  That  we  direct  the  pastors,  through  the  Classes,  to  urge 
the  prompt  payment  by  all  the  Sunday-schools,  of  the  Cent-a-Mem- 
ber  apportionment,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

Resohedj  That  in  case  the  pastors  of  Union  Sunday-schools  find 
it  inexpedient  to  obtain  this  amount  from  the  schools,  that  they  be 
hereby  requested  to  ask  their  congregations  for  a  special  offering  for 
this  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  shall  appoint  a  Standing 
Committee  of  five  members,  who  shall  aid  the  General  Board,  and 
that  hereafter  one  member  shall  be  elected  annually,  the  term  of  the 
present  Committee  expiring  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  stand 
on  the  list. 

Resolved,  That  one  of  the  duties  of  this  Standing  Committee  shall 
be  to  arrange  for  a  service  in  the  interests  of  the  Sunday-school 
during  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  each  of  the  several  Classes  be  and  hereby  is  re- 
quested to  appoint  a  permanent  committee,  whose  duty  shall  be  to 
aid  the  General  Board  and  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Sunday- 
school  work  within  its  bounds.

PUBUCATION. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church 

in  the  United  States^  189J. 

To  the  Pittsburgh^  Potomac  and  Eastern  Synods  : 

Brethren  :  Your  Publication  Board  reports  that  the  publication 
interests  continue  in  a  flourishing  state,  as  attested  by  the  words  of 
commendation  received  and  by  the  steady  growth  in  their  circula- 
tion, notably  in  that  of  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger ,  your  lead- 
ing and  most  effective  organ.  During  the  past  year  its  subscription 
lists,  under  new  efforts  and  attractive  offers,  have  increased  largely, 
and  point  to  a  greater  increase  in  the  future. 

The  books  of  the  lessee  were  duly  audited.  From  these  it  ap- 
peared that  the  gross  receipts  for  the  year  1892  amounted  to  l4o»- 
443.78,  as  compared  with  138,279.23  for  the  previous  year,  being 
an  increase  of  12,164.55.  Under  the  contract,  therefore,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  received  a  contingent  from  the  lessee  of 
11,2x3.31  for  the  past  year.  For  the  first  time  since  the  contract 
was  made  the  gross  receipts  have  exceeded  the  basis  agreed  upoQ  for 
computing  the  guarantee,  and  the  treasury  is  receiving  a  correspond- 
ing benefit,  a  result  that  again  emphasizes  the  wisdom  of  your  action 
in  disposing  of  your  publication  interests  under  the  existing  lease. 

The  new  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Mr.  James  T.  Reber,  of  Reading, 
Pa.,  reports  the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  of  July  i,  1893  •  Cash, 
13,291.53;  investments,  14,205.19.     Total,  17,496.72. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  September  6,  1893,  sittention 
was  called  to  the  publication  of  books  and  papers  by  other  persons^ 
which  interfere  with  the  rights  of  both  parties  to  the  contract  between 
lessor  and  lessee,  and  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  petition  your 
bodies  to  take  cognizance  of  these  by  adopting  such  measures  of  relief 
as  your  wisdom  may  suggest.  A  separate  memorial,  prepared  by  C. 
M.  Boush,  Esq.,  of  Meadville,  Pa.,  under  authority  of  the  Board, 
embodying  these  complaints,  will  be  presented  for  your  consideration. 

The  Board,  by  the  death,  during  the  past  year,  of  Mr.  George  W. 
Hensel,  has  lost  one  of  its  most  efficient  members,  one  who  for  many 
years  took  a  deep  interest  in  its  publication  affairs.  The  office  of 
treasurer  held  by  the  late  Mr.  Hensel  has  been  filled  by  the  election 
of  Mr.  James  T.  Reber,  of  Reading,  Penna.,  to  succeed  him.     The 
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vacancy  in  the  Board  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Hensel  has  been 
filled  by  the  election  of  John  W.  Bickel,  Esq.,  of  Norristown,  Penna. 
Another  vacancy  in  the  Board,  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of 
Hon.  John  Cessna,  of  Bedford,  Penna.,  has  been  filled  by  the  election 
in  bb  stead  of  G.  S.  Griffith,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  who  was  subse- 
quently chosen  President. 

The  attention  of  the  Eastern  Synod  is  called  to  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  Mr.  James  T.  Reber,  and  that  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod 
to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  Mr.  C.  M.  Boush.

G.  Fisher,  D.  D.,  lessee,  and  beg  leave  to 
suggest,  that  your  Reverend  Bodies  take  such  action  as  in  your 
wisdom  may  be  thought  most  effective  to  secure  the  strict  adherence 
to  the  conditions  contained  in  said  contract  to  be  observed  on  part 
of  the  three  Synods  and  their  constituencies.  This  we  find  necessary 
to  be  done,  from  a  tendency  that  has  come  under  our  bbservation, 
on  the  part  of  some  of  our  pastors  and  people,  to  regard  the  Reformed 
Publication  House,  at  Philadelphia,  as  a  private  enterprise,  in  the 
same  line  with  other  private  enterprises  of  members  of  the  Church. 
We  are  as  Synods  and  members  of  said  Synods  bound  by  solemn 
c<mtract  to  the  patronage  of  our  Philadelphia  institution,  moreover 
it  is  to  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Church  as  a  whole,  that  we 
should  do  so.  We  are  in  a  fair  way,  slowly  but  surely  to  lay  the 
foundation,  and  to  gather  sufficient  means  for  the  establishment  of  an

ARTICLE  XX. 

ORPHANS*    HOME. 


The  Report  of  Bethany  Orphans*  Home  was  presented  to  Synod 
in  the  Report  on  Overture  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Orphans'  Home. 

The  Report  on  Bethany  Orphans*  Home  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  undersigned,  in  be- 
half of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Bethany  Orphans*  Home,  beg  leave 
to  present  to  your  reverend  body  the  following  statement  about  the 
present  condition  and  needs  of  this  institution. 

We  have  at  present  108  children  in  the  Home,  and  7  more  have 
been  admitted  whom  we  expect  shortly.  The  health  of  the  family, 
with  a  few  slight  exceptions,  was  very  good  during  the  year.  Our 
school  work  has  moved  forward  satisfactorily  and  the  religious  ser- 
vices and  instruction  have  been  continued  as  in  former  years. 
Twenty  orphans  were  confirmed  at  the  last  Easter  season,  making 
the  present  number  of  confirmed  orphans  in  the  Home  32. 

Our  present  indebtedness  is  about  $2,500.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  very  few  contributions  were  received  during  the  summer,  and 
because  we  were  obliged  to  make  some  necessary  repairs  and  im- 
provements during  the  past  six  months. 

At  the  last  quarterly  meeting  there  were  22  applications  before  the 
Board  for  the  admission  of  children.  In  our  present  financial  con- 
dition we  did  not  feel  justified  in  admitting  all,  but  the  doors  of  the 
Home  were  opened  to  13.  While  the  Board  would  gladly  heed  all 
deserving  appeals,  our  room  and  means  are  limited  and  relief  is 
given  only  where  it  is  thought  the  need  is  greatest. 

In  order  to  remove  our  present  indebtedness  and  to  provide  for 
the  constantly  increasing  family  which  the  Church  is  asking  us  to 
car  for,  we  again  hopefully  look  forward  to  the  coming  Christmas 
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season  and  trust  that  the  gifts   of  God's  people,  through   your 
co5peiationy  will  be  liberal  for  the  support  of  this  important  work. 

With  grateful  hearts  we  acknowledge  God's  watchful  care  over  our 
family  during  the  past  year  and  earnestly  ask  for  your  continued 
sympathy  and  support.

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Orphan's  Home  ap- 
pointed a  year  ago  in  response  to  Item  1 2  in  Report  of  Minutes  of 
Synod,  was  read  and  adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  Orphans'  Home  beg  leave  to  make  the  follow- 
ing report : 

In  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  your  Body  the  committee 
met  with  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home,  and 
found  the  Home  in  prosperous  condition.  The  buildings  are  thor- 
oughly clean,  the  children  well  cared  for,  both  physically  and  spirit- 
ually. Many  applications  for  admission  must  be  refused  owing  to  a 
lack  of  funds  for  their  support.  If  these  funds  are  at  hand  many 
deserving  orphans  can  be  accommodated. 

The  committee  further  lent  their  aid  in  the  arrangement  for  the 
proper  observance  of  the  Anniversary  of  the  Home,  which  is  here- 
after to  be  called  Bethany  Day,  It  was  observed  on  the  30th  of 
August.  Very  acceptable  speeches  were  delivered,  and  a  suitable 
entertainment  given  by  the  children  of  the  Home,  which  gave 
evidence  of  the  training  they  received  both  intellectually  and  relig- 
iously. The  attendance  wa^  large  and  Bethany  Day  will  doubtless 
become  one  of  the  most  popular  days  in  Eastern  Synod.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Orphans'  Home,  to  whom  the  fore- 
going document  was  referred,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted : 

Your  conmiittee  to  whom  was  referred  a  report  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  Bethany  Orphans'  Home  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  report  of  the  said  Board, 
and  noted  with  deep  interest  the  present  flourishing  condition  of  the 
Home  under  the  able  and  untiring  efforts  of  its  worthy  superintendent. 
Rev.  Thos.  M.  Yundt,  and  those  who  compose  its  Board  of  Manage- 
ment. 
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There  are  at  present  io8  children  cared  for  in  the  Home,  and  7 
more  who  have  been  admitted  will  shortly  arrive,  making  a  total  of 
X15.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  for  want  of  room  and  funds,  the 
Board  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to  admit  many  other  children  who 
are  deserving  of  the  charity  and  comfort  of  the  Home. 

There  is  cause  for  devout  gratitude  to  God  for  the  measure  of 
good  health  which  has  been  enjoyed  by  this  family  during  the  past 
year.  Your  committee  have  also  observed  with  satisfaction  the  un- 
interrupted work  of  the  school,  and  that  the  regular  religious  services 
have  been  faithfully  conducted.  Twenty  of  the  orphans  were  con- 
firmed during  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  great  success  already  achieved  and  of  the  pressing 
needs  of  this  important  work,  your  committee  would  recommend  the 
following  resolutions  for  consideration  and  adoption : 

Resolved  i,'That  this  Synod  rejoices  to  hear  of  the  present  condi- 
tion of  Bethany  Orphans*  Home  and  urges  renewed  efforts  in  behalf 
of  this  worthy  charity. 

Resolved  2,  That  the  cause  of  the  orphans  be  earnestly  com- 
mended to  the  liberality  and  sympathy  of  pastors,  congregations  and 
Sunday-schools. 

Resolved  3,  That  special  offerings  be  made  in  all  the  churches 

during  the  coming  Christmas  festivities  to  the  Home,  and  that  in 

this  Centennial  year  one  grand  effort  be  made  to  largely  increase 

their  donations,  thus  enabling  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Home 

to  cancel  its  present  indebtedness  and  carry  forward  its  work  through 

the  ensuing  year.

ARTICLE  XXI. 

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 

In  the  7th  item  in  Report  of  Minutes  of  Synod,  reference  is  made 
to  the  appointing  of  a  special  committee  to  effect  legal  changes  in 
the  charters  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  the  Theological 
Seminary.  The  committee  presented  its  report,  which  Was  read  and 
adopted.  And  the  charters  as  amended  were  approved.  The  report 
is  as  follows,  to  wit : 
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Ttf  the  Eastern  Synod: 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Eastern  Synod  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  similar  committees  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Synods, 
in  an  effort  to  secure  such  legal  changes  to  the  charters  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  and  of  the  Theological  Seminary  as  to  make 
the  two  last-named  Synods  joint  owners  with  the  Eastern  Synod 
of  the  above-named  institutions,  and  which  was  continued  by  the 
Synod  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  of  1892  with  instructions  to  set  in  motion 
the  proceedings  by  which  these  changes  to  the  charters  might  be 
effected,  according  to  the  plan  recommended  and  adopted  by  the 
three  Synods  at  their  last  annual  meeting,  would  beg  leave  to  report 
to  the  Synods  severally,  as  follows : 

1 .  That  the  amendments  and  changes  to  the  charters  of  the  two 
institutions  in  question  were  decreed  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  Lancaster  county.  Pa.,  on  Saturday,  Aug.  19,  1893,  and  that  they 
are  now  a  part  of  the  organic  law  of  the  institutions  and  the  Church. 

2.  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  these  charters  as  so 

amended,  should  be  formally  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  three 

Synods  during  their  annual  sessions  of  1893,  ^^^  ^^  facilitate  such 

adoption  a  copy  of  the  amendments  is  hereby  submitted  to  each  one 

of  the  Synods.

Charter  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Charter  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary as  granted  in  1831,  and  amended  in  1881  and  1893,  and 
spread  upon  the  minutes  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning : 

The  formulae  of  perusal,  examination,  allowance,  publishing, 
proof,  record,  etc.,  are  here  omitted,  but  may  be  found  in  Prothono- 
tary's  office  of  the  Court  of  Lancaster  County,  Pa. 

To  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  GREETING  : 

Know  ye,  that  for  the  purpose  set  forth  and  contained  in  this,  our " 
act  of  association,  we,  the  subscribed  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth 
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of  Pennsylvania,  have  associated  ourselves  for  the  purpose  of  becom- 
ing a  corporation  and  body  politic  in  law,  for  the  objects  and  regu- 
lations, and  conditions  following  to  wit : 

Article  i.  That  Joseph  Heistcr,  Sr.,  Philip  Heitshu,  Jacob  Laucks, 
George  Small,  John  Hartman,  John  Evans,  Martin  Danner,  William 
Wagner,  Samuel  Wagner,  George  Hoke,  George  King,  John  Zeller, 
William  D.  Gobrecht,  John  C.  Bucher,  John  B.  Mish,  John  W. 
Gloninger,  William  Heyser  and  Luther  Reily,  and  their  successors 
duly  elected,  and  appointed  in  manner  hereinafter  directed,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  declared,  made,  and  constituted  a  corporation  and 
body,  corporate  and  politic  in  law  and  fact,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  **  The  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,**  at  present  located  in  York,  in  the 
County  of  York,  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  by  the 
same  name  and  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
elsewhere,  and  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal  with  such 
device  and  inscription  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law 
and  equity  to  receive,  take,  hold  and  possess  all  lands,  tenements^ 
goods,  chattels,  funds,  estates  and  property  of  whatever  kind,  nature 
or  quality,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  which  heretofore,  in  any  manner 
whatsoever,  have  been  given,  granted,  received,  procured,  or  held 
by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  devise,  bequest 
or  otherwise,  for  the  use  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States,  the  ownership  whereof  shall  vest 
in  said  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  them  be  held  in  Trust  for  the  Eastern 
Synod,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  be  managed  by  them 
in  the  interest  of  these  three  Synods.  And  also,  that  the  said  cor- 
porations and  their  successors  shall  be  capable,  in  law  and  equity, 
to  purchase,  receive,  take,  have,  hold  and  possess  all  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels,  funds,  estates  and  property  of  whatsoever 
kind,  nature,  or  quality,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  by  gift,  grant, 
bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise, 
of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies,  corporate  or  politic,  capable  of 
making  the  same : 

Provided,  The  said  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  does  not  yield 
an  annual  income  exceeding  twenty-thousand  dollars;  and  that  no 
misnomer  shall  defeat  or  annul  any  gift,  grant,  purchase,  bargain. 
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sale,  devise  or  bequest,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
the  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  or  corporate,  making  the  same. 

Article  2.  The  said  corporation  [Board  of  Trustees]  shall  not  at 
any  time  consist  of  more  than  eighteen  members,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  laymen,  of  whom  s&id  Eastern  Synod  shall  elect  nine ;  said  Pitts- 
burgh Synod  three;  and  said  Synod  of  the  Potomac  six,  and  the 
full  term  of  service  of  such  trustees  shall  be  six  years ;  provided^  how- 
iV€r^  that  of  those  first  chosen  under  this  arrangement  the  term  of 
one-third  shall  be  four  years,  and  one- third  only  two  years;  and  the 
corporation  aforesaid  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  manage  and 
di^x)fie  of  said  lands,  tenements,  goods,  chattels,  funds,  moneys  and 
other  estates  whatsoever,  agreeably  to  the  intent  of  the  trust  com- 
mitted to  it  in  respect  to  such  property ;  but  in  case,  when  special 
instructions  for  the  management  and  disposal  thereof  shall  be  given 
by  said  three  Synods  in  writing  under  the  hands  of  their  stated 
clerks,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporation  to  act  according  to 
such  instructions,  if  they  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  to  these  Articles  of  Association — 
provided  further t  that  all  endowment  funds  given  to  the  said  Theo- 
logical Seminary  be  held  by  the  treasurer  of  this  corporation ;  but 
that  the  account  of  each  of  the  several  funds  be  kept  separate  and 
distinct  from  all  other  funds,  and  that  the  income  thereof  be  applied 
to  the  particular  purpose  for  which  \\  was  created,  and  should  any 
Synod  at  any  time  withdraw  from  this  compact,  the  particular  en- 
dowment fund  or  funds  raised  by  such  withdrawing  Synod  shall  be 
returned  to  it. 

Article  3.  That  six  members  of  the  said  corporation,  whereof  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  to  be  one,  shall  be 
a  sufficient  number  to  transact  the  business  thereof,  and  to  make 
by  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  supply  the  vacancies  of  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation  occurring  during  the  recess  of  the  said 
Synod: 

Provided,  That  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  or  corpora- 
tion for  such  purpose,  not  appointed  by  adjournment,  two  weeks' 
notice  shall  be  given  thereof  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  cor- 
poration, to  each  member  thereof,  and  the  said  corporation  shall, 
and  may  as  often  as  they  shall  see  proper,  and  according  to  the  rules 
by  them  prescribed,  choose  out  of  their  number  a  President,  who 
shall  be  authorized  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  corporation,  a 
Vice-President|.a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary,  and  such  other  officers 
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as  shall  by  them,  the  said  corporation^  be  deemed  necessary;  to  which 
officers  the  said  corporation  may  assign  such  compensation  for  their 
services,  and  such  duties  to  be  performed  by  them,  to  continue  in 
office  for  such  time,  and  to  be  succeeded  in  o^ce  by  others,  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  the  said  corporation  shall  direct. 

Article  4.  That  the  corporation  shall  keep  regular  and  fair  entries 
of  their  proceedings,  and  a  just  account  of  their  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments in  a  book  or  books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
once  in  a  year  exhibit  to  the  said  Synod  an  exact  statement  of  the 
accounts  and  funds  of  the  said  corporation. 

Article  5.  That  the  said  corporation,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  ordain  and  es- 
tablish by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  do  everything  incident  and  need- 
ful for  the  support  and  due  government  of  the  said  corporation,  and 
managing  the  funds  and  revenues  thereof,  provided,  the  said  by-laws 
be  not  repugnant  to  the  ordinances,  decrees,  sentences  or  resolutions 
of  the  said  Synod,  or  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, or  to  these  Articles  of  Association. 

Article  6.  That  the  said  three  Synods  shall  from  time  to  time  es- 
tablish such  professorships  and  tutorships  in  literature,  science  and 
theology  in  the  said  Seminary  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  and 
shall  elect  the  professors  and  tutors  thereof,  appoint  their  salaries, 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  remove  them  from  their  offices  when  in 
their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Seminary  shall  require,— /r^wV/f//, 
however^  that  vacancies  occurring  from  time  to  time  in  the  three 
professorships  existing  prior  to  the  year  A.  D.  1890,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Eastern  Synod,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  other  two 
Synods,  and  professorships  endowed  since  the  year  A.  D.  1890,  by 
any  particular  Synod  shall  be  filled  by  such  Synod,  subject  in  like 
manner  to  approval  of  the  other  Synods. 

In  case  of  the  trial  and  discipline  of  professors  of  theology  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  the  authority  and  action  of  the  Synod  having  control  of  any 
particular  professorship  shall  be  final  as  regards  the  case  of  the  in- 
cumbent of  such  chair. 

In  case  any  Synod  or  Synods  refuse  to  approve  the  election  of  a 
professor  of  theology,  a  committee  of  conference,  consisting  of  three 
members  from  each  Synod  shall  be  appointed,  who  after  carefully 
considering  the  case  shall  report  their  recommendations  to  the 
Synods  interested  for  their  action ;  but  no  election  of  a  'professor  of 
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theology  shall  be  final  until  the  approbation  of  all  the  Synods  con- 
trolling the  Seminary  has  been  obtained. 

Article  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  endow  a  scholarship 
in  the  said  Seminary,  of  a  religious  denomination  other  than  the 
said  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  the  interest  of  such 
scholarship  shall  be  always  appropriated  to  the  support  of  a  necessi- 
tous student  of  the  said  Seminary  of  such  other  denomination,  pro- 
vided any  such  student  make  application. 

Article  8.  That  the  professors  and  tutors  of  the  said  Seminary 
shall  constitute  a  faculty,  who  shall  administer  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  the  Seminary  agreeably  to  a  plan  which  the  said  S3mod  shall 
approve  and  authorize,  and  may  from  time  to  time  alter  and  amend. 

Article  9.  That  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  said  Theological  Semi- 
nary shall  consist  of  twelve  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Eastern  Synod, 
two  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  four  by  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac, 
and  the  full  term  of  service  of  said  visitors  shall  be  four  years,  but  of 
those  first  chosen  by  each  Synod  under  this  arrangement,  the  term 
of  one-half  shall  be  only  two  years  and  four  members  of  said  Board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board 
of  Visitors  to  inspect  the  internal  state  and  government  of  the  said 
Seminary  performing  therein  only  such  specific  duties  as  said  Synod 
shall  prescribe,  and  make  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  said 
Synod  at  stated  annual  meetings ;  and  the  said  Board  of  Visitors 
shall  have  power  to  dismiss  or  expel  such  offending  students  of  the 
said  Seminary  as  the  faculty  shall  judge  worthy  of  such  punishment, 
and  to  restore  to  their  former  standing  any  of  said  students  who  may 
appear  to  them  to  have  been  unjustly  suspended.  And  in  case  ot 
the  removal  of  a  professor  or  tutor  of  the  said  Seminary  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  the  said  Board  of  Visitors  shall  have  power 
to  supply  the  vacancy  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  said  Synod,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  meet  annually  at  the  time  and  place  which  may 
be  appointed,  for  the  public  examination  of  the  students  in  the  afore- 
said Seminary,  and  as  oflen  as  their  President  or  a  majority  of  them 
may  think  proper.  They  may  choose  out  of  their  number  a  Presi- 
dent, Secretary,  and  other  officers  as  often  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient ;  and  may,  under  the  control  of  the  said  Synod,  adopt  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  as  shall  not  be 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  to  the  articles  of  this 
association. 
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Article  lo.  That  no  non-user  or  disuser  of  any  of  the  powers 
granted  in  and  by  this  act,  shall  incur  a  forfeiture  thereof.

Charter  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  with  Amendments  in 

both  Charter  and  Supplement, 

jPntnsylvania^  ss  : 

In  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania^  Wiluam  Bigler,  Governor  of  said  Commonwealth^ 

To  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME  SENDS  GREETING  : 

Whereas,  An  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
entitled  "  An  Act  to  unite  and  consolidate  Marshall  College  now  at 
Mercersbuig,  with  Franklin  College  now  at  Lancaster,  under  the 
name  of  '^  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,"  as  a  corporation,  to  be 
located  in  the  City  of  Lancaster,  or  its  immediate  vicinity,  provides 
for  incorporation  of  said  College,  and  which  Act  is  as  follows,  vis : 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  CommonweaJth  of  Pennsylvania^  in  General  As- 
sembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  Franklin  College,  which  was  chartered  by  the  Representatives 
of  the  freemen  of  the  said  Commonwealth,  sitting  at  Philadelphia, 
the  tenth  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  Marshall  College  at  Mercersburg,  chartered  by  act  of  AsKmbly 
the  thirty- first  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
be  and  are  hereby  united  and  consolidated  into  one  institution  of 
learning,  under  the  corporate  name,  style  and  title  of  *'  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College,"  and  thus  created,  the  same  be  located  in  the 
City  of  Lancaster,  or  its  immediate  vicinity. 

Section  2.  The  said  Franklin  and  Marshall  Coll^;e  ao  miited, 
consolidated  and  located,  shall  be  under  the  direction,  management 
and  government  of  not  less  than  forty-five  nor  more  than  sucty  trus- 
tees, of  whom  the  Governor  of  this  State  shall  ex-ofikno  be  one,  and 
two-thirds  of  which  number  of  trustees  at  least  shall  be  membeis  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  a  quorum  of  whom  competent  to 
transact  any  business  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members,  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  which  qu<mim  shall  be  members  of  the  German  Refbimed 
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Church,  and  to  that  end  and  purpose  William  Heyser,  John  Smith, 
Bernard  Wolff,  Geoige  Besore,  John  Casper  Bucher,  and  John  W. 
Nevin,  of  Franklin  county;  John  Conrad  Bucher,  George  Z.  Kunkel, 
Daniel  W.  Gross,  Rudolph  F.  Kelker,  John  F.  Mesick  and  Luther 
Riley,  of  Dauphin  county ;  David  Middlekauff,  of  Adams  county ; 
William  A.  €rood  and  Samuel  Wagner,  of  York*  county ;  David 
Krause,  William  Schall  and  John  R.  Kooken,  of  Montgomery 
county ;  Julius  W.  Mann,  William  Mayburry,  Charles  H.  Bibighaus 
and  John  G.  Alburger,  of  Philadelphia ;  John  W.  Gloninger,  John 
W.  Killinger  and  John  Krause,  of  Lebanon  county ;  James  Buchanan, 
John  L.  Atlee,  Samuel  Bowman,  James  L.  Reynolds,  John  Reynolds, 
Emanuel  C.  Reigart,  Henry  G.  Long,  Samuel  Humes,  Benjamin 
Champneys,  B.  Keenan,  Christopher  Hager,  Daniel  Heitshue,  David 
Longenecker,  Christian  Gast,  John  Bausman,  William  Hiester,  Philip 
K.  Brenneman,  N.  A.  Keyes,  Clement  B.  Grubb  and  Joseph  Konig- 
macher,  of  Lancaster  county ;  Thomas  H.  Leinbach,  Philip  Zieber 
and  P.  Hiester,  of  Berks  county ;  Isaac  Meyers,  of  Schuylkill ; 
J.  H.  A.  Bomberger,  J.  P.  Hetrich,  of  Northampton  county ;  -Geoige 
C.  Welker,  of  Northumberland  county;  and  William  Darlington,  of 
Chester  county,  Pennsylvania;  Jacob  Myer,  of  Virginia;  Elias 
Heiner,  John  Rodenmayer,  Bernard  C.  Wolff,  Daniel  Zellers  and 
Geo.  Shaffer,  of  Maryland ;  and  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  ex-officio,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  created  the  first 
trustees. 

Section  3.  The  trustees  above  named  and  created,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, to  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  are  hereby  established 
and  declared  to  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual 
sncccsBon  in  deed  and  in  law  under  the  said  name,  style,  and  title  of 
**  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,''  by  which  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take  for  the  use  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  any  estate  in  any  messuages,  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  moneys,  and  other 
effects,  by  gift,  bargain,  and  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  devise,  or 
bequest,  as  well  of  the  said  Franklin  College  and  the  said  Marshall 
College  at  Mercersburg,  both  being  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  alien,  transfer  and  convey,  to  said  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  such  property  as  of  all  other  persons  or  corporate  bodies, 
and  the  same  to  dispose  of  by  sale  or  otherwise,  or  to  farm,  let,  and 
put  out  on  interest,  for  the  use  of  said  Franklin  and  Marshall  College, 
in  such  manner  as  they  or  a  quohim  of  their  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
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judge  most  beneficial  to  said  institution,  and  receive  the  proceeds 
and  income  thereof  for  its  proper  support ;  to  execute  all  contracts 
for  scholarships,  erected  by  Marshall  College,  imless  the  owner  or 
holder  of  any  scholarship  residing  in  Mercersburg,  on  whSch  a 
balance  may  remain  unpaid,  shall  object  to  paying  the  same,  and  by 
the  same  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  prosecute  and  defend,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  generally  to 
transact  all  business  concerning  the  premises  or  incidentally  necessary 
to  ensure  full  success  to  said  College ;  and  to  hold,  enjoy,  and  exer- 
cise all  such  powers,  authorities  and  jurisdictions,  as  are  customary  in 
other  like  institutions  in  this  State.  The  ownership  of  the  property 
of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  the  management  of  the  insti 
tution  shall  hereafter  vest  in  said  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  them  be 
held  in  trusty  for  the  Eastern  Synod,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  the 
Synod  of  the  Potomac  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  be  carried  forward  in  the  interest  of  said  three  Synods. 

Section  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  cause  a  common  seal  to  be  made 
for  the  use  of  the  said  coqK>ration  and  college,  with  such  devices  and 
inscriptions  thereon  as  are  suitable  for  the  same  in  their  judgment, 
by  which  all  deeds  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  diplomas,  cer- 
tificates, and  other  acts  of  said  corporation  and  college  shall  pass  and 
be  authenticated,  and  said  seal  to  break,  alter,  and  replace  at  their 
pleasure. 

Section  5.  The  first  meeting  of  said  trustees  shall  be  convened  in 
the  City  of  Lancaster,  on  the  requisition  of  any  seven  of  their  mem- 
bers, and  notice  of  ten  days  to  each ;  and  thereafter  their  meeting 
shall  be  annual  at  each  college  conunencement,  on  similar  notice, 
to  be  given  by  the  President  or  Secretary,  to  transact  the  business  of 
said  corporation  and  college,  to  enact  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  to  appoint 
the  principal  and  professors  of  said  college,  and  determine  their 
number,  duties,  and  compensation ;  to  remove  said  functionaries  for 
incompetency,  misconduct  or  other  sufficient  cause,  to  provide  in 
conference  with  its  faculty  proper  rewards  for  merit,  and  punishments 
for  violation  of  its  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  on  the  part  of  stu- 
dents and  subordinate  officers;  to  elect  their  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  are  usual  in  other 
colleges ;  to  appoint  committees  for  carrying  into  execution  their  re- 
solutions, and  generally  to  do  all  other  matters  and  things  which 
though  not  here  enumerated  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  full  suc- 
cess and  well  being  of  said  institution. 
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Section  6.  The  Trustees  may  adjourn  their  meetings,  and  also  may 
hold  special  meetings  whenever  the  President  and  Secretary,  and  on 
their  disagreement  or  neglect  a  majority  of  the  faculty,  shall  require 
it,  for  the  transaction  of  any  distinct  business  or  ordering  of  any  dis- 
tinct matter  concerning  said  College,  either  at  Lancaster  or  other 
convenient  place ;  but  in  such  case  notice  of  the  business  or  matter 
to  be  done,  as  well  as  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  shall  be  given 
ten  days  beforehand  to  each  member  of  the  Board. 

Section  7.  In  the  room  and  instead  of  Trustees  who  shall  die,  re- 
sign,  or  otherwise  create  vacancies,  the  remaining  Trustees  shall  elect 
others  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  called 
for  that  purpose  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  thus  perpetuate  succession 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  corporation  shall  be  kept  up  and 
preserved,  with  the  powers,  rights,  immunities,  and  duties,  provided 
for  in  this  charter ;  and  if  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
fail  to  attend  three  successive  annual  meetings  thereof,  his  seat  may 
be  vacated  by  said  Board,  if  by  them  deemed  expedient. 

Section  8.  The  Principal  of  said  College  and  its  Professors,  who 
may  from  time  to  time  be  multiplied  to  any  number,  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  instruction  in  any  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  and  other 
useful  learning,  or  a  majority  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Faculty  of  the  same,  and  shall  as  such  have  power  to 
enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Trustees  for  its  gov- 
ernment, and  that  of  its  students  and  subordinate  officers,  and  to 
g^nt  by  order  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  a  quorum 
thereof,  such  degrees  in  the  said  arts  and  sciences  or  other  useful 
learning  to  students  of  said  College  and  others,  who  by  their  pro- 
ficiency in  learning,  or  other  distinction,  shall  be  adjudged  entitled 
to  them,  as  have  been  usually  granted  in  other  Colleges  or  universi- 
ties in  America  or  Europe,  and  to  grant  to  said  students  entitled 
thereto,  diplomas  or  certificates  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the 
graduation  or  other  distinction,  in  all  which  cases  the  same  shall  be 
authenticated  by  the  common  seal  of  said  corporation. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  in  said  College  one  or  more  German 
Professorships. 

Section  10.  That  whenever  the  intent  in  any  gift,  grant,  devise,  or 
bequest,  to  or  from  said  corporation  to  make  the  same  shall  suffici- 
ently appear,  no  misnomer  shall  defeat  such  intent,  nor  shall  any 
omission  or  neglect  of  the  Trustees  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  business,  affect  this  charter  or  work  its  forfeiture,  but  in 
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such  case  another  meeting  may  be  called  by  any  member  of  the 
Board  giving  ten  days  notice  for  that  purpose. 

Section  ii.  The  charters  of  the  Franklin  College  and  of  Marshall 
College  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  severally  remain  in  full  force  and 
virtue  until  they  shall  severally  have  collected  all  obligations  due 
them  and  have  severally  conveyed  their  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  subject  to  the  subsequent  provisions  of  this  act,  as  far  as 
relates  to  the  real  estate  of  Marshall  College,  to  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  aforesaid,  for  the  use,  benefit,  and  behoof  of  the  said 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  thenceforth  the  said  charters  of 
Franklin  College  and  Marshall  College  shall  be  null  and  void. 

And  Whereas,  By  the  above  recited  act,  the  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth  is  authorized  and  required  to  issue  his  letters  patent, 
under  the  Seal  of  the  State  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  therein 
specified. 

And  Whereas,  The  stipulations,  conditions  and  things  in  the 
said  act,  directed  to  be  performed,  have  in  all  respects  been  fully 
complied  with. 

Now  Know  Ye,  That  in  pursuance  of  power,  and  authority  to 
me  by  law  given,  I,  William  Bigler,  Governor  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth, do  by  these  presents,  which  I  have  caused  to  be  made  patent 
and  sealed  with  the  Seal  of  the  State,  establish  and  declare  the  above 
named  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  one  body  politic 
and  corporate  with  perpetual  succession  in  ^eed  and  in  law  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  "  Franklin  and  Marshall  College.*' 

And  by  the  said  name  the  trustees  aforesaid,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a 
corporation,  and  the  trustees  aforesaid,  and  their  successors  and  as- 
signs are  generally  to  be  invested  with  all  the  rights, .  powers  and 
privileges  with  full  force  and  effect,  and  to  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  requisite  and  restrictions,  specified  and  enjoined  in  and  by 
the  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  other  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

Given  imder  my  hand  and  the  great  seal  of  the  State  at  Harrisburg, 
this  twenty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  fifty- two,  and  of  the  Commonwealth  the 
Seventy- Seventh.

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A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  unite  and  consolidate  Marshall  College^  now  at  Mercer s* 
Imrg^  with  FrankUn  College^  na%v  at  Lancaster ^  under  the  nanu  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College^  as  a  corporation,  to  be  located  in 
the  City  of  Lanccuter,  or  its  immediate  vicinity,  approved  the 
nitUteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dr^  and  fifty,  changing  the  Trustees  thereof,  and  the  manner  of 
selecting  such  Trustees  and  their  terms  of  office  : 

Whereas,  The  trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  at  a 
late  meeting,  vacated  their  seats,  to  take  effect  in  July  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  unanimously  recommended  a  re- 
duction in  the  number,  as  well  as  such  other  modi6citions  of  their 
charter,  as  are  herein  contained,  and  requested  the  Synod  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  of  North  America  to 
elect  a  Board  of  Trustees : 

And  Whereas,  Said  Synod  at  its  late  meeting  in  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, unanimously  approved  the  changes  suggested  by  said  Board  (>f 
Trustees  in  the  charter  of  said  College,  and  elected  as  Trustees  the 
peisons hereinafter  named.     Therefore: 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
taiives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same :  That 
the  seats  of  all  the  present  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared 
vacant  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday ^of  College  commencement,  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  seven,  and  the  new  Board  herein- 
after appointed  (and  which  was  chosen  by  the  Synod  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church)  shall  meet  and  organize  on  the  morning  on  Wed- 
nesday of  said  College  commencement,  in  July  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven. 

Section  2.  That  Thomas  E.  Franklin,  W.  H.  Lawall,  and  Henry 
Wirt,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege, for  one  year,  from  and  af\er  July  first.  Anno  Domini  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  sixty  seven ;  William  Mayburry,  John  L. 
Reigel,  and  A.  Herr  Smith,  for  two  years  from  that  date ;  B.  C. 
Wolff,  Joseph  Laubach,  and  Benjamin  F.  Shenk,  for  three  years  from 
that  date ;  B.  Bausman,  R.  F.  Kelker,  and  James  L.  Reynolds,  for 
four  years  from  that  date ;  John  Heilman,  H.  G.  Long,  and  C.  B. 
Grubb,  for  five  years  from  that  date ;  J.  H.  A.  Bomberger,  Jacob 
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Heyser,  and  A.  L.  Hayes,  for  six  years  from  that  date ;  George  C. 
Kunkel,  G.  S.  Griffith,  and  D.  W.  Patterson,  for  seven  years  from 
that  date ;  James  Buchanan,  John  W.  Killinger,  and  John  Wiest,  for 
eight  years  from  that  date ;  Charles  Santee,  J.  L.  Atlee,  and  Jacob 
Bausman,  for  nine  years  from  that  date ;  and  C.  Hager,  D.  W.  Gross, 
and  John  Cessna,  for  ten  years  from  that  date. 

Section  3.  That  hereafter  the  Eastern  Synod  shall  elect  twelve, 
the  Pittsburgh  Synod  three  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  six  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  such  manner  as  said  Synods  may 
respectively  determine,  and  the  Board  shall  choose  the  remaining 
nine  members.  The  terms  of  service  of  said  trustees  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  their  election,  and  they  shall 
continue  in  office  for  the  period  of  ten  years  thereafter. 

Section  4.  The  ratio  of  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  who 
are  members  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  the  number  of 
Trustees  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  shall  not  be  changed. 

Section  5.  No  member  of  the  College  Faculty  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
delivering  lectures  to  students  on  anatomy  or  medicine ;  but  only  to 
those  regularly  engaged  in  teaching. 

Section  6.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  declare  vacant  the  seat  of  any  member  who 
shall  fail  to  attend  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  for  two  whole 
years,  without  sufficient  excuse,  to  be  judged  by  the  Board. 

Section  7.  That  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation, 
failure  of  Synod  to  elect,  or  otherwise ;  the  person  or  persons  so 
elected  by  the  Board,  to  continue  in  office  during  the  balance  of  the 
term  of  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  stead  he  or  they  shall  have 
been  chosen. 

Section  8.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  Assembly  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  as  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  by  the  Governor,  February  16,  1867,  and  duly  authen- 
ticated by  the  seal  and  signature  of  the  Secretary,  of  the  State. 


Observance  of  Synod's  Centennial. 

In  the  9th  item  on  the  Report  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  reference  is 
made  to  a  committee  appointed  a  year  ago  to  act  conjointly  with 
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similar  committees  appointed  by  the  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Synods, 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  proper  observance  of  the  Synod's  Cen- 
tennial. The  following  report  of  the  committee  was  read  and 
adopted : 

•To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  committee  appointed 
by  the  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  last  October,  to  act 
in  conjunction  with  similar  committees  appointed  by  the  Pittsburgh 
and  Potomac  Synods,  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the 
celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  our  existence  as  a  Synod,  and  as  a 
distinct  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  beg  leave  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

At  joint  meetings  of  the  committees  of  this  Synod  and  the  Ohio, 
the  Pittsburgh  and  the  Potomac  Synods,  held  December  i,  1892, 
and  February  9,  1893,  in  the  study  of  the  First  Reformed  Church, 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  the  following  action  was  unanimously  agreed  upon  : 

Whereas,  on  the  30th  of  April,  1893,  it  will  be  one  hundred 
years  since  the  Reformed  Church  of  the  United  States  became  a  dis- 
tinct and  self-governing  organization ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  i.  That  we  deem  it  eminently  proper  to  celebrate  this 
event  in  our  history,  on  account  of  its  importance,  and  in  order  that 
our  people  may  have  an  opportunity  in  a  suitable  way  to  review 
gratefully  the  progress  of  the  past,  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
present,  and  take  courage  for  the  work  of  the  future. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  recommend  that  proper  measures  be  at  once 
adopted  to  bring  this  subject  to  the  earnest  and  thoughtful  attention 
of  all  our  people ;  and  that  to  this  end  the  pastors  of  our  churches 
everywhere  be  requested  to  put  forth  efforts  to  create  an  ipterest  in 
this  anniversary  among  their  people :  and  that,  through  the  medium 
of  our  Church  papers,  articles  be  published  urging  the  importance 
of  its  celebration. 

Resolved,  3.  That  all  our  congregations  h6  earnestly  requested  to 
celebrate  this  anniversary  in  their  respective  places  of  worship  on 
Sunday,  April  30,  1893,  as  an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  our 
Church  in  this  country ;  and  that  where  this  is  not  possible  the  pre- 
ceding or  the  succeeding  Sunday  be  devoted  to  this  purpose ;  and, 
furthermore,  that  on  said  Sunday  of  April  30,  all  our  Sunday- 
schools  be  also  requested  to  hold  appropriate  services. 

Resolved,  4.  That  all  the  Classes  be  and  hereby  are  requested  to 
set  apart  a  portion  of  time  at  their  annual  meeting  for  1893  for  such 
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Anniversary  Services ;  and  that  their  respective  officers  be  requested 
to  prepare  in  advance  of  such  meeting  a  programme  and  appoint 
speakers  for  the  occasion. 

Resolved^  5.  That  the  different  Synods  be  requested  at  their  next 
Annual  Sessions  to  take  note  of  this  event  in  the  way  of  summing  upt 
what  has  been  done  by  their  Classes  and  congregations,  and  by 
ordering  such  further  appointment  of  services  as  they  may  deem 
proper ;  also,  that  the  several  committees  of  the  different  Synods  be 
instructed  to  prepare  a  special  service  for  said  meeting,  and  submit 
the  same  to  their  respective  Synods. 

Resohed^  6.  That  we  recommend  a  commemorative  service  during 
the  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  May,  1S93,  and  that 
Rev.  Dr.  Bausman,  in  whose  church  the  Synod  will  meet,  together 
with  the  other  Reformed  pastors  of  Reading,  Pa.,  prepare  the  pro- 
gramme and  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  service. 

Resolved f  7.  That  the  exercises  pertaining  to  the  Centennial  Anni- 
versary, especially  those  of  the  congregations,  Classes  and  Synods, 
should  consist  of  sermons,  addresses  and  essays,  having  a  bearing  on 
the  history,  doctrines,  cultus  and  educational  system  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  together  with  devotional  services  including  Scripture  lessons, 
prayer  and  praise. 

Resolved,  8.  That  in  addition  to  the  religious  and  literary  services 
that  may  be  held  as  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  God,  the  Giver  of 
every  good  and  perfect  gift,  the  whole  of  this  Centennial  should  be 
turned  to  account  for  the  benefit  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the 
Church  by  affording  to  every  one  an  opportunity  of  making  a  special, 
free-will  offering  to  the  Lord ;  and  further,  that  each  committee  shall 
make  recommendation  to  its  Classes  and  Synod  in  regard  to  the  par- 
ticular purpose  to  which  these  contributions  shall  be  devoted,  unless 
the  Synod  has  already  designated  the  object. 

Resolved,  9.  That  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  disposition  in  different 
parts  of  the  Church  to  hold  a  popular  meeting  of  our  Church  in 
Chicago  in  connection  with  the  Religious  Congresses  of  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  to  be  held  there,  and  a  day  and  a  room  have 
been  assigned  to  us  for  this  purpose,  namely,  September  21st,  the 
General  Synod  be  requested  by  our  officers  to  authorize  such  a  con- 
vention, and  adopt  such  action  as  may  be  recommended  to  it  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Synods,  or  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

Resolved^  10.  That  we  adopt  and  have  stamped  with  a  suitable 
design  and  inscription,  a  ''Centennial  Medal,"  to  be  sold  during 
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the  year;  and  that  the  proceeds  of  its  sale  be  devoted  to  Foreign 
Missions. 

Resohed^  1 1.  That  we  recommend  to  each  committee  of  the  differ- 
ent Synodsy  that  it  make  provision  for  supplying  each  pastor  with 
suitable  envelopes  to  be  distributed  among  the  people  for  the  Centen- 
nial offerings  to  be  made  during  the  year. 

Resohed^  12.  That  the  pastors  of  the  different  congregations  be 
requested  to  keep  a  separate  account  of  tiie  Centennial  offerings  of 
their  people,  and  report  the  same  to  the  treasurers  of  their  respective 
Classes ;  and  that  the  treasurers  of  Classes  be  requested  to  report 
separately  the  totals  of  the  same  to  the  treasurers  of  their  respective 
Synods,  so  that  an  account  of  these  offerings  may  appear  in  the 
printed  minutes  of  the  Synods. 

This  action  was  sent  by  circular  to  the  ministers  throughout  the 
Reformed  Church,  as  well  as  published  in  our  various  Church  papers. 
A  copy  of  this  action  was  also  presented  to  the  General  Synod  at  its 
late  meeting  and  approved  by  it. 

In  accordance  with  it  we  would  suggest  that  your  reverend  body 
devote  an  afternoon  or  evening,  during  its  present  sessions,  to  the 
celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  our  independent  existence  as  a  Synod, 
and  that  short  addresses  be  delivered  on  the  significance  of  the 
event ;  on  the  Distinctive  Character  of  our  Church,  and  on  Its  His- 
tory and  Present  Condition  in  the  United  States ;  or  on  some  other 
suitable  subjects.  Owing  to  various  causes,  your  committee  did  not 
deem  it  advisable  to  appoint  speakers  in  advance,  but  leaves  this  to 
Synod,  believing  that  it  will  have  no  trouble  in  securing  such  among 
its  own  members. 

The  expenses  of  the  committee  in  attending  to  its  duties  are  I9.50.

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  committee  to  whom  you  referred 
the  papers  bearing  on  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows,  would  respectfully  report  : 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  note  the  annually  increasing  prosperity  of 
the  Society,  and  we  appreciate  the  important  mission  which  it  is 
carrying  forward,  not  only  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  but  also 
in  the  Church  at  large.  We  rejoice  in  believing  that  the  day  is  not 
far  distant  when  all  the  brethren  of  our  beloved  Zion  will  be  members 
of  this  Society  and  share  the  benefit  which  it  bestows.  In  order 
that  this  may  be  brought  about  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  that  the 
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work  of  the  Society  receive  the  encouragement  which  it  deserves  at 
the  hands  of  this  Synod,  we  recommend  the  following  resolutions :

A  brief  statement  was  made  by  Rev.  Jno.  H.  Sechler,  D.  D.,  in 
regard  to  the  afflictions  of  Rev.  A.  R.  Thompson,  of  Montgomery 
coanty.  Pa. 

The  afflicted  brother  has  the  sympathy  and  prayers  of  Synod,  and 
to  partially  relieve  him  of  his  distress  Brother  Sechler  was  appointed 
as  a  committee  to  receive  such  offerings  from  the  members  of  Synod 
.and  others  that  may  feel  disposed  to  aid  the  brother  in  his  afflictions. 
The  committee  subsequently  reported  that  the  sum  of  I56.00  has 
been  obtained  for  the  relief  of  Rev.  A.  R.  Thompson. 

Minute  on  the  Death  of  Dr.  Philip  Schaff. 

On  Saturday,  at  the  morning  session,  the  statement  was  made,  on 
the  floor  of  Synod,  that  the  morning  papers  announce  the  death  of 
Dr.  P.  Schaff.  A  telegram  expressing  the  Christian  sympathy  of 
this  body  was  sent  to  his  bereaved  family,  and  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed consisting  of  Rev.  Drs.  S.  G.  Wagner,  J.  M.  Titzel  and 
Cider  F.  G.  Hobson,  which  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  adopted : 

This  Synod  has  learned  with  profound  sorrow  of  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  Philip  Schaff,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  which  occurred  in  the  city  of 
New  York  on  last  Friday  morning,  October  20,  1893. 

Dr.  Schaff  was  closely  identified  with  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States  as  a  professor  in  one  of  its  prominent  theological 
seminaries  for  many  years.  He  was  in  this  way  brought  into  very  near 
and  dear  relations  with  many  of  the  members  of  the  Church  and 
Sjrnod,  who  once  sat  at  his  feet  as  pupils,  and  attribute  to  him  much 
of  whatever  fitness  they  may  have  had  for  entering  upon  the  work  of 
the  gospel  ministry. 
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As  a  church,  we  have  learned  not  only  to  respect  him  as  a  pro- 
found scholar,  whose  fame  is  known  to  the  countries  on  both  sides 
of  the  Atlantic ;  but  also  to  love  him  as  a  brother  is  loved,  and  to 
revere  him  as  a  father,  in  the  bonds  of  a  common  Christian  faith. 
His  death  falls  therefore  as  a  heavy  loss,  not  only  upon  the  Church 
and  institution  in  whose  fellowshi{>  he  more  recently  stood  and 
labored,  but  also  upon  the  Church  which  this  Synod  represents,  and 
which  first  felt  the  force  of  his  intellect  and  learning;  and  in  a  some- 
what limited  measure  upon  the  whole  world  of  science  and  culture, 
which  will  henceforth  miss  the  presence  of  the  ripe  Christian  scholar 
and  church  historian.  Whilst  this  Synod  deplores  his  death,  it 
would  yet  express  its  gratitude  to  God,  in  that  He  so  graciously  per- 
mitted His  servant  to  live  and  labor  for  so  many  years,  and  with 
such  preeminent  success  in  the  Church  and  the  world ;  and  it  would 
bow  with  a  befitting  resignation  to  the  will  of  Him  who  knows  best 
when  to  vouchsafe  to  His  faithful  servants  the  ''  rest  that  remaineth 
for  the  people  of  God." 

We  would  remember  in  sympathy  the  painfully  bereaved  wife  and 
children,  and  mingle  our  tears  with  theirs,  as  the  word  of  God  so 
thoughtfully  counsels.  We  would  commend  them  to  the  sustaining 
grace  and  to  the  consolations  of  the  "Great  High  Priest"  who  is 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities.

"Sealed  unto  Christ  '*  and  **  Our  Marriage  Service,"  and  the  books 
entitled  **  Heaven"  and  "Ned  Hampden,"  offers  the  following 
report : 

We  have  examined  these  publications  and  heartily  commend  them 
to  the  attention  of  the  pastors  of  the  Synod,  as  very  suitable  books 
for  constant  use  and  deserving  of  a  wide  circulation. 

"  Sealed  unto  Christ  "  is  a  confirmation  manual,  designed  to  ipa- 
press  more  indelibly  upon  the  minds  of  the  young  the  significance 
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of  this  holy  rite  in  entering  upon  the  duties  of  full  church  member- 
ship. 

"  Our  Marriage  Service"  is  a  neat  little  book,  containing  the 
ceremony  of  our  church,  and  a  certificate  intended  to  take  the  place 
of  the  old-fashioned  marriage  certificate. 

The  book  entitled  "  Heaven"  is  a  work  by  Rev.  R.  C.  Zartman, 
which  is  full  of  instruction  and  helpful  suggestions,  and  which,  we 
believe,  will  be  read  with  interest  and  profit. 

''  Ned  Hampden"  is  a  book  by  Rev.  I.  A.  Sites,  on  the  subject 
of  "  Intemperance."  A  book  that  should  be  widely  circulated,  es- 
pecially among  the  young. 

We  recommend  that  the  book  entitled  ''  Heaven"  be  donated  to 
Allen  town  College  for  Women,  and  the  book  entitled  "  Ned  Hamp- 
den" to  Bethany  Orphan  Home.

On  the  second  day  of  Synod's  session,  J.  H.  Apple,  Presi- 
dent of  a  Women*s  College  at  Frederick,  Md.,  addressed  Synod  on 
the  subject  of  the  '<  Higher  Education  of  Women ;"  and  on  the  third 
day  Rev.  J.  W.  Knappenberger,  President  of  AUentown  College  for 
Women,  spoke  on  the  same  subject,  earnestly  urging  strenuous  efforts 
to  increase  the  patronage  of  the  institution,  whereupon  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  was  read  and  adopted  : 

Whereas,  AUentown  College  for  Women  is  the  only  institution 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  which  is  exclusively  devoted  to  the 
higher  education  of  young  women  ;  and  whereas,  we  are  pleased  to 
hear  of  its  increasing  prosperity ;  therefore, 

Resohed^  That  we  hereby  request  our  people  to  give  it  their  en- 
couragement, sympathy  and  support. 

Resohed^  That  the  pastors  be  kindly  requested  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  their  people  to  this  institution,  and  that  they  be  also  asked 
to  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  persons  who  have  daughters  to  be 
educated  to  the  President,  Rev.  J.  W.  Knappenberger,  so  that  it  may 
become  more  widely  known  and  its  sphere  of  usefulness  enlarged. 

Entertainment  of  Synod, 

The  following  resolution  was  offered : 

Resolved^  That  Synod  shall  entertain  itself,  and  that  the  Classes 
be  requested  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  their  respective  delegates. 
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The  resolution  after  considerable  discussion  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  Jno.  M.  Titzel,  H.  T. 
Spangler,  and  Elder  H.  M.  Housekeeper. 

The  committee  presented  its  report.  It  was  laid  on  the  table  for 
one  year.     The  report  is  as  follows  to  wit : 

Your  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  matter  of  Synod's  En- 
tertainment during  its  meetings,  begs  leave  to  report  the  following 
action  for  adoption  by  your  reverend  body : 

Whereas,  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  secure  free 
entertainment  for  the  members  of  Synod  during  its  seesion,  and 

Whereas,  Such  entertainment  imposes  a  heavy  burden  upon  the 
members  of  the  Church  where  Synod  meets ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  hereafter  Synod  provides  for  its  own  entertain- 
ment during  its  meetings. 

Resohedy  That  the  amount  necessary  Sxx  securing  entertainment 
be  annually  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  in  the  same  way  as  other 
contingent  expenses  are  apportioned. 

Resohedy  That  the  officers  of  the  Synod,  together  with  the  pastor 
or  paotors  of  the  place  where  Synod  meets,  be  constituted  a  com- 
mittee to  make  arrangements  for  the  entertainment  of  the  members 
of  the  Synod  at  as  reasonable  terms  as  possible. 

Resohedy  Tliat  the  sum  of  I750  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes 
at  this  meeting  for  defraying  the  expense  of  entertaining  Synod  at 
its  next  meeting.

Pennsylvania  Seamen^ s  Friend  Society. 

On  the  second  day's  session,  the  presence  of  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Mac- 
Laughlin,  D.  D.,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Sea- 
men's Friend  Society,  was  announced  and  permission  given  him  to 
address  the  Synod.  He  presented  Synod  with  the  Report  of  the 
Society.  This  report  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting 
of  Revs.  John.  H.  Sechler,  D.  D.,  C.  H.  Coon,  and  Elder  J.  G. 
BroMrn,  who  subsequently  presented  its  report,  which  was  adopted. 
It  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  49th 
Annual  Report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seamen's  Friend  Society,  pre- 
sents the  following  for  your  consideration  : 

From  the  report  we  glean  some  interesting  facts,  and  learn  particu- 
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larly  the  nature  and  purport  of  the  Society.  The  Society  was 
founded  in  1 843,  and  incorporated  in  1846.  It  is  under  the  supervision 
of  men  of  different  religious  denominations.  Its  object  is  to  main- 
tain a  Christian  home  for  sailors ;  to  carry  on  missionary  work 
among  seamen  in  port ;  to  furnish  libraries  for  ships ;  to  care  for  the 
shipwrecked  and  destitute,  and  in  every  possible  way  improve  the 
condition  of  the  3,ooo»ooo  seamen  claiming  our  sympathy  and  Chris- 
tian efforts. 

The  Home  for  sailors  is  one  of  the  important  features  of  the  So- 
ciety's operations.  It  will  lodge  60  seamen,  and  nearly  600  of  this 
class  of  men  are  accommodated  annually.  They  are  here  shielded 
from  temptation  to  intoxicating  drink ;  furnished  with  Bibles  and 
other  religious  books,  and  invited  to  attend  a  religious  service  in  the 
Home  every  Thursday  evening.  Inducements  are  presented  to  the 
seamen  who  come  to  the  Home,  to  deposit  their  money  in  bank,  or  with 
the  lessee  of  the  Home.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  teach  economy  and 
lessen  the  power  of  temptation.  During  the  year,  May,  1892 — May, 
1893,  the  amount  deposited  by  seamen  with  the  lessee  was  $2,858. 

Another  very  important  feature  is  the  library  on  the  ship  for  the 
use  of  sailors.  This  feature  of  the  work  is  known  as  the  ''Loan 
Ship  Library."  Such  library  consists  of  from  24  to  38  books  of 
biography,  of  travel  and  adventure,  of  popular  science,  of  history, 
of  story  and  of  religion.  In  each  library  are  placed  two  Bibles,  in 
English  and  some  other  language,  a  dictionary  and  a  few  books  in 
foreign  languages. 

These  libraries  are  furnished  by  the  Society  itself,  by  churches,  by 
Sunday-schools  and  by  other  Christian  organizations,  and  the  moral 
influence  exerted  is  most  healthy  and  widely  acknowledged.  During 
the  last  31  years,  3,599  libraries  were  shipped,  representing  55,174 
volumes. 

Your  committee  offers  the  following  resolution  for  your  considera- 
tion: 

Resohed^  That  Synod  rejoices  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Seamen's  Friend  Society,  and  most  heartily  endorses  its  work. 

Resolved f  That  we  cordially  commend  the  Society  and  its  work  to 
our  Classes,  and  through  the  Classes  to  our  congregations  and  Sun- 
day-schools, calling  special  attention  to  the  "  Loan  Ship  Library," 
and  reminding  them  of  the  great  good  they  can  accomplish  by  pro- 
viding such  libraries  for  outgoing  ocean-ships.

ARTICLE  XII. 

RRPORT   ON   THE   STATE   OF  RELIGION. 

The  following  report  on  Religion  and  Morals  was  received  and 
adopted,  to  wit : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  tJu  Reformed  Church: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  reports  on  the  state  of 
Religion  and  Morals  in  the  several  Classes,  which  have  been  placed 
in  our  hands,  are  in  a  remarkable  degree  characterized  by  cheerful- 
ness and  hope.  In  almost  every  instance  they  begin  by  striking 
a  note  of  exalted  thanksgiving.  This  is  the  more  noteworthy 
because  they  also  depict  conditions  which  can  hardly  be  supposed 
to  be  conducive  to  prosperity.  They  refer  to  depressed  fmancial 
conditions  which  have  been  felt  in  every  department  of  commercial 
activity,  and  some  of  them  even  speak  of  instances  of  personal  self- 
denial;   but  above  all  these  discouragements  rises  an   anthem  of 
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gratitude  for  the  mercy  of  the  Lord.  In  these  utterances  we  seem 
to  hear  an  echo  of  the  wonderful  words  of  the  prophet :  '*  Although 
the  fig  tree  shall  not  blossom,  neither  shall  fruit  be  in  the  vines; 
the  labor  of  the  olive  shall  fail,  and  the  fields  shall  yield  no  meat; 
the  flock  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  fold,  and  there  shall  be  no  herd 
in  the  stalls;  yet  I  will  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  I  will  joy  in  the  God  of 
my  salvation.*' 

We  are  thus  led  to  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  is  in  times  of  trial 
that  the  goodness  of  our  Heavenly  Father  is  especially  revealed. 
In  the  statistical  reports  we  observe  that  the  benevolent  offerings  of 
our  churches  have  greatly  increased,  and  that  their  contributions  to 
congregational  purposes  have  not  thereby  been  diminished.  This  is 
the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes. 

Christian  people  are  evidently  learning  to  appreciate  the  blessed- 
ness of  contributing  to  the  relief  of  the  temporal  and  spiritual  neces- 
sities of  their  brethren.  The  work  of  the  Women's  Missionary 
Societies  has  been  greatly  enlarged  and  receives  the  appreciation 
which  it  so  richly  deserves.  Our  young  people  have  united  in 
organized  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  in 
every  earnest  work  of  Christian  benevolence  we  bid  them  God- 
speed. 

The  completion  and  consecration  during  the  past  year  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster  is  a  monumental  event  in  the 
history  of  the  Reformed  Church.  The  liberality  or  our  people  in 
this  and  other  directions  has  been  commemorated,  and  we  need  but 
place  on  record  an  acknowledgment  of  our  heartfelt  thanksgiving. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  season  of  peace.  Though  there  have 
been  local  misunderstandings  and  conflicts,  they  do  not  occupy  a 
prominent  place  in  the  reports  which  have  been  placed  in  our  hands. 
These  reports  therefore  bear  a  strong  resemblance  to  those  of  former 
years,  and  it  may  be  said  that  the  troubles  which  are  mainly  com- 
memorated are  those  which  are  inseparable  from  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  The  ancient  forms  of  evil  continue  to  present  themselves, 
though  sometimes  in  new  disguises ;  and  as  long  as  they  continue  to 
exist  the  Christian  life  must  be  a  constant  conflict.  Several  Classes 
make  special  reference  to  an  evil  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
munity, especially  in  cities  and  larger  towns,  to  ignore  the  sanctity 
of  the  Lord's  Day  whenever  pleasure  or  profit  are  involved,  and 
thus  to  introduce  what  has  been  called  **  the  Continental  Sabbath." 
Against  this  tendency,  which  must  prove  disastrous,  not  only  to  the 
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Churchy  but  to  society  at  \asge,  it  becomes  Christians  to  contend 
in  the  spirit  and  power  of  the  Gospel. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  of  our  brethren  in  the  ministry 
have  laid  down  their  burdens  and  entered  into  their  rest :  Rev.  W. 
A.  Helffrich,  D.  D.,  Charles  Becker,  A.  R.  Thompson  and  Jeriah 
S.  Shade.  They  were  faithful  in  service,  and  their  reward  will  not 
fail.  The  events  of  their  personal  history  will  be  related  in  the  Ne- 
crology, kindly  prepared  by  our  Stated  Clerk. 

In  brief,  then,  the  past  year  has  been  prosperous,  and  we  have 
reason  to  take  courage.  We  thank  God  for  the  year  that  is  past,  and 
as  we  enter  upon  another  we  trust  Him  to  lead  us  onward  to  the 
goal.     To  Him  be  all  the  Glory  !

NECROLOGY. 


The  following  record  is  herein  given  of  those  in  the  ministry  of 
the  Reformed  Church  who  have  ended  their  labors  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod  and  taken  their  departure  to  the  eternal  world 
during  the  Synodical  year : 

Rev.  Albert  Rhodes  Thompson,  died  June  22,  1894. 

A.  R.  Thompson,  a  son  of  William  and  Catherine  Thompson,  was 
born  in  Blair  county,  Pa.  He  was  received  into  communion  with 
the  Grove  Reformed  Church,  Huntingdon  county,  by  confirmation 
administerd  October  24,  1869,  by  Rev.  Theobald  Fouse.  He  became 
a  student  at  Ursinus  College,  August  31,  1874.  He  was  licensed  to 
preach  the  Gospel  by  Philadelphia  Classis,  June  9,  1879.  He  ac- 
cepted a  call  July  14,  1879,  from  the  Hummelstown  charge.  He  was 
ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  of  that  charge,  where  he  labored  for 
nearly  two  years.  On  May  4,  1881,  he  became  pastor  of  St.  Paul's 
Reformed  Church,  in  Chester  county.  Two  years  later,  namely.  May 
31,  1883,  he  became  the  pastor  of  Mt.  Bethel  charge,  Northampton 
county,  Pa.,  where  he  labored  for  nearly  five  years.  In  May,  1888, 
he  was  installed  as  the  pastor  of  the  Rockingham  charge  in  Virginia. 
Physical  afflictions  obliged  him  to  resign  his  charge.  He  removed 
to  Collegeville,  where  after  a  lingering  illness  and  great  suffering  he 
ended  his  mortal  career  June  22,  1894,  at  the  age  of  forty-three 
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years,  four  months  and  twelve*  days.  He  was  burned  June  27, 
1894,  in  the  cemetery  connected  with  Trinity  Reformed  Church  at 
Collcgeville,  Pa. 

Rev.  Jeriah  S.  Shade,  Died  July  31,  1894. 

Jeriah  Shunk  Shade  was  born  September  9,  1818,  in  Montgomery 
county,  Pa.  After  proper  preparation  he  entered  the  Theological 
Seminary,  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  and  was  graduated  therefrom  in 
1848.  He  was  licensed  by  Goshenhoppen  Classis  in  the  same  year. 
In  1849  he  was  dismissed  as  a  licentiate  to  the  Classis  of  Westmore- 
land, Synod  of  Ohio.  He  entered  the  service  of  the  Master  in  the 
year  1850  as  a  missionary.  He  located  in  Tylersburg,  Clarion 
county.  Pa.,  where  he  served  three  congregations  whose  aggregate 
membership  was  fifty  souls.  He  continued  pastor  in  this  charge  five 
years  and  increased  the  membership  to  169. 

In  1855  ^^  removed  to  Bellefonte,  where  he  served  three  congre- 
gations aggregating  150  members.  In  1857  he  took  charge  of  three 
congregations  in  Liberty  Valley,  Tioga  county.  In  1858  he  re- 
moved to  Lamartine,  in  Clarion  county,  and  became  pastor  of  five 
congregations  known  as  the  Petersburg  charge,  which  he  served 
seven  years.  In  1867  he  became  pastor  of  the  Fairview  charge,  in 
Armstrong  county,  which  he  served  for  about  six  years.  In  1873  ^^ 
removed  to  McConnellstown,  where  he  became  the  pastor  of  five 
congregations.  In  1877  he  accepted  a  call  to  Astoria  charge,  in 
Shelby  Classis,  in  Illinois.  In  1884  he  became  pastor  of  the  Broken 
Sword  charge,  in  Ohio,  under  the  care  of  the  Central  Synod.  In 
1885  he  was  dismissed  by  Heidelberg  Classis,  Central  Synod,  to  Mer- 
cersburg Classis,  residing  at  McConnellsburg,  and  held  the  office  of 
postmaster.  In  1891  he  removed  his  family  to  Hagerstown,  Md., 
and  in  1892  he  is  dismissed  by  Mercersburg  Classis  to  the  Philadel- 
phia Classis,  having  made  his  place  of  abode  at  1024.  Oxford  street, 
Philadelphia.  It  is  here  that  he  closed  his  mortal  career  on  July 
31,  1894,  at  the  age  of  seventy-five  years,  eleven  months  and 
twenty-two  days.  He  was  buried  August  3d,  in  the  cemetery  of  St. 
Luke's  Reformed  Church  at  the  Trappe,  in  Montgomery  county,  Pa. 

Rev.  Chas.  Becker,  died  July  15,  1894. 

Chas.  Becker  was  a  son  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Becker,  and  was  born  at 
Kreidersville,  Pa.  He  pursued  his  theological  studies  under  the 
instructions  of  his  father,  and  graduated  at  the  Theological  Semi- 
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nary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  In  1851  he  was  ordained  by  East 
Pennsylvania  Classis  and  became  assistant  to  his  father.  In 
1854  he  became  pastor  of  the  Moretown  charge,  consisting  of  two 
congregations.  In  1855  ^^  ^^^k  charge  of  seven  congregations  in 
Monroe  county.  He  continued  his  labors  in  this  chatge  until  1874. 
Fifteen  years  ago,  on  account  of  ill  health,  he  was  obliged  to  retire 
from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  In  his  later  years  he  resided 
in  Philadelphia.  He  died  at  his  residence  on  Herbine  avenue, 
Philadelphia,  July  15,  1894,  at  the  age  of  seventy-seven  years. 

Rev.  Wm.  A.  Helffrich,  D.  D.,  died  March  17,  1894. 

Wm.  A.  Helffrich,  a  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  John  Helffrich  and  his  wife, 
Salome,  was  born  August  20,  1827.  His  early  educational  train- 
ing was  received  at  an  academny  in  the  neighborhood  of  his  own 
home,  that  was  under  his  father's  special  protection,  and  for  which 
he  procured  from  time  to  time  well  qualified  German  teachers,  who 
could  teach  and  develop  the  mental  faculties  of  his  son  at  an  early 
age  in  the  study  of  the  classics.  At  a  later  age  the  son  pursued  his 
theological  education  under  the  direction  of  his  father. 

In  1845  ^^  w^  licensed  and  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry  by 
East  Pennsylvania  Classis  and  became  an  assistant  to  his  father. 
Later  on  he  preached  in  the  churches  at  Ephrata,  Tamaqua  and  to 
churches  in  the  Mahanoy  Valley.  At  the  death  of  his  father 
in  1852  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  Ziegel  charge  and  remained  in 
active  service  in  the  same  until  1891. 

He  died  March  17,  1894,  at  Fogelsville,  Lehigh  county,  Pa.,  in 
the  sixty-sixth  year  of  his  age.  His  earthly  remains  were  laid  to 
rest  on  the  21st  of  March,  in  the  burying  ground  near  the  Ziegel 
church,  where  he  had  preached  the  gospel  of  a  blessed  resurrection 
for  more  than  forty  years.  The  deceased  was  a  brilliant  writer  and 
with  this  brief  sketch  of  his  life  there  is  appended  a  list  of  the  works 
which  he  has  written :  Two  volumes  of  *  *  Leichen  Reden  Predigten 
Uber  die  episteln  des  Kirchen-Yahrs;**  unpublished  commentary  on 
the  Book  of  Revelations ;  an  unpublished  autobiography ;  humorous 
contributions  to  German  papers  and  periodicals,  and  a  history  of 
the  Helffrich  family.

/.  Reperts  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the   Board  of  Visitors 

of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

A — Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Theological  Seminary: 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  StcUes  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Enclosed  find  the  annual  report  of  John  B. 
Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  two  meetings. 
The  first  meeting  was  held  May  loth,  1894,  in  the  First  Reformed 
Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.  The  following  officers  were  elected :  Presi- 
dent, Geo.  N.  Forney ;  Vice  President,  John  D.  Skiles ;  Secretary, 
Jeremiah  S.  Hess ;  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  the  same  place,  October  4th, 
1S94. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  laid  before  the  Board  a  letter  from 
Miss  Mary  Forney,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  containing  a  check  of  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  endowment  of  an  alcove  in  the  Library 
Building,  the  interest  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  department  of  Archaeology. 

The  Board  accepted  the  generous  gift,  and  directed  the  letter  and 
the  reply  to  the  same  to  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

The  Board  is  greatly  gratified  in  being  permitted  to  report  to  the 
Synods  that  a  new  interest  has  lx;en  awakened  in  the  Library  of 
the  Seminary  through  the  erection  of  the  Library  Building,  and  that 
two  alcoves  have  been  endowed  during  the  first  year — one  on 
Reformed  Church  History  by  the  Class  of  1894,  and  another  on 
Archaeology  by  Miss  Mary  Forney,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  to  the  memory 
of  her  father,  Jacob  Forney. 

As  the  endowment  of  the  Library  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of 
the  Seminary,  we  commend  the  example  of  Miss  Forney  and  the 
Class  of  1894,  with  the  hope  that,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  all 
the  alcoves  may  be  similarly  provided  for. 

In  reference  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 
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While  the  Board  of  Trustees  join  with  the  many  friends  of  the 
Seminary  in  congratulating  the  Church  upon  the  completion  of  the 
new  Seminary  Buildings,  they  find  themselves  confronted  with  a  new 
financial  problem,  which  demands  immediate  attention  on  the  part  of 
the  three  Synods, 

The  new  buildings  and  the  various  improvements  and  enlarged 
equipment  have  created  new  and  increased  financial  wants,  which 
cannot  he  provided  for  out  of  the  present  endowment  fund.  To 
provide  the  necessary  fuel  and  light,  and  the  salaries  of  the  Janitor 
and  Librarian,  there  will  be  required  an  additional  annual  expen- 
diture of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  to  meet  the  unusual 
demands  of  the  present  year,  twelve  thousand  dollars  should  be 
raised. 

As  the  Riegel  Fund  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  was  contri- 
buted for  meeting  current  expenses,  will  not  mature  till  1898,  your 
Trustees  submit  the  following  recommendations  for  the  consideration 
of  the  three  Synods,  viz : 

1.  In  order  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  the 
three  Synods  are  requested  to  assume  annually  apportionments  for 
an  adequate  amount  until  sufficient  revenues  be  obtained  from  other 
sources,  and  your  Board  also  respectfully  suggest  that  the  three 
Synods  provide  such  an  increase  of  the  Endowment  Fund  that  the 
interest  accruing  from  the  same  will  meet  the  deficiency  annually 
arising. 

2.  To  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  present  year  the  Synods 
are  requested  to  apportion  twelve  hundred  dollars  in  the  following 
manner,  viz :

Pittsburgh 200.00 

Potomac 400.00 

31200.00 

3.  As  these  apportionments  are  not  likely  to  be  paid  before  the 
close  of  the  present  seminary  year,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary 
be  authorized  to  effect  the  loan  of  all  moneys  that  may  be  required 
during  the  interval.

D, — Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  : 

Respected  Brethren  :  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Vis- 
itors of  the  Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1 893-1 894  is  hereby 
presented  to  your  honorable  body  by  the  Secretary. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Seminary  year  in  September,  1893,  the  fol- 
lowing young  gentlemen  were  admitted  to  the  funior  Class :  Joseph 
B.  Bachman,  Benoni  Bates,  Adam  H.  Brong,  John  W.  Buck,  William 
E.  Bushong,  Moses  N.  George,  Frederick  C.  Hullhurst,  Edward  O. 
Keen,  Harry  M.  Klein,  Edward  H.  Laubach,  D.  Elmer  Master, 
Frank  H.  Moyer,  Jacob  G.  Rupp,  Charles  D.  Shaffer,  Adam  P. 
Stover,  Jacob  N.  Wagenhurst,  Ernest  E.  Weaver,  Charles  E. 
Wagner  and  David  J.  Wolf — nineteen  in  number.  Thirteen  are 
graduates  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  one  of  Calvin  College, 
one  of  Pennsylvania  College,  one  of  Lafayette,  one  an  ordained 
minister  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  two  with  less  complete  prepara- 
tion. 

The  Middle  CIslss  consisted  of  the  eighteen  students  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  with  the  addition  of  Henry  M.  Ranck,  dismissed  from 
the  Union  Seminary,  New  York  City — nineteen  in  all. 

The  Senior  Class,  twenty-four  in  number,  having  completed  the 
course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Synod,  and  having  sustained  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
were  regularly  dismissed  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  were  awarded 
the  usual  testimonials  at  the  Anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  May 
last.  Their  names  are  as  follows :  Charles  L.  Althouse,  Harry  N. 
Bassler,  James  Riley  Bergey,  D.  Franklin  Boomershine,  Charles  W. 
Brugh,  George  S.  Butz,  J.  Silor  Garrison,  George  Samuel  Gill, 
Louis    Goerrig,    Louis   C.    Harnish,    Ellis    S.    Hay,    Anselm  V. 
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Hiester,  John  D.  Hunsicker,  George  Kinso  Kaneko,  Frank  L. 
Kerr,  Thomas  H.  Leinbach,  Edwin  D.  Meixell,  Christopher  Noss, 
John  W.  Reinecke,  Charles  M.  Smith,  Ken.  Otis  Spessard,  D. 
Snider  Stephan,  Louis  C.  Summer  and  J.  Grant  Walter.  Thus 
there  were  sixty-two  students  in  the  Seminary  during  the  year. 

The  industry  and  Christian  conduct  of  the  students,  their  exam- 
inations, written  and  oral,  with  a  few  exceptions,  were  satisfactory ; 
as  heretofore,  they  were  active  in  Sunday-schools  and  in  missionary 
work  in  the  city  of  Lancaster;  and  the  Faculty,  their  instructors,  en- 
deavored to  discharge  their  duties  according  to  the  best  of  their  abil- 
ities. At  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  the  New  Building  and  of 
the  Building  Committee,  Professor  Bowman  was  relieved  by  the 
Faculty  of  the  greater  part  of  his  duties  in  the  Seminary  during  the 
year,  in  order  that  he  might  devote  his  time  to  soliciting  funds,  so 
that  the  new  Seminary  Building  might  be  completed  at  an  early  day, 
and  be  consecrated  with  the  least  amount  of  indebtedness  resting  on 
it.  In  this  good  work  he  was  eminently  successful,  and  he  deserves 
the  thanks  of  the  Church  for  his  energetic  and  untiring  labors.  Pro- 
fessor Thomas  G.  Appel  filled  his  place  in  the  Seminary,  and  taught 
all  the  classes  in  Exegesis  as  far  as  his  time  would  permit.  The  new 
building  was  consecrated  at  the  Anniversary  in  May  last,  and  it  now 
reflects  credit  on  the  Church  for  the  generosity  and  liberality  of  its 
members,  of  which  it  is  a  monumental  evidence. 

The  Rev.  William  Rupp,  D.  D.,  was  installed  as  Professor  of 
Practical  Theology  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  in  October,  1893,  and 
entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  Seminary  after  the  Christmas  recess. 
It  is  a  matter  for  sincere  gratitude  to  God  that  our  Theological 
School  has  now  five  Professors  in  its  service.  Dr.  Rupp  has  already 
proved  himself  to  be  a  valuable  accession  to  the  Faculty. 

We  are  happy  that  we  are  here  able  to  announce  that  the  Seniors 
of  *94  have  agreed  to  endow  an  a/cove  in  the  Seminary  Library,  to 
be  known  as  the  '*C/ass  of  '9^  Alcove^  The  interest  of  J  1,000, 
or  more,  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books,  bearing  on  the 
**  Origin,  History  and  Genius,  of  the  Reformed  Church.**  As  the 
Library  is  sadly  defective  in  the  theological  literature  of  the  present 
day,  we  think  that  this  example  is  highly  worthy  of  commendation 
and  imitation. 

In  reference  to  a  petition  of  the  students  praying  that  the  Semi- 
nary should  confer  the  degree  of  B.  D.  on  all  who  may  have  pursue<l 
the  prescribed  course  in  the  Seminary,  the  Board  decided  that  the 
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Faculty  should  formulate  a  post-graduate  of  two  or  three  years' 
study,  in  residence  or  at  their  homes,  which  would  entitle  all  those 
who  diligently  pursue  it  to  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity^  on 
condition  that  each  applicant  at  the  completion  of  such  course  of 
study  shall  prepare  a  Thesis  on  some  theological  topic,  to  be  ex- 
amined and  approved  by  the  Faculty.  This  course  having  been 
adopted,  application  in  each  case  shall  be  made  by  this  Board  to  the 
College  Board  to  confer  the  degree.  The  adoption  of  this  plan,  it  is 
believed,  will  exert  a  happy  effect  upon  those  who  have  passed 
through  the  Seminary.  We  have  just  learned  that  a  number  of  old 
students  have  expressed  their  intention  to  pursue  this  course  of  study 
as  soon  as  it  is  prescribed. 

The  instniction  in  Elocution  has  been  satisfactory,  and  the  Board 
again  recommends  that  the  present  arrangement  be  continued  for 
another  year.  In  that  event  the  Eastern  Synod  is  asked  to  pay  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  the  sum  of  ?ioo,  the  same  as  last 
year,  as  its  part,  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses. 

As  a  Board  we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  our  duties  in  super- 
vising the  internal  affairs  of  our  venerable  School  of  the  Prophets, 
and  it  is  now  our  privilege  to  report  that  the  blessing  of  God  has 
rested  upon  it  from  the  beginning  up  to  the  present  time,  for  which 
we  are  called  upon  to  give  thanks  to  Him  who  is  the  giver  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift,  ever  bearing  in  mind  that  all  our  mercies 
come  down  to  us  through  Christ,  our  Lord  and  our  God,  who  is  the 
Head  of  the  Church,  which  is  His  Body. 

During  the  last  year  one  of  our  number,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Amos  H. 
Kremer,  passed  away  from  earth  to  his  reward  in  the  skies.  He  be- 
came connected  with  the  Board  as  far  back  as  the  year  1843,  ^"^^ 
from  1 87 1  to  1894  he  was  its  honored  President,  a  position  which 
he  always  filled  in  a  highly  acceptable  manner.  He  was  deeply  in- 
terested in  the  prosperity  of  the  Seminary  during  his  long  ministry, 
and  the  presence  of  this  venerable  father  in  Isreal  was  a  constant 
source  of  encouragement  and  inspiration  to  his  younger  brethren. 
He  rests  in  peace.  His  death  was  announced  at  the  opening  of  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  at  Lancaster,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Jacob  O.  Miller,  of  York,  was  appointed  to  fill  his  place  as  President.

That  the  main  building  was  completed  last  May,  and  that  the 
Library  Building  was  completed  a  few  weeks  later. 

On  the  loth  of  May  the  new  buildings  were  formally  dedicated. 

The  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  E.  V.  Gerhart,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  and  T.  G.  Apple,  D.  D.  The  dedicatory  sermon  being 
delivered  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Dubbs,  D.  D. 

Your  committees  are  highly  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  that 
the  suggestion  made  to  your  body  one  year  ago  and  commended  by 
it,  viz.:  that  several  individual  members  of  the  Church  contribute 
a  fund  sufficient  to  cover  the  entire  cost  of  the  Library  Building 
has  been  fully  realized. 

In  the  entrance  to  the  Library  Building  is  a  tablet  bearing  the 
following  inscription :

The  offerings  made  in  the  name  of  Elizabeth  Dietz  Fry  and  H. 
D.  Breneiser  and  son  Walter  are  of  a  memorial  character ;  the  one 
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contributed  by  a  brother,  Jacob  Y.  Dietz,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the 
other  by  a  recently  bereaved  wife  and  mother,  Mrs.  Henry  D. 
Breneiser,  of  Reading. 

Surely  the  three  Synods  and  the  Church  generally  have  cause  to 
rejoice  over  the  rearing  of  this  latest  monument  to  the  liberality  and 
devotion  of  the  friends  of  our  Theological  Seminary. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Building  Committee  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  it  was  decided  to  construct  in  the  rear  of  the  Library  Building 
a  house  for  the  Janitor. 

Although  the  need  for  such  a  building  cannot  be  questioned,  the 
action  of  the  committee  is  submitted  to  your  body  for  approval. 

Should  the  approval  of  the  Synod  be  given,  it  is  not  the  purpose 
of  your  committee  to  construct  the  Janitor's  house  before  the  canvass 
shall  have  been  completed,  or  until  sufficient  funds  shall  have  been 
secured  to  cover  the  cost. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  to  present  date  has  re- 
ceived from  the  canvass  of  charges,  from  individuals  and  from  loans, 
and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  $69,856.69 ;  and  has  paid  out 
for  the  purchase  of  grounds,  construction  and  furnishing  of  build- 
ings, $771965-74. 

To  meet  the  payment  of  existing  claims  and  expenses  which  are 
likely  to  be  incurred,  and  to  cancel  loans,  there  will  be  needed  not 
less  than  $18,500. 

As  an  offset  to  this  statement  there  is  reported  an  unpaid  subscrip- 
tion list  aggregating  about  $13,500,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $5000, 
which  can  readily  be  raised  if  the  uncanvassed  charges  open  their 
doors  for  the  Synodical  and  Classical  committees  to  enter  and  carry 
forward  to  completion  the  work  assigned  to  them  by  the  Synod.

F, — Report  of  Superintendent  of  Canvass  for  the  Seminary  Building, 
To  the  Eastern  Synod : 

Your  committee  to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster  begs  to  submit  the  following : 
Your  committee,  together  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  instructions  given  by  your 
reverend  body  at  its  last  annual  meeting.  We  were  instructed  to  so 
organize  and  carry  forward  the  work  placed  in  our  hands  so  as  to 
complete  it,  if  possible,  by  May  i,  1894. 

It  would  have  been  a  great  pleasure  to  have  presented  our  final 
report  at  this  time  and  ask  for  our  honorable  discharge.  Some 
work  remains  to  be  done,  and  it  rests  with  Synod  to  say  by  whom 
and  how  it  shall  be  done.  It  is  no  fault,  however,  of  the  com- 
mittees that  they  are  unable  at  this  time  to  make  a  final  report. 
Causes  over  which  we  have  had  no  control  have  combined  to  prevent 
the  speedy  completion  of  our  work.  The  charges  open  to  us  have 
been  canvassed,  to  all  we  have  visited  we  have  been  most  cordially 
received,  our  appeals  have  been  listened  to  with  interest,  with  what 
results  the  tabulated  sums  given  below  show. 

The  only  reason  to  be  assigned  for  our  inability  to  complete  the 
work  in  the  time  specified  is  that  pastoral  charges  were  not  open  to 
us,  appeals  by  circular  letters  or  personal  visitation  have  Iveen  made 
to  all  the  churches.  It  is  proper  to  state,  however,  that  some  charges 
have  not  been  canvassed  on  account  of  justifiable  reasons,  that  a  few 
are  now  open  and  several  others  will  be  in  the  near  future ;  in  a  few 
instances  the  committee  could  get  no  responses  from  pastors  ad- 
dressed. If  the  fields  which  have  been  confidently  relied  upon  for 
help  will  be  opened,  the  entire  cost  of  the  ground  and  building  can 
be  provided  for  during  the  coming  Synod  year. 

The  following  table  accounts  for  all  monies  subscribed  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod  for  grounds,  the  main  building  and  library, 
their  finishing  and  also  a  Janitor's  house.  The  monies  are  credited 
to  the  several  Classes ;  if  the  Synod  so  desires,  a  detailed  report  can 
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be  given,  at  the  close  of  the  work,  of  all  monies  paid  by  separate 
charges.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary, 

The  Report  on  the  Theological  Seminary  was  read,  acted  on  item 
by  item  and  adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  begs  leave  to  offer 
the  following  report :     The  papers  placed  in  our  hands  were  these : 

(i.)  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors;  (2.)  The  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees;  (3.)  The  report  of  the  Tieasurer;  (4.)  The  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education;  (5.)  The  report 
of  the  committee  to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  buildings 
for  the  Theological  Seminary. 

These  reports  present  the  following  facts  to  which  we  call  the  at- 
tention of  Synod : 

(i.)  From  the  report  of  the  Hoard  of  Visitors  we  learn  that  at  the 
opening  of  the  Seminary  in  September,  1893,  nineteen  young  men 
were  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class ;  that  the  Middle  Class  consisted 
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of  nineteen  students,  and  that  the  Senior  Class,  twenty-four  in 
number,  having  completed  the  course  of  study,  were  regularly  dis- 
missed and  recommended  to  their  respective  Classes  for  licensure. 
Thus  there  were  sixty-two  students  in  the  Seminary  during  the  year. 
The  R©v.  William  Rupp,  D.  D.,  was  installed  as  Professor  of 
Practical  Theology,  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh,  in  October,  1893, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  Seminary  after  the  Christmas 
recess.  The  Class  of  1894  has  agreed  to  endow  an  alcove  in  the 
sum  of  J  1, 000  or  more,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the 
purchase  of  books  bearing  on  the  **  Origin,  History  and  Genius  of 
the  Reformed  Church.*'  A  post-graduate  course  of  two  years'  study 
has  been  formulated,  the  completion  of  which  will  entitle  the  student 
to  receive  the  degree  of  B.  D.  The  Synod  is  asked  to  contribute 
again  J 100  toward  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Teacher  of 
Elocution  in  the  Seminary  during  the  coming  year. 

2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  held  two  meetings,  at  the  latter  of 
which  a  check  of  one  thousand  dollars  was  received  from  Miss  Mary 
Forney,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  for  the  endowment  of  an  alcove  in  the 
Library  Building,  the  interest  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  Department  of  Archaeology. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Seminary  Buildings  has  increased  the 
financial  needs  for  the  support  of  the  institution,  and  the  Riegel 
fund  of  $15,680  not  being  available  as  yet,  this  Synod  is  requested 
to  apportion  the  sum  of  $600  to  help  meet  current  expenses. 

3.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  we  learn:  (i. )  That  on  Octo- 
ber I,  1894,  there  was  due  him  a  balance  of  $1,127.06.  (2.)  There 
are  funds  in  his  hands  to  the  amount  of  $109,455.92,  of  which 
$94,418.69  is  endowment,  $5,000  is  the  Smaltz  Fund,  $1,819.96 
is  the  Library  Fund,  $4,223.19  is  the  Pittsburgh  Professorship  Fund, 
$2,000.75  is  the  Church  History  Fund,  $160.00  is  the  Sacred 
Rhetoric  Fund,  $833.33  is  the  William  .\.  Wilt  Fund,  and  $1,000 
the  Jacob  Forney  Fund. 

4.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
it  appears  that  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  have  been  $3,448.78; 
expenditures  $2,806.50,  leaving  a  balance  of  $642.28. 

(5.)  The  committee  to  collect  funds  for  tlie  erection  of  the  Sem- 
inary Buildings  reports:  Amount  subscribed  $75,796.46;  amount 
paid  in  $62,504.46. 

In  view  of  the  facts  thus  brought  to  our  attention,  your  committee 
recommends  the  following  resolutions  for  consideration  and  adoption : 
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Resolved,  i.  That  Synod  assume  Jioo  towards  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  the  Teacher  of  Elocution  and  request  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  apportion  the  same  upon  the  Classes. 

Resolved,  2.  That  Synod  assume  $600  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penMB  of  the  Seminary  for  the  coming  year  and  instruct  the  Finance 
Committee  to  apportion  said  amount  upon  the  Classes. 

Resolved,  3.  That  Synod  is  gratified  to  learn  that  the  Class  of  1894 
has  consented  to  endow  an  alcove  to  contain  books  bearing  on  the 
**  Origin,  History  and  Genius  of  the  Reformed  Church.*' 

Resolved,  4.  That  we  h^ve  heard  with  much  pleasure  of  the  en- 
dowment, by  Miss  Mary  Forney,  of  an  alcove  to  contain  books  for 
the  Department  of  Archceology,  and  we  commend  her  example  as 
worthy  of  imitation  by  others. 

Resolved,  5.  That  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  blessing  of  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  in  the  continued  prosperity  of  our  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  the  number  of  students  at  present  being  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year  of  its  history. 

Resolved,  6.  That  we  have  learned  with  a  high  degree  of  pleasure 
and  great  satisfaction  of  the  remarkable  success  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  Seminary  Building. 

Resolved,  7.  That  the  committee  be  requested  to  continue  the 
work  until  sufficient  funds  have  been  secured  to  liquidate  all  in- 
debtedness on  the  buildings,  and  that  the  pastors  and  consistories  of 
Tincanvassed  charges  be  urged  to  open  the  way,  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date,  for  a  canvass  of  their  respective  congregations. 

Resolved,  8.  That  we  rejoice  in  the  completion  of  the  Seminary 
and  Library  Buildings,  and  that  we  hereby  make  record  of  our 
gratitude  to  the  ministry  and  people  who  have  aided  so  generously 
in  bringing  to  a  successful  consummation  this  worthy  project.

MISSIONS. 


/.    Annual  Report  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  From  September 
/,  i8gjy  to  September  /,  18^4. 

Brethren: — We  again  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration,  a 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  General  lioard  of  Missions  for  the 
past  year.  The  year  covered  by  this  report  ends  August  31,  1894, 
although  the  statistical  table  attached  to  the  end  of  this  report  con- 
tains the  results  of  the  work  only  up  to  April  i,  1894.  Last  year, 
being  the  year  of  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  and,  the  triennial 
report  to  said  Synod  being  extensively  circulated,  no  annual  report 
was  issued  for  general  circulation.  This  year,  however,  the  Board 
sends  among  the  churches  a  full  and  complete  report  of  its  operations 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  so  that  all  may  know  what  has  l)een 
done  for  the  extension  of  the  work,  and  also  that  the  Church  may 
fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  work  that  still  lies  before  her. 

We  feel  it  but  right  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  report  we  should 
acknowledge  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  in  so  signally  prospering  our  work  and  giving  us  success. 
The  year  has  been  one  of  trials  in  churcli  work.  I'here  are  at  all 
times  plenty  of  obstacles  in  the  way  when  the  servants  of  Christ 
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ispecially  fruitful  in  these  obstacles.  When  the  year  commenced 
the  Board  had  as  many  missions  on  its  rolls  as  the  apportionments 
would  justify.  Many  urgent  appeals  came  before  the  Board  for  the 
establishment  of  new  missions.  A  few  additional  missions  were  en- 
rolled, while  some  already  on  the  roll  became  self  supporting. 
Then  came  the  stringent  times,  and  during  the  entire  year  there  has 
been  a  continual  struggle  to  keep  the  financial  credit  of  the  Board 
upon  a  good  basis.  Many  requests  for  the  establishment  of  new 
missions  had  to  go  unheeded,  not  that  the  Board  was  anxious  to 
do  additional  work,  but  because  of  the  lack  of  money.  When  we 
say  that  the  Board  could  not  answer  all  the  demands  made  upon  it, 
the  Church  must  not  suppose  that  the  work  was  in  any  way  curtailed. 
The  past  year  saw  a  larger  amount  of  money  used  in  the  Home 
Mission  work  of  the  Church  than  during  any  previous  year  of  her 
history.  That  for  which  we  should  give  special  thanks  to  God  is 
,  the  fact  that,  while  financial  disaster  was  a  common  thing  throughout 
the  land,  the  Board  has  been  enabled  to  pay  the  missionaries  in  full 
to  date  without  incurring  any  indebtedness.  This  is  rather  remark- 
able when  we  remember  that  our  sister  Churches  have  been  and  are 
now  heavily  involved  as  the  result  of  the  stringeiK:y  of  the  times. 
What  the  condition  of  our  treasury  will  be  at  the  end  of  the  present 
quarter  no  one  can  now  tell,  but  from  present  indications  we  may 
expect  a  considerable  deficiency.  We  have  faith  in  the  Church, 
however,  and  are  fully  persuaded  that  the  funds  will  he  on  hand  in 
due  time  with  which  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  Board.  It  still 
remains  true,  that  while  the  work  done  was  not  less  in  any  depart- 
ment, yet  there  was  not  the  increase  made  that  would  have  been, 
had  the  times  been  more  prosperous. 

As  before  stated,  many  appealsvcame  before  the  Board  for  the 
establishment  of  new  missions.  There  is  something  strange  about 
these  numerous  calls.  They  come  to  us  from  the  large  cities  as 
well  as  the  smaller  towns  and  country  districts.  There  was  a  time 
when  it  was  a  question  where  we  should  go,  as  a  Church,  to  open 
up  new  missions.  There  seemingly  were  no  **  Macedonian  cries'* 
coming  to  us.  Now  all  this  is  changed.  The  calls  are  more 
numerous  than  we  can  answer.  God  is  opening  up  fields  for  us  and 
presenting  opportunities  which  should  claim  the  earnest  attention  of 
the  Church.  God  never  presents  opportunititrs  without  at  the  same 
time  supplying  the  means  to  lay  hold  upon  them.     The  many  invit- 
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ing  fields  that  lie  open  before  us  should  be  an  intimation  to  us  that 
God  expects  us  to  go  in  and  possess  them.  More  liberal  means 
must  be  provided  for  the  enlarged  work  which  murt  be  accomplished. 
The  extension  of  the  Church  should  be  kept  before  our  people  in 
order  that  the  means  may  be  provided  by  which  the  Board  may 
occupy  the  new  places  continually  presenting  themselves.  The  next 
decade  should  witness  a  much  greater  expansion  of  the  work  than 
the  one  just  closed.  The  opportunities  for  this  are  at  hand.  Let 
us  embrace  them  as  God  gives  us  the  means. 

The  Missions, 

At  the  end  of  this  report  will  be  found  the  statistical  table  of  the 
missions.  This  table  gives  the  statistics  of  all  the  missions  on  the 
roll  of  the  Board  on  March  31,  1894.  There  are  included  on  this 
roll  all  missions  that  have  been  accepted  by  the  Board  and  to  be  en- 
rolled up  to  October  i ,  1 894.  Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  those  mis- 
sions that  have  been  enrolled  since  April  i,  1894,  do  not  have  the 
statistical  column  filled  out,  but  it  was  deemed  best  to  enroll  them 
with  the  rest,  so  that  the  Synods  may  be  enabled  to  see  the  amount 
of  the  appropriations  in  full.  Including  the  Hungarian  Missions, 
the  Harbor  Mission,  and  the  three  congregations  supplied  by  Super- 
intendent Shuey,  there  have  been  during  the  year  one  hundred 
missions  on  the  roll  of  the  Board.  Counting  those  under  the  care 
of  Brother  Shuey  a  single  mission,  there  were  ninety-eight.  Of 
these  Warren,  Ohio;  Dakota  and  Damascus,  Illinois;  Burlington 
and  Concord,  North  Carolina ;  Du  Bois  and  Easton,  Pennsylvania, 
have  passed  off  the  roll,  leaving  ninety-one  under  the  care  of  the 
Board.  In  these  ninety-one  missions  there  are  one  hundred  and 
forty  congregations.  While  seven  missions  have  passed  from  the 
roll,  there  have  been  enrolled  the  following :  Notaway,  Michigan ; 
Hamilton  and  Massillon,  Ohio ;  Yorkton,  Canada ;  Denver,  Colo- 
rado ;  Edinburg  and  Stonington,  Illinois  ;  Everett,  Washington  ;  and 
Thomasville  and  Mt.  Pleasant,  North  Carolina.  Holton,  Kansas, 
which  has  heretofore  been  served  by  Superintendent  Shuey, 
althoguh  regularly  organized,  has  during  the  year  secured  a  pastor, 
making  in  all  eleven  additional  missions  that  have  been  entered 
upon  the  roll  of  the  Board.  Several  of  these  are  very  important 
missions  and  were  enrolled,  although  the  Board  could  hardly  see  the 
way  open,  financially,  to  do  so.  Massilon,  Ohio,  was  regarded  as 
as  a  specially  fine  opening,  and  the  marked  progress  of  the  mission 
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justified  the  Board  in  its  belief.  At  Denver,  Colorado, we  have  had 
a  church  for  a  number  of  years — exclusively  German.  The  congre- 
gation dwindled  down  to  a  handful  of  members,  while  the  church 
property  was  being  mortgaged  to  keep  up  the  running  expenses  of 
the  congregation.  Under  this  condition  of  things  the  General 
Board  was  asked  to  take  charge  and  establish  an  English  mission. 
The  Board  had  to  assume  a  debt  of  $2,500  to  save  the  church  prop- 
erty, and  it  felt  that  the  mission  must  be  made  prevailingly  English 
to  succeed.  Rev.  D.  A.  Winter  was  sent  there  in  May  of  this  year 
and  reports  a  hopeful  outlook.  Hamilton,  Ohio,  was  enrolled  with 
the  express  understanding  that  the  appropriation  shall  be  reduced 
jioo  annually. 

In  a  number  of  the  missions,  houses  of  worship  were  erected  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  others  are  now  engaged  in  building  chapels  or 
churches.  Several  parsonages  have  also  been  built.  The  missions 
are  as  prosperous  as  can  be  expected.  As  in  old  charges,  so  in  mis- 
sions, there  are  many  discouraging  features  connected  with  the  work. 
There  is  a  small  number  of  these  missions  which  must  ultimately  be 
turned  over  to  the  Classes  to  which  they  belong  to  be  supplied. 
Where  there  is  no  reasonable  prospect  for  a  mission  to  become  self- 
supporting  in  a  reasonable  time  the  Classes  should,  by  reconstruc- 
tion of  charges,  take  care  of  such  fields.  This  is  the  policy  of  the 
Board,  but  it  finds  it  somewhat  difficult  at  times  to  carry  it  out.  The 
missions  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska  will  be  called  upon  to  contend 
with  special  difficulties  on  account  of  the  stringency  of  the  times 
and  the  failure  of  crops.  The  great  majority  of  the  missions,  how- 
ever, are  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and  the  Church  should  give 
thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  measure  of  prosper- 
ity that  has  attended  the  work. 

The  Expenses  of  the  Year, 

The  expense  roll  of  the  Board  is  gradually  lengthening,  and  the 
amount  needed  will  increase  with  each  year.  During  the  year  past 
special  efforts  were  made  to  keep  down  the  expenses.  The  Board 
must  keep  the  expenditures  within  the  limits  of  the  apportionments 
with  a  liberal  allowance  for  delinquencies.  It  is  a  fact  that  the 
Synods  never  pay  the  apportionments  in  full.  It  seems  a  little 
strange  to  the  Board  that  the  appointments  for  Classical  and  Synod - 
ical  expenses,  also  for  Beneficiary  education,  are  paid  in  full,  and 
that  the  delinquencies  fall  so  heavily  on  missions.     Whatever  the 
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cause,  the  Board  niust  recognize  the  fact  and   make  allowances 
accordingly. 

During  the  year  the  outlay  of  the  Board  reached  the  sum  of 
$36,000,  or  within  a  fraction  of  that  amount.  It  would  have  been 
more  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  several  of  the  missions  requir- 
ing the  heaviest  outlay  were  vacant  during  part  of  the  year.  The 
above  sum  includes  what  was  paid  for  Hungarian  and  Harbor  Mis- 
sions. There  was  quite  a  delinquency  on  the  apportionments,  but 
this  was  made  up  by  special  contributions  and  by  what  the  Women's 
Missionary  Societies  contributed  to  the  cause.  While  the  Board  had 
to  economize  and  leave  undone  work  that  should  have  been  done, 
still  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  missionaries  were  all  paid  promptly, 
and  all  other  liabilities  met.  This  refers,  of  course,  only  to  mis- 
sions proper  and  not  to  the  Church  extension  feature  of  the  work. 

Harbor  Mission. 

This  important  work  at  the  port  of  New  York  is  under  the  care 
of  Rev.  Paul  Sommerlatte.     When  he  took  charge  of  the  mission  he 
was  an  Elder  in  the  Church,  but  he  has  lately  been  licensed  and  or- 
dained, and  is  thus  enabled  to  perform  all  ministerial  functions.    He 
devotes  all  his  time  to  the  immigrants,  excepting  on  Sunday,  when  he 
preaches  to  a  small  mission  congregation  in  the  city,  but  even  this  is 
more  or  less  connected  with  his  work  among  the  immigrants.     The 
main  features  of  the  work  are :  to  receive  the  immigrants  as  they  ar- 
rive; to  direct  them  to  homes  and  lodging  places  in  the  city,  so  as 
to  protect  them  against  the  sharpers  who  are  always  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  them ;  to  see  that  those  who  have  selected  homes  in 
different  States  are  put  on  the  proper  trains — in  short  to  help  them 
in  every  way  possible  and  give  them  all  needed  information.     As 
many  of  these  immigrants  are  members  of  the  Reformed  Church,  the 
missionary  must  see  to  it  that  they  are  reported  to  the  pastors  of  the 
Church  who  may  reside  in  or  near  the  places  where  they  propose  to 
settle.     He  must  also  look  after  the  poor  who  need  help,  and  those 
who  have  no  proper  protectors.     This  requires  much  labor  and  a 
great  amount  of  correspondence.     So  much  work  is  required  that 
the  missionary  suggests  the  need  of  an  assistant.     Efficiently  to  cfo 
the  work  that  should  be  done,  an  assistant  could  be  employed  to  good 
advantage,  but  the  Board,  for  various  reasons,  has  not  deemed   it 
best  to  appoint  one.     Other  Churches,  however,  have  taken  such  ac- 
action,  and  with  great  benefit  to  the  work. 
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The  salary  foimerly  paid  the  missionary  was  less  than  S8oo, 
which  was  deemed  entirely  inadequate  for  one  in  his  position  in  the 
city  of  New  York.  Other  Churches  have  been  paying  more  liberal 
salaries,  and  it  was  deemed  but  proper  that  our  Church  should  give 
better  compensation  to  her  representative  in  that  city. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  last  October  his  sal- 
ary was  made  Si,ooo  per  annum,  and  that  is  the  amount  he  now  re- 
ceives. This  increased  salary  will  demand  a  correspondingly  in- 
creased lil)erality  on  the  part  of  the  Synods  toward  this  mission. 
The  Board  asks  of  the  Synods  that  at  their  annual  meetings  this  fall 
they  increase  somewhat  the  amounts  they  gave  prior  to  the  present 
year.  The  work  is  an  important  one,  and  the  Church  should  liber- 
ally sustain  it.  Brother  Sommerlatle  is  an  indefatigable  worker, 
and  in  every  way  seems  to  be  the  right  man  in  the  right  place,  and 
should  have  the  sympathy  and  liberal  support  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  Hungarian   Work, 

This  work  still  demands  the  care  and  sympathy  of  the  whole 
Church.  The  work  is  as  important  as  ever,  but  during  the  year 
past  did  not  make  the  progress  that  some  in  the  Church  may  have 
expected.  This  can  be  accounted  for  upon  the  ground  of  the  strin- 
gency of  the  times.  The  Hungarian  immigration  has  fallen  off  very 
decidedly  during  the  past  year,  while  not  a  few,  who  had  the  means, 
returned  to  their  native  land  again.  Among  those  who  remained 
th^  destitution  was  very  great  during  part  of  the  year.  Many  of 
them,  instead  of  being  in  a  position  to  help  along  with  the  church 
work,  needed  tne  charity  of  the  Church  at  large  to  bridge  over  the 
last  winter.  Especially  was  this  the  case  in  and  about  Pittsburgh  and 
Cleveland.  We  cannot,  therefore,  report  any  marked  gain  in  the 
membership,  but  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  work  is  being  brought 
upon  a  better  basis.  At  first  the  work  was  somewhat  of  yn  experi- 
ment, but  such  is  no  longer  the  case.  The  Board  has  the  work 
under  complete  control,  and  the  future  looks  exceedingly  hopeful. 
During  the  year  an  additional  missionary  arrived  from  Hungary  in 
the  person  of  Rev.  Frank  Ferenczi.  He  is  a  young  man,  and  when 
ht  arrived  he  was  only  a  licentiate.  He  was  ordained  by  theAlle- 
ghenyClassis  and  was  placed  in  Pittsburgh  as  an  assistant  to  Brother 
Kovacs.  He  has  proven  himself,  thus  far,  a  man  of  marked  ability 
and  energy.  He  is  blessed  with  business  tact,  as  well  as  with 
preaching  talents,  and  has  placed  the  church  in  Pittsburgh  upon  a 
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much  better  foundation  than  it  formerly  occupied.  He  has  ar- 
ranged his  plans  to  gradually  pay  off  the  debt  that  rests  upon  the 
church  property,  so  as  to  make  it  the  exclusive  property  of  his 
own  people  and  congregation.  This  is  a  good  movement,  as  it  will 
teach  the  Hungarians  to  do  something  for  themselves  and  for  their 
own  church. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  January  last,  Rev. 
Kovacs  appeared  before  it,  and  asked  that  he  be  allowed  to  lead  a 
colony  of  his  countrymen  to  Assinaboia  in  Canada.  He  made  this 
plea  upon  the  ground  that  many  of  his  countrymen  were  farmers  in 
their  native  land  and  not  mechanics  and  tradesmen,  and  that  they 
longed  for  the  simple  country  life  to  which  they  were  accustomed  in 
Hungary.  He  claimed,  furthermore,  that  the  Canadian  authorities 
had  made  an  offer  of  two  townships  of  land  gratis,  if  such  a  colony 
were  founded.  At  first  the  Committee  was  not  so  favorably  disp:sed 
toward  the  project,  but  after  some  consideration  Brother  Kovacs  was 
granted  permission  to  go  and  plant  the  Church  among  his  country- 
men in  the  far  Northwest.  In  his  last  report  he  stated  that  there 
were  then  with  him  some  seventy  families,  and  that  more  were  com- 
ing soon.  The  Board  assumed  no  traveling  expenses,  either  for 
himself  or  the  people  he  took  with  him.  He  simply  receives  his 
|6oo,  as  formerly,  as  salary.  It  is  hoped  that  the  good  brother  may 
be  successful  in  his  venture. 

Already  last  October  Brother  Jurany,  of  Cleveland,  notified  the 
Board  that  he  proposed  to  resign  his  position  as  missionary  among 
the  Hungarians  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  did  this  upon  the  ground 
that  he  is  a  German  by  birth,  and  largely  by  education,  and  that  he 
felt  that  he  could  do  more  efficient  work  among  the  Germans  than 
Hungarians.  He,  however,  promised  to  remain  at  his  post  until  the 
Board  could  find  a  successor.  A  correspondence  was  at  once  com- 
menced with  the  proper  authorities  in  Hungary,  for  a  good  man  to 
take  the  place  of  Brother  Jurany.  But  the  Board  was  not  successful 
in  getting  the  right  man  until  lately.  Brother  Harsangye  has  been 
selected,  and  has  promised  to  come.  He  is  highly  recommended 
for  the  mission  work  by  those  who  Inow  him.  Likely  by  the  time 
this  report  is  sent  out  into  the  Church  he  will  be  at  work  in  Cleve- 
land. Until  he  does  come  Brother  Jurany  will  occupy  the  field. 
The  stringent  times  made  it  almost  impossible  to  go  forward  with  the 
erection  of  a  chapel  for  the  Hungarian  congregation  in  Cleveland. 
Quite  lately  an  offer  has  been  made  of  a  church  property  which  is 
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regarded  very  reasonable.  The  Evangelical  Association  has  a  church 
and  parsonage  in  the  Hungarian  quarter  of  the  city.  There  is  hardly 
a  call  there  for  an  English  church.  The  church  is  a  good  one  and 
the  parsonage  has  ten  rooms  in  it.  This  property  is  offered  for 
#5>Soo.  It  is  well  located,  fronting  on  Madison  avenue.  The  Evan- 
gelical people  offered  to  take,  as  part  pay,  the  lot  which  the  Hungar- 
ians now  own  and  for  which  they  paid  j  1,280.  This  is  a  grand 
opportunity,  but  the  extension  funds  are  not  on  hand  with  which  to 
purchase  it.  What  is  the  advice  of  the  Synods  on  this  point  ?  This 
whole  matter  of  gathering  funds  and  overseeing  the  erection  or  pur- 
chase of  the  chapel  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  special  committee, 
and  the  project  will  be  carried  forward  in  a  way  deemed  best  for  the 
Hungarian  congregation  and  the  Church. 

Brother  Kovacs  going  to  Canada,  leaves  Brother  Ferenczi  with 
all  the  churches  about  Pittsburgh,  and  those  farther  east,  under 
his  care.  He  claims  that  he  has  all  that  he  can  do  with  the 
churches  in  Pittsburgh,  McKeesport,  Braddock,  Beaver  Falls  and 
others;  iand  that  he  can  not  see  to  those  in  New  York,  Bridge- 
port, Bangor  and  other  points.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
by  which  the  latter  points  will  be  supplied,  but  in  the  very  near 
future  an  additional  missionary  must  be  procured  if  the  work  is 
to  be  extended  as  now  seems  necessary.  It  is  necessary  that  a 
larger  amount  of  money  be  contributed  for  this  work,  and,  as  it 
was  undertaken  by  the  direct  action  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
Board  feels  that  both  the  English  and  German  Synods  should  be  alike 
interested  in  this  work.  The  Board,  therefore,  asks  that  the  Synods 
apportion  the  following  sums  for  Hungarian  work,  for  the  ensuing 
year.

This  sum,  with  what  additional  will  be  contributed  by  the 
Women's  Missionary  Societies,  will  enable  the  Board  to  carry  for- 
ward the  work  successfully  for  the  present. 
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Church  Extension, 

This  branch  of  the  work  continues  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  us  as  a  Church.  It  is  the  more  important  from  the  fact  that  it 
has  been  so  long  neglected.  Now,  more  than  ever  before,  is  the 
Church  in  need  of  a  strong  fund  which  will  enable  her  to  engage  in 
city  work,  and  plant  her  standards  in  the  centers  of  population.  We 
are  compelled  to  repeat  in  this  report,  what  has  often  been  repeated 
before,  that  the  Church  will  not  and  cannot  make  the  progress  she 
deserves  until  a  more  determined  effort  is  made  to  establish  a  strong 
extension  fund.  During  the  year  past  there  was  a  greater  demand 
for  these  funds  than  in  any  previous  year,  llie  income  of  the  Board 
was  quite  considerable,  but  not,  by  any  means,  sufficient  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  work.  The  following  is  the  report  of  Treasurer 
Boush.

In  the  contributions  received  are  included  the  special  funds 
given  by  different  persons,  which  have  been  noticed  in  the  period- 
icals of  the  Church  and  need  not  be  named  here.  The  General 
Board  received  three  special  funds  of  J500  each,  and  a  fourth  is  nearly 
full. 

The  bequests  and  legacies  above  mentioned  were  not  made  for 
Church  extension  especially,  but  were  given  for  missions  in  general. 
The  Board  uses  them  in  this  work  for  the  present,  and  when  paid 
back  by  the  missions  will  be  used  as  invested  funds. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  was  under  the  necessity  of  bor- 
rowing ^3,500  during  the  year.  Much  as  this  may  be  regretted,  there 
was  no  other  alternative,  unless  the  work  would  have  been  allowed 
to  suffer  to  such  an  extent  as  to  have  ended  in  failure  at  different 
points.  The  Board  must  see  to  it  that  the  city  missions  are  properly 
supported  when  once  founded,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  the  use 
of  extension  funds. 

The  Board  used  $13,735.12  in  this  way,  and  in  addition  to  this, 
sum  the  Bi-Synodic  Board  received  four  special  funds  of  $500  each 
and  $1,100  by  contributions  from  the  churches,  making  in  all  $16,- 
835.12.     Double  this  sum  could  have  been  used  to  good  advantage. 

The  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Board  is  now  about  $7,000. 
Pressing  as  are  the  needs  of  the  Board,  the  time  has  come  when  it 
must  call  a  halt  in  the  matter  of  borrowing  money  for  this  purpose 
until  the  Church  comes  to  its  help  in  a  more  pronounced  way. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Treasurer  Boush's  report  that  the  missions 
are  paying  the  interest  on  the  money  borrowed  from  the  Board,  and 
that  some  of  them  are  paying  back  the  money  loaned  to  them. 

The  missions  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Ada  and  Lima,  Ohio,  are  paid 
in  full  and  need  no  further  aid.  Massillon  and  Chicago  have  de- 
ferred payments  that  must  be  met  next  year. 

In  order  to  save  the  church  property  of  the  Denver  Mission,  the 
Board  will  be  compelled  to  effect  a  loan,  in  October  of  this  year,  of 
$2,500.  This  will  make  the  entire  indebtedness  nearly  $10,000,  less 
what  the  Church  may  contribute  from  this  time  until  October  i,  1894. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  the  great  need  of 
funds  to  meet  the  liabilities  now  resting  upon  it,  the  Board  earnestly 
requests  of  the  Synods  that  they  take  such  action  as  will  bring  this 
feature  of  the  work  prominently  before  the  Church,  so  that  liberal 
contributions  may  be  given  in  aid  of  it.  The  Board  asks,  also,  that 
an  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member  be  made  for  this  good 
cause.  The  Board  feels  that  the  apportionment  for  this  work  should 
be  much  larger,  but  on  account  of  the  stringent  times  only  one  cent 
additional  over  last  year  is  asked.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Synods  will 
gladly  give  this  much  to  this  worthy  and  important  object. 

It  would  be  well  if  every  Classis  in  the  Church  could  be  induced 
to  raise  a  special  fund  of  $500  for  this  purpose.  P>ery  Classis  in 
the  Ohio  Synod  has  one  or  two  such  funds  to  its  credit,  with  one  ex- 
ception. Every  Synod  should  urge  upon  its  Classes  to  help  along 
the  general  work  by  contributing  liberally  to  this  worthy  object. 
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The  Chicago  Mission, 

The  Entflish  mission  of  Chicago  is  one  of  the  most  important  on 
the  list.  It  is  not  any  more  flourishing  than  many  others,  although 
the  outlook  is  very  hopeful,  but  the  fact  that  Chicago  is  centrally 
located  between  the  East  and  West  makes  it  of  vast  importance  to  th^ 
Church.  The  fact,  also,  that  this  city  has  a  population  of  nearly  a 
million  and  a  half,  with  only  about  one- third  of  it  attending  upon  the 
means  of  grace,  makes  it  doubly  important  that  our  Church  should 
engage  in  mission  work  within  its  limits.  The  importance  of  such  a 
mission  has  long  be^n  acknowledged,  but  the  work  was  not  under- 
taken until  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago.  Up  to  date  the  mission 
has  made  good  progress,  the  attendance  at  the  Sunday  services  be- 
ing good,  while  the  Sunday-school  has  grown  beyond  the  capacity  of 
the  hall  in  which  it  is  held.  The  need  of  a  chapel  has  been  felt 
from  the  organization  of  the  mission.  The  Board  deemed  it  so  im- 
portant that  a  lot  was  purchased  this  spring  on  the  comer  of  Jackson 
avenue  and  Washiena  street  for  the  sum  of  $8,775.  '^^^  is  a  good 
location  in  a  good  part  of  the  city.  The  Board  made  a  general  ap- 
peal to  the  Church  to  help  purchase  this  lot,  but  realized  only  about 
Jr,5oo  from  it.  One-third  of  the  lot  has  been  paid,  and  the  remain- 
der is  to  be  paid  in  four  annual  payments.  The  important  thing  is 
the  erection  of  a  chapel.  To  do  this  about  J6,ooo  are  required. 
For  the  mission  to  raise  this  sum  of  money  is  out  of  the  question. 
There  are  no  strong  Reformed  churches  in  or  near  the  city  from 
whom  much  help  can  come.  The  other  Reformed  churches  of  the 
city  have  all  they  can  do  to  meet  their  own  needs.  It  has  been  a 
question  with  the  Board  how  help  shall  be  extended  to  this  good 
cause.  Some  Eastern  brethren  suggested  the  idea  of  asking  the 
English  Synods  to  make  a  special  apportionment  in  aid  of  this 
worthy  object.  That  seemed  feasible,  and  yet  the  Board  hesitated 
to  make  this  request.  It  was,  however,  decided  by  the  Board  that 
in  the  *'  Annual  Report"  the  Synods  should  be  requested  to  provide, 
in  any  way  they  deem  best,  a  sufficient  sum  to  aggregate,  say,  $4,500. 
The  remaining  $1,500  can  be  raised  by  the  mission.  If  the  Synods 
think  that  this  sum  can  best  be  raised  by  an  agent,  then  let  them  so 
indicate;  but  if  they  think  it  best  to  apportion  the  sum  or  recom- 
mend that  it  be  raised  by  voluntary  contributions,  then  let  it  be  so 
arranged.  The  Board  begs,  most  earnestly,  of  the  Synods  that  this 
important  matter  be  taken  under  consideration  and  some  means  de- 
vised by  which  the  money  can  be  obtained.     Each  Synod  can  de- 
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termine  its  proportion  of  the  amount.  This  request  is  made  solely 
upon  the  ground  that  Chicago,  more  than  any  other  city  in  the  land, 
has  claims  upon  the  entire  Church,  since  in  this  mission  are  mem- 
bers from  every  part  of  the  Church ;  also  from  the  fact  that  little  help 
can  be  expected  locally,  except  what  the  business  men  and  citizens 
may  contribute.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  there  is  not  a  city  in  the 
land  that  needs  the  efforts  of  the  Church  more,  or  as  much,  as 
Chicago. 

Sunday-school  Missions, 

At  the  General  Synod  at  Reading  action  was  taken  creating  the 
office  of  Sunday-school  Secretary.  This  office  was  subsequently 
filled  by  the  Sunday-school  Board,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Rufus  W. 
Miller  to  that  position.  That  Board,  under  the  leadership  of  its  Sec- 
retaiy,  has  taken  steps  to  engage  in  mission  work  in  the  home  field. 
The  mission  Sunday-school  holds  a  prominent  position  in  the  mission 
work  of  other  Churches,  and  there  is  no  good  reason  why  it  should 
not  hold  an  equally  important  position  in  the  Reformed  Church. 
Almost  every  successful  mission  grows  out  of  a  Sunday-school,  so  that 
it  and  the  mission  are  inseparable.  A  start  has  been  made  in  this 
good  work,  and  it  is  well  that  the  Synods  should  take  note  of  it  and 
give  it  such  help  as  is  needed.  Three  Sunday-schools  have  been 
organized,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sunday  school  Secretary,  at  New 
Kensington,  Pa.,  and  at  Youngstown  and  Warren,  Ohio.  These 
schools  are  reported  as  having  very  bright  prospects  before  them. 
There  is  a  great  work  to  be  done  in  the  large  cities  of  the  land  in  the 
way  of  gathering  the  children  into  mission  schools.  This  work  has 
been  greatly  neglected,  even  by  the  strong  and  wealthy  churches. 
In  many  sections  of  the  large  cities,  we  are  told  by  competent 
authority,  the  majority  of  the  children  are  not  in  the  Sunday-schools. 
To  do  mission  work  successfully  in  such  communities  the  Sunday- 
school  authorities  can  do  very  much  to  open  the  way.  But  back  of 
this  Sunday-school  mission  work  must  stand  the  Mission  Board,  suffi- 
ciently well  equipped  to  take  up  the  work  where  the  Sunday-school 
must  of  necessity  leave  off.  The  Sunday-school  mission  work  and 
the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions  are  closely  allied,  and  must  go 
hand  in  hand  so  as  to  avoid  anything  like  a  conflict.  The  Mission 
Board  is  limited  in  its  operations  by  the  men  and  means  furnished  by 
th^  Church,  and  can  annually  take  up  only  a  certain  number  of  new 
fields.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  to  every  one,  that  if  the  Sunday- 
school  Board  starts  a  larger  number  of  new  enterprises  than  the 
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Board  of  Missions  cin  take  up  and  sustain  in  the  form  of  new  mis- 
sions, nothing  will  be  gained.  If,  however,  the  Sunday-schtool 
Board  will  take  up  such  towns  and  cities  as  the  Mission  Board  is  ready 
to  enter,  and  first  establish  the  Sunday-school,  to  be  closely  followed 
by  the  Mission  Board  with  a  missionary  to  take  up  and  continue  the 
work,  then  a  great  and  lasting  work  can  be  accomplished  for  the  up- 
building of  the  Church.  It  is  comparatively  easy  to  establish  a 
Sunday-school  in  any  of  our  larger  cities,  but  when  the  Mission 
Board  must  continue  the  work  commenced  in  the  Sunday-school,  in 
the  establishment  of  a  mission,  at  an  expense  of  from  |8oo  to  ji,ooo 
annualy  for  the  missionary,  then  the  real  difficulties  commence. 
The  Synods  should  duly  consider  this  matter,  and  the  Synodical 
Sunday-school  Boards  and  the  Synodical  Mission  Boards  should 
so  work  together  as  to  aid  the  General  Board  in  the  establishment  of 
missions  within  the  bounds  of  the  different  Synods  only  as  rapidly 
as  men  and  means  will  permit. 

The  Women's  Work, 

There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  when  the  women  did  comparatively  little  in  church 
work,  except  what  they  did  for  the  advancement  of  the  congregation 
to  which  they  belonged.  That  was  a  great  deal,  and  we  must  not 
underrate  the  work  and  influence  of  our  mothers  in  the  past  history 
of  the  Church.  We,  at  times,  hear  assertions  made,  which,  if  true, 
would  make  her  of  no  force  whatever  in  the  past  work  of  the  Church. 
This  is  all  wrong,  and  wrong  because  it  is  untrue.  But  the  women 
of  our  Church  have  come  into  enjoyment  of  privileges  and  blessings 
in  modem  Church  work,  of  which  those  of  fifty  years  ago,  knew 
comparativey  little.  They  are  laying  hold  upon  these  privileges  and 
blessings  in  a  way  that  must  tell  for  the  future  good  of  the  Church. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General 
Synod,  held  at  Reading,  Pa.,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Gener- 
al Synod,  the  Society  resolved  to  give  annually  for  the  next  three  years, 
the  sum  of  $4,000  for  the  home  work.  The  first  year  of  this  term 
is  not  up  as  yet,  as  the  apportionments  were  only  made  in  the  fall  of 
1893  and  did  not  reach  the  Classical  societies  until  the  spring  of  1894, 
so  that  we  are  not  able  to  determine  as  yet,  how  much  this  action 
will  yield  for  the  support  of  the  Board.  The  last  report  of  Treasurer 
Reber  shows,  however,  that  the  women  are  paying  into  our  treasury 
quite  liberal  sums.     Some  seem  to  think,  that  what  the  women  pay 
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only  reduces  the  apportionment  by  so  much,  but  such  is  evidently 
not  the  case.  Their  contributions  are  largely  in  addition  to  the  ap- 
portionments, and,  during  the  past  year  enabled  the  Board  to  make 
up,  in  part  at  least,  the  delinquency  on  the  apportionments. 

In  the  Eastern  Synods  they  have  been  doing  liberal  things  for  Hun- 
garian work,  and  have  promised  to  do  even  more  liberally  in  the 
future.  In  the  Western  Synods,  where  the  demands  are  so  urgent, 
they  have  been  doing  nobly.  For  instance,  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Societies  of  General  Synod  requested  ihe  Woman's  Missionary 
Societes  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  to  contribute  a  certain  sum 
toward  the  $4,000  pledged.  This  sum  will  be  on  hand  in  full  by  the 
time  the  Synod  meets  in  Hiawatha,  Kansas,  in  October. 

The  women  have  also  been  helping  grandly  in  the  extension  work. 
Many  of  the  Classes  in  the  Eastern  Synods,  have  already  raised,  or 
are  now  engaged  in  raising,  special  Church-building  Funds.  The 
women  of  the  Ohio  Synod  are  now  raising  such  a  fund  of  J500,  and 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  Allegheny 
Classis  it  was  resolved  to  raise  such  a  fund,  and  so  the  good  work  goes  on. 
The  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  have  been  fruitful  of  great  good. 
The  Board  can  testify  to  the  correctness  of  this  statement  and  the 
Synods  would  do  well  to  encourage  the  formation  of  Woman's  Societies. 

Where  the  general  societies  are  considered  preferable,  embracing 
men,  women  and  young  people,  let  them  be  founded  by  all  means, 
but  a  society  of  some  kind,  in  some  form,  is  a  great  help  to  awaken 
missionary  enthusiasm  in  the  Church. 

Estimates  for  the   Year, 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  is  given  a  statement  of  the  expenses  of 
the  Board  for  missions  direct  as  nearly  $36,000.  That  sum  paid 
eighty-seven  missionaries.  It  included  all  that  the  Synods  paid  and 
all  the  special  moneys  that  came  into  the  treasury. 

Beginning  with  October,  the  Board  will  have  ninety-one  missions 
on  its  roll.  Some  of  these  missions  receive  but  small  appropriations, 
as  they  are  very  near  the  line  of  self-support.  Many  of  the  newer 
missions,  however,  have  been  enrolled  within  a  few  years  past,  and, 
being  city  missions,  the  appropriations  are  quite  large. 

Including  the  cost  of  the  Hungarian  Missions,  the  Harbor  Mission, 
the  salaries  of  the  Superintendents,  and  the  running  expenses  of  the 
Board,  the  sum  required  for  the  ensuing  year  will  fall  little  short  of  J40,- 
000.     Then,  the  Synods  must  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
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there  are  a  few  points  that  must  be  enrolled,  no  matter  how  limited 
the  funds,  upon  the  ground  that  the  work  cannot  stand  still,  but 
must  go  forward.  We  have  already  asked  for  ^3,000  for  the  'Hun- 
garian work  and  now  ask  for  ^40,000  for  the  general  work  of  the 
Board.  Then  the  Board  also  requests  that  the  $1,000  for  the  Har- 
bor missionary  be  provided  for,  as  before  stated,  and  that  it  be  in 
addition  to  these  sums.  The  Harbor  missionary  is  paid,  it  must  be 
remembered,  by  the  German  as  well  as  English  Synods.  This  .will 
make  a  grand  total  of  f  44,000  for  the  year. 

Whether  right  or  wrong,  or  whether  or  not  we  like  to  admit  it, 
yet  it  is  true  that  there  is  always  a  shortage  on  the  apportionment*;, 
and  the  sum  asked  for  will  not  more  than  reach,  when  we  make  al- 
lowance for  the  shrinkage.  Having  provided  for  the  Hungarian  and 
Harbor  missions  we  ask  the  Synods  to  make  the  following  apportion- 
ments for  the  $40,000.

This  is  the  same  amount  that  was  apportioned  last  year,  with  a  pos- 
sibly small  increase  in  the  Hungarian  estimate.  We  would  here  again 
earnestly  beg  of  the  Synods  to  assume  fully  the  $3,000  for  the  Hun- 
garian cause,  as  there  will  certainly  be  one  or  two  additional  mission- 
aries needed,  within  a  comparatively  short  time,  in  this  department 
of  the  work.  The  Board  would  urge  the  Synods  to  take  such  action, 
if  possible,  as  to  insure  the  collection  of  the  apportionments.  The 
Board  is  severely  blamed  at  times  for  not  opening  up  missions  at, 
what  seem  to  be,  favorable  places  If  the  Board  were  to  take  up  all 
points  that  are  urged  as  important  it  would  soon  be  involved  in  a 
hopeless  debt  and  would  receive  the  severe  censure  of  the  Church. 
A  certain  sum  is  asked  for  and  accepted  by  the  Synods.  If  the  Board 
could  fully  depend  on  the  sum  thus  promised  it  would  know  just 
what  to  do.  Under  the  present  way  of  doing,  however,  it  has  no 
specified  sum  to  depend  upon  with  a  certainty.  Where  there  are 
vacant  and  delinquent  charges  it  would  be  well  for  the  Classes  to 
send  committe<  s  into  them  to  collect  the  apportionments. 
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The   Outlook, 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  as  to  what  the  outlook  is,  in  our 
Church,  for  aggressive  mission  work.  Those  who  ask  the  question 
seem  to  intimate,  by  the  very  way  they  make  this  inquiry,  that  there 
should  be  more  spirit  and  enthusiasm  put  into  the  work  than  for- 
merly, or  even  than  at  the  present  time.  It  can  hardly  be  denied 
but  that  we  lack  somewhat  in  that  enthusiasm  which  has  enabled 
other  denominations,  no  stronger  than  we,  to  do  great  things  along 
missionary  lines.  If  our  theology  is  good,  and  our  educational  system 
of  religion  what  the  age  needs,  then  there  ought  to  be  a  fiery  enthu- 
siasm among  us  to  extend  the  borders  of  the  Church,  so  as  to  give  to 
men  what  we  believe  is  needful  for  their  salvation.  We  see  this  spirit 
in  other  denominations.  For  instance,  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians, 
until  lately, had  but  three  congregations  in  Chicago.  They  felt  that 
they  had  a  mission  there  and  ought  to  work  among  the  unsaved 
thousands  of  that  great  city.  They  organized  their  fourth  church  in 
Englewood,  in  the  south  part  of  the  city.  They  are  now  erecting  a 
church  building  at  a  cost  of  170,000,  most  of  which  comes  from  out- 
side of  the  city,  $20,000  coming  from  Ohio  alone.  This  maybe 
deemed  extravagance  by  some,  but  it  were  well  if  our  Church  had  a 
little  more  zeal  to  plant  her  standard  in  the  great  centers  of  popu- 
lation. We  need  to  emphasize  our  denominational  life  more  than 
we  have  done  in  the  past. 

To  answer  the  question  as  to  what  the  outlook  is  for  the  future, 
we  may  say : 

First.  That  as  regards  the  men  and  means  the  outlook  is  more 
hopeful  than  ever.  The  Church  is  growing  more  liberal  and  money 
comes  into  the  treasury  more  freely  than  was  formerly  the  case.  All 
the  various  forces  of  the  Church  are  at  work  for  her  extension,  which 
was  not  so  a  few  decades  ago.  For  the  home  and  foreign  work  in 
all  the  Synods,  according  to  the  latest  estimates,  there  was  expended 
last  year,  in  their  different  branches,  about  $110,000.  This  makes 
an  average  of  about  fifty  cents  per  member.  This  average  is  not 
large,  but  vastly  more  so  than  twenty  years  ago.  This  shows  a 
healthy  growth  and  substantial  progress  in  liberal  giving.  The 
young  men  are  also  more  willing  to  go  into  mission  fields  than  for- 
merly. All  these  things  combined  give  a  very  hopeful  outlook  for 
the  future  growth  of  the  Church. 

Second.  As  to  the  opportunities  for  the  growth  of  the  missionary 
work  we  can  say  that  they  never  were  as  bright  as  to-day.     There 
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are  numerous  points  waiting  our  coming.  In  the  East,  Baltimore, 
Philadelphia  and  .other  cities  need  additional  missions,  and  already 
the  brethren  are  organizing  Sunday-schools  which,  in  the  near  future, 
will  gfow  into  missions.  Beyond  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  within  - 
the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  there  are  a  score  of  places 
where  missions  should  be  opened.  Going  westward,  we  have 
Youngstown,  Toledo,  Indianapolis,  Omaha,  where  work  should  be 
commenced  at  once ;  while  an  additional  English  mission  should  be 
planted  in  West  Columbus  and  West  Cleveland,  Ohio.  In  addition 
to  the  cities  we  have  mentioned,  there  are  many  smaller  towns  along 
the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  where  the  Church  is  called  for.  We 
repeat  again,  that  our  opportunities  never  were  so  many,  neither  so 
hop)eful.  Will  the  Church  arouse  herself  and  put  on  her  strength, 
and  go  forth  to  do  greater  battle  for  the  Lord  ? 

Conclusion. 

We  bring  our  operations  before  the  Synods  for  their  examination. 
A  full  account  is  given  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  year.  We 
can  but  wish  that  much  more  had  been  done,  since  much  more 
should  have  been  done.  The  Board,  however,  did  the  best  it  could 
with  the  means  at  hand.  Full  satisfaction  was  not  given,  perhaps,  to 
all  j>arts  of  the  Church,  but  this  could  hardly  be  expected.  We 
have  great  reason  to  be  encouraged,  as  a  Church,  with  the  progress 
of  the  work.  Still  greater  efforts  should  be  put  forth  for  its  exten- 
sion. With  gratitude  to  God,  and  with  a  strong  faith  in  the  greater 
success  of  the  work  in  the  future,  we  send  forth  this  report  among 

the  churches.

II.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  and  to  the  Reverend  Potomac  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  As  the  report  of  the  General  Board  will  cover 
the  missions  within  your  bounds,  we  need  report  less  in  detail  than 
we  did  in  former  years. 

In  November,  1893,  the  Board  reorganized  for  another  four-year 
term  by  the  election  of  the  former  officers,  namely,  Rev.  J.  O.  Miller, 
D.  D.,  as  President,  Rev.  E.  N.  Kremer,  as  Secretary,  and  Elder 
John  J.  Nissley,  as  Treasurer.  These  three,  with  Superintendent  A. 
C.  Whitmer,  who  was  reelected  by  the  General  Board,  Rev.  C.  S.  Ger- 
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hard,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  VV.  Pontius  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Hoflfheins,  D. 
D.,  form  the  Executive  Council. 

Although  the  Board  has  only  advisory  power,  yet  this  fact  involves 
great  responsibility,  and  we  have  tried  to  be  faithful  to  our  trust. 
The  quarterly  reports  of  the  missionaries,  with  whatever  requests  they 
contained,  as  well  as  all  items  of  business  that  came  before  us  from 
time  to  time  received  due  attention. 

The  roll  of  missions  is  not  greatly  changed.  While  one  mission, 
Hamilton,  Wash.,  has  been  dropped  from  the  roll,  and  two  have 
become  self-supporting,  namely.  Concord,  N.  C,  and  Easton,  Pa., 
on  the  other  hand  fourhave  been  enrolled,  namely,  Thomasville,  N.  C, 
Mt.  Pleasant,  N.  C,  Everett,  Wash.,  and  Harrisonburg,  Va.  These 
enrollments  really  add  but  little  to  our  outlay,  for  all  receive  only 
small  appropriations,  while  Everett,  Wash.,  is  supported  by  special 
pledges  made  by  the  congregation  in  Frederick,  Md.,  and  by  the 
Young  People's  Society  of  Christain  Endeavor  of  Third  Street 
Church,  Easton,  Pa. 

The  question  of  transferring  our  Pacific  Coast  missions  to  the  Ger- 
man Board  of  the  West,  in  progress  a  year  ago,  has  not  yet  received 
final  answer. 

The  list  of  Church-building  Funds  has  lengthened  from  twenty-one 
on  record  a  year  ago  to  twenty-nine.  The  following  have  been  re- 
ceived during  the  year:  The  Florence  Clark  Shuman  Fund,  from 
Elder  Jeremiah  S.  Shuman,  of  Catawissa,  Pa.,  in  memory  of  his  de- 
ceased wife,  The  William  and  Susan  Dice  Fund,  from  the  heirs  of

Charles  F.  and  Maria  Hoke  McCauley  Fund,  in  loving  memory  from 
their  children  ;  The  Edwin  B.  and  Clara  S.  McCauley  Fund,  in  lov- 
ing  memory  from  their  brothers  and  sisters,  the  children  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Charles  F.  and  Maria  Hoke  McCauley;  The  EmmauneVs  Hanover 
Fund,  No.  3,  from  the  Missionary  Society  of  Emmanuel's  Church, 
Hanover,  Pa.;  and  lastly.  The  Martin  L.  and  Anna  C.  Lerch  Fund, 
from  Elder  Martin  L.  Lerch,  of  Freemansburg,  Pa. 

By  direction  of  the  Board  the  Superintendent  last  May  published 
a  second  edition  of  the  Tract  on  **  Our  Church-building  Funds," 
enlarged  and  complete,  the  expense  (  except  a  small  part )  having 
been  paid  by  Mrs.  Ezra  High,  of  the  First  Church,  Reading,  Pa. 
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Nearly  seven  hundred  copies  have  been  distributed,  in  the  hope  of 
awakening  still  greater  interest  in  this  important  part  of  our  work. 

The  report  of  Treasurer  John  J.  Nissley,  which  is  herewith  pre- 
sented, shows  that  both  Synods  have  fallen  far  short  of  the  appor- 
tionment for  the  support  of  the  missionaries  as  well  as  in  that  for 
church-building,  no  doubt  in  part  owing  to  the  hard  times. 

While  we  gratefully  report  that  the  missions  as  a  whole  are  doing 

well,  and  that  the  prospects  for  the  new  Synodical  year  are  bright,  the 

Board  must  at  the  same  time,  with  some  anxiety,  express  the  hope 

that  during  the  year  to  come  the  income  from  the  Eastern  and  the 

Potomac  Synods  will  be  much  larger  than  ever  before.

IV.  Secretary  Report — Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

To  tJie   Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed   Church   in   the    United 
States. 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren:  Were  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  to  present  to  your  Reverend  body  its  usual  annual  statement, 
showing  a  decline,  during  the  last  year,  in  the  fruitful  efficiency  of 
our  work  in  Japan,  it  would  be  only  what  might  be  expected  in  view 
of  the  political  and  warring  complications  in  that  country.  But  it  is 
with  thankful  hearts  that  we  find  ourselves  saved  from  such  a  painful 
necessity.  With  but  few  exceptions,  and  these  for  the  most  part 
readily  accounted  for,  it  is  our  happy  privilege  to  report  encouraging 
success  along  the  whole  line.     The  principal  exceptions  just  referred 
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to,  as  appears  from  the  late  statistical  report,  are  the  want  of  increase 
in  membeiship  and  the  falling  off  in  contributions,  in  part  of  our  field. 
This  appeals  to  be  confined  to  the  remoter  points.  When  for  one 
moment  we  consider  the  condition  of  our  evangelistic  work  during  the 
last  year,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Moore's  time  engrossed  in  the  Girls*  School ; 
with  Rev.  Schneder  not  sufficiently  recovered  to  take  his  wonted  part 
in  this  work;  with  Rev.  Miller  not  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  lan- 
guage ;  with  our  out-posts  left  to  the  care  of  native  evangelists  as  yet 
with  limited  exp)erience  in  their  work,  the  wonder  is  that  the  shortage 
is  not  much  greater.  The  decrease  in  contributions  may  be  ac- 
counted for,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  decrease  in  the  value  of  the  Jap- 
anese 7^«,  which  is  now  worth  only  about  fifty  cents,  whereas  our  re- 
port is  in  gold.  They  may  have  contributed  nearly  as  many  y€n  as 
they  did  the  year  before,  but  their  value  is  much  less  in  gold. 

A  considerable  number  of  names  have  been  erased  from  the  con- 
gregational lists,  in  consequence  of  the  alienation  of  many,  caused  by 
the  political  agitations  and  violent  opposition  of  the  Buddhists.  It 
has  been  a  year  of  sifting.  But  while  the  number  of  <'  Dismissals  and 
Erasures"  was  124  and  deaths  31  (the  dismissals  are  not  to  be 
counted  as  defections),  yet  the  net  increase  of  members  is  greater  this 
year  than  the  one  preceding.  The  number  received  from  other 
churches  was  but  little  over  half  what  it  was  the  year  before,  while  the 
number  of  baptisms  was  235  against  94.  The  total  membership  is 
i960  as  against  1842,  probably  by  this  time  2000.  There  were  five 
graduates  from  the  Theological  Department  of  the  Tohoku  Gakuin, 
thus  increasing  the  number  of  native  workers. 

The  necessity  of  an  early  reinforcement  of  our  workers  in  both  the 
teaching  and  evangelistic  departments  was  apparent  to  the  13oard. 
The  wisdom  of  enabling  them  to  acquire  the  language  before  the 
necessity  for  their  service  became  immediately  imperative  was  also 
clear.  When,  therefore,  the  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  of  our 
Church  proposed  to  support  a  new  missionary  to  Japan  upon  the  sole 
condition  that  he  called  the  **  C.  E.  Missionary,"  thus  providing  for 
the  support  of  one,  the  Board  felt  warranted,  besides  appointing  Rev. 
S.  S.  Snyder,  of  Columbiana,  O.,  the  **C.  E.  Missionary,*'  to  ap- 
point a  second,  Mr.  Christopher  Noss,  of  Silver  Run,  Md.^who, 
after  taking  a  post-graduate  course  of  one  year  in  the  University  at 
Berlin,  Germany,  will  proceed  to  his  field  of  labor  in  Japan. 

Verily  has  God  blessed  our  work.  We  look  forward  to  the  com- 
ing year  with  bright  hopes  and  expectations.     Rev.  Dr.  Moore  will 
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be  released  from  the  Girl's  School  by  the  arrival  of  Miss  Zurfluh,  and 
will  be  enabled  to  devote  himself  to  his  proper  evangelistic  work. 
Rev.  Snyder  will  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  extent  that  his  want  of 
acquaintance  with  the  language  will  allow,  and  when,  after  another 
year,  Mr.  Christopher  Noss,  now  under  appointment,  shall  take  his 
place  in  the  field,  the  Board  anticipates  a  forward  movement  in  our 
work  such  as  it  has  not  been  in  our  power  hitherto  to  effect. 

The  question  of  the  effective  prosecution  of  our  work  awaits  its 
solution,  not  so  much  in  Japan,  as  here  at  home.  Will  the  home 
Church  furnish  the  means  for  the  realization  of  our  hopes  ?  We  look 
to  you,  beloved  brethren,  for  the  answer.  For  after  all,  success 
largely  depends  upon  our  pastors. 

The  self-denial  effort  to  relieve  the  Board  of  its  embarrassing  in- 
debtediletB  was  but  a  partial  success,  furnishing  but  little  over  half 
the  needed  sum.  But  that  was  a  great  help.  The  measure  was  new 
to  the  Church,  and  commanded  the  cooperation  of  but  a  portion  of 
our  congregations.  In  view  of  the  pressing  necessities  now  weighing 
upon  the  Board  of  providing  comfortable  residences  for  Rev.  Dr. 
Moore  and  Rev.  Snyder,  and  in  another  year  for  Brother  Noss,  we 
most  respectfully  ask  your  reverend  body  to  designate  the  approach- 
ing Lenten  season,  or  such  other  time  as  may  be  deemed  befitting, 
as  a  time  for  special  self-denial  offerings  tv)  meet  the  emergency. 
We  need  at  least  some  eight  thousand  dollars  for  the  three  houses 
and  necessary  grounds,  over  and  above  the  sum  designated  by  Gen- 
eral Synod  for  current  expenses. 

We  alsD  respectfully  urge  your  Synod  to  take  such  action  as  will 
move  the  Church  to  respond  promptly  and  favorably  to  the  action  of 
General  Synod  in  this  sacred  interest. 

Brethren  in  the  Lord,  you  have  laid  the  Lord's  work  upon  us. 

Our  hands  are  to  the  plow,  and  we  pray  that  we  be  not  compelled  to 

turn  back  for  want  of  means.

V,   The  Report  on  Missions, 

The  Committee  on  Missions  read  its  report  on  Monday,  during  the 
afternoon  session.  The  report  was  considered  item  by  item  and  fin- 
ally adopted  as  a  whole.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 
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Your  Committee  on  Missions  would  respectfully  offer  the  following 
report ; 
The  documents  referred  to  us  are : . 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  the  Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods, 
together  with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  same. 

3.  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Foreign  Missions. 

4.  A  statement  by  Superintendent  A.  C.  Whitmer,  relative  to  the 
needs  of  the  English  Mission  at  Chicago. 

5.  A  Booklet  entitled  **Our  Church-buildings  Funds. 

From  the  reports  of  the  various  Boards  we  learn  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  financial  depression  of  the  country,  the  work  of  Missions, 
both  Home  and  Foreign^  was  carried  forward  with  zeal  and  energy. 
The  results  furthermore  show  that  the  blessing  of  God  has  rested  upon 
the  work,  thus  challenging  our  sincere  confidence  and  continued 
support.  Two  important  facts  are  clearly  shown:  First,  that  the 
field  of  opportunity  is  enlarging  both  at  home  and  abroad,  a  reiterated 
cry  for  assistance  is  heard,  and  the  plaintive  plea  is  made  again  to  the 
churches  to  furnish  the  m'jans  whereby  greater  and  more  glorious 
things  can  be  done  to  the  glory  and  honor  of  God  and  of  his  Christ. 
Second,  the  unpalatable  fact  that  the  apportionments  made  in  good 
faith  are  not  met  by  the  Church,  thus  causing  keen  dissappointment 
and  seriously  affecting  the  work. 

The  General  Board  imperatively  needs  the  sum  of  $40,000  to  sup- 
port the  ninty-one  missions  under  its  care,  and  to  enroll  a  few  more 
of  the  many  applications  made,  therefore,  we, 

1.  Recommend  that  this  Synod  assume  the  sum  of  ;Si 7,000  for 
this  work  and  apportion  the  same  in  the  various  Classes. 

2.  That  this  Synod  in  hearty  appreciation  of  Church  Extension 
apportion  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  Church  Building  upon  the  various 
Classes,  one-half  to  be  paid  into  General  Synod's  Board  and  the 
one-half  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Boaid  of  the  Eastern  and  Potomac 
Synod ;  and  approve  the  idea  of  Classical  Church-building  Funds 
of  $500  each. 

3.  That  the  sum  of  J  1,000  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  for 
Hungarian  Missions. 

4.  That  J300  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  for  Harbor  Missions. 

5.  That  in  view  of  the  pressing  needs  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  we  recommend  that  $  1 5 ,000  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes 
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for  this  worthy  cause;  and  furthermore  that  the  attention  of  the 
Classes  be  called  to  the  needs  of  the  Board  to  provide  suitable  build- 
ings for  the  use  of  the  missionaries. 

6.  That  in  appreciation  of  the  needs  of  the  English  Mission  at  Chi- 
cago, the  Synod  would  say  that  at  least  {2,000  should  be  raised 
within  our  bounds  for  this  object ;  and  that  Synod  recommend  the 
duly  authorized  agent,  Mr.  D.  O.  Lantz,  to  the  pastors,  consistories 
and  congregations  within  our  bounds. 

7.  Realizing  the  grave  importance  that  the  various  sums  now  ap- 
portioned be  actually  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  Missions,  the  Synod 
would  challenge  the  Classes  to  take  such  action  as  to  meet  the  positive 
demands  and  needs  of  the  Church  in  this  department  of  its  work. 

8.  Synod  recommends  the  book,  **Our  Church-building  Funds," 
to  the  attention  of  the  pastors  for  judicious  circulation. 

With  thanks  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  for  past  blessings,  we 
trust  the  work  of  Missions  for  future  guidance  and  blessing,  to  Him 
who  liveth  and  reigneth  forever.  T.  J.  Hacker,  Chairman, 

The  foregoing  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  was 
adopted,  and  the  items  i,  2,  3,  4  and  5  were  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance  to  have  the  same  apportioned  on  the  various  Classes. 

The  Elder  James  T.  Reber,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  Treasurer  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  of  the  General  Synod,  made  a  statement  in 
regard  to  the  depleted  condition  of  the  Treasury,  whereupon  Synod 
adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  Synod  has  heard  with  regret  the  statement  made  by 
Elder  James  T.  Reber,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  that  the 
Treasury  is  depleted,  and  the  consequent  pressing  need  of  our  miss- 
ionaries. 

Resolved^  That  the  pastors  on  the  floor  of  Synod  be  earnestly  re- 
quested, on  their  return  to  their  respective  fields  of  labor,  to  see  to  it 
that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  furnish  relief  by  an  appeal  to  their 
people,  or  see  to  it  that  their  apportionments  be  raised  and  paid  over. 

Resolved^  That  Synod  hereby  direct  its  Stated  Clerk  to  issue  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Church  at  large  through  our  Church  papers  in  behalf  of 
our  needy  missionaries. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

FINANCE. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod  and  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  were  received. 
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The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance,  and  the  item  in  the  report  of  Trustees,  declaring  a 
vacancy  in  the  Board,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod,  to 
wit:

ARTICLE  XVI. 


APPEALS    AND   REFERENXES. 


The  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Clairses,  in  regard 
to  the  several  items  contained  in  the  report  under  the  head  of  Irreg- 
ularities, was  affirmed. 

The  appeal  of  consistory  of  St.  Stephen's  Reformed  Church, 
Pottstown,  against  the  action  of  Goshenhoppen  Classis,  and  also  the 
complaint  of  its  pastor.  Rev.  C.  H.  Herbst,  against  the  action  by 
the  same  Classis  in  the  aforesaid  case,  were  referred  to  a  special 
comniittee  consisting  of  Revs.  Thos.  J.  Hacker,  T.  Derr  and  Elder 
J.  B.  Pearson,  for  an  investigation  of  the  papers  in  the  case. 

The  committee  presented  the  following  report  on  Saturday  after- 
noon, which  was  adopted.     It  reads  as  follows,  to  Avit: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  of  the  appeal  of 
the  consistory  of  the  St.  Stephen's  Reformed  Church  of  Pottstown, 
Pa.,  from  the  action  of  Goshenhoppen  Classis  for  suspending  them 
from  office  together  with  the  complaint  of  Rev.  C.  H.  Herbst, 
against  the  action  of  Goshenhoppen  Chissis  because  said  Classis 
sought  to  prevent  him  as  a  former  pastor  from  ministering  to  the  St. 
Stephen's  Reformed  congregation  at  Pottstown,  Pa.,  would  report 
that  we  have  examined  the  papers  in  both  cases  and  find  both  the 
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appeal  and  the  complaint  to  come  regularly  before  Synod  ;  therefore 
we  recommend  the  following : 

That  the  appeal  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday  morning 
at  lo  o'clock,  in  the  following  order. 

1.  The  papers  in  the  case  to  be  read. 

2.  That  the  appellant  and  respondent  have  each  one  hour  and 
thirty  minutes  to  present  his  side  of  the  case. 

3.  That  the  appellant  occupy  one  hour  in  opening  the  case. 

4.  That  the  respondent  have  his  full  time  of  one  hour  and  thirty 
minutes  to  reply. 

5.  That  the  appellant  have  thirty  minutes  to  close. 

6.  That  immediately  after  the  hearing  of  the  appellant  and  re- 
spondent, the  Synod  should  without  debate  proceed  to  vote  by  call- 
ing the  roll. 

That  the  complaint  be  heard  immediately  after  the  appeal  case  is 
disposed  of,  in  the  following  order : 

1.  The  papers  in  the  case  to  be  read. 

2.  That  both  the  complainant  and  the  respondent  have  each  thirty 
minutes  time  to  present  his  side  of  the  case. 

3.  That  the  complainant  have  twenty  minutes  to  open  the  case. 

4.  That  the  respondent  have  his  full  time,  thirty  minutes,  to  reply. 

5.  That  the  complainant  have  ten  minutes  to  close. 

6.  That  immediately  after  the  complainant  and  respondent  are 
heard  the  Synod  shall  without  debate  proceed  to  vote  by  calling  the 
roll. 

Your  committee  would  futhermore  report  that  both  appellant  and 
complainant  have  selected  Rev.  J.  H.  Sechler,  D.  D.,  Rev.  D.  E. 
Schoedler  and  Elder  F.  G.  Hobson  as  counsel  in  presenting  afore- 
said appeal  and  complaint  before  Synod.

The  hearing  of  the  appeal  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  on  Monday 
at  10  a.  m.,  and  the  hearing  of  the  complaint  was  to  follow  imme- 
diately after  the  appeal  was  disposed  of. 

Before  the  hour  had  arrived  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  by  calling  the  yeas  and 
nays. 

Whereas,  It  is  a  matter  of  common  notoriety  that  the  St.  Stephen's 
Reformed  Church  of  Pottstown,  Pa.,  has  gone  into  dissolution,  a 
fact  which  no  one  disputes;  and. 
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Whereas,  The  appeal  of  the  disintegrated  consistory  of  the  church 
aforesaid,  now  before  Synod,  is  no  longer  a  real  case  ;  and, 

Whereas,  Should  the  pending  question  be  tried,  whatever  might  be ' 
the  issue,  the  decision  would  not  be  a  judgment  against  or  in  favor  of 
any  member  or  church ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  there  is  in  reality  no  appellant  in  exist- 
ence, it  would  be  unwise  and  unparliamentary  to  try  an  abstract  prin- 
ciple, and  hence  this  case  of  appeal  ought  to  be  and  hereby  is  dis- 
missed.

John  H.  Sechler,  D.  E.  Schoedler  and  Elder  F.  G.  Hobson, 
individually,  on  their  own  behalf,  and  on  behalf  of  E.  K.  Embody, 
W.  B.  Frick,  J.  H.  Missinger,  H.  Rothenberger,  W.  F.  S.  Mack, 
Peter  F.  Auchey,  William  Rightenour  and  A.  H.  Hill,  individuals, 
and  through  the  same  persons  as  the  consistory  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  of  Pottstown,  Pa.,  defendants,  do  hereby  appeal  from  and 
complain  against  the  action  of  the  Eastern  Synod  in  dismissing  the 
appeal  of  the  consistory  of  St  Stephen's  Reformed  Church,  at  Potts- 
town, Pa.,  from  the  action  of  Goshenhoppen  Classis. 

By  the  action  of  Synod  a  special  committee  was  appointed,  consist- 
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ing  of  Revs.  E.  V.  Gerhart,  C.  S.  Gerhard  and  E.  N.  Kremer,  to 
defend  the  action  of  this  body  at  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  request  of  West  Susquehanna  Classis  to  receive  credit  for  the 
amount  paid  Treasurer  Charles  Santee  for  Hungarian  Missions  was 
granted. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted,  having  reference  to  several 
items  in  the  Report  of  Minutes  of  Classes  on  subjects  referred. 

Resolved^  That  Synod  expresses  its  regret  that  East  Pennsylvania 
Classis  refuses  to  pay  its  fall  apportionment  for  Home  Missions  and 
Church-building  and  reiterates  its  action  of  last  year  with  reference 
to  the  apportionment  upon  the  Classes  and  the  sustentation  of 
Stroudsburg  Mission. 

Resolved^  That  Synod  has  heard  with  regret  that  East  Susquehanna 
Classis  has  refused  to  accept  its  full  apportionment  for  Missions,  and 
earnestly  requests  said  Classis  to  reconsider  its  action  and  endeavor 
to  raise  the  full  amount  apportioned  by  Synod. 

Resotoedy  That  the  Synod  has  heard  with  regret  of  the  refusal  of 
Lancaster  Classis  to  accept  its  full  apportionment  for  Harbor  Missions 
and  Church-building  purposes,  and  earnestly  requests  said  Classis  to 
reconsider  its  action  and  endeavor  to  raise  the  amount  for  all  pur- 
poses apportioned  by  Synod. 

The  following  action  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  circumstances  under  which  this  Synod  allowed  con- 
gregations to  devote  their  ordinary  benevolent  contributions  to  pur- 
poses other  than  those  under  the  care  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church 
no  longer  exist ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  directs  its  pastors  and  consistories  to 
cooperate  with  the  various  Boards  by  accepting  the  apportionments 
made  by  the  Classes  on  charges,  and  that  these  apportionments  be 
regarded  as  morally  binding  upon  the  congregations,  and  that  when  • 
ever  the  apportionments  are  not  paid  they  be  reported  as  arrearages. 

Under  item  2,  under  the  head  of  Requests  on  the  Report  of  the 
Minutes  of  Classes,  Synod  adopted  the  following : 

Whereas,  The  statistical  reports  as  published  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
S)mods  show  that  a  great  many  names  are  dropped  from  the  records 
without  accounting  for  them  in  a  proper  way ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  overture  General  Synod  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  or  take  such  action  as  the  importance  of  the  case  may 
demand. 
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Resolved,  That  the  deaths  of  confirmed  and  unconfirmed  members 
of  the  Church  be  reported  in  separate  columns  in  the  statistical  tables, 
and  that  all  ministers  be  required  by  their  respective  Classes  to  ac- 
count for  every  name  taken  from  the  roll  of  the  confirmed  member- 
ship by  dismissal,  erasure,  excommunication  or  death. 

The  following  overture  was  read  and  is  hereby  presented  to  Gen- 
eral Synod  for  further  action : 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  would  respectfully  overture  the  General 
Synod  to  give  a  deliverance  on  the  following  points : 

1 .  Can  a  Classis  try  a  consistory  as  such? 

2.  Can  a  Classis  depose  from  office  a  consistory  as  such  ? 

3.  Can  a  Classis  entertain  and  act  on  charges  against  a  consistory 
or  individual  members  of  a  consistory  brought  directly  before  the 
Classis  without  appeal  or  complaint  from  the  lower  judicatory  ? 

4.  If  the  deliverance  of  General  Synod  on  points  i  and  2  should  be 
in  the  affirmative ;  can  a  Classis  try  a  consistory  or  individual  members 
of  a  consistory  on  substantially  the  same  charges  on  which  they  had 
been  tried  and  acquitted  before?

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

In  the*2d  item  of  the  Report  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  on  Sunday-schools  is  referred  to,  the  report  was 
presented  by  the  committee,  read  by  Elder  F.  G.  Hobson,  acted  no 
item  by  item  and  finally  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Stattding  Committee  on  Sunday  schools. 
To  Reverend  Eastern  Synods  Re/or tned  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  the  Synod  would  respectfully  offer  the  following  report : 

The  first  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on 
Friday  Morning,  February  2,  1894;  a  permanent  organization  was 
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effected  by  the  election  of  Rev.  J.  S.  Stahr,  D.  D.,  as  president  and 
F.  G.  Hobson  Esq.,  as  Secretary.  The  general  Secretary, 'Rev.  R. 
W.  Miller,  who  was  inducted  into  office  on  the  evening  preceding, 
was  present,  and,  after  a  full  and  free  discussion  of  the  opportunties 
and  methods  available  for  the  effective  prosecution  of  Sunday-school 
work  during  the  present  year,  it  was  resolved  to  lay  special  stress  at 
this  time  upon  a  larger  enrollment  of  Sunday-school  scholars,  and  the 
gathering  of  reliable  statistics  for  future  use.  Sub-committees  were 
appointed  to  assist  in  the  organization  of  Classical  Committees,  and 
such  arrangement  was  made  to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Board,  and  to  advance  the  interests  of  Sunday-school  work, 
as  were  felt  to  be  within  the  scope  of  your  committee's  authority. 
The  committee  also  arranged  for  a  Sunday-school  meeting  during 
the  present  session  of  Synod,  as  provided  for  in  the  resoludons  by 
which  your  committee  was  called  into  existence. 

It  is  gratifying  to  your  committee  that,  although  the  appointment  of 
a  General  Sunday-school  Secretary  and  of  Standing  Committees  on 
Sunday-schools  by  Synods  and  Classes  marks  a  new  departure  in  this 
department  of  church  work,  the  response  of  the  Church  to  the  action 
of  the  Synod  has  been  so  hearty  and  so  general,  Children's  Day  has 
been  observed  as  never  before,  nearly  all  the  Classes  have  organized 
effective  committees  and  Sunday-school  associations,  statistics  have 
been  more  carefully  collected,  and  the  enrollment  of  scholars  has  been 
largely  increased.  It  is  believed  that  the  interest  already  awakened 
augurs  well  for  the  future  efficiency  of  our  Sunday-school  work,  and 
that  with  intelligent,  orderly,  systematic  and  coordinated  effort  our 
Sunday-schools  will  become  what  they  ought  to  be,  the  most  protent 
factor  in  the  up-building  and  extension  of  the  Church  by  the  proper 
training  of  the  young  and  the  dissemination  of  gospel  truth  among 
those  of  maturer  years. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  make  the  following  recommen- 
dations : 

1.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Classical  Committees  be  requested  to 
furnish  a  duplicate  of  the  statistical  report  which  they  will  present  to 
their  respective  Classes,  to  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  your  Synod - 
ical  Committee. 

2.  That  the  Classes  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to  urge  upon  all 
pastors,  consistories  and  Sunday-school  officers,  the  importance  of 
making  earnest  effort  to  increase  the  enrollment  and  attendance  of 
Sunday-school  scholars  in  all  the  Schools  under  their  jurisdiction. 
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3-  That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  urge  the  general  observance  of 
Children's  Day  and  to  request  that  the  offerings  lifted  on  this  day  be 
devoted  to  the  general  Sunday-school  cause. 

4.  Your  committee,  having  decided  at  the  outset  that  special  efforts 
should  be  made  in  the  way  of  increasing  the  attendance  in  all  our 
Sunday-schools,  felt  the  importance  of  getting  accurate  statistics  on 
this  subject,  and  it  was  resolved  that  a  Roll  of  Honor  should  be  pre- 
pared including  the  names  of  all  Sunday-schools  in  which  the  enroll- 
ment is  equal  to  or  larger  than  the  communicant  membership  of  the 
churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong.  The  preparation  of  this 
roll  has  been  committed  to  Elder  F.  G.  Hobson,  the  Secretary  of  the 
committee,  who  will,  in  due  time,  exhibet  the  same  to  the  Synod. 

The  term  of  Rev.  J.  S.  Stahr,  D.  D. ,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee expires  with  this  meeting  of  Synod.

As  the  whole  ground  was  covered  by  the  former  action,  it  is  our 
opinion  that  no  further  action  is  now  needed.

PUBLICATION. 

Th€  Annual  Report  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed 

Church  in  the  United  States^  i8g4. 

To  the  Pittsburgh^  Potomac  and  Eastern  Synods  : 

Dear  Brethren  ;  Your  Publication  Board  is  pleased  to  report 
that  the  results  for  the  past  year  have  been  gratifying,  in  view  of  the  . 
widespread  depression  that  existed  in  all  departments  of  trade, 
which  bore  with  great  severity  upon  publication  interests  throughout 
the  whole  country.  Notwithstanding  this  fact,  the  subscription  list 
of  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger  has  increased,  and  the  other 
periodicals  with  few  exceptions  have  increased  or  maintained  their 
former  circulation. 

The  books  of  the  lessee,  which  were  duly  examined,  showed  re- 
ceipts for  the  year  from  all  sources  of  S35, 176.39,  which,  being  with- 
in the  limit  of  ^40,000,  the  basis  of  the  guarantee,  entitles  the 
Board  to  receive  %  i ,  200  from  the  lessee.  This  sum  was  received  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  is  included  in  his  report  submitted 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  September  5,  1894,  the  only 
meeting  held  during  the  year.  The  Treasurer,  James  T.  Reber, 
then  reported  total  funds  in  hand  of  J9, 17 1.96,  of  which  $9 7 1.96 
was  in  cash  and  the  remainder  in  investments  yielding  5  per  cent. 
and  6  per  cent,  interest. 

At  its  late  meeting  the  Board  passed  resolutions  commending  to 
the  several  Synods  this  particular  interest,  and  bespeaking  for  it  their 
active  cooperation  in  the  extension  of  its  field  and  the  increase  of 
its  patrons.  The  direct  pecuniary  benefit,  even  under  conditions 
more  or  less  adverse,  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  your  Boardshould 
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not  have  been  countenanced,  are  so  manifest  in  the  handsome  fund 
already  to  your  credit  that  this  consideration  alone  should  serve  to 
concentrate  your  individual  and  joint  support  upon  this  House  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  others. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  is  called  to  the  ex- 
piration, January  i,  1895,  of  the  term  of  G.  S.  Griffith  and  that  of 
the  Eastern  Synod  to  the  expiration  of  the   term  of  Edward  J. 

Durban.

ORPHANS*    HOMES. 


The  following  report  of  the  officers  of  Bethany  Orphan's  Home 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Orphans' 
Homes. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  We  herewith  hand  you 
the  Thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  Bethany  Orphans'  Home  in 
printed  pamphlet  form.  This  is  more  full  than  any  written  report 
would  be  which  we  might  present  to  your  reverend  body.  The 
pastors  of  the  Eastern  Synod  have  all  been  furnished  with  copies  of 
this  pamphlet,  and  it  is  presumed  that  they  have  examined  its  con- 
tents.    Permit  us,  however,  herewith  to  add  a  few  items. 

First.  As  servants  of  the  Church  and  stewards  in  the  household 
of  faith,  we  endeavor  to  administer  the  affairs  of  Bethany  Orphans' 
Home  in  a  practical  and  economical  manner.  Not  everyone  who 
knocks  at  the  door  for  entrance  is  admitted.  In  every  case  we  en- 
deavor to  ascertain  very  clearly  whether  the  applicant  is  actually 
needy  and  worthy,  and  if  found  so,  every  applicant  coming  within 
well  established  rules  is  admitted. 
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Second,  All  the  orphans  in  Bethany  Home  are  dependent  upon 
the  Church  for  support.     We  have  no  boarders. 

Third,  Upon  a  careful  calculation  we  feel  it  necessary  to  ask  for 
the  same  amount  of  contributions  at  the  coming  Christmas  season, 
as  that  which  received  last  year,  namely  about  f6,ooo.  This 
amount  is  necessary  to  pay  present  indebtedness  on  current  expenses 
and  to  take  the  family  through  the  winter. 

Again  acknowledging  our  dependence  upon  God,  thanking  Him 
for  His  gracious  care  over  us,  and  you  for  your  sympathy,  active 
interest  and  practical  help  in  the  past,  and  invoking  God's  blessing 
and  your  assistance  in  the  future,  we  are,

The  Standing  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes,  to  whom  the  fore- 
going document  was  referred,  read  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

Your  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes  offer  the  following  report : 

The  Thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
Bethany  Orphans'  Home  was  referred  to  us,  together  with  a  written 
document  containing  additional  items.  From  these  papers  we 
learn  that  the  Home  has  been  well  supported  during  the  year  and  is 
in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  health  of  all  the  inmates  has  been 
good,  and  no  deaths  have  occurred.  The  Board  of  Managers,  the 
Ladies'  Visiting  and  Advisory  Committee,  the  Superintendent  and 
his  assistants  all  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  carry  forward 
the  work  and  advance  the  interests  of  the  Home,  and  have  met 
with  most  encouraging  success. 

During  the  year  27  were  admitted  and  29  dismissed,  leaving  the 
present  number  104,  43  of  whom  are  girls  and  61  boys.  The 
highest  number  in  the  Home  at  one  time  during  the  year  was  115, 
and  the  total  number  cared  for  132.  Of  the  29  who  left  the  Home 
during  the  year  22  were  restored  to  their  mothers,  6  given  in  charge 
of  guardians  or  near  relatives  and  i  indentured. 

In  view  of  the  prosperity  enjoyed  by  the  Home  your  committee 
recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  consideration  and  adoption  : 

Resolved  i ,  That  this  Synod  rejoices  to  hear  of  the  prosperous  con- 
dition of  Bethany  Orphans'  Home,  and  expresses  its  devout  grati- 
tude to  Almighty  God  for  His  continued  favor  and  blessing. 
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Resohed  2,  That  the  cause  of  the  orphans  be  earnestly  com- 
mended to  the  increased  liberality  and  support  of  the  Classes,  pastors, 
congregations  and  Sunday-schools,  with  the  hope  that  the  contribu- 
tions this  year  will  equal  or  exceed  those  of  last  year. 

Resolved  3,  That  we  recommend  that  special  offerings  be  made 
in  all  our  churches  and  Sunday-schools  during  the  coming  Christ- 
mas festival  for  the  support  of  this  noble  charity.

ARTICLE  XXI. 

CHURCH   GOVERNMENT. 

On  the  7th  item  in  the  Report  on  Overtures,  having  reference  to 
a  memorial  from  Calvin  College,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  a  com- 
munication from  Erie  Classis,  Central  Synod,  a  special  Committee 
was  appointed  consisting  of  Revs.  H.  M.  Kieffer,  D.  D,,  Jas.  I. 
Good,  D.  D.,  D.  W.  Gerhard,  and  Elders  Chas.  Denues  and  S.  M. 
Hemperly,  to  whom  the  aforesaid  documents  were  referred. 

The  communications  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

A  MemoriaL 

Addressed  to  the  Eastern^  the  Potomac,  the  Pittsburgh  and  the  Ohio 
Synods  of  the  Refortned  Church  in  the  United  States, 

Dear  Brethren  :  You  are  probably  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
Lord  has  favored  our  Church  in  the  city  of  Cleveland  to  a  remarka- 
ble degree.  In  the  course  of  thirty-four  years  eleven  congregations 
have  been  established  here,  and  the  three  important  agencies  of  a 
Publishing  House,  a  College,  and  a  Home  for  Deaconesses. 

Of  these  three  institutions,  Calvin  College  is  brought  to  your  no- 
tice by  an  overture  of  Erie  Classis,  a  certified  copy  of  which  is  sent 
with  this  memorial.  In  explanation  of  this  overture,  the  following 
statements  are  respectfully  submitted. 

Calvin  College  was  chartered  in  1S83  on  the  German-English 
plan.  The  majority  of  the  German  ministers  and  congregations  did 
not  then,  and  do  not  now  approve  of  the  same,  and  it  was  found  im- 
possible to  build  up  the  school  on  the  support  derived  from  the  mi- 
nority favorable  to  its  principles.     So,  about  four  years  ago,  efforts 
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were  inaugurated  to  acquaint  the  English  speaking  Church  with  the 
aims  and  needs  of  the  College,  and  to  obtain  additional  funds. 

This  was  not  done  on  the  ground  that  the  transition  of  our  Ger- 
man people  into  the  English  language  should  be  favored  or  acceler- 
ated. It  was  taken  for  granted  that  such  transition  has  been  going 
on,  and  will  continue  to  go  on  at  all  times,  independent  of  any  ef- 
forts put  forth  by  any  body  of  men.  But  the  Church  has  suffered 
severe  losses  for  want  of  a  sufficiently  large  number  of  ministers 
able  and  willing  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  both  the  younger  and  the 
older  members  in  the  congregations  during  their  periods  of  tran- 
sition, and  this  is  due  to  the  fact,  that  neither  the  schools  controlled 
by  English  Synods  nor  those  controlled  by  German  Synods  can 
reasonably  be  expected  to  arrange  their  courses  of  study  so  as  to 
equally  favor  both  languages. 

The  experience  of  our  Church  in  past  years  has  been  that  German 
born  students  do  not  generally  learn  enough  of  English  in  a  school 
under  German  control  to  enable  and  to  encourage  them  to  officiate 
in  English ;  and  students  coming  from  English  speaking  parents  do 
not,  as  a  rule,  learn  enough  German  in  a  school  arranged  on  the 
plan  of  American  colleges  to  preach  German  sermons  with  ease  and 
with  good  results.  To  train  men  in  full  command  of  both  languages, 
a  school  is  needed  where  some  of  the  branches  considered  essential 
in  American  colleges  are  omitted,  and  such  a  school  Calvin  College 
proposes  to  be. 

No  better  locality  for  its  purposes  could  probably  be  found  than  in 
the  very  heart  and  center  of  German  church  work.  The  locality 
seems  providentially  prepared  for  it. 

Calvin  College  may  also  be  said  to  have  stood  the  test  of  years 
and  of  severe  and  protracted  trials.  It  is  true  it  has  net  flourished, 
nor  has  it  attained  great  i)ower,  but  it  has  done  some  good,  under 
most  adverse  circumstances.  The  College  cannot,  however,  be  ex- 
pected to  continue  its  work  for  an  indefinite  number  of  years,  with 
the  resources  at  present  available.  The  salaries  paid  are  too  low,  and 
the  continuous  extraordinaay  efforts  now  necessary  to  collect  money 
enough  to  meet  current  expenses  are  too  exhaustive.  ^Measures 
must  be  taken  to  place  this  school  on  a  safe  financial  basis,  l)efore  it 
may  be  too  late.  And  even  if  the  needed  revenues  could  be,  for 
any  great  length  of  time,  secured  under  present  conditions ;  as  long 
as  the  College  is  owned  exclusively  by  a  German  body  fears  must 
be  entertained   that  it  may  be  made  too  German,  just  as  the  oppo- 
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she  danger  threatens  of  its  becoming  too  English  for  its  peculiar 
mission  if  it  were  the  exclusive  property  of  an  English  body.  It  is 
for  this  two-fold  object,  then,  of  guarding  against  financial  embar- 
rassment, and  of  guarding  against  a  possible  alienation  of  funds  from 
the  German-English  work,  that  the  four  English  Synods  are  asked 
at  this  present  time  to  make  arrangements  for  a  joint  ownership  of 
Calvin  College  with  Erie  Classis. 

Some  members  of  the  English  Synods  may  feel  reluctant  to  take 
this  step,  on  the  ground  that  the  displeasure  of  the  three  German 
Synods  might  possibly  be  incurred  by  it,  the  majority  of  whose  mem- 
bers are  known  to  be  opposed  to  the  work  of  Calvin  College.  But 
as  long  as  the  German  Church  refuses  to  enter  into  any  of  the  pro- 
posals for  the  unification  of  Home  Missionary  Boards,  and  as  long 
as  there  is  no  hope  for  having  any  one  of  the  German  Churches  in 
our  large  cities  making  any  arrangements  for  a  peaceful  transfer  of 
their  youth  to  English  congregations,  the  Reformed  Church  as  a 
whole  will  certainly  expose  herself  to  less  loss  by  such  displeasure 
than  by  losing  her  opportunity  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  a 
training  school  for  German  ministers  in  full  sympathy  with  the  En- 
glish speaking  Church. 

Other  objections  may  be  based  on  the  apparent  smallness  of  Cal- 
vin College,  precluding  the  possibility,  or  at  least  the  probability,  of 
her  ever  graduating  a  sufficiently  large  number  of  future  ministers 
to  produce  any  perceptible  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  German 
Synods.  But  that  number  will  grow  with  the  growth  of  the  College, 
and  the  College  will  grow  as  soon  as  a  suitable  constituency  is  se- 
cured. Moreover,  the  very  existence  of  the  College  will  serve  to 
bring  the  Germans  and  the  English  nearer  together  by  removing 
prejudicies  and  misunderstandings,  through  personal  intercourse, 
and  by  demonstrating  beyond  all  doubt  and  cavil  the  possibility  of 
peaceful  and  brotherly  cooperation. 

The  financial  affairs  of  Calvin  College  have  sometimes  been  rep- 
resented as  so  hopelessly  embarrassed  that  Synods,  in  assuming  part 
responsibility  for  them,  would  exj)ose  themselves  to  larger  expense 
than  could  be  foreseen.  To  show  the  utter  groundlessness  of  such 
fears,  the  following  statement  of  expenditurts  and  income  for  the 
last  year,  and  of  present  resources  and  liabilities,  is  appended,  the 
various  items  of  which  are  easily  verified  from  the  printed  official 
reports.

No  expense  is  set  down  for  janitor  work  and  attendants  in  the 
donnitory,  this  work  being  done  by  two  families  occupying  a  house 
on  the  campus  and  lodgings  in  the  dormitory. 

The  account  for  beneficiary  education  is  not  included.  Receipts 
and  expenditures  for  this  object  amounted  to  JJi,  167.00. 

Assets  a  fid  Liabilities. 

• 

The  College  campus  has  a  frontage  of  180  feet  on  Pearl  street,  200 
feet  on  Trowbridge  avenue,  and  140  feet  on  Scranton  avenue.  A 
building  lot  was  cut  off  in  1872  for  the  Publishing  House,  otherwise 
the  College  ground  would  form  a  rectangle.  Since  the  Publishing 
House  vacated  their  building  to  move  to  larger  quarters,  the  lot, 
with  a  three-story  brick  building,  was  bought  by  H.  J.  Ruetenik  for 
$5,000,  to  be  used  for  the  College. 

Property  on  Pearl  street  in  this  part  of  the  city  now  sells  at  ?6o  to 
^70  a  foot;  on  Scranton  avenue,  at  $40  to  S50.  The  ground  accord- 
ingly represents  a  market  value  of  S15 ,000  to  S 20,000.  A  brick  build- 
ing, partly  three  stories  high,  eighty  feet  long,  forty  feet  deep,  with 
an  extension  of  sixty  feet  in  the  rear,  fronts  on  Pearl  street.  A  frame 
building  on  the  ground  fronts  Scranton  avenue.  The  brick  building 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  ^9,500. 


The  College  endowment  consists  of  a  house  on  Peach  street,  now 
renting  for  $g6  a  year,  owing  to  the  depresssd  times ;  the  Zimmer- 
man fund  is  I250;  the  Haberstick  fund  I350;  the  Caroline  Adams 
fiind  $1,000. 

The  College  owes  a  funded  debt  of  $$,  1 25.  The  floating  debts  at 
this  writing  are  I650. 

The  liabilities  of  the  College  are  neither  more  nor  less  than  they 
were  in  1885,  when  the  present  administration  was  inaugurated. 
The  assets  are  larger  by  about  Mr^^  thousand  dollars  in  endowment, 
and  by  the  increase  in  market  value  of  the  grounds. 

Plans  for  the  Future, 

If  the  four  Synods  act  favorably  on  the  overture  of  Classis,  it  is 
proposed  to  pay  off  the  funded  debt,  and  to  buy  the  former  property 
of  the  Publishing  House;  also  to  build  a  row  of  nine  stores,  one 
story  high,  in  front  of  the  present  main  building,  and  into  it.  It  is 
expected  that  the  nine  stores  will  bring  a  rent  of  $180  a  month  or 
J2,i6o  a  year,  without  seriously  detracting  from  the  value  of  the 
main  building  as  a  dormitory  for  students.  Several  dwelling  houses 
for  professors  may  be  built  on  Scranton  and  Trowbridge  avenues. 
The  building  formerly  owned  by  the  Publishing  House  contains  six 
high-ceiled  rooms  20x30  feet  large,  well  adapted  for  class-rooms, 
and  one  large  room  36x50  feet  large,  now  furnished  and  used  as  a 
gymnasium. 

In  this  way  the  College  will  derive  a  sufficient  revenue  from  its 
grounds  and  buildings  to  allow  of  largely  increasing  its  faculty  and 
of  extending  its  work,  and  yet  being  able,  with  the  help  of  other  in- 
come, as  now  received  from  various  sources,  to  cover  all  expenses.

A  Resolution  Passed  by  Erie  Classis, 

Resolvedy  That  Classis  offer  to  the  Eastern,  Potofnac^  Pittsburgh 
and  Ohio  Synods  equal  rights  as  property  holders,  and  equal  repre-

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  in  part  on  Fri- 
day, and  the  election  for  Trustee  of  Synod  was  made  the  order  of 
the  day  on  Saturday,  at  lo  a.  m  For  the  results  of  the  election  see 
Article  XV.,  on  Finance.  The  final  report  on  nominations  was  made 
on  Monday,  and  the  election  made  the  order  of  the  day  on  Tuesday, 
at  lo  a.  m.  At  the  hour  of  election  Revs.  John  F.  DeLong  and 
Thomas  C.  Leinbach  were  appointed  tellers,  who  distributed  the 
tickets,  collected  the  ballots,  counted  the  voles  and  reported  the  re- 
sults to  the  President. 

There  being  but  single  nominations  for  Sunday-school  Board,  for 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  the  Stated  Clerk,  by  instruction  of  the  Synod,  cast  the 
ballot  for  their  election.  The  results  of  these  elections  are  reported 
in  Article  XIII.,  on  Theological  Seminary,  Article  XVIIL,  on  Sun- 
day-schools, and  Article  XIX.,  on  Publications. 

Report  on  Leave  of  Absence. 

On  the  4th  day  of  the  sessions  the  President  appointed  Revs.  M. 
H.  Sangree,  A.  P.  Horn  and  Elder  Q.  F.  Messinger  a  Committee  on 
Leave  of  Absence.  The  day  on  which  the  members  of  Synod  were 
excused  from  further  attendance  is  noted  by  the  letter  appended  to 
their  names  in  the  Synodical  roll.

The  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.,  assembled  in  con- 
vention at  the  present  time,  in  the  city  of  York,  Pa.,  were  conveyed 
by  Rev.  H.  T.  Spangler,  D.  D.,  on  the  3d  day  of  the  Synod's  ses- 
aions  to  this  body,  whereupon  the  following  resolution  was  read  and 
adopted.. 
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Resolved^  That  the  President  of  Synod  be  instructed  to  return  the 
thanks  of  the  S)niod  to  the  state  convention  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E. 
for  their  kindly  greetings,  and  to  bid  them  God's  speed  in  their  ef- 
forts for  Christ  and  the  Church. 


The  courtesy  of  Synod  was  extended  to  the  following  persons,  who 
delivered  brief  addresses  during  its  sessions :  Rev  Joseph  H.  Apple, 
of  Frederick,  Md.,  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Knappenberger,  of  AUentown, 
on  the  subject  of  the  Higher  Education  of  Women ;  Rev.  C.  R. 
Dieffenbacher,  of  Greensburg,  Pa.,  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Hoy,  of  Japan, 
on  the  Work  of  Foreign  Missions ;  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Yundt,  on  the 
Need  of  the  Orphans'  Home ;  Rev.  S.  S.  Miller,  Petersburg,  Pa., 
commending  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers,  etc.;  Rev.  Geo. 
W.  Snyder,  Boonesboro*,  Md.,  who  was  delegated  to  convey  the  fra- 
ternal greetings  of  the  Potomac  Synod,  in  session  in  the  city  of 
York,  Pa.,  to  this  body;  Rev.  Geo.  W.  MacLaughlin,  D.  D..  Phila- 
delphia, who  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seamen's  Friend 
Society,  and  Elder  James  T.  Reber,  Reading,  Pa.,  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Board  of  Home  Missions,  pleading  for  the  speedy  reim- 
bursement of  a  depleted  Treasury. 

Report  of  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers ^  etc. 

On  the  third  day  the  claims  of  this  society  were  presented  to  Synod 
by  its  Treasurer,  Rev.  S.  S.  Miller,  and  the  report  of  its  annual  pro- 
ceedings was  ordered  to  be  incorporated  with  its  published  minutes. 
The  report  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  through  its  officers  presents 
for  the  information  of  the  Church,  and  for  record  in  the  Minutes  of 
Synod  the  following  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
year  ending  September  29,  1894:

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  the  number  of  annui- 
tants who  have  been  helped  is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.,  twenty- 
nine  widows  and  eleven  disabled  ministers.  For  the  coming  year 
applications  have  been  made  for  help  by  four  others;  two  ministers 
and  two  widows.  The  cash  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  will  be  needed 
to  meet  the  appropriations  made  by  the  society  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  October  16,  1894. 

The  membership  of  the  society  in  the  past  year  has  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  the  following  from  the  collections  and  contribu- 
tions, to  wit :

Report  on  the  Education  of  Women, 

This  subject  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  Synod  by  the  ad- 
dresses of  Rev.  J.  H.  Apple,  Principal  of  Women's  College,  of 
Frederick,  Md.,  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Knappenberger,  President  of 
A  lien  town  College  for  Women.  It  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, who  handed  in  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  committee  appointed  to 
report  on  the  Education  of  Women  in  the  Reformed  Church  submit 
the  following  suggestions  for  your  consideration : 
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Among  the  many  blessings  Christianity  has  brought  to  the  world 
it  has  given  to  woman  her  true  position  in  society.  We  have  learned 
with  pleasure  that  Allentown  College  for  Women,  and  the  Woman's 
College,  of  Frederick,  Md.,  are  doing  an  excellent  work.  Heidel- 
berg University  and  Ursinus  College  have  also  thrown  wide  their 
doors  to  admit  the  daughters  of  our  Church. 

That  these  institutions  may  be  the  more  effectively  assisted  in  this 
noble  work,  and  that  at  the  same  time  the  attention  of  parents  may 
be  brought  to  the  importance  of  the  higher  education  of  their 
daughters,  we  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resohed^  That  this  Synod  request  the  Classes  to  bring  the  subject 
of  the  higher  education  of  the  young  women  of  the  Church  to  the 
attention  of  the  congregations,  through  the  pastors,  by  a  presentation 
of  the  subject  from  the  pulpit.

NeoKoloGr. 

The  following  record  is  here  given  of  those  in  the  Ministry  of 
the  Reformed  Church,  who  have  ended  their  labors  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod,  and  taken  their  departure  to  the  eternal 
world  during  the  Synodical  year. 

Rev.  ZVanklin  Klein  Levan,  D.  D.,  died  Nov.  13, 1894,  at  T^mceebaifo,  Pa. 

Franklin  K.  Levan  was  bom  July  15th,  1831,  in  Maxatawny 
township,  Berks  County,  Pa.  He  was  the  descendant  of  an  old 
Huguenot  &mily,  which  settled  at  an  early  date  in  this  county. 
At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  entered  Elmwood  Institute,  at  Norris* 
town.  In  1 85 1  he  entered  Marshall  College  and  was  among  the 
students  that  came  with  the  institution  to  Lancaster,  where  he 
was  graduated  with  honor  in  1853.  After  his  graduation  he  took 
a  course  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg.  In  1856 
he  was  examined  by  Synod  that  convened  in  Reading,  Pa.,  and 
licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel.  In  1857  he  was  ordained  in  the 
month  of  May  at  Sto3rstown,  by  Westmoreland  Classis.  He  ac- 
cepted a  call  in  Somerset  County  to  a  charge  consisting  of  six 
congregations  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  300  souls.  In 
1862  he  became  President  of  Westmoreland  College,  located  at 
Mt.  Pleasant,  where  he  was  instrumental  in  organizing  the  Mt. 
Pleasant  Charge.  Later  on  he  removed  his  home  to  Pittsburgh, 
and  in  1870  he  was  elected  Missionary  Superintendent  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod.  In  1873  he  was  elected  Missionary  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Tri-Synod  Board  of  Home  Mission.  At  the  expi- 
ration of  his  term  of  office  in  1878,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Re- 
formed Church  at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  where  he  continued  his  labors 
as  Pastor  and  with  a  true  missionary  spirit  was  engaged  in 
building  up  Reformed  congregations  in  the  neighboring  vicin- 
ity. He  was  elected  President  of  Synod  at  its  late  annual  ses- 
sion, and  attended  to  the  duties  of  his  position  with  marked 
ability.  He  preached  his  last  sermon  to  his  congregation  Novem- 
ber II,  in  apparently  good  health,  from  the  text:  I  would  not 
have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren,  concerning  them  which  are 
asleep ;  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even  as  others  which  have  no  hope. 
He  died  on  Tuesday  following  at  2:30  a.  m.  ,  at  his  home  at  Wilkes- 
barre, at  the  age  of  63  years,  3  months  and  28  days.  His  re- 
mains were  taken  to  Reading  and  service  held  in  Second  Reformed 
Church  ;  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Bausman  preached  the  sermon  from  the  text ; 
Recorded  in  St.  Matthew  24:  45,  46.  A  brief  tribute  to  his  mem<»7 
in  behalf  of  Synod  was  delivered  by  the  Stated  Clerk.    At  the 
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setting  of  the  sun,  on  a  charming  November  day,  his  earthly  re- 
mains were  laid  to  rest  in  Charles  Evans'  Cemetery,  awaiting 
a  glorious  awakening  on  the  day  of  the  resurrection. 

Rev.  Jno.  EMster  Iieinbach,  died  August  25^  1895. 

John  H.  Leinbach,  a  son  of  Rev.  A.  S.  Leinbach,  D.D.,  was 
boirn  January  14,  1853,  in  Reading,  Pa.  His  early  literary  train- 
ing was  acq^uired  in  the  Boys  High  School  of  his  native  city» 
After  devoting  several  years  to  teaching,  he  entered  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  in  1871,  and  was  graduated  in  1875. 

Three  additional  years  were  spent  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 
He  was  licensed  and  ordained  m  1878,  in  the  Reformed  Churdi 
at  Leesport,  by  the  Classis  of  Lebanon,  as  an  assistant  to  his 
father  in  supplying  the  Leesport  and  Schwartzwald  congregations. 

In  1881  he  beotme  the  pastor  of  Amityville,  St.  Peter's  and 
Kutztown  congregations,  where  he  labored  with  much  success  in 
the  ministry.  During  the  later  period  of  his  life  his  health  began 
to  fail.  Thinking  that  his  condition  might  be  improved  by  change 
of  location,  he  was  taken  by  the  advice  of  his  physician  to  Brun- 
Brae  Sanitarium,  Clifton  Heights,  Delaware  Cotmty,  Pa.  He  died 
very  unexpectedly  on  Sunday  morning,  August  25th,  of  paralysis 
of  the  brain,  bringing  his  age  to  42  years  8  montlis  and  11  days. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  on  Friday,  August  30th,  in  St 
Paul's  Reformed  Church.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  B. 
Bausman,  from  the  text  recorded  in  i  Thess.  3:1-2.  The  ministry 
was  largely  represented  on  this  occasion,  also  the  laity  in  the 
churches  to  which  the|departed  frequently  ministered  the  comforts 
of  the  Gospel.  The  Consistory  of  St.  John's  Reformed  Church, 
Kutztown,  Pa.,  were  the  pall  bearers.  The  body  was  interred  in 
Charles  Evans'  Cemetry .  Thus,  in  the  vigor  of  manhood,  another 
of  Christ's  servants  has  ended  his  earthly  labors,  to  await  the 
final  culmination  of  the  Kingdom  in  the  resurrection  day. 

Rav.  Geo.  Benaon  Deohant  died  September  19,  1895. 

Geo.  B.  Dechant  was  bom  in  Oley  Township,  Berks  Co.,  Pa,, 
June  24th,  1827.  He  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Jacob  W.  and  Mary  B. 
Dechant.  He  received  his  elementary  education  for  his  life  work 
at  Boyertown  and  New  Berlin,  Pa.  He  pursued  his  theological 
studies  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  and  con- 
cluded his  studies  in  1859  at  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mer- 
cersburg.  Pa.  He  was  licensed  and  ordained  to  the  Gospel  Min- 
istry in  i860  by  the  Susquehanna  Classis,  subsequently  divided 
into  East  and  West  Susquehanna  Classis.  He  was  engaged  in 
the  active  duties  of  the  Ministry  thirty-five  years,  during  which 
period  he  served  the  following  charges  :  Hamilton,  Monroe  Co., 
Pa.,  twelve  years ;  Catawissa  Charge  fourteen  years,  and  the  Nu- 
midia  Charge  up  to  the  end  of  his  life,  a  period  of  nine  years. 
He  was  married  September  18,  i860,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Gross, 
who  with  five  children  survive  to  mourn  his  death.  He  died  at 
his  own  home  in  Catawissa,  Columbia  County,  Pa.,  on  Thursday, 
September  19th,  at  the  age  of  68  years,  2  months  and  25  days. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  RELIQION  AND  MORALS. 

The  following  Report  on  Religion  and  Morals  was  received  and 
adopted,  to  wit : 

Revbrbnd  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  have 
made  a  careful  study  of  the  reports  of  the  several  Classes  on  the 
State  of  Religion  and  Morals  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod. 
We  find  a  general  expression  of  thankfulness,  for  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  past  year,  and  a  spirit  of  hopefulness  for  the 
niture.    We  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

The  reports  bear  testimony  with  singular  unanimity  to  the  faith- 
ful preaching  of  the  Gospel  throughout  the  field.  It  is  evident 
that  our  pulpit  ministrations  are  characterized  by  an  earnest  pre- 
sentation of  the  fundamental  truths  of  our  religion,  that  our 
brethren  stand  as  the  ambassiadors  of  Christ,  speaking  in  His  name 
and  in  His  stead.  We  are  made  to  feel  that  among  our  ministers 
there  is  strong  faith  in  the  Gospel  as  the  power  of  God  unto  sal- 
vation ;  that  it  is  by  the  so-called  foolishness  of  preaching,  that  the 
world  is  to  be  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Christ.  At  the 
same  time  some  of  the  reports  contain  intimations  that  our  pulpits 
should  be  more  aggressive  in  rebuking  the  evils  of  the  times,  that 
they  should  take  a  more  fearless  and  firmer  stand  in  resisting  the 
tide  of  worldly  influences  which  are  sweeping  in  upon  the  Church 
with  such  tremendous  force.  It  is  felt  that  in  our  preaching  there 
should  be  more  of  the  fire  of  the  ancient  prophets,  as  well  as  of  the 
gentleness  of  Christ, — that  we  should  cry  aloud  and  spare  not,  that 
our  people  should  be  warned  more  earnestly  to  abhor  that  which 
is  evil,  and  to  cleave  to  that  which  is  good.  As  an  evidence  of 
the  eflfectiveness  of  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  we  are  glad  to  re- 
port an  increase  in  our  membership  as  compared  with  last  year. 

In  reference  to  the  observance  of  the  ordinances  of  our  holy 
religion,  we  are  glad  to  report  that  they  seem  to  retain  their  time- 
honored,  high  valuation  among  our  people.  In  our  high  regard 
for  these  means  of  grace,  we  are  walking  in  the  footsteps  of  our 
fathers  and  perpetuating  the  sacred  customs  of  our  faith.  The 
sense  for  the  sacramental  is  strong  in  our  Church.  Under  its  in- 
fluence, we  have  been  able  to  grasp,  with  comfort,  and  to  the 
renewal  of  our  spiritual  life,  the  import  and  blessings  of  the  divine 
mystery.  Though  this  is  generally  true,  it  is  nevertheless  reported 
that  iu  some  portions  of  the  field  the  sacrament  of  baptism  is  not 
as  highly  regarded  as  it  should  be.  It  is  important  that  our 
people  should  be  made  to  feel  that  the  Reformed  Church  stands 
as  an  exponent  of  the  educational  idea  of  religion,  that  Chris- 
tianity offers  a  fold  for  children  as  well  as  for  adults,  that  it  not 
only  covers  the  needs  of  the  race,  but  also  the  needs  of  every 
period  of  life. 

Again,  there  is  a  general  complaint  in  regard  to  the  disparity 
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-existing  between  the  enrolled  and  communicant  members.  This 
Hlisparity  is  entirely  too  great,  and  should  be  regarded  with  anxioua 
-concern  by  the  Church.  With  all  our  claims  to  a  high  regard  for 
the  sacraments,  we  yet  feel  that  this  disparity  is  as  a  fly  in  the 
ointment  of  our  sacramental  feeling.  It  shows  that  there  are 
many  who  do  not  prize  the  bread  of  life  which  cometh  down  from 
Heaven.  In  some  Classes  this  disparity  has  been  changed  by  the 
erasure  of  many  names  from  the  Church  records.  In  other  Classes 
other  means  have  been  adopted  in  order  to  diminish  the  number 
on  our  rolls  of  those  who  do  not  commune.  This  is  a  matter 
which  should  receive  the  earnest  consideration  of  those,  to  whom 
the  spiritual  interests  of  the  flock  are  committed.  May  we  not 
hope  that  something  will  be  done  to  arouse  a  deeper  interest 
among  all  our  people  in  this  blessed  means  of  grace  ? 

All  the  reports  concur  in  stating  that  the  time-honored  and 
scriptural  practice  of  catechization  has  been  generally  observed. 
As  a  result  of  this  interest  in  religious  instruction,  there  has  b^n 
a  large  increase  of  confirmed  members.  We  must  attribute  to  this 
practice,  the  growing  distinctive  Church  spirit  among  our  people. 
In  the  catechetical  class  the  foundations  of  religious  belief  are  laid 
broad  and  deep,  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  catechumens.  It 
is  felt  that  there  is  need  of  a  stronger  denominational  feeling  as 
one  of  the  conditions  of  ardent  attachment  to  the  Church.  It  is  a 
matter  of  rejoicing  that  the  catechetical  system  is  becoming  more 
effective  throughout  our  bounds. 

In  the  matter  of  pastoral  oversight  there  is  general  testimony 
borne  to  the  eflfectiveness  of  this  feature  of  our  ministerial  work. 
It  is  one  of  the  main  sources  of  our  strength  and  influence  among 
the  people.  When  the  schoolmaster  and  minister  are  abroad  in 
our  communities  there  is  reason  to  feel  that  their  influence  for 
good  will  be  most  salutary.  Through  pastoral  visitation  we  are 
able  to  authenticate  ourselves  most  effectively  as  the  servants  of 
Him,  who  went  about  doing  good  to  the  bodies  and  souls  of  men. 

We  report  with  great  pleasure  an  increased  interest  in  the  Sun- 
day-school work  and  its  growing  effectiveness.    There  has  been 
an  increased  enrollment  of  teachers  and  scholars.     Progress  has 
been  made  in  providing  our  schools  with  much  needed  literature, 
and  in  their  grading  and  instruction.    We  rejoice  in  the  more 
general  use  of  the  Bible  in  our  schools,  and  hope  that  the  time 
will  soon  come  when  there  will  be  more  Bibles  in  the  hands  of  the 
scholars  and  fewer  lesson  leaves.    There  is  a  growing  feeling  that 
the  Sunday-school  is  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  of  our 
Church.    We  rejoice  that  the  Home  Department  is  growing  in 
favor,  and  feel  that  in  proportion  as  this  department  prospers  it 
will  result  in  the  strengthening  of  our  schools,  and  of  the  Church 
as  well.     We  are  confident  that  the  good  work  so  auspiciously 
begun  by  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  furthered  by  our  Sunday- 
school  Secretary,  has  in  it  the    most   splendid   promise  for  the 
future. 
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The  reports  bear  testimony  to  the  interest,  enthusiasm  and 
helpfulness  of  our  young  people  through  the  medium  of  the  sev- 
eral organizations  which  are  in  operation  among  us.  These 
agencies  should  be  tenderly  nurtured  by  the  Church,  and  should 
be  commended  as  giving  scope  to  our  young  people  for  entering- 
upon  fields  of  usefulness  adapted  to  their  age,  experience  and 
ability. 

In  the  matter  of  benevolence  there  has  been  a  large  decrease  as 
compared  with  last  year.  This  is  due,  perhaps,  to  the  fact  that 
special  and  unusual  efforts  were  made  last  year  in  behalf  of  sev- 
eral enterwises,  which  received  the  generous  support  of  the 
Church.  Then  again  we  must  remember  that  we  are  just  emerg- 
ing from  a  period  of  financial  distress,  which  has  been  felt  by  alt 
our  people  in  their  homes  as  well  as  in  the  churches.  And  yet, 
whilst  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  contributions,  it  is  a  fact 
that  in  the  matter  of  our  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  in  our 
educational  work  there  never  has  been  a  deeper  interest  than  that 
which  is  felt  at  present. 

In  the  matter  of  the  outward  concerns  of  the  Church  we  note 
with  pleasure  an  unusual  interest  in  the  erection  and  remodeling 
of  church  buildings.     This  is  a  good  sign. 

All  the  reports  unite  in  complaining  of  the  growing  tendency 
toward  the  secularization  and  desecration  of  the  Lord's  Day. 
This  is  not  confined  to  the  large  cities  and  towns,  but  it  covers 
the  whole  field.  This  is  a  most  serious  matter,  and  one  to 
which  the  Synod  should  give  immediate  attention.  We  need  to 
take  a  firm  stand  against  the  desecration  of  the  day,  and  to  rebuke 
the  customs  and  practices  which  mar  its  sacredness. 

In  the  matter  of  the  habit  of  members  moving  from  place  to 
place  without  certificates,  there  is  general  and  well-founded  com- 
plaint. Many  members  are  lost  to  the  Church.  The  floating 
element,  particularly  in  large  cities,  is  fearfully  large.  It  is  felt 
that  Synod  should  enjoin  upon  pastors  the  importance  of  impress- 
ing upon  the  members  the  duty  of  complying  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution  upon  this  subject. 

We  note  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  Rev.  Dr.  F.  K.  Levan, 
the  retiring  President  of  the  Synod,  Rev.  John  H.  Leinbach  and 
Rev.  Geo.  B.  Dechant  have  fought  the  good  fight  and  have  fin- 
ished their  course,  and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  joy  that  we  think  of 
them  as  having  entered  into  the  heavenly  blessedness.

Z.— Report  of  the  Board  of  Ttosteas. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Dear  Brethren  :  During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees held  two  meetings.  The  first  meeting  was  held  May  9, 
1895,  in  the  Seminary  Building,  Lancaster,  Pa.  Thjs  foUowinp^ 
officers  were  elected:  President,  Geo.  N.  Forney;  Vice-Presi- 
•dent,  John  D.  Skiles ;  Secretary,  Jeremiah  S.  Hess  ;  Treasurer, 
John  B.  Roth.  Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  laid  before  the  Board 
a  letter  from  Mrs.  Louisa  P.  Wirt,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  containing 
a  check  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  endowment  of  an  alcove 
in  the  Library  Building,  the  interest  to  be  expended  for  the  de- 

Srtment  of  New  Testament  Introduction  and  Bxegesis.    The 
ad  was  contributed  in  loving  memory  of  her  deceas^  husband, 
Henry  Wirt,  and  is  to  be  named  "Henry  Wirt  Alcove.** 

The  Board  accepted  the  gift,  and  directed  the  letter  and  the  re- 
ply to  the  same  to  be  enteiid  on  the  minutes. 

At  the  request  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary,  the  Board 
authorized  the  payment  of  the  following  salaries :  Librarian, 
^120  per  annum ;  assistant  Librarian,  $30  per  annum,  and  Custo- 
dian of  the  Reading  Room,  $30  per  annum,  so  soon  as  funds  come 
into  his  hands  for  the  payment  of  the  running  expenses  of  the 
•Seminary. 

The  Building  Committee  of  the  Theological  Seminary  reported 
that  they  had  entered  into  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  Wolff 
propert>%  adjoining  the  Seminary  grounds,  for  the  sum  of  $5,500, 
•on  which  is  erected  a  two-and-a-half-story  brick  dwelling  house, 
*containin^  ten  rooms,  a  part  of  which  is  to  be  used  by  the  janitor, 
the  Buildmg  Committee  agreeing  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
collecting  the  sum  of  $2,000 — ^by  a  canvass  of  the  pastoral  charges 
^nd  asking  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  provide  for  the  balance 
($3,500)  in  accordance  with  their  best  judgment. 

The  Board  approved  of  the  purchase  of  the  Wolff  property. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  the  same  place,  Octobers,  1895. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  J.  H.  Stein  was  elected  Secretary 
J^o  tent. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  annual  report,  which  is  herewith 
-enclosed. 

President  George  N.  Forney  reported  favorable  progress  in  look- 
ing up  the  condition  of  the  Kansas  investments. 

A  communication  from  the  professors  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary having  been  received,  the  following  action  was  taken  : 

Whbrbas,  a  letter  has  been  presented  to  the  Board  from  Drs. 
Oast,  Rupp  and  Bowman,  askmg  that  there  be  granted  to  the 
Eastern,  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Synods  the  privilege  of  building 
liomes  for  their  respective  professors. 
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Resolved^  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  commend  the  request,  and 
ask  the  three  Synods  to  grant  the  privilege. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  J.  C.  Bowman  having  been  read^ 
the  following  action  was  taken : 

Whbrbas,  Dr.  J.  C.  Bowman  has  applied  to  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  privilege  of  havine  a  suitable  home  built  on  the 
Seminary  grounds  for  the  use  of  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor. 
Hierefore  the  following  action  was  adopted  : 

fUsolv€d^\h2X  the  Synods  be  requested  to  grant  the  privilege.. 

The  Trustees  further  recommend :  (i)  That  a  building  com- 
mittee be  raised,  which  shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  whO' 
d)all  chose  the  site  (with  the  approval  of  the  Trustees),  secure  the 
design  and  superintend  the  construction  of  the  proposed  build* 
ing ;  that  the  Pittsbuigh  Synod  appoint  one  memoer  of  the  com- 
infttee,  the  Eastern  Synod  two  members,  and  the  Potomac  Synod 
thjee.  (2)  That  should  there  be  any  excess  of  funds  resulting 
from  the  canvass  for  the  Seminary  buildings,  the  same  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  building  committee,  to  be  applied  to  the  pro- 
fessor's house. 

The  following  action  was  adopted  relative  to  the  Wolff  property  : 

Resolved^  That  the  purchase  of  the  Wolff  property  be  confirmed 
fay  the  Board,  and  that  the  several  Synods  approve  the  action  of 
the  Board  and  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  property..

To  the  Eastern  Synod  : 

Rbvbrbnd  Brethrbn:  The  undersigned  hereby  presents  to 
your  honorable  body  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1 894-1 895  : 

The  following  young  gentlemen  were  admitted  to  the  Junior 
Qass  in  September,  1894:  John  Franklin  Bair,  John  Love 
Bamhart,  Theodore  P.  Bolliger,  William  H.  Bron^,  Charles  A. 
Btishong,  Preston  A.  DeLong,  Thomas  Wilson  Dickert,  Mont- 
gomery M.  Fryer,  William  Glase  Gerhard,  Daniel  G.  Glass, 
Urban  C.  E.  Gutelius,  Wilson  S.  Hartzel,  Mabry  L.  Herbein, 
Theodore  C.  Hesson,  R.  Raymond  Jones,  Clement  D.  Kressly,  E. 
Douglas  Lantz,  John  A.  Leuzinger,  R.  Franklin  Main,  James  M. 
Mullan,  Albert  F.  Nace,  Curtin  ly.  Oswald,  Carl  Whitmer 
Plank,  Amos  Oliver  Reiter,  James  Ranch  Stein,  Martin  Weid- 
man  Schweitzer,  and  Adolphus  Walker — twenty-seven  in  num- 
ber. Of  these  eighteen  were  graduates  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  two  of  Calvin  College,  Cleveland,  O.;  three  came  from 
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normal  schools,  of  whom  two  are  graduates,  and  one,  Ciirtin  L. 
Oswald,  an. ordained  minister  in  the  United  Evangelical  Church, 
who  had  received  a  preliminary  training  in  the  Schuylkill  Semi- 
nary. Mr.  Brong  was  readmitted  to  the  Junior  Class,  having 
been  prevented  from  pursuing  his  studies  by  ill  health  during  the 
previous  year. 

The  Middle  Class  consists  of  the  students  admitted  to  the 
Junior  Class  last  year,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Brong,  eighteen 
in  number. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  as  follows:  Almon  G. 
Baker,  Frederick  William  Bald,  Harry  W  Bright,  Harvey  J. 
Crow,  William  D.  Happel,  Theodore  F.Hermann,  Hiram  J.  Hille- 
gas,  John  C.  Homing,  Thomas  H.  Kxick,  Lewis  P.  Krome, 
Elmer  E.  Leinbach,  William  A.  Mader,  F.  J.  Emil  Muehe, 
Elmer  S.  Noll,  Henry  H.  Ranck,  Eugene  P.  Skyles,  Howard  H. 
Spohn,  Gemy  Weber  and  Harry  W.  Wissler — nineteen  in  num- 
ber. Having  completed  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the 
Synod,  and  having  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  they  were  awarded  the  usual 
TesHmonials  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  May  last. 

In  accordance  witii  the  action  of  the  Board  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  i8g4,  the  Faculty  established  2i  post-graduate  course  of  stud- 
ies, of  which  several  former  students  took  advantage,  and  a  num- 
ber of  others  expect  to  do  so  in  the  future.  It  is  still  tentative, 
and  may  receive  such  modifications  and  improvements  from  year 
to  year  as  may  be  deemed  advisable.  See  Catalogue  of  the  Semi- 
nary, I 894-1 895. 

From  the  average  grades  of  the  students,  presented  by  the  Fac- 
ulty, it  appears  that  there  were  comparatively  few  whose  standing 
was  less  than  4.5,  denoting  perfection.  The  Seniors  were  all 
above  4,  one  as  high  as  4.86,  and,  in  the  Middle  Class,  one  as  high 
as  4.85.  The  conduct  of  the  students,  as  it  regards  industry,  good 
order  and  Christian  morality,  was  satisfactory  and  commendable. 

During  the  year  the  instruction  in  elocution,  under  Miss  Morgan, 
was  satisfactory,  and  the  Board  recommends  to  the  three  Synods 
to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  the  amount  hitherto 
paid  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses,  $100  being  allotted  to  the 
Synod  of  the  East.  In  regard  to  a  female  instructor,  the  Board 
reaffirmed  its  judgment  of  the  previous  year,  that  it  would  be  pref- 
erable to  employ  a  male  teacher,  if  satisfactory  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  secure  that  object. 

The  Faculty,  having  given  it  as  their  judgment  that  the  active 
membership  of  Theological  students  in  Glee  and  Athletic  Clubs  hs^ 
interfered  with  their  studies  in  the  Seminary,  the  Board  referred 
the  matter  to  a  committee,  whose  report  instructing  the  Faculty 
not  to  allow  students  hereafter  to  connect  themselves  with  such 
clubs  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board.  According  to  the 
report,  the  Board  does  not  condemn  or  discountenance  the  legiti- 
mate exercises  of  the  gymnasium,  or  the  healthful  athletics  ofthe 
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open  field.  On  the  contrary,  it  recognizes  their  advantage  in  the 
way  of  physical  culture,  in  the  promotion  of  a  sound  mind  in  a 
sound  body.  The  members  of  the  Board,  therefore,  approve  of 
the  home  club  and  the  home  team,  and  are  disposed  to  encourage 
all  judicious  exercise  among  the  students  themselves.  Nor  do 
they  wish  to  restrict  the  students  of  the  Seminary  from  partici- 
pating with  undergraduates  of  the  College  in  the  functions  of  the 
clubs  referred  to,  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  in  their  perform* 
ance  to  the  home  field. 

' '  But  in  view  of  the  waste  of  precious  time  and  of  the  consequent 
neglect  of  the  solemn  work  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  minis- 
try, and  in  view  of  the  sad  dissipation  of  energies  which  should 
be  consecrated  to  the  upbuilding  of  that  religious  character  so 
essential  to  a  successful  minister,  which  necessarily  follow  from 

i>rolonged  absence  from  the  Seminary,  in  the  acceptance  of  chal- 
enges  from  distant  clubs,  the  Board  enjoined  it  upon  the  Faculty 
to  forbid,  without  qualification  or  exception,  the  students  from 
either  accompanying  the  Glee  Club  to  give  concerts  abroad,  or  to 
join  in  contests  with  either  baseball  or  football  teams,  which  may 
necessitate  their  absence  from  the  institution.  The  Board,  more- 
over, wished  to  place  upon  record  its  unqualified  disapproval  of 
the  practice  of  betting,  and  the  increasing  tendency  to  magnify 
financial  g^ins  accruing  from  guarantees  and  gate  receipts,  to- 
gether with  other  demoralizing  influences  inseparable  from  modem 
mter-coUegiate-athletics ;  and  adjudges  them  as  altogether  un- 
becoming the  authorities  and  students  of  any  Christian  institution." 
As  a  Board  we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  our  responsible 
duties  in  supervising  the  spiritual  interests  of  our  school  of  the 
prophets,  and  it  is  now  our  privilege  once  more  to  report  that  the 
blessing^  of  Almighty  God  continues  to  rest  upon  it  as  in  times 
past.  The  number  of  candidates  for  the  holy  ministry  has  been 
mcreasing  from  year  to  year  ;  the  corps  of  instructors  has  been 
enlarged  ;  and  the  new  building  for  the  use  of  the  Seminary,  with 
the  spacious  grounds  around,  now  very  much  beautified,  is  all 
that  could  be  desired,  and  presents  an  attractive  and  interesting 
appearance.  For  all  this,  we  as  a  Church,  are  called  upon  to 
give  thanks  to  God,  the  great  Creator  of  all  things,  who,  through 
His  Son  our  Lord  and  Savior/the  Head  of  the  Church,  is  the  Giver 
of  every  good  and  perfect  gift.

Brethren.  Your  committee  having  in  charge  the  canvass  of 
this  Synod  in  the  interest  of  the  Seminary  Building  at  I<ancaster, 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Since  our  last  report  the  names  of  Chas.  A.  Meek  and  wife 
Priscilla,  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  contributors  to  the  Library 
Building.  We  take  pleasure  also  in  stating  that  Thos.  P.,  Mary  E. 
and  Edwin  O.  Stahl,  of  the  Paradise  Charge,  Wyoming  Classis, 
have  furnished  the  Reading  Room  as  a  memorial  to  their  father, 
George  Stahl.

Report  on  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Brbthrbn  :  In  behalf  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  the 
following  report  of  its  present  condition  and  its  operations  during 
the  past  year  is  respectively  presented: 

The  graduating  class  consisted  of  twenty-seven  young  gentie- 

*This  does  not  include  the  current  expense  fund  contributed  by  Mr.  John 
L.  Riegel,  dec'd.,  $15,680,  and  the  Library  alcove  endowments  $3,000,  which 
would  raise  the  total  amount  received  from  all  sources  to  more  than  $105,000. 
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men,  all  of  whom  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  At  the 
same  time  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  course  was  con- 
ferred  upon  twelve  graduates  of  the  College.  The  honorary  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  the  Revs.  John  W. 
I/>ve,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo. ;  F.  R.  Schwedes,  of  Terre  Haute, 
Ind. ;  Ellis  N.  Kremer,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa. ;  James  T.  Satchell,  of 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  Mas^yoshi  Oshikawa,  of  Sendai,  Japan.  The 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  the  Hon. 
John  W.  Simonton,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

The  enrollment  of  students  during  the  past  year  was  very  large, 
numbering  171  in  the  College  alone,  distributed  as  follows :  Grad- 
uate students,  two ;  Seniors,  twenty-eight ;  Juniors,  thirty-six ; 
Sophomores,  forty-three;  Freshmen,  fifty-seven  ;  special  students, 
five.  The  number  in  actual  attendance  at  any  one  time  was  154 : 
Two  graduate  students,  twenty-seven  Seniors,  twenty-eight 
Juniors,  thirty-six  Sophomores,  fifty-seven  Freshmen  and  four 
special  students.  At  the  opening  of  the  present  year  a  large  num- 
ber of  new  students  applied  for  admission,  and  of  these  there  were 
entered  upon  the  roll  one  Junior,  eleven  Sophomores  and  forty-one 
Freshmen.  The  number  in  actual  attendance  at  the  present  time 
is  156,  a  slight  increase  over  the  number  of  last  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  in  every  respect  the  work  of  the 
College  was  carried  forward  with  the  most  satisfactory  results. 
The  rapid  increase  of  the  number  of  the  students  entailed  a  great 
deal  of  additional  labor  upon  the  professors  and  instructors,  but 
it  is  believed  that  the  instruction  has  been  thorough  and  the  work 
done  successful  and  meritorious.  The  exceptionally  large  num- 
ber of  students  in  the  Sophomore  Class  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year  necessitated  the  dividing  of  this  class  into  sections, 
thus  doubling,  and  in  some  cases  trebling,  the  number  of  hours 
of  instruction.  To  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the  College  in  this 
respect  it  was  felt  that  additional  teachers  were  necessary,  and  ac- 
cordingly provision  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
employment  of  two  more  professors.  The  services  of  Profs.  C. 
Nevin  Heller  and  John  M.  Grove  have  been  secured  and  they 
have  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties ;  the  former  as 
assistant  professor  of  Ancient  Languages,  and  the  latter  as  assis- 
tant professor  of  Natural  Science.  It  is  believed  that  with  the 
help  thus  afforded  the  instruction  given  in  the  different  depart- 
ments will  be  more  thorough  and  effective  during  the  coming  year 
than  ever  before. 

The  grounds  and  buildings  have  been  materially  improved 
within  the  past  few  years.  The  trees  on  the  campus  had  grown 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  shut  out  the  light  and  kill  the  grass  in 
front  of  the  College  building.  It  was  found  necessary  to  remove 
some  of  these  trees  in  order  to  let  in  the  light,  and  there  is  now  a 
beautiful  growth  of  grass.  The  trees  themselves  are  improved  in 
their  appearance,  and  the  campus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
attractive  spots  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.     Electric  light 
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has  been  introduced  into  the  Chapel  and  Gymnasium,  and  the 
steam  beating  apparatus  introduced  some  time  ago  gives  very 
good  satisfaction,  so  that  tbe  students  and  professors  enjoy  a 
much  greater  degree  of  comfort  than  formerly. 

The  finances  of  the  College  have  been  successfully  administered, 
but  owing  to  the  increased  expenditure  for  professors'  salaries 
and  the  improvements  in  the  buildings,  the  outlay  of  money  has 
exceeded  the  income  by  about  $2,500.  The  endowment  fund  at 
the  present  time,  striking  off  all  obligations  of  doubtful  value,  and 
not  including  the  Wilhelm  estate,  is  $169,000.  It  is  evident  that 
to  meet  the  present  demands  upon  our  financial  resources,  and  to 
provide  adequately  for  the  wants  of  the  future,  a  large  increase 
of  the  endowment  of  the  College  is  imperatively  necessary.  For 
this  reason  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  adopted  a  plan  for  the 
better  endowment  of  the  College,  involving  the  organization  and 
maintenance  of  a  Savings  and  Loan  Association.  The  prelimi- 
nary arrangements  are  very  nearly  completed,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  a  short  time  those  entrusted  with  its  management  will  be 
ready  to  begin  operations.  As  a  send-off  in  this  movement  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  few  friends  among  them- 
selves at  the  last  commencement  raised  a  little  more  than  $25,000, 
and  made  this  amount  immediately  available  for  the  use  of  the 
College. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  College  of  which  you  have  joint 
control  with  the  two  other  Synods,  your  own  child  calls  for  assist- 
ance for  the  twofold  reason  that  the  educational  demands  of 
the  present  day  and  the  increased  number  of  students  alike  re- 
quire a  larger  Faculty  and  a  better  equipment  in  order  that  our 
system  of  education,  of  which  we  are  justly  proud,  may  be  main- 
tained in  spirit  and  improved  in  method  and  completeness,  so  as 
to  equal  in  all  respects  the  best  in  the  land.  The  very  prosperity 
of  the  College  calls  for  earnest  effort  in  its  behalf ;  the  improve- 
ment in  business  now  so  plainly  manifest  shows  that  the  oppor- 
tunity is  ripe;  the  generous  interest  manifest  in  gifts  already 
secured  or  in  prospect  inspires  hope  and  confidence  in  ultimate 
success,  and  your  warm  affection  for  the  College  in  the  past  leads 
to  the  firm  belief  that  you  will  enter,  in  due  time,  with  ready  zeal 
into  the  work  of  caring  for  the  institution  with  whose  past  history 
you  have  been  so  closely  connected  and  upon  whose  prosperity 
the  welfare  of  the  Church  so  largely  depends.

n.  Report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Seminaxy  and  j^rank- 

lin  and  Maxahall  CoUege. 

The  Report  of  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  was  presented  on  Saturday,  acted  on  item  by  item 
and  finally  adopted  as  a  whole.    The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 
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The  pap^  that  came  into  our  hands  were  (i)  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors ;  (2)  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  (3) 
the  resignation  of  Chas.  Santee  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees ;  (4)  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
reference  to  making  provision  for  the  deficiency  in  the  running 
expenses  of  the  Seminary ;  (5)  report  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  Eastern  Synod  ;  (6)  the  report  of  the  President  of  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College,  together  with  a  catalogue  of  the  insti- 
tution ;  (7)  report  of  the  Canvassing  Committee ;  (8)  report  of  the 
Building  Committee  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

1.  From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  we  learn  that  27 
young  men  entered  the  Junior  Class  at  the  opening  of  the  Semi- 
nary in  September,  1894;  that  the  Middle  Class  numbered  18 
members ;  that  the  Senior  Class,  consisting  of  19  members,  having 
finished  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Synod,  and  having 
sustained  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  presence  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  were  awarded  the  usual  testimonials  at  the  Anniver- 
sary of  the  Seminary  in  last  May.  There  were,  therefore,  64 
students  in  the  Seminary  during  the  year,  and  we  are  gratified 
that  the  average  grade  of  nearly  all  the  students  was  so  cr^itable. 
The  Synod  is  requested  to  pay  $100  of  the  salary  of  the  Teacher 
of  Elocution,  and  $600  toward  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Seminary.  The  Board  of  Visitors  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Semi- 
nary have  taken  decided  action  in  reference  to  students  joining 
baseball,  football  and  glee  clubs,  with  a  view  of  taking  tours 
through  the  country  to  exhibit  their  skill  in  physical  and  vocal 
culture,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  conducive  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  students  in  their  preparation  for  the  solemn  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  held  two  meetings  during  the  year. 
At  the  first  meeting  a  check  of  $1,000  was  received  from  Mrs. 
Louise  Wirt,  of  Hanover,  Pa,  for  the  endowment  of  an  alcove 
in  the  Library  building,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  expended 
for  the  department  of  New  Testament  Introduction  and  Exegesis. 
The  fund  was  contributed  in  loving  memory  of  her  husband,  and 
is  to  be  named  **  the  Henry  Wirt  Alcove.**  At  the  same  meeting 
the  Board  ratified  the  action  of  the  Building  Committee  in  the 
purchase  of  the  Wolfi"  property.  At  the  second  meeting,  the  Board 
took  action  looking  toward  securing  money  for  the  erection  of 
houses  for  the  Synodical  professors,  requesting  Synod  to  unite  with 
the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  in  granting 
the  privilege  of  building  said  houses  on  the  Seminary  ground, 
and  that  this  Synod  appoint  two  members  of  the  committee  needed 
to  entrust  the  erection  of  the  house  for  the  professor  of  the  Poto- 
mac Synod  professorship. 

3.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  we  learn:  i.  That  on 
October  8,  1895,  there  was  due  the  Treasurer  a  balance  of  $2328. 12; 
2,  There  are  funds  in  his  hands  to  the  amount  of  $140,495.92,  d 
which  $15,680  is  the  John  Riegel  fund;  $94,418.69  is  the  endow- 
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ment  fund;  $5,000  the  Smaltz  fund;  $1,819.96  is  the  Library  fund; 
$16,823.19  is  Pittsburgh  Synod  Professorship  fund;  f 2,000.75  is 
Church  History  fund  ;  $239  Sacred  Rhetoric  fund  ;  $833.33  Wil- 
Uam  A.  Wilt  fund  ;  $1,000  Jacob  Forney  fund  (Library  Alcove); 
$1,000  Henry  Wirt  mnd  (Library  Alcove);  $700  J.  C.  Bowman 
fund  in  trust  (Library  Alcove);  $981  Seminary  Class  of  '94  fund 
(Library  Alcove). 

4.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Eastern  Synod 
shows  that  $3,647.53  were  raised  for  the  purpose  of  beneficiary 
education,  and  that  $3,011.06  were  expended,  leaving  a  balance  in 
the  treasury  of  $636.47. 

5.  The  report  of  the  Canvassing  Committee  of  this  Synod  in 
the  interests  of  the  Theological  ^minary  building  for  the  past 
year,  practically  bringing  to  a  close  the  work  of  the  committee, 
mdicates  that  the  sum  of  $10,710.12  were  collected,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Chas.  A.  Meek  contributed  toward  the  Library  Building, 
and  that  Thomas  P.,  Mary  E.  and  Edwin  Stahl,  of  the  Paradise 
Charge,  Wyoming  Classis,  have  furnished  the  reading  room  as  a 
memorial  to  their  father  George  Stahl. 

6.  The  report  of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  brings  ofificially  to  the  attention  of  the  Synod  that  their 
work  has  been  brought  to  a  successful  completion,  and  that  the 
entire  cost  of  the  building  has  been  virtually  provided  for. 

7.  The  report  of  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege shows  that  this  institution  is  in  a  prosperous  condition;  that 
the  last  graduating  class  numbered  27  young  gentlemen,  all  of 
whom  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  ;  that  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  present  year  the  number  of  students  were  lar^r  than 
ever  before  ;  that  while  the  College  is  well  equipped  for  its  work 
and  its  future  prospects  bright  and  promising,  yet  there  is  urgent 
need  of  larger  endowment  and  more  ample  equipment,  that  it 
may  be  much  more  fully  prepared  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
ag€;  and  fulfill  in  a  deeper,  broader  way  the  great  mission  which 
lies  before  it  as  the  leading  institution  of  the  Reformed  Church. 
The  plan,  therefore,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  looking 
toward  the  accomplishment  of  the  end  is  wise  and  well-timed. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  your  committee  would  recommend  the 
following  resolutions  for  your  consideration  and  adoption  : 

Resolved,  i.  That  Synod  assume  $100  toward  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  the  teacher  of  elocution,  and  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee  for  apportionment  upon  the  di£Eerent 
Classes. 

Resolved,  2.  That  Synod  assume  the  I600  required  to  meet  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  apportion  the  same  upon  the  Classes. 

Resolved,  3.  That  Synod  is  pleased  to  hear  that  Mrs.  Louisa 
Wirt  has  endowed  an  alcove  in  the  Library  which  is  to  contain 
books  on  New  Testament  Introduction  and  Exegesis,  and  her 
pienerous  act  is  hereby  commended  as  an  example  worthy  to  be 
imitated  by  others. 


Resolved^  4.  That  Synod  is  also  rejoiced  to  be  informed  that  the 
names  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chas.  A.  Meek  of  Schuylkill  Haven  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  contributors  to  the  Library  Building, 
and  that  Thomas  P.,  Mary  £.  and  Edwin  O.  Stahl  have  fumishra 
the  Reading  Room,  and  it  is  hoped  that  their  liberal  donations 
may  stimulate  others  in  giving  of  their  abundance  toward  worthy 
objects  of  benevolence. 

Resolved^  5.  That  Synod  hereby  approves  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  purchase  of  the  WolfiF  property  for  the 
purpose  named  in  its  report. 

Resolved^  6.  That  Synod  approves  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  looking  toward  the  securing  of  homes  for  the  Synodical 
professors ;  that  it  grants  the  privilege  of  building  the  same  on 
the  Seminary  ground ;  that  Synod  hereby  appoints  two  members 
of  the  Committee,  namely,  J.  B.  Fricker  and  John  D.  Skiles,  to 
cooperate  with  the  three  members  of  the  Potomac  Synod  and  the 
one  from  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  in  selecting  a  site  for  the  house 
for  the  Potomac  Synod  and  in  superintending  the  construction  of 
the  said  house,  and  further  that  should  there  be  an  excess  of 
funds,  resulting  from  the  canvass  for  the  Seminary  building,  they 
may  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Building  Committee  and  ap- 
plied to  the  payment  of  the  expense  of  the  said  professor's  house. 

Resolved^  7.  That  Synod  heartily  commends  the  Board  of  Visi- 
tors and  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  for  the  wisdom  displayed  in  the 
position  taken  by  them  in  reference  to  baseball,  football  and  glee 
clubs,  and  further  that  Synod  sincerely  believes  that  their  action 
was  prompted  by  the  spirit  of  the  blessed  Master,  and  cannot  fail 
to  result  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Church  in  general  and  of  the 
students  in  particular. 

Resolved^  8.  That  Synod  rejoices  to  learn  that  the  Canvassing 
Committee  for  the  Seminary  building  has  practically  completed 
its  work,  and  is  grateful  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for  having 
crowned  its  labors  with  such  brilliant  success. 

Resolved^  9.  That  Synod  is  highly  gratified  to  learn  that  the 
School  of  the  Prophets  has  been  provided  with  such  a  beautiful, 
attractive  and  comfortable  home,  that  it  is  well  adapted  for  the 
purpose  to  which  it  has  been  consecrated,  and  that  Synod  realizes 
that  there  is  reason  to  be  thankful  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  for  granting  this  great  blessing  to  our  Reformed  Zion. 

Resolved^  10.  That  the  resignation  of  Elder  Chas.  Santee  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  be  hereby  accepted,  and  further 
that  Synod  takes  great  satisfaction  in  putting  on  record  its  appre- 
ciation of  his  efficient  service,  wise  counsel,  and  generous  support 
during  his  connection  with  the  Board.  The  committee  would 
recommend  Elder  J.  Y.  Dietz  as  a  suitable  person  to  be  elected  to 
fulfill  the  vacancy. 

Resolved^  11.  That  it  is  with  gpreat  pleasure  that  we  hear  of  the 

Erosperous  condition  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College ;  that  we 
ereby  heartily  recommend  it  to  the  patronage  and  support  of  our 
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people ;  that  we  approve  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  increase  its  endowment,  and  in  order  that  we  may  as  a 
S3mod  encourage  the  said  Board  in  its  laudable  efforts  looking 
toward  the  betterment  of  the  College  we  would  hereby  recom- 
mend that  a  committee  of  one  from  each  Classis  be  appointed  to 
assist  the  Board  in  the  execution  of  the  plan  proposed.

Roport  on  Ov6ftuxB  firom  FtttBlmrgh  Synod. 

The  loth  item  in  Report  of  Overtures  having  reference  to  a 
communication  from  Pittsburgh  Synod  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee  consisting  of  Revs.  1,.  K.  Evans,  J.  G.  Noss  and  Elder 
S.  P.  Heilman,  who  presented  on  Saturday  the  following  report 
which  was  adopted.     It  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  certain  resolutions  passed 
by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh,  asking  this  Synod  and  the  Synod  of 
the  Potomac  to  cooperate  in  reference  to  certain  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  interests  of  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster, 
Pa.,  would  respectfully  report  the  following : 

The  overture  contains  two  resolutions  :  i.  That  it  is  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  that  the  professors  of  our  Semi- 
nary ought  to  receive  equal  salaries.  2.  An  overture  to  this 
Synod  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
similar  committees  from  the  Synods  of  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac, 
for  the  purpose  of  selecting  sites  for  houses  for  the  professors  in 
the  Seminary. 

In  reference  to  the  first  resolution  pertaining  to  the  equalizing 
of  the  salaries  of  our  professors  in  our  Theological  Seminary, 
your  committee  would  suggest,  that  while  we  appreciate  the 
suggestion  and  recognize  the  justice  of  the  request,  yet  this 
Synod  does  not  deem  itself  competent  at  this  time  to  take  any 
definite  action,  beyond  recommending  this,  viz :  that  the  neces- 
sity for  increasing  the  General  Endowment  Fund  by  which  means 
the  professors'  salaries  could  be  best  increased  be  commended, 
through  our  pastors  to  our  liberal-minded  Church  members. 

In  reference  to  the  second  resolution  in  the  overture,  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  have  already  recommended  the  best  adjustment  of  this 
particular  matter,  and  which  meets  the  approval  of  this  your 
special  committee.

BOBBIONS. 

I.    Anwwi  Report  of  the  OoDiend  Bond  of  Mlfwlfinii  of  the  Rgjonnad 
Caunoh  In  the  Unitad  States,  from  J^pill  1st,  1894,  to  April,  1st,  1095. 

To  the  English  Classes  and  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States : 

Brethren  :  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  General  Board  of 
Missions,  heretofore,  to  prepare  its  annual  report  in  time  for  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Synods.  The  report  was  usually  dated  on 
September  ist,  and  made  its  first  appearance  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Synods  and  asked  for  official  notice  and  action  before  uiese 
bodies.  It  has  been  felt,  however,  that  in  this  way  the  work  of 
the  Board  does  not  come  before  the  people  in  the  general  way 
that  its  importance  merits.  Our  people  should  be  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  needs  and  work  of  the  Board.  The  elders  of 
the  Church  especially  should  be  well  informed  on  the  work  of  the 
Home  Board;  and  for  this  reason  it  was  deemed  best  to  issue  the 
annual  report  on  April  ist  of  each  year,  and  so  have  it  ready  for 
distribution  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Classes.  Accordingly 
the  report  has  been  prepared  and  appears  before  you,  brethren  of 
the  Classes  and  Synods,  for  your  official  action.  The  Board  is 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Classes  must  take  action  upon  that 
which  comes  down  to  them  from  the  Synods;  and  therefore  in 
this  report  the  Board  calls  the  attention  of  the  Classes  to  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Synods,  and  lays  before  them  such  information  as 
should  be  furnished  the  Church.  This  report,  coming  out  so 
early  in  the  year,  must  of  necessity  cover  some  ground  that  was 
covered  by  last  year's  report,  but  this  will  be  avoided  after  the 
present  year. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  so  far  as  the  missions 
themselves  are  concerned.  For  this  we  should  acknowledge  the 
goodness  and  mercy  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  Financi- 
ally the  year  has  been  a  hard  one,  but  no  year  did  the  missions 
make  greater  progress  than  during  the  past  one.  Some  of  the 
missions  have  a  decidedly  better  outlook  now  than  a  year  ago, 
while  nearly  all  have  been  making  commendable  progress.  To 
keep  the  financial  credit  of  the  Board  on  a  good  basis  has  taxed 
the  energy  of  every  member,  and  we  are  pained  to  say  that  at  the 
time  of  making  out  this  report  the  Board  is  financially  in  a  worse 
condition  than  for  years.  It  is  true  also  that  the  continual  strain 
to  which  the  Board  has  been  subject  during  the  year  cannot  long 
continue  without  great  harm  to  the  work.  The  Treasurer  reports 
that  he  is  more  than  a  quarter  short  in  his  payments,  and  that 
time  and  again  he  was  compelled  to  advance  money  in  order  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries.  On  April  ist  we  should  have 
at  least  $8,ooo  in  the  treasury  with  which  to  pay  the  missionaries 
for  the  quarter  ending  March  31st,  1895  ;  but  instead,  we  owe  the 
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Treasurer  a  small  sum  on  the  quarter  ending  December  31st,  1894. 
It  is  true  that  during  the  ensuing  quarter,  when  all  the  Classes 
meet,  a  large  sum  of  money  will  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  but 
that  sum  will  be  required  to  pay  the  amount  due  on  April  ist, 
1895.  That  will  give  us  an  empty  treasury  with  which  to  carry 
on  the  work  during  the  dull  summer  months.  It  is  well  that  the 
Classes  at  their  ensuing  meetings  take  this  matter  into  serious 
consideration  and  determine  what  shall  be  done.  Brethren,  the 
work  is  yours,  and  it  is  for  you  to  say  what  progress  the  work 
shall  make  in  this  country.  Notwithstanding  these  adverse  con- 
ditions, many  appeals  have  been  coming  to  the  Board  asking  that 
new  work  be  undertaken.  New  fields  are  opening  up  for  the 
Churdi  to  enter.  The  Master  is  calling  upon  us  to  go  into  his 
harvest  field.  A  rich  reward  awaits  us  if  we  but  heed  the  call  and 
provide  the  means  by  which  the  work  can  be  carried  forward. 

_  Tha  Appoortionmeiiti. 

Last  3rear  the  Board  asked  of  the  Synods  that  the  sum  of  $40,- 
000  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  for  missions  proper,  $3,000 
for  the  Hungarian  work  and  $1,000  for  the  Harbor  mission  at 
the  port  of  New  York.  The  Harbor  mission  apportionment  was, 
however,  provided  for  by  the  General  Synod  at  Reading,  and  &lls 
with  equal  weight  upon  English  and  German  Synods.  The 
Synods  at  their  meetings  last  fall  assumed  these  amounts  and  the 
Classes  at  their  meetings  this  spring  will  be  expected  to  appor- 
tion them  upon  the  charges.  The  Board  wishes  it  to  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  at  no  time  was  there  a  request  made  for 
any  funds  over  and  above  the  apportionments.  The  Board,  in 
all  its  appropriations,  remained  within  the  scope  of  the  appor- 
tionments, and,  indeed,  always  allowed  a  large  margin  for  any  pos- 
sible delinquencies.  Notwithstanding  this  careful  management 
on  the  part  of  the  Board,  the  Church  still  failed  to  pay  so  much 
of  the  apportionments  as  was  needed.  The  delinquencies 
amounted  to  fully  $10,000  during  the  past  year,  being  nearly  one- 
fourth  of  the  whole  sum  asked  of  the  Synods.  It  would  be  well 
if  the  Classes  would  take  into  consideration,  at  their  annual  meet- 
ings, the  extremely  small  average  per  member  required  to  pay 
the  missionary  apportionments.  It  runs  from  a  little  above 
eighteen  cents  in  the  Eastern  Synod  to  fifty-three  cents  in  the 
Synod  of  the  Interior.  Certainly  there  should  be  no  diflSculty  in 
raising  so  small  an  average  for  a  work  so  important. 

Then,  the  Board  wishes  the  Church  to  take  notice  of  the  fact, 
also,  that  for  two  years  the  sums  asked  of  the  Synods  have  been 
just  the  same.  While  this  work  should  have  been  greatly  in- 
creased, and  might  have  been  increased  to  the  great  advantage  of 
the  Church,  yet  it  was  not  deemed  best  to  ask  for  larger  sums 
because  of  the  stringency  of  the  times.  The  same  amount  will 
be  asked  of  the  Synods  for  next  year,  although  the  membership 
of  the  Church  has  been  increased.   The  Board  now  asks  the  Classes 
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that  the  most  strenuous  efforts  be  put  forth  to  collect  the  appor- 
tionments. The  missions  were  invariably  established  at  the 
earnest  solicitation  of  the  Classes  and  Synods,  with  the  tacit 
understanding  that  the  Synods  would  stand  by  the  Board  and  fur- 
nish the  means  to  carry  forward  the  missions  which  they  requested 
should  be  established.  The  Board  has  a  right  to  expect  that 
these  promises  be  kept. 

The  Board  would  also  su^^gest  that,  in  cases  where  charges  are 
vacant  a  committee  of  Classis  be  sent  into  them  to  assist  in  gather- 
ing the  apportionments.  This  is  now  done  by  some  Classes  with 
g(X)d  results. 

Never  before  were  our  missions  more  prosperous.  Finand^y 
they  have  had  a  struggle;  but  when  the  statistical  table  at  the  end 
of  this  report  is  consulted  it  will  be  found  that  the  past  year  has 
been  one  of  advancement  in  ail  departments  of  the  work.  Since 
April,  1894,  a  number  of  missions  have  become  self-sustaining, 
aside  from  those  so  marked,  but  as  they  were  so  designated  on  the 
statistical  table  last  September  they  need  not  be  mentioned  here. 
Although  money  was  scarce  the  Board  was  still  under  the  neces- 
sity of  enrolling  a  few  new  missions  since  the  annual  report  of  last 
year.;  Youngstown,  Ohio,  Dauphin  Street  mission,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  Tioga  mission,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  and  the 
Hungarian  mission  at  South  Norwalk,  Conn.,  have  been  enrolled. 
The  mission  at  Tyrone,  Pa.,  has  been  dropped  from  the  roll,  so 
that  there  are  on  April  ist,  1895,  ninety-five  missions  on  the  roll 
of  the  Board.  There  are  several  of  this  number  that  have  become 
self-supporting  with  April  ist,  and  quite  an  additional  number  re- 
ceive very  small  allowances  from  the  Board,  and  will  need  its  help 
but  a  short  time  longer.  Had  the  means  been  at  hand,  the  roU 
might  have  been  greatly  increased.  Missions  would  have  been 
founded  in  places  where  the  prospects  are  the  most  encouraging. 
Indeed,  new  points  have  been  pleading  for  the  establishment  of 
missions. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  now  have,  including  the  German,  one 
hundred  and  tzuenfy'Six  missions,  embracing  one  hundred  and 
eighty  congregations.  We  find,  then,  that  one-sixth  of  our  minis- 
ters are  missionaries  in  the  home  field,  and  one-eighth  of  our  con- 
gregations belong  to  the  mission  fields. 

Tha  Chioago  Chnroh. 

In  last  year's  report  the  Board  requested  the  Synods  to  provide  a 
sum  aggregating  $4,500  or  $5,000  for  the  erection  of  a  church  for 
the  English  mission  in  Chicago.  The  lot  was  secured  by  the 
Board  a  year  ago,  and  the  erection  of  a  modest  church  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  insure  the  success  of  the  mission.  The  Synods  all 
took  favorable  action  in  the  matter.  Some  invited  the  agent  to 
come  into  the  congregations  and  collect  the  sum  to  be  raised. 
Some  authorised  the  holding  of  collections  in  order  to  obtain  the 
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the  charges  in  the  Usual  way. 

It  has  since  been  ascertained  that  there  are  grave  objections  to 
an  agent  collecting  the  money,  as  some  pastors  do  not  wish  an 
agent  to  come  into  their  fields,  while  others  object  on  the  ground 
that  an  agent  cannot  visit  all  the  charges  of  a  Synod  for  a  sum  so 
small,  so  that  a  comparatively  small  number  of  the  charges  must 
pay  the  money.  It  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  that  this  mission  is 
very  important  and  should  have  the  support  of  the  entire  English 
Church  in  the  erection  of  its  building ;  and  it  is  further  the  sense 
of  the  Board  that  the  money  should  be  gotten  with  as  little  expense 
and  as  quickly  as  possible. 

The  Board,  therefore,  proposes  to  the  Classes  and  earnestly 
requests  that,  since  all  the  Synods  took  favorable  action,  the 
Classes,  at  their  annual  meetings  this  spring,  assume  such  an 
amount  as  would  fall  to  each  upon  the  basis  of  the  amount  assumed 
by  the  Synods,  and  that  they  designate  the  amount  each  pastor  is 
to  raise,  and  request  the  pastors  to  raise  the  amounts  by  collection, 
and  pay  them  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  Classes,  who  shall  forward 
them  to  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig,  D.  D.,  12 19  West  Monroe  street, 
Chicago,  Ills.  Dr.  Kendig  will  receipt  for  all  money,  and  these 
receipts  can  then  be  forwanled  by  the  Treasurers  of  the  Classes  to 
the  Synodical  Treasurers',  so  that  proper  credit  can  be  given  the 
^nods.  The  object  is  to  get  the  money  as  quickly  as  possible. 
'Hiere  is  urgent  need  that  this  church  be  built.  The  mission  has 
a  bright  future  before  it  if  the  Church  will  help  to  put  it  upon  a 
firm  basis  by  the  erection  of  this  building. 

The  Boaxd  hopes  that  the  Classes  will  take  the  proposed  action 
and  so  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Synods. 

TI10  Harbor  XfiMdon. 

Of  this  kind  of  work  our  Church  has  but  one  station,  namely, 
that  at  the  port  of  New  York.  Rev.  Paul  Somerlatte  is  in  charge 
of  the  work,  and  indeed  he  has  sole  control  of  it.  The  entire 
amount  to  be  furnished  for  thisi  work  by  the  entire  Church  is  just 
$1,000  annually.  Whatever  additional  is  furnished  by  the  Church 
is  a  purely  voluntary  matter.  It  would  seem  that  $1,000  for 
eight  Synods  to  furnish  annually  is  a  sum  so  small  that  it  would 
be  furnished  promptly  and  freely.  The  truth  compels  us  to  say, 
however,  that  in  nineteen  months  the  entire  Church  paid  only 
^40  to  this  cause,  compelling  the  Board  to  use  funds  that  were 
mtended  for  the  regular  missionary  work  to  pay  the  Harbor  Mis- 
sionary. The  Board  cannot  here  point  out  the  amounts  that  the 
difierent  Synods  owe  this  fund,  but  all  are  more  or  less  delin- 
quent. The  Board  calls  the  attention  of  the  Classes  and  Synods 
to  the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  regards  this  mission,  with  the 
belief  that  these  bodies  need  only  know  how  the  matter  stands  in 
order  to  furnish  the  means  to  carry  it  forward.  Hereafter  the 
Board  will  use  only  such  funds  as  are  specified  for  this  work,  to 
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cany  it  on.  If  the  Church  fails  to  pay  what  is  promised,  that 
will  be  taken  as  sufiBicient  evidence  that  our  people  are  not  inter- 
ested in  the  Harbor  Mission  and  do  not  wish  to  support  it.  The 
^mods  should  not  apportion  such  a  small  sum  upon  the  Classes, 
but  should  combine  it  with  their  contingent  expenses  and  out  of 
these  pay  it  annually  for  the  whole  Synod.  When  it  comes  in  the 
form  of  an  apportionment  upon  the  charges  it  is  a  sum  so  small 
that  it  is  entirely  overlooked,  or  becomes  mixed  up  with  larger 
sums  for  other  purposes  and  is  never  paid  to  the  object  for  which 
it  was  intended.  Something  of  this  kind  must  have  occurred,  as 
the  sum  asked  for  and  promised  by  the  Synods  has  not  been  paid 
over.  For  instance,  the  entire  income  for  this  purpose  from  April, 
1894,  to  April,  1895,  was  only  $564.03.  The  Board  cannot  too 
strongly  urge  upon  the  Classes  and  Synods  to  see  that  the  small 
sums  needed  for  this  work  are  promptly  paid. 

The  Hnngaxlan  "Work. 

Perhaps  no  department  of  the  work  has  moved  forward  with 
ereater  evidences  of  prosperity  than  that  of  the  Hungarian.  Prom 
Its  very  inception  it  has  been  a  success.  What  has  been  done 
should  encourage  the  Church  to  still  greater  efforts  among  these 
Reformed  people  who  come  to  our  shores. 

A  little  over  a  year  ago  Rev.  Ferenczi  took  charge  at  Pittsburgh. 
There  never  seemed  to  be  much  business  tact  among  the  Hunga- 
rians at  that  place  until  he  took  charge.  Since  then  matters  have 
been  placed  upon  a  better  basis,  and  the  outlook  is  decidedly  more 
cheering  than  ever  before.  At  the  last  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  pastor  Ferenczi,  with  his  elder,  appeared  be- 
fore the  Committee  ana  paid  $150  on  their  church  debt,  with  the 
assurance  that  a  like  sum  should  be  paid  quarterly,  if  possible,  un- 
till  the  whole  is  paid.  This  is  the  kind  of  work  that  tells  on  the 
spirit  and  habits  of  the  people. 

Rev.  Kovacs  a  year  ago  went  to  Assinaboia,  Canada,  to  do  mis- 
sionary work  among  his  Hungarian  brethren.  During  the  year 
past,  according  to  his  reports,  he  has  been  doing  such  work  as  he 
deemed  neccessary  in  that  new  country.  The  members  are  some- 
what scattered  and  live  in  two  communities  adjacent  to  each 
other.  He  finds  the  work  somewhat  difl&cult.  Last  summer  the 
people  suffered  by  the  drouth,  while  during  the  past  winter  their 
souls  were  tried  by  the  rigors  of  a  far  northern  winter.  Still  he 
seems  hopeful  of  success.  He  now  has  seventy  families  of  his  peo- 
ple with  him,  and  has  the  promise  of  others  who  intend  to  make 
their  home  in  this  colony.  Let  us  hope  that  he  will  make  a  suc- 
cess of  the  project. 

Last  October  Rev.  Harsanjri  came  to  this  country  in  answer  to 
the  call  of  the  Board  and  took  charge  of  the  work  in  Cleveland, 
O.,  Rev.  Jurany  resigning  his  position  as  pastor.  Rev.  Harsanyi 
came  as  a  licentiate  and  was  ordained  by  and  enrolled  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Erie  Classis.      He  at  once  entered  upon  the  work  with 


zeal  and  has  been  busily  engaged  since.  His  reports  are  cheer- 
ing in  their  character  and  he  seems  to  delieht  m  the  work  as- 
signed him.  He  was  entirely  unacquainted  with  the  English 
langiiage  when  he  arrived  in  this  country,  but  is  rapidly  acquir- 
ing it.  In  November  last  the  new  Hungarian  church  on  Bast 
Madison  Avenue,  Cleveland,  was  dedicated.  This  church  is  a 
Tery  comfortable  building,  of  fair  size,  costing,  including  the  lot, 
about  $3,300.  The  church  is  a  substantial  structure.  The  con- 
gregation in  Cleveland  is  doing  well ;  and  when  the  debt  of 
$1,000  now  resting  on  the  building  is  lifted,  self-support  will 
not  be  far  distant.  Connected  with  Cleveland  are  congregations 
at  Fairport,  Toledo  and  Ashtabula  served  byBro.  Harsanyi. 

For  several  years  our  Hungarian  ministers  have  been  visiting 
IK>ints  in  the  East.  A  number  of  important  fields  have  been  at 
different  times  pointed  out  to  the  Board  for  work  among  the 
Hungarians.  Both  men  and  means  have  been  wanting.  One 
new  field  has  been  organized  within  the  last  six  months,  namely, 
South  Nbrwalk  and  Bridgeport,  Conn.  There  has  been  a  con- 
gregation organized  in  each  of  these  towns,  and  Gabriel  Dokus, 
a  Hungarian,  who  was  lately  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry, 
hB»  been  called  to  and  commissioned  for  the  field  with  an  ap- 
propriation of  $200.  The  prospects  for  the  field  are  said  to  be 
very  good. 

We  should  have  an  increased  amount  for  this  work  next  year, 
but  under  the  present  financial  strain  the  Board  does  not  deem 
it  best  to  ask  for  more  than  last  year.  The  Synods  are  there- 
fore requested  to  assume  the  following  sums  for  this  work  at  their 
annual  meeting  this  year.

The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  entire  income  for 
Hungarian  missions  from  April  i,  1894,  ^^  April  i,  1895,  ^^ 
$1,675.44,  instead  of  the  $3,000  promised. 

As  the  Hungarian  work  is  of  general  interest  throughout  the 
Church,  we  also  ask  the  German  Synods  for  their  contributions  to 
this  good  work. 

The  Extension  "Work. 

This  department  of  the  work  increases  in  importance  with  every 
additional  year.  It  is  rapidly  growing  as  the  mission  work  is 
extended.  It  is  one  side  of  the  general  missionary  work,  but  one 
of  very  great  importance.  It  may  be  very  lightly  regarded  by 
many  in  the  Church  and  utterly  neglected  by  others,  but  it  still 
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zemains  true  that  no  denomination  can  be  on  the  highway  to  suc- 
cess that  fails  to  lay  deep  and  strong  its  foundations  in  a  liberal 
extension  fund.  The  policy  that  the  most  progressive  denomi- 
nations of  this  country  have  been  pursuing  is  proof  of  the  fact. 
Our  Church  has  never  put  the  stress  upon  it  that  its  importance 
demands.  It  can  now  be  plainly  seen  that  the  want  of  such  a  fund 
is  crippling  our  operations  at  every  step.  The  Board  is  glad  to 
state  that  some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year.  We  here 
give  the  report  of  Tuieasurer  Boush.

It  will  be  noticed  that  some  of  the  items  in  this  report  were  in- 
cluded in  the  report  sent  out  last  September;  but,  as  this  report  is 
to  cover  a  full  year,  all  transactions  between  April  i,  1894,  and 
April  I,  1895,  ^^  included.  It  is  a  plain,  unvarnished  statement 
01  the  case.     The  work  had  to  be  carried  forward,  whether  the 
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fionds  were  on  hand  or  not.  Some  of  our  city  missions  required 
lielp  or  had  to  be  abandoned.  The  same  conditions  always  exist 
if  we  establish  missions  in  the  cities.  If  we  are  content  with  do- 
ing work  only  in  the  rural  districts,  then  we  can  get  along  with 
less  means. 

The  contributions  from  all  sources  were  $4,727.24.  These,  it 
might  be  stated,  were  the  free-will  offerings  of  the  Church  for  this 
object. 

The  legacies  were  the  offerings  of  a  few  who  remembered  this 
good  cause  in  the  final  disposition  of  their  property,  and  are  a 
monument  to  their  name  and  memory. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  some  of  the  missions  are  already  begin- 
ning to  pay  back  small  sums.  In  the  years  to  come  the  B^rd 
will  have  a  lar^e  annual  income  from  this  source  with  which  to 
help  other  new  interests. 

Aside  from  this,  the  Board  had  to  have  additional  funds,  and  so 
$3,000  had  to  be  borrowed.  It  was  only  under  the  'most  urgent 
need  that  this  was  done. 

Including  the  deferred  payments  and  the  amount  borrowed,  the 
liabilities  of  the  Board,  for  this  department  of  the  work,  are  $14,- 
837.50.  This  is  getting  to  be  a  formidable  sum  indeed.  Btit  Ae 
Board  could  not  see  its  way  out  except  by  borrowing  the  money. 
We  feel  confident,  however,  that  the  money  is  well  invested  and 
no  similar,  amount  will  bear  better  interest  for  the  Church. 

A  number  of  our  missions  are  asking  for  loans  of  $500  and 
$1,000  in  order  to  strengthen  them.  The  Board  would  gladly 
ndp  the  missions  in  this  way,  but  to  do  so  is  an  utter  impos- 
sibility, as  the  funds  are  lacking.  It  is  true  also  that  so  far  the 
Board  has  given  aid  only  in  the  way  of  purchasing  the  lots  and 
holding  them  as  the  property  of  the  Board,  to  l^  used  by  the 
missions,  upon  which  to  erect  chapels  and  churches. 

The  Board  is  very  much  in  need  of  additional  funds  for  this 
work,  and  the  Church  should  do  more  for  the  extension  cause ; 
and  yet,  as  the  times  are  hard,  it  has  been  decided  to  ask  the  same 
as  last  year,  namely,  an  average  of  six  cents  per  member.  The 
Board,  therefore,  most  earnestly  requests  the  Synods,  at  their  an- 
nual meetings  this  year,  to  apportion  upon  the  Classes  this  small 
sum  for  this  important  work. 

It  is  but  fair  to  acknowledge  the  help  of  the  women  of  the 
Church  in  this  work.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  has  about  finished  its  fund  of  $500. 

The  special  fund  of  $500  to  be  known  as  the  Tiffin  Classts  Ex" 
tension  Fund  has  also  been  completed. 

The  Finances. 

The  finances  of  the  Board  are  an  important  item  at  any  time, 
but  especially  at  the  present.  Not  a  little  discussion  has  been 
going  on  as  regards  the  finances  of  the  Home  Board,  the  appor- 
tionments, the  shrinkages,  the  best  plans  to  raise  money,  and  so 
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on  to  the  end  of  the  chapter.  Men  differ  widely.  What  seems 
proper  for  one  portion  of  the  Church  may  not  quite  suit  another. 
A  few  points  must  always  be  kept  in  mind  when  the  finances  are 
discussed. 

I.  That  the  missions  were  enrolled  upon  the  recommendations 
of  the  subordinate  Boards. 

J,  That  the  Synods  pledged  the  amounts  necessary  to  sustain 
these  missions. 

3.  That  the  Boon!  in  enrolling  these  missions  made  allowance 
for  any  reasonable  shrinkage  that  might  occur  because  of  the 
striuijcncy  of  the  times.  In  spite  of  this  conservative  policy  on  the 
jurt  ot  the  Inxird.  there  has  beeen  more  of  a  shrinkage  than  was 
exiHrcte\l. 

The  amount  wtevl  lost  year  by  the  Synods  for  missions,  includ- 
iuwi  Huuiiuriau  and  Harbor,  was  §44,000.  The  amount  actually 
jviid  ill  ii\nu  April  i.  1S04.  to  April  i,  1895,  was  $35,460,  leaving 
a  shoz  tai^e  ot'  d^.540  for  the  year.  But  Treasurer  Reber  informs  us 
that  ihvT  shorta^-e  of  1S03  was  even  greater  than  that  of  1894, 
ttukiu^k:  tvH  the  two  years  fully  $17,000.

with  six  cents  per  member  for  church  extension.  This  is  an 
average  of  about  thirty-one  cents  per  member  for  the  English 
Synods,  including  all  the  departments  of  the  home  work.  This 
is  a  sum  so  small,  for  a  work  so  important,  that  no  one  can 
possibly  urge  a  valid  objection  against  it.  We  have  our  doubts 
whether  there  is  another  denomination  in  the  land  that  does  so  much 
work  with  so  little  money.  The  Board  feels  that  a  less  sum  than 
that  asked  for  would  cripple  the  work  so  seriously  as  to  do  great 
injury  to  the  cause,  and  hopes  that  the  Synods  and  Classes  will 
very  willingly  vote  the  sum  in  aid  of  this  work. 

Zh6  Gtannan  AUflsloiia. 

It  was  suggested  by  not  a  few,  in  past  years,  that  it  would  be 
well  as  a  source  of  information,  if  in  the  annual  report  there  were 
given  a  list  of  the  German  missions.  This  year  we  endeavored  to 
comply  with  the  request  by  procuring  a  list,  with  name  of 
mission,  where  located,  membership,  the  amount  paid  by  the 
mission  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  German  Board.  This  list  is 
a  proof  that  the  German  brethren  are  pushing  the  spread  of  the 
Church  as  rapidly  as  men  and  means  permit.  They,  like  the 
English,  are  limited  in  the  means  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
on  a  scale  commensurate  with  its  importance.  It  will  be  seen, 
by  the  list,  that  nearly  all  their  missions  are  in  the  cities  and 
larger  towns.  There  is  much  new  territory  that  should  be  taken 
up  by  the  Germans  as  well  as  the  English.  Let  us  hope  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  in  both  languages  the  mission  work 
will  be  very  largely  increased.

The  Sunday-school  Board  contemplates  the  appointment  of  & 
Sunday-school  Missionary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enterthe  towns 
and  cities  where  Sunday-school  work  is  needed,  and  organize' 
Sunday-schools,  and,  ultimately,  congregations.  The  Board  deem& 
such  an  office  a  very  important  one,  and  it  is  believed  that  such  a 
missionary  can  do  a  good  work  in  building  up  the  Church  in  des- 
tituteplaces.  But  the  operations  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  along 
missionary  lines  and  the  work  of  the  General  Board  must  not  con- 
flict. Therefore,  at  the  last  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  a  committee  was  appointed  to  meet  a  similar  committee 
&om  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  these  committees  of  conference 
are  to  formulate  a  plan  by  which  the  two  Boards  can  coiiperate  in 
a  way  mutually  helpful  to  each  other.  The  plan  will  be  submitted 
to  the  General  Board  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 
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It  has  long  been  felt  by  the  Board  that  the  German  missions  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  should  be  under  the  German  Board,  as  the  Ger- 
man work  can  be  best  carried  forward  by  Germans.  Accordingly, 
several  years  ago  overtures  were  made  to  the  German  Board  of  the 
West  to  transfer  those  missions  to  its  care.  The  matter  was 
brought  before  said  Board  in  regular  form  by  the  General  Board, 
and  that  Board  brought  the  matter  before  the  Northwestern  and 
Central  Synods  for  final  decision  at  their  meetings  last  year.  Their 
action  was  adverse  to  their  reception.  So  these  missions  still  con- 
tinue under  the  General  Board  for  the  present. 

The  Board  has  been  earnestly  solicited  to  take  charge  of  a  Bohe- 
mian interest  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  and  organize  a  congregation 
among  the  people  of  that  nationality  in  that  city.  The  plea  is 
made  that  these  Bohemian  brethren  are  of  Reformed  stock  and 
should  be  cared  for  by  our  Church.  The  matter  came  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  last  meeting,  and  was  by  it  referred  to 
the  full  Board  meeting  April  23,  1895. 

The  matter  of  forming  German-English  missions  has  claimed 
the  attention  of  the  Board  at  difierent  times.  Most  urgent  appeals 
have  come  to  it  from  points  in  the  German  Classes,  but  as  only 
the  English  Synods  have  placed  their  mission  work  under  the 
care  of  the  General  Board,  the  Board  has  hesitated  to  estab- 
lish such  missions  and  have  them  form  a  part  of  German  Classes. 
This  whole  matter  must  soon  be  adjusted  in  some  way,  either  by 
the  General  Synod  or  by  some  other  competent  authority. 

The  Conoltision. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  difl&cult  one  for  mission  work  from 
the  fact  that  the  Board  has  continually  been  cramped  for  want  of 
funds.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Board  hesitated  to  take  up 
new  work  that  presented  itself  to  the  extent  that  it  should  have 
done.  At  no  time  have  our  opportunities  been  greater  and  the 
outlook  more  favorable.  As  a  Church  we  should  give  thanks  for 
the  measure  of  prosperity  that  has  attained  our  missionary  efforts. 
The  Master's  blessings  have  been  upon  us.  But  have  we  as  a 
Church  been  as  faithful  as  we  should  have  been?  Have  we 
honored  the  Lord  with  our  substance  as  we  should  have  done  ? 
Let  us  call  upon  Him  to  bless  the  coming  year,  even  more  sig- 
nally than  the  past  year.  Let  us  expect  great  things  of  the  Lord, 
but  let  us  so  meet  our  responsibilities  that  He  can  do  great  things 
for  us.

n. — ^Report  of  the  Board  of  MlasioiiB  of  the  Refonned  Chnroh  in  the 

United  States. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  and  to  the  Reverend  Potomac  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  It  is  important  that  your  Advisory  Board 
continue  to  render  a  yearly  report  to  the  Synods,  especially  in 
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reference  to  the  finances  of  the  year  and  the  trust  funds  in  our 
hands. 

With  this  report,  indeed  as  part  of  it,  we  send  Treasurer  Niss- 
ley's  report  as  usual,  knowing  that  its  details  are  valuable  in  the 
study  of  our  work. 

It  is  matter  for  devout  gratitude  to  God  that  a  revival  of  busi- 
ness seems  at  hand,  and  that  the  coming  year  promises  easier 
finances. 

Perhaps  it  is  enough  to  make  the  general  statement  that  our 
work  is  in  good  condition  ;  and  for  details  concerning  the  missions 
we  refer  you  to  the  yearly  report  of  the  General  Board. 

It  is  well,  however,  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Hun- 
garian work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Eastern  Synod  is  assuming 
unexpectedly  large  proportions,  demanding  and  deserving  special 
help.  We  now  have  congregations  at  South  Norwalk,  Conn. ; 
Bridgeport,  Conn. ;  Trenton,  N.  J.  ;  and  Mt.  Carmel,  Pa. ;  with 
abundant  material  for  another  in  New  York  City,  where  a  pastor 
has  just  been  located:  At  Mt.  Carmel  they  two  years  ago  built 
themselves  a  church,  and  at  Trenton  one  will  likely  soon  be  built 
by  the  members ;  but  at  South  Norwalk  and  Bridgeport  loans 
must  be  given  for  the  building  of  churches,  and  here  our  Church- 
building  Funds  again  serve  us  well. 

During  the  year  the  Edwin  B.  and  Clara  S.  McCauley  Memo- 
rial Church-building  Fund  was  completed ;  the  Freeland  G.  Hob- 
son  Fund  was  begun  ;  several  partial  Funds  have  been  increased; 
and  two  Funds  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury,  namely,  the 
Martin  L.  and  Anna  C.  Lerch  Church-building  Fund,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Henry  W.  Super  Church-building  Fund.  We  now  have 
thirty  of  these  Funds  on  record,  besides  those  in  process  of  com- 
pletion. 

Let  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  helpfulness  of  these  Funds  lies 
not  merely  in  the  amount  given,  but  especially  in  the  fact  that  they 
are  on  hand  for  use  just  when  most  needed,  a  fact  which  has  re- 
peatedly been  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  people.  Hence 
our  eflFort  has  been  always  to  have  several  Funds  in  the  treasury 
in  advance  of  demand. 

The  available  assets  of  the  Board  are  now  over  $30,000,  mainly 
in  the  form  of  first  mortgages  on  church  properties ;  and  it  is 
worthy  of  note  that  about  half  of  this  amount  is  made  up  of  the 
Church-building  Funds  gathered  within  the  last  nine  years. 

One  of  the  most  important  as  well  as  painful  acts  of  the  year 
was  the  dropping  of  our  Pacific  Coast  missions.  Our  repeated 
efforts  to  transfer  the  work  proved  unavailing,  and  the  Board  did 
not  feel  justified  in  longer  supporting  it.  Due  notice  was  given 
all  the  missionaries,  and  support  was  withdrawn  October  i,  1895. 

Changes  iti  the  roll  of  missions,  as  well  as  items  requiring  ac- 
tion, will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  General  Board.

IV.  Saorotaxy'B  Report,  Board  of  Foreign  Miaaiona. 
To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  : 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren:  The  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  would  very  respectfully  beg  leave  to  lay  before  your 
reverend  body  a  general  statement  of  the  fortunes,  the  present 
condition,  and  the  outlook  of  our  work  in  the  Empire  of  Japan. 
We  rejoice  in  being  able  to  say  that  we  come  to  you  bearing 
glad  tidings.  Since  last  it  was  our  privilege  to  address  you, 
great  changes  have  transpired  in  Japan,  aflFecting  not  only  its  na- 
tional and  political  interests,  but   also  its  relation  to  the  work 
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of  Christian  Missions  within  its  bounds.  At  the  outbreak  and 
during  the  earlier  stages  of  the  recent  war  with  China,  g^ave  appre- 
hensions were  entertained  as  to  the  effect  it  might  have  upon 
the  di£fusion  of  Christianity,  but  aside  from  a  spirit  of  indiffer- 
ence to  its  solemn  claims,  caused  doubtless,  in  large  part,  by 
the  universal  absorption  of  interest  in  the  war  and  which  we  are 
sorry  to  learn  still  prevails,  the  effects  have  proved  rather  ad- 
vantageous than  damaging.  The  simultaneous  happy  solution 
of  the  vexed  question  of  treaty  revision  has  gone  far  to  allay 
the  anti-foreign  feeling  which  had  erected  restraining  barriers, 
while  the  practical  demonstration  against  the  allegations  of  the 
false  religionists,  that  Christianity  was  not  inimical  to  patriotism, 
has  caused  a  change  of  attitude  towards  it  on  the  part  of  the 
military  and  ruling  classes  to  that  of  toleration  and  even  favor. 
The  widespread  distribution  of  the  sacred  scriptures  ;  the  special 
facilities  for  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  soldiery,  accorded  by 
those  in  authority,  and  the  underlying  spirit  of  Christian  charity 
as  manifested  in  the  offices  of  the  Red  Cross  Association,  all 
these  combined,  have,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  lodged  deep  in 
the  hearts  of  the  people,  a  holy  principle,  which  silently,  like 
leaven,  is  working  a  transformation  which  in  large  part,  seems 
not  yet  to  be  clearly  understood  by  its  subjects.  Even  though 
the  spirit  of  indifference  is  still  discemable,  yet  in  strange  con- 
trast, the  attendance  upon  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  is  in- 
creasing. 

The  regular  work  of  our  Mission  has  gone  forward  during  the 
last  year  without  interruption.  The  only  evil  effect,  we  are  in- 
formed of,  is  a  slight  decline  in  the  number  of  students  in  the 
Tohoku  Gakuin,  some  of  them  having  entered  the  army.  In 
the  Girls'  School  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
scholars.  At  the  last  commencement  six  young  men  graduated 
fix)m  the  Theological  Department  and  are  now  going  forth  as 
evangelists ;  five  graduated  from  the  Collegiate  Department,  some, 
if  not  all,  of  whom  will  enter  the  Theological  Department.  Five 
graduated  from  the  Girls'  School. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Kaneko  is  felt  to  be  a  great  loss  to  our  Tohoku 
Gakuin,  as  he  was  expected  to  take  the  chair  of  Old  Testament 
Theology.  Hence  the  speedy  going  out,  this  fall,  of  Mr.  Chris- 
topher Noss  is  felt  to  be  the  more  urgent. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Board  that,  with  the  reinforcement  by  the 
going  out  of  Mr.  Noss,  the  teaching  force  in  our  institutions  will 
be  sufficient  for  the  present.  The  most  urgent  need  of  our  Mission 
at  this  time  is  additional  buildings.  The  Girls*  School  is  fu^l  to 
overflowing.  More  scholars  could  be  gathered  in  had  we  room  for 
their  accommodation.  The  present  teaching  force  is  sufficient  for 
a  larger  number  of  scnolars.  In  case  of  the  Tohoku  Gakuin,  our 
present  building  is  entirely  too  small.  It  has  to  serve  for  Semi- 
nary, College  and  Preparatory  Department.  We  are  short  at 
present  for  recitation  rooms  and  dormitory  facilities,  some  of  the 
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dormitory  rooms  being  used  for  recitation  purposes.  The  Board 
has  iFelt  the  urgent  need  of  enlarged  quarters,  but  in  view  of  other 
necessities  for  which  it  felt  constrained  to  ask  enlarged  contribu- 
tions from  the  Church,  it  hesitated  for  the  time  being  to  press  a 
new  and  large  request.  It  was,  therefore,  with  pleasure  that  it 
heard  of  the  inauguration,  by  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  of  the 
enterprise,  with  the  aid  of  the  other  Classes  of  the  Church,  of  the 
erection  oif  the  Kaneko  Memorial  building.  We  bespeak  for  this 
enterprise  the  favorable  consideration  of  those  of  our  brethren 
whom  God  has  blessed  with  means,  for  its  realization  will  go  far 
to  relieve  our  embarrassment  and  enable  a  larger  efficiency  in  our 
work. 

We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  say  that  the  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  has 
generously  assumed  the  entire  support  of  the  Girls*  School.  For 
this  very  efficient  cooperation  in  our  blessed  work  by  the  women 
of  our  Church  the  Board  is  profoundly  thankful. 

As  to  the  finances  of  the  Board,  it  is  happy  to  tender  to  the 
Church  its  hearty  thanks  for  the  favorable  response  made  to  its 
enlarged  requests.  The  oppressive  part  of  our  indebtedness  is 
paid,  for  which  we  humbly  thank  God,  and  provision  has  mean- 
while been  made  for  all  our  current  expenses.  True,  the  full 
amount  of  the  apportionment  has  not  been  paid,  but  it  has  called 
out  many  contributions  which  else,  most  likely,  would  not  have 
been  made.  The  deficiency  in  this  particular  was  compensated  for 
by  the  self-denial  effort,  which  effort,  however,  was  but  a  partial 
success  this  last  year,  in  consequence'  of  a  simultaneous  special 
effort  in  the  interest  of  another  branch  of  our  Church  work. 

Of  the  presence  in  this  country,  on  furlough,  of  our  beloved  Mis- 
sionary, Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy,  it  is  hardly  needful  that  we  speak.  He 
is  laboriously  visiting  our  churches  in  furtherance  of  the  cause  to 
which  he  has  consecrated  his  life.  He  is  expected  to  be  with  you 
at  your  present  meeting,  and  we  heartily  commend  him  to  your 
most  favorable  consideration  as  an  untiring,  devoted  and  most 
faithful  missionary  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  will  speak  to  you  for  him- 
self. 

In  conclusioti  the  Board  would  most  earnestly  request  your  rever- 
end body  to  repeat  the  apportionment  indicated  by  General  Synod, 
and  as  experience  has  proved  the  efficiency  and  necessity  of  the 
self-denial  effort,  to  appoint  the  coming  Lenton  season  as  a  special 
time  for  earnest  prayer  and  self-denial  for  the  help  and  advance- 
ment of  our  blessed  work  of  Foreign  Missions.

V. — The  Report  on  Mfaaiozia. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  read  its  report  on  Friday  during 
the  morning  session  and  was  acted  on  item  by  item.  These  sev- 
eral items  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  appor- 
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tionment.    The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.    The  report  is  as 
follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  would  respectful  y  offer  the  fol- 
lowing report :    The  documents  referred  to  us  arel 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods. 

3.  The  Treasurer's  report. 

4.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  Foreign  Missions. 

From  the  reports  of  various  Boards  we  learn  that  though  finan- 
cially the  year  was  a  hard  one,  never  did  the  work  make  greater 
progress  than  during  the  past  one.  The  fact  that  the  blessing  of 
God  has  rested  upon  the  work  both  in  the  home  and  foreign  field 
should  challenge  our  sincere  confidence  and  continued  support. 
From  the  ever-widening  field  of  opportunity  come  the  reiterated 
cry  for  assistance  and  the  plaintivis  plea  for  larger  means,  that 
greater  and  more  glorious  things  may  be  done  for  the  saving  of 
souls  and  the  ushering  in  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  most 
discouraging  feature  of  all  the  reports  is  that  the  apportionments, 
made  in  good  faith,  are  not  met  by  the  Church,  to  the  great  detri- 
ment of  the  work. 

We  recommend,  therefore, 

1.  That  this  Synod  assume  the  sum  of  $17,000  for  Home  Mis- 
sions and  apportion  the  same  upon  the  several  Classes. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  six  cents  per  communicant  member  be  ap- 
portioned upon  the  various  Classes  for  the  furtherance  of  Church 
Building. 

3.  That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  of 
Hungarian  Missions. 

4.  That  $300  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  for  Harbor  Mis- 
sions. 

5.  That  in  view  of  the  pressing  needs  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  and  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  General 
Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  $15,000  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes 
for  this  worthy  cause. 

6.  That  Synod  commend  the  English  Mission  at  Chicago,  and 
urge  upon  the  Classes  that  at  least  $1,500,  by  way  of  free-will 
offerings  from  the  people,  be  raised  within  our  bounds. 

7.  That  Synod  earnestly  request  the  various  Classes  to  do  their 
utmost  to  meet  the  pressing  demands  and  needs  of  the  Church  in 
all  departments  of  its  work.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod,  and 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  were  received. 
The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  and  the  item  in  the  Report  of  Trustees  declar- 
ing a  vacancy  in  the  Board  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod  is 
as  follows,  to  wit :

Dbar  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  Board  of  Trustees  begs 
leave  to  offer  the  following  annual  report.

Elder 
Loui  Kramer,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  and  Elder  D.  B.  Manger,  Douglas- 
ville.  Pa.

In  the  4th  item  under  the  head  of  requests  in  the  same  report, 
Wyoming  Classis  intimates  that  students  of  Theology  are  trans- 
gressing the  rule  by  preaching  as  candidates  in  vacant  charges 
before  they  have  been  licensed,  and  accepting  calls  from  the  same. 
The  request  was  adopted  and  on  motion  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  is  directed  to  such 
transgression.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

8UNDA7-8CHOOL8. 

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  was  read 

and  adopted.     It  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Dear  Brbthrbn  :  The  past  year  may  fairly  be  characterized 
as  one  of  increased  activity  in  Sunday-school  work.  From  the 
report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  General  Synod  and  by 
conference  with  the  General  Secretary  and  the  Classical  commit- 
tees, we  learn  that  the  organization  of  the  work  through  the  Clas- 
sical committees  is  farther  advanced,  the  holding  of  Sunday- 
school  conventions  more  general,  and  the  observation  of  Chil- 
dren's Day  more  nearly  universal,  than  ever  before.  These  facts 
indicate  progress  in  the  special  directions  selected  for  increased 
effort  since  the  appointment  of  the  General  Secretary,  as  promis- 
ing the  best  means  of  securing  more  accurate  statistics,  a  larger 
attendance  and  more  effective  work  in  the  Sunday-schools  of  the 
Church. 

1.  The  General  Sunday-school  Board  and  the  General  Secretary 
have  been  unwearied  in  furnishing,  in  the  way  of  counsel  and  as- 
sistance and  organized  effort,  every  possible  incentive  to  improve 
the  standard  of  work  in  the  individual  schools  and  to  infuse  new 
life  into  the  general  work.  Your  committee  would  respectfully 
recommend  to  the  Classes  and  Classical  committees,  that  they 
heartily  cooperate  with  these  efforts,  so  that  the  good  work  may 
go  on  with  largely  increased  success. 

2.  Special  attention  is  again  called  to  the  united  movement  to 
increase  the  Sunday-school  membership  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
and  it  is  urged  upon  our  Classes  and  their  committees  that  they 
make  earnest  efforts  to  secure  in  every  congregation  a  Sunday- 
school  enrollment  at  least  equal  to  the  church  membership.  As 
means  to  this  end  we  recommend  organized  efforts  to  enroU 
adults,  to  organize  a  Home  Department,  and  to  make  house  to 
house  visitations  wherever  practicable. 


3.  The  attention  of  the  Classes  is  again  called  to  the  Observance 
of  **  Children's  Day/'  and  it  is  urged  especially  that  every  effort 
be  made  to  secure  the  spiritual  blessings  which  a  proper  observ- 
ance carries  with  it,  as  well  as  a  general  participation  in  the  active 

Erosecution  of  Sunday-school  work  and  Sunday-school  missions, 
y  means  of  the  offerings  made  in  connection  with  the  service. 

4.  Your  committee  would  also  respectfully  report  that  it  has 
arranged  a  programme  for  the  Sunday-school  meeting  to  be  held 
during  the  present  session  of  Synod. 

5.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  added  to  the  list  of 
standing  committees  of  Synod,  appointed  annually,  one  on  Sun- 
day-schools, and  that  a  confusion  may  ensue  by  reason  of  both 
having  the  same  name,  we  recommend  that  this  body  be  hereafter 
known  as  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  Eastern  Synod.

The  following  report  was  read  and  adopted.  It  reads  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit : 

To  Reverend  Eastern  Synods  Reformed   Church   in   the   Unitea 
States  : 

Dbar  Brbthrbn  :  The  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of 
General  Synod  was  the  only  document  submitted  to  your  com- 
mittee : 

We  rejoice  to  note  the  statement  in  this  excellent  report  that 
the  entire  Church,  English  and  German,  is  responding  to  the  call 
of  the  General  Synod's  Board  for  increased  interest  and  activity 
in  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school.  We  rejoice  especially  that  the 
Board  is  able  to  report  that  progress  is  evidenced  by  many  cheer- 
ing facts.  That  fuller  and  more  detailed  statistics  of  the  condi- 
tion of  our  schools  'have  been  obtained  than  ever  before ;  that 
there  has  been  a  large  gain  in  the  number  of  scholars ;  that  25 
schools  during  the  past  18  months  were  organized  directly  and 
indirectly  through  the  Board,  in  three  of  which  congregations 
have  been  started ;  that  the  classification,  grading  and  depart- 
mental work  of  our  schools  has  received  more  attention  ;  that  the 
circulation  of  Reformed  Lesson  Helps  has  been  increasing  ;  that 
there  has  been  a  united  observance  of  *' Children's  Day,"  the 
offerings  amounting  to  $3,000,  which  is  sufficient  to  conduct  the 
entire  present  work  of  the  Board,  rendering  an  appeal  for  larger 
offerings  unnecessary  at  this  time ;  and  that,  finally  all  this  in- 
creased activity  and  interest  means  to  the  Church  the  mighty 
possibilities  of  the  Sunday-school,  possibilities  which  ought  and 
must  be  realized.

Your  C6mmittee  accordingly  submits  for  your  action  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  of  the  Board  : 

First — Let  the  call  for  a  united  movement  to  increase  the  Sun- 
day-school membership  be  solemnly  laid  upon  the  heart  and  con- 
science of  the  Church  members  and  the  Sunday-school  workers. 
Let  persistent  and  definite  effort  be  urged  upon  pastors  and  con- 
sistories and  their  schools  to  have  a  Sunday-school  enrollment 
equal  to  or  larger  than  the  Church  membership. 

Second. — Let  the  attention  of  the  several  Classes  be  again  di- 
rected to  the  observance  of  **  Children's  Day,"  and  the  schools 
reminded  that  a  blessed  part  of  the  services  of  this  day  is  the 
presentation  of  offerings  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  General  Sun- 
day-school work,  especially  Sunday-school  Missions  throughout 
our  land. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  work  of  Sunday-school  Mis- 
sions depends  for  its  support  upon  the  offerings  of  **  Children's 
Day  ;''  that  it  is  an  appeal  to  Sunday-schools,  for  Sunday-schools: 
that  it  is  carried  forward  in  accord  with  Reformed  Church  polity, 
Missionaries  laboring  under  the  supervision  of  Classis,  or  their 
appropriate  committee  and  schools,  always  being  organized  with  a 
view  to  the  regular  Church  organization  or  as  an  outpost  and 
feeder  to  some  neighboring  Church. 

Third, — Let  the  Classes  and  their  respective  pastors  and  con- 
sistories be  affectionately  urged  to  remember  that  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  growth  and  eflBciency  of  the  Sunday-schools  of  the 
Church  rests  primarily  upon  them  ;  and  that  only  in  proportion  to 
their  diligent  interest  and  loving  activity  in  teaching  and  training 
the  children,  and  in  gathering  them  in,  as  well  as  in  interesting 
the  Church  membership  in  systematic  Bible  study,  can  the  Re- 
formed Sunday-school  work  be  truly  advanced  to  the  high  stand- 
ard which  its  importance  demands. 

In  all  this  progress  here  indicated,  Synod  devoutly  rejoices. 
But  with  this  rejoicing  there  are  mingled  emotions  of  an  opposite 
character  arising  from  several  items  stated  in  the  report  and  from 
facts  of  common  knowledge. 

First. — We  are  sorry  to  notice  that  although  Classis  in  all  the 
Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  has  a  stand- 
ing committee  on  Sunday-  school  work,  nevertheless  two  still  hold 
aloof  and  are  without  such  committees. 

Secondly, — We  are  exceedingly  sorry  to  note  the  fact  that  the 
Heidelberg  Catechism  is  rapidly  being  supplanted  and  crowded 
out  in  our  current  Sunday-school  instruction  and  service,  and  its 
memorizing  still  more  rapidly  ceasing.  We  earnestly  urge  the 
Board  to  adopt  some  practical  plan  for  reinstating  this  time-hon- 
ored, martyr-defended,  most  widely- translated,  and  exceptionally 
sound  and  devotional  manual  of  Christian  doctrine,  and  for  arous- 
ing interest  among  scholars  and  teachers  in  the  work  of  com- 
mitting its  sublimely  simple  and  profoundly  important  truths  to 
memory.     Pending  other  methods  we  commend  the  suggestion  of 
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the  Board  to  devise  a  system  of  rewards.    We  trust  the  Board 
will  act,  and  that  right  speedily. 

Tkirdfy. -^Bvit  whilst  **  Children's  Day,'*  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  scholars,  the  recognizing  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism, 
and  the  other  items  mentioned  are  highly  important,  there  is  one 
matter  which  your  committee  deems  of  infinitely'  greater  and  of 
tibie  highest  importance.  Systematic  Bible  study  is  of  the  greatest 
importance,  but  this  is  impossible  without  the  fundamental  re- 
quisite of  the  Bible  itself.  One  deplorable  truth  is,  as  we  all  know 
to  our  sorrow,  the  Sunday-school  scholars  do  not  have  ike  Bible^ 
and  therefore  can  not  use  it  or  learn  to  use  it.  The  Bible  is  practi- 
cally eliminated  from  the  Sunday-schools  of  to-day,  and  pieces  or 
fragments  of  it  given  to  the  children  instead.  Modem  Sunday- 
school  methods,  instead  of  stimulating  the  scholars'  interest  in  the 
Bible,  as  they  unquestionably  ought  to  do,  to  the  extent  of  in- 
ducing private  reading  and  study,  supplant  this  very  excellent  and 
most  desirable  habit  by  too  languid  a  dependence  upon  leaflet  and 
teachers.  Of  the  Bible  in  its  entirety  they  can  learn  little  or 
nothing,  and  unquestionably  cannot  become  familiar  in  any  sense 
with  its  use  as  a  book,  and  with  the  historical  order  of  its  contents. 
The  Bible  ought  to  be  the  text-book,  and  the  only  text-book, 
(supplemented,  however,  in  our  Church  by  the  Heidelberg  Cate- 
chism), for  the  study  of  the  schools  which  meet  on  Sunday.  We 
are  unanimous  in  this,  that  we  deem  the  reinstatement  of  this 
sacred  volume,  the  main  object  of  reform  and  the  sine  qua  non  of 
true  advance  in  Sunday-school  methods  and  work.  In  the  sphere 
of  secular  education  the  best  pedagogists  have  introduced  text- 
books in  their  entirety  for  the  scholars  to  study,  with  the  contents, 
order  and  unity  of  which  they  are  made  familiar  by  ceaseless  drill- 
ing. Similar  methods  we  feel  convinced  should  speedily  be  applied 
and  pursued  in  the  work  of  the  school  which  meets  to  study  and 
recite  on  Sunday.  It  should  have  a  text- book,  and  a  copy  of  that 
book  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  scholar,  and  that  book  should 
be  studied  with  all  the  helps  attainable. 

Whilst  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod,  therefore,  that  helps  are  in- 
dispensable and  must  be  furnished  to  both  teachers  and  scholars, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Scripture  text  should  not  be  printed 
on  these  helps.  If  leaflets  and  quarterlies  had  the  expository 
notes,  references,  illustrations,  etc. ,  but  not  the  Scripture  passage 
selected  for  the  given  lesson,  it  would  drive  both  teacher  and 
scholar  to  the  Bible,  and  compel  each  one  to  own  an  individual 
copy  and  to  refer  to  it.  a  scholarly  procedure  which,  we  deeply 
deplore,  is  not  done  at  present,  but  which  is  the  glorious  aim  now 
had  in  view,  and  the  grand  want  felt,  we  may  say,  universally  in 
the  realm  of  Sunday-school  work. 

Your  committee  commends  to  your  particular  attention  the  op- 
eration of  the  Home  Department  and  the  perusal  of  the  little 
pamphlet  by  Geo.  W.  Pease,  entitled  **  Books  of  the  Bible."

PUBLICATION. 

Afitiwi  Report  of  the  Publloation  Board  of  tiie  Reftmned  Church    in 

the  United  BtateB,    1895. 

To  the  Pittsburgh,  Potomac  and  Eastern  Synods  : 

Dear  Brethrbn  :  The  Board  of  Publication  is  gratified  to  re- 
port that  with  each  succeeding  year  evidences  multiply  of  increas- 
ing interest  and  approval  in  the  existing  method  of  conducting 
the  affairs  of  your  publication  interests.  It  is  also  gratifying  to 
note  that  many  of  those  who  at  first  conscientiously  opposed  now 
join  heartily  with  those  who  advocated  the  departure  made  in  1887 
m  commending  the  present  plan  and  the  foresight  which  prompted 
it. 

The  publications  themselves  are  favorably  criticised,  as  practi- 
cally evidenced  in  the  increasing  number  of  patrons  and  subscrib- 
ers, especially  to  the  Messenger y  your  chief  organ.  This  particu- 
lar publication  is  held  in  high  esteem  and  justly  takes  rank  among 
the  leading  religious  journals  of  the  day. 

The  business  side  of  the  present  plan  of  conducting  your  pub- 
lications is  so  obvious  as  to  preclude  further  comment. 

These  features  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  an  interest  so 
well  established  in  favor  and  prosecuted  under  conditions  so  ad- 
vantageous to  the  Church  should  be  carefully  conserved  and  its 
future  usefulness  and  growth  not  impaired  by  ill-advised  changes 
or  divided  support.  Believing  this,  the  Board  bespeaks  for  this 
interest  your  continued  favor  and  support. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on 
the  4th  day  of  September,  1895,  ^^  which  the  committee  for  that 
purpose  reported  that  the  books  of  the  lessee  had  been  examined 
and  the  receipts  for  the  year  found  to  be  $37,433.80,  an  increase 
of  $2,317.41  over  the  previous  year.  This  amount  being  below 
the  limit  fixed  as  the  basis  for  the  guarantee,  the  Treasurer  was 
paid  the  $1,200  bonus  as  provided  in  the  lease. 

At  this  meeting  the  Treasurer  reported  total  funds  in  hand  of 
$10,721.81,  of  which  $996.81  were  in  cash  and  $9,725.00  in  invest- 
ments yielding  from  five  to  six  per  cent,  interest. 
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The  attention  of  the  respective  Synods  is  called  to  the  expira- 
tion on  January  ist,  1896,  of  the  term  of  S.  Hoefiich,  of  Potomac 
Synod,  and  B.  Wolff,  Jr.,  of  Pittsburgh  Synod.

Dbar  Fathers  and  Brethren:  We  herewith  present  to 
your  Reverend  Body  a  copy  of  the  32d  Annual  Report  of  Bethany 
Orphan  Home. 

First,  however,  we  would  express  our  gratitude  to  our  kind 
heavenly  Father,  who  has  watched  over  this  family  in  a  wonderful 
way  during  the  past  year.  We  have  received  from  Him  many 
temporal  and  spiritual  blessings.  Yea,  all  things  come  by  his 
Fatherly  hand. 

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  report,  we  beg 
leave  to  state  that  at  the  present  time  our  family  of  orphans  num- 
bers 107,  with  10  more  admitted  who  will  shortly  enter  the  Home. 
These,  with  others  who  are  earnestly  seeking  admission,  will 
probably  increase  the  number  of  our  family  to  115  or  120  by 
Christmas.  While  our  financial  condition  during  the  past  year 
was  probably  better  than  ever  before,  yet  we  are  at  this  present 
time  about  $1,000  in  debt  on  current  expenses.  You  will  notice 
that  this  sum  is  not  as  large  as  it  usually  has  been  at  this  season 
of  the  year,  yet  with  our  large  and  increasing  family  to  care  for, 
with  the  winter  before  us  and  with  scarcely  any  money  coming 
into  the  treasury  at  present,  can  feel  the  importance  of  again  ask- 
ing you  to  call  upon  your  people  for  liberal  offerings  at  the  com- 
ing Christmas  season  for  this  work. 

Thanking  you  and  the  friends  throughout  the  Church  for  the 
sympathetic  interest,  the  encouraging  words  and  the  liberal  as- 
sistance in  the  past,  and  the  trusting  in  God,  the  father  of  the 
fatherless  for  direction  and  support  in  the  future,  we  are,  in  be-

Brethren  :  Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter 
of  securing  **more  definite  and  particular  information''  concern- 
ing Calvin  College,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  than  was  contained  in  the 
memorial  presented  to  your  reverend  body  at  your  last  annual 
meeting  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  J.  Ruetenik,  shortly  after  their 
appointment  suffered  serious  loss  in  the  sudden  and  greatly 
lamented  death  of  their  chairman,  who  was  likewise  Synod's  Presi- 
dent, the  Rev.  Dr.  F.  K.  Levan.  Confident  that  his  experience 
would  have  been  of  great  value  to  them,  and  deploring  the  loss 
of  his  counsel,  your  committee  have  given  to  the  business  entrusted 
to  them  their  best  consideration,  and  beg  to  report : 

That  at  a  conference  held  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  the  29th  and 
30th  of  January,  1895,  between  a  representative  of  your  committee 
and  representatives  of  like  committees,  from  the  Ohio  and  Pitts- 
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burg  Synods  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Calvin 
College  and  representatives  of  the  Erie  Classis  of  the  Central  ' 
Synod  on  the  other  part,  the  conference  having  been  called  at  the 
instance  of  Erie  Classis,  the  following  facts  were  made  clear,  viz  : 

I.  That  the  statement  of  the  above-mentioned  memorial  as  to 
the  importance  of  the  work  now  being  done  by  Calvin  College  is 
substantially  correct. 

II.  That  the  thorough  and  satisfactory  nature  of  the  training 
given  at  Calvin  College  is  fully  attested  by  the  fact  that  the  seven- 
teen graduates  of  this  institution  and  the  seventeen  other  young 
men  who  partially  took  their  college  course  there,  and  who.  all  are 
now  in  the  ministry  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
uniformly  are  men  of  mark,  and  are  preferred  to  other  men  for 
responsible  positions  in  German-English  communities. 

III.  That  the  memorial  does  not  over-estimate  the  value  of  the 
property  now  held  by  Calvin  College,  nor  under-estimate  the 
amount  of  its  liabilities. 

IV.  That  the  title  to  the  property  now  vested  in  Erie  Classis  is 
valid,  and  that  no  new*  charter  will  be  needed  in  order  to  effect 
the  incorporation  of  the  several  Synods  into  its  joint  ownership. 

V.  That  in  the  event  of  your  venerable  body  granting  the 
prayer  of  Calvin  College  for  financial  aid  to  the  amount  asked 
for  and  under  the  conditions  proposed,  in  the  aforesaid  memorial 
and  the  appended  action  of  Erie  Classis,  and  thus  entering  upon 
a  joint  ownership  and  management  of  that  institution  along  with 
other  Synods  and  Erie  Classis,  certain  changes  in  the  existing 
corporation  charter  will  be  necessary.  Respecting  these,  your 
committee  begs  leave  to  suggest,  as  chiefly  important,  the  fol- 
lowing : 

1.  That  Article  III  of  the  existing  charter  should  be  changed 
so  as  to  read  :  **  The  purpose  for  which  said  corporation  is  found, 
is  to  organize,  establish  and  maintain  an  institution  of  learning 
for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  in 
German-English  communities,  and  in  which  the  different  sciences 
and  branches  of  learning  usually  included  in  the  curriculum  of  a 
college  shall  be  taught,"  etc. 

2.  That  Article  IV.  should  be  changed  so  as  to  read  :  **The 
corporation  shall  be  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees,  composed 
of  sixteen  members,  which  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
appoint  a  President,  professors  and  instructors  of  said  College, 
prescribe  the  different  courses  of  study  to  be  pursued,  and 
branches  to  be  taught,"  etc. 

**Said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  as  follows,  viz.,  eight 
members  by  the  Erie  Classis  of  the  Central  Synod,  and  two  each 
by  the  Eastern,  the  Ohio,  the  Potomac,  and  the  Pittsburgh  Synods 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  for  such  terms 

'According  to  the  laws  of  Ohio  changes  in  existing  charters  may  be 
made  if  the  proposed  chants  are  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
are  by  him  approved  as  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Ohio. 
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and  in  such  succession  as  these  bodies  may  conjointly  determine," 
etc. 

3.  That  Article  V.  should  read  as  follows  : 

"The  President  of  the  College  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  but  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  at  all  its 
meetings,  and  to  speak  on  any  question  which  may  come  up  for, 
consideration  and  discussion  ;"  and  that  Article  V.  of  the  exist- 
ing charter  should  then  become  Article  VI, 

4.  That  the  proposed  changes  in  the  corporation  charter  should 
be  so  made,  when  they  are  made,  that  further  changes  will  not  be 
necessary,  should  the  Central  Synod  take  the  place  now  held  by 
Erie  Classis. 

Your  committee  would  also  affirm  its  conviction  that  the  cause 
for  which  Calvin  College  stands  is  eminently  worthy  of,  and 
should  receive,  the  amount  of  pecuniary  aid  asked  for ;  but  that, 
furthermore,  if  the  demand  for  specially  trained  men  to  serve  as 
ministers  of  the  gospel  in  German-English  communities  should  at 
some  future  time  pass  away,  the  relation  of  your  reverend  body  to 
Calvin  College  should  in  that  event  cease,  unless  for  reasons  not 
now  apparent.

Resolved,  That  an  order  for  $35  be  granted  on  the  Treasurer  for 
expenses  incurred  by  the  committee  in  visiting  Calvin  College 
and  in  making  investigation,  as  to  the  legality  of  entering  into 
joint  ownership  with  the  aforesaid  institution. 


ARTICLE  XXI. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT. 

On  item  ist,  under  the  head  of  Requests  in  Report  of  Minutes 
of  Classes,  certain  action  is  requested  of  Synod  to  confirm  the 
action  taken  by  Schulykill  Classis  at  its  annual  meeting,  dividing 
said  Classis  by  making  the  Blue  Mountain  the  boundary  line,  and 
forming  of  the  southern  territory  a  new  Classis,  to  be  known  as 
the  Classis  of  Reading.  In  compliance  with  this  request  the  fol- 
lowing action  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  Synod  grants  the  request  of  Schuylkill  Classis 
to  be  divided. 
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Resolved^  That  Synod  hereby  directs  Schuylkill  Classis  to  meet 
at  an  early  day  and  dismiss  all  the  ministers  whose  congregations 
and  charges  are  located  in  the  territory  of  the  contemplated  new 
Classis  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  another  Classis. 

Resolved^  That  the  ministers  thus  dismissed,  together  with  their 
delegated  elders,  meet  in  special  session  in  the  First  Refonned 
Church  of  Reading,  Pa.,  within  two  months  after  their  dismission, 
at  the  call  of  Rev.  B.  Bausman,  D.  D.,  for  the  purpose  of  afiect- 
ing  an  organization,  at  which  meeting  Dr.  B.  Bausman  is  to 
preside. 

On  item  3d,  under  the  head  of  Requests  in  the  Report  on 
Minutes  of  Classes,  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of 
Revs.  Jno.  G.  Noss,  D.  E.  Schoedler  and  Jno.  H.  Sechler.  A  re- 
port was  presented  suggesting  the  following  course  of  action, 
which  was  adopted : 

Whbrbas,  There  seems  to  be  more  or  less  of  doubt,  as  to  the 
wisdom,  even  if  not  the  constitutionality  of  the  action  taken  a 
year  ago,  in  regard  to  Synod  entertaining  itself,  because  it  involves 
questions  of  right  and  expediency,  which  concern  and  may  con- 
front the  whole  Church  in  the  near  future  ;  therefore 

Resolved^  That  Synod  respectfully  overture  the  General  Synod 
to  render  a  deliverance  on  the  following  : 

1.  Can  a  Consistory  under  the  constitution  invite  a  higher  judi- 
catory of  the  Church,  to  meet  within  the  bounds  of  the  congrega- 
tion it  represents,  without  making  provision  for  the  free  entertam- 
ment  of  the  members  of  such  judicatory  ? 

2.  If  such  right  exists,  has  the  judicatory  to  which  delegates 
are  sent,  or  have  the  judicatories  by  which  delegates  are  elected, 
the  perogative  to  determine  by  whom  the  expenses  of  such  enter- 
tainment shall  be  paid  ? 

Committee  to  Suggest  an  Improved  Method  of  Baainesd  for  Synod. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  persons  as  a  committee 
to  suggest  an  improved  method  of  conducting  the  business  of 
Synod,  namely :  Revs.  Jno.  P.  Stein,  C.  S.  Weand,  D.  E. 
Schoedler,  N.  Z.  Snyder  and  Jno.  H.  Sechler,  D.  D.

Resolved,  That  Synod  deeply  depricates  the  widespread  de- 
struction of  morals,  happiness  and  life  resulting  from  the  exces- 
sive use  of  liquors. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  earnestly  urges  all  persons  within  its 
jurisdiction  to  abstain  from  using  intoxicants  as  a  beverage. 

Resolved,  That  the  liquor  traffic  is  to-day  the  heaviest  clog  upon 
the  progress,  and  one  of  the  deepest  disgraces  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  we  therefore  charge  all  our  people  not  to  engage  in  the 
manufacture  or  traffic  of  liquors  as  a  beverage — and  further, 

Resolved,  That  Synod  at  the  same  time  recognizes  and  em- 
phasizes the  fact  that  all  true  temperance  is  based  on  the  new 
creation  in  Christ  Jesus,  our  Lord,  and  that  only  those  who  are 
apprehended  by  His  life  and  spirit  as  present  in  His  mystical  body, 
the  Church,  are  in  a  position  to  obtain  a  full  and  final  victory 
over  all  the  evils  that  beset  our  fallen  human  nature. 

Report  of  Reporten  to  the  PieM. 

The  reporters  of  the  proceedings  of  Synod,  appointed  by  the 
President  at  the  opening  of  the  sessions,  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  report  the  proceedings  of  Synod 
would  beg  leave  to  state  that  it  has  endeavored  to  perform  its 
duty.  The  proceedings  were  reported  to  the  three  city  papers, 
viz:  **Shamokin  Daily  Herald,"  **Shamokin  Daily  News"  and 
the  **Shamokin  Daily  Dispatch."  Through  the  local  corre- 
spondents and  the  Associated  Press  reporter,  the  proceedings  were 
also  reported  to  the  several  daily  papers  of  Philadelphia.

I.  Schuylkill  Classis  requests  Synod  to  exonerate  it  from  the 
payment  of  past  arrearages,  p.  19. 

IHv— Subjects  Referred. 

The  Classes  took  favorable  action  on  the  recommedations  of 
Synod,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  declines  to  accept  its  appor- 
tionment for  Foreign  Missions  and  Church  Building,  p.  46; 
instructs  its  Treasurer  to  pay  $600  of  its  apportionment  for 
Home  Missions  towards  the  sustentation  of  Zion^s  Reformed 
church,  Stroudsburg,  Pa.,  p.  45;  and  declines  to  assume  here- 
after any  apportionment  for  Seminary  aid,  p.  45. 

2.  Goshenhoppen  Classis  does  not  comply  with  the  request 
of  Synod  to  donate  the  Children's  Day  offerings  to  the  Sunday 
School  Board  of  General  Synod,  p.  18;  declines  to  assume  its 
apportionment  for  Church  Building  and  Calvin  College,  p. 
17;  and  declares  itself  unable  to  pay  its  arrearages  on  appor- 
tionments. 

3.  Lebanon  Classis  does  not  see  its  way  clear  honestly  to 
accept  the  amounts  sent  down  for  apportionment,  but,  in  lieu 
thereof,  its  Committee  on  Finance  is  directed  to  apportion  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $3,600,  p.  41.

ARTICLE  XII. 

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  RELIGION  AND  MORAI«S. 

The  following  report  on  Religion  and  Morals  was  received 
and  adopted.     It  is  as  follows: 

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren: — A  careful  study  of  the 
Classical  reports  of  the  state  of  religion  and  morals  discloses 
an  interesting  picture  of  alternate  lights  and  shadows.  There 
are  reports  which  refer  to  bright  hopes  and  great  expectations 
in  sowing  and  reaping  for  the  Lord,  which  were  in  some  in- 
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stances  realized,  while  in  others  they  ended  in  disappointments. 
It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  strong  tone  of  implicit  trust  in  the 
Heavenly  Father  which  runs  through  all  the  reports.     The 
brethren  who  have,  personally  or  in  the  history  of  their  congre- 
gations, passed  through  deep  waters  of  affliction  are  just  as 
firm  and  clear  in  their  expressions  of  confidence  in  the  Hand 
which  directed  their  way,  as  are  those  whose  feet  have  been  led 
in  pleasant  paths.     From  all  portions  of  the  Synod  come  ex- 
pressions of  thankfulness  for  the  blessings  which  come  from 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church.     This  general  habit  of  trust  in 
God  and  gratitude  to  Him  makes  itself  felt  throughout  the  la- 
bors of  the  brethren.    They  do  not  rush  into  untried  paths,  but 
they  vigorously  lay  hold  of  opportunities  and  methods  which 
evidently  have  the  sanction  of  the  Word  of  God  and  the  history 
and  traditions  of  the  Church.     Every  report  makes  especial 
mention  of  increased  zeal  in  teaching  the  young  and  the  old 
the  doctrines  and  duties  of  our  holy  religion  as  they  are  formu- 
lated in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism.     This  we  may  say  is  the 
feature  which  characterizes  all  the  reports  from  the  Classes. 
This  faithfulness  in  catechization  has  resulted  in  large  acces- 
sions to  the  list  of  communicants  in  the  congregations.       So 
greatly  have  some  of  the  charges  grown  in  membership,  that 
quite  a  number  of  the  Classes  realize  the  necessity  of  dividing 
the  large  charges.     This  is  most  commendable,  and  indicates 
the  desire  to  do  the  work  of  the  Lord  more  effectually,  by  de- 
creasing the  extent  of  the  fields,  and  by  increasing  the  number 
of  the  workmen.     The  work  of  the  ministry  has  received  due 
attention  in  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  the  administration  of 
the  Sacraments,  and  in  personal  contact  of  the  pastors  with 
the  people  by  pastoral  visitations.     With  few  exceptions,  the 
congregations  manifested  their  appreciation  of  their  pastors* 
fidelity  by  promptly  meeting  their  temporal  contracts  with 
them-     The  pastors  have  not  neglected  to  train  the  people  ia 
liberal  giving  to  the  benevolences  of  the  Church,  and  in  in- 
stances in  which  the  apportionments  have  not  been  met,  the 
failures  are  deeply  deplored,  and  the  assurances  are  made  th.it 
increased  efforts  will  be  put  forth  to  fully  meet  the  requests  of 
the  Boards. 

The  wise  labors  of  the  ministers,  and  the  graceful  yielding  of 
the  members  to  their  leaders,  have  advanced  our  churches  ver\' 
greatly  in  spirituality,  and  in  fidelity  to  the  Master's  service. 
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The  fact  which  appears  in  the  statistical  tables,  that  there  has 
not  been  a  large  net  increase  in  communicant  membership, 
and  that  there  has  been  considerable  decrease  in  the  contribu- 
tions for  benevolent  and  congregational  purposes,  is  not  In 
contradiction  of  the  reports  of  great  blessings  upon  the  work 
of  pastors  and  people,  but  is  simply  one  of  those  mutations  to 
which  all  things  are  subject. 

For  several  years,  the  large  number  of  communicants  who 
did  not  take  advantage  of  their  right  to  the  Lord's  table,  was 
the  cause  of  sorrow  to  pastors.  Last  year  this  Synod  called 
earnest  attention  to  this  negligence.  It  is  highly  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  voice  of  the  Synod  has  been  heard  and  heeded. 
Although  the  net  increase  in  membership  is  less  than  five  hun  - 
dred,  the  increase  in  the  number  who  have  communed  is  nearlv 
twenty-three  hundred.  This  is  an  indication  that  pastors  are 
obedient  sons  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  membership  takes 
kindly  to  admonitions  which  call  them  to  duty. 

In  connection  with  the  faithful  labors  to  advance  the  people 
in  the  work  of  the  Church  proper,  great  advances  have  been 
made  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  Schools  and  auxiliary  socie- 
ties among  the  young. 

Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  there  are  proofs  that 
our  Synod  is  wide  awake  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Christian  culture  of  our  people,  as  well  as  the  ingathering  into 
the  Church  of  those  who  do  not  bear  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
Christ.  Our  churches  have  never  been  stronger  in  faith  and 
works  than  they  are  to-day,  and  the  future  is  radiant  with 
promises  of  yet  greater  things  to  come.  With  profound  grati- 
tude to  our  faithful  Saviour  for  the  blessings  of  the  past  and 
the  present,  we  turn  to  Him  with  renewed  courage  for  the  fu- 
ture.    To  Him  be  all  the  glor\'  and  praise.

BIINISTERIAL   IfECROLOGT. 

The  following  is  the  record,  prepared  by  the  Stated  Clerk,  ->f 
ministers  in  the  Reformed  Church  in  connection  with  this 
Synod,  who  have  ended  their  labors  during  the  Synodical  year: 

Rev.  Charles  G.  Fisher,  D.D.,  died  Feb.  25,  1896.  at  Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. 

Charles  G.  Fisher  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  R.  and 
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Ellen  C.  Fisher,  bom  Dec.  28,  1837,  at  Emmitsburg,  Md.  His 
early  educational  training  was  received  in  his  native  village. 
He  was  graduated  in  1858  in  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 
Several  years  of  his  early  life  were  devoted  to  teaching,  during 
which  period  he  was  principal  of  the  Academies  at  MifHinburg,. 
and  Landisburg,  Pa.,  and  assistant  teacher  in  the  school  at 
EUicott's  Mill,  Md.,  and  in  the  Hill  Family  School,  at  Potts- 
town,  Pa.  In  1863  he  entered  the  Seminary  at  Mercersburg 
and  was  graduated  in  1866.  In  the  same  year  he  received  11- 
cense  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  was  ordained  as  pastor  of 
Grindstone  Hill  charge,  in  Franklin  county,  Pa.  In  1868  he 
accepted  a  call  to  Boehm's  charge,  in  Montgomery  county. 
In  1873  he  was  elected  pastor  of  Reformed  church,  Winches- 
ter, Va.,  where  he  labored  for  a  period  of  seven  years.  In  1880 
he  removed  with  his  family  to  Philadelphia  and  became  an  as- 
sistant to  his  father  in  the  management  and  publication  of 
the  "Reformed  Church  Messenger."  In  1881,  after  the  death 
of  his  father,  he  was  elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Reformed  Church  Publication  Board,  and  in  1887  he  became 
the  lessee  of  the  publication  interest  of  the  Church  for  a  term 
of  ten  years. 

He  died  suddenly,  at  noon,  while  gathered  with  his  family 
around  the  dining  table,  Feb.  25,  1896,  at  the  age  of  58  years,. 
I  month  and  27  days. 

He  was  married  Oct.  2d,  1867,  to  Miss  Margaret  Hay,  of 
Johnstown,  Pa.,  with  whom  he  was  blessed  with  five  children. 
The  body  of  the  deceased  was  laid  temporarily  in  a  vault  at 
West  Laurel  Hill,  on  Feb.  28th,  1896,  and  from  thence  re- 
moved to  Johnstown,  Pa.,  where  in  peaceful  repose  it  rests 
awaiting  the  final  hour  of  a  triumphant  resurrection. 

Rev.  H.  H.  W.  Hibschman,  D.D.,  died  April  nth,  1896,  at 
Eschbach,  Pa. 

Harrison  H.  W.  Hibschman  was  the  son  of  Hon.  Allen  P. 
and  Hannah  Hibschman,  born  November  25th,  i837,at  Schaef- 
ferstown.  Pa.  He  received  his  early  classical  training  in  the 
Academy  of  his  native  village  under  the  instruction  of  Prof.  C. 
V.  Mays.  He  entered  F.  &  M.  College  in  1857  and  was  g^d- 
uated  in  1861.  His  theological  training  was  received  in  the 
Seminary  at  Mercersburg.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Classis  of 
Westmoreland  and  dismissed  to  East  Susquehanna  Classis,  in 
1864,  which  installed  him  as  pastor  of  the  Shamokin  charge. 
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In  1868  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Reformed  church,  at  Trappe, 
Pa. 

In  1869  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Waynesboro  charge,  In 
Franklin  county,  where  he  continued  his  labors  for  a  period  of 
«ight  years.  In  1877  he  accepted  a  call  from  Mt.  Bethel 
charge,  Northampton  county.  In  1883  he  accepted  a  call  to 
Orace  church,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  where  he  labored  with  success  for 
a  period  of  ten  years. 

In  1894  he  assumed  the  responsibility  of  a  missionary  in  ac- 
cepting the  call  to  the  Reformed  church  in  Stroudsburg,  Pa., 
where  he  labored  with  indefatigable  zeal  until  the  close  of  his 
life.  He  died  at  the  age  of  58  years,  4  months  and  16  days. 
Rev.  Hibschman  was  married  to  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Clark,  of 
Lancaster,  Pa.  Two  of  his  sons  are  ministers  of  the  Gospel, 
in  active  service  in  the  Reformed  Church.  Besides  the  labors 
of  an  active  and  faithful  pastor,  Bro.  Hibschman  held  positions 
of  responsibility  and  trust.  He  was  the  honored  chairman  on 
the  revision  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  in  1890;  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  the  new  Hymnal,  adopted  and  intro- 
duced into  the  service  of  the  Church;  and  an  honored  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Ursinus  College,  at  Collegeville, 
Pa. 

His  earthly  remains  were  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Trappe,  Pa.,  where  he  formerly  served  as  pastor  of  the  Re- 
formed church,  where  he  rests  in  peace  in  the  hope  of  a  blessed 
resurrection. 

Rev.  Aaron  Seibert  Leinbach,  DD.,  died  June  22d. 
1896,  at  Reading,  Pa. 

Aaron  Seibert  Leinbach  was  a  »on  of  Rev.  Thos.  H.  and 
Elizabeth  Leinbach,  born  July  20th,  1825,  in  Spring  township, 
several  miles  west  of  Reading.  The  years  of  his  boyhood  were 
spent  in  the  parsonage  of  the  Tulpehocken  church.  His  clas- 
sical training  received  its  first  unfolding  in  the  Academies  of 
Womelsdorf  and  Myerstown.  In  1842  he  entered  Marshall 
College  at  Mercersburg,  and  was  graduated  with  honor  in 
1846. 

He  pursued  his  theological  course  in  the  Seminary  in  the 
same  village.  In  1848  he  was  licensed  and  ordained  by  Leba- 
non Classis  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  installed  as  the  pastor  of 
the  Palmyra  charge,  in  Lebanon  county.  Pa.     In  the  fall  of  the 
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same  year  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  ist  Reformed  church,  Read- 
ing, and  continued  to  serve  as  its  pastor  14^  years. 

He  was  in  1855  to  serve  the  Swartzwald  congregation;  in 
1864,  Shaker's  church;  in  1871,  Hinnershitz  church;  in  1871, 
Alsace  church;  in  1873,  Spies  church.  These  five  named  con- 
gregations constituted  wnat  is  known  as  the  Swartzwald 
charge,  which  Dr.  Leinbach  served  within  one  year  to  the 
close  of  his  life.  In  connection  with  his  charge,  he  served  jit 
various  periods  the  following  congregations:  Immanuers 
church,  Hamburg,  from  April,  1864  to  1866;  St.  Michael's 
church.  Upper  Bern,  from  Aug.  7,  1864,  to  September,  1867: 
St.  John's  Robesonia,  from  May  22,  1864,  to  June  29,  1873; 
Mohrsville  church  from  Jan.  22,  1865,  to  Jan.  23,  1881;  Bern 
church,  from  July  25,  1875,  to  Aug.  12,  1883;  and  Leesport 
church,  from  June  26,  1870,  to  Jan.  23,  1881. 

In  1890  he  was  instrumental  in  the  erection  of  St.  Thoi. 
Reformed  church,  in  the  northern  part  of  Reading,  towards 
which  he  contributed  largely  of  his  own  means.  Owing  to  his 
increasing  infirmities  he  resigned,  in  1895,  the  duties  of  his 
charge.  A  farewell  service  was  held  in  each  of  his  congrega- 
tions, and  the  blessing  of  the  Patriarch  was  invoked  upon  the 
people. 

The  anxious  cares  and  sore  trials  confronting  him  during  a 
long  and  arduous  ministry  gradually  undermined  his  vigorous 
manhood. 

At  last,  wearied  and  worn  out,  he  closed  his  eventful  life  at 
the  age  of  70  years,  1 1  months  and  18  days.  The  funeral  ser- 
vices were  held  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Reading,  Pa.,  and  his 
earthly  remains  were  laid  quietly  to  rest  in  the  shady  retreit 
of  Chas.  Evans  cemetery. 

Rev.  Frederick  Pilgrim  died  July  5th,  1896,  at  Philadel- 
phia.  Pa. 

Frederick  Pilgrim  was  bom  Dec.  24,  1837,  in  Hunters- 
hausen,  Hesse  Cassel,  Germany.  He  came,  in  185 1,  with  hi<> 
parents  to  America,  and  settled  in  Philadelphia.  His  educa- 
tional preparator}'  training  was  received  in  the  Allentown 
Seminary.  He  was  graduated  at  F.  &  M.  College,  in  1863, 
and  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  in  i86(). 
He  was  licensed  by  Philadelphia  Classis  to  preach  the  Gospel, 
and  ordained  and  installed  by  St.  Paul's  Classis  as  pastor  of  the 
Shenango  charge,  consisting  of  five  congregations,  in  Mercer 
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county.  In  1868,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Reformed  church, 
Columbia,  Pa.  In  1872  he  returned  to  Mercer  county  and 
became  for  the  second  time  pastor  of  the  Shenango  charge. 
In  1887  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Irvin  charge,  and  in  1890  he 
made  his  home  in  Greenville,  where  he  served  as  supply  'A 
several  congregations  in  Mercer  county. 

In  1892  he  accepted  the  call  to  Bethany  charge,  Lancaster 
county,  and  located  with  his  family  in  Lititz,  Pa.  Being  af- 
flicted with  a  tumor,  he  sought  relief  from  the  affliction  in  a 
hospital  at  Philadelphia.  The  critical  operation  proved  fatal, 
and  life  was  ended  at  the  age  of  58  years,  6  months  and  1 1  days. 

Rev.  Pilgrim  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Hester,  the  only 
daughter  of  Dr.  Moore,  at  Womelsdorf.  In  his  married  rela- 
tion he  was  blessed  with  six  sons  and  one  daughter.  His  wife 
died  several  years  ago  and  was  buried  in  the  Reformed  ceme- 
tery, in  her  native  village,  and  on  the  7th  of  July,  1896,  the 
earthly  remains  of  Bro.  Pilgrim  were  laid  peacefully  to  rest 
by  the  side  of  his  sainted  wife,  in  the  blessed  hope  of  the  resur- 
rection. 

Words  of  Remembranoe  for  the  Aged  and  the  Inflmt  in  the 

Ministry. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Rev.  M. 
H.  Sangree,  Rev-  C.  B.  Schneder  and  Elder  Justus  Shearer,  to 
convey  the  sympathy  and  prayers  of  Synod  to  our  aged  minis- 
ters, some  of  whom,  in  their  declining  years,  are  in  affliction. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  presented  by  the 
committee,  and  adopted: 

While  the  Eastern  Synod  is  tenting  on  the  high  hills  of  its 
histor}',  celebrating  its  third  jubilee,  receiving  the  greetings  of 
its  daughter  Synods,  looking  with  devout  gratitude  back  along 
the  path  in  which  God  has  led  it,  rejoicing  in  its  sublime  pres- 
ent, and  confident  in  Jesus  Christ  of  a  glorious  future,  realizing 
these  festive  days,  in  greater  degree  than  usual  the  blessedness 
of  the  communion  of  Christ  and  of  saints — the  living  and  the 
illustrious,  the  devoted,  the  heroic  dead  of  our  Church — this 
Synod  remembers  with  especially  tender  love,  those  of  its 
members,  who  from  infirmities  of  years,  of  disease  and  domes- 
tic afflictions  are  prevented  from  full  participation  in  the  holy 
joys  and  solemnities  of  this  sesqui-centennial,  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  through  its  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, send  to  each  of  the  brethren  hereafter  named,  the  loving 
remembrance  and  benediction  of  this  Synod,  and  remind  them 
that  none  of  their  labors  in  Christ  are  forgotten,  but  are  re- 
membered by  Him  and  will  receive  His  commendation  in  the 
day  of  his  appearing;  that  He  will  be  with  them  even  unto  the 
end,  in  their  retirement  and  seclusion,  as  He  will  be  with  us 
in  the  whitened  fields  of  the  world;  and  that  His  coming  draw- 
eth  nigh,  and  their  full  salvation  is  near;  that  soon  they  shall 
enter  into  the  joy  of  their  God,  and  with  the  glorious  company 
of  the  redeemed  of  all  ages,  who  have  died  in  Him,  shall  watt 
in  rest  and  peace  the  consummation  of  redemption  and  bliss 
in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  the  life  of  the  world  to 
come.

I^— Report  of  tlie  Board  of  Trnstees  and  the  Board  of  Visi- 
tors of  tlie  Tl&eologioal  Seminary. 

A.— Report  of  tlie  ^oard  of  Trnstees. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

y  aics: 

Dear  Brethren: — Enclosed  find  a  synopsis  of  the  annual 
report  of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Theological  Seminary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  two  special  and  two 
regular  meetings.    The  special  meetings  were  held  Nov.  19th, 
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1895,  and  Dec.  3d,  1895,  to  take  action  in  reference  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  house  for  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor.  As  the 
Seminary  grounds  were  not  considered  suitable  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  house,  the  Building  Committee  suggested  the  pur- 
chase of  a  lot  of  ground  on  James  street,  from  Professor  Theo- 
dore Appel.     No  final  action  was  then  taken. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  on  May  14th,  1896, 
when  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  George 
N.  Forney;  Vice-President,  John  D.  Skiles;  Secretary,  Jere- 
miah S.  Hess,  and  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth.  At  this  meeting 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  purchase  the  lot  above  referred 
to,  at  $50  per  foot. 

The  regular  fall  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Semi- 
nary building,  on  October  6th,  1896,  at  which  meeting  the 
committee,  appointed  in  May,  reported  that  in  accordance  with 
the  instruction  of  the  Board  they  had  purchased  a  lot  from 
Prof.  Theodore  Appel,  containing  a  frontage  of  50  feet  on 
James  street,  at  $50  per  foot  ($2,500),  whereupon  the  Board 
passed  the  following  preambles  and  resolution: 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees  found  it  necessary  to  ie- 
cure  additional  ground  for  the  erection  of  a  professor's  house 
at  a  cost  of  $2,500,  and 

W^HEREAS,  $1,250  has  only  been  secured  for  that  purpose  by 
the  personal  subscription  of  individual  members  of  the  Board, 
and  a  further  sum  of  $1,250  will  be  needed  to  pay  for  the  prop- 
erty, therefoi^j 

Resolved,  That  the  three  Synods  be  requested  to  assume  the 
balance  (viz.,  $1,250),  and  providt  funds  for  the  payment  of 
the  same. 

In  reference  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  the  following  act^n  was  taken  by  the  Board: 

Whereas,  The  Board  o^frustees,  in  its  report  of  1894,  re- 
quested the  Synods  to  provide  such  an  increase  of  the  endow- 
ment fund  that  the  interest  accruing  from  the  same  will  meet 
the  deficiency  annually  arising,  and 

Whereas,  The  Synods  were  then  requested  to  assume  an- 
nual apportionments  for  an  adequate  amount  until  sufficient  rev- 
enues be  obtained  from  other  sources,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to  appropriate 
$1,200  to  meet  the  annual  expenses  of  the  present  year,  in  the 
following  manner: 
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Eastern  Synod $600 

Potomac  Synod •  • 400 

Pittsburg  Synod  200 

The  following  minute  was  adopted,  in  reference  to  the  death 
of  Daniel  W.  Gross,  a  former  member  of  the  Board : 

"It  has  become  the  sad  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
make  a  record  of  the  departure  of  one  who  was  for  a  long  time 
a  distinguished  and  influential  member  of  our  body,  Daniel 
W.  Gross,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.  For  twenty-five  years  and  up- 
wards he  was  our  efficient  and  honored  presiding  officer.  Only 
when  the  increasing  infirmities  of  advancing  age  demanded  it» 
were  the  Eastern  Synod  and  the  Board  willing  to  yield  to  his 
persistent  request  to  be  relieved  of  the  responsibilities  of  his 
official  trust. 

"Mr.  Gross  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
a  warm  and  faithful  friend  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  a  wise,  steady  and  liberal  sup- 
porter of  every  measure  adopted  to  promote  the  growth  of 
these  institutions.  He  was  not  only  a  faithful  friend,  but  he 
was  no  less  a  judicious  counsellor,  whose  judgment  in  practi- 
cal affairs  commanded  the  respect  of  all  who  were  associated 
with  him. 

"Whilst  we  lament  his  departure  and  keenly  feel  the  loss 
which  this  Board  and  the  Church  militant  have  sustained,  we 
are  profoundly  grateful  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  the  long 
life  and  noble  services  of  such  a  man  of  faith;  and  we  rejoice 
in  the  testimony  to  the  virtue  of  Christian  truth,  which  by  his 
fidelity  and  the  consistency  of  his  character  he  has  be- 
queathed to  us."

Reese,  Calvin  J.  Rhen,  Morris  E.  Schadt,  Daniel  E.  Schaeffer, 
Frederick  Curtis  Seitz,  George  C.  Shaw,  William  D.  Stoyer, 
and  Victor  J.  Tingler,  17  in  all;  of  this  number  10  were  grad- 
uates cf  F.  &  M.  College;  one  of  John  Hopkins  University; 
one  of  Muhlenberg  College;  one  from  Ursinus  College;  one  of 
Thiel  College;  one  of  Calvin  College;  one  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, and  one  was  admitted  from  F.  M.  Academy.  During 
the  winter  Mr.  Shaw  was  overtaken  with  a  serious  illness,  and 
in  the  providence  of  God  was  removed  to  a  better  country.  He 
was  an  earnest  and  faithful  Christian,  a  diligent  student,  and 
one  of  the  most  proficient  in  his  class. 

3.  The  Middle  Class  consisted  of  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  Junior  Class  in  1894,  with  the  exception  of  Messrs.  Nace 
and  Plank,  who  did  not  return  during  the  year;  but  two  new 
students  were  added  to  their  number,  Conrad  A.  Houser,  a 
graduate  of  John  Hopkins,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  McMann,  a 

minister  of  the  Baptist  Church.     Total,  29. 

4.  The  Senior  Class  consisted  of  the  following  members:

5.  As  regards  the  moral  and  Christian  conduct  of  the 
students,  their  application  to  study  and  their  readiness  to  en- 
gage in  the  practical  work  of  the  Church,  there  is  nothing  to 
be  said,  "in  the  opinion  of  the  Faculty,"  but  what  is  commend- 
able. If  there  is  any  difference,  the  average  standing  of  the 
students  as  to  scholarship  and  Christian  character  was  rather 
higher  than  that  of  some  previous  years.  Their  average 
grades  for  scholarship  were  encouraging.

6.  The  instruction  in  elocution  during  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Faculty,  **Mis8 
Morgan  has  rendered  better  satisfaction  to  her  classes  than  any 
male  teacher  we  have  ever  been  able  to  engage."  She,  however, 
has  declined  to  serve  during  the  coming  year,  ..nd  no  arrange- 
ment has  been  made  to  fill  her  place.

Fd— xieport  of  Committee  on  Selection  of  Site  and  Construction 
of  Bnilding  for  Potomac  Synod's  Professor. 

The  committee  appointed  to  select  a  site  and  to  superintend 
the  construction  of  a  building  for  the  Potomac  Synod's  pro- 
fessor in  the  Theological  Seminary,  is  composed  of  the  follow- 
ing representatives: 

Eastern  Syfwd,  John  D.  Skiles,  Jacob  B.  Fricker;  Pittsburgh 
Synod,  B.  Wolf,  jr.;  Potomac  Synod,  Geo.  N.  Forney,  S.  U. 
Hench,  J.  C.  Bowman. 

The  committee  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Skiles 
as  president  and  Prof.  Bowman  as  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Four  meetings  were  held  jointly  by  the  committee  and  the 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  at  which  the  matter  of  selecting  a 
site  was  carefully  considered. 

The  committee  and  the  Board  were  unanimous  in  the  judg- 
ment that  neither  the  old  ground,  nor  that  adjoining  the  new 
buildings,  should  be  used  as  a  site  for  a  professor's  house,  un- 
less desirable  ground  in  the  neighborhood  could  not  be  se- 
cured. 

The  eflfort  to  secure  additional  ground  resulted  in  the  pur- 
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chase  which  has  been  reported  to  you  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

Should  the  Synods  confirm  the  purchase  of  the  new  ground, 
it  is  the  purpose  of  your  committee  to  begin  the  work  of  build- 
ing as  soon  as  a  suitable  plan,  with  specifications,  can  be  se- 
cured.

The  enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  larger  than  last  year. 
The  number  of  new  students  is  as  follows :  Graduate  students, 
2;  Juniors,  3;  Sophomores,  4;  Freshmen,  45;  special  students, 
or  those  who  take  a  partial  course,  7.  Total,  61.  The  num- 
ber in  actual  attendance  is  as  follows:  Graduate  students,  2; 
Seniors,  31;  Juniors,  56;  Sophomores,  33;  Freshmen,  45: 
special  students,  8.    Total,  175. 

The  exceptionally  large  Junior  class  had  to  be  divided  into 
two  sections  for  class-room  instruction.  As  three  of  the 
classes  are  now  divided  into  sections,  it  will  be  readily  seen 
that  the  work  of  the  professors  has  been  materially  increased. 
Provision  has  been  made,  however,  to  carry  forward  the  in- 
struction in  all  the  departments,  and  we  anticipate  a  year  of 
successful  and  prosperous  work.  Prof.  A.  V.  Hiester,  at  the 
last  commencement,  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose 
of  accepting  an  appointment  to  a  fellowship  in  Columbia  Col- 
lege in  the  further  prosecution  of  his  studies.  In  his  place 
Prof.  Samuel  W.  Kerr  has  been  appointed,  and  he  has  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the  position 
under  auspices  which  promise  a  successful  career. 

It  is  believed  that  the  effect  of  military  instruction  and  drill 
has  been  decidedly  beneficial.     Believing  that  it  would  be  pos- 
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sible  to  secure  still  better  results  by  a  better  organization  of 
the  work  in  this  department,  the  Board  of  Trustees  resolved  to 
make  military  drill  obligatory  upon  the  members  of  the  two 
lower  classes,  excepting  such  as  should  be,  for  cause,  excused 
by  the  Faculty.  It  is  not  intended  that  students  should  be 
required,  however,  to  procure  a  full  uniform. 

The  finances  of  the  College  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  wert 
found  to  be  in  a  better  condition  than  we  ventured  to  hope  a 
year  ago.  There  was  a  deficit,  to  be  sure;  but  it  was  not  as 
large  as  was  anticipated,  in  view  of  the  additional  expense  in- 
curred by  the  employment  of  two  new  professors  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year.  The  expenses  exceeded  the  income  by 
$687.93;  but  in  this  statement  no  account  is  made  of  moneys 
pledged  to  the  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  which  it  was  un- 
derstood should  be  immediately  available  for  the  use  of  the 
College.  These,  with  accrued  interest,  when  covered  into  the 
treasury,  will  fully  make  good  the  deficit. 

During  the  last  vacation  extensive  improvements  were  made 
in  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  College.  College  Avenue 
has  been  graded  by  the  city  and  cut  down  in  front  of  the  en- 
trance gate,  making  the  construction  of  a  new  entrance-way 
necessary.  The  fence  fronting  on  the  avenue  has  been  re- 
moved and  a  terrace  constructed.  When  this  is  sodded  and  a 
pavement  laid  it  will  constitute  a  great  improvement.  The 
College  tower  has  been  repaired;  additional  work-tables  have 
been  prepared  in  the  laboratory;  a  tank  for  water  supply  has 
been  erected ;  and  baths  have  been  provided  in  the  gymnasium. 
A  new  Electric  Program  Clock,  with  dials  in  each  recitation 
room,  which  rings  the  hours  automatically,  has  been  pur- 
chased for  the  College,  and  a  new  bell  has  been  donated  by 
Mrs.  Geo.  N.  Forney,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  in  memory  of  her  de- 
ceased son,  Jacob  Wirt  Forney,  an  alumnus  of  the  College. 

These  improvements  add  greatly  to  the  working  facilities 
and  good  appearance  of  the  College  and  the  comfort  of  the 
students.  There  is,  however,  an  imperative  call  for  better  li- 
brary facilities  and  larger  laboratories.  We  hope  to  have  a 
new  library  building  in  the  near  future,  and  a  number  of  con- 
tributions toward  the  erection  of  |  new  scientific  building  have 
been  pledged.  As  the  classes  increase,  the  call  for  additional 
professors  and  enlarged  facilities  becomes  more  urgent.       It 
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is  only  necessary  that  the  friends  of  the  College  should  respond 
to  this  call  and  help  to  promote  the  rising  tide  of  prosperity 
which  has  so  manifestly  begun.  With  the  prayers  and  assist- 
ance of  the  Church  in  three  Synods,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  success  of  the  movement  in  which  we  are  engaged.

and  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 

The  report  on  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  was  presented  on  Friday's  session,  considered 
and  adopted. 

The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  papers  which  came  into  our  hands  were  (i^  The  report 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  and  (2)  The  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary;  (3)  The  report  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Eastern  Synod;  (4)  The  report  of 
the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  together  with 
a  catalogue  of  the  institution;  (5)  The  report  of  the  Committee 
on  selection  of  site  and  construction  of  a  house  for  Potomac 
Synod's  professor;  (6)  Proposed  action  of  Synod  on  ground 
for  a  professor's  house  for  Pittsburgh  Synod;  (7)  A  resolution 
of  Synod  in  reference  to  purchasing  ground  for  a  house  for 
the  third  professor  of  the  Eastern  Synod. 

I.  From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  we  learn  that 
17  young  men  entered  the  Junior  Class  at  the  opening  of  the 
Seminary  in  September,  1895;  that  the  Middle  Class  numbered 
29  members,  and  that  the  Senior  Class,  consisting  of  19  mem- 
bers, having  finished  their  course  of  study  in  the  Seminary  and 
having  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  presence  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors,  were  awarded  the  usual  testimonials  at 
the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  the  month  of  May.  There 
were  accordingly  65  students  in  the  Seminary  during  the  year, 
and  nine  in  the  post-graduate  course.  Of  their  moral  and 
Christian  conduct,  of  their-  application  to  study  and  of  their 
readiness  to  engage  in  the  practical  work  of  the  Church,  we 
are  told,  there  is  nothing  to  be  said  but  what  is  commendable. 
The  venerable  Secretary  of  the  Board,  the  Rev.  Theodore  Ap- 
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pel,  D.D.,  has  now  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  for 
2$  years,  and  whilst  he  is  still  willing  cheerfully  to  discharge 
any  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Church,  he  would  be 
pleased,  if  the  Synod  thinks  proper,  to  be  relieved  of  the  duty 
of  serving  any  longer  as  a  member  of  the  Board- 

2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  held  two  special  and  two  regular 
meetings  during  the  year.  The  special  meetings  were  held  to 
take  action  in  reference  to  the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  Poto- 
mac Synod's  professor.  As  the  Seminary  grounds  were  not 
considered  suitable  for  the  erection  of  the  house,  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  purchase  a  lot  on  James  street,  from  Prof. 
Theodore  Appel,  etc.  etc.  This  lot,  containing  a  frontage  of 
50  feet,  was  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $2,500.  One  half  of  this 
amount,  viz:  $1,250,  was  secured  by  the  personal  subscriptions 
of  individual  members  of  the  Board.  The  three  Synods  are 
respectfully  requested  to  assume  the  balance,  viz:  $1,250,  and 
provide  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  same.  Synod  is  also  re- 
quested to  again  apportion  $600  towards  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Seminary.  Suitable  action  was  taken  in  refer- 
ence to  the  death  of  Daniel  W.  Gross,  who  was  for  many  years 
a  faithful  and  influential  member  of  the  Board. 

3.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  we  learn,  that  there  are 
funds  in  his  hands  to  the  amount  of  $148,614.04.  Of  this 
amount  $5,000  is  the  Smaltz  Fund;  $1,819.96,  Library  Fund: 
$24,823.19,  Pittsburgh  Prof.  Fund;  $2,000.75,  Church  Histor>' 
Fund;  $307.12,  Sacred  Rhetoric  Fund;  $833.33,  Wm.  A.  Wilt 
Fund;  $1,000,  Jacob  Forney  Fund  (Library  alcove);  $15,680, 
John  Riegel  Fund;  $981,  Seminary  Class,  1894,  (Library  al- 
cove) Fund;  $750,  Prof.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.D.,  in  trust;  $1,000, 
Henry  Wirt  Fund. 

4.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Eastern 
Synod  shows  that,  including  the  cash  on  hand  in  Oct.,  1895,  its 
income  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  beneficiary  educa- 
tion amounted  to  $2,092.89,  and  that  $1,954.44  were  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $138.45. 

5.  The  report  of  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  shows  that  this  institution  is  in  a  very  prosperous  con- 
dition; that  the  last  graduating  class  numbered  24  young  men, 
all  of  whom  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts ;  that  the 
entire  number  of  students  in  the  College  was  161,  and  that 
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this  year  it  is  still  larger,  viz.  175;  that  while  the  College  is  well 
equipped  for  its  work  and  its  future  prospects  are  bright,  there 
is,  nevertheless,  most  urgent  need  of  larger  endowment  and 
fuller  equipment,  in  order  that  this,  our  oldest  literary  institu- 
tion, may  properly  perform  the  work  to  which  it  has  bee» 
called. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  your  committee  recommend  the 
following  resolutions  for  your  consideration  and  adoption : 

Resolved,  1  That  we  hereby  express  our  devout  gratitude  co 
almighty  God  for  the  blessings  bestowed  upon  these  institu- 
tions during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  2  That  the  Synod  assume  the  $600  required  to  meet 
the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  the  Finance 
Committee  be  instructed  to  apportion  the  same  upon  the 
Classes. 

Resolved,  3  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  are  hereby  ex- 
tended to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
for  their  generous  donation  toward  the  payment  of  a  lot  for 
the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor. 

Resolved,  4  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorized  by 
this  Synod  (the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods  concurring) 
to  purchase  two  additional  lots  of  ground,  the  cost  of  each  lot 
not  to  exceed  $2,500,  the  one  lot  to  be  held  as  a  site  for  the 
house  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod's  professor,  and  the  second  lot 
as  a  site  for  the  house  for  the  third  professor  of  the  Eastern 
Synod. 

Resolved,  5  That  the  Trustees  be  and  hereby  are  empow- 
ered to  effect  a  loan  of  $6,250  for  the  payment  of  the  $1,250 
not  provided  for  of  the  cost  of  the  lot  for  the  Potomac  Synod's 
professor's  house,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  two  lots  men- 
tioned above,  and  that  the  three  Synods  assume  and  pay 
the  interest  annually  in  the  following  order  until  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  principal:

Resolved,  6  That  this  action  be  laid  before  the  Pittsburgh 
and  Potomac  Synods,  with  the  hope  that  they  will  give  it  their 
approval.

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of  the  lot  selected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  house  of 
the  professor  of  the  Potomac  Synod. 

Resolved,  8  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorized  vo 
effect  a  loan  by  issuing  a  mortgage  or  mortgage  bonds  for 
whatever  indebtedness  is  not  provided  for  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Building  Committee  in  erecting  a  house  for  the  profes- 
sor of  the  Potomac  Synod. 

Resolved,  9  That  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor  pay  an- 
nually to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  total 
amount  of  interest  upon  the  loan  until  the  indebtedness  be  re- 
moved, or  until  other  means  be  devised  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest. 

Resolved,  10,  That  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  have 
heard  of  the  prosperous  condition  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College;  that  we  heartily  recommend  it  to  the  patronage  and 
support  of  our  people;  that  we  approve  of  the  plan  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  to  increase  its  endowment, 
and  hereby  request  the  pastors  and  consistories  of  our  various 
congregations  to  open  the  way  for  the  execution  of  the  pro- 
ject by  heartily  co-operating  with  the  committee  of  one  from 
each  Classis  appointed  last  year.

mssiONS. 

Iw— Annnal  Report  of  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

To  the  Synods: 

Brethren: — The  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board,to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  May  last,  brought  the  operations 
of  the  Board  to  the  notice  of  the  Church,  up  to  that  date. 
Nearly  twenty  thousand  copies  of  that  report  were  distributed 
among  the  pastors  and  members  of  the  Church.  It  has  not 
been  deemed  necessary,  therefore,  to  offer  any  very  extended 
report  to  the  Synods,  at  their  annual  meetings,  this  fall.    This 
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report  is  of  a  general  character,  so  far  as  the  work  of  the  Board 
is  concerned,  but  somewhat  specific  in  calling  attention  to  the 
recommendations  and  apportionments  made  by  the  General 
Synod. 

The  work  has  moved  along  prosperously  during  the  year. 
So  far  as  the  work  done  by  missionaries  is  concerned,  no  pre- 
vious year  has  witnessed  more  faithful  service,  while  the  mis- 
sions have  not,  in  any  previous  year,  made  more  substantial 
progress. 

The  Board  has  been,  at  different  times  during  the  year,  very 
much  embarrassed  because  of  the  lack  of  funds.  This  was 
caused,  doubtless,  by  the  stringency  of  the  times.  When  the 
CJeneral  Synod  met  in  May,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  had 
been  entirely  met  and  about  $i,ooo  remained  in  the  treasury. 
However,  when  the  Executive  Committee  met  in  July  last, 
there  was  lacking  the  sum  of  nearly  $6,000,  and  the  Board  was 
compelled  to  borrow  $5,000.  On  September  first,  when  this 
report  was  prepared,  the  indebtedness  had  advanced  consider- 
ably beyond  the  amount  borrowed  by  the  Board.  This  may 
be  accounted  for,  not  only  because  of  the  hard  times,  but  also 
because  of  the  fact  that  during  the  summer  months  many  of 
the  pastors  are  absent  from  their  charges,  and  the  missionary 
money  is  not  punctually  collected  and  forwarded. 

The  Board,  however,  earnestly  requests  of  the  Synods  that 
efforts  be  put  forth  to  gather  the  apportionments  so  that  it  may 
not  be  embarrased,  and  *ne  work  maHe  to  suffer  because  of  the 
lack  of  funds. 

The  funds  fell  short,  by  a  considerable  amount,  of  what  was 
voted  by  the  Synods  last  year.  This  shortage  necessitated  the 
Board  to  limit  its  operations  somewhat,  so  as  to  remain  within 
the  bounds  of  the  amount  actually  furnished. 

Notwithstanding  these  embarrassments,  the  Board  gives 
thanks  to  the  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  measure  of  success 
that  has  attended  its  operations.  The  Church  can  justly  con- 
gratulate herself  upon  the  comparatively  rapid  extension  of 
her  borders,  during  these  stringent  times,  and  for  the  splendid 
outlook  for  her  future. 

At  no  time,  for  years  past,  were  the  missions  so  universally 
supplied  with  pastors  as  at  this  present  time.  This  indicates  a 
readiness  and  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  ministry  to  enter 
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the  mission  fields.  The  young  men  of  the  ministry  have  been 
more  ready  to  do  missionary  work  than  formerly.  These  arc 
some  of  the  encouraging  signs  of  the  work. 

THE  MISSIONS. 

On  April  i,  1896,  there  were  one  hundred  and  one  missions 
on  the  roll  of  the  Board,  including  three  that  became  self-sus- 
taining on  that  date.  The  three  were  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  and 
Altoona  and  Chambersburg,  Pa.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  July,  three  additional  missions  were  en- 
rolled, namely,  the  Bohemian  mission  in  Chicago,  the  German- 
English  mission  in  Canton,  Ohio,  and  an  additional  Hun- 
garian mission  to  embrace  the  cities  of  Scranton,  Wilkes-Barre 
and  Hazleton.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Board  now  has  on 
its  roll  just  one  hundred  and  one  missions,  the  same  as  last  year. 

For  the  English  missions,  .the  Board  last  year  asked,  and  the 
Synods  voted,  the  sum  of  $40,000.  The  actual  amount  needed 
to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  Board  was  about  $38,000.  Not 
more  than  $34,000  came  to  the  Board  from  the  apportion- 
ments, but  including  what  the  women  of  the  Church  gave  for 
the  home  work  and  additional  funds  that  were  given  by  indi- 
viduals, the  sum  of  $38,000  was  received. 

There  are,  however,  many  calls  coming  to  the  Board  which 
cannot  be  answered.  Many  good  openings  present  themselves 
which,  for  the  present,  cannot  be  taken  up.  The  Board  en- 
deavors to  encourage  the  people  to  wait  until  such  time  in  the 
near  future,  when  it  may  be  enabled  to  answer  their  call.  The 
work  could  and  should  be  greatly  extended  and  the  Church 
would  do  well  to  put  forth  her  best  efforts  towards  the  expan- 
sion of  her  territory,  when  the  leadings  of  Providence  are  so 
manifestly  in  that  direction. 

The  General  Synod,  recognizing  these  numerous  calls,  made 
provision  for  the  extension  of  the  work  by  appropriating  $45,- 
000  for  the  English  missions  alone.  This  is  $5,000  more  than 
had  ever  been  appopriated  for  these  missions,  and  will  enable 
the  Board  to  do  additional  work,  provided  the  money  is 
promptly  paid  over. 

The  General  Synod  apportioned  this  sum  upon  the  Synods 
as  follows:

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  apportionment  is  somewhat  (lif- 
erent from  that  made  in  former  years  by  the  Board,  but  as  the 
per  capita  is  nearly  equal  throughout  the  Synods,  it  is  just  and 
right.  We  would  therefore  call  the  attention  of  the  Synods  to 
this  apportionment. 

HUNGARIAN  AND  BOHEMIAN  WORK. 

The  Hungarian  work  continues  to  prosper.  The  Hungarian 
pastors  are  an  earnest  and  faithful  set  of  missionaries.  They 
continue  to  point  out  to  the  Board,  openings  for  additional 
work  among  their  brethren.  There  are  now  six  of  these  mis- 
sionaries, and  a  new  field  has  been  arranged  for,  as  already 
stated,  wi.*!  Scranton,  Wilkes-Barre  and  Hazleton  as  centers. 
Rev.  Alex.  Kalassay,  now  of  Mt.  Carmel,  takes  charge  of  the 
new  held.  An  additional  missionary  will  be  called  from  Hun- 
gary to  take  charge  at  Mt.  Carmel,  who  can  use  the  Slavic 
dialect  readily,  as  many  of  the  members  at  Mt.  Carmel  are 
Slavs.  Upon  the  whole,  our  Hungarian  work  has  prospered^ 
and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  very  hopeful. 

As  to  the  opening  of  the  Bohemian  Mission  in  Chicago,  the 
Board  had  intended  that  this  should  take  place  about  Septem- 
ber first.  Some  of  those  at  the  head  of  this  movement,  how- 
ever, urged  upon  Rev.  Charles  V.  Molnar,  the  missionary,  to 
commence  the  work  at  an  earlier  date.  He,  therefore,  began 
his  labors  among  his  people  on  July  15th,  and  on  August  2d 
preached  his  first  sermon  in  Rev.  Heineman's  church.  At  the 
first  service  there  were  thirty-nine  Bohemians  present.  The 
services  since  that  time  have  been  even  more  largely  attended^ 
and  Brother  Molnar,  while  he  thinks  the  worR  will  be  most 
arduous,  is  very  greatly  encouraged  so  far,  and  is  very  hopeful 
for  the  future. 

The  General  Synod  dcLignated  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  the 
combined  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  work.  The  Synod  fur- 
thermore apportioned  this  amount  upon  all  the  Synods.

GERMAN  WORK. 

The  General  Synod,  in  its  .wisdom,  determined  that  more 
work  should  be  done  among  the  Germans,  especially  among 
them  as  they  are  found  in  the  large  cities  of  the  land.     So  far, 
the  missions  of  the  German  Boards  are  largely  found  in  the 
large  cities.    This  is  especially  true  of  their  western  missions. 
A  very  large  proportion  of  the  German  immigrants  settle  in 
the  cities.    This  fact  makes  it  necessary  that  much  of  the  Ger- 
man mission  work  should  be  done  in  the  cities.     For  this  rea- 
son the  General  Synod  ordered  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  should 
be  apportioned  upon  the  Synods,  over  and  above  all  other  ap- 
portionments, for  the  purpose  of  city  work  among  the  Ger- 
mans, and  that  this  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  General  Board,  as  this  additional  work  is  to  be  carried  for- 
ward by  the  General  Board.    This  is  not  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  the  work  now  being  done  by  the  Boards  of  the  Ger- 
man Synods.     Indeed,  by  the  discussion  on  the  floor  of  Gren- 
eral  Synod,  we  would  infer  that  it  is  to  be  done  largely  by  the 
advice  of  the  German  Boards,  they  to  point  out  the  suitable 
openings.     Every  one,  be  he  English  or  German,  must  see  the 
importance  of  this  action.     We  are  losing  much,  as  a  Church, 
by  not  caring  for  the  immigrants  who  rightfully  belong  to  our 
Church.    The  future  should  see  much  more  work  done  among 
the  Germans  than  the  past  has,  and,  if  this  is  done,  it  will 
greatly  increase  the  Church  in  our  land.    We  should  learn  a 
lesson  from  sister  denominations,  who,  while  they  have  no 
special  claims  upon  the  Germans,  are  nevertheless  putting 
forth  strong  efforts  to  organize  missions  among  them.     This 
action  of  General  Synod  should  not  become  a  dead  letter 
among  us,  but  the  apportionment  should  be  promptly  paid  by 
all  the  Synods,  German  as  well  as  English,  and  the  money 
transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Board,  so  that  the 
work  can  be  entered  upon  with  that  life  and  enthusiasm  which 
it  deserves.     We,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  appor- 
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tionment  upon  the  Synods  for  this  work  in  accordance  with 
the  action  of  General  Synod:

HARBOR  MISSIONS. 

Rev.  Paul  Sommerlatte  still  continues  in  charge  of  this  im- 
portant mission.  He  regularly,  every  quarter,  renders  a  re- 
port to  the  General  Board,  from  which  we  learn  that  the  work 
is  prospering,  and  that  much  assistance  is  rendered  to  immi- 
grants that  arrive  at  the  harbor  of  New  York.  Not  only  does 
he  direct  them  to  their  future  homes  in  this  Western  land,  but 

it  frequently  devolves  upon  him  to  protect  these  people  from 
the  land-sharks  that  infest  that  Port,  and  who  otherwise  would 

rob  them  of  all  their  belongings.  The  Mission  itself  is  a  bless- 
ing to  the  immigrants  and  the  Missionary  seems  to  be  the  right 
man  in  the  right  place.  The  General  Synod,  at  its  late  meet- 
ing, recommended  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  set  apart  for  this 
work  for  the  next  three  years.  This  is  $1,000  per  annum. 
This  amount  pays  the  salary  of  the  missionary  only,  the  East- 
em  German  Synod  raising  additional  money,  for  clerk  hire, 
etc.  The  Board  recommends  the  following  apportionments 
for  this  cause  for  the  next  year:

This  gives  a  little  surplus  on  the  apportionment  to  make  up 
any  possible  deficiency  that  may  occur,  in  any  Synod.  It  is  a 
sad  commentary  upon  our  liberality  when  we  state  the  fact 
that  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1896,  not  sufficient  money 
was  received  from  the  whole  Church  to  pay  the  salary  of  the 
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Missionary,  and  the  Board  was  compelled  to  take  other  funds 
to  make  up  the  deficiency.  We  would  suggest  to  the  S)mods 
the  propriety  of  at  once  paying  the  sums  apportioned  upon 
them  out  of  the  contingent  funds. 

The  trouble,  we  believe,  has  been,  that  as  this  apportionment 
is  so  small,  it  is  often  forgotten  and  perhaps  lost  among  the 
other  larger  apportionments. 

THE  CHICAGO  INTERESTS. 

The  Executive  Committee,  at  its  last  meeting,  authorized 
the  Superintendent  to  call  the  special  attention  of  the  Synods 
to  the  English  mission  in  Chicago.  That  mission  is  now  en- 
gaged in  the  erection  of  its  church  building.  Two  years  ago 
the  Synods  took  action  pledging  a  certain  amount  of  support 
to  the  erection  of  this  building,  whenever  its  erection  shou'f'J 
be  undertaken. 

The  church  is  now  being  built  and  will  be  finished,  accord- 
ing to  contract,  about  the  latter  part  of  November  next.  In 
order  to  do  this,  the  Church  must  furnish  the  promised  means. 

The  Board  is  very  solicitous  about  this  mission.  It  is  our 
first  effort  to  establish  an  English  mission  in  that  great  city. 
On  this  account  the  Board  wishes  it  to  be  a  success  especially. 

Then,  too,  Chicago  is  somewhat  of  a  central  point  between 
the  East  and  West  for  our  Church.  The  Church  is  much 
stronger  both  east  and  west  of  Chicago,  than  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  city.  Several  good  ,strong  missions  in  that 
city  would  be  a  connecting  link  between  the  two  sections  of 
the  Church. 

But  the  main  reason  why  the  Church  should  be  deeply  in- 
terested in  this  mission  lies  in  the  fact  that  Chicago  is  import- 
ant missionary  ground  and  this  first  English  effort,  on  our  pan, 
will  be  only  the  beginning  of  still  more  important  missionary 
operations  in  that  city  in  the  future. 

The  Board  therefore  asks  most  earnestly  of  the  Synods,  that 
they  take  such  action  as  in  their  wisdom  they  may  deem  best, 
in  order  that  the  mission  may  receive  the  money  promised  it, 
no  later  than  December  i,  1896. 

If  this  is  done,  its  success  is  almost  assured. 

CHURCH    EXTENSION. 

The  Board,  as  in  other  years,  had  much  to  do  along  the  line 
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of  Church  Extension.  The  new  city  missions,  of  which  we 
have  many,  need  to  purchase  lots,  and  also  need  church  build- 
ings. Usually  the  missions  cannot  procure  these  without  help 
from  the  Church  at  large.  Without  these  necessary  things 
sucess  is  almost  impossible. 

The  Board  has  been  compelled  to  carrv  forward  the  work, 
notwithstanding  the  lack  of  means.  It  was  under  the  neces- 
sity of  borrowing  money,  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  burdened 

with  a  debt  of  $16,000  and  over.  It  was  a  question  of  borrow- 
ing this  money  or  abandoning  some  of  the  city  missions.  Pre- 
cious time  has  been  lost,  and  indeed,  money  uselessly  squan- 
dered, simply  from  the  fact  that  some  of  the  city  missions  have 
not  been  properly  equipped  with  the  necessary  means  for  their 
growth.  The  Church  must  help  the  city  missions  to  procure 
lots  and  church  buildings.  Without  these  their  growth  is  im- 
possible. The  Board,  however,  in  every  instance  arranges  for 
the  refunding  of  the  money  just  as  soon  as  the  missions  arc 
able  to  do  so.  The  Board,  therefore,  earnestly  requests  of  the 
English  Synods  that  they  apportion  an  average  of  six  cents  per 
tnewber  for  the  cause  of  Church  Extension  for  the  ensuing  year. 

THE  SCHLATTER  FUND. 

The  Board,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Greensburg,  Pa.,  in 
April  last,  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  the  extension 
work,  took  action,  asking  of  the  General  Synod  the  sum  of 
$100,000  for  the  Church  Extension  work.  This  sum  was  not 
deemed  any  too  large  for  the  demands  of  the  work.  The  work 
is  growing  at  such  a  rapid  rate  that  a  sum  so  large  is  necessary. 

The  General  Synod  took  favorable  action  on  the  request  of 
the  Board.  The  $100,000  were  voted  unanimously.  Of  course 
the  Board  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  action  on  the  part  of 
the  General  Synod,  does  not  give  it  the  money,  but  it  opens 
the  way  for  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  District  Synods  and 
Board,  as  to  make  the  accumulation  of  the  fund  possible. 

The  Synod  furthermore  took  action,  recommending  the  cele- 
bration of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Michael 
Schlatter's  missionary  tours  in  this  country,  during  1897.  It 
recommends  the  accumulation  of  funds  for  the  Church  Exten- 
sion work,  and  the  funds  so  gathered  shall  be  put  into  one  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Michael  Schlatter  Church  Extension  Fund. 
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In  other  words,  the  $100,000  fund  is  to  be  named  the  Michael 
Schlatter  Fund. 

The  Board  is  exceedingly  anxious  that  the  $100,000  so 
named  shall  be  gathered  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  time  for 
its  accumulation  is  five  years.  The  Board  requests  of  the 
Synods  that  they  take  such  action  as  in  their  wisdom  may  be 
deemed  best  for  the  accumulation  of  this  fund.  The  help  of 
the  Synods  and  the  Classes  is  solicited  in  behalf  of  this  very 
important  department  of  missionary  work.  Today  there  is 
nothing  so  much  needed  in  our  missionary  operations  as  a 
strong  Extension  Fund. 

With  this  short  statement  of  the  Board's  work  during  the 
year,  with  the  further  statement  of  what  it  hopes  to  do  in  the 
future  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church,  and  invoking  God's 
richest  blessing  upon  all  the  operations  of  the  Church,  we  sub- 
mit this  report.  Respectfully  submitted,

n.— Report  of  the  Board  of  MiMions  of  the  Reformed  Chnroh 

in  the  United  States. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  and  to  the  Reverend  Synod  of  the 

Potomac : 

Dear  Brethren: — The  report  of  the  General  Board  of 
Home  Missions  furnishes  you  with  all  needful  details  as  to  the 
missions  within  your  bounds.  Our  report  relates  mainly  to 
our  own  finances.  As  usual,  we  lay  before  you  the  Treasurer's 
report  as  a  part  of  our  own,  calling  your  attention  to  several 
items. 

1.  Of  the  apportionment  for  missions  assumed  by  the  East- 
em  Synod  $13,083.69  have  been  paid,  leaving  a  deficit  of  nearly 
$4,000;  and  of  the  apportionment  assumed  by  the  Synod  of  the 
Potomac  $5,538.09  have  been  paid,  leaving  a  deficit  of  nearly 

$3,500- 

2.  Of  the  apportionment  for  Church-building,  the  Eastern 

Synod  paid  $1,644.28,  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  $328.41. 
As  so  much  of  our  church  building  outlay  is  within  the  bounds 
of  the  latter  Synod,  it  is  but  right  that  wc  call  the  attention  of 
that  body  to  this  small  amount. 

3.  It  is  noteworthy  of  public  statement  that  the  Missionary 
Society  of  Emmanuel's  church,  Hanover,  Pa.,  has  lately  given 
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us  another  Church-building  Fund,  the  fourth  within  ten  years. 

4.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  note  that  of  the  Church-build- 
ing funds  loaned,  $2,000  were  repaid  within  the  year,  namely, 
by  Faith  mission,  Baltimore,  Md.;  by  St.  Stephen's  mission, 
Baltimore,  Md.,  and  by  Steelton,  Pa.  It  is  equally  gratifying 
to  state  that  we  were  able  to  use  $3,100  of  these  moneys  in  the 
missions  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.;  Bridgeport,  Conn.;  South  Nor- 
walk.  Conn. ;  Tioga  mission,  Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  and  Salisbury, 
N.  C.  All  the  church  building  money  received  on  apportion- 
ment has  been  paid  to  the  General  Board,  except  $150  desig- 
nated by  the  East  Susquehanna  Classis. 

5.  Two  legacies  came  into  the  treasury  during  the  year,  both 
from  the  estate  of  Maj.  J.  B.  Fisher,  of  Penn  Hall,  Pa.,  namely, 
a  Church-building  Fund  in  memory  of  his  son,  to  be  known 
as  the  Adam  Calvin  Fisher  Fund,  and  $200,  the  interest  of 
which  is  to  be  used  for  missions. 

6.  We  desire  yet  to  call  the  attention  of  the  reverend  Synods 
to  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  as  given  in  the  Minutes, 
p.  88,  items  13th  and  14th.  Heretofore  all  Church-building 
Funds  raised  in  the  East,  with  three  exceptions,  have  gone 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Bi-synodic  Board;  but  now,  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  General  Synod,  such  funds,  unless  otherwise  desig- 
nated, shall  hereafter  go  towards  the  proposed  $100,000  P'und. 
We  trust  that  by  definite  statement  you  will  endorse  this  new 
departure. 

We  again  record  the  goodness  of  God  in  prospering  the 
work  of  our  hands  during  the  year  past,  and  we  pray  that  this 
manifest  blessing  may  continue.

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rv^— Secretary's  Report,  Board  of  Foreisn  HlMdoa. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Rev.  and  Dear  Brethren: — The  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  present  to  your  reverend 
body,  its  usual  annual  statement  of  the  condition  and  pros- 
pects of  its  work  in  the  Empire  of  Japan.  It  is  happy  in  being 
able  to  say  that  the  favorable  aspect  of  affairs  as  resulting  from 
the  late  war  with  China,  in  the  abatement  of  the  hostile  feeling 
towards  foreigners,  and  the  emergence  of  a  more  tolerant  sen- 
timent in  relation  to  Christianity,  has  grown  more  pronounced 
during  the  last  year.  The  favorable  provisions  of  the  revised 
treaties,  which,  however,  do  not  go  into  effect  until  1899,  are 
to  a  considerable  extent  discounted,  and  missionaries  are  al- 
lowed privileges  of  travel,  etc.,  which  a  rigid  exaction  of  ex- 
isting laws  would  prohibit.  The  unswerving  patriotism  of  the 
Christian  soldiers,  the  manifold  activities  in  works  of  charity 
and  humanity  displayed  by  the  missionaries  and  native  Chris- 
tians, called  into  illustration  by  the  war,  have  served  as  a  chal- 
lenge, and  have  begotten  a  spirit  of  thoughtful  consideration 
among  the  people,  which  is  securing  a  less  prejudiced  estimate 
of  the  claims  of  our  holy  religion.  A  change  in  this  respect 
is  discemable  among  the  middle  and  upper  classes,  and  the 
preached  Gospel  is  given  a  wider  hearing. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  evil  effect  of  the  war  and  its  excite- 
ments, was  to  divert  the  attention  of  many  professing  Chris- 
tians from  their  religion,  and  not  a  few  have  turned  aside.  So 
that  ine  churches  purging  their  rolls,  find  their  numbers  no 
greater  than  they  were  before  the  war,  while  the  accessions  of 
new  converts  have  not  materially  abated.  The  assurance  in 
the  case,  however,  is  that  the  present  membership  is  made  up 
of  tried  and  approved  material.  The  winnowing  has  conse- 
quently resulted  in  no  considerable  diminution  of  numbers. 

Our  schools  are  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  condition.  The 
number  of  students  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin  has,  to  a  slight  de- 
gree, felt  the  effects  of  the  competition  of  the  Government 
schools  which  are  of  a  high  order.  But  the  number  of  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry  has  not  decreased,  notwithstanding  the 
yearly  outgoing  of  the  graduating  classes.  This  last  year  four 
have  graduated  from  the  Theological  Department.     The  Girls' 


67 

School  continues  full,  :.nd  the  number  of  scholars  might  he 
increased  had  we  the  means  and  the  room  for  them. 

In  consequence  of  the  widening  of  our  field,  and  the  import- 
ance of  keeping  in  as  close  touch  to  it  as  possible,  in  the  near 
future  our  missionary  force  will  be  distributed  among  four  sta- 
tions. Rev.  Dr.  Moore  has,  perhaps  by  this  time,  removed  to 
Tokyo,  the  southern  extremity  of  cur  field.  Rev.  S.  S.  Snyder 
will  locate  in  the  Hokkaido,  the  extreme  northern  part.  Rev. 
H.  K.  Miller  will  go  to  Yamagata,  in  the  western  section, 
while  Revs.  Hov,  Schneder  and  Noss  will  remain  in  Sendai. 

The  statistical  report  for  1895-96  exhibits  the  following: 
organized  churches,  6;  self-supporting  churches,  5;  preaching 
stations,  50;  baptisms,  197;  members,  1,935;  Sunday  Schools, 
39;  Sunday  School  scholars,  1,618;  native  ministers,  12;  un- 
ordained  preachers,  27;  contributions  for  all  purposes,  $2,- 

470.75- 

The  establishment  of  a  new  mission  in  some  other  country 
than  Japan,  as  directed  by  General  Synod,  at  its  late  meeting, 
is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Board.  Inquiries  are  being 
made  and  facts  gathered.  When  a  conclusion  has  been 
reached,  it  will  be  announced  to  the  Church. 

The  finances  of  the  Board  have,  during  the  past  year,  been 
in  a  healthy  condition.  The  receipts  have  been  adequate  to 
its  needs.  For  the  last  few  months,  however,  there  has  been  a 
falling  oflf,  for  the  arrest  of  which  the  Board  most  respectfully 
requests  the  prompt  action  of  your  reverend  body.  The 
amount  apportioned  by  General  Synod  is  the  same  per  annum 
as  for  the  last  three  years.  The  reason  why  the  establishment 
of  a  new  mission  did  not  require  an  enlargement  of  the  sum. 
was  the  fact  that  the  \V.  M.  S.  G.  S.  has  assumed  the  entire 
support  of  the  Girls'  School.  The  amount  of  receipts  reported 
last  year,  however,  includes  what  was  paid  for  the  Girls'  School 
by  the  Woman's  Society,  so  that  the  sum  needed  for  the  com- 
ing year  will  include  an  additional  amount  sufficient  to  estab- 
lish the  new  mission,  namely,  the  full  sum  appropriated  by  the 
General  Synod.  This  sum  is  $35,000  per  year,  for  the  next 
three  years.  It  is  of  prime  importance  that  that  full  sum 
should  be  paid  into  the  treasur\',  if  the  Board  would  be  enabled 
to  establish  the  new  mission. 

The  Board  would,  therefore,  urg^ently  request  your  reverend

body  to  assume  the  full  amount  assigned  you  by  General 
Synod,  apportion  it  to  the  several  Classes,  and  adopt  such  ac- 
tion as  will  ensure  its  realization.

V^-^Report  of  Oommittee  on  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  presented  its  report  on  Satur- 
day during  the  afternoon  session,and  was  acted  on  item  by  item. 
The  several  items  in  regard  to  apportionment  were  referred  to 
Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  report  was  finally  adopted  as 
a  whole.    The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  begs  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

HOME  MISSIONS. 

On  this  subject  the  following  documents  were  placed  in  the 
hands  of  your  committee: 

1.  Annual  report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. 

2.  Report  of  Bi-synodic  Board. 

3.  The  Church  Extension  Manual  ofGeneral  Synod's  Board. 

4.  The  action  of  General  Synod's  Board  on  the  Michael 
Schlatter  Memorial  Fund. 

All  the  action  of  General  Synod  on  the  subject  of  Missions 
was  also  referred  to  your  committee. 

From  these  sources  we  learn  that  the  Board  has  loi  mis- 
sions enrolled,  the  same  number  as  a  year  ago.  The  Board 
also  reports  that  there  has  never  been  more  faithful  work  done 
on  the  part  of  the  missionaries;  that  the  work  has  made  sub- 
stantial progress  and  the  missions  are  generally  supplied  with 
pastors.  During  the  year  $2,000  Church-building  Funds 
loaned  to  missions  were  repaid  to  the  Board,  and  two  legacies 
were  received  from  Maj.  J.  B.  Fisher,  of  Penn  Hall,  Pa.,  the 
one,  a  Church-building  Fund  of  $500  in  memory  of  his  son, 
and  $200,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  missions.  The 
Synod  paid  $13,083.69  on  the  year's  apportionment  of  $17,000 
for  missions  and  $1,644.28  on  Church-building.  The  Board 
reports  that  its  unpaid  obligations  at  the  present  time  amount 
to  about  $11,000.

The  work  outlined  by  General  Synod  for  this  Synod  during 
the  coming  year  is  as  follows :

The  special  $100,000  Michael  Schlatter  Memorial  Church 
Extension  Fund,  which  is  to  be  raised  during  the  next  five 
years. 

General  Synod's  Board  also  requests  that  Synod's  pledge  of 

$2,000  to  the  Chicago  mission,  made  two  years  ago,  be  paid 
this  year,  and  that  the  Synod  apportion  6  cents  a  member  foi 

Church-building. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing, 

1.  Resolved  J  That  the  Eastern  Synod  rejoices  in  the  high  de- 
gree of  prosperity  which  has  attended  the  Home  Mission  work 
of  the  Church  in  its  present  unified  form  under  General  Syn- 
od's Board. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  meet  the  present  pressing  needs 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  to  prevent  similar  crises  in 
the  future,  the  Classes  and  congregations  of  Synod  be  urged 
not  only  to  pay  the  apportionments  of  the  year  in  full,  but  also 
to  arrange  to  make  quarterly  remittances  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  on  account  of  their  apportionments. 

3.  Resolved,  That  four  cents  a  member  be  apportioned  upon 
the  Classes  for  Church-building. 

4.  Resolved,  That  to  redeem  the  pledge  made  by  Synod  two 
years  ago,  a  special  offering  of  at  lesat  two  cents  a  member  be 
requested  from  the  congregations,  through  the  pastors,  to  as- 
sist the  Chicago  mission  in  completing  its  church  building, 
and  that  the  congregations  of  Synod  be  urged,  through  the 
officers  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions,  to  raise 
this  amount  within  sixty  days  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod. 

5.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  concurs  most  heartily  in  the 
movement  inaugurated  by  General  Synod  to  celebrate  the  ses- 
qui-centennial  of  the  oiganization  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
this  country  by  special  services  in  all  the  congregations  of  the 
Church  during  the  year  1897,  and  by  raising  a  fund  of  $100,000 
for  Church  Extension,  to  be  known  as  the  Michael  Schlatter 
Memorial  Fund,  and  the  concentration  of  all  Church-building 
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Funds  hereafter  raised  in  this  Synod  in  this  $ioo,cxx>  Fund  r: 
hereby  approved. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  and  congregations  of  this 
Synod  be  urged  to  co-operate  with  the  officers  of  General  Syn- 
od's Board  in  carrying  out  the  plan  of  the  Board  to  raise  this 
Fund  and  that  our  churches  be  enjoined  to  hold  during  the 
year  1897  the  services  contemplated  by  that  plan. 

The  plan  is  as  follows: 

I.  That  the  three  Superintendents,  each  in  his  own  territory, 
make  such  arrangements  and  devise  such  plans  as  may  seem 
best,  in  order  to  reach  all  the  pastors  and  the  charges  and  pre- 
sent to  them  the  claims  of  this  much-needed  Fund. 

I.  That  the  Superintendents  be  especially  directed  to  seek 
out  persons  who  are  able  and  have  them  endow  funds  of  $500, 
or  more,  or,  where  it  can  be  done,  have  a  number  of  persons 
combine  in  the  endowment  of  such  funds. 

3.  That,  as  the  need  of  these  funds  is  very  urgent,  the  Super- 
intendents be  directed  to  push  the  accumulation  of  them  with 
all  possible  vigor. 

The  Board  further  recommends  the  following  program  for 
the  sesqui-centennial  celebration  of  Michael  Schlatter's  mis- 
sionary tours,  or  such  adaptation  of  it  as  may  be  practicable, 
during  1897, — this  program  to  be  used  in  congregational  and 
Classical  conventions: 

I.  Address  of  welcome. 

II.  History  of  the  Reformed  Church  and  its  extension  in 
America. 

III.  Life  and  labors  of  Michael  Schlatter. 

IV.  Characteristics  of  the  Germans  and  their  relation  to 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

V.  Local  History. 

VI.  Pastoral  reminiscences. 

VII.  The  present  condition  and  future  prospects  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  this  country. 

VIII.  The  imperative  need  of  a  large  available  Church 
Building  Fund,  with  which  to  aid  in  securing  proper  locations 
in  our  large  and  growing  cities. 

The  last  subject  should  be  followed  by  a  challenge  for 
Church  Building  Funds,  or  generous  contributions  for  the 
object. 
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FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 


A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions  is  the  only  document  on  this 
subject  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee.  In  this,  a 
statement  is  given  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  our  work 
in  the  Emjiire  of  Japan. 

We  rejoice  to  learn  from  this  report  that  the  aspect  of  affairs 
resulting  from  the  late  war  of  Japan  with  China  is  favorable  for 
the  prosecution  of  our  work;  that  there  is  now  prevalent  a 
more  tolerant  sentiment  in  relation  to  Chrisianity;  that  the 
activity  in  works  of  charity  and  humanity  displayed  by  the 
missionaries  and  native  Christians  has  produced  a  spirit  of 
thoughtful  consideration  among  the  people,  and  has  lessened 
the  prejudice  heretofore  existing  against  our  holy  religion; 
that  our  schools  are  in  a  prosperous  condition;  that  in  conse- 
quence of  the  widening  of  our  field,  our  missionary  force,  »n 
the  near  future,  will  be  distributed  among  the  four  stations  of 
Tokyo,  Hokaido,  Yamagata  and  Sandai ;  that  the  establishment 
of  a  new  mission  in  some  other  country  than  Japan  is  receiv- 
ing the  attention  of  the  Board,  and  that  the  finances  of  the 
Board  have  been  in  a  healthy  condition. 

In  view  of  what  we  have  learned,  your  committee  would  rec- 
ommend the  following: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  gratitude  to  God 
for  the  abundant  blessing  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of 
our  Church  in  the  Empire  of  Japan. 

2.  Resolved y  That  we  rejoice  in  the  hearty  and  liberal  sup- 
port given  during  the  last  year  to  this  important  work. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  urge  all  our  pastors  and  consistories  to 
endeavor  to  cultivate  in  their  respective  congregations  a  true 
missionary  spirit,  and  to  raise,  if  possible,  the  full  amount  of 
their  apportionment  for  this  most  important  work. 

4.  Resoh'edy  That  we  approve  the  suggestion  to  begin  mis- 
sionary work  in  China  or  some  other  country  not  yet  occupied 
by  our  Church,  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  the 
contributions  for  Foreign  Missions  will  warrant  such  undertak- 
ing.

(a)  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  declines  to  accept  its  appor- 
tionment for  Foreign  Missions  and  Church-building,  and  de- 
clines to  assume  any  apportionment  that  may  hereafter  be 
made  for  Seminary  aid.     (See  Min.,  p.  46). 

(b)  Goshenhoppen  Classis  declines  to  assume  the  apportion- 
ment for  Church-building,  and  for  Calvin  College;  said  Classis 
also  declares  itself  unable  to  pay  its  arrearages  on  apportion- 
ment.    (See  Min.,  p.  17). 

(c)  Wyoming  Classis  declines  to  accept  its  apportionment  for 
Church-building  (Min.,  p.  46)  and  accepts  «^nly  $682  of  its  ap- 
portionment for  Home  Missions  and  only  $500  of  its  appor- 
tionment for  Foreign  Missions.    (Min.,  p.  47). 

(d)  Lebanon  Classis  does  not  see  its  way  clear  honestly  to 
accept  the  amounts  sent  down  for  apportionment,  but  in  lieu 
thereof  its  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  is  directed  to  ap- 
portion an  amount  not  exceeding  $3,600.    (Min.,  p.  41). 

(e)  East  Susquehanna  Classis  accepts  only  $800  of  its  api>or- 
tionment  for  Home  Missions  and  $800  of  its  apportionment  for 
Foreign  Missions,  and  $200  for  Church-building  Fund. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  to  Synod  the  following  ac- 
tion : 

1.  Resolved,  That  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  deep  regret 
that  the  above  named  Classes  failed,  some  in  accepting  and 
others  in  meeting  the  apportionments  made  by  Synod,  and 
hereby  respectfully  and  most  earnestly  requests  the  several 
Classes  to  accept,  and  raise  the  amounts  apportioned  by  the 
present  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Synod  hereby  earnestly  presses  upon  the 
attention  of  all  the  Classes  within  its  bounds,  the  great  import- 
ance and  urgency  of  the  Master's  work  and  the  necessity  of 
their  hearty  co-operation  with  the  several  Boards  of  the  Church 
by  their  prompt  acceptance  of  the  apportionments  made  by 
Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  reiterates  its  action  taken  at 
Harrisburg,  in  1894,  (See  Min.,  p.  41)  that  apportionments  for 
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the  use  of  the  several  Boards  be  regarded  as  morally  binding, 
and  when  not  paid  they  be  reported  as  arrearages.

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
Report  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Eastern  Synod. 

Dear  Brethren: — No  documents  have  come  into  the 
hands  of  your  Sunday  School  Board  during  the  Synodical 
year  execepting  the  statistical  report  of  Wyoming  Classis.  As 
there  is  more  or  less  uncertainty  as  to  the  course  which  such 
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reports  ought  to  take,  and  consequently  more  or  less  difficulty 
in  collecting  statistics,  your  Board  would  suggest  that  hereafter 
all  such  reports  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary,  so  that  the 
means  may  be  at  hand  for  the  examination  and  tabulation  of  all 
the  reports  before  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  general  condition  of  Sunday  School  work  will  no  doubt 
receive  consideration  at  the  hands  of  your  Standing  Committee 
on  Sunday  Schools.  It  may  suffice,  therefore,  to  say  in  this 
connection,  that  the  organiation  of  the  work  in  this  Synod,  as 
originally  committed  to  the  care  of  your  Board,  has  been  at- 
tended tOt  and  that  all  the  Classes  now  have  their  permanent 
Committees  on  Sunday  Schools. 

Inasmuch  as  the  time  of  this  Synod  is  so  fully  taken  up  with 
the  different  features  of  the  Sesqui-centennial  celebration,  it 
was  found  inexpedient  to  devote  an  entire  evening  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  topics  connected  with  Sunday  School  work.  Ar- 
rangements have  been  made,  however,  for  an  address  on  the 
subject  by  the  General  Secretary,  Rev.  R.  W.  Miller,  on  Sat- 
urday evening. 

Your  Board  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  term  of  service  of  F.  G.  Hobson  as  a  member  of 
the  Board,  expires  this  year.

Report  of  General  Synod's  Sunday  School  Board. 

To  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  attention  to  the  general  Sunday 
School  work  will  be  called  through  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  on  the  subject. 

It  is  with  gratitude  to  God  that  we  record  the  fact  since  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  out 
its  directions  with  respect  to  the  consolidation  and  unification 
of  Sunday  School  publications. 

The  Board  of  Publication  of  the  three  English  Eastern  Syn- 
ods and  the  Reformed  Publishing  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  loyal  to 
the  expressed  wish  of  the  Church,  transferred  their  respective 
interests  in  the  Sunday  School  publications  to  General  Synod's 
Sunday  School  Board.     In  each  instance  the  action  was  taken 
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with  the  utmost  good  will  and  unanimity.    We  believe  every 
section  of  the  Church  will  approve  of  this  advance  step. 

1'he  Board,  at  a  meeting  held  Sept.  24,  1896,  at  Greensburg, 
Pa.,  carefully  considered  the  duties  of  its  enlarged  field  of 
operations. 

Rev.  C.  R.  Femer  was  appointed  business  manager,  with 
the  Eastern  office  at  1025  Arch  street,  Philadelphia,  and  the 
Reformed  Publishing  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  were  appointed  the 
Western  agents.  The  General  Secertary  continues  to  reside  at 
Reading,  Pa.,  and  a  plan  for  closer  co-operation  with  the  Ger- 
man Publishing  House,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  is  in  progress. 

The  Board  decided  to  consolidate  the  several  Sunday  School 
papers,  and  January  i,  1897,  will  issue  for  the  main  Depart- 
ment of  the  Sunday  School  Leaves  of  Light,  as  a  weekly,  with 
a  semi-monthly  and  monthly  edition. 

Sunshine  will  be  issued  weekly  for  the  Primary  Department. 
There  will  be  added  at  the  same  time  for  the  little  children,  a 
series  of  beautifully  colored  and  finely  executed  picture  cards, 
to  be  known  as  "Heidelberg  Lesson  Pictures,"  and  for  the 
entire  school,  Heidelberg  Picture  Roll. 

The  Board,  appreciating  the  importance  and  value  of  aid- 
ing the  teachers  of  the  children  and  youth  and  of  stimulating 
interest  in  Bible  study  and  Sunday  School  work,  proposes  to 
issue  The  Heidelberg  Teacher  as  a  monthly  instead  of  a  quar- 
terly, thus  giving  fully  one-third  additional  matter  without  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  the  subscription  price.  But  to  do  this. 
The  Teacher  must  have  a  circulation  of  10,000  copies.  The 
present  circulation  is  6,100. 

The  Board  has  decided  to  sacredly  use  all  Children's  Day 
offerings  for  Sunday  School  Mission  work,  and  the  extension 
of  Reformed  schools.  The  Department  of  Publication  will 
bear  all  expenses  of  administration,  and  will  aid  in  the  way  of 
grants  of  literature.  The  field  of  Sunday  School  Missions  is 
enlarging  and  calls  to  engage  in  the  work,  are  coming  from 
every  part  of  the  Church. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Board  earnestly  recommends  the 
following  for  your  consideration,  and  trusts  that  through  the 
several  Classes,  pastors  and  consistories,  and  Sunday  Schools 
will  have  their  attention  called  to  the  same: 

I.  Let  every  Reformed  Sunday  School  be  requested  to  use 
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the  Sunday  School  lesson  helps  and  Sunday  School  papers  pre- 
pared and  published  for  the  Church.  Denominational  loysdty, 
the  creation  and  improvement  of  a  Reformed  Church  litera- 
ture, and  the  extension  of  the  Church  alike  require  it 

2.  Let  our  churches  and  schools  be  urged  to  pay  special  at- 
tention to  the  teaching  and  training  of  the  little  children  in  the 
Church  school,  in  connection  with  the  work  in  the  home  and 
catechetical  class.  And  to  that  end  let  the  best  aids  and  most 
approved  appliances  be  used  in  the  Primary  Department. 

3.  Let  it  be  understood  that  the  work  of  Sunday  School 
Missions  depends  for  its  support  upon  the  offerings  of  Chil- 
dren's Day.  The  sanction  of  the  General  Synod,  the  growing 
needs  of  our  Home  Mission  work,  the  economy  and  usefulness 
of  Sunday  School  Missions  as  a  factor  in  Church  extension, 
are  few  of  the  many  cogent  reasons  in  favor  of  larger  offer- 
ings from  every  school  of  the  Reformed  Church.

Report  of  the  Standing  Cominittees  of  Sunday  Schools 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  Sunday  Schools, 
together  with  the  report  of  Sunday  School  Board,  was  read 
and  adopted. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  would  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report: 

There  were  referred  to  us  the  communication  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board  of  General  Synod,  the  report  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board  of  this  Synod,  and  several  items  from  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod. 

From  these  sources  we  have  learned  that  the  Sunday  Schools 
of  the  Reformed  Church  are  receiving  the  consideration  due 
to  this  very  important  part  of  the  organized  work  of  the 
Church.  Agreeable  tothe  action  of  General  Synod,  the  Board 
of  Publication  of  the  three  English  Synods  of  the  East,  and 
the  Reformed  Publishing  Company,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  have 
transferred  their  respective  interests  in  Sunday  School  publi- 
cations to  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  General  Synod.      It 
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is  now  the  purpose  of  the  General  Board  to  consoUdate  the 
Sunday  School  papers.  After  January  i,  1897,  "Leaves  of 
Light"  will  be  issued  weekly,  with  semi-monthly  and  monthly 
editions.  For  the  Primary  department  "Sunshine"  will  be  is- 
sued weekly,  and  a  series  of  illustrated  lesson  cards  and  lesson 
rolls  will  be  provided  for  the  little  ones.  If  a  ciruclation  ol 
10,000  copies  can  be  secured  for  "The  Heidelberg  Teacher/' 
the  Board  intends  to  enlarge  it  by  adding  one-third  more  mat- 
ter, and  to  issue  the  same  monthly,  and  at  the  present  rates. 

The  business  manager  for  the  Eastern  office  is  Rev.  C.  B. 
Femer,  1025  Arch  street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  the  Reformed 
Publishing  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  are  the  Western  agents. 

The  Board  promises  to  sacredly  apply  all  Children's  Day 
offerings  to  Sunday  School  missions,  to  meet  the  many  calls 
coming  from  a  rapidly  widening  field. 

The  report  of  Synod's  Board  informs  us  that  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  work  in  this  Synod  originally  committed  to  the  care 
of  this  Board  has  been  so  far  completed  as  to  secure  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  permanent  Sunday  School  Committee  in  each 
of  the  Classes.  This  Board,  owing  to  its  inability  to  secure 
the  Sunday  School  statistics  from  all  the  Classes  in  time  for 
tabulation,  recommends  that  these  statistics  be  forwarded  to 
the  office  of  the  General  Secretary  hereafter. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  your  committee  offers  the 
following  resolutions  for  adoption : 

1.  Synod  hereby  approves  of  the  consolidation  and  unifica- 
tion of  the  Sunday  School  publications  under  General  Synod's 
Board. 

2.  Synod  hereby  expresses  her  appreciation  of  the  labors  of 
the  editors  of  our  lesson  helps  and  Sunday  School  papers,  for 
maintaining  the  high  standard  of  excellence  of  these  publica- 
tions and  of  the  untiring  zeal  of  the  General  Secretary. 

3.  Synod  heartily  sanctions  the  purpose  of  the  General  Board 
to  enlarge  the  "Heidelberg  Teacher,"  and  to  publish  the  same 
monthly,  at  the  present  rates. 

4.  Synod  requests  the  several  Classes  to  urge  pastors,  con- 
sistories, and  superintendents  to  use  the  lesson  helps  and  Sun- 
day School  papers  published  by  the  General  Board,  and,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  use  for  Children's  Day  and  Church  festival  sea- 
sons, the  Board's  publications  for  these  occasions. 
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5-  In  order  to  provide  tor  the  growing  needs  of  Sunday 
School  missions,  Synod,  through  the  Classes,  recommends 
that  a  collection  be  taken  by  every  Sunday  School,  on  Chil- 
dren's Day,  for  the  use  of  the  General  Board. 

6.  Synod  requests  the  Classes  to  instruct  their  Stated  Qerks 
or  Chairmen  of  Permanent  Committees  on  Sundav  Schools, 
to  forward  copies  of  Sunday  School  statistics  to  the  office  of 
the  General  Seceretary  for  tabulation  for  the  Eastern  Synod's 
Board  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  Synods

Report  on  Pnblisliing  the  Minutes. 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  that  he  had  3,(xx> 
copies  of  the  *'Acts  and  Proceedin^rs"  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-ninth  Annual  Sessions  of  the  Synod  printed  and  bound, 
in  pamphlet  form, as  instructed, and  distributed  them  according 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Synod  in  the  case. 

The  work  was  executed  by  the  Reformed  Church  Publica- 
tion House,  of  Philadelphia,  at  the  cost  of  $236.31.  The  bill 
was  promptly  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  Synod.  Notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  minutes  in  manuscript  were  placed  at 
an  early  day  in  the  hands  of  the  ])nblisher,  they  failed  to  be 
ready  in  their  printed  form  for  distribution  before  January.

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A'wiwiii^i   Report  of  the   Publioatloii  Board   of  the   Reformed 

Church  in  the  United  States,  1896. 

To  the  Eastern,  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods: 

Brethren: — The  changes  which  have  occurred  during  the 
past  year  in  connection  with  your  publication  interests  are 
more  or  less  familiar  to  you  all,  and  whilst  they  present  issues 
of  a  new  and  complicated  nature,  demanding  careful  and  in- 
telligent action,  they  nevertheless  resulted  finally  in  what  is 
believed  to  be  a  satisfactory  solution,  through  the  purchase 
and  possession  by  your  Board  of  all  the  rights  and  interests 
previously  owned  or  ceded  by  contract  to  the  late  Rev.  Chas. 
G.  Fisher,  D.D. 

On  February  25th,  1896,  the  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Fisher,  D.D., 
lessee  and  publisher,  died.  At  his  death  the  business  was  in 
such  condition  that  no  one  in  his  employ  could  intelligently 
and  successfully  conduct  it.  With  this  knowledge,  the  Board 
met  in  extra  session  on  March  19th,  1896,  to  consider  the  sit- 
uation and  adopt  measures,  if  necessary,  for  the  uninterrupted 
issue  of  the  various  periodicals.  It  was  found  that  the  widow 
of  the  lessee  had  temporarily  provided  for  the  situation  by  se- 
curing the  services  of  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser,  of  Norristown,  who 
had,  at  a  great  personal  inconvenience  and  self-sacrifice,  con- 
sented to  assist  her  in  the  capacity  of  editor  and  publisher, 
pending  the  final  action  of  the  Board  of  Publication.  At  this 
meeting  the  widow  stated  that  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  Fisher 
was  without  funds  or  immediate  resources  to  prosecute  the 
work,  and  she  therefore  asked  the  Board  to  advance  the  sum 
of  $2,500,  in  such  installments  as  might  be  needed,  giving 
therefor  her  notes  with  interest,  and  as  additional  security,  the 
income  which  would  be  received  by  the  publishing  house. 
She  also  asked  for  three  months'  time  in  which  to  re-organize 
or  dispose  of  her  husband's  interest  in  the  concern.  After 
carefully  investigating  the  condition  of  the  estate  and  other 
factors  bearing  upon  the  situation,  and  desiring  also  to  assist 
the  widow  in  her  distress,  the  Board  unanimously  assented  to 
the  proposition,  under  a  written  contract  for  three  months, 
providing  therein  that  any  arrangement  entered  into  by  her 
for  sale  or  transfer  should  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board.  By  virtue  of  this  agreement,  funds  were  advanced 
and  subsequently  repaid  with  interest,  as  will  appear  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer. 
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On  June  19th,  1896,  the  Board,  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Fisher, 
was  again  called  in  extra  session,  at  which  the  statement  was 
made  that  it  had  been  found  impossible  to  make  any  satisfac- 
tory disposition  of  the  business;  and  that  for  the  purpose  of 
focilitating  the  settling  of  the  estate,  Mrs.  Fisher  had,  by  order 
of  the  Orphans'  Court,  obtained  permission  to  sell  and  bid  in 
the  interests,  rights  and  merchandise  in  and  of  the  Publication 
House.  By  virtue  of  this  order,  she  had  become  the  owner 
of  all  of  said  interests  and  now  petitioned  your  Board  to  exe- 
cute to  her  a  new  lease  for  a  term  of  years,  and  to  recognize  her, 
together  with  such  parties  she  might  select  to  associate  with 
her,  as  the  lessee  and  publisher,  under  terms  similar  to  those 
previously  made  with  the  late  Dr.  Fisher.  This  proposition 
was  unanimously  declined.  Subsequently  your  Board  opened 
negotiations  with  Mrs.  Fisher  for  the  purchase  of  all  the  rights 
and  interests  acquired  by  her  through  purchase;  and,  finally 
bought  these  for  the  sum  of  $2,500,  inclusive  of  the  Almanac, 
which  was  the  exclusive  property  of  the  late  Dr.  Fisher.  By 
this  purchase,  namely,  $500  for  the  books,  sheets  and  other 
merchandise;  $1,000  for  the  Almanac;  $800  for  the  unexpired 
lease,  and  $200  for  furniture  and  fixtures,  the  Board  became 
the  absolute  owner  of  the  entire  publication  interests,  and  will 
henceforth  issue  all  publications,  except  the  Sunday  School 
literature,  for  its  own  account. 

Soon  after  the  purchase,  the  Board  negotiated  and  con- 
cluded a  contract  with  the  Sunday  School  Board,  whereby  the 
Sunday  School  literature  was  transferred  to  that  Board,  under 
the  following  agreement:  We,  the  undersigned,  in  behalf  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board,  hereby  agree  to  pay  five  per  cent, 
annually  on  $15,000,  in  semi-annual  payments,  on  condition 
that  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Reformed  Church  trans- 
fers all  its  Sunday  School  publications  to  the  Sunday  School 
Board  of  the  General  Synod,  according  to  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod ;  and  further,  the  Sunday  School  Board  agrees 
to  pay  one-half  of  the  expenses  for  room  rent,  business  man- 
ager and  such  other  expenses  as  are  jointly  incurred.

Philadelphia,  June  19th,  1896. 
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To  provide  for  the  conduct  of  its  business,  the  Board  tem- 
porarily rented  the  back  building  of  No.  907  Arch  street,  at  the 
monthly  rental  of  $95,  and  elected  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  as  tem- 
porary editor-in-chief,  and  Rev.  C.  R.  Femer  as  business  man- 
ager. Later,  the  Board  removed  to  the  first  and  second  floors 
front,  of  building  No.  1025  Arch  street,  negotiating  a  lease  for 
21^  months,  at  $70  per  month. 

The  Board,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting,  held  September 
1 6th,  elected  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  permanent  editor-in-chief,  at 
the  yearly  salary  of  $1,800,  and  fixed  the  salary  of  the  business 
manager  at  $1,300  per  annum,  beginning  with  October  ist, 
1896,  and  provided  for  the  manner  of  conducting  the  publica- 
tions under  the  following  resolutions  and  instructions: 

**\Vhereas,  This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  each  of  it^ 
publications  should  present  an  harmonious  whole,  and  that  the 
expenses  for  editing  the  same  may  be  done  at  the  least  possible 
cost, 

'^Resolved,  That  the  editorial  management  of  the  Messenger 
be  entirelv  under  the  control  of  one  man,  the  editor-in-chief, 
and  he  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  engage  such  editorial 
assistance  as  he  deems  necessary  to  the  purpose  herein  ex- 
pressed." 

A  resolution  was  also  adopted,  instructing  the  business  man- 
ager to  conduct  a  cash  business  in  the  Book  Department,  and 
to  fill  no  orders  for  less  than  $1,  unless  the  cash  accompanies 
such  orders.  The  reasons  for  this  become  so  manifest,  on  re- 
flection, that  no  reasonable  ohiection  can  be  urged  against  the 
p^an.  Experience  shows  that  the  numerous  entries  in  the 
books  and  the  postage  expended  in  sending  hills  for  these 
small  accounts,  consume  in  many  instances  the  whole  bill,  thus 
entailing  an  actual  loss,  which  in  the  course  of  a  year  amounts 
to  a  large  sum.  The  Book  Department  is  retained  and  con- 
ducted more  as  a  convenience  for  the  Church  than  as  a  source 
of  profit,  and  must,  therefore,  be  conducted  on  business  meth- 
ods to  make  it  self-sustaining. 

The  Board  also  decided  to  continue  the  publication  of  the 
Quarterly  Rrc'inv  during  1897,  and  fixed  the  subscription  price 
at  $2.00  per  annum  instead  of  $3.00,  as  heretofore.  The  Rev. 
William  Rupp,  D.D..  was  elected  editor  of  the  publication. 

You  will  note  in  the  Treasurer's  report  that  the  estate  of  Dr. 
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Fisher  is  indebted  to  the  Board  in  the  sum  of  $1,850,  for  guar- 
antee under  the  lease.  In  addition  to  this  the  Board  will  have 
a  claim  for  $4,541.85  (approximately)  on  account  of  advance  J 
subscriptions  collected  by  the  estate  on  the  various  periodicals* 
The  Board  resolved  to  employ  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Reea,  attorney, 
to  represent  it  in  the  collection  of  these  claims.  These  claims 
are  necessarily  tied  up  until  the  executri:*:  is  prepared  to  make 
distribution.  Whether  all,  or  only  part,  will  be  realized,  de- 
pends upon  her  ability  to  collect  outstanding  accounts  and  to 
dispose  favorably  of  the  clher  assets  of  the  late  lessee. 

In  this  connection  we  again  earnestly  urge  the  membership 
of  the  Church,  who  are  indebted  to  the  estate  of  the  Rev.  Chas. 
G.  Fisher,  D.D.,  to  speedily  pay  their  back  obligations,  so  that 
the  estate  may  be  settled  without  delay,  and  the  widow  and 
creditors  alike  secure  that  to  which  they  are  justly  entitled. 

The  Board  has  endeavored  to  give  to  the  Synods  a  synopsis 
of  the  important  facts  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  publication  interests,  and  it  believes  that 
the  plans  already  adopted  and  those  in  contemplation,  in  the 
near  future  will  result  in  placing  this  interest  on  an  intelligent 
and  satisfactory  business  basis. .  To  accomplish  this  most  ef- 
fectually, your  aid,  sympathy  and  earnest  support  are  most 
essential,  and  in  the  confidence  that  these  will  be  cheerfully 
accorded,  this  report  is  submitted  for  your  respectful  consid- 
eration.

Report  of  Standing  Comniittee  on  Publication. 

The  Standing  Committee,  to  whom  the  annual  report  of  the 
Publication  Board  was  referred,  presented  its  report  on  Mon- 
day's session,  which  was  considered,  item  by  item,  and  finally 
adopted  as  a  whole.     The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Cliureh  in  the  United 

States : 

Brethren  : — The  only  report  placed  into  our  hands  was  the 
annual  report  of  the  ''Board  of  Publication."     After  careful 


92 

examination  of  this  annual  report,  your  committee  desires  '.o 
submit  the  following  summary  to  your  consideration : 

1.  The  report  refers  to  changes  "of  a  new  and  complicated 
nature"  th?t  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year,  and  sup- 
poses that  these  changes  are  "more  or  less  familiar  to  you  all," 
and  that  they  have  reached  "a  satisfactory  solution"  through 
the  purchase  and  possession  of  all  the  rights  and  interests  of 
the  late  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Fisher,  D.D. 

2.  The  report  notes  the  death  of  our  brother,  Rev.  Chas.  G. 
Fisher,  D.D.,  on  the  25th  day  of  February,  1896.  Your  com- 
mittee recommends  the  appointing  of  a  special  committee  of 
three  of  your  number,  two  ministers  and  one  elder,  instructed 
to  prepare  and  present  at  these  sessions  of  Synod  a  suitable 
memorial  notice. 

3.  The  report  states  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board, 
after  the  death  of  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Fisher,  the  Board  found  Rev. 
C.  J.  Musser,  of  Norristown,  Pa.,  placed  by  the  widow  of  Dr. 
Fisher  in  charge  of  the  interests  of  her  husband,  as  editor  and 
publisher;  and  at  this  meeting  the  widow  of  Dr.  Fisher  stated 
that  his  estate  was  without  funds,  and  that  the  Board,  at  he- 
request,  advanced  the  sum  of  $2,500,  in  such  installments  as 
might  be  needed,  securing  the  loan  by  accepting  of  her  per- 
sonal note  and  other  collateral  security,  viz:  the  income  which 
might  be  received  by  the  "publishing  house."  This  arrange- 
ment was  to  be  continued  for  three  months,  Mrs.  Fisher  bind- 
ing herself  by  legal  agreement,  not  to  sell  or  transfer  during 
this  period  of  time,  the  interests  of  the  estate  in  our  publication 
matters,  without  the  approval  of  the  Board.  The  funds  that 
were  advanced  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement  were  subse- 
quently repaid,  with  interest. 

4.  The  report  sets  forth  that,  at  an  extra  session  of  the  Board 
held  June  19,  i896,Mrs.  Fisher,  who  having  by  virtue  of  an  order 
of  the  Orphans'  Court,  obtained  possession  and  became  owner 
of  all  of  the  "interest,  rights,  and  merchandise  in  and  of  the 
publishing  house,"  requested  the  Board  to  execute  her  a  new 
lease  under  terms  "similar  to  those  made  with  the  late  Dr. 
Fisher,  and  to  recognize  her,  and  such  parties  she  might  elect 
to  associate  with  her"  as  the  lessee.  This  proposition  the 
Board  unanimouslv  reiccted. 
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5-  The  Board  p'%  chased  of  Mrs.  Fisher  all  the  rights  and  in- 
terests acquired  by  her  "through  the  purchase"  arising  from 
the  order  of  the  Orphan's  Court,  together  with  the  almanac, 
which  was  the  property  of  Dr.  Fisher,  for  $2,500,  paying  for 
"books,  sheets  and  other  merchandise,  $500;  for  the  almanac, 
$1,000;  for  the  unexpired  lease,  $800;  and  for  furniture  and 
fixtures,  $200." 

6.  The  report  sets  forth  that  "soon  after  this  purchase  the 
Board  concluded  a  contract  with  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
whereby  it  transferred  to  that  Board  the  Sunday  School  litera- 
ture, with  an  agreement  signed  by  three  members  of  the  Sun- 
day School  Board,  viz:  Conrad  Clever,  Rufus  W.  Miller,  Cal- 
vin S.  Gerhard,  by  which  the  Sunday  School  Board  is  obligated 
to  pay  5%  annually  on  $15,000,  in  semi-annual  payments,  and 
one-half  of  the  expenses  for  room-rent,  business  manager,  and 
"such  other  expenses  as  are  jointly  incurred." 

7.  The  report  sets  forth  that  the  Board  (the  date  of  its  meet- 
ing is  not  given)  rented  the  back  building  907  Arch  street, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $95,  and  elected  Rev. 
C.  J.  Musser  as  temporary  editor-in-chief,  and  Rev.  C.  R.  Fer- 
ner  as  business  manager,  and  that  later,  it  removed  to  the  first 
and  second  floors  front,  of  building  1025  Arch  street,  which 
place  they  have  by  lease  for  21^  months,  at  a  rental  of  $70  per 
month. 

8.  The  report  states  that  at  a  regular  meeting,  held  Sept. 
i6th,  1896,  the  Board  elected  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  permanent 
editor-in-chief,  at  a  yearly  salary  of  $1,800,  and  fixed  the  salary 
of  the  business  manager  at  $1,300  per  annum. 

At  this  meeting  the  Board  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tions as  an  expression  of  their  policy  of  conducting  the  various 
publications  of  our  Church,  viz: 

Whereas,  This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  each  of  the  pub- 
lications should  present  an  harmonious  whole,  and  that  the 
expenses  for  editing  the  same  may  be  done  at  the  least  pos- 
sible cost,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  editorial  management  of  the  "Messenger" 
be  entirely  under  the  control  of  one  man,  the  editor-in-chief, 
and  he  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  engage  such  editorial 
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assistance  as  he  deems  necessary  to  the  purpose  herein  ex- 
pressed. 

Your  committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  Synod  in  1888  and  1889,  failed  to  see  where  the 
Board  derived  its  authority  to  elect  an  editor-in-chief  of  the 
"Messenger*'  and  to  discontinue  the  services  of  the  Synodical 
editors,  and  therefore  submits  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Synod  the  Board  )f 
Publication,  in  electing  an  editor-in-chief  and  discontinuing 
the  Synodical  editors,  without  any  consultation  with  Synod, 
exceeded  the  authority  granted  unto  it  by  the  three  Synods 
concerned  in  the  editorial  management  of  the  "Messenger." 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  Board  has  already  elected 
the  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  as  editor-in-chief  of  the  "Messenger," 
we  hereby  ratify  said  election,  without  however  yielding  any 
of  our  Synodical  rights,  or  abrogating  any  of  our  previous  ac- 
tions, in  the  editorial  management  of  the  *' Messenger/' 

9.  A  resolution  of  the  Board,  instructing  its  business  mana- 
ger to  conduct  a  cash  business  in  its  book  department,  and  to 
fill  no  orders  for  less  than  $t,  unless  accompanied  with  the 
cash. 

10.  The  Board  announces  that  it  has  decided  to  continue  the 
publication  of  the  ''Reformed  Quarterly  Review"  during  1897, 
fixed  the  subscription  price  at  $2.00  and  elected  the  ^ev  Wm. 
Rupp,  D.T).,  as  editor. 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution 
upon   this   item: 

Resohrd,  That  this  action  of  the  l^oard  in  reducing  the  sub- 
scription price  of  the  **Review,"  and  the  election  of  Rev.  Wm. 
Rupp,  D.D.,  as  editor,  be  ratified. 

11.  The  report  shows  that  the  estate  of  Dr.  Fisher  is  in- 
debted to  the  Hoard  in  the  sum  of  $6.391.85, — $1,850  of  this 
amount  for  guarantee  under  the  lease  and  $4,581.85  on  account 
of  advanced  subscriptions  to  the  various  periodicals.  This  ac- 
count is  in  the  hands  of  an  attorney  for  collection.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  payment  in  whole,  or  in  part,  of 
this  account  depends  upon  the  ability  of  the  executrix  to  col- 
lect outstanding  accounts,  and  make  favorable  disposition  ot 
the  assets  of  the  ('has.  G.  Fisher  estate. 
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12.  The  Board  urges  the  membership  of  the  Church,  who 
may  be  indebted  to  the  estate  of  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Fisher,  D.D., 
to  make  immediate  payment  of  their  obligations. 

In  this  connection  your  committee  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  different  pastors  be  requested  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  membership  of  the  Church  to  this  unsettled 
condition  of  the  estate  of  Dr.  Fisher  and  urge  all  those  owing 
subscriptions  to  periodicals,  or  book  accounts,  to  make  im- 
mediate payment  of  their  obligation. 

13.  The  Board  asks  further  aid  and  sympatliy  and  earnest 
support  of  the  Church  in  its  administration  of  our  publication 
interests  and  believes  that  with  such  assistance  its  policy  would 
most  effectually  be  carried  out. 

In  this  connection,  your  committee  offers  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  aid,  sympathy  and  earnest  support  of  this 
Synod  is  hereby  pledged  to  our  Board  of  Publication  in  their 
conduction  of  our  publication  interests. 

Rev.  B.  B.  Ferer,  Chainnan, 

In  accordance  with  the  2d  item  in  the  foregoing  report,  the 
Chair  appointed  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  J.  E. 
Heister,  D.D.,  J.  G.  Dengler  and  Elder  A.  Lukenbach,  to  pre- 
pare a  suitable  report  as  a  memorial  to  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Fisher, 
D.D.,  deceased.     The  following  report  was  read  and  adopted: 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  in  relation 
to  the  death  of  Dr.  C.  G.  Fisher,  begs  leave  to  offer  the  follow- 
ing for  adoption: 

Whereas,  In  the  All-wise  Providence  of  God,  Rev.  C.  G. 
Fisher,  D.D„  office-editor  of  the  "Reformed  Church  Messen- 
ger," and  publisher  of  other  Church  periodicals  of  our  Church, 
was  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  removed,  Feb.  26,  1896,  from 
a  sphere  of  great  usefulness  and  responsibility  to  a  much 
higher  one  of  rest  and  reward  in  heaven,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  recognizes  in  the  sudden  depar- 
ture of  Dr.  C.  G.  Fisher  from  the  Church  Militant  to  the 
Church  Triumphant,  the  hand  of  God,  our  Heavenly  Father, 
who  calls  His  servants  away  from  His  and  their  work  on  earth 
whensoever  it  pleases  Him,  and  who  orders  all  things  well. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Dr.  C.  G.  Fisher  the  Church 
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loses  a  faithful  co-laborer  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  who  had 
endeared  himself  by  his  Christian  character  and  deportment 
of  life  to  many  of  those  who  knew  him  in  the  various  walks 
and  relations  of  life. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  deeply  sypathizes  with  the  be- 
reaved widow  and  the  orphans  of  the  deceased,  and  prays  that 
the  God  of  all  consolation  mav  comfort  them  in  their  sore  be- 
reavement. 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  servants  of  Christ  and  as  ministers  of 
His  Church,  see  in  this  mournful  event  an  admonition  of  the 
Lord  to  work  faithfully  while  it  is  day,  for  the  night  cometh,  in 
which  no  man  can  work.

Resolved,  That  the  pastor  and  consistory  of  every  congrega- 
tion within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  are  urgently  requested  to 
show  their  appreciation  of  the  "Reformed  Church  Tidings"  by 
making  definite  eflForts  to  place  a  copy  in  every  family  repre- 
sented in  the  congregations  and  Sunday  Schools  of  their 
charges. 

Resolved,  That  our  Classes  are  requested  to  call  the  attention 
of  pastors  and  consistories  to  the  importance  of  loyally  sup- 
porting this  organ  of  the  General  Synod,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  opens  an  avenue  between  the  Boards  of  the  Church  and 
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all  our  churches  and  members,  whom  the  Boards  represent, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  also  that  without  such  universal  circula- 
tion of  the  "Tidings"  it  will  be  impossible  to  publish  the  paper 
at  such  a  low  subscription  rate.

ARTICLE  XX. 

ORPHAN  HOME  AND  BENEVOI.ENT  INSTTTUTIONS. 

The  following  report  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Orphan  Home: 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren: — We  hand  you  herewith  a 
printed  copy  of  the  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  Bethany 
Orphan's  Home.  In  addition  to  the  information  therein  con- 
tained, we  wish  to  state  that  our  present  indebtedness  on  ac- 
count of  current  expenses,  amounts  to  about  $2,000.  Our  ex- 
perience in  the  past  has  been  that  we  are  usually  in  debt  at 
this  season  of  the  year,  but  not  always  to  so  large  an  amount 
as  is  the  case  this  year.  The  large  amount  of  indebtedness 
this  year  is  partly  accounted  for: 

First,  To  expenditures  made  for  necessary  repairs  and  im- 
provements. 

Second,  To  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  inaugurated  the  policy 
of  saving  all  legacies  and  placing  money  thus  received  into  the 
endowment  fund. 

Our  indebtedness  on  current  expenses  by  Christmas  time 
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will  probably  amount  to  between  three  and  four  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

We  have,  at  present,  113  children  in  the  Home,  with  six 
more  admitted  whom  we  expect  to  enter  shortly. 

All  our  children  are  Church  orphans,  dependant  entirely 
upon  the  Church  for  support    We  have  no  boarders. 

We  are  almost  ready  to  open  the  Frick  Memorial  Cottage, 
in  which  children  under  six  years  of  age  are  to  be  cared  for. 
This  will  involve  an  additional  expense  for  the  coming  year. 
The  cottage  itself,  a  beautiful  and  substantial  building,  was  a 
gift  from  Mrs.  H.  M.  Housekeeper,  of  Philadelphia. 

From  these  facts  you  will  see  the  importance  of  again  asking 
all  the  congregations  and  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Synod  to  take 
part  in  raising  contributions  for  the  support  of  this  work  at 
Christmas  time. 

The  amount  to  be  raised  this  year  should  not  be  less  than 
$7,000. 

The  health  of  our  family  has  been  very  good  during  the  year. 

For  more  extended  information  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Home  we  kindly  invite  your  attention  to  the  printed  report. 

With  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  His  kind  care  over  our 
large  family  during  the  past  year  and  depending  upon  Him

Method  of  CoBdnotlAC  Synodieal  Buainosa. 

In  item  9,  in  the  report  of  Minutes  of  Synod,  reference  is 
made  to  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  suggest  an 
improved  method  of  conducting  the  business  of  Synod.  The 
following  report  was  submitted  and  adopted,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit: 

To  the  Eastern  Synod: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: — You  committee,  ap- 
pointed a  year  ago  to  suggest ^n  improved  method  of  conduct- 
ing the  business  of  Synod,  would  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  your  consideration : 

All  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  except  Rev.  N.  Z.  Sny- 
der, met  in  session  Sept.  15,  1896,  in  the  parsonage  of  St  Thos. 
Reformed  church,  Reading,  Pa.,  and  after  careful  deliberation, 
were  unanimously  agreed  to  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  your  adoption: 

1.  That  the  Synod  directs  the  Stated  Clerk  to  prepare  'uxi 
outline  report  of  the  minutes  of  Synod,  District  and  General 
for  the  use  of  the  committees  on  such  minutes. 

2.  That  Synod  requests  the  Classes  to  direct  their  respective 
Stated  Clerks  to  send  certified  copies  of  the  Classical  minutes 
to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod,  and  that  he  shall,  with  such  help 
as  he  may  call  to  his  aid,  prepare  a  tabulated  statement  of  ail 
such  items  in  the  Classical  minutes  which  require  the  attention 
of  Synod,  for  the  use  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Min- 
utes of  Classes. 

3.  That  the  Synod  directs  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to 
note,  upon  announcement  by  the  President,  the  presence  and 
record  the  names  of  Advisory  members  and  visiting  brethren 
of  other  denominations,  and  furnish  the  Stated  Qerk  with  a 
complete  list  from  day  to  day,  for  incorporation  in  the  minutes. 

4.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  requested  to  prepare,  as  far  as 
possible,  a  brief  biographical  sketch  of  ministers  who  have 
died  during  the  Synodical  year,  for  the  use  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

5.  That  Synod  overture  the  General  Synod  to  so  amend  Ar- 
ticle 26,  in  the  Rules  of  Order,  that  instead  of  reading,  "nor 
longer  than  one  hour/'  it  read,  nor  longer  than  thirty  minutes, 
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and  instead  of  "unanimous  consent,"  it  further  read,  by  the 
consent  of  the  body. 

6.  The  expense  of  your  committee  incurred  in  the  transac- 
tion of  the  business  assigned  to  it  by  Synod,  amounts  to  $8.29.

The  historical  address  in  commemoration  of  the  Semi-Cen- 
tennial  of  the  Constitution,  on  the  subject:  "Data  in  the  Consti- 
tutional History  of  the  Reformed  Church,"  was  delivered  Fri- 
day, at  2  p.  M.,  by  Rev.  H.  T.  Spangler,  President  of  Ursinus 
College.  After  the  delivery  of  the  address,  the  following  ac- 
tion was  taken: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  on  the 
best  means  of  utilizing  the  present  Sesqui-Centennial  celebra- 
tion for  the  revival  of  historical  study  and  the  preservation  of 
historical  material. 

A  si>ecial  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr. 
H.  T.  Spangler,  L.  K.  Evans,  and  Elder  M.  F.  Koenig.  who 
presented,  at  Friday  evening's  session,  the  following  report, 
which  was  duly  considered,  amended  and  adopted.  The  re- 
port is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  utiliz- 
ing the  present  Sesqui-Centennial  celebration  of  the  founding 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  this  country,  for  the  revival  of  his- 
torical study  and  the  preservation  of  historical  material,  would 
recommend : 

I.  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  this  Synod: 

a.  To  secure  a  complete  file  of  the  minutes  of  the  conventions 
and  of  the  Synods  of  the  Church,  either  original  copies  or 
transcripts,  the  same  to  be  placed  for  preservation  and  use  in 
the  room  of  the  Historical  Society  in  the  College  building,  at 
Lancaster,  Pa. 

b.  To  collect  and  place  in  the  archives  of  Synod  such  other 
manuscripts,  papers,  and  publications  as  the  committee  may  be 
able  to  discover  that  may  now  or  may  in  the  future  be  of  his- 
torical value. 
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2.  That  this  committee  be  requested  to  prepare  for  publication 
all  early  documents  they  may  discover  that,  in  their  judgment, 
would  be  of  value  in  preserving  the  history  of  the  Church. 

3.  That  this  committee  take  all  necessary  steps  to  revive  the 
Historical  Society  of  the  Reformed  Church,  or  to  organize  such 
a  society,  in  case  the  historical  interests  of  the  Church  can  best 
be  subserved  in  that  way. 

4.  That  the  committee  consist  of  Revs.  J.  H.  Dubbs/D.D., 
Jas.  I.  Good,  D.D.,  John  P.  Stein,  Henry  T.  Spangler,  D.D., 
and  the  Hon.  Greorge  F.  Bear.

MISCEIXANEOUS. 
HominatioiLS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations  presented  its  re- 
port, which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  a  sufficient  number 
of  tickets  of  the  nominations  was  ordered  to  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  Synod. 

The  election  for  Trustee  of  Synod  was  made  the  order  of 
the  day,  on  Friday  at  4  p.  m,,  and  for  the  remainder  on  the 
ticket,  on  Monday  at  11  a.  m.  At  the  first  election.  Revs.  C. 
H.  Coon  and  Jno.  W.  Reinecke  were  appointed  tellers,  and  at 
the  second  election  Revs.  Samuel  A.  Leinbach,  Wilson  F. 
More,  and  Elder  C.  W.  Myers  were  appointed  to  serve  in  that 
capacity. 

At  the  hours  fixed  for  the  election,  the  tickets  were  dis- 
tributed, the  roll  called  and  the  ballot  taken.  The  results 
were  reported  by  the  tellers  to  the  President,  who  announced 
the  names  of  the  persons  duly  elected. 

For  the  members  elected  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Board  of  Visitors  of  Theological  Seminary,  see  Article  XHI; 
for  Trustee  of  Synod,  see  Article  XV.,  Finance;  and  for  the 
member  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  see  Article  XVHL, 
Sunday  Schools, 

Committee  on  Leave  of  Abs^^iioe. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  sessions,  the  Vn  ^ident  appointed 
Revs.  J.  Alvin  Reber,  Thos.  H.  Krick,  and  Elder  Daniel  Shepp 
a  Committee  on  Excuses. 
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At  the  close  of  the  session,  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
read  and  adopted.  Those  excused  have  the  day  on  which  they 
were  excused  noted  in  Article  IL,  Members  Present  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  many  hurry  away  before  the  close  of  the  Synod, 
the  following  action  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  This  Synod  has,  like  others  before  it,  found  that 
many  delegates  not  only  ask  to  be  excused  when' they  have 
been  present  at  the  sessions  only  for  a  day  or  two,  but  that 
many  go  away  without  even  showing  proper  regard  to  Synod, 
or  their  duty  to  the  Classes  to  the  extent  of  asking  for  excuses, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Classes  be  called  to  these 
derelictions  in  duty  on  the  part  of  their  delegates. 

Literary  Instttntioiuu 

The  catalogues  of  the  various  literary  institutions  under  the 
control  of  the  Church,  and  noted  in  the  Report  on  Overtures, 
were  referred  to  a  special  committee,  who  presented  its  report 
on  Monday's  session,  which  was  adopted: 

Your  special  committee,  to  which  were  referred  the  cata- 
logues of  Ursinus  College  and  Theological  School,  that  of  Al- 
lentown  College  for  Women,  and  that  of  Mercersburg  College, 
find  from  these  documents  the  following  facts: 

I.  The  catalogue  of  Ursinus  College  contains  107  pages, 
gives  the  information  that  the  corps  of  instructors  is  com- 
posed of  eighteen  professors  and  teachers,  drawn  from  Yale, 
Princeton,  Johns  Hopkins  and  Clark  Universities  and  other 
American  colleges.  The  instruction  is  offered  in  four  courses 
— the  regular  Classical  course,  a  Mathematical,  Physical,  a 
Chemical  Biologicate  on  Preparatory  Medical,  and  a  Modem 
Language  course.  The  College  is  equipped  with  a  scientific 
laboratory  for  work  in  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology.  The 
attendance  of  students  during  the  year  in  the  College  has  been 
66,  31  in  the  School  of  Theology  and  loi  in  the  Academy — ^a 
total  of  198. 

2.  The  catalogue  of  AUentown  College  shows  considerable 
prosperity  and  progress.  The  number  of  students  for  the  last 
four  years  averaged  127.  The  School  had  an  average  income 
during  these  four  years  of  $7,292.22. 

3.  The  catalogue  of  Mercersburg  College  shows  said  College 
to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition.     It  had  106  students  during 
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the  year.  The  curriculum  is  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  for 
which  the  school  is  specially  designed.  The  corps  of  instruc- 
tors consists  of  nine  teachers,  and  the  personality  and  capacity 
of  these  is  such  as  to  inspire  confidence  in  the  School  as  a  first- 
class  Academy. 

These  facts  show  commendable  progress,  but  all  agjee  as 
to  the  need  of  larger  endowments  to  enable  them  to  supply  bet- 
ter and  fuller  equipments.  Your  committee  therefore  offers 
the  following: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  heard  with  pleasure  of  the 
continued  success  in  good  work  done  in  the  education  of  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  commends  these  Schools  to  the 
cordial  patronage  in  scholars  and  more  generous  liberality  in 
money,  and  hearty  sympathy.

Calvin  College. 

The  8th  item  in  Report  on  Overtures,  having  reference  to 
Calvin  College,  was  adopted,  and  an  appropriation  of  $300  was 
granted  for  the  interests  of  the  institution. 

Allentotvn  College  for  Women. 

The  consideration  of  the  ist  item  in  Report  on  Overtures,  in 
regard  to  transfer  of  Allentown  College,  was  made  the  order 
of  the  day  on  Saturday  at  10  a.  m.  The  communication  is  as 
follows : 
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To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: — In  behalf  of  tho 
Classis  of  East  Pennsylvania  and  the  Classis  of  Lehigh,  I 
hereby  overture  your  venerable  body,  to  consider  the  propriety 
of  accepting  the  real  estate  and  franchises  of  the  College  for 
Women,  located  at  AUentown,  Pa.,  in  consideration  of  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  by 
the  Synod  to  the  Trustees  of  the  College,  and  upon  the  further 
condition  that  the  said  College  be  kept  and  maintained  as  an 
institution  for  the  education  of  young  women. 

The  present  Board  of  Trustees,  in  their  representative  char- 
acter, obligate  themselves  for  the  remaining  indebtedness, 
over  and  above  $20,000,  so  that  when  the  transfer  is  consum- 
mated, the  College  shall  be  free  of  all  encumbrances.

The  paper  referred  to  your  committee  is  a  communication 
from  East  Pennsylvania  and  Lehigh  Classes,  present  owners  ot 
the  ** AUentown  College  for  Women,*'  and  contains  an  offer  to 
transfer  to  this  Synod  said  Institution  with  all  its  property  in 
fee  simple,  and  free  of  all  debt,  on  condition  that  this  Synod 
pays  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College,  the  sum  of  $20,- 
000,  the  actual  transfer  to  be  made  whenever  said  sum  shall  be 
paid  to  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  all  the  interest^  involved, 
your  committee  came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that,  if  pos- 
sible, this  very  liberal  proposition  snould  be  accepted. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  time  has  come  when  this,  the 
Mother  Synod  of  our  Church,  ought  to  do  something  for  the 
higher  education  and  culture  of  her  daughters.  Other  de- 
nominations and  other  Synods  in  our  denomination  are  moving 
in  this  direction,  and  this,  the  sesqui-centennial  of  our  exist- 
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cnce  as  a  Synod,  would  seem  to  be  a  most  fitting  time  for  the 
inauguration  of  a  similar  movement  among  us. 

The  number  of  families  in  our  Church,  seeking  such  an  in- 
stitution for  their  daughters  is  steadily  and  rapidly  growing, 
especially  in  our  country  charges,  where  the  opportunities  for 
higher  education  are  generally  so  limited.  These  good  people 
would  naturally  prefer  to  send  their  daughters  to  an  institution 
of  our  own  Church.  We  are  anxious  also,  for  many  reasons, 
to  have  them  do  so.  But  if  our  Church  does  not  provide  such 
an  institution — and  an  institution  which  in  its  equipment  and 
otherwise  shall  compare  favorably  with  other  similar  institu- 
tions,— ^what  else  can  we  expect  but  that  these  young  women, 
representing  in  the  large  majority  of  instances  our  best  fam- 
ilies, shall,  in  growing  numbers,  receive  their  higher  educa- 
tional training  in  the  institutions  of  other  churches  and  thus  be 
measurably  weaned  from  their  own  mother  Church? 

Moreover,  we  need  such  a  College  for  women,  in  order  that 
this  growing  disposition  of  our  people  toward  literal  culture 
for  their  daughters  may  be  encouraged  and  assisted. 

Our  Reformed  Church  has  always  been  the  advocate  of  cul- 
ture for  its  own  sake.  It  believes  tliat  the  chief  end  and  aim 
of  education  is  not  to  be  found  in  anything  outward,  material 
and  temporal,  but  rather  in  the  unfolding  enrichment  and  per- 
fecting of  our  human  personality.  It  believes  that  education 
has  an  eternal  value  and  shall  be  an  everlasting  possession  and 
enjoyment  to  him  who  has  acquired  it.  Hence,  its  aim  is  and 
should  be,  to  become  as  universal  as  the  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel itself.  And  for  our  Church  to  go  on  founding  colleges  and 
multiplying  facilities  for  the  benefit  of  our  young  men  while 
absolutely  nothing  is  being  done  for  our  young  women,  is  not 
only  unwise,  but  also  a  discrimination  against  the  weaker  sex 
in  the  highest  interests  of  our  humanity,  which  is  most  unfair 
and  unjust. 

This  has  long  been  felt  by  the  owners  and  patrons  of  the  Al- 
lentown  College  for  Women.  This  feeling  was  the  inspira- 
tion which  led  to  its  founding  in  the  first  place.  This  feeling 
has  impelled  them  to  rally  to  its  support  from  year  to  year  and 

uphold  it  at  the  cost  of  great  personal  sacrifice  and 

amid  all  the  trials  of  its  history;  and  now  realizing  that  the 
burden  is  too  heavy  for  them  alone,  that  unassisted  by  a  wider 


109 

constituency  they  are  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  for- 
ward strides  of  many  other  similar  institutions,  they  come  to 
this  Synod  with  the  Macedonian  cry  to  come  over  and  help 
them. 

The  property  of  the  College  is  estimated  to  be  worth  up- 
wards of  $55,000.  The  debt  resting  upon  it  is  something  over 
$30,000.  Of  this,  if  the  Synod  will  pay  $20,000,  the  people  of 
Allentown  promised  to  contribute  the  remainder,  thus  making 
to  the  Synod  an  actual  gift  of  $35,000. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  and  considerations,  your  committee 
would  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  accept  the  offer  of  the  Allen- 
town  College  for  Women  on  the  terms  proposed,  the  actual 
sale  and  transfer  of  the  property  to  be  made  whenever  these 
terms  are  fulfilled. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  interest  meanwhile  accruing  on  these 
$20,000  be  paid  by  the  present  owners,  until  the  first  day  of 
November,  1900,  atter  which  date  the  payment  of  the  interest, 
if  such  there  be,  shall  be  assumed  by  the  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Synod  appoint  a  committee,  consisting  of 
one  member  from  each  Classis,  with  Prof.  J.  W.  Knappenber- 
ger  as  chairman,  which  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  raise  the 
money  needed  for  this  purchase  in  such  way  and  according  to 
such  plan  as  may  seem  to  them  most  expedient,  and  that  said 
committee  is  hereby  authorized,  either  in  person  or  by  an 
agent,  to  solicit  contributions  and  accept  gifts  for  this  purpose 
from  all  the  charges,  congregations  and  members  of  Synod. 

4.  Resolved,  That  this  action  be  commended  to  the  favorable 
attention  of  the  respective  Classes,  and  that  they  are  hereby 
urged  to  co-operate  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Synod  commend  this  movement  to  the  es- 
pecial attention  of  the  women  of  our  Church  and  hereby  so- 
licits their  aid  in  the  work  for  the  higher  education  and  culture 
of  women. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod  be  and 
hereby  is  instructed  to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  th  * 
College  for  Women  at  Allentown,  to  draw  up  articles  of  agree- 
ment in  keeping  with  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

In  response  to  the  3d  resolution,  the  President  appointed 
the  following  committee :  East  Pennsylvania  Classis,  Rev.  J.  F.

East  Susquehanna  Classis,  Rev.  C.  B.  Schneder;  West  Susque- 
hanna Classis,  Rev.  S.  L.  Whitmore;  Goshenhoppen  Classis, 
Rev.  J.  E.  Freeman;  Tohickon  Classis,  Rev.  C.  B.  Weaver; 
Lehigh  Classis,  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Richards;  Schuylkill  Classis, 
Rev.  O.  H.  Struck;  Wyoming  Classis,  Rev.  C.  H.  Brandt;

Anti-Baloon  Leasi&«« 

The  5th  item,  in  Report  on  Overtures,  having  reference  to  a 
communication  from  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  was  referred  to 
a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  A.  R.  Bartholomew, 
Z.  A.  Yearick,  and  Elder  Henry  P.  FoUmer,  who  presented 
their  report  on  Saturday,  which  was  adopted: 

From  the  papers  of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League 
placed  into  our  hands,  we  glean  these  facts: 

The  organization  has  for  its  object  the  suppression  of  the 
saloon.  It  seeks  to  unite  all  the  temperance  forces  in  a  new 
movement  to  abolish  the  liquor  traffic.  To  this  end,  the  Synod 
is  urged  to  send  two  delegates  to  the  National  Anti-Saloon 
Convention,  to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  December  8-10, 
1896. 

Your  committee  fully  realizes  the  monster  evils  of  the  liquor 
traffic  and  deeply  deplores  the  existence  of  the  saloon.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  the  motto  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  "The 
Saloon  must  go,"  may  be  an  actuality  in  the  near  future. 
Satan  controls  and  uses  no  mightier  agency  against  the  Church 
of  Christ,  than  the  pernicious  influence  of  the  saloon.  In  view 
of  the  physical  wreck  and  moral  ruin  caused  by  the  saloon,  we 
offer  the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  sincerely  believes  in  the  speedy 
suppression  of  the  saloon  and  the  abolition  of  drunkenness. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  urges  all  its  pastors,  elders  and 
deacons  exert  every  legitimate  influence  for  the  removal  of 
this  great  evil. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to  send 
delegates  to  the  proposed  convention.

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Wleliita  College  Olaim. 

The  6th  item  in  Report  on  Overtures,  having  reference  to  a 
claim  against  Wichita  College,  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Revs.  C.  S.  Gerhard,  D.D.,  F.  B.  Hahn, 
and  Elder  F.  G.  Hobson,  esq.,  who  presented  a  report  on 
Monday  evening,  which  was  considered  item  by  item,  and 
finally  adopted.  It  is  as  follows: 
To  the  Eastern  S yf wd: 

Brethren  : — Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
item  No.  6,  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  hav- 
ing reference  to  the  affairs  of  the  Wichita  University,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  for  your  consideration: 

Two  papers  were  placed  into  our  hands;  the  one  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University,  the  other  from  the 
surviving  guarantors.     From  these  documents  we  learn: 

1.  That  in  February,  1890,  the  authorities  of  Wichita  Uni- 
versity obtained  the  loan  of  $10,000,  at  6%,  by  mortg^age  on 
the  said  University  property,  secured  by  these  several  guaran- 
tors, to  wit:  Rev.  B.  Bausman,  D.D.,  $2,000;  Rev.  Henry  Mos- 
ser,  D.D.,  $1,000;  Hon.  Geo.  F.  Baer,  $2,000;  Mr.  Lewis  Krae- 
mer,  $1,000;  Rev.  C.  U.  Heilman,  $3,000,  and  D.  H.  Wingerd, 
esq.,  $1,000. 

2.  That  the  Wichita  University  has  failed  as  an  institution 
of  learning,  but  that  the  authorities  of  said  University  hold  in 
trust,  assets  in  securities  at  an  estimated  value  of  $9,732.63. 

3.  That  because  of  the  failure  of  the  Institution,  there  was  no 
income  accruing  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  loan,  and  that 
therefore  the  said  guarantors  were  necessitated  to  pay  the  semi- 
annual interest  ever  since  the  first  payment  of  interest  fell  due, 
August,  1890. 

4.  That  now  the  mortgage  is  overdue  and,  when  demanded, 
must  be  paid,  either  by  the  University  authorities  or  by  the 
said  guarantors. 

5.  That  since  this  state  of  affairs  exists,  the  said  guarantors 
request  your  Synod  to  authorize  the  authorities  of  the  sai<l 
University  to  devote  whatever  assets  and  securities  there  m;iy 
be  at  command  to  the  payment  of  the  first  mortgage  debt,  with 
interest,  and  thus  relieve  them  of  the  liability  of  their  guaranty. 

6.  That  the  said  guarantors  also  made  a  proposition  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  said  University,  to  wit:    "If  you  gentle- 
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men  will  secure  or  co-operate  with  us  in  securing  action  of  the 
three  Synods,  authorizing  you  to  apply  this  money  (held  by 
you  in  trust)  in  payment  of  the  debt  to  us,  whatever  balance 
remains  unpaid  we  will  cheerfully  cancel;  and  then  you  will 
own  the  buildings  and  grounds,  free  from  debt,  and  subject  to 
the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Synods  for  the.  future." 

7.  That  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  the  above  prop- 
osition with  the  modification  that  the  said  Board  tender  the 
guarantors  all  the  balance  of  the  money  in  their  hands  recov- 
ered from  the  judgment  of  Schweitzer,  et.  al.,  after  the  profes- 
sors' claims  and  other  claims  against  said  University  shall  have 
been  paid,  and  that  the  said  Board  submit  and  recommend  to 
the  three  Synods  the  propositions  of  turning  over  to  the  said 
guarantors  the  balance  of  the  Endowment  Fund  in  their  hand^, 
or  as  much  of  it  as  shall  be  required  to  cancel  the  claim  of  said 
guarantors  and  to  transfer  to  the  said  guarantors  said  balance 
of  the  Endowment  Fund,  if  your  Synod,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  other  two  Synods,  so  direct,  provided  that  said  guaran- 
tors, in  consideration  of  the  above,  release  said  mortgage  of 
$10,000,  with  all  interest  on  the  same,  and  waive  all  further 
claims  against  said  University  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  same. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  your  committee  suggests  the  fol- 
lowing  action : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  gives  its  consent  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University  carry  out  the  proposition  to 
deliver  to  the  said  guarantors  all  the  needed  assets  included 
in  the  Endowment  Fund,  after  the  professors*  salaries  shall 
have  been  paid;  provided  the  guarantors  satisfy  the  mortgage 
upon  said  property  and  waive  all  further  claims  against  Wichita 
University  and  against  said  Board  of  Trustees.  This  action  to 
be  binding  only  if  concurred  in  by  the  other  two  Synods. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy 
of  the  ^bove  resolution,  with  the  seal  of  Synod,  to  Geo.  F.  Baer. 
esq.,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wichita  University  and  to 
the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods.

The  3d  item,  in  Report  on  Overtures,  with  reference  to 
American  Bible  Society,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee, 
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•consisting  of  Revs.  C.  U.  O.  Derr,  C.  H.  Mutschler,  and  EUder 
Allen  D.  Aulenbaugh,  who  subsequently  presented  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  adopted: 

To  tke  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  communication 
of  the  American  Bible  Society,  begs  leave  to  make  the  follow- 
ing statement: 

The  report  accompanying  the  communication  affords  every 
^reason  for  gratification  in  its  continued  prosperity  and  its  out- 
look. In  the  eighty  years  of  its  existence  it  has  been  the 
means  of  placing  millions  of  Bibles  in  the  homes  and  hands 
-of  the  people. 

The  object  of  its  eflForts  is  worthy  of  our  most  hearty  en- 
dorsement, and  the  efforts  themselves  deserving  of  our  support 
by  prayer,  and,  in  view  of  the  undenominational  character  of 
the  work,  and  the  dependance  of  the  org^ization  upon  free- 
will offerings  for  its  furtherance,  by  that  substantial  expressioq. 
of  co-operation,  contributions. 

Appreciating  the  importance  of  the  work;  recognizing  the 
need  of  the  Society,  growing  out  of  its  wide-spread  activity, 
extending,  as  it  does,  to  every  land  where  missionaries  are  at 
work,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  attention  of  the 
pastors  of  the  Synods,  through  the  Classes,  be  called  to  the 
appeal  from  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  wherever  practi- 
•cable  an  offering  be  lifted  for  the  extension  of  this  work.

Missions;  Rev.  Thos.M.Yundt,  Supt.  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home, 
gently  and  yet  urgently  reminded  the  Synod  of  the  needs 
of  the  Home ;  Rev.  J.  W.  Knappenberger,  Principal  of  Allen- 
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town  College  for  Women,  on  the  4th  day  of  Jie  sessions,  pre* 
sented  the  needs  and  the  history  of  the  aforesaid  Institution, 
and  cordially  solicited  the  patronage  of  Synod  in  its  behalf; 
Rev.  S.S.Miller, Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Min- 
isters and  their  Widows,  made  an  earnest  plea  for  more  faith- 
ful co-operation  on  the  part  of  Synod  in  coming  to  the  rescue 
of  our  needy  brethren;  Rev.  Gustav  Jurany,  of  Trenton,  N.  J., 
missionary  among  the  Hungarians,  expressed  his  cordial 
thanks  for  the  mission  work  done  by  the  Reformed  Church 
among  his  countrymen,  stating  that  there  were  no  less  than 
ao,ooo  in  this  country  whose  religious  needs  are  to  be  cared  for 
by  the  Lord's  people.

I.— Irregnlarlties. 

I.  Lebanon  Classis  fails  to  state  in  its  minutes,  whether 
the  candidates  licensed,  attested  their  adherence  lo  tVv^  OcvwtOcv 
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in  its  doctrine  and  discipline  by  signing  the  constitutional  for^ 
mula.    (See  p.  7.) 

2.  Philadelphia  Qassis  cancels  the  division  made  in  the 
columns  for  deaths  of  communicants  and  unconfirmed,  as 
found  in  the  statistical  table,  and  reports  all  deaths  in  one  col- 
umn.   (See  statistical  table.) 

3.  Goshenhoppen  Classis  fails  to  give  the  required  time 
in  its  notice  in  issuing  the  call  for  one  of  its  special  meetings. 
(See  p.  7.) 

4.  Wyoming  Classis  at  a  special  meeting  amended  a  call 
that  in  form  was  declared  irregular,  and  confirmed  the  same, 
without  receiving  the  ratification  of  the  charge  by  which  the 
call  was  made,  p.  13. 

5.  Wyoming  Classis  g^ves  a  date  in  its  minutes  in  regard 
to  the  time  of  holding  its  next  annual  meeting,  which  is  differ- 
ent from  that  furnished  by  the  Stated  Clerk  in  the  schedule.

H.— Requests. 

6.  Schuylkill  Classis  asks  Synod  to  be  excused  for  not 
assuming  the  full  amount  of  the  apportionment,  deplores  the 
necessity,  and  gives  reason  for  its  action,  p.  13. 

7.  Schuylkill  Classis  sincerely  petitions  the  Reverend 
Synod  to  remit  its  arrearages  for  the  past  year,  since  all  charges 
have  paid  in  full,  save  two,  which  plead  inability,  p.  32. 

III.^S(nbjeots  Referred. 

The  Classes  took  favorable  action  on  the  recommenda- 
tions of  Synod,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

8.  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  declines  to  accept  the  ap- 
portionments for  Church-building  Fund ;  for  current  expenses 
of  Theological  Seminar\%  and  for  interest  for  Professor's 
Houses;  it  accepts  only  $1,600  of  the  $2,383,  the  amount  appor- 
tioned for  Home  Missions,  out  of  which  its  Treasurer  is  to  pay 
$572.50,  being  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  use  of  Zion's 
Mission,  Stroudsburg,  Pa.;  and  also  accepted  only  $1,000  of 
the  $1,454,  the  amount  apportioned  for  Foreign  Missions.  (See 
pages  42  and  43,  under  items  7  and  8.) 

9.  Lebanon  Classis  accepts  only  two-thirds  of  the  Syn- 
odical  apportionment,  with  the  exception  of  the  amounts  ap- 
portioned for  Contigent  Fund.    (See  page  31.) 

10.  East  Susquehanna  Classis,  on  account  of  the  vast

amount  of  mission  work  claiming  attention  within  its  bounds, 
accepts  only  $i,ooo  of  Synod's  apportionment  (of  $1,593)  for 
Home  Missions;  and  $800  (of  $950),  the  amount  apportioned 
for  Foreign  Missions.    (See  page  9.) 

11.  West  Susquehanna  Classis  declines  to  accept  the  ap- 
portionment of  $155,  for  German  Missions.    (See  page  41.) 

12.  Goshenhoppen  Classis  expresses  its  regrets  that  it 
cannot  comply  with  the  request  to  make  up  its  arrearages;  it 
accepts  only  $1,500  of  the  $2,134  apportioned  by  Synod  for 
Home  Missions  and  regrets  that  in  view  of  its  experience  with 
the  German  brethren  in  the  past,  it  cannot  see  its  way  clear  to 
accept  the  apportionment  of  $203  for  German  Mission  work. 
(See  page  16.) 

13.  Wyoming  Qassis  declines  to  assume  the  apportion- 
ment for  interest  on  Professor's  Houses;  also  the  apportion- 
ment for  Church-building,  and  reiterates  its  action  of  last  year;

12.  It  accepts  only  $1,121  of  the  amount  ($1,221)  apportioned 
for  Home  Missions ;  $700  of  the  $734  apportioned  for  Foreign 
Missions;  $100  of  the  $130  apportioned  for  Hungarian  Mis- 
sions; $50  of  the  $150  apportioned  for  Church  Building,  and 
$30  of  the  $130  apportioned  for  German  Missions.    (See  p.  13.) 

15.  Philadelphia  Classis  fails  to  adopt,  on  account  of  its 
disapproval,  the  item  on  page  79  of  its  minutes  of  '96,  in  which 
Synod  reiterated  its  action  taken  at  Harrisburg,  in  1894,  that 
Classes  be  reported  in  arrears  when  their  apportionments  for 
the  use  of  the  several  Boards  are  not  paid.

ARTICLE  XII. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  REIiI- 

OION  AND  STATISTICS. 

The  Standing  Commiteee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and 
Statistical  Reports  submitted  its  report  to  the  Synod,  during 
the  session  of  Tuesday  morning,  which  was  received  and 
adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

*    Brethren:    Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion 
and  Morals  begs  leave  to  report. 

The  Classical  reports  breathe  a  spirit  of  thanksgiving  and 
cheerfulness.  They  present  evidences  of  internal  and  external 
prosperity  among  the  churches.  The  constitutional  questions 
with  regard  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  catechisation,  ad- 
mission of  members,  maintenance  of  discipline  and  pastoral 
support,  have  been  so  generally  answered  in  the  affirmative  as 
to  indicate  a  healthy  rtate  of  the  Christian  life.  Among  the 
reasons  given  for  thanksgiving,  are  an  increased  benevolence, 
bequests  to  the  Church,  a  $500  Church-building  Fund,  erection 
of  churches,  improvements  to  church  and  parsonage  properties, 
liquidation  of  Church  debts,  the  organization  of  a.  new  congre- 
gation, greater  activity  in  church  work,  the  prosperous  condi- 
tion of  the  Sunday-schools  and  young  people's  organizations, 
a  more  loyal  support  of  the  Church,  additions  to  church  mem- 
bership, a  more  faithful  observance  of  the  Sacraments,  and  a 
development  of  piety  and  Christian  life.     The  cheerful  and 
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hopeful  tone  of  the  reports  is  justified  by  the  above  facts,  and 
they  encourage  us  to  record  that  devotion  to  our  holy  religion 
and  willingness  to  make  sacrifices  for  the  growth  of  the  Church 
and  extension  of  the  Gospel  have  been  manifest  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Synod  during  the  past  year.     This  record  is  fur- 
ther justified  by  fhe  figures  of  the  statistical  table.    These  fig- 
ures show  that,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  4,766  more 
members  communed;  there  were  127  more  confirmations;  $10,- 
755  more  was  given  to  benevolence,  and  $54,684  more  to  con- 
gregational purposes.    These  evidences  of  activity  on  the  part 
of  pastors  and  people,  and  of  the  Divine  blessing  upon  their 
labors,  should  call  forth  our  gratitude  to  God,  and  quicken  our 
fraternal  regard  and  kindly  feeling  towards  one  another.    We 
should  be  more  fully  united  in  sympathy,  labors  and  prayers 
for  the  further  progress  of  our  Church.     It  is  natural  that  dif- 
ferent views  as  to  worship  and  methods  of  work  should  exist 
among  us;  but  as  we  are  joined  to  the  members  of  the  Church 
catholic  by  the  one  spirit  and  life  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
by  love  which  transcends  the  peculiarities  of  doctrine  and  cul- 
tus,  and  being  thus  joined  to  them  we  acknowledge  it  to  be 
our  duty  to  endeavor  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace.     We  should,  in  the  narrower  circle  of  our  de- 
nominational life,  earnestly  strive  to  let  the  peace  of  God  rule 
in  our  hearts,  to  the  which  we  are  called  in  one  body,  and  above 
all  these  things  to  put  on  charity,  which  is  the  bond  of  perfect- 
ness.    Another  reason  why  the  above  figures  justify  the  tone 
of  the  reports  and  encourage  us  to  look  upon  the  past  year  as 
one    of    prosperity,  is    that    the    increase    in    numbers    and 
benevolence  has  been  in  the  face  of  great  financial  depression. 
All  the  reports  make  mention  of  the  stringency  of  the  times  and 
the  depressing  eflFect  of  it  upon  the  work.      In  some  of  our 
charges  there  has  been  not  only  suffering,  but  actual  distress. 
Our  sympathies  go  out  to  those  of  our  spiritual  brethren,  who 
have  thus  suflFered  and  to  those  pastors  who  have  been  the  wit- 
nesses of  their  distress  with  but  little  power  to  relieve  them.    In 
the  language  of  one  report,  "Seasons  of  suflFering  are  to  the 
Church  seasons  of  power/'    So  they  have  been  to  us,  as  the 
reports  show.     They  drive  us  to  the  throne  of  grace  and  stimu- 
late us  to  the  greater  exercise  of  the  strength  with  which  we 
are  endowed. 

We  must  also  note,  that  works  of  the  flesh  have  to  some 
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extent  been  manifest  in  the  Church.  Of  these,  menticm  is 
made  of  drunkenness,  profanity,  neglect  of  public  worship, 
with  its  consequent  desecration  of  the  Lord's  Day.  Notwith- 
standing the  temptations  which  surround  our  members  to  lead 
tbem  into  these  sins,  and  the  fact  that  we  are  justified  in  look- 
ing with  compassion  upon  the  oflFender,  thtis  distinguishing 
between  the  sin  and  the  sinner,  no  extenuation  for  the  pres- 
ence of  such  sins  in  the  Church  can  be  pleaded.  When  the 
spirit  of  worldliness  affects  our  Christian  life  it  reveals,  not  the 
weakness  of  the  Gospel,  but  the  weakness  of  our  faith.  There 
is  no  evidence  that  the  pastors  have  failed  to  lift  the  voice  of 
warning  against  such  transgression.  But  unless  we  keep  a 
watch  over  our  souls,  the  spirit  of  the  times  affects  us  all,  and 
dulls  the  conscience  towards  prevailing  sin.  It  will  be  well 
for  us,  therefore,  as  ministers  of  the  Gospel  and  elders  of  the 
Church  to  examine  ourselves  and  discern  whether  or  not  we 
have  been  too  lenient  towards  these  evils,  and  too  careless  in 
guarding  against  their  insinuating  and  destructive  presence 
among  the  members. 

Several  Classes  deplore  the  fact  that  the  apportionment, 
especially  that  for  Home  Missions,  and  Beneficiary  Education, 
have  not  been  met.  As  this  subject  has  been  referred  by  your 
reverend  body  to  a  special  committee,  we  pass  it  by,  except  to 
say,  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  regard  for  the  honor  of  the 
Church  and  for  the  solemn  responsibilities  laid  upon  her  by 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  will  call  forth  from  the  pastors 
and  consistories  a  hearty  response  to  her  appeals  for  aid  in  the 
prosecution  of  her  mission. 

The  necrological  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  Stated 
Clerk.  From  it  we  learn  that  seven  ministers  of  this  Svnod 
have  fallen  asleep  in  Jesus.  Death  comes  to  the  believer  as  a 
friend,  and  while  his  presence  means  sorrow  to  kindred  and 
the  pang  of  parting  from  loved  ones  and  from  scenes  familiar, 
yet  to  those  in  Christ  his  presence  is  rich  with  blessings.  Tliis 
thought  is  a  solace  in  the  pain  wc  experience  at  the  departure 
of  those  who  have  been  associated  with  us  in  our  work  for  the 
Lord.  Their  departure  admonishes  us  to  be  more  active  and 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  and  reminds  us  that  there  is 
much  to  do  and  the  time  in  which  to  do  it  is  short.  Tlieir  pa- 
tient  labors,  their  zeal  in  service  and  fidelity  to  the  Lord,  will

MINISTERIAI.  NECROI.OOT. 

In  accordance  with  instruction,  the  Stated  Clerk  prepared 
brief  biographical  sketches  of  seven  ministers,  members  of  this 
body,  who  have  died  during  the  year,  and  whose  names  hence- 
forth disappear  from  the  Synodic  roll. 

Rev.  William  G.  Engle. 
Died  February  2d,  A,  D.  1897. 

William  G.  Engle,  the  eldest  son  of  Solomon  K.  and  Cath- 
erine Engle,  was  born  April  i6th,  A.  D.  1833,  ^^  New  Berlin- 
ville.  Pa.,  baptized  in  infancy,  and  confirmed  in  his  youth  by 
Rev.  Aug.  Dechant  in  the  Reformed  Church  at  Boyertown, 
Pa.  After  serving  an  apprenticeship  at  coachmaking,  he  pur- 
sued a  preparatory  training  in  the  academy  in  his  native  vil- 
lage, and  at  Union  Seminary,  New  Berlin,  Union  county.  Pa. 

After  spending  several  years  as  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools,  he  entered,  in  i860,  the  Reformed  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Go§pel 
by  Goshenhoppen  Classis  in  1862.  In  the  month  of  August  in 
the  same  year,  he  became  the  assistant  pastor  of  Rev.  Van 
Court  in  the  Hill  congregation.  In  October,  1864,  he  was 
elected  pastor  of  the  Red  Bank  charge,  Clarion  county.  Pa., 
serving  it  for  three  and  one-half  years.  In  March,  1868,  he 
was  called  to  Rebersburg  charge.  Centre  county.  Pa. ;  in  1872, 
to  the  Uniontown  charge,  Dauphin  county,  Pa.,  where  he 
labored  with  much  success  for  seventeen  years.  From  1889  to 
1892  he  was  the  pastor  of  the  Immanuel  charge,  Columbia 
county,  Pa.,  and  for  one  year  he  served  the  Deep  Creek  charge^ 
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in  Schuylkill  county,  Pa.  In  1893,  on  account  of  ill  health, 
he  retired  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  Bro.  Engle 
was  married  May  24,  1859,  to  Miss  Annie  C.  Horlacher,  of 
New  Berlin,  Pa.  This  union  was  blessed  with  seven  children, 
three  sons  and  four  daughters.  The  youngest  daughter  died 
in  1881. 

After  patiently  suffering  from  partial  paralysis,  he  ended 
his  mortal  career  Feb.  2d,  1897,  at  Williamsport,  Pa.,  at  the 
age  of  63  years,  9  months  and  16  days.  His  remains  were  con- 
veyed to  Boyertown,  where  the  funeral  services  were  held  in 
the  church  in  which  he  was  confirmed.  After  a  faithful  minis- 
try of  more  than  thirty  years,  in  the  Church  to  which  he  was 
so  ardently  attached,  he  now  rests  from  his  labors,  and  his 
works  do  follow  him. 

Rev.  Levi  C.  Sheip. 
Died  February  i8th,  A.  D.  i8p7. 

Levi  C.  Sheip,  the  son  of  John  and  Hannah  S.  Sheip, 
was  born  Dec.  30th,  A.  D.  1833,  in  Britain  township,  Bucks 
county.  Pa.  At  an  early  age,  he  began  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county.  His  preparatory  training  for  a 
classical  education  was  received  at  the  Union  Academy  in 
Doylestown,  and  Frederick  Institute,  Montgomery  county. 
He  pursued  his  classical  course  in  F.  &  M.  College,  Lancaster, 
Pa.,  and  was  graduated  in  1861.  In  1862,  he  entered  the 
Theological  Seminary  in  Mercersburg,  Pa.  He  was  examined 
in  1864  by  Goshenhoppen  Classis  and  licensed  to  preach  the 
Gospel.  In  1865,  he  accepted  a  call  from  the  Reformed 
church  at  Bloomsburg,  Pa.  In  1867,  he  was  called  to  take 
charge  of  a  school  in  West  Philadelphia,  and  in  Dec.,  A.  D. 
1868,  he  became  pastor  of  Salem  Reformed  Church,  Doyles- 
town, Pa.,  where  he  continued  in  service  until  death.  During 
his  ministry,  extending  through  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, he  never  lost  interest  in  educational  matters.  In  1869, 
he  organized  a  school  for  girls,  which  resulted  in  the  erection 
of  Linden  Female  Seminary  in  his  native  village.  Ten  years 
later  he  became  principal  of  the  borough  schools,  which  posi- 
tion he  held  for  eleven  years.  In  1890,  he  tendered  his  resig- 
nation as  principal  of  the  borough  schools,  and  devoted  his  en- 
tire attention  to  his  congregation.  He  was  much  interested  in 
the  erection  of  a  new  church  for  his  congregation,  the  lecture 
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room  of  which  was  shortly  to  be  dedicated.  On  Thursday 
morning,  Feb.  i8,  1897,  he  was  found  dead  in  bed,  having  died 
at  the  age  of  63  years,  i  month  and  18  d«Lys. 

Rev.  Calvin  U.  O.  Derr. 
Died  March  12th,  A,  D.  18^7. 

Calvin  Derr,  a  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Levi  K.  and  Rachel  Rea- 
gan Derr,  was  bom  in  Tamaqua,  Pa.,  Dec.  30,  A.  D.  1863. 
His  early  life  was  spent  in  the  coal  regions,  and  at  Slatington, 
Pa.,  where  he  attended  the  public  high  school.  In  1881,  he 
became  the  secretary  of  the  Reading  Hardware  Company, 
where  he  continued  in  service  for  three  years.  He  entered 
Ursinus  College  in  1884,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1888,  and, 
in  1891,  from  the  Yale  Divinity  School,  at  New  Haven,  Conn. 
In  the  same  year,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and 
having  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate  of  the  First 
Reformed  Church,  Spring  City,  Pa.,  he  was  ordained  and  in- 
stalled June  7,  1891,  as  the  pastor  of  that  congregation.  He 
was  married  Feb.  11, 1896,  to  Miss  Clara  StaufTer  Keeley.  This 
happy  union  was  of  short  duration.  On  the  4th  of  Feb.,  1897, 
his  wife  died,  and  on  March  12th,  in  the  same  year,  he  followed 
his  departed  loved  one  in  the  eternal  world,  at  the  age  of  33 
years,  2  months  and  12  days.  His  ministry  on  earth  was  brief, 
but  it  was  full  of  activity  and  enthusiasm  for  the  welfare  of 
souls  and  the  glory  of  Christ's  kingdom.  His  loss  is  deeply  felt 
by  a  venerable  father,  who  is  still  active  in  the  ministry,  and  by 
his  congregation,  who  lovingly  revere  his  memory.  His  mor- 
tal remains  were  interred  March  16,  1897,  in  East  Vincent 
cemetery.  There,  by  the  side  of  his  departed  wife,  he  sleeps 
his  last  sleep,  which  shall  be  broken,  when  the  last  trump  shall 
proclaim  the  resurrection  dawn,  when  Christ's  followers  sRall 
receive  the  crown  cf  eternal  life. 

Rev.  Daniel  W.  Albright. 
Died  March  20th,  A.  D.  iSgy. 

Daniel  Weitzel  Albright,  a  son  of  the  late  Henry  M.  and 
Mary  Jane  Albright  (nee  Weitzel),  was  born  Nov.  20,  A.  D. 
1861,  at  Reading  Pa.  His  preparatory  trainhig  was  received 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  own  city,  and  at  Palatinate  College, 
Myerstown,  Pa.  He  was  graduated  from  F.  &  M.  College  in 
1886,  and  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  in  1890. 
He  was  licensed  Sept.  29th.  1890,  bv  Sc\\v\\\\d\\  OaLS%\%,  \^- 
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ceived  a  call  from  St.  Paul's  Reformed  Church,  Manheim;  Pa., 
and  was  ordained  and  installed  Nov.  2,  1890,  as  pastor  of  the 
charge.  He  served  this  charge  until  January,  1893,  when,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  he  tendered  his  resignation. 

Having  partially  regained  his  health,  he  accepted  a  call 
from  Olivet  Reformed  Church,  Reading,  Pa.,  and  was  installed 
Dec.  17,  1894,  as  pastor  of  the  congregation.  He  was  chosen 
and  was  present  June,  1896,  as  a  delegate  to  the  Alliance  of 
Reformed  Churches  at  Glasgow,  Scotland. 

Having  been  prostrated  by  a  severe  attack  of  LaGrippe 
for  several  months,  he  died  March  20,  1897,  at  the  age  of  35 
years  4  months  and  20  days,  leaving  a  brother  and  widowed 
mother  to  mourn  his  early  departure.  The  funeral  service  was 
held  in  St.  Paul's  Memorial  Church,  on  March  25,  1897,  and 
his  earthly  remains  were  interred  in  Charles  Evans  cemetery, 
where  he  peacefully  rests  in  the  hope  of  a  blessed  resurrection. 

Rev.  George  Eckert  Addams. 
Died  June  igth,  A,  D.  1897. 

George  E.  Addams,  a  son  of  Peter  and  Susan  Addams 
(nee  Eckert),  was  born  April  12,  A.  D.  1822.  He  was  baptized 
in  infancy,  and  confirmed  in  his  vouth  as  a  member  of  Ger- 
nanVs  Church,  Leesport,  Pa.  His  academical  training  was  re- 
ceived at  the  Trappe  and  at  Strasburg,  Pa.  He  pursued  his 
theological  studies  at  the  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  from 
which  institution  he  was  graduated  in  1859.  ^^  ^^^  same  year, 
he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Sulphur  Spring  charge,  Cumberland 
county,  Pa.,  consisting  of  three  congregations.  In  1864,  he  be- 
came pastor  of  the  Turbotville  charge,  consisting  of  three  con- 
gregations; in  1868,  of  the  Mifflinburg  charge.  Union  county. 
In  1878,  he  for  the  second  time  became  pastor  of  Sulphur 
Spring  charge,  and  in  1891  he  was  called  to  the  Aaronsburg 
charge.  In  1893,  he  removed  with  his  family  to  Reading,  Pa., 
where  from  time  to  time,  he  preached  to  the  various  congre- 
gations, as  his  services  were  needed  by  his  brethren.  In  May, 
1861,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Rebecca  S.  Mohr,  of  Mohrsville, 
Pa.  This  union  was  blessed  with  one  son  and  four  daughters. 
After  a  brief  illness,  he  died  at  the  age  of  75  years,  2  months 
and  7  days.  The  funeral  service  was  held  June  23,  1897,  in  St. 
Stephen's  Reformed  Church,  Reading,  Pa.,  and  his  earthly  re 
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mains  were  interred  in  the  Union  cemetery  at  Mohrsville,  in 
the  hope  of  a  blessed  resurrection. 

Rev.  David  Rothtrock. 
Died  June  ipth,  A,  D,  1897. 

David  Rothtrock,  the  fourth  son  of  Jonathan  and  Susanna 
Rothtrock  (nee  Derr),  was  bom  Dec.  i,  1830,  near  Hellertown, 
Northampton  county,  Pa.  At  the  age  of  17,  he  became  a 
communicant  member  of  the  Lower  Saucon  Church.  His  pre- 
liminary education  was  received  at  Tremont  Seminary,  Norris- 
town.  Pa.  Several  years  of  his  life  were  devoted  to  the  profes- 
sion of  teaching.  At  the  age  of  25,  he  directed  his  attention  to 
the  holy  ministry.  After  pursuing  a  course  of  theological 
study  under  the  instruction  of  Rev.  Dr.  D.  F.  Brendle  for  sev-  ' 
eral  years,  he  was  licensed  and  ordained,  in  1858,  by  East 
Pennsylvania  Classis  as  an  assistant  to  Dr.  Brendle  in  the  Free- 
mansburg  and  Old  William's  congregations. 

In  1859,  he  accepted  a  call  from  the  Durham  charge,  con- 
sisting of  four  congregations,  which  he  served  faithfully  for  33 
years.  In  1852,  he  entered  into  holy  wedlock  with  Miss  Mary 
Ann  Hess,  and  was  blessed  with  two  sons,  one  of  whom  is  de- 
voting his  life  to  the  Christian  mmistry,  and  is  the  pastor  erf  the 
Reformed  Church  at  Lansdale,  Pa.  Being  wearied  and  worn- 
out  after  enduring  the  afflictions  of  the  body,  he  calmly  fell 
asleep  at  his  home  in  Bethelehem,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  68  years,  6 
months  and  18  days.  The  funeral  service  was  held  June  23,  in 
Christ  Reformed  Church,  and  his  mortal  remain^  were  interred 
in  Altonah  cemetery.  He  was  a  faithful  minister.  "They  that 
lead  many  to  righteousness  shall  shine  as  the  stars  forever  and 
ever." 

Rev.  John  Dotterer. 

Died  August  20th,  A,  D,  1897, 

John  Dotterer,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Dotterer  (nee 
Hauck),  was  born  March  31,  A.  D.  1844,  in  Colebrookdale 
township,  Berks  county.  Pa.  He  was  baptized  in  infancy  by 
Rev.  Seibert,  and  in  youth  confirmed  by  Rev.  R.  A.  Van  Court 
as  a  member  of  Falkner  Swamp  Reformed  Church,  Montgom- 
ery county.  Pa. 

During  six  years  of  his  life  he  was  a  teacher  in  public 
schools.     In  1868,  he  entered  F.  &  M.  College,  and  was  ^r3.d- 
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uated  in  1871,  after  which  he  pursued  a  three-years'  course  in 
the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster,  Pa, 

He  was  licensed  May  26,  1874,  by  Goshenhoppen  Classts 
to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  on  July  12,  1874,  he  was  ordained 
and  installed  as  pastor  of  Curlsville  charge.  Clarion  county,  Pa., 
consisting  of  three  congregations.  On  July  15,  1877,  he  be- 
came pastor  of  New  Berlin  charge,  in  Union  county,  Pa.,  con- 
sisting of  four  congregations;  and  on  May  11,  1879,  he  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  Pine  Run  charge,  Westmoreland  county,  Pa.  On 
January  31, 1886,  he  became  pastor  of  Rebersburg  charge,  Cen- 
tre county.  Pa.,  consisting  of  five  congregations,  where  he  con- 
tinued his  labors  until  Oct.  31,  1889.  Ill  health  constrained 
him  to  resign  his  charge  and  discontinue  the  active  duties  of 
the  ministry.  Rev.  Dotterer  was  married  Dec.  9,  1874,  to  Miss 
Mar>'  C.  Meyer,  of  Clintondale,  Pa.,  with  whom  he  was  blessed 
with  six  children. 

After  devoting  the  latter  years  of  his  life  to  secular  occu- 
pation, he  closed  his  earthly  career  Aug.  20,  1897,  at  his  home, 
near  Lamar,  Ginton  county,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  53  years,  4 
months  and  20  days.  His  remains  lie  buried  in  the  cemetery 
of  Mt.  Bethel  Reformed  Church,  Clinton  county.  Pa.,  awaiting 
the  triumph  in  the  final  resurrection.

ARTICLE  XHL 

F.  AND  M.  COIXEGE  AND  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINART. 

I. — Reports  of  the  Boards  of  Trnatees  and  Vlaltora. 
(a)— Report  of  Board  of  Trnstees  of  Theological  Seminary. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Chnreh  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Brethren:  Enclosed  find  a  synopsis  of  the  annual 
report  of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Theolop^ical  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  two  regular  meet- 
ings. The  regular  annual  nieetin-Tf  was  held  on  May  13th, 
1897,  when  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  Geo. 
N.  Forney;  Viee-President,  John  1).  Skiles;  Secretary,  Jeremiah 
S.  Hess,  and  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth. 

At  this  meeting,  a  committee,  consisting  of  Geo.  N.  For- 
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ney,  J.  N.  Hensch,  J.  B.  Roth,  and  Hon.  W.R.  Barahart,  was 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  relative  to  the  4^  acres  of  land,  on  which  two  of 
the  Seminary  professors*  houses  stand.  The  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  DePeyster  Library  Building  had  encroached  upon 
the  Seminary  ground  by  locating  part  of  the  new  building 
thereon.  This  Board,  believing  that  the  time  had  come  when 
it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  both  institutions  that  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  be  the  owner  of  that  part  of  the  grounds 
now  owned  by  the  Theological  Seminary,  granted  authority  to 
the  Building  Committee  to  proceed  with  the  work,  the  con- 
sideration therefor  to  be  determined  later.  This  matter  is  still 
in  the  hands  of  the  above-named  committee. 

Bequests  were  received  from  the  following  persons  during 
the  past  year,  viz.:  Fifty  ($50)  dollars  from  the  estate  of  Miss 
Justina  E.  Gerhard,  of  Lancaster,  Pa. ;  five  hundred  ($500)  dol- 
lars from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Catharine  Dickel,  of  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  for  the  endowment  fund  and  three  hundred  ($300)  dollar" 
from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  James  Hay,  of  Hummelstown,  Pa.,  to- 
wards the  Seminary  Building  Fund. 

The  Board  very  gratefully  makes  record  of  th^se  bequests 
and  their  worthy  examples  are  commended  to  our  people  gen- 
erally, even  to  those  of  limited  means,  who  may  greatly  aid  our 
institutions  by  providing  for  their  growing  needs  by  means  of 
comparatively  small  bequests. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  October  5th,  1897.  The 
Executive  Committee  reported  that  they  had  purchased  the 
triangular  plot  from  the  Evans  estate  for  $1,600.  By  this  pur- 
chase they  straightened  our  lines  on  Pine  street  (lately  opened 
by  the  city),  and  secured  a  lot  for  the  janitor's  building,  which 
is  now  in  course  of  erection,  besides  selling  a  portion  thereof. 
The  net  cost  of  the  ground  to  the  Seminary  was  $785.75.  The 
Treasurer  also  advanced  to  the  Building  Committee  of  Synod 
$1,100.00  towards  the  erection  of  the  janitor's  building. 

The  Seminary  Building  Committee,  through  its  chairman, 
Rev.  Dr.  Bowman,  reported  that  the  Seminary  building  is 
completed  and  the  entire  cost  provided  for,  whereupon  the 
Board  passed  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  hereby  tend- 
ered to  Rev.  Dr.  J.  C.  Bowman,  chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
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mittee;  to  R^v.  C.  J.  Musser,  chairman  of  the  Canvass  Com- 
mittee, for  their  active  personal  interest,  and  to  all  the  others, 
for  their  earnest  co-operation  in  the  work. 

In  reference  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Board: 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  its  report  of  1894, 
requested  tlie  Synods  to  provide  such  an  increase  in  the  En- 
dowment Fund  that  the  interest  accruing  from  the  same  will 
meet  the  deficiency  annually  arising,  and. 

Whereas,  The  Board  has  had  extraordinary  expenses  in 
the  necessary  purchase  of  the  triangular  tract  to  straighten  our 
lines  on  Pine  street,  and  in  the  erection  of  a  janitor's  building, 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to  appro- 
priate $1,200,  to  meet  the  annual  expenses  of  the  past  year,  in 
the  following  manner: 

Eastern  Synod  $600 

Potomac  S^nod   400 

Pittsburg  Synod   200 

In  justice  to  all  concerned,  your  Board  heartily  approves 
the  action  of  the  Eastern  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  October, 

•  ^__  ___^  «^_ 

1896,  authorizing  the  Board  (the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh 
Synods  concurring)  to  purchase  two  additional  lots  of  ground, 
the  one  to  be  held  as  a  site  for  the  house  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Synod's  professor,  and  the  other  lot  as  a  site  for  the  house  for 
the  third  professor  of  the  Eastern  Synod.

C1»>— Report  of  Board  of  Vlaltora  of  Theolosioal  Semiiuury. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church: 

Brethren:  The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  to  your 
reverend  body  the  annual  repprt  of  fhe  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  for  the. year  1896- 1897. 

1.  The  institution  was  opened  Sept.  10,  1896,  and  its 
work  carried  forward  without  interruption,  save  that  one  of  the 
professors  (Dr.  Apple)  was  not  able  during  part  of  the  year  to 
meet  regularly  his  classes  on  account  of  ill  health,  but  which 
did  not  prevent  his  carrying  each  class  over  the  course  pre- 
scribed by  the  schedule.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  at  the 
opening  of  ti%  present  Seminary  year,  Dr.  Apple  was  so  far 
restored  that  he  expected  to  meet  all  his  classes  regularly. 

2.  The  course  in  elocution  was  omitted,  because  of  fail- 
ure to  obtain  a  teacher.  The  Faculties  of  the  Seminary  and 
College,  assisted  by  a  member  of  the  Board,  were  requested  to 
join  in  an  ^effort  to  secure  a  Professor  in  Elocution. 

2  (a).  The  Board  felt  that  the  subject  of  Missions  de- 
mands more  attention  than  the  Faculty  is  able  to  give  it,  with- 
out interfering  with  their  duties  in  other  directions.  The 
professors  were  therefore  instructed  to  supplement  Ihe  instruc- 
tion on  this  subject  by  a  course  of  lectures  on  Missions,  to  be 
delivered  by  persons  especially  interested  and  engaged  in  Mis- 
sion work.  Your  reverend  body  is  requested  to  provide  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  expense  needed  for  these  two  ob- 
jects, as  will  be  seen  by  the  resolutions  submitted  for  your 
consideration. 

3.  On  Sept.  10,  1896,  the  following  students  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Junior  Class:  Tno.  K.  Adams,  Elmer  L.  Coblentz, 
Chas.  E.  Correl,  Jno.  F.  Dechant,  Chas.  H.  Faust,  Wm.  S. 
Fisher,  Albert  H.  Cinder,  Ceo.  C.  Creenawald,  Moses  A.  Keif- 
fer,  Wm.  C.  Rlein,  Chas.  H.  Knight,  Willoughby  H.  Mill- 
house,  Wm.

4.  The  Middle  Class  consisted  of  the  students  who  were 
admitted  to  the  Junior  Class,  September,  '95,  with  four  excep- 
tions: Paul  L.  Gerhard,  who  accepted  an  appointment  to  the 
position  of  teacher  in  the  institutions  of  our  Church  in  Japan; 
Calvin  J.  Rhen,  who  discontinued  his  studies  for  lack  of  funds; 
Hugh  K.  Fulton,  a  Presbyterian,  who  entered  the  class  with 
the  intention  of  continuing  one  term,  and  who  took  his  dis- 
mission to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Princeton;  and  Ward 
W.  Reese,  an  Episcopalian,  who  entered  with  the  intention  of 
continuing  to  the  end  of  the  Junior  year.  When  the  year 
closed,  he  passed  his  examinations  and  withdrew.  George  W» 
Hartman  is  pursuing  the  Seminary  course  with  the  present 
purpose  of  devoting  himself  not  to  the  ministry,  but  to  the, 
profession  of  teaching.

Each  one  having 
pursued  the  studies  of  three  departments,  and  having  passed 
approved  examinations,  was  recommended,  through  the  Col- 
lege Faculty,  to  the  Trustees  of  F.  &  M.  College  for  the  hon- 
orary title  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity :  Rev.  C.  Clifton  Clark,  Eli- 
zabeth, N.  J.;  Rev.  Wm.  I.  Stewart,  Baltimore,  M.d.,  ^xv^^^n. 
E.  R.  Deatrick,  Woodbury,  Md.     Total,  3.    T\Ye  teeoxcvmfcTv^'^- 
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tion  was  favorably  considered  and  the  degree  was  conferred  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  1897. 

7.  The  average  grade  of  the  students  was  high.  The 
professors  bear  testimony  to  their  faithfulness  in  study,  to  their 
gctod  deportment,  and  to  their  mental  and  spiritual  prepara- 
tion for  the  duties  of  their  calling.  The  class  graduated  in  '97 
was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Seminary. 

In  conclusion,  your  favorable  consideration  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  is  respectfully  asked: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  overture  the 
three  Synods  to  raise  for  the  Professor  in  Elocution  $300,  as 
follows:  Eastern  Synod,  $125;  Potomac  Synod,  $100;  Pitts- 
burg Synod,  $75.

(o)— Report  of  the  Board  of  Ednoatlon. 

To  the  Reverend,  the  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  Board  of  Education  begs  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing annual  report  to  your  reverend  body: 

Three  special  meetings  were  held  within  the  year,  and  the 
annual  meeting.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  May,  the  Board 
organized  for  the  current  year  by  electing  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner, 
D.D.,  President;  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Lichliter,  Secretary;  and  Mr. 
John  Hertzler,  Treasurer. 

During  the  scholastic  year,  the  Board,  out  of  its  income 
from  invested  funds,  and  the  contributions  received,  aided  nine 
students,  and  the  Qassis  of  East  Pennsylvania  reports  six  stu- 
dents aided  by  that  body.  For  the  current  year  the  Board  is 
aiding  seven  students. 

For  more  than  a  year  past,  the  Board  has  been  giving 
special  examination  to  its  records,  and  the  obligations  of  bene- 
ficiaries held  by  it,  and  has  put  its  books  and  papers  into  shape 
for  the  systematic,  accurate  and  convenient  keeping  of  the 
records,  accounts,  and  lists  of  securities,  notes  and  bene- 
^ciaries.  "* 
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The  obligations  of  128  beneficiaries  now  deceased^  and  cov- 
ering the  period  from  the  organization  erf  the  Board  to  date 
(1828  to  1897),  ^Lggregating  in  value  $31,560.30,  have  been  can- 
celled and  destroyed.  The  obligations  of  67  beneficiaries  who 
have  been  ten  years  or  longer  in  the  faithful  service  of  the 
Church,  and  covering  a  period  of  forty  years  (1846  to  1886), 
and  aggregating  in  value  $29,170.33,  have,  on  request,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  action  of  Synod  taken  in  1855,  been  can- 
celled and  surrendered.  The  Board  still  holds  the  obligations 
of  100  other  beneficiaries,  some  of  whom  purpose,  in  time,  to 
refund  the  monies  loaned  them. 

The  Board  has  prepared,  and  is  now  using,  two  forms  of 
notes,  which  state  the  conditions  of  the  obligation,  so  that  in 
the  future  all  beneficiaries  will  understand  clearly  and  fully  the 
nature  of  the  note  or  obligation  which  they  give. 

For  the  guidance  of  the  Board  and  its  officers  in  carrying 
forward  its  operations,  and  of  applicants  and  beneficiaries  in 
their  relation  to  the  Board,  and  for  the  information  of  all  in- 
terested in  its  work,  the  Board,  as  allowed  by  its  charter,  has 
adopted  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
submitted.  The  Board  trusts  that  this  constitution  and  by- 
laws will  commend  itself  to  the  Synod. 

It  was  the  original  intention  and  recommendation  of  the 
Synod,  that  the  Classes  become  auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Edur 
cation  by  carrying  forward  the  work  of  Beneficiary  Education 
through  the  Board,  the  Classes  supplying  the  funds  and  desig- 
nating the  students  to  receive  aid,  and  the  Board  paying  the 
appropriation  to  the  students,  and  taking  their  obligations. 
This  method  of  working  would  leave  the  Classes  entirely  free 
to  select  their  own  students  and  fix  the  amount  of  the  appro 
priation  to  each,  and  would  have  this  added  advantage  of  re- 
lieving them  from  taking  the  student's  bond,  as  some  if  not  all 
now  do,  and  ensure  the  giving  of  an  obligation  more  easily  col- 
lectible, when  there  is  failure  on  the  part  of  the  beneficiary  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  obligation,  and  ensure  more 
speedy  collection ;  and  further,  would  secure  what  is  very  de- 
sirable, uniformity  throughout  the  Synod,  and  greater  effi- 
ciency in  the  management  of  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Educa- 
tion. With  this  object  in  view,  the  Board  accordingly  submits 
for  your  favorable  action  the  following  resolutions  of  recom- 
mendation : 


• 
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1.  ** Resolved,  That  the  Eastern  Synod  recommends  to  the 
Classes  of  the  Synod,  that  they  become  auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  co-operate  with  the  Board  by  pa3dng  the 
funds  they  gather  for  Beneficiary  Education  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Board,  and,  when  they  so  desire  to  do,  designating  the 
students  for  the  ministry  to  receive  the  benefit  of  these  funds, 
but  allowing  the  Board  to  make  the  payments  to  the  student 
in  accordance  with  its  rules,  and  to  take  and  to  hold  the  notes 
of  the  beneficiaries  for  the  aid  given  them. 

2.  ** Resolved,  That  the  Eastern  Synod  commends  this 
method  of  carrying  forward  the  work  of  Beneficiary  Education 
to  the  Classes  as  being  in  harmony  with  the  original  intention 
and  purpose  of  the  Synod  in  the  creation  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  designed  to  secure  uniformity  and  harmony  in  this 
work,  and  the  best  results,  and  so  to  give  the  largest  measure 
of  satisfaction  to  the  Church,  and  to  the  friends  of  this  cause. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  Board  are  presented  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  Hertzler,  Lan- 
caster, Pa.,  who  is  also  Treasurer  of  the  Lancaster  Trust  Com- 
pany. This  report,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted,  was 
presented  to  the  Board  at  the  annual  meeting  in  May;  and  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  send  this  annual  report  from 
year  to  year  to  the  Synod.

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  committee,  ap- 
pointed to  secure  design,  and  superintend  construction  of  a 
house  for  the  use  of  the  Professor  of  the  Potomac  Synod,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  they  have  erected  a  substantial  brick  house, 
suitable  for  the  purpose,  on  a  fifty-foot  lot,  purchased  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  from  Rev.  Dr.  Theodore  Appel. 

The  contract  price  of  the  building,  including  all  material 
and  labor,  was  $3,814.

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren:     Your  committee  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  as  their  final  report: 

During  the  past  summer,  by  an  order  of  the  city  of  Lan- 
caster, the  janitor's  house,  belonging  to  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary, was  removed  to  make  way  for  the  opening  of  a  new 
street.  Under  the  direction  of  your  committee,  a  new  house 
for  the  use  of  the  janitor  has  been  constructed  on  a  lot  adjoin- 
ing the  Seminary  grounds,  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  building  has  just  been  completed,  at  a  cost  of  $1,325,  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  mainly  out  of  funds 
received  from  the  City  of  Lancaster,  as  damages  for  the  prop- 
erty appropriated  by  the  city.

A  good  deal  of  damage  was 
done  to  the  College  building,  the  Observatory,  and  the  Acad- 
emy building,  by  the  heavy  storm  last  autumn,  and  a  g^eat 
many  trees  on  the  campus  were  blown  down  or  broken.  The 
expenses  for  necessary  repairs  were,  therefore,  heavier  than 
usual.  The  outlay  for  necessary  apparatus  and  material  in  the 
Scientific  Department  was  also  greatly  increased  on  account  of 
the  large  number  of  students.  The  Committee  on  Grounds 
and  Buildings  expended  $2,858.61  in  permanent  improvements, 
which  amount  was  provided  for  by  moneys  paid  into  the  trea- 
sury by  the  Savings  and  Loan  Association.  Not  counting 
these  permanent  improvements,  the  expenditures  apparently 
exceeded  the  income  from  investments  and  contingent  fees  by 
$1,168.79;  but,  as  there  is  interest  due  the  Treasurer  to  the 
amount  of  $1,030,  there  was  an  actual  deficit  of  $138.79. 

The  College  received  notice  of  three  important  gifts  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  first  is  a  bequest  by  the  late  Daniel 
Black,  Esq.,  of  Easton,  Pa.,  in  the  form  of  a  residuary  interest 
in  his  estate  after  the  death  of  a  nephew  and  niece,  Howard  P. 
Kinzey  and  Mary  B.  Kinzey.  The  second  is  the  magnificent 
gift  of  a  new  Library  building,  to  be  called  the  Watts  de  Pey- 
ster  Library,  by  General  J.  Watts  de  Peyster,  of  Tivoli,  N.  Y. 
The  third  is  a  bequest  by  Mr.  Peter  Kerlin,  of  St.  Thomas,  Pa., 
of  a  portion  of  his  estate  to  constitute  the  Peter  Kerlin  Library 
Fund. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past 
summer  in  Harbaugh  Hall  and  the  Academy  building.  The 
management  in  both  institutions  has  also  been  changed.  The 
buildings  are  in  better  condition,  the  accommodations  are 
greatly  improved,  and  a  larger  degree  of  comfort  is  therefore 
assured  to  the  students  than  ever  before.  The  Academy  has 
passed  into  new  hands;  T.  G.  Helm  and  E.  M.  Hartman,  both 
of  them  graduates  of  the  College,  thorough  scholars  and  expe- 
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rienced  teachers,  having  taken  charge  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year.  There  are  upwards  of  forty  new  stydent3jn  at- 
tendance, and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  Academy  now 
offers  superior  advantages,  both  with  respect  to  physical  com- 
forts, thorough  instruction,  and  moral  and  religious  training. 

The  teaching  force  of  the  College  remains  substantially 
the  same  as  last  year.  The  only  exception  is  that  Prof.  G. 
Nevin  Heller  has  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  year  to  pro- 
secute graduate  studies  in  Cornell  University,  and  his  place  is 
meanwhile  filled  by  Prof.  Ambrose  Cort,  whose  scholarship 
and  success  as  a  teacher  are  favorably  known. 

The  Financial  Secretary  of  the  College,  the  Rev.  A.  M. 
Schmidt,  has  been  prosecuting  his  work  with  unwearied  in- 
dustry and  zeal.  A  great  deal  of  preparatory  work  has  been 
done,  and  some  very  good  subscriptions  have  been  taken. 
But,  because  of  the  discouraging  financial  situation,  compara- 
tWely  few  pastors  have  seen  their  way  clear  to  open  their 
charges  for  a  thorough  canvass.  Now,  however,  as  the  finan- 
cial outlook  is  brightening  and  the  industrial  condition  of  the 
country  improving,  it  is  hoped  that  room  will  be  made  during 
the  present  year  for  thorough  and  effective  work  in  the  field. 

The  great  need  of  the  College  now  is  a  new  Scientific 
building,  with  room  for  Laboratories,  Museums,  etc.  A  num- 
ber of  liberal-minded  gentlemen  have  subscribed  generously 
for  this  special  purpose,  and  the  enterprise  is  most  heartily 
commended  to  the  liberality  of  the  Church  and  the  friends  of 
our  institution.  The  situation  is  such  that  strenuous  efforts  to 
bring  this  undertaking  to  a  speedy  completion,  and  to  increase 
the  endowment  fund,  must  be  continued  during  the  coming 
year;  and  in  behalf  of  this  work  we  would  earnestly  bespeak 
your  sympathy,  your  prayers,  and  your  earnest  co-operation.

(ee)— Report  of  Endowment  Committee  of  F.  and  M.  Gollese. 

In  Item  i,  in  the  report  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  attention  is 
directed  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  assist  in  carrying 
forward  the  work  of  endowment  of  F.  &  M.  College.  The 
committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received 
and  adopted : 
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To  the  Rez^erend  Eastern  Synod: 

Brethren:  Your  committee  on  the  further  endowment 
of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  respectfully  reports,  that  at 
the  call  of  the  Financial  Secretary  of  the  College,  a  meeting  of 
the  committee  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Memorial  Reformed 
Church,  Reading,  Pa.,  Nov.  23,  1896.  The  undersigned  was 
elected  chairman,  and  Rev.  George  B.  Walbert,  secretary.  Six 
of  the  Classes  were  represented.  Rev.  C.  E.  Schaeffer,  the 
member  for  Lehigh  Classis  having  been  dismissed  to  Philadel- 
phia Classis,  the  vacancy  caused  thereby  was  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Smith,  of  Kutztown,  Pa. 

After  considerable  discussion  as  to  methods  or  pfans  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  work  assigned  the  committee,  it  >^^s 
Resolved,  That  the  several  members  of  the  committee  without 
delay  meet  the  members  of  their  respective  Classical  com- 
mittees and  arrange  for  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  work, 
opening  charges  for  canvass  by  the  Financial  Secretary  of  the 
College,  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Schmidt. 

In  reply  to  a  circular  letter  sent  out  last  week  by  the  chair- 
man, calling  for  a  report  of  work  done  in  the  several  Qasses, 
answers  were  received  from  ten  of  the  twelve  members.  These 
all,  without  exception,  set  forth  the  fact,  that  the  Classes  are  in 
sympathy  with  the  work,  and  have  appointed  committees  to 
co-operate  with  Synod's  committee  and  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary. 

We  regret  to  report,  that  in  view  of  the  great  financial 
stress  during  the  past  few  years,  not  much  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  gathering  money.  Some  preliminary 
work,  however,  has  been  done,  and  we,  as  a  committee,  look 
hopefully  to  the  future. 

We  rejoice  greatly  that  one  subscription  of  $1,000  has 
been  received  from  a  worthy  elder  of  East  Susquehanna 
Classis,  and  regard  it  as  a  presage  of  what  we  may  look  for  in 
the  future. 

We  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  hereby  urgently  requests  all 
friends  of  the  College  within  its  bounds,  to  keep  the  import- 
ance of  the  work  of  its  further  endowment  prominently  before 
the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  people,  to  urge  liberal  gifts,  and  to 
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render  all  possible  assistance  toward  the  attainment  of  the  end 
in  view.

(f)— CoBunnnloation  from  Field  Seoretary  of  F.  and  H.  GoUobo. 

To  the  Reveretid  Eastern  Synod: 

By  reason  of  the  increased  number  of  students  attending 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  the  present  facilities  for  work 
are  altogether  inadequate,  and  perhaps  no  department  calls 
more  loudly  for  help  than  the  department  of  the  sciences.  A 
scientific  building  with  large  recitation  rooms,' laboratories  and 
work  tables,  is  an  imperative  necessity.  In  order  that  this 
building  may  be  erected  very  soon,  the  three  Synods  under 
whose  control  the  College  stands,  are  respectfully  overtured 
to  take  such  action  as  will  secure  a  science  building  for  the 
College.  The  plan  proposed  is,  that  a  science  building  be 
erected  in  three  sections,  covering  the  departments  of  Chem- 
istry, Physics  and  Natural  Sciences,  and  that  each  of  the  three 
Synods  be  requested  to  provide  one  section  of  the  building. 
According  to  plans  deemed  adequate  to  present  and  future 
needs,  the  central  section  of  this  building  will  be  three  stories 
with  basement,  the  third  story  for  the  museum  and  the  two 
end  sections  two  stories  with  basement.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  entire  buildings  is  $35,00  to  $42,000,  i.  e.,  the  central 
section  costing  $18,000,  and  the  end  sections  to  cost  about 
$12,000  each.  The  Eastern  Synod  is  respectfully  overtured 
to  provide  the  central  section. 

The  Pittsburgh  Synod,  at  its  late  annual  sessions,  pledged 
itself  to  raise  $12,000  for  the  erection  of  an  end  section  of  the 
building. 

The  Field  Secretary  respectfully  suggests  that  this 
amount,  $18,000,  be  divided  among  the  several  Qasses  of 
Eastern  Synod,  and  be  requested  to  take  immediate  action 
through  their  Classical  committees  towards  securing  the  funds. 
Individuals  might  be  induced  to  subscribe  in  liberal  sums,  so 
that  the  general  canvass  of  the  congregations  be  reserved  for 
the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  College. 

Trusting  that  your  reverend  body  will  take  some  action 
favorable  to  the  proposed  work,  and  that  through  the  Synodi- 
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cal  aiid  Qassical  committees  this  work  may  be  speedily  accom*

IL— Report  of  Committee  on  College  and  TlieoloKieal  Seminavj. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  College  and  Theological 
Seminary  presented  its  report  on  Monday  afternoon.  It  was 
taken  up  item  by  item,  amended,  and  then  adopted.  The  re- 
port, as  adopted,  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  beg  leave  to  report  the  following: 

The  papers  placed  in  our  hands  were  (i)  The  report  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  and  (2)  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Theological  Seminary;  (3)  The  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary;  (4)  The  report 
of  Committee  on  Potoriiac  Synod's  Professor's  House;  (5) 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Eastern  Synod, 
with  copy  of  constitution  and  by-laws;  (6)  The  report  of  the 
President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  together  with  a 
catalogue  of  the  institution;  (7)  A  communication  from  the 
Field  Secretary  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 

I.  From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  we  learn  that 
56  students  received  instruction  in  the  Seminary  during  the 
year.  Of  these,  seventeen  were  members  of  the  Junior  class, 
twelve  were  in  the  Middle  Class,  and  twenty-seven  were  in  the 
Senior  class,  this  being  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the 
institution.  The  members  of  the  Senior  class,  having  com- 
pleted the  prescribed  course  of  study,  and  having  sustained  a 
satisfactory  examination,  were  awarded  the  usual  testimonial 
at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  May  last.  The  students 
maintained  a  high  average  grade.  Of  their  faithfulness  in 
study,  their  good  deportment  and  their  spiritual  preparation 
for  the  duties  of  their  high  calling,  the  professors  bear  testi- 
mony. Three  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  graduates  of  the  Semi- 
nary, having  completed  the  post-graduate  course  of  study,  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Visitors,  were,  on  recommendation  of 
the  Faculty  and  Board  of  Visitors,  awarded  the  honorarv  title 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College. 
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2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  held  two  meetings  during  the 
year.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  May,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  relative  to  the  four  and  a  half  acres  of  land  on  which 
stand  two  of  the  Seminary  professors'  houses.  The  Building 
Committee  of  the  DePeyster  Library  building  having  en- 
croached upon  the  Seminary  ground  by  locating  thereon  a  part 
of  the  new  building,  the  Board  granted  permission  for  the 
work  to  proceed,  the  consideration  therefor  to  be  determined 
later.    The  matter  is  still  in  the  hands  of  a  committee. 

The  following  bequests  were  received  during  the  year,  viz: 
Fifty  dollars  from  the  estate  of  Justina  E.  Gerhard,  of  Lancas- 
ter; five  hundred  dollars  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Catherine 
Dickel,  of  Harrisburg;  and  three  hundred  dollars  from  Mrs. 
James  Hay,  of  Hummelstown,  toward  the  Seminary  Building 
Fund. 

A  triangular  plot  of  ground  was  purchased  by  the  Board 
for  $i,6oo,  whereby  the  line  on  Pine  street  was  straightened,  a 
lot  secured  for  the  janitor's  building,  and  by  the  sale  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  lot,  the  entire  net  cost  to  Seminary  was  reduced  to 
$785.75.  The  Seminary  building  was  reported  as  having  been 
completed  and  the  entire  cost  provided  for.  Synod  is  requested 
to  apportion  $300  toward  salary  of  Professor  of  Elocution  and 
$60  for  supplemental  course  of  instruction  in  Missions. 

3.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  we  learn,  that  there 
are  funds  in  his  hands  to  the  amount  of  $153,817.39.  Of  this 
amount,  $5,000  is  the  Smaltz  Fund;  $1,819.96,  Library  Fund; 
$29,623.19,  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Professor's  Fund;  $2,000.75, 
Church  History  Fund;  $410.47,  Sacred  Rhetoric  Fund;  $833.- 
33,  William  A.  Wilt  Fund;  $1,000,  Jacob  Forney  Fund  (Li- 
brary Alcove);  $15,680,  John  Riegel  Fund;  $1,000,  Henry 
Wirt  Fund;  $750,  Prof.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.D.,  in  trust;  $981, 
Seminary  class,  1894,  Fund,  and  $94,718.69,  Endowment  Fund. 

4.  We  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  Eastern  Synod,  that  its  income  during  year  for  the  pur- 
pose of  beneficiary  education  amounted  to  $2,196.67,  and  that 
$2,186.71  were  expended,  leaving  a  cash  balance  in  the  treasury 
of  $9.96. 

The  Board  has  prepared  a  new  constitution  and  by-laws 
f©r  the  better  conduct  of  the  business  committed  to  them. 

5.  The' report  of  the  President  of  Franklin  ^xvd  ^•ax^'iS\ 


Q^ege  indicates  that  the  institution  is  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion; that  178  students  were  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  that 
31  were  graduated  last  June,  all  of  whom  received  the  d^^ree 
o!  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Three  important  gifts  were  received,  viz: 
a  bequest  from  the  late  Daniel  Beck,  Esq.,  of  Easton,  Pa,;  a 
new  library  building,  by  General  Watts  de  Peyster,  of  Tlvoli, 
N.  Y.;  and  a  bequest  by  the  late  Mr.  Peter  Kerlin,  of  St 
Thomas,  Pa. 

•  The  communicati<m  of  the  Field  Secretary  suggests  that 
the  three  Synods  join  in  a  movement  looking  to  the  erection  of 
a  Natural  Science  Building,  and  asks  that  this  Synod  assume 
the  amount  of  $18,000,  the  proposed  cost  of  the  central  portion 
of  the  new  building. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  before  us,  your  committee  respect- 
fully offer  the  following  for  consideration  and  adoption: 

Resolved,  /,  That  we  hereby  express  our  devout  gratitude 
to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  blessings  bestowed  on 
our  institutions  of  learning  during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  2,  That  we  record  our  approval  of  the  work  of 
the  committee  appointed  to  secure  a  design  and  superintend 
the  construction  of  a  house  for  the  use  of  the  professor  of  the 
Potomac  Synod. 

Resolved,  3,  That  the  Synod  assume  the  $125  asked  toward 
salary  of  Professor  in  Elocution,  and  $60  for  supplemental 
course  of  instruction  in  Missions,  and  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  apportion  the  same  upon  the  Classes. 

Resolved,  4,  That  Synod  heartily  approves  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Education  in  preparing  a  new  constitution  and  by- 
laws, and  hereby  adopts  the  resolutions  of  recommendation 
contained  in  their  report. 

Resolved,  5,  That  the  further  endowment  of  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Classes  and 
charges  of  this  Synod,  and  that  the  Synodical  and  Classical 
Committees  be  urged  to  co-operate  with  the  financial  secretary 
in  its  prosecution ;  and  further,  that  the  pastors  be  requested  to 
open  their  charges  for  the  presentation  of  the  claims  of  the 
College,  and  a  canvass  in  its  behalf  wherever  practicable. 

Resolved,  6,  That  this  Synod  heartily  approves  of  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Natural  Science  Building,  and  that  it  hereby  assume 
the  raising  of  $18,000,  for  the  erection  of  the  central  section  of 
the  proposed  edifice,  by  the  Financial  Secretary  within  the 
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bounds  of  this  Synod,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Synodical 
and  Classical  Committees. 

Resolved,  7,  That  we  are  highly  gratified  to  learn  of  the 
recent  bequests  to  the  Seminary  Endowment  Fund  and  Semi- 
nary Building  Fund,  from  the  estate  erf  Miss  Justina  E.  Ger- 
hard, late  of  Lancaster,  Pa. ;  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Catharine 
Dickel,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.;  and  from  Mrs.  James  Hay,  of 
Hummelstown,  Pa. ;  and  of  the  bequest  to  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  by  the  late  Daniel  Black,  Esq.,  oi  Easton,  Pa., 
and  that  by  Mr.  Peter  Kerlin,  of  St.  Thomas,  Pa.  We  fondly 
trust  that  their  example  may  be  emulated  by  many  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  8,  That  we  have  learned  with  great  pleasure  of 
the  magnificent  gift  to  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  of  a  new 
library  building  by  General  J.  Watts  de  Peyster,  of  Tivoli,  N. 
Y. ;  and  that  this  Synod  hereby  records  its  high  appreciation  of 
his  liberality  and  his  interest  in  this  important  institution  of 
learning. 

Inasmuch  as  the  educational  institutions  of  our  Synod 
constitute  one  of  the  chief  agencies  for  meeting  the  spiritual 
and  intellectual  wants  of  our  people,  and  since  the  mutual  in- 
terests of  our  schools  and  their  Synodical  constituents  require 
that  the  schools  and  the  people  be  brought  into  closer  touch 
and  sympathy;  therefore. 

Resolved,  p,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  composed  of 
the  Presidents  respectively  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  of  the  Acad- 
emy, who  shall  prepare  a  booklet,  defining  the  status  of  these 
schools  in  their  relation  to  the  Synod  and  the  several  Classes 
comprising  the  same,  the  expense  of  publishing  said  booklet 
to  be  borne  by  the  above-named  institutions. 

Resolved,  10,  That  they  set  forth  therein  the  peculiar  claims 
of  these  schools  under  the  control  of  this  Synod  upon  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Reformed  Church  and  the  reciprocal  relations 
which  the  people  and  the  schools  sustain  to  one  another. 

Resolved,  11,  That  they  set  forth  therein  the  existing  needs 
of  the  several  schools,  and  present  such  information  and  in- 
struction as  in  their  judgment  may  best  subserve  the  interests 
of  the  schools  and  the  various  causes  which  they  represent. 

Resolved,  12,  That  the  booklet  thus  prepared  bt.  ^crccv- 
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mended  to  the  attention  of  the  several  Classes,  and  to  the 
tors  and  the  people  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod.

MISSIONS. 

I^-Report  of  the  Board  of  Hiflsioiis  of  the  Reforated  Cl&iireh 

in  the  United  States. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod  and  to  the  Reverend  Synod  of 

the  Potomac: 

Dear  Brethren  :  In  looking  over  the  past  year,  we  must 
make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  grace  of  God  bestowed 
on  all  the  churches  under  our  care,  showing  itself  in  numerical 
growth  and  in  spiritual  g^n. 

Until  lately,  nearly  all  our  missions  in  the  East  have  been 
regularly  served,  but  at  present  we  must  report  several  vacan- 
cies. The  Hungarian  missions  at  Mt.  Carmel,  Pa.,  and  Tren- 
ton, N.  J.,  the  missions  at  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  Roanoke,  Va., 
and  Allentown,  Pa.,  are  all  without  pastors. 

As  usual,  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  John  J.  Nissley, 
which  is  herewith  given,  will  greatly  help  you  to  understand 
the  work  of  the  year.  It  shows  that  the  amount  of  money  re- 
ceived from  these  two  Synods  for  missions  during  the  past  year 
is  larger*  than  that  of  the  former  year  by  over  $3,200.  The  in- 
crease came  as  follows:  From  the  Eastern  Synod,  on  appor- 
tionment, nearly  $500;  from  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  on 
apportionment,  over  $2,300;  and  from  miscellaneous  sources, 
nearly  $400.  The  special  offerings  of  our  loyal  people  in  an- 
swer to  the  loud  call  of  the  General  Board  last  Easter  were 
large,  and  they  greatly  helped  to  relieve  the  treasury;  but  not- 

♦Attention  is  called  to  a  footnote  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  which 
states  that  soon  after  the  account  for  the  year  was  closed,  over  $3,100 
more  came  to  hand.  This  ray  of  sunshine  brightens  the  case  very 
much. 
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withstanding  this  large  help,  so  heartily  given  and  so  much 
appreciated,  the  treasury  of  the  General  Board  still  has  a  dieficit 
of  over  $10,006.  The  special  effort  at  Easter  was  followed  by 
a  natural  reaction,  and  the  iticome  of  the  summer  months  has 
been  small,  so  that  we  are  again  in  danger  of  a  financial  em- 
barrassment which  may  work  hardship  to  our  faithful  mission- 
aries and  their  people. 

This  is  our  only  drawback.  All  else  is  encouraging;  and 
even  this  cloud,  we  trust,  will  soon  pass  away.  Several  prom- 
ising missions  in  the  East  should  be  enrolled,  but  for  the  pres- 
ent the  Board  is  unable  tO  do  so. 

The  Board  continues  to  hold  quarterly  meetings  for  the 
oversight  of  the  work  committed  to  it,  and  its  recommenda- 
tions to  the  General  Board  are  nearly  all  approved.  Thus  the 
items  of  business  presented  from  time  to  time  are  well  con- 
sidered before  final  action  is  taken. 

Three  legacies  have  been  received  during  the  year,  as  fol- 
lows :  From  the  estate  of  Charles  Hottenstein,  of  Northumber- 
land county.  Pa.,  $185,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  . 
missions;  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Susan  M.  Pontius,  of  Mifflin- 
burg.  Pa.,  $3,000,  partial  payment  of  a  Church-building  Fund; 
and  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Sarah  Johnson,  of  York,  Pa.,  $5,- 
888.25.  Of  this  last  legacy  the  Board  has  gratefully  set  apart 
$1,000,  to  be  known  as  the  Sarah  and  Elizabeth  Johnson 
Church-building  Fund,  and  $1,000,  to  be  known  as  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  John  Cares  Church-building  Fund.  The  balance 
will  be  held  as  an  ordinary  investment. 

One  very  important  thing  which  we  beg  you  to  bring  to 
the  attention  of  our  people  again  during  the  present  sesqui-cen- 
tennial  period,  is  the  raising  of  the  Schlatter  Memorial  Fund 
of  $100,000,  for  the  building  of  churches  for  our  missions  in 
large  cities.  We  trust  that  the  Synods  will,  by  suitable  action, 
again  commend  this  work  to  our  people,  and  that  consistories 
will  cheerfully  assist  in  making  it  a  success. 

This  brief  outline  of  the  work  of  the  year  can  give  but  a 
faint  idea  of  the  many  agencies  and  sympathies  and  prayers 
and  toils  involved  therein.  All  this  we  humbly  commit  to  our 
blessed  Lord,  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve. 

We  yet  add  that  the  term  of  Rev.  J.  F.  Moyer  and  Rev. 
G.  A.  Whitmore,  as  members  of  the  Board  from  the  Potomac 
Synod,  expires  with  this  meeting  of  Synod;  atvd  ^\^o  \Jcvfc  \.^\xcv

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HI.— Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Misaii 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren:  In  presenting  to  your 
reverend  body  our  annual  statement  of  the  progress  and  con- 
dition of  our  Foreign  Mission  work,  we  would  be  remiss  did 
we  fail,  first  of  all  to  record  with  thankful  hearts,  the  gracious 
care  and  blessing  vouchsafed  us  by  a  favoring  Providence. 

The  past  year  records  a  history  of  exceptional  embarrass- 
ments and  difficulties  in  the  work  of  Christian  Missions.  With 
the  field  never  before  so  inviting  for  aggressive  movements, 
and  the  door  of  opportunity  never  so  widely  thrown  open,  a 
forward  movement  has  been  held  in  arrest  by  a  growing  short- 
age of  means.  This  is  true  of  both  the  Home  and  Foreign 
work.  So  distressing  has  the  hindrance  proved,  as  not  only  to 
forbid  advance  movement,  but  even  to  threaten  the  necessity 
of  abandoning  advantages  already  gained.  This  evil  has  been 
widely  felt  among  the  Churches,  nor  has  our  own  entirely  es- 
caped. This  is  true  especially  of  our  Home  work,  as  we  all 
sadly  know.  It  is  therefore  with  profound  gratitude  to  God 
that  our  Foreign  Board  is  able  to  say  that  it  finds  itself,  in  large 
part,  a  surprising  exception  to  this  wide-spread  experience.  A 
few  months  ago  the  outlook  for  it  was  unpromising.  But  the 
good  Spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  hearts  of  our  people,  so 
that  our  work  is  going  vmitvterruptedly   forward.     Thi*;.   of 
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course,  does  not  imply  that  we  have  made  any  advance  in  the 
accumulation  of  means  for  the  planting  of  a  new  Mission  in 
China.     Provision  for  that  yet  remains  to  be  made. 

The  progress  of  evangelization  in  Japan  has  not  been,  for 
the  last  few  years,  as  marked  as  we  could  desire.  The  people 
are  absorbed  in  their  political  affairs.  Their  victory  over 
China  has  served  to  inflame  them  with  a  spirit  of  ambition  and 
ultra-nationality,  and  they  are  disinclined  to  give  heed  to  the 
interests  of  religion.  Many  who  have  professed  Christianity 
are  led  astray,  and  not  a  few  have  fallen  away.  This  will  ac- 
count for  the  fact  that,  although  accessions  by  baptism  are 
quite  encouraging,  the  number  of  active  church  members 
shows  but  little  increa3e. 

One  of  the  material  causes  of  this  evil  is  the  want  of  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  really  efficient  native  evangelists.  Whilfe  our 
Tohoku  Gakuin  is  yearly  sending  out  good  young  men,  many 
besides  have  to  be  employed  who  fail  in  efficiency.  To  dismiss 
these  last,  would  be  to  close  some  preaching  stations.  Hence 
they  are  retained  until  better  men  can  be  secured.  This  serves 
in  a  telling  manner,  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  our  Train- 
ing  School. 

With  the  expansion  of  our  work,  another  want  is  making 
itself  more  keenly  felt.  These  Japanese  evangelists  are  mostly 
young  men,  but  recently  converted  from  heathenism.  They 
are  comparatively  "babes  in  Christ,"  and  it  is  not  strange  that 
they  need,  in  their  fields,  the  oversight  of  our  missionaries. 
They  should  be  frequently  visited  by  our  American  Christians. 
This  our  missionaries  do,  even  beyond  their  strength.  Only 
two  of  them,  however,  devote  their  full  time  to  evangelistic 
work,  viz:  Revs.  Dr.  Moore  and  Miller.  '  The  rest  of  them 
are  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  school.  But  what  are  two  men 
in  a  territory  700  miles  long  by  200  wide?  This  branch  of  our 
work  will  need  to  be  reinforced  in  the  near  future.  The  ar- 
rangement by  which  it  was  expected  to  locate  our  missionaries 
at  different  points  in  our  extended  field,  has  been  but  partially 
effected.  Rev.  Dr.  Moore  has  removed  to  Tokyo,  j^d  is  doing 
an  admirable  work  there.  Rev.  H.  K.  Miller  still  remains  in 
Sendai,  pushing  forward  his  Miyamachi  work,  at  which  point 
he  is  erecting  a  Chapel ;  and  having  been  appointed  Principal 
of  the  Evangelistic  Work,  will  travel  widely  in  the  northern 
part  of  our  field,  giving  special  attention  to  XaTnaLgaXai.    '^^n. 
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S.  S.  Snyder  having  been  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Industrial 
Home,  cannot  as  yet  be  spared  from  Sendai. 

Our  two  Schools  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  During 
the  last  year  there  were  147  students  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin,  of 
whom  56  are  Christians,  and  21  of  them  theological  students, 
of  whom  eight  graduated.  Eleven  students  were  baptized  dur- 
ing the  year.  Nearly  all  of  the  non-Christians,  are  new  stu- 
dents. The  Girls'  School  had  57  scholars  last  year,  and  is  go- 
ing prosperously  forward.  During  a  recent  violent  earth- 
quake, two  of  the  younger  scholars  were  seriously  injured,  but 
are  now  about  recovered. 

During  the  year,  two  additional  missionaries  have  been 
sent  to  the  field:  Mr.  Paul  L.  Gerhard  and  Miss  Lillie  M. 
Rohrbaugh;  Mr.  Gerhard  is  unordained,  and  takes  the  chair 
of  English  Language  and  Literature  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin. 
This  chair  was  established  to  relieve  the  teachers  of  other 
branches,  and  to  afford  them  more  time  for  the  study  of  the 
Japanese  language.  Miss  Rohrbaugh  goes  into  the  Girls* 
School  as  an  additional  teacher,  as  it  is  found  that  the  labors  of 
the  other  two  ladies  were  too  great.  The  Board  was  enabled 
to  send  her  out  by  the  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  assuming  the  cost,  as 
also  her  support. 

As  already  intimated,  the  finances  of  the  Board  are  at 
the  present  time  in  a  fairly  comfortable  condition.  We  have 
but  little  or  no  embarrassing  indebtedness.  This  condition, 
however,  can  be  maintained  only  by  a  full  payment  of  the  ap- 
portionment named  by  General  Synod.  Our  work  is  increas- 
ing every  year,  and  so,  of  course,  are  our  expenses.  Of  the 
$35»ooo  apportioned  by  General  Synod,  $30,000  arc  estimated 
for  the  Japan  work,  and  $5,000  for  a  new  Mission  in  China. 
For  the  Japan  work  we  will  need  that  sum.  We  would,  there- 
fore, most  respectfully  ask  your  reverend  body  to  take  such 
action  as  will  assure  for  us  your  Synod's  share  of  the  full  sum. 
You  will  please  notice  that  $30,000  for  a  membership  of  over 
225,000  is  exceedingly  small.  Should  the  Church  furnish  the 
Board  with  the  additional  $5,000,  it  will  hasten  to  take  steps  to 
plant  the  new  Mission.

To  the  Several  District  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 

United  States: 

Dear  Brethren:  In  behalf  of  the  Joint  Publishing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  and 
Sunday  School  Work,  we  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  favor- 
able action  taken  by  your  reverend  body,  respecting  Reformed 
Church  Tidings,  was  loyally  and  generally  accepted  by  our 
congregations.  The  paid  circulation  during  the  first  year  ex- 
ceeded 25,000  copies.  The  advertising  receipts  were  good, 
considering  the  fact  that  an  advertising  medium  must  be  estab- 
lished before  it  gains  the  confidence* and  receives  the  patronage 
of  the  advertiser. 

Starting  without  capital  or  experience,  it  could  hardly  be 
expected  that  Tidings  would  pay  its  way  the  first  year.  But 
the  financial  statement  herewith  given  shows  that  within  the 
next  year  or  so  the  paper  can  be  made  at  least  self-supporting. 
The  money  advanced  by  the  several  Boards  has  actually  been 
earned  by  the  increased  oflferings  flowing  in,  and  the  enlarged 
business  of  the  Sunday  School  Board.'

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That  Superintendent  A.  C.  Whitmer  and  Dr.  E.  N.  Kre- 
mer  be  appointed  to  lay  this  action  before  the  Eastern  Synod.

"VX^Report  of  Standing  Coaunlttee  on  Missions. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  presented  its  report 
on  Monday  during  the  morning  session.  It  was  considered 
item  by  item,  and  finally  adopted  as  a  whole.  The  report  is  as 
follows,  to  wit: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  begs  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report : 

HOME  MISSIONS. 

On  this  subject  the  following  documents  were  placed  in 
the  hands  of  your  committee: 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  John  J.  Nissley,  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

3.  A  communication  of  the  Executive'  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions. 

From  these  papers  we  learn  that  the  missions  have  been 
prosperous  and  show  a  growth  in  numbers  and  spiritually. 
During  the  past  year  the  amount  of  money  received  has  been 
over  $3,200  larger  than  last  year.  Notwithstanding  this  fact, 
there  is  a  debt  resting  on  the  Board,  which,  if  not  speedily 
removed,  may  seriously  hinder  the  work. 

Three  legacies,  amounting  to  $9,073.25,  have  been  re- 
ceived, which  we  hope  may  be  an  encouragement  to  others  to 
give  of  their  abundance  towards  the  extension  of  Christ's 
church. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing, 

Resolvedy  That  Synod  rejoices  to  hear  of  the  prosperity 
attending  the  Home  Mission  work,  and  praise  God  for  the 
same. 

Resolvedy  That,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  in 
order  to  relieve  the  Board  of  its  present  indebtedness,  we  re- 
qneft  the  pastors  of  the  various  charges  within  the  bounds  of 
this  Synod,  to  hold  a  special  collection  for  this  purpose,  not 
later  than  the  loth  day  of  December,  1897,  and  l\\^X.  \.\v^^mv^'^* 
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intendent  of  Missions  be  instructed  to  inform  the  pastors  of 
this  action. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  Qasses  and  congregations  to 
cheerfully  assist  the  Board  in  raising  the  Michael  Schlatter 
Memorial  Fund  of  $100,000. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers of  Foreign  Missions  was  the  only  paper  placed  in  the 
hands  of  your  committee. 

In  view  of  what  we  have  learned  from  that  report,  your 
committee  would  recommend  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved f  That  we  hereby  express  our  gratitude  to 
God  for  the  blessing  which  He  has  showered  on  our  work  in 
Japan. 

2.  Resolved,  That  >ye  urge  the  Classes  to  make  all  proper 
effort  to  raise  the  full  amount  of  the  $15,000  apportioned  upon 
this  Synod,  so  that  the  Board  may  not  be  hampered  by  a  debt. 

3.  Resolvedf  That  Synod  reiterates  the  action  of  last  year 
in  reference  to  fhe  establishment  of  a  mission  in  China, 
namely  : 

That  we  approve  the  suggestion  to  begin  missionary  work 
in  China  or  some  other  country  not  yet  occupied  by  our 
Church,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  the  contribu- 
tions for  Foreign  Missions  will  warrant  such  undertaking.

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  and  the  item  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Synod  informing  Synod  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board, 
was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Synod,  to  wit: 

Report  of  Trustees  of  Synod. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Board  of  Trustees  begs  leave  to 
present  the  following  report: 

The  Board  held  its  annual  meeting  in  the  office  of  Elder 
D.  N.  Schaeffer,  Esq.,  Reading,  Pa.,  on  Monday,  October 
i8th,  1897,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  The  Treasurer  submitted  his 
report  for  the  year.  It  was  carefully  audited  and  found  cor- 
rect. It  shows  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $966.23  for  Contin- 
gent Fund  Eastern  Synod;  $11  for  Calvin  College;  for  interest 
on  Professor's  houses,  $18;  and  for  German  Mission  work, 
$21 ;  a  total  of  $1,016.23. 

The  Treasurer  also  holds  $1,200  of  the  Cook  legacy;  a 
loan  repaid  by  St.  John's  Reformed  Church,  Lebanon,  Psu; 
and  received  from  Philip  Sandt,  executor  of  the  estate  of  the 
late  Christian  Bender,  of  East  Pennsylvania  Classis,  the  sum 
of  $950,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  "use  of 
the  missionary  ministry  salary."  The  Board  has  endeavored 
to  find  a  good  and  safe  investment  for  these  several  sums,  but 
has  so  far  failed. 

The  Board  respectfully  submits  that,  as  instructed  by 
Synod  a  year  ago,  it  conferred,  through  its  President,  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Allentown  College  for  Women,  rela- 
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tive  to  the  drawing  up  of  articles  of  agreement  for  the  sale  and 
transfer  of  the  property  of  said  institution.  It  was,  however, 
felt  that  the  time  had  not  yet  come  to  do  this.  It  is  proper  to 
say  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  promptly  and  cheer- 
fully ratified  the  action  of  Synod  convened  at  Bethlehem  last 
fall,  as  touching  the  transfer  of  the  College  to  the  care  of  tnc 
Synod. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  to  raise  the  money 
needed  for  \ht  purchase  of  the  College,  paid  over  into  the 
hands  of  your  Treasurer  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $639.65. 
In  reference  to  the  disposition  of  this  money  as  it  may  be  paid 
into  the  treasury,  and  which  ought  not  to  lie  idle,  your  Board 
takes  the  liberty  of  submitting  the  following  for  your  consider- 
ation: 

Resolved y  That  we  recommend  to  Synod  that  the  money 
which  is  being  collected  for  the  purchase  of  the  Allentown  Col- 
lege for  Women  shall  be  paid  towards  that  purpose  as  rapidly 
as  suitable  amounts  are  being  collected,  and  that  assignments 
of  the  securities,  which  are  thus  being  paid  off,  be  taken  and 
held  by  Synod  until  the  full  amount  of  the  purchase  money 
shall  be  paid  over  and  a  proper  conveyance  of  the  property 
made,  as  is  contemplated  by  the  action  of  Synod  of  1896.

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Report  Respeetii&B  Apporttonmeats. 

In  the  report  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  the  several  items  8 
to  14,  inclusive,  under  the  general  head  of  "Subjects  Referred" 
were  submitted  to  a  special  committee,  which  presented  the 
following  report  on  Tuesday  during  the  morning  session. 
The  report  was  considered  item  by  item,  and  finally  adopted. 
Ic  reads  as  follows : 

Your  committee  to  which  has  been  referred  several  items 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  which 
items  have  reference  to  action  of  seven  of  the  Classes  in  refus- 
ing to  accept  Synod's  apportionments  in  full,  begs  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Seven  of  the  Classes  of  this  Svnod  at  their  last 
annual  meetings  refused  to  accept  in  full  the  apportionment 
of  Synod;  and, 

Whereas,  The  present  and  past  attitude  of  this  Synod   • 
towards   its   Classes,   and   through   the   Classes   towards  its 
charges,  in  reference  to  refusals  to  accept  apportionments  in 
full,  is  unsuccessful  in  attaining  satisfactory  results;  and. 

Whereas,  A  number  of  Qasses  engage  in  local  mission- 
ary enterprises  to  such  a  degree  as  to  interfere  seriously  with 
the  full  payment  of  apportionments;  and, 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  the  time  has  arrived  when 
Synod  should  adopt  a  definite  and  more  satisfactory  policy 
with  reference  to  such  refusals  to  pay  apportionments;  there- 
fore  we  offer  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption : 

1.  Resolved,  That  Synod  does  not  recognize  the  privilege 
of  the  Classes  to  change  an  apportionment  made  by  the  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Synod  urgently  requests  the  Qasses 
hereafter  to  apportion  in  faith  the  apportionment  of  Synod  on 
the  Classes  in  full  and  apportion  the  same  on  the  respective 
charges,  so  that  all  charges  which  may  deem  it  a  privilege  to 
pay  Synod's  apportionments  in  full  may  have  the  opportunity 
of  doing  so. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  rule  of  this  Synod  to  recog- 
nize not  arrearages  but  full  payments  of  apportionments;  that 
it  request  the  respective  Classes,  through  their  Stated  Clerks, 
to  furnish  Synod,  for  publication  in  its  printed  Minutes,  with  a 
list  of  all  charges  which  have  paid  apportionments  in  full;  and 
thkt  such  charges  only  shall  be  regarded  as  having  paid  in  full 
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as  belong  to  Classes  which  have  apportioned  Synod's  appor- 
tionment in  full. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Synod  recommend  to  the  Classes,  and 
through  the  Classes  to  the  charges,  that  they  reg^d  the  full 
payment  of  the  apportionment  as  a  matter  of  first  importance 
in  the  onward  progress  of  the  Church. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Classes  be  urgently  requested  to  do 
only  such  local  missionary  work  as  they  may  be  able  to  do  over 
and  above  their  full  support  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

6.  Resolved,  I'hat  Synod  hereby  earnestly  calls  the  atten- 
tion of  its  entire  constituency  to  the  importance  of  heroic  ac- 
tion and  self-sacrifice  in  the  cause  of  Christ.

Dear  Brethren:  As  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
o^  Synod,  and  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Allen- 
town College  for  Women,  I  hereby  respectfully  overture  your 
reverend  body,  to  grant  the  privilege  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  College,  of  using  the  moneys  collected  from  time  to  time 
by  Synod's  committtee,  in  cancelling  the  bonds  which  repre- 
sent the  indebtedness  of  the  College,  in  sums  of  $5,000  at  a 
time.  Of  these  bonds  there  are  four  of  $5,000  each.  The 
privilege  of  redeeming  these  bonds  gradually,  as  the  money 
conies  into  the  possession  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  will  mean 
a  great  and  timely  financial  relief  to  the  College,  and  will  fur- 
thermore just  as  gradually  and  surely  be  relieving  the  Synod  ot 
its  financial  obligation  in  the  matter.

Dear  Brethren:  Your  committee  appointed  to  raise 
money  for  the  purchase  of  Allentown  College,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  very  little  work  was  done  until  June  of  the  present 
year.  Since  then,  work  has  been  going  forward  slowly,  but, 
we  think,  surely  in  the  respective  Classes,  and  the  committee 
has  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  whole  amount  can  easily  be 
raised,  if  all  pastors  will  co-operate  in  this  good  work.  We 
were  kindly  received  in  every  congregation  which  we  have 
visited  and  greatly  encouraged.  We  have  pledges  and  prom- 
ises to  the  amount  of  $3,161,  of  which  $1,000  have  been  paid  in 
cash. 

As  Rev.  O.  H.  Strunk,  a  member  of  the  committee  from 
Schuylkill  Classis,  has  resigned,  on  account  of  personal  rea- 
sons, we  therefore  recommend  that  his  resignation  be  accepted, 
and  that  Rev.  E.  S.  Bromer,  of  the  same  Classis,  be  elected  to 
fill  his  place  on  the  committee. 

We  would  also  state  that  since  the  Synod  has  resolved  to 
take  the  College  under  its  care,  it  is  much  easier  to  induce 
young  ladies  to  become  students  in  the  institution,  and  a 
greater  interest  in  the  College  has  been  awakened  in  every  sec- 
tion of  the  Synod.

Stofflet,  of  Wyoming  Classis,  were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cies on  the  committee  appointed  a  year  ago  to  collect  funds  to 
cancel  the  debt  of  the  aforesaid  institution. 

At  an  election  held  on  Saturday  during  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion. Elder  John  J.  Nissley  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Synod  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Clerk's  Salary  Increased. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Inasmuch  as  a  large  amount  of  additional  labor  has  been 
entailed  upon  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod,  by  Synod  requiring 
him  to  prepare  annually  a  report  for  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Minutes  of  Classes,  together  with  the  necrological  rep>ort; 
therefore, 

Resolvedy  That  his  salary  be  and  hereby  is  increased  twen- 
ty-five dollars  per  annum.

The  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  Classes, 
in  regard  to  the  items  contained  in  their  report  under  the  head 
of  Irregularities,  was  affirmed. 

As  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Qasses, 
the  Classis  of  Schuylkill  asks  to  be  excused  for  not  assuming 
the  full  amount  of  the  apportionment,  and  to  have  remitted  its 
arrearages  for  the  past  year,  assigning  its  reason  for  making 
these  requests.

On  Monday,  during  the  evening  session,  the  committee 
presented  its  report,  which  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  as 
to  the  form  in  which  the  Minutes  of  Synod  should  be  printed, 
would  respectfully  report  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  All  reports  of  committees,  presented  to  the  Synod, 
shall  be  published  in  full  in  the  printed  Minutes,  with  the 
names  of  the  signers  attached  thereto.  This  shall  be  followed 
by  the  action  of  the  Synod  adopting,  rejecting  or  amending 
the  same.

Time  should  be  given  your  committee  to  examine  fully  into 
the  details,  and  investigate  the  methods  pursued  by  other  eccle- 
siastical judicatories.      We,  therefore,  recommend  that  this 
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committee  be  continued  to  report  at  tbe  next  meeting  of  Synod.

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  determine  a 
proper  form  and  size  of  page  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  and 
publish  the  same  in  such  form. 

Resolved,  That  all  Classes  printing  their  Minutes,  and  that 
all  Churches  and  persons  publishing  historical  memoranda,  be 
requested  to  print  the  same  on  pages  of  practically  the  same 
size  as  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

In  7th  item  in  the  report  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  reference 
is  made  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  prepare  for  pub- 
lication early  documents.  The  report  was  duly  presented  on 
Friday,  during  the  morning  sesison,  which  is  as  follows: 

Report  on  the  Publication  of  Early  Doonments. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  committee  appoint- 
ed at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting 
the  best  means  of  utilizing  the  present  Sesqui-Centennial  cele- 
bration for  the  revival  of  historical  study  and  th^  preservation 
of  historic  material,  would  respectfully  report: 

That  your  committee  held  a  meeting  in  the  City  of  Read- 
ing on  the  8th  of  May,  1897,  at  which  the  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  were  present.  At  this  meeting  the  in- 
structions of  Synod  were  read,  and,  after  careful  consideration, 
the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted: 
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1.  That  the  members  of  the  committee  here  present  will 
endeavor  to  complete  a  iile  (A  the  Minutes  of  the  Conventions 
and  Synods  of  the  Church,  to  be  deposited  and  preserved  as 
directed  by  Synod. 

2.  That  we  request  Synod  to  call  upon  the  pastors  and 
con^egations  who  are  engaged  in  observing  historic  occa- 
sions to  send  to  the  Stated  Clerk  copies  of  all  publications,  and 
also  to  furnish  transcripts  of  Church-records,  dated  previous  to 
A.  D.  1800,  for  preservation  as  directed. 

3.  That  we  recommend  to  Synod  the  organization  of  a 
Synodical  Historical  Society,  to  be  auxiliary  to  the  society 
founded  by  direction  of  the  General  Synod,  in  1863,  so  soon  as 
the  latter  shall  have  been  revived. 

4.  That  your  committee  has  at  hand  sufficient  material  to 
form  a  valuable  historical  volume,  consisting  chiefly  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  Ccetus,  and  that  they  are  willing  to  prepare  the 
same  for  publication,  so  soon  as  the  Synod  can  see  its  way 
clear  to  authorize  the  same  and  to  provide  the  means  necessary 
for  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  expense  of  publishing  a  small  edition  would  be  about  $500, 
for  which  amount  the  Synod  would,  of  course,  be  reimbursed 
as  soon  as  the  edition  was  sold.

States: 

Not  feeling  prepared  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  tVv^  cwtcv- 
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mittee,  under  the  changed  conditions  imposed  by  the  Synod,  I 
would  hereby  request  to  be  excused  from  membership  in  the 
committee  appointed  to  collect  material  pertaining  to  the  early 
history  of  the  Church.  Respectfully  submitted,

Inasmuch  as  there  seems  to  be  a  question  as  to  a  secure

Clerk  to  move  the  archives  of  Synod  into  a  fireproof  alcove  of 

the  Library  Building  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancas- 
ter, Pa. 

In  item  13  in  the  report  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  attention  is 
directed  to  the  instructions  given  to  the  officers  of  Synod  to 
have  the  papers  read  in  connection  with  the  Sesqui-Centennial 
exercises  of  Synod  published.  The  following  report  was  pre- 
sented and  adopted: 

To  the  Eastern  Synod: 

Brethren:  The  officers  of  the  Synod  at  Bethlehem,  hav- 
ing been  appointed  a  committee  to  secure  and  publish,  in 
pamphlet  form,  the  valuable  papvers  read  at  the  meetings  of 
that,  our  Sesqui-Centennial  Synod,  begs  leave  to  report:

In  item  17  in  the  report  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  the  atten- 
tion of  Synod  was  directed  to  the  complaint  of  Dr.  C.  Cort 
against  the  action  of  Philadelphia  Classis.  This  subject,  with 
the  item,  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  who  on  Mon- 
day, during  the  afternoon  session,  presented  the  following  re- 
port: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  in  the 
complaint  of  Rev.  C.  Cort,  D.D.,  against  the  action  of  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia,  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
found  the  papers  in  the  complaint  regular,  and  recommend 
that  said  complaint  be  heard  immediately  after  the  opening 
service  this  evening,  and  in  the  following  order: 

1.  That  the  papers  in  the  case  be  read. 

2.  That  the  complainant  have  thirty  minutes  in  which  to 
present  his  case. 

3.  That  the  respondent  have  thirty  minutes  in  which  to 
reply. 
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4.    That,  without  further  debate,  the  Synod  immediately 

proceed  to  vote  upon  the  merits  of  the  complaint.

The  complainant  was  permitted  to  divide  his  time  in  open- 
ing and  closing  the  case.  The  papers  having  reference  to  thp 
case,  were  read.  The  complainant,  with  the  assistance  of 
Elder  Hobson,  presented  his  case,  and  Philadelphia  Classis  was 
heard  in  reply  by  its  representative,  Rev.  Dr.  Jno.  H.  Sechler. 
After  hearing  the  argument  in  the  case.  Synod  proceeded  to 
vote  by  calling  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  complainant  was 
sustained  without  a  dissenting  voice. 

In  explanation  of  the  decision  in  this  case,  the  following 
action  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  sustaining  the  complaint  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Cyrus  Cort  against  Philadelphia  Classis,  this  Synod  means  to 
assert  that  said  Classis  erred  in  setting  aside  the  compromise 
settlement  of  the  Wyoming  congregation  for  salary  arrearages 
made  with  Rev.  C.  Cort  and  sanctioned  by  said  Classis  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  May,  1896,  and  re-affirmed  by  said  Classis 
with  restrictive  measures  at  a  special  meeting  ten  weeks  later. 

Resolved,  That  Philadelphia  Classis  be  directed  to  take 
steps  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  to  carry  into  practical  ef- 
fect the  terms  of  that  compromise  to  the  end  that  Rev.  C.  Cort 
shall  receive  the  $417.87  still  due,  with  interest  from  June  30, 
1896.

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 
Report  of   General  Synod's   Snnday-school   Board. 

The  following  communication  from  General  Synod's  Sun- 
day-school Board  was  presented  to  Synod  in  item  7  in  the 
report  on  Overtures,  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Sunday-schools.     It  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Dear  Brethren:    It  is  proper  to  communicate  to  your

reverend  body  certain  facts  pertaining  to  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  general  Sunday-school  work. 

The  blessing  and  favor  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church 
has  manifestly  been  upon  our  pastors  and  churches,  and. upon 
the  several  judicatories  of  the  Church  and  the  General  Board 
in  extending  and  increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  Sunday- 
school. 

With  grateful  recognition  of  these  manifold  blessings,  wc 
should  be  constrained  to  the  exercise  of  greater  trust  and  in- 
creased activity.  During  the  year  the  Sunday-school  Statisti- 
cal form  adopted  by  General  Synod  and  approved  by  your 
body,  was  sent  to  all  our  pastors.  It  was  to  be  expected  that 
complete  answers  could  not  be  obtained  at  once.  But  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  there  are  evidences  of  more  accurate 
figures  than  we  have  hitherto  been  able  to  gather.  Estimating 
in  some  cases  according  to  the  membership  reported  last  year, 
we  find  that  the  total  number  of  officers  and  teachers  reported, 

is: 

Total  number  of  officers  and  teachers 24,200 

Total  number  of  scholars  188,577 

Teachers  and  scholars 212,777 

This  shows  a  gain  for  the  year  of  3,811  officers  and  teach- 
ers, 14,413  scholars,  and  a  total  gain  of  officers,  teachers  and 
scholars  of  18,224. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL   AND   MISSIONARY    DEPARTMENO*. 

Time  and  space  permit  but  a  brief  mention  of  the  work  in 
this  department.  Scores  of  schools  have  been  aided  by  grants 
of  literature,  and  as  usual  a  grant  of  Children's  Day  Services 
has  been  made  to  all  our  schools.  The  Board  has  sustained 
schools  and  missions  at  Easton,  Williamsport,  Pa.,  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  etc.  A  new  plan  of  work  which  has  greatly  com- 
mended itself  to  our  pastors  and  workers,  was  the  employment 
of  a  band  of  five  theological  students  who  labored  during  the 
summer  months  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania.  The  meetings  and 
conferences  held  by  them  have  been  fruitful  in  the  organization 
of  Teachers*  Meetings,  Normal  Classes,  Home  Departments, 
the  increase  of  members  and  of  benevolence,  etc. 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND  PUBLICATION. 

In  these  departments  the  Board  carries  on  its  business  at 
its  Eastern  office  by  a  co-operative  arrangement  with  the  Re- 
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formed  Publication  Board.  This  provides  for  an  annual  bontu 
of  $1,000  for  the  next  five  years,  and  thereafter  perpetually 
$750  per  annum.  And  also  the  payment  of  one-half  of  salaries, 
room  rent,  and  other  expenses,  jointly  incurred.  It  is  evident 
that  financially  this  arrangement  fs  advantageous  to  both 
Boards.  It  may  be  well  to  state  that  a  careful  examination  of 
the  receipts  of  the  old  Publication  Board  in  1887,  as  well  as  the 
business  done  in  Sunday-school  publications  by  the  late  Rev. 
Chas.  G.  Fisher,  D.D.,  shows  that  the  Publication  Board  is  re- 
ceiving more  under  the  present  arrangement  than  it  ever  re- 
ceived before  from  the  Sunday-school  publications,  and  more, 
too,  than  it  would  have  received  if  the  old  arrangement  of 
separate  a.nd  rival  publication  houses  in  the  East  and  West 
had  continued. 

The  work  of  the  Board  in  these  departments  has  greatly 
enlarged.  The  number  of  periodicals  published  is  ten,  includ- 
ing five  lesson  helps.  The  total  number  of  copies  issued  during 
the  year  exceeds  one  million  and  two  hundred  thousand.  Two 
new  publications  were  added,  viz.,  the  Heidelberg  Picture 
Cards,  and  the  Qiurch  Festival  Helper,  both  of  which  have 
attained  a  circulation  exceeding  expectation.  There  has  been 
a  gratifying  increase  in  the  circulation  of  our  lesson  helps. 

The  Board  for  some  time  contemplated  the  enlargement 
of  our  lesson  helps  in  response  to  the  wishes  of  the  Church  and 
the  demjinds  of  the  market;  and  at  the  annual  meeting  held 
last  April  it  was  decided  to  make  the  changes  January  ist, 
1898.  This  action  necessitated  some  changes  in  the  editors. 
Rev.  J.  E.  Hiester,  D.D.,  who  for  ten  years  has  done  such  ex- 
cellent service  as  chief  lesson  editor,  retires.  Owing  to  his  age 
and  pastoral  duties,  Dr.  Hiester  could  not  add  to  his  editorial 
labors.  Rev.  D.  W.  Ebbert  was  elected  as  the  representative, 
originally,  of  the  Western  section  of  the  Church,  and  owing  to 
the  desire  to  have  that  section  of  the  Church  represented  in  the 
list  of  lesson  writers,  he  also  retires. 

In  the  interests  of  economy  and  efficiency  of  administra- 
tion, the  editors  of  Leaves  of  Light,  Rev.  R.  L.  Gerhart,  D.D., 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  T.  Flynn,  were  given  editorial  charge  o! 
Sunshine,  in  place  of  Mrs.  Margaret  H.  Fisher. 

The  Board  placed  on  record  in  its  minutes  its  appreciation 
oi  the  faithful  and  effie\etv\.  Ubots  oi  iVvese  several  editors,  and 


in  this  public  way  calls  the  attention  of  the  Church  to  the  debt 
of  gratitude  due  to  them  for  the  many  years  of  service  rendered 
and  to  the  important  part  they  have  played  in  bringing  our 
Sunday-school  literature  to  its  present  advanced  position. 
Largely  by  their  good  work  it  is  possible  for  the  Church  to 
take  this  step  of  further  enlargement. 

The  new  lesson  editors  will  be  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Schaeffer, 
Ph.D.,  Rey.  J.  H.  Bomberger,  D.D.,  Rev.  Edward  Herbruck, 
D.D.,  Mrs  Katharine  McCauley  Miller,  and  Miss  Rebecca  R. 
Schively. 

Eight  pag^s  will  be  added  to  the  Advanced  Scholar's 
Quarterly.  The  International  Scholar's  Quarterly  will  be 
changed  in  form  to  correspond  with  the  Advanced  Scholar's 
Quarterly,  and  will  be  enlarged.  The  Heidelberg  Teacher  will 
be  made  a  monthly,  with  a  reconstruction  of,  and  addition  to 
its  departments.  All  these  improvements  wi'.l  be  made  without 
adding  to  the  cost  of  subscription.  Improvements  in  Leaves  of 
Light  and  Sunshine  will  also  be  made  during  the  year. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Reformed  Publication  Board  of 
the  Eastern  Synods,  the  Sunday-school  Board  is  enlarging  its 
business  operations  so  as  to  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  Sunday- 
school  requisites  and  to  publish  needed  literature  for  teacher- 
training  and  the  several  departments  of  graded  Sunday- 
schools.  Hence  while  the  business  department  has  made  some 
money  during  the  year,  and  aided  the  missionary  department 
of  the  Board,  it  is  not  in  a  position  to  divert  its  funds,  but  must 
use  the  earnings  of  the  business  for  the  present  to  increase  its 
capital,  enlarge  its  business,  and  thus  be  of  greater  assistance 
to  the  Church. 

We,  therefore,  confidently  urge  our  Reformed  people  to 
loyally  support  the  missionary  and  publication  work  of  the 
Board,  and  we  trust  that  your  reverend  body  will  reiterate  its 
past  actions  and  recommend  to  the  several  Classes  ior  their 
prayerful  consideration,  the  following: 

1.  That  the  pastors  and  consistories  exercise  careful  over- 
sight over  the  records  of  the  schools,  and  so  far  as  possible 
present  complete  and  accurate  statistics  to  the  Classes. 

2.  That,  in  view  of  the  urgent  calls  for  Sunday-school 
literature  and  Sunday-school  missionaries  from  many  sections 
of  the  Church,  churches  and  schools  be  recommended  to  ^ive. 
all  the  offerings  of  Children's  Day  to  Sunday -sc\voo\ '^x^'svQtvSk, 

J.     That  all  Reformed  schools  be  urged  to  vls^  "RfeVorccvft.^ 
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Sunday-school  literature,  to  adopt  the  educational  feature  of 
the  Board's  work  for  Teacher-training,  Home  Department, 
Benevolence,  etc.,  and  to  purchase  their  supplies  and  literature 
from  our  own  Board  and  its  agencies,  instead  of  outside  pub- 
lishing houses. 

4.  That  the  Committee  on  Sunday-school  work  in  each 
Classis  be  directed  to  encourage  and  stimulate,  through  pastors 
and  consistories,  the  several  schools  to  missionary  giving,  to 
the  observance  of  Children's  Day,  Christmas,  etc.,  and  to  en- 
large their  Sunday-school  membership  as  well  as  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  school  as  a  Bible-School  for  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  the  Church.

Report  of  the  Permanent  Oonunittee  on  Snnday-sel&ools. 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Permanent  Committee  on  Sun- 
day-schools would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined, 
as  far  as  circumstances  would  permit,  the  statistical  tables  pre- 
sented by  the  different  Classis,  placed  in  their  hand  since  the 
beginning  of  the  present  sessions  of  Synod.  From  these  tables, 
presented  by  all  the  Classes  except  Tohickon,  it  appears  that 
there  is  a  large  increase  both  in  the  number  of  schools  and  the 
enrollment  of  officers  and  students.  This  increase  is  due,  no 
doubt,  partly  to  a  healthy  growth,  and  partly  to  more  accurate 
rcix>rts  from  the  different  Classes.  The  total  membership, 
based  on  the  reports  of  present  year,  or  if  no  report  was  pre- 
sented, on  the  report  of  the  previous  year,  is  as  follows: 
Schools,  619;  officers  and  teachers,  10,505;  scholars,  77,221; 
total,  87,726.  The  gain  is  as  follows:  Schools,  13;  officers  and 
teachers,  2,036;  scholars,  5,343;  total,  7,379.  This  result  shows 
the  importance  of  continuing  the  method  of  securing  statistical 
reports  lately  introduced,  and  it  is  accordingly  recommended 
that  it  be  continued,  and  all  the  Classes  are  urged  to  make 
these  statistical  reports  as  perfect  as  possible.  To  save  expense 
in  the  publication  of  the  minutes,  it  is  suggested  that  only  the 
totals  be  reported  in  the  statistical  tables,  as  is  done  at  the 
present  time. 

Your  committee  would  also  note  the  fact  that  all  the 
Classes   now  have   l\\e\t  les^^eVw^  c.omTcv\\\.^^^  otv  Sunday- 
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schcx>ls,  and  that  the  Sunday-school  work  of  th«  Synod  is 
therefore  more  thoroughly  organized  than  ever  before. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  more  or  less  difficulty  in  adjusting  the  matters 
which  properly  come  under  its  cognizance.  If  your  Perma- 
nent Committee  is  to  report  on  statistics  and  the  general  con- 
dition, of  Sunday-schools  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod, 
statistics  and  data  ought  to  be  put  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
mittee prior  to  the  meeting  of  Synod.  If  there  is  no  special 
function  which  this  committee  is  to  perform  in  the  way  of  pre- 
paring material  for  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday- 
schools,  there  is  scarcely  sufficient  reason  for  the  existence  of 
two  committees. 

Your  committee  would  call  special  attention  to  the  action 
of  Synod,  of  Bethlehem,  requesting  the  Classes  to  send  in  their 
statistical  reports  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

Arrangements  i^ve  been  made,  in  connection  with  the 
pastor  loci,  for  an  evening  service  in  the  interest  of  Sunday- 
schools,  which  will  be  reported  to  the  Synod  by  the  Committee 
on  Religious  Services. 

The  term  of  service  of  Elder  C.  C.  Leader  as  a  member  of 
your  committee  has  expired,  and  the  vacancy,  therefore,  should 
be  filled.

Report  of  the  Standing  Oommlttee  on  Snndny-vol&oals, 

The  report  on  Sunday-schools  was  presented  on  Tuesday 
during  the  morning  session,  and  it  reads  as  follows: 
To  the  Eastern  Syttpd:  • 

Your  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  would  respectfully 
offer  the  following  report: 

There  were  referred  to  us  a  communication  from  the  Sun- 
day-school Board  of  General  Synod  and  the  report  of  the  Sun- 
day-school Board  of  this  Synod. 

From  these  we  learned  with  pleasure,  that  the  Sunday- 
school  work  of  the  Church  has  enjoyed  a  measure  of  prosperity 
which  becomes  at  once  a  source  of  encouragement  and  of 
praise  to  God  for  His  blessings  upon  this  department  of 
the  Church.  A  gain,  in  this  Synod,  of  13  schools,  2,036  offi- 
cers and  teachers,  and  of  5,343  schplars,  is  worthy  of  mention, 
and  this  is  but  a  part  of  the  18,224  additions  to  the  rolls  of  the 
entire  Church  during  last  year,  speaks  well  for  all  who  inter- 
ested themselves  in  producing  this  magnificent  result.  We  no- 
tice that  General  Synod's  Sunday-school  Board  has  sustained 
missionaries  at  Easton,  Williamsport,  Pa,,  and  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  and  has  rendered  substantial  aid  to  27  Sunday-schools 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  periodicals  published  by  the 
Board  is  ten,  and  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  this  department  of 
the  Board's  work  is  greatly  enlarged.  Your  committee  also 
notes  the  changes  in  the  editorial  staff  of  the  Board  made,  no 
doubt,  to  meet  the  growing  demamis  of  the  Church  in  this  par- 
ticular, and  in  this  connection  we  give  expression  to  and  place 
on  record  Synod's  hearty  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
former  editors,  the  Revs.  J.  E.  Heister,  D.D.,  and  D.  W.  Eb- 
bert. 

We  also  recognize  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  student 
band  is  appreciated  by  the  Board  and  by  pastors  and  Sunday- 
school  superintendents.  Taking  a  look  into  the  future,  we 
learn  that  important  additions  to  the  various  Sunday-school 
periodicals  are  contemplated,  all  involving  considerable  addi- 
tional outlay  of  money,  yet  to  be  furnished  by  the  Board  with- 
out extra  cost. 

With  these  evidences  of  prosperity  and  substantial  gain 
during  the  past  year,  Synod  may  well  appreciate  th«  zeal  and 
energy  of  the  Board,  and  accepting  this  as  a  basis  together  with 
the  improvements  cotvtemplated  for  the  future,  look  hopefully 
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forward  to  even  better  and  higher  results  in  this  department  of 
the  Church's  work  for  the  greater  glory  of  God. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  respectfully  offer 
thfe  following  for  your  further  consideration, 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  gratefully  appreciates  the 
results  of  thoroughly  organized  Sunday-school  work,  as  con- 
ducted by  the  General  Synod's  Sunday-school  Board. 

2.  Resolved,  That  pastors  and  consistories  be  requested  to 
exercise  careful  oversight  over  the  Sunday-school  records,  and 
present  complete  statistical  reports  to  the  Qasses. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Secretary  of  General  Syn- 
od's Board  be  requested  to  furnish  the  Supday-school  statistics 
of  this  Synod  to  the  President  of  our  Sunday-school  Board  20 
or  30  days  before  the  annual  meeting,  for  tabulation  and  proper 
presentation. 

4.  Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  work  already  done,  we 
request  a  continuance  of  the  work  of  the  student  band,  as  con- 
tracted last  year. 

5.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  many  calls  for  assistance 
to  needy  schools  and  for  the  organizing  and  equipping  of  new 
mission  schools,  we  make  request  that  all  our  Sunday-schools 
bring  an  offering  on  Children's  Day  for  Sunday-school  mis- 
sion work  of  the  Board. 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  Gen- 
eral Synod's  Sunday-school  Board  should  hold  itself  strictly 
to  its  privileges  of  aiding  and  assisting  needy  schools  in  va- 
rious ways  and  of  organizing  new  Sunday-schools  in  co-oper- 
ation with  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

7.  Resolved,  That  our  Sunday-schools  be  urged  to  pa- 
tronize the  Board  in  the  purchase  of  Sunday-school  periodi- 
cals and  literature  and  also  adopt  the  educational  feature  of 
the  Board's  work  for  Teacher  Training,  Home  Department, 
Benevolence,  etc. 

8.  Resolved,  That  while  we  give  hearty  response  to  the 
request  of  the  Board  for  offerings  and  patronage,  we  in  turn 
challenge  the  fullest  confidence  of  the  Board  and  would  here- 
with request  that  a  statement  of  their  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures be  communicated  to  this  Synod  annually.

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The  report  was  considered  by  taking  up  the  several  items 
separately.  The  first,  second  and  third  resolutions  were 
adopted.  The  fourth  resolution  in  the  report  was  rejected. 
After  the  adoption  of  the  remaining  resolutions,  the  report 
was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Elder  C.  C.  Leader  was  re-elected  as  a  member  of  the 
Sunday-school  Board  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

The  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  Eastern  Synod,  as  now 
constituted,  consists  of  the  following  p>ersons,  to  wit:

Tlic  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  that,  he  had  3,800 
copies  of  the  "Acts  and  Proceedings"  of  the  One  Hundred 
and  Fiftieth  Annual  Sessions  of  the  Synod  printed  and  bound, 
in  pamphlet  form,  as  instructed,  and  distributed  them  accord- 
in'g  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Synod  in  the  case. 

The  work  was  executed  by  the  Reformed  Church  Pub- 
lication Board  at  the  cost  of  $250.  The  bill  was  promptly  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  Synod.  The  work  was  highly  satisfactory 
and  the  minutes  were  speedily  distributed  after  they  were  is- 
sued from  the  j)ress  in  the  month  of  January.

Annual  Report  of  the  Pnblioation  Board   of  the   Reforated 

Ohnroh  in  the  United  States. 

To  the  Eastern,  Potofnac  and  Pittsburgh  Symods: 

Brethrei^*    T\\e  pmod  ctmbraced  in  this  report  covers 
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the  initial  year  of  your  Board  in  its  management  of  the  publi- 
cation interests  for  your  sole  account  and  benefit.  Starting 
without  debt  and  unembarassed  with  accumulations  of  old 
stock  and  doubtful  assets,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  year's  business  finds  the  house  in  this  same  enviable 
condition. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  the  Board  ceded  to  the  Sun- 
day-school Board  the  right  to  publish  all  literature  pertaining 
to  the  Sunday-schools,  the  consideration  being  an  annual 
royalty  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  besides  the  payment 
of  one-half  the  salary  of  the  business  manager,  one-half  the 
rent  and  other  expenses  jointly  incurred.  These  amount  an- 
nually to  about  two  thousand  dollars  for  each  party.  During 
the  past  year  another  contract  was  made  with  the  Sunday- 
school  Board,  whereby  your  Board  transferred  to  it  the  right  to 
publish  and  sell  Sunday-school  hymn-books,  supplies  and  liter- 
ature not  included  in  the  first  contract,  reserving,  however,  to 
your  Board,  the  Catechisips.  In  consideration  of  this  later  grant, 
you  are  to  receive  the  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  five  years.  The  amount  thus  accruing  annually  from 
both  contracts  is  one  thousand  dollars  for  five  years  and  there* 
after,  continuously,  the  annual  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  But  as  these  contracts  were  not  closed  until  some 
months  after  the  beginning  of  our  fiscal  year,  the  payments 
that  fell  due  up  to  June  30,  1897,  amounted  to  three  hundred 
and  seventy-five  dollars,  which  were  promptly  paid  and  are 
included  in  the  item  of  cash  receipts.  It  is  proposed  in  the  fu- 
ture to  have  the  royalties  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  by  him  re- 
mitted to  the  business  manager,  should  the  business  require 
them.

In  making  this  exhibit  this  Board  kept  in  mind  the  prob- 
able depreciation  on  the  merchandise  as  well  as  the  possibility 
of  loss  on  the  outstanding  book  accounts,  and  made  corre- 
sponding allowances  for  these.  It  also  excluded  from  the  as- 
sets, the  one  thousand  dollars  paid  Mrs.  Fisher  for  the  almanac 
and  the  cost  of  all  fixtures,  furniture  and  plates.  It  is  believed, 
therefore,  that  the  assets  are  reported  at  a  minimum  cash  val- 
uation. In  judging  the  year's  results,  it  would  be  well  to  bear 
in  mind  that  the  Messenger  has  been  regularly  furnished  to 
those  subscribers  who  had  paid  their  subscriptions  to  the 
Fisher  estate.  These  amounted  during  the  year  to  $3,541.06 
for  the  Messenger,  and  $102.25  for  the  Rcinciv,  These  and 
other  claims  against  said  estate  are  still  pending  in  the  Or- 
phans* Court,  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  is  believed  will  receive 
final  determination  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  two  periodicals  published  by  your  Board,  we  may 
say  that  the  Reznew  is  at  present  self-supporting.  It  does  not, 
however,  more  than  pay  its  own  expenses.  There  is  need  of  a 
larger  subscription-list  in  order  to  allow  the  editor  to  make 
further  improvements.  It  will  be  seen  from  this,  that  the  effort 
to  increase  the  number  of  subscribers  has  been  partially  suc- 
cessful. We  feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  Review  is  excel- 
lent, and  should  have  a  larger  circle  of  readers  throughout  the 
Church.  As  new  interest  is  felt,  at  present  in  the  series  now 
edited  by  Prof.  William  Rupp,  D.D.,  we  hope  that  the  S)mod 
will  heartily  recommend  this  periodical  to  our  pastors  and  peo- 
ple, and  urge  them  to  subscribe  for  it. 
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The  Messenger  has  been  issued  regularly  throughout  the 
year.  It  has  not  only  been  up  to  its  usual  stfindard,  but  has 
shown  general  improvements  in  its  several  departments.  Few 
changes  have  been  made  during  the  year,  inasmuch  as  it  was 
necessary  to  conduct  the  paper  as  economically  as  possible,  in 
order  to  have  our  balance  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger.  Not- 
withstanding' the  fact,  that  during  the  year  there  were  quite 
a  number  of  very  serious  obstacles  in  our  way,  still  the  Mes- 
senger has  more  than  paid  its  own  expenses. 

Whilst  we  have  been  anxious  to  increase  the  number  Of 
subscribers  to  the  Messenger,  we  frankly  state  that  up  to  the 
present  time,  this  has  not  been  done.  But,  on  the  other  hand, 
report  that  the  subscription-list  is  shorter  than  last  year.  The 
list,  as  it  came  into  our  hands  a  year  ago,  was  a  padded  one. 
A  large  number  of  subscribers  paid  but  $i.oo  a  year,  and  when 
one  rate  for  all  subscribers  was  fixed,  many  of  these  dropped 
out.  Many  more  had  not  paid  their  subscriptions  for  years. 
The  attorney  for  the  Fisher  estate  very  properly  set  about 
making  collections.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  your  Board 
did  the  same.  Through  this  process,  the  list  was  further  pruned. 
The  Board  intends  to  continue  this  yearly  collection,  and  feels 
justified  in  doing  so.  Our  present  list,  though  smaller,  is  on  a 
cash  valuation,  worth  as  much,  or  even  more,  to  the  Church 
than  a  year  ago. 

During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  increase  the  number 
of  readers  of  the  Messenger,  To  do  this,  we  need  the  co- 
operation of  the  pastors  and  elders  of  the  Church.  We  are 
mindful  of  the  obstacles  yet  in  our  way;. the  plea  of  hard  times, 
other  cheaper  publications,  the  fact  that  any  Church  pap>er  is 
received  with  indifference  by  a  large  number,  even  of  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Church,  and  that  people  must  learn  to  appreciate 
a  Church  paper.  Their  interest  increases,  with  their  interest 
in  the  Church  and  the  development  of  their  religious  life. 
Bearing  this  in  mind,  we  again  ask  the  co-operation  of  the 
pastors,  not  for  a  season  only,  but  year  in  and  year  out.  We 
bespeak  the  same  interest  and  consideration  of  our  work,  as  is 
given  to  Missions  and  Education.

In  con- 
sidering these,  it  is  but  just  that  due  credit  be  accorded  those 
in  the  employ  of  the  Board,  who  were  suddenly  and  without 
previous  knowledge  ol  \^^  ^.ftivcs,  c^W^d  u!?on  to  take  up  the 
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work  and  prosecute  it  without  interruption  in  all  the  issues  of 
the  publications,  and  with  as  littk  annoyance  to  its  patrons  as 
the  disorganized  cond  tion  of  its  affairs  would  permit. 

The  Board  and  its  assistants  disclaim  all  responsibility  for 
any  errors  committed,  or  the  methods  pursued  in  presenting 
and  collecting  claims  due  the  Fisher  estate  by  collectors  in 
charge  of  those  accounts;  but  we  submit  that  every  one  in- 
■  debted  to  that  estate  should  understand  after  the  report  of  last 
year,  that  all  accounts  due  the  Fisher  estate  prior  to  July  i, 
1896,  are  the  sole  property  of  that  estate,  and  that  it  is  their 
duty  to  make  a  prompt  settlement  to  the  estate;  that  this  Board 
has  no  responsibility  whatever,  as  to  them,  or  the  measures 
used  by  the  estate  to  enforce  collection,  and  that  the  patrons  of 
the  Board  have  only  to  account  to  it  for  subscriptions  and  pur- 
chases accruing  since  July  i,  1896. 

When  your  Board  assumed  control  it  extended  to  the 
estate  the  courtesy  of  the  columns  of  the  Messenger  and  the 
use  of  its  office  force  in  directing  attention  to  the  obligations 
resting  upon  those  indebted  to  said  estate,  but  it  neither  as- 
sumed the  collections  nor  the  responsibility  for  any  communi- 
cations except  those  signed  by  the  manager.

The  Report  on  Publication  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication was  presented  to  Synod  on  Monday  during  the  morn- 
ing session.    It  reads  as  follows,  to  wit: 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  as  their 
report: 

Two  papers  were  placed  into  our  hands,  namely:  The  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Publication,  and  a  notification  of  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Pannebecker^ 
as  Synodical  editor  of  the  Reformed  Qrarch  "lA.e.sseti^^tr 
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From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  your  com- 
mittee learns: 

1.  That  the  Board  used  of  the  Surplus  Fund  $4,200.00* 
and  that  notwithstanding  its  business  during  this,  its  first  year 
under  the  new  arrangement,  was  small,  yet  its  net  prc^ts 
amount  to  $1,568.61,  thus  leaving  an  indebtedness  due  the 
Surplus  Fund  of  $2,631.39. 

2.  That  the  Board  has  transferred  the  Sunday-school* 
Innm-books,  the  Sunday-school  supplies  and  the  Sunday- 
school  literature  to  the  Sunday-school  Board,  thus  leaving  to 
the  Publication  Board  the  ownership  of  **The  Order  of  Wor- 
ship," the  Catechism,  the  "Messenger/*  the  **Review"  and  the 
Almanac. 

3.  That  while  the  subscription  list  of  the  "Messenger" 
was  small,  it  has,  on  account  of  the  pruning  process  of  the 
Board  in  its  efforts  to  bring  its  publication  to  a  cash  basis, 
decreased  somewhat  during  the  year. 

4.  That  the  subscription  list  of  the  "Review"  has  been 
so  increased  that  this  periodical  is  now  self-supporting. 

Your  committee  takes  pleasure  in  noting  the  improve- 
ment of  the  "Messenger"  in  character  and  tone,  as  well  as  in 
the  addition  of  the  editorial  department  to  the  "Review,"  and 
ventures  to  offer  the  following  resolutions  for  your  approval: 

Resolved,  /,  That  this  Synod  contirm  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Publication,  transferring  the  Sunday-school  hymn- 
books,  Sunday-school  supplies  and  Sunday-school  literature 
belonging  to  it,  to  the  Sunday-school  Board. 

Resolved,  2,  That  the  Synod  earnestly  commends  the  Re- 
formed Church  ''Messenger"  to  the  Church,  and  that  the  Pub- 
lication Board  be  requested  to  make  strenuous  efforts  during 
the  current  Synodical  year  to  increase  its  subscription  list; 
and  that  the  Classes  be  requested  to  take  such  action  as  will 
make  it  the  duty  of  all  pastors  and  consistories  to  give  their 
hearty  co-operation  to  this  important  work. 

Rcsolvedy  ?,  That  this  Svnod  heartily  commends  the  Re- 
formed  Church  "Review"  to  all  our  ministers  and  literary  lay- 
men, and  ur^es  them  to  assist  the  editor  in  his  praiseworthy 
endeavors  to  maintain  its  high  standing  and  increase  its  use- 
fulness, both  by  writing  for  its  pages  and  making  earnest  ef- 
forts to  increase  its  circulation. 

With  reierervce  to  l\\^  ^y^v^TaUon  of  the  term  of  office  of

The  followring  report  from  the  Board  of  Bethany  Or- 
phans' Home  was  presented  to  Synod  through  the  Standing 

Committee  on  Overtures,  read  and  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Orphans'  Home.    It  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Report  of  Betkany  Orpluuui'  Home. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren: — We  herewith  present 
to  your  reverend  body  a  printed  copy  of  the  last  Annual  Re- 
port of  Bethany  Orphans'  Home,  to  which  your  attention 
is  kindly  invited.  As  this  report  was  closed  on  July  8th,  1897, 
we  beg  leave  to  add  a  few  additional  facts. 

We  have  at  this  date,  Oct.  19,  1897,  128  children  in  the 
Home,  ranging  in  age  from  one  to  eighteen  years.  Six  more 
have  recently  been  admitted  whom  we  expect  to  enter  the 
Home  before  long.  All  these  children  are  dependent  upon 
the  Church  for  support.  Children  who  have  inherited  means- 
or  who  have  friends  who  are  able  to  provide  for  them  are 
not  admitted  if  the  Board  of  Managers  knows  the  facts;  The 
reason  for  this  is  because  our  room  is  limifed  and  because  it 
is  the  aim  of  Bethany  Home  to  extend  aid  to  those  children 
who  are  in  the  greatest  need.  Our  children,  as  a  rule,  en- 
joyed good  health  during  the  year.  One  boy  died  after  having 
been  with  us  a  little  less  than  one  month. 

At  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
Treasurer's  Report,  we  had  a  debt  of  $523.63  on  current  ex- 
penses. That  was  over  three  months  ago.  At  the  present 
time,  notwithstanding  the  receipts  at  the  time  of  the  anni- 
versary, we  have  a  debt  of  between  $1,500  and  $2,000.  This  is 
so  because  at  this  season  of  the  year  we  receive  scarcely  any 
money  contributions,  and  because  of  expenses  incurred  in 
making  provision  for  winter.  We  hope  and  pray  that  the  con- 
tributions at  the  coming  Christmas  season  may  be  fully  as 
liberal  as  those  of  last  year. 

Grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  kind  and  watch- 
ful care  over  this  large  family  during  the  past  year,  and  thank- 
ful to  you  and  all  the  friends  of  the  Home  for  helpful  sym- 
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pathy,  prayers  and  gifts,  and  trusting  in  God  and  His  people 

for  continued  support  in  this  work,  we  are,  in  behalf  of  the

phans' Home,  to  whom  the  foregoing  report  was  submitted, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted.

Your  committee  on  Bethany  Orphan  Home  begs  leave 
to  offer  the  following  report: 

The  annual  report  of  the  President  and  Superintendent 
reveals  a  very  gratifying  condition  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home.. 
There  are  now  128  children  in  the  Home  and  six  others  have 
been  admitted  that  have  not  yet  arrived. 

During  the  year  this  institution  has  enjoyed  the  con- 
tinued favor  of  a  gracious  Heavenly  Father,  and  the  hearty 
support  erf  an  appreciative  Church.  The  annual  report  shows, 
that  during  the  year  legacies  have  been  received  to  the  amount 
of  $1,760.00.  We  rejoice  also  to  learn  that  in  January,  1897^ 
the  Frick  Memorial  Cottage  was  opened  for  the  reception  of 
children  under  six  years  of  age.  This  substantial  stone  build* 
ing,  erected  at  a  cost  of  six  thousand  dollars,  was  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  H.  M.  Housekeeper,  of  Philadelphia.  The  Church  at 
large  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  judicious  management  and 
prosperous  condition  of  this  Home.

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  thankfully  acknowledges  the 
many  blessings  of  God  upon  this  Home  for  the  orphan. 

Resolved,  That  this  institution  is  hereby  heartily  com- 
mended to  the  confidence  and  continued  support  of  the 
Church,  and  that  all  Sunday-schools  especially  are  asked  to  re- 
member the  orphans  at  the  coming  Christmas  season  with 
liberal  offerings  for  this  Home.

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Ministers,  etc.,  presented  on^  Tuesday,  during  the  morning 
session  the  following  report  for  further  consideration: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows  of  our 
Church,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following: 

Judging  from  the  documents  referred  to  us,  we,  with 
pleasure  and  thankfulness  to  God's  Providence,  recognize  the 
fact  that  this  charitable  organization  is  steadily  growing  in  the 
estimation  of  our  membership;  that  its  financial  resources  are 
increasing,  though  slowly,  from  year  to  year,  and  in  conse- 
quence the  benefits  which  it  bestows  on  disabled  ministers  and 
•dependent  widows  are  becoming  greater  and  more  extensive. 
The  invested  funds  at  present  amount  to  $37,650,  and  there  is 
in  the  treasury,  besides  a  balance  sufficient  to  pay  the  sums 
that  have  been  voted  to  forty  annuitants,  making  a  total  of

We  propose  the  following  action:

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  item  10  in  "Re- 
port on  Overtures,*'  consisting  of  the  report  of  the  President  of 
Cajvin  College,  together  with  the  printed  report  of  its  Treas- 
urer, respectfully  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

From  the  leport  we  learn,  adopting  its  own  language, 
that  the  work  of  German-English  education  has  been  carried 
on  during  the  year  and  that  this  school  is  endeavoring  to  con- 
tribute its  share  toward  the  winning  of  our  German  Church 
into  full  fellowship  with  the  American  Church.  In  the 
metropoles  of  our  country'  especially,  where  large  German 
churches  have  been  planted  and  where  but  very  isolated  at- 
tempts have  so  far  been  made  to  introduce  English  services, 
Calvin  College  finds  a  wide  field  of  usefulness,  supplying  them 
with  pastors  willing  to  introduce  the  English  in  their  Sunday- 
schools  and  their  evening  services,  when  desired  or  needed. 

The  report  further  indicates  that  the  number  of  students 
in  the  College  is  encouraging,  that  its  finances  ^re  \tv  ^V^^^JCcv^i 
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condition,  and  it  states  that  the  management  of  the  College 
feels  itself  deeply  indebted  to  this  reverend  body  for  the  aid 
redered  that  it  holds  itself  in  readiness  to  receive  any  instruc- 
tions or  suggestions  that  Synod  may  have  for  it,  and  that  the 
last  Sunday  in  October  has  been  designated  by  Erie  Classis  as 
"Calvin  College  Day,"  bespeaking  our  kind  remembrance  and 
prayers  on  that  day. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  recommends  for 
adoption  the  following  resolutions :

Dkar  Brethren:  In  response  to  your  favorable  action, 
taken  a  year  ago,  with  reference  to  permitting  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Wichita  University,  in  so  far  as  your  Synod  was 
interested,  in  paying  to  the  guarantors,  B.  Bausman,  et  al.,  the 
remaining  Endowment  Fund  in  the  hands  of  said  institution, 
would  respectfully  report: 

I  St.  That  both  the  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Synods  like- 
wise took  favorable  action,  as  did  your  Synod,  looking  for- 
ward to  cancelling  the  debt  resting  upon  said  institution.

the  transfer  with  the  Reading  Trust  Company.  This  will,  no 
doubt,  be  completed  shortly.

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The  report  was  submitted  to  the  Auditing  Committee, 
who  found  it  correct. 

Various  sums  of  money  have  been  raised  by  the  Women's 
Classical  societies,  which  were  not  forwarded  to  our  Synodical 
Treasurer,  therefore  they  do  not  receive  credit  in  this  report. 

The  total  membership  has  increased  during  the  past  year. 

Although  we  failed  to  meet  our  pledge  of  last  year  by  sev- 
eral hundred  dollars,  the  society  Resolved,  That  we  assume 
$2,000  for  the  support  of. the  Girls'  School  at  Sendai,  Japan, 
and  $1,500  for  Home  Missions;  and  that  we  endeavor  to  raise 
the  deficit  of  the  past  year  in  addition. 

A  communication  from  Miss  Anna  Kieffer,  Chairman  of 
'^Mission  Band  Helper,"  was  read,  and  $25  was  pledged  by  the 
various  Classical  societies  towards  its  support. 

Mrs.  D.  W.  Gerhard,  Chairman  of  "The  Woman's  Jour- 
nal" Committee,  stated  the  financial  condition  of  the  "Journal," 
and  that  the  subscription  list  must  number  at  least  2,000  to 
make  it  self-supporting.  We  consented  to  labor  diligently  to 
increase  its  circulation. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  submitted  the  following 
report  to  the  Society,  which  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  We  acknowledge  the  gliding  hand  of  God  in 
our  labors  during  the  past  year,  and  humbly  beseech  His  gra- 
cious presence  to  abide  with  us  in  all  our  future  work;  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That,  with  God  at  hand  to  bless,  all  things  are 
possible,  and  that,  in  the  strength  of  this  assurance,  we  will  go 
forward  with  renewed  vigor  in  the  work  of  the  Master,  and  aid 
in  spreading  the  Gospel  in  this  country  and  Japan. 

Resolved,  That  the  Presidents  of  the  Qassical  and  local 
societies  be  advised,  in  sending  remittances  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Synodical  society,  not  to  designate  any  special  object  for 
their  contributions,  but  to  allow  the  same  to  go  into  the  general 
fund  as  specified  by  the  Synodical  society. 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  W.  M.  S.  of  Eastern  Synod 
has  pledged  itself  to  raise  the  sum  of  $3,500,  the  Classical  so- 
cieties be  earnestly  requested  to  make  the  payment  of  their 
various  pledges  the  first  object  of  consideration. 
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Resolved,  That  as  far  as  practicable,  it  be  urged  that  a 
Woman's  Missionary  Society,  or  a  Mission  Band,  be  organized 
in  every  congregation. 

Resolved,  That  missionary  literature  be  disseminated 
throughout  the  Church,  and,  especially,  that  the  circulation  of 
"The  Woman's  Journal"  and  "Mission  Band  Helper"  be  large- 
ly increased. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synodical  society  be  ten- 
dered to  the  ladies  of  Lancaster  for  their  kind  hospitality;  also, 
to  the  First  Reformed  church  and  the  Theological  Seminary 
for  the  use  of  their  buildings,  and  to  all  others  who  gave  their 
help  in  making  this  annual  meeting  a  success. 

Resolved,  That  we  sincerely  hope  this  commingling  of  busi- 
ness and  Christian  fellowship  may  be  for  our  good  and  the 
glory  of  God. 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  God  in  His  all-wise  providence 
to  remove  from  us  Mrs.  Carrie  H.  Stein  and  Mrs.  S.  J.  Houtz, 
both  very  faithful  members  and  efficient  officers  of  our  Society;

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS. 

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. 

Of  the  NamCy  Object  and  Membership. 

Section  1.  The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Board  is, ''  Board 
of  Education  of  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Ohuroh  in 
the  United  States."* 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  Board  of  Education  is  ''  to  obtain 
funds  by  gift,  bequest,  collections  and  otherwise  for  the  educa- 
tion of  young  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  in  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States."* 

Sec  3.  The  members  in  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  elected  from  and  by  the  East- 
ern Synod,  constitute  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Synod  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  pertaining  to  the  cause 
of  Beneficiary  Education.f 

Article  II. 
0/  the  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

Sec  2.  The  election  of  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
annually  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  May. 

Sec  3.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  may  be 
persons  not  elected  by  the  Synod  as  members  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Article  III. 

0/  the  Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  I.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  ;  shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  special  meetings  of

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the  Board  or  of  the  Executive  Committee,  when  such  meetings 
become  necessary  or  advisable ;  and  shall  see  that  the  acts  ot 
the  Board  are  duly  executed. 

Sio.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  careful  and  accurate  rec- 
ord of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  the  Record  Book  provided  by  the  Board ;  shall  notify 
all  applicants  for  aid  of  the  action  taken  on  their  applications,, 
and  all  beneficiaries  of  the  appropriation  voted  annually  to  them^ 
shall  officially  inform  the  Treasurer,  as  his  warrant  for  all  pay- 
ments to  beneficiaries,  of  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  voted 
to  each  beneficiary,  and  the  date  when  the  appropriation  begins,, 
and  fh>m  what  fund  to  be  paid ;  shall  keep,  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed, an  accurate  list  of  all  beneficiaries  enrolled,  and  of  all 
notes  given  by  the  beneficiaries,  and  of  all,  payments  on  said 
notes ;  shall  annually  take  the  note  of  each  beneficiary  for  the 
moneys  paid  him  as  per  the  Treasurer's  vouchers,  and,  at  the 
end  of  the  beneficiary's  course  of  study,  shall  take  his  note  for  the 
sum  total  of  the  moneys  paid  him,  and  surrender  to  the  beneficary 
the  several  notes  included  now  in  this  new  note  for  the  sum  total 
of  payments  to  him ;  shall  place  these  notes  in  the  custody  of  the 
Treasurer ;  shall  collect,  as  far  as  he  can,  all  notes  having  a  time 
limit  at  maturity,  and  as  far  as  he  can  the  notes  of  beneficiaries 
which  have  no  time  limit,  and  pay  the  amounts  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  credit  the  maker  of  the  note  for  all  payments  on  the  back 
of  the  note,  and  in  the  List  of  Notes,  and  when  the  payment  is  in 
fdll,  surrender  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Treasurer,  the  note  to* 
the  maker ;  shall  report  these  collections,  or  failure  to  collect, 
with  sufficient  information  for  an  understanding  of  each  case,  to 
the  Board  at  its  annual  meeting ;  when  notes  have  been  can* 
celled  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  shall  jointly  with  the  Treas- 
urer  certify  the  fact  and  date  of  same  on  the  back  of  the  note 
and  return  said  note  to  the  maker  or  his  heirs,  and  in  case  the 
maker  be  deceased  and  have  no  heirs,  then  shall  destroy  it;  and 
shall  annually  send  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Board  to* 
the  Eastern  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  fimds,  securi- 
ties and  notes  of  the  Board ;  shall  disburse  the  fimds  as  author* 
ized  and  instructed ;  shall  invest  in  as  safe  and  remunerative 
securities  as  can  be  the  permanent  funds,  advising,  when  prac- 
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ticable,  with  the  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee  in  relation 
to  making  the  investment ;  shall  have  custody  of  the  notes  given 
by  the  beneficiaries,  and,  when  a  partial  payment  is  made,  see 
that  the  proper  credit  is  entered  on  the  back  of  the  note,  and 
when  a  note  has  been  paid  in  full  give  it  to  the  Secretary  to 
surrender  it  to  the  maker ;  when  a  note  is  cancelled  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  shall  jointly  with  the  Secretary  certify  the 
fact  on  the  note ;  shall,  when  officially  informed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  name  of  the  beneficiary  and  the  amount  of  aid  voted 
him,  as  his  warrant  for  such  payment,  pay  the  appropriation  as 
far  as  practicable  in  quarterly  payments,  taking  the  beneficiary's 
receipt  therefor  in  the  form  provided  by  the  Board ;  shall  keep 
an  account  with  each  beneficiary,  the  one  side  showing  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  and  the  other  the  payments  on  the 
same ;  shall  keep  an  account  with  special  funds  showing  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  same;  shall  keep  a  personal  ac- 
count with  the  Board,  showing  all  receipts  and  expenditures ; 
and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  and  submit  the  same  with  his  account  book,  vouch- 
-ers  and  securities  for  examination  by  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Article  IV.  * 

Of  the   Executive  Committee. 

Section  1.  Tlie  President  and  two  other  members  elected 
annually  by  the  Board,  with  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  as 
advisory  members,  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee,  of 
which  the  President  sliall  be  ex-officio  chairman,  to  take  action 
on  any  business  requiring  consideration  in  the  interval  between 
the  annual  meetings ;  provided^  that  the  President  may  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  busi- 
ness is  of  such  importance  as  to  require  the  action  of  the  full 
Board ;  and  it  shall  be  a  further  duty  of  said  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  receive  and  consider  all  applications  for  aid,  to  examine 
the  applicants  as  to  their  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  quail, 
fications  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  their  motives,  Church  and 
Classical  relations,  scholarship,  etc.,  and  report  the  result  of 
their  examination  to  the  Board,  with  any  recommendations  they 
may  desire  to  make. 

Sec.  2.     A  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Com. 


mittee  fthall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  in  the  Beoord  Book  of  liie 
Boftrd. 

Bm.  8.  A  meeting  of  the  Exeoative  Committee  bIuUI  bo 
called  whAieyer  advisable. 

Artiolb  V. 

Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

SxcrnoN  1.  The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  shall  appoint  an 
Auditing  Committee  consisting  of  two  members,  whose  daty 
shall  be  lo  examine  the  Treasurer's  Annual  Report,  and  the 
securities,  and  compare  the  same  with  his  Touchers  and  account 
book,  and  certify  as  to  their  correctness.

Article  VI. 
Of  the  Meetings  of  the  Board. 

SscnoN  1.  The  Board  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  in  the 
week  of  the  Commencement  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Sxa  2.  The  President,  whenever  in  his  Judgment  necessary, 
may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  on  the  written  re- 
quest of  three  members  shall  call  such  a  meeting,  to  attend  to 
any  business  the  Executive  Committee  cannot  transact,  or 
which  is  of  such  importance  that  it  should  be  considered  and 
acted  on  by  the  full  Board. 

Article  VII. 
Of  the  Object  and  of  the  Funds  of  the  Board. 

Section  1.  The  object  of  the  Board  being  '^  to  obtain  ftinds 
by  gift,  bequest,  collections  and  otherwise,  for  the  education  of 
young  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,"  the  Board  in  the  further- 
ance of  its  object,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  issue  such  publica- 
tions as  will  inform  ministers  and  members  of  our  churches  of 
this  object,  of  the  necessity  of  this  form  of  aiding  worthy  young 
men,  and  enable  them  to  understand  the  aim  and  methods  of 
working  of  the  Board,  to  the  end  that  gifts,  bequests  and  col- 
lections may  be  secured  for  the  promotion  of  this  object. 

SEa  2.  The  permanent  funds  of  the  Board  now  in  hand,  with 
such  gifts  and  bequests,  and  repayments  bj-  beneficiaries,  as  shall 
hereafter  be  added  to  these  funds,  shall  be  as  carefully  and  safely 
invested  as  can  be,  and  the  income  duly  applied. 


Seo.  3.  In  the  case  of  beqaests,  when  the  will  of  the  donor  re- 
quires compliance  with  certain  named  provisions,  a  special 
account  with  the  income  of  such  bequests  shall  be  kept,  and  the 
money  appropriated  so  as  to  meet  the  terms  of  the  will. 

Seo.  4.  The  Board  shall  appropriate  its  annual  income  from 
gifts,  collections,  and  the  interest  on  invested  funds,  and  repay- 
ments by  beneficiaries,  after  meeting  its  current  expenses,  in  the 
form  of  loans  to  worthy  and  approved  students  for  the  ministry 
applying  for  aid,  and  these  loans  shall  be  of  two  kinds,  unless 
otherwise  required  by  the  terms  of  some  bequest :  1.  Loans 
having  a  time  limit,  and  non-interest  bearing,  unless  otherwise 
stipulated,  payable  on  maturity,  and  from  that  date  interest 
bearing  and  collectible  by  process  of  law  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board.  Said  loans  may  be  secured  by  any  acceptable  personal 
or  collateral  security.  2.  Loans  without  a  time  limit,  and  non- 
interest  bearing,  but  which  the  maker  of  the  notes  given  promises 
to  refund  as  ^soon  as  shall  be  in  his  power ;  which  notes,  how- 
ever, may  be  cancelled  after  the  maker  '*  has  been  ten  years  in 
the  faithful  service  of  the  Church,  in  case  he  apply  for  it,  and 
the  circumstances,' in  the  Judgment  of  the  Board,  shall  justify 
it."  * 

Seo.  5.  If  any  beneficiar}'^  fail  to  enter  the  ministry  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in^the  United  States,  or  shall  abandon  the 
ministry,  or  shall  connect  himself  with  any  other  denomination, 
**  he  shall  immediately  refund  aU  that  he  shall  have  received,  with 
inerest.^f 

Sec.  6.  A.t  least  one-half  the  amount  of  all  loans  refunded  by 
beneficiaries  shall  be  added  to  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Board 
and  be  invested,  until  the  income  of  the  Board  from  its  invested 
funds  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  upon  it 
by  the  needs  of  the  Church. 

Article  VIII. 

Of  Applicants  and  Beneficiaries, 

Section  1.  Young  men  asking  aid  from  the  Board  shall 
bring  a  recommendation  from  the  pastors  of  the  churches  to 
which  they  respectively  belong,  also  from  the   professors   in

charge  of  inistitutions  where  they  have  been  pursuing  their  stud- 
ies, present  the  written  statement  required  by  the  Board,  and 
be  willing  to  undergo  such  an  examination  as  the  Executive 
Committee  may  desire  to  make. 

Sec.  2.  When  received  by  the  Board  the  beneficiaries,  by  ac- 
cepting  the  aid  voted,  bind  themselves  to  comply  with  the  Rules 
of  the  Board,  two  copies  of  which  shall  be  given  by  the  Secre- 
tary to  the  beneficiary  with  the  notice  of  his  reception  and  the 
amount  of  the  loan  voted  to  him,  one  cop}*^  to  be  kept  by  him, 
the  other  to  be  signed  b}*^  him  and  returned  to  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  All  beneficiaries  receiving  aid  from  the  Board  must 
be  under  the  care  of  a  Classis  of  the  Reformed  Church,  must 
annually  report  to  the  Classis,  and  must  have  the  Stated  Clerk 
certify  to  the  Board  that  their  reports  have  been  received  and 
approved. 

Article  IX, 

Of  the  Belation  of  the  Board  to  the  Classes, 

Section  1.  All  Classes  of  the  Reformed  Church  shall  be 
Auxiliaries  to  the  Board ;  and  all  Classes  that  approve  of  the 
object  of  the  Board  and  its  aim  and  methods  of  working,  and 
will  pay  their  funds  for  beneficiary  education  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Board,  shall  be  privileged  to  designate  the  beneficiary  to 
receive  such  funds,  and  the  sum  for  each  beneficiary,  and  the 
Board  will  appropriate  said  funds  as  designated ;  but  in  every 
instance  the  funds  must  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board, 
and  be  paid  by  the  Board  to  the  beneficiary,  the  Board  also  tak- 
ing and  holding  the  note  of  the  beneficiary.* 

Sec.  2.  The  Classes  having  students  for  the  ministry'  under 
their  care  who  are  receiving  aid  from  or  through  the  Board,  are 
requested  to  certify  through  their  Stated  Clerks  to  the  Board, 
that  the  annual  reports  of  said  students  have  been  received  and 
approved. 

Article  X. 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. 
Of  the  Meetings  of  the   Board. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on 
Taesday  of  the  week  of  the  Commencement  of  the  Theologicfd 
Seminary,  at  7  o'clock  P.  M.,  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  Building. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  the 
President. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  the  following 
order  of  business  shall  be  observed  : 

1.  Calling  of  the  Board  to  order. 

2.  Opening  with  Prayer. 

3.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Board  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  Election  of  Officers. 

5.  Reading  of  Reports  :  1.  Of  the  Executive  Committee ;  2. 
Of  the  Secretary;  3  Of  the  Treasurer;  4.  Of  the  Auditing 
Committee ;  5.  Of  Select  Committees. 

6.  Unfinished  Business  of  Preceding  Meetings. 

7.  Consideration  of  the  Reports  in  the  order  above  named, 
or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

8.  Consideration  of  Applications  for  Aid,  and  Voting  of 
Appropriations. 

9.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

10.  Adjouiiiment,  Closing  with  Pra3'er. 

Article  II. 

Of  Applications  for  Aid,  and  the  Rules  of  the  Board  in  Relation 

to  Beneficiary  Aid, 

Section  1.  For  the  promotion  and  the  better  understanding 
of  the  object  and  aim  of  the  Board,  and  for  the  regulation  of  it8 
operations,  the  following  Rules  setting  forth  the  purpose  and 
the  methods  of  working  of  the  Board,  and  governing  the  relation

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of  the  Board  to  Applicants  and  Beneficiaries  and  the  Olasses, 
and  of  Applicants  and  Beneficiaries  to  the  Board,  are  hereby 
ordained  and  shall  be  printed  in  circular  form  for  distribation 
and  use,  as  follows : 


BOARD  OP  EDUCATION  OP  THE  EASTERN  SYNOD 

OP  THE  REPORHED  CHURCH. 

RuLss  IN  Relation  to  Aiding  Students  for  the  Ministbt. 

1.  It  is  the  object  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  aid  students 
for  the  Holy  Ministry,  by  making  them  non-interest  bearing 
hmnB^  thus  enabling  them  to  surmount  the  immediate  untoward 
diflSculties  in  their  way. 

3.  The  loans  are  of  two  kinds,  but  both  are  non4ntere6t 
bearing:  1.  A  loan  with  a  time-limit,  and  from  maturity 
becoming  interest  bearing  and  collectible;  3.  A  loan  without 
a  time-limit,  which  the  maker  of  the  note  given  promises  to 
reftind  as  soon  as  shall  be  in  his  power,  and  if  unable  to  refhnd 
it  within  ten  years,  and  if  he  then  requests  it,  the  note,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Board,  may  be  cancelled  and  surrendered. 
In  the  case  of  both  the  loans,  if  the  maker  of  the  note  given  fails 
to  enter  the  ministry  of  the  Reformed  Church,  or  if  he  abandons 
the  ministry,  or  if  he  connects  himself  with  another  denomina- 
tion, then  the  note  becomes  interest-bearing  from  date,  and  col- 
lectible by  process  of  law. 

3.  This  form  of  aid  will  commend  itself  as  the  very  best  way 
of  aiding  worthy  young  men.  It  helps  them  to  help  themselves, 
and  cultivates  the  spirit  of  manly  self-dependence  and  self-reliance, 
and  will  help  to  make  them  stronger  and  more  useful  men,  and 
fit  them  for  the  hardships  and  trials  of  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

4.  The  Board  aims  to  help  the  best  men  and  to  encourage 
them  to  full  and  thorough  preparation.  Preference  is  given  to 
those  who  have  had  a  full  academic  course  of  training,  or  at 
least  have  gone  to  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  in  college, 
and  are  worthy  on  account  of  Christian  character,  high  scholar- 
ship,  vigorous  health  and  natural  energy  and  force. 
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5.  Every  applicant  for  aid  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  a 
written  statement  over  his  signatare,  giving  the  following  par- 
ticulars : 

1.  His  full  name,  date  of  birth,  birth-place,  his  parents'  resi- 
dence and  the  names  of  his  parents. 

2.  The  time  and  place  of  his  confirmation,  the  name  of  the 
pastor  and  the  church ;  the  name  of  his  present  pastor  and 
church ;  whether  a  regular  communicant  and  regular  attendant 
at  the  church  services;  and  what  Christian  work  he  has  engaged  in 

3.  The  names  of  the  schools  he  has  attended,  and  for  what 
length  of  time. 

4.  That  he  is  in  good  health,  and  not  specially  liable  to  any 
disease ;  and  the  kind  of  employment  he  has  followed,  and  the 
degree  of  success  he  has  met  with. 

5.  How  long  and  why  he  has  felt  himself  called  to  the  Holy 
Ministry. 

6.  What  amount  he  expects  to  be  able  to  make  up  for  his 
support,  and  how ;  what  amount  of  aid,  which  shall  be  a  non- 
interest  bearing  loan,  he  desires  from  the  Board,  and  how  many 
years  he  will  continue  to  need  such  aid. 

7.  For  how  many  years  he  desires  bis  note  for  the  money 
loaned  him  to  run,  and  whether  be  purposes  to  refund  the 
money,  and  what  security,  personal  or  collateral,  or  both,  he  can 
give. 

8.  What  Theological  Seminary  he  will  attend. 

9.  The  name  of  the  Classis  under  whose  care  he  is,  and  how 
long  he  has  been  under  its  care  as  a  student  for  the  ministry. 

10.  With  this  statement  he  shall  submit  his  diploma,  or 
testimonials  of  his  professors,  as  evidence  as  to  his  scholarship, 
and  the  recommendation  of  his  pastor. 

6.  In  addition  to  this  written  statement  the  applicant  shall 
undergo  such  personal  examination  as  the  Executive  Committee 
may  desire  to  make. 

7.  Applicants  received  by  the  Board  shall  subscribe  to  these 
Rules  as  an  evidence  of  their  acceptance  of  the  provisions  re- 
lating to  them  and  the  pledge  of  their  observance  of  the  same. 

8.  All  students  for  the  ministry  aided  by  the  Board  must  be 
under  the  care  of  some  Classis  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and 
annually  report  to  the  Classis,  and  secure  and  send  to  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  the  Board  the  certificate  of  the  Stated  Clerk  that  said 
report  has  been  received  and  approved. 

9.  StodentB  aided  by  the  Board  will  receive  their  appropri* 
ation  as  fkr  as  practicable  in  quarterly  payments.  They  will 
receipt  to  the  Treasurer  for  each  payment,  and  at  the  end  of 
•each  year  will  give  their  notes  for  the  amount  received  within 
the  year ;  and,  at  the  end  of  their  course  of  study,  will  g^ve  a 
note  for  the  sum  total  received,  the  former  notes  given  being 
•cancelled  and  returned  to  them.  These  notes  will  all  state  the 
-conditions  of  the  obligation. 

10.  Students  who  are  aided  out  of  the  income  of  the  Rev. 
John  Henry  Smaltz  Memorial  Fund,  must  be  willing  ^'  to  spend 
the  first  three  years,  at  least,  of  their  ministry  in  preaching  the 
Gospel  of  the  Son  of  God,  to  the  destitute  in  our  own  land,  or 
in  foreign  lands."  * 

11.  Students  desiring  to  have  the  aid  given  to  them  con- 
tinued for  another  year,  will  report  to  the  Secretary  the  amount 
•desired  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  Hay. 

12.  Students  receiving  aid  ft'om  the  Board  are  not  permitted 
•during  their  course  of  study  to  form  matrimonial  relations, 
under  pain  of  a  discontinuance  of  the  appropriation  and  being 
required  to  refund  the  amount  already  received. 

13.  Ministers  who  were  aided  by  the  Board  during  their  time 
of  preparation,  and  are  now  pastors  of  churches,  should  not 
only  regard  it  a  moral  obligation  to  refund  the  loan,  but  in 
grateflil  remembrance  of  this  aid,  and  in  cordial  appreciation  of 
the  work  of  the  Board,  should,  as  they  can,  gather  offerings  for 
its  treasury  and  endeavor  to  secure  gifts  and  bequests  for  its 
endowment. 

14.  The  Board  of  Education  cordially  invites  the  co5peration 
of  the  Glasses  in  its  work.  The  Board  is  the  Board  of  the  Synod. 
Its  object  and  methods  are  those  adopted  by  the  Synod.  The 
principle  of  aiding  students  for  the  ministry  by  loans,  which 

•  they  will  repay,  is  commending  itself  more  and  more,  not  only 
to  ministers  and  members  of  the  Church,  but  also  to  the  students 
themselves.  If,  therefore,  the  Classes  will  become  auxiliary  to 
the  Board,  and  pay  their  funds  for  beneficiary  education  into  its

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treasury,  and  designate  the  students  to  whom  to  be  paid,  and* 
allow  the  Board  to  make  the  payments  to  the  student  and  take 
and  hold  and  collect  his  obligation  therefor,  the  Board  will 
gladly  accept  such  cooperation  as  furthering  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  purpose  of  the  Synod. 

15.  The  undersigned  accepts  the  provisions  of  the  above- 
Rules  so  far  as  they  apply  to  him  as  a  student  for  the  Holy 
Ministry,  and  hereby  pledges  his  compliance  with  the  same.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF   THE   BOARD   OF  EDUCATION. 

"  Beneficiary  Education,"  or  the  giving  of  aid  to  worthy 
young  men,  students  preparing  for  the  Holy  Ministry,  who  are 
not  able  to  provide  entirely  for  their  own  support,  from  fiinds 
contributed  by  the  churches,  is  contemporaneous  in  the  history 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Theological  Seminary  March  11,  1825.  Pre- 
vious to  this  date,  as  allowed  by  the  "  Synodal  Ordnung  "  of 
1805,  the  work  of  preparing  young  men  for  the  ministry  was 
done  by  individual  pastors.  With  the  establishment  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  and  the  presence  of 
young  men  needing  aid,  the  work  of  Beneficiary  Education,  as 
from  the  time  of  the  Reformation  of  the  sixteenth  century,  be- 
came a  necessity,  if  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  were  to  be  kept 
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ftill,  and  the  namber  increased  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing 
Church  and  community. 

The  Synod  endeavored  at  first  to  meet  the  conditions  by  ask- 
ing the  offerings  of  the  churches  for  this  cause,  and  through 
what  was  known  as  "  The  Education  Society."  In  1829  Rev. 
JOr.  Lewis  Mayer,  Professor  in  charge  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary, in  his  report,  called  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the 
necessity  of  aiding  worthy  young  men,  and  recommended  that 
the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  "  be  author- 
ized to  act  instead  of  an  education  society,  to  take  measures  for 
the  procuring  of  funds,  and  to  receive  and  appropriate  all  con- 
tributions for  this  object."  This  recommendation  was  adopted 
by  the  Synod.  In  1834  the  Board  submitted  to  the  Synod 
"  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  our  Education 
concerns."  These  Rules  were  referred  to  a  Committee  consist- 
ing of  Revs.  Lewis  Ma^^er,  D.  D.,  Frederick  A.  Ranch,  Henry 
L.  Rice  and  B.  S.  Schneck,  D.  D.,  and  on  their  report  were 
adopted.  By  this  action  the  Synod  confirmed  its  previous 
action  constituting  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Synod  also  ordained  by  this  action  that  the  aid  given  to 
students  for  the  ministry  should  be  a  loan,  requiring  that  "every 
beneficiary  shall  give  his  note  to  the  Treasurer,  to  refund,  with- 
out interest,  as  soon  as  shall  be  in  his  power,  all  mone3's  received 
by  him."  In  1855,  on  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
the  Synod  modified  this  action  by  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Education  "  to  cancel  the  obligations  of  such  ministers  as  have 
received  aid  from  the  Board,  and  have  been  ten  years  in  the 
faithful  service  of  the  Church,  in  case  they  apply  for  it,  and  the 
circumstances,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  shall  justify  it." 

The  Synod  also,  by  its  action  in  1834,  recommended  "  that 
every  Classis  in  the  Reformed  Church  organize  itself  into  an 
Auxiliary  Society,"  and  that  '^all  Auxiliaries  who  transmit  their 
moneys  to  the  Board  shall  enjoy  the  privilege  of  designating  the 
beneficiaries  to  whom  they  wish  their  funds  appropriated." 

In  1870  the  Synod  of  Pittsburg  was  organized,  and  in  1873 
the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  out  of  parts  of  the  territory  of  the 
Synod  in  the  United  States.  These  S3'nods  are  also  represented 
in  the  Board  of  Visitors,  but  the  Eastern  Synod,  by  its  action

taken  in  1880,  provided  that  "  the  members  in  the  Board  of 
Visitors  elected  from  and  by  the  Eastern  Synod  constitute  the 
Board  of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business 
pertaining  to  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education." 

In  1889  the  Board  of  Education  applied  to  the  Court  of  Lan- 
caster County,  Pa.,  for  a  charter,  and  was  incorporated.  The 
charter  provides  that  the  Board  **  shall  have  full  power  to  adopt 
such  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  its  government  and  for  the 
protection  of  its  educational  operations,  as  it  may  deem  best." 
In  accordance  with  this  provision  the  Board  has  adopted  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  which  precede  this  history. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Education  the  Church 
has  aided  through  it  more  than  three  hundred  students  for  the 
ministry,  and  among  them  have  been  some  of  the  most  useful 
and  honored  ministers  of  the  Church.  Over  $100,000  have 
passed  through  its  treasury  for  this  purpose.  These  facts  show 
how  important  the  work  of  Beneficiary  Education  has  been,  and 
will  continue  to  be. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  received  from  friends  of  the 
cause  of  Beneficiary  Education,  from  time  to  time,  bequests  and 
gifts,  and  has  a  small  endowment  fund,  the  income  of  which  is 
annually  applied  to  aiding  students.  These  friends  have  reared 
for  themselves  enduring  monuments  and  are  unceasingly  aiding 
in  the  building  up  of  the  Church  of  Christ  and  their  example 
should  inspire  others  to  whom  God  has  given  wealth  to  go  and 
do  likewise.

The  sessions  began  on  the  evening  of  the  19th,  and  con- 
tinued in  session  until  the  24th,  adjourning  at  10.30  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  L 

OPENING  OF  SYNOD. 

Synod  convened  in  Second  Reformed  Church,  Reading, 
Pa.,  Wednesday,  October  19th,  A.  D.  1898,  at  7.30  P.  M., 
according  to  adjournment.

BBPORT  ON  MIinrrES  OF  CLASSES. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes  presented 
its  report  on  Friday  during  the  afternoon  session.  It  was  re- 
ceived, disposed  of  item  by  item,  and  adopted  as  a  whole. 
The  Report  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  United  States: 
Fathers  and  Brethren  : — Your  Committee  on  Minutes 
of  Classes  begs  leave  to  oflFer  the  following  report : 


The  Minutes  of  the  Several  Classes  were  placed  in  our 
hands,  and  in  them,  we  find  the  following  items  claiming  the 
attention  of  Synod. 


East  Pennsylvania  Classis  fails  to  use  the  term  **Classis" 
in  the  dismissal  of  a  brother,  (p.  2) ;  fails  to  specify  action  in 
an  item  of  a  call  for  a  special  meeting,  (p.  3) ;  fails  to  appoint 
a  Committee  on  Religious  Services,  (p.  8) ;  fails  to  celebrate 
the  Lord's  Supper,  ( ) ;  fails  to  attach  seal  to  special  meet- 
ings, (pp.  2,  5,  6). 

Subjects  referred. — Classis  reserves  the  right  to  determine 
the  relative  value  of  its  own  Home  Mission  enterprises,  (p. 
16). 

Lebanon  Classis  dismisses  a  brother  to  a  Synod  which 
does  not  exist,  and  fails  to  designate  a  Classis,  (p.  11),  receives 
a  report  of  a  committee  without  giving  documentary  evidence 
that  the  report  was  adopted,  or  tliat  it  acted  on  its  suggestions, 
(p.  36).  .       " 

Lancaster  Classis  fails  to  attach  seal  of  Classis  to  special 
meetings,  (pp.  53,  51),  and  the  annual  meeting,  (p.  51);  errs 
in  recording  a  motion  that  was  lost  and  which  was  therefore 
no  part  of  the  Minutes  of  Classis,  (p.  25) ;  fails  to  give  full  mar- 
ginal references,  (pp.  26,  34,  37) ;  fails  to  embody  in  the  Min- 
utes of  Classis  the  names  of  delegates  elected  to  Synod,  (p.  28). 

East  Susquehanna  Classis  fails  to  give  marginal  refer- 
ences in  minutes  of  annual  meeting;  fails  to  give  synodical 
relation  in  connection  with  the  reception  of  a  minister,  (p.  15) ; 
fails  to  give  either  classical  or  synodical  relation  in  the  dis- 
mission of  a  licentiate,  and  in  item  of  Overtures  relating  to 
same  dismission  names  the  Classis,  but  fails  to  give  synodical 
relation,  (p.  13);  fails  to  name  denomination  from  which  a 
minister  is  received,  (p.  5,  Minutes  of  Special  Meetings);  is 
irregular  in  holding  meetings,  designated  special  meetings  of 
Classis,  but  which  are  only  meetings  of  an  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  Classis,  (pp.  I  and  8  of  Minutes  of  Special  Meetings) ; 
is  irregular,  because  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings 
transacts  business  which  a  Classis  alone  can  transact,  (pp.  i 
and  8  of  Minutes  of  Special  Meetings) ;  irregularly  dissolves 
pastoral  relation,  receives  a  minister,  confirms  call,  and  ap- 
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points  Committees  on  Installation  and  Supply,  (pp.  2  and  9  of 
Minutes  of  Special  Meetings). 

West  Susquehanna  Classis  fails  in  calls  for  special  meet- 
ings, to  name  the  place  from  which  the  calls  are  issued,  (pp.  3, 
5,  6,  8,  9,  51) ;  fails  to  give  marginal  references  in  Minutes  of 
annual  meeting;  fails  to  name  the  church  in  which  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  Classis  will  be  held,  (p.  34) ;  fails  in  call  for 
a  special  meeting  to  give  the  location  of  a  town  in  which  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held,  (p.  50). 

Goshenhoppen  Classis  fails  to  celebrate  the  Sacrament  of 
the  Altar ;  fails  to  appoint  Standing  Committees  on  Missions 
and  on  Religious  Services,  (p.  4) ;  fails  to  note  the  synodical 
relation  in  the  dismissal  of  a  brother,  (p.  17). 

Tohickon  Classis  fails  to  attach  the  seal  of  Classis  to  a 
special  meeting,  (p.  5) ;  fails  to  appoint  Committees  on  Relig- 
ious Services  and  on  Missions,  (p.  8) ;  Elders  as  Commissumers 
and  not  as  Delegates,  answer  the  usual  constitutional  questions, 
(p.  10). 

Lehigh  Qassis  fails  to  attach  the  seal  of  Classis  to  special 
meetings,  (pp.  4,  5,  8,  10,  74) ;  gives  report  of  tellers  at  election, 
but  fails  to  state  who  were  elected  delegates  to  Eastern  Synod, 
(pp.  30,  31) ;  fails  to  give  full  marginal  references ;  fails  to  give 
synodical  relation  in  the  dismissal  of  a  brother,  (p.  37) ;  fails 
to  give  the  hour  of  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  Classis,  (p. 
67) ;  fails  to  give  the  date  of  call  for  special  meeting  of  Classis, 
(p.  76). 

Schuylkill  Classis'  Minutes  state  that  a  special  meeting 
called  for  January  31,  met  January  17,  (p.  4);  gives  the  sub- 
stance of  the  Report  on  Examination  and  Licensure  in  its 
minutes  without  the  sie:natiire  of  any  one  of  the  Committee. 

Wyoming  Classis  fails  to  attach  the  seal  of  Classis  to 
special  meetings,  (pp.  4,  11.  15,  17,  19),  and  to  annual  meet- 
ing, (p.  79) :  fails  to  record  special  meetings  in  their  proper 
order,  Cpp.  2,  s) ;  fails  to  give  the  synodical  relation  in  the  dis- 
missal of  a  Licentiate,  (p.  54) ;  closes  one  of  its  sessions  with- 
out prayer,  fp.  69) ;  assembles  in  special  meeting  on  the  same 
day  on  which  the  call  for  the  same  purports  to  be  issued,  p.  2). 
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Reading  Classis  fails  to  name  members  present  at  an  ad- 
journed meeting,  (p.  40). 


1.  Lebanon  Classis  calls  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
action  of  East  Susquehanna  Classis  in  dismissing  Rev.  S.  F. 
Hartzell,  who  was  irregularly  serving  a  congregation  in  Leb- 
anon Classis,  against  its  protestation,  (p.  8). 

2.  Tohickon  Classis  requests  Synod  to  overture  General 
Synod  to  restore  the  columns  for  Sunday  School  Statistics  to 
the  place  formerly  occupied  on  the  statistical  report  of  charges 
to  the  Classis,  (p.  24). 

3.  Tohickon  Classis  asks  Synod  to  i:econsider  its  deci- 
sion that  apportionments  should  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  persons  who  communed  during  the  year,  (p.  34). 

4.  Schuylkill  Classis  asks  Synod  not  to  construe  its  ac- 
tion in  not  assuming  the  full  amount  of  apportionments  as 
a  wilful  refusal  of  its  authority  but  rather  as  a  confession  of  its 
inability  to  raise  the  same,  (p.  20). 

5.  Wyoming  Classis  requests  Synod  to  grant  permission 
to  Rev.  Geo.  Welsh,  pastor  of  Scranton  Mission,  and  a  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  Classis  to  solicit  within  the  bounds  of 
Synod  assistance  in  liquidating  the  debt  resting  on  the  Mis- 
sion, (p.  4). 

6.  Reading  Classis  requests  Synod  to  overture  General 
Synod  to  restore  the  columns  for  Sunday  School  Statistics  in 
the  annual  parochial  reports,  (p.  37). 

7.  Schuylkill  Classis  overtures  Synod  to  instruct  its 
Stated  Clerk  to  publish  in  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod 
the  statistics  of  the  several  Classis  of  Synod  as  issued  during 
the  same  year  in  which  the  sessions  of  General  Synod  are 
held,  (p.  41). 

m^— Subjects  Referred. 

The  several  Classes  took  favorable  action  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  Synod,  with  the  following  exceptions : 

I.  Lebanon  Classis  apportions  only  50  per  cent,  of  all 
apportionments  excluding  contingent  fund,  made  by  Synod, 
upon  its  several  charges  and  reserves  the  privilege  of  applying 
funds  when  needed  to  its  local  mission  work,  (pp.  36,  37). 
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2.  Philadelphia  Classis  does  not  desire  to  report  individ- 
ual charges  which  may  have  paid  their  apportionments  in  full 
for  publication  in  the  Synodical  Minutes,  (p.  29),  neither  does 
it  see  its  way  clear  in  its  educational  work  to  become  auxiliary 
to  Synod's  Board  of  Education,  (p.  34). 

3.  Lancaster  Classis  does  not  accept  Synod's  basis  of  ap- 
portionment because  Classis  has  a  basis  of  apportionment — 
substantially  the  same  as  the  one  recommended  by  Synod,  (p. 
24). 

4.  East  Susquehanna  Classis  does  not  desire  to  furnish 
Synod  with  a  list  of  the  charges  paying  their  apportionments 
in  full,  (p.  44),  neither  is  it  prepared  in  its  educational  work  to 
become  auxiliary  to  Synod's  Board  of  Education. 

5.  West  Susquehanna  Classis  does  not  see  its  way  clear 
to  turn  over  its  Beneficiary  Education  Work  to  Synod's  Board 
of  Education,  (p.  37),  neither  does  it  accept  the  apportionment 
for  German  Mission  Work,  (p.  42). 

6.  Goshenhoppen  Classis  does  not  accept  the  apportion- 
ment for  German  Mission  Work,  (p.  16),  neither  does  it  ap- 
prove under  existing  circumstances  the  establishing  of  a  Mis- 
sion in  China,  (p.  ii).  Subjects  referred. — Resolves  to  pay  its 
beneficiary's  money  directly  through  its  Treasurer,  (p.  15),  and 
recommends  to  Sunday  Schools  not  already  obligated  for  Chil- 
dren's Day  Collections  to  other  objects  of  benevolence,  to  con- 
tribute the  offering  to  the  mission  work  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board. 

7.  Tohickon  Classis  states  certain  reasons  in  not  com- 
plying with  the  request  of  Synod  to  furnish  a  list  of  the  charges 
which  paid  their  apportionment  in  full  and  in  reserving  the 
privilege  of  undertaking  local  mission  work,  (p.  23). 

8.  Lehigh  Classis  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to  apply  the 
ofFcrincfs  on  Children's  Day  to  the  mission  work  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  (p.  56),  neither  to  condition  its  local  mission 
work,  (p.  55),  nor  to  extend  our  foreign  work  to  China,  (p.  70). 

9.  Wyoming  Classis  declines  to  assume  the  apportion- 
ments for  Harbor  Missions,  German  Mission  Work  and 
Church  Building:  accepts  only  $850  of  its  apportionment  of 
$1,582  for  Home  Missions,  and  only  $400  of  its  apportionment 
of  $945  for  Foreign  Missions :  it  refers  the  apportionment  for 
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Seminary  Aid  and  College  Endowment  to  those  charges  will- 
ing to  pay  it,  (p.  63),  and  has  referred  to  its  permanent  com- 
mittee on  Beneficiary  Education  with  instructions  to  report 
next  year  Synod's  recommendation,  that  the  Classis  co-operate 
with  its  Board  of  Education,  (pp.  52,  53).

1.  Rev.  John  G.  Noss  in  behalf  of  Rev.  Cyrus  Cort  com- 
plains against  the  action  of  Lancaster  Classis,  (pp.  16,  17,  18, 
and  31). 

2.  Messrs.  S.  B.  HoflFmeier  and  W.  G.  Roling  appeal 
from  the  action  of  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  in  answer  to 
their  petition  to  compel  the  congregation  and  pastor  of  St. 
Mark's  Reformed  Church,  Easton,  Pa.,  to  recognize  them  as 
Elders  and  Deacons,  respectively,  (p.  31),  and  East  Pennsyl- 
vania Classis  appoints  Revs.  More  and  Steckel  to  defend  it 
before  Synod,  (p.  40). 

3.  Rev.  Chas.  E.  Schaeffer  complains  to  Synod  against 
action  of  Philadelphia  Classis  in  refusing  to  grant  the  petition 
of  Consistory  of  St.  John's  Church,  Wyoming,  Del.,  (p.  to).

ARTICLE  XII. 

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  RELIGION  AND  MOB,ALB. 

The  following  report  on  Religion  and  Morals  was  received 
and  adopted : 
To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  report  on  the  state  of  re- 
ligion of  nearly  100,000  communicants  is  not  an  easy  task  to 
prepare.  To  come  into  touch  with  so  large  a  body,  and  hav- 
ing done  that,  then  to  grasp  the  whole  with  proper  proportion 
to  all  the  parts  is  difficult.  The  spheres  of  work  in  the  Church 
are  so  varied  that  the  examination  oi  all  oi  lVvercv\s\vax^,'ft.o'^- 
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ever,  we  have  two  sources  on  which  to  base  a  report  so  as  to 
make  it  fair  and  full.  The  first  are  the  reports  of  the  state  of 
religion  in  the  classes,  which  we  suppose  faithfully  reflect  and 
summarize  the  parochial  reports.  And  then  we  have  the  sta- 
tistics, and  statistics  though  dry,  produce  many  revelations. 

Turning  to  the  first  source,  we  find  that  the  reports  of  the 
state  of  religion  of  the  Classes  breathe  a  hopeful  spirit  and 
speak  of  progress  in  general.  They  all  agree  in  reporting  the 
earnest  preaching  of  the  gospel,  faithfulness  in  catechization. 
pastoral  visitation  and  regular  administration  of  the  sacra- 
ments. Each,  however,  states  its  own  peculiar  difficulties  and 
encouragements.    They  reveal  the  following  peculiarities : 

The  report  of  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  refers  to  the 
growing  evil  in  the  Church,  namely,  the  absence  of  the  elders 
from  Classis  at  the  time  when  the  pastors  read  their  parochial 
reports.  In  some  charges  the  temporal  contract  has  not  been 
fulfilled  promptly  and  completely.  It  regrets  to  speak  of  dis- 
cord among  the  brethren  in  a  few  of  the  congregations.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  rejoices  that  new  congregations  are  being  or- 
ganized and  new  church  buildings  erected, — laments  the  de- 
crease of  $808  in  benevolent  contributions,  but  as  last  year. 
$3,000  of  them  were  from  legacies  they  had  a  real  gain  of  $2,- 
154.  They  also  increased  $3,000.00  for  their  congregational 
purposes. 

Lebanon  Classis  reports  progress  in  Christian  beneficence, 
— an  increased  activity  in  Sunday-school  work,  not  so  much 
in  the  organization  of  new  Sunday-schools  as  in  the  enlarge- 
ment and  better  attendance  of  the  old.  It  also  reports  the  in- 
crease of  the  missionary  spirit,  especially  through  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies. 

Philadelphia's  report  is  very  brief,  but  "rejoices  that  every 
minister  is  a  hopeful  Joshua,  and  not  a  frightened  Elijah,  or  a 
weeping  Jeremiah'' — reports  that  most  of  the  charges  have  two 
or  more  auxiliary  societies  helping  the  church  in  its  legitimate 
aims. 

Lancaster  Classis  reports  that  its  membership  does  not 
show  a  marked  increase,  laments  the  carelessness  of  many  par- 
ents in  not  having  their  children  baptized — that  notwithstand- 
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ing  the  hard  times  there  has  been  a  spirit  of  benevolence,  aiid 
that  although  the  war  spirit  is  abroad  we  should  carefully  cher- 
ish the  principles  of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

East  Susquehanna  speaks  especially  of  activity  in  Sunday- 
school  w^ork,  and  of  large  ingatherings  in  membership. 

West  Susquehanna  reports  no  gain  in  membership ;  la- 
ments the  largeness  of  its  charges,  having  on  an  average,  four 
congregations  to  one  pastor,  which  fact  greatly  hinders  the 
work.  Yet  this  discouraging  fact  is  a  challenge  for  more  la- 
borers, and  they  urge,  therefore,  prayer  for  more  ministers  m 
their  field. 

Goshenhoppen  reports  an  increase  of  membership,  but 
regrets  that  in  some  charges  the  sacrament  of  baptism  is  not 
as  highly  regarded  as  it  should  be.  It  emphasizes  the  encour- 
aeing:  results  of  the  Sunday-school  work, — especially  notes  the 
good  work  of  the  Sunday-school  Board.  It  speaks  of  the  im- 
portance of  work  of  the  young  people,  and  is  gratified  with  its 
receipts  for  benevolence. 

Tohickon  speaks  of  increased  emphasis  being  laid  on  the 
means  of  grace — the  desire  for  better  things  in  the  Lord's 
work,  namely,  deeper  devotion  and  greater  harvests,  but  se- 
verely laments  the  terdency  on  the  part  of  some  congregations 
to  cast  aside  a  pastor  after  having  done  faithful  work  for  a 
number  of  years. 

Lehigh  speaks  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  Sunday- 
school  work,  and  of  the  increase  of  benevolence. 

Schuylkill  laments  a  decrease  in  benevolence  of  $3,500; 
gives  the  reason  for  it  in  the  financial  and  political  disturbances 
of  the  nation :  speaks  of  better  attendance  on  church  services 
and  young  people's  meetings  as  the  result  of  personal  work,  but 
it  specially  complains  of  the  great  evils  of  Sunday  newspapers 
and  intemperance. 

Wyoming  speaks  of  increased  activity  in  the  Societies  for 
the  young  as  Christian  Endeavor  and  Brotherhood  of  Andrew 
and  Philip  and  also  activity  in  the  Sunday-school,  especially 
under  the  improved  system  of  our  Sunday-school  Board  of 
General  Synod,  and  snys  its  charges  show  a  commendable 
spirit  of  liberality. 

Reading  speaks  of  the  joy  of  ministers  in  their  work,  al- 
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though  we  have  just  passed  through  a  season  of  financial  de- 
pression and  are  about  entering  a  terrible  war.  It  says  the  Sun- 
day-schools are  carrying  forward  their  work  with  great  eflfect, 
but  laments  the  prevalent  evils  of  intemperance  and  licen- 
tiousness. 

Summarizing  these  reports,  we  find  that  in  addition  to  the 
common  emphasis  laid  on  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  sacraments,  pastoral  visitation  and  catechiz- 
ation,  the  discouraging  features  have  been  that  one  Classis 
reports  no  gain  in  membership  and  another  no  marked  in- 
crease. Two  also  report  reduced  benevolence.  This  is  coun- 
ter balanced  By  two  reporting  greater  gains  and  large  increase 
of  membership.  Still  the  low  increase  or  stationary  position 
of  some  classes  in  their  membership  may  be  caused  to  some 
extent  by  pruning  of  the  church  rolls.  But  still  the  subject 
ought  to  deserve  serious  consideration  for  it  is  the  law  of  God's 
work  that  it  should  never  stand  still.  Its  keyword  is  "Prog- 
ress." 

The  most  prominent  subjects  in  the  minds  of  the  Classes 
have  been  those  of  the  Sunday-school  and  benevolence,  and 
to  some  extent  the  young  people's  societies.  No  less  than  six 
speak  of  the  importance  and  efficiency  of  the  Sunday-school 
work  and  two  praise  the  efforts  of  the  Sunday-school  Board, 
while  three  speak  of  the  importance  of  emphasizing  our  work 
among  young  people.  These  are  excellent  signs.  The  de- 
nomination that  looks  after  its  young  will  find  its  Churches 
full,  and  the  Church  that  looks  after  its  finances  will  find  its 
coffers  full,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Church.  We  miss, 
however,  in  these  reports  on  the  state  of  religion,  a  sufficient 
reference  to  missionary  work,  especially  foreign  missions. 
Only  one  Classis  makes  very  special  reference  of  it.  We  think 
this  is  a  lack  in  the  reports  and  an  important  defect.  Perhaps 
the  fact  that  missions  are  dealt  with  in  other  special  reports  be- 
fore the  Classis  may  account  for  this  omission.  And  yet  it 
does  not.  Those  special  reports  on  missions  may  be  import- 
ant for  Classes,  but  in  the  report  of  the  state  of  religion,  which 
is  supposed  to  give  a  complete  picture  of  the  state  of  our 
Churches,  missions  are  just  as  important  as  either  Sunday- 
schools  or  benevolence ;  indeed  more  important,  for  it  has  been 
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well  said  that  the  Church  "that  ceases  to  be  missionary  soon 
ceases  to  be  evangelical."  *  Besides,  the  Classes  have  special  re- 
ports on  the  Sunday-school  and  finance,  and  yet  Sunday- 
schools  and  benevolent  objects  are  still  included  in  the  report 
of  the  state  of  religion.  If  they  are  there,  so  ought  to  be  mis- 
sions. There  is  no  complete  view  of  the  church  that  leaves  out 
missions.  We  would  therefore  call  the  attention  of  Classes  to 
this  defect  in  their  reports.  We  do  not  believe  that  it  is  because 
they  have  no  interest  in  missions,  but  because  they  have  got- 
ten into  the  habit  of  leaving  them  out.  We  trust  that  they  will 
see  that  this  great  subject  finds  a  proper  place  in  their  re- 
ports so  as  to  completely  mirror  the  work  of  the  churches  in  all 
their  departments  as  well  as  to  call  attention  to  this  great  im- 
portance of  missionary  effort.  These  reports  also  call  special 
attention  to  the  sins  of  society,  intemperance,  licentiousness 
and  Sunday  newspapers.  Against  these  the  Church  should 
utter  no  uncertain  sound.  They  should  be  declared  contrary 
to  the  spirit  of  Christ  and  the  example  of  Christ.  We  call  upon 
our  ministers,  members  or  consistories  and  communicants  to 
speak  out  plainly  and  act  decidedly  in  crushing  these  monster 
evils  that  threaten  the  welfare  of  God's  Church. 

The  other  source  by  which  we  gain  information  about  the 
condition  of  the  Church  is  from  the  statistical  table.  Com- 
pared with  the  statistics  of  last  year  they  reveal  that  there  are 
seven  more  congregations,  1,848  more  communicant  mem- 
bers, 1,527  more  communicants,  972  more  unconfirmed,  14,- 
426  less  infant  baptisms,  and  22  more  adult  baptisms,  168  less 
confirmations,  but  26  more  received  by  certificate,  with  36 
less  dismissals,  360  less  erasures,  and  233  fewer  deaths.  The 
number  of  students  for  the  ministry  is  diminished  by  1 1  and  is 
96  at  present.  Financially,  the  Synod  raised  $2231.00  more 
for  benevolence  and  $3,063.00  more  for  congregational  pur- 
poses. 

These  general  statistics  emphasize  some  of  the  points  re- 
ferred to  in  the  classical  reports.  They  reveal  a  greater  care- 
lessness of  parents  on  the  part  of  infant  baptism.  In  this  age 
of  worldliness  and  great  business  activity  parents  are  often  ne- 
glectful of  the  best  interests  of  their  children.     This  Synod, 
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therefore,  urges  parents  to  be  more  mindful  of  their  duty  and 
have  their  children  brought  into  the  covenant. 

The  number  of  confirmations,  too,  shows  a  perceptible  fall- 
ing off,  although  it  is  offset  to  some  extent  by  the  smaller  num- 
ber of  deaths,  dismissals  and  erasures,  as  well  as  by  a  larger 
number  of  receptions  by  letter.  Still  in  so  large  a  body  as  this 
Synod,  whose  natural  increase  would  be  large,  it  is  surprising 
that  the  number  of  confirmations  is  smaller  than  last  year. 
Besides  the  increase  of  only  seven  congregations  in  so  large  a 
Synod  still  further  reveals  this.  There  must  be  something 
wrong  in  some  places.  We  fear  that  in  certain  quarters  there 
is  a  lack  of  activity,  or  of  adaptiveness,  or  perhaps  of  prayer. 
.  It  is  true  we  have  been  called  a  conservative  denomination,  but 
that  reputation  does  not  excuse  us  from  doing  our  proportion- 
ate share  in  the  work  of  saving  men.  The  only  way  to  atone  for 
this  is  to  make  a  great  effort  this  year  for  the  enlargement  of 
our  borders  and  the  salvation  of  souls.  More  preaching  of  the 
old  Gospel,  more  personal  work  of  individual  souls  and 
more  faithful  pastoral  activity  will  produce  greater  numerical 
and  spiritual  results.  Let  us,  therefore,  sound  the  note  to  the 
Church  of  forward  at  the  Master's  call,  that  this  coming  year 
may  be  one  of  c^reater  activity,  larger  results  and  richer  bless- 
ing.

MINISTERIAIi  ICECROLOOT. 

The  following  record,  prepared  by  the  Stated  Clerk,  giv- 
ing a  brief  history  of  those  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  connection  with  the  Eastern  Synod,  wIk)  have  died  during 
the  Synodical  year,  is  herewith  as  a  slight  tribute  to  their  mem- 
ory, respectfully  submitted. 

Rev.  Alfred  Joseph  Getz  Dubbs.  D.D. 
Died  Noz'cmhcr  yth,  A.  D.  18^7. 

Alfred  Joseph  Getz  Dubbs,  the  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph 
S.  and  Susan  Dubbs,  was  born  June  8th.  A.  D.  1829,  in  Wind- 
sor township,  Berks  county.  Pa.  He  was  baptized  in  infancy 
and  confirmed  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years  by  his  father  in  the 
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Reformed  Church  at  Kgypt.  His  preliminary  classical  train- 
ing was  received  at  the  Easton  Academy  under  the  instruction 
of  Dr.  John  Vanderveer.  In  1845  ^^  entered  college  at  Mer- 
cersburg,  Pa.,  where  he  pursued  his  studies  in  course  to  the 
Senior  year.  After  devoting  several  years  to  teaching  and  to 
the  science  of  theologfy  he  was  licensed  in  1851  at  Plainfield 
by  East  Penna.  Classis  to  preach  the  Gospel.  In  his  early 
ministry  he  served  as  an  assistant  to  his  father,  and  subse- 
quently became  pastor  of  the  Mickley,  Friedens  and  Salisbury 
congregations.  In  1857  his  charge  consisted  of  the  congre- 
gations at  Trexlertown,  Millerstown,  Salisbury,  Upper  Milford 
and  Friedensville.  After  devoting  fourteen  years  to  this  ex- 
tensive field,  the  charge  was  divided  and  he  continued  pastor 
of  the  first  three  named  congregations.  In  1876  he  resigned 
his  charge  and  devoted  his  energies  to  the  proposed  missions 
at  Emaus  and  at  AUentown.  In  the  same  year  he  organized 
Salem  Reformed  congregation  in  AUentown,  erected  a  church 
and  dedicated  it  on  Christmas  Day.  During  a  pastorate  of 
16  years  the  congregation  increased  to  1,200  members.  He 
was  a  faithful  preacher  of  the  Word,  and  his  ministerial  labors 
were  crowned  with  marked  success.  He  was  married  Oct. 
18,  1853,  to  Maria  Schriber,  who  preceded  him  three  years 
ago  to  the  eternal  world.  In  his  latter  years  he  retired  from 
the  active  ministry.  Growing  physical  infirmities  cast  a  shadow 
over  his  closing  earthly  life.  His  tall,  commanding  form, 
once  so  erect,  was  seen  to  totter  and  to  bend,  until  finally  he 
sinks  to  rest  Nov.  7,  1897,  at  the  age  of  68  years,  4  months  and 
30  days,  and  is  gathered  to  his  people.  The  funeral  services 
were  held  on  the  following  Thursday  in  Salem  Reformed 
church,  AUentown.  He  left  a  legacy  of  $3,000  to  the  different 
benevolent  institutions  of  the  church,  while  his  own  conse- 
crated life  was  cheerfully  offered  to  the  service  of  his  Master 
and  the  greater  glory  of  the  Church. 

Rev.  Samuel  Kuhn. 
Died  Oct.  28,  A.  D.  1897, 

Samuel  Kuhn,  a  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Kuhn,  nee 
Gallatin,  was  born  Aug.  14,  A.  D.  1819,  in  Franklin  county, 
Pa.     He  was  baptized  in  infancy  and  confirmed  Nov.  19th, 
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i835>  as  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  by  Rev.  Freder- 
ick A.  Rahauser.  His  early  life  was  spent  in  labor  on  a  farm 
in  the  home  of  his  father.  At  the  age  of  17  he  learned  the 
trade  of  a  cabinetmaker.  Through  the  influence  of  his  pas- 
tor, Dr.  Amos  H.  Kremer,  his  attention  was  directed  to  the 
ministry  of  the  Gospel.  In  1841  he  entered  Marshall  College, 
at  Mercersburg.  On  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  there  were 
frequent  interruptions  in  his  course.  By  manual  labor  and 
unabated  zeal  he  was  enabled  to  prosecute  his  studies  until 
Oct.  24,  1850,  when  Mercersburg  Classis  licensed  him  to 
preach  the  Gospel.  He  was  ordained  by  Zion's  Classis  and 
installed  as  pastor  of  the  New,  Bloomfield  charge.  On  Dec 
19,  1862,  he  became  pastor  of  the  Aaronsburg  charge ;  April 
I,  1867,  of  Hummelstown  charge;  Nov.  i,  1882,  of  the  Berry- 
burg  charge,  and  Aug.  21,  1890,  of  the  Liverpool  charge,  con- 
sisting of  seven  congregations.  After  laboring  faithfully  in  the 
ministry  of  the  Gospel  for  forty-four  years,  he  retired  from  its 
active  duties  in  the  spring  of  1895,  finding  a  home  among  his 
friends  at  Elizabethville,  Pa.  By  strict  economy  he  was  en- 
abled to  pay  out  of  his  own  funds  for  a  life  membership  in  the 
Society  for  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  widows.  Rev.  Kuhn 
was  married  March  22,  1843,  ^o  Eleanor  Maria  Cuningham,  of 
which  marriage  one  son  and  three  daughters  are  surviving. 
His  second  marriage  took  place  March  13,  1877,  with  Marga- 
ret Eckert.  After  a  lingering  illness  he  fell  asleep  and  entered 
into  rest  on  Thursday,  Oct.  28,  1897,  at  the  age  of  78  years, 
2  months  and  14  days.  He  was  buried  at  Elizabethville,  Pa., 
on  the  following  Monday,  and  his  brethren,  Revs.  J.  J.  Stauffer 
and  J.  C.  Leinbach,  preached  the  comforting  promise  of  the 
Gospel  concerning  those  asleep  in  Jesus  to  a  large  assemblage 
of  people. 

Rev.  Frederick  Henry  Witzel. 

Died  Nov.  4th,  A,  D.  i8p^, 

Frederick  H.  Witzel,  son  of  John  Theo.  and  Anna  Maria 
Witzel,  was  born  Feb.  6,  A.  D.  1871,  at  Gerstingen  an  der 
Werr,  Sachen  Weimer  Eisenach.  Consecrated  to  God  in 
childhood,  he  came  with  his  parents  Oct.  28,  1883,  to  America 
and  found  a  home  in  Mahanoy  City,  Pa.  He  was  confirmed  in 
his  youth  by  Rev.  H.  A.  Keyser.    His  educational  training  was 
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received  by  spending  three  years  in  the  preparatory  depart- 
ment of  Ursinus  College,  four  years  in  the  college  proper, 
and  two  years  in  the  Theological  School  of  that  institution. 
He  was  licensed  April,  1896,  by  Schuylkill  Classis  at  Potts- 
ville,  Pa.,  accepted  a  call  to  Grace  Reformed  church,  Hazleton, 
Pa.,  and  was  ordained  June  21,  1896,  and  installed  as  pastor 
of  that  congregation.  On  June  30,  1896,  he  was  married  to 
Miss  Ida  M.,  the  only  daughter  of  Rev.  H.  A.  Keyser,  his 
former  pastor.  After  a  brief  ministry  of  18  months  of  faith- 
ful service  he  ended  his  mortal  career  Nov.  4,  1897,  at  the  age 
of  26  years,  8  months  and  28  days,  leaving  a  bereaved  wife  and 
an  infant  child  to  lament  his  early  departure.  The  funeral 
services  were  held  in  Grace  church,  Hazleton,  and  in  St. 
Paul's  church,  Mahanoy  City,  whereto  his  remains  were  con- 
veyed for  burial.    Blessed  are  the  dead  that  die  in  the  Lord. 

Rev.  Henry  W.  Super,  D.D.,  LL.D. 
Died  Nov.  26,  A,  D,   i8py. 

Henry  William  Super,  son  of  John  and  Charlotte  Super, 
was  bom  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  Dec.  31,  1824.  He  became  a 
member  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Baltimore  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  under  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  Elias  Heiner.  Believing 
himself  called  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  he  began  his  pre- 
paratory study  in  the  Academy  of  Marshall  College,  Mercers- 
burg,  in  the  fall  of  1844,  ^^^  he  was  graduated  by  Marshall 
College  in  1849,  with  ,the  first  honor  for  scholarship.  After 
spending  a  year  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg, 
he  established  a  Classical  Academy  at  Memphis,  Tenn.  While 
visiting  relatives  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  he  was  induced  to  attend  % 
meeting  of  Miami  Classis  in  Mt.  Pisgah  church,  near  Tiffin, 
and  be  examined  for  a  license  to  preach  the  Gospel.  He  was 
licensed  there  April  27,  185 1.  He  returned  to  Mercersburg, 
however,  and  completed  the  course  of  studies.  He  accepted 
a  call  from  the  Reformed  church  at  Waynesboro,  Pa.,  and  was 
ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  Feb.  9,  1852.  On  April  r, 
1862,  he  became  pastor  of  the  Greensburg  charge.  In  April, 
1867,  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  professorship  of  Math- 
ematics in  the  Normal  School  at  Kutztown,  Pa.  This  posi- 
tion he  left  in  1870  to  become  Vice-President  of  Ursinus  Col- 
lege, and  its  Professor  of  Mathematics.    In  the  Ursinus  Theo- 
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logical  Department  he  was  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
Homiletics.  He  labored  in  this  capacity  twenty-two  years, 
when  he  became  President  of  the  College.  The  honorary  de- 
grees were  conferred  on  him  by  Heidelberg  College  in  the 
years  1874  and  1892.  He  retired  into  private  life  in  July,  1893. 
He  was  married  in  April,  1878,  to  Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Det- 
wiler,  of  Trappe,  Pa.  He  died  Nov.  26,  1897,  aged  72,  years, 
I  month  and  5  days,  and  his  mortal  remains  were  interred  in 
the  cemetery  of  the  Reformed  church,  Trappe,  Pa. 

Rev.  Clement  L.  Weiser,  D.D. 
Died  March  ist,  A,  D.  i8q8. 
Clement  L.  Weiser,  a  son  of  Rev.  Daniel  and  Caroline 
Weiser,  and  a  lineal  descendant  of  Conrad  Weiser,  the  In- 
dian interpreter,  was  born  0^29th,  1830,  at  Selinsgrove,  Sny- 
der county.  Pa.  He  was  graduated  in  Marshall  College  in 
1850,  and  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  located  at  Mercers- 
burg,  Pa.,  in  1852.  Several  years  were  spent  at  these  insti- 
tutions after  graduation  as  German  tutor  and  assistant  prin- 
cipal in  the  Academic  Department.  In  1855  ^^  accepted  a 
call,  was  licensed  and  ordained  as  pastor  of  Selinsgrove  charge. 
In  1862  he  became  successor  to  his  father,  who  had  served  33 
years  as  minister  of  the  New  Goshenhoppen  charge.  Dr.  Weis- 
er continued  in  faithful,  active  service  in  this  charge  an  equal 
number  of  years  greatly  beloved  by  his  people.  During  the  lat- 
ter 'years  of  his  life,  on  account  of  growing  physical  infirmities, 
Jie  retired  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  He  was  mar- 
ried in  1859  to  Louisa  C.  GuteHus,  of  Mifflinburg,  Pa.,  with 
Whom  he  was  blessed  with  four  children,  who  preceded  him  to 
the  eternal  world.  He  was  a  ready  writer  and  contributed  fre- 
quently to  the  church  periodicals,  served  the  Church  well 
in  her  literary  institutions  and  in  her  ecclesiastical  councils. 
The  honorary  degree  conferred  on  him  for  scholarship  was  re- 
ceived from  his  Alma  Mater.  He  died  at  the  age  of  67  years, 
4  months  and  2  days,  deeply  lamented  by  his  surviving  widow 
and  his  bereft  people.  He  was  buried  on  Monday,  March  7, 
at  New  Goshenhoppen,  Montgomery  county.  Pa. 

Rev.  Lawrence  David  Leberman. 
Died  April  28,  A.  D.    1898. 
Lawrence  D.  Leberman,  son  of  Lawrence  and  Leah  Le- 
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berman,  was  born  of  Jewish  parentage  in  Wiirtemberg,  Ger- 
many. He  came  to  America  in  his  youth,  lived  in  Philadel- 
phia, where  he  was  brought  under  Christian  influence  which 
resulted  in  the  pursuit  of  a  course  of  study  in  the  Lutheran 
institutions  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.  In  1846  he  was  ordained  by 
Goshenhoppen  Classis  as  pastor  of  four  churches:  Amity, 
Baumstown,  Huberts  and  Brownback's.  In  1848  he  removed 
to  Reimersburg,  Clarion  county,  Pa.,  where  he  became  pas- 
tor of  nine  Reformed  congregations.  In  1856  he  served  the 
Petersburg  charge;  in  '58  the  Mercer  charge,  and  in  *6o  the 
Meadville  charge  in  Crawford  county.  In  '69  he  removed  to 
Leesport,  Pa.,  where  he  became  pastor  of  three  congregations. 
In  '70  he  removed  to  Pottstown,  where  he  served  the  Zion's, 
Amity,  Baumstown  and  Limerick  congregations.  For  sev- 
eral years  Rev.  Leberman  did  excellent  work  as  Secretary  of 
our  Home  Mission  Board.  In  1884  he  was  appointed  pastor 
of  the  mission  at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  which  position  he  held 
until  May,  1886,  when,  on  account  of  ill  health  he  retired  from 
the  active  duties  of  the  ministry  and  made  his  home  in  Phila- 
delphia. During  the  latter  days  of  his  life  he  was  much  af- 
flicted. After  fifty  years  of  faithful  service  in  the  Church  he 
fell  asleep  in  jChrist  in  his  78th  year,  leaving  a  widow  and 
seven  children  as  his  survivors.  The  funeral  service  was  held 
at  his  home  at  corner  of  Seventh  and  Girard  avenue,  Phila- 
delphia, and  his  earthly  remains  were  interred  in  Chas.  Evan's 
cemetery,  Reading,  Pa. 

Rev.  Thomas  Gilmore  Apple,  D.D.,  LL.D. 

Died  Sept.  17,  A.  D.    1898. 

Thomas  G.  Apple  was  born  Nov.  14,  A.  D.  1829,  in  East- 
on.  Pa.  His  literary  training  was  received  in  Easton,  and  in 
Marshall  College,  at  Mercersburg,  graduating  in  the  class  of 
1850.  Having  pursued  his  theological  studies  for  several 
years,  he^took  charge,  in  1852,  of  the  Academy  at  Easton, 
serving  at  the  same  time  the  Riegelsville  and  Lower  Mt.  Beth- 
el congregations. 

In  1855  ^  c^^^  w^s  accepted  to  the  Second  church,  Greens- 
burg,  Pa.  In  1856,  to  Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  and  in  1858,  to 
Greencastle,  Pa.  In  1865  he  became  President  of  Mercers- 
burg College,  and  in   1871   he  was  elected  to  the  chair  of 
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Church  History  and  New  Testament  Exegesis  in  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary.  In  1877  he  was  elected  President  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College,  which  position  he  filled  in  addition  to 
his  duties  in  the  Seminary  until  1889.  The  honorary  degrees 
in  course  were  conferred  by  his  Alma  Mater,  and  also  the  title 
of  D.D.,  the  title  of  Ph.D.,  and  LL.D.  was  conferred  by  La- 
fayette College.  He  held  his  professorship  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  until  to  the  end  of  his  life.  Dr.  Apple  was  married 
in  1851  to  Miss  Emma  M.  Miller,  of  Easton,  Pa.,  with  whom 
he  was  blessed  with  a  large  family.  Forty-six  years  of  his 
life  have  been  devoted  to  the  Church  in  the  Gk)spel  Ministry 
and  as  a  teacher  in  her  educational  institutions.  The  whole 
Church  gratefully  acknowledges  his  valuable  service.  Weary 
and  worn  out  he  closes  his  earthly  career  at  the  age  <rf  68 
>ears,  10  months  and  3  days,  leaving  his  widow  and  eight 
surviving  children  to  mourn  his  departure.  The  funeral  ser- 
vice was  held  Tuesday,  Sept.  20,  '98,  in  the  College  Chapel 
and  the  body  was  interred  in  Lancaster  cemetery.

I.~Beportfl  of  the  Boards  of  Tmstees  aad  Visitors, 
(a).— Report  of  Board  of  Tmstees  of  THeologioal  Semimarj. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  United  States: 

Dear  Brethren: — Enclosed  find  the  annual  report 
of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary. 

During  the  past  year  the  board  held  two  regular  and  one 
special  meetings. 

The  special  meeting  was  held  February  ist,  1898,  at  which 
was  received  the  proposition  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Swander,  wife  of 
Rev.  John  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  to  give  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster, 
securities  amounting  to  $12,000,  which,  however,  will  not  be 
fully  available  until  after  the  death  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dr.  Swan- 
der.    The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

** Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  and  of  the 
Church  are  due  to  Mrs.  Barbara  Swander  and  Rev. 
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John  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  for  their  noble  beneficence  to 
the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  that 
the  board  accept  the  same  with  heartfelt  gratitude." 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  report  on  the  Kansas  Invest- 
ments, which  were  finally  disposed  of  by  the  sale  of  the  prop- 
erties, which  the  board  had  been  obliged  to  buy.  The  action 
of  the  Committee  on  Kansas  Investments  was  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  the  Treasurer  instructed  to  make  a  deduction  on 
the  endowment  fund  of  $2,826.99. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  on  May  12th,  1898, 
when  the  following  officers  were  elected :  President,  George 
N.  Forney ;  Vice-President,  John  D.  Skiles ;  Treasurer,  John 
B.  Roth,  and  Secretary,  Jeremiah  S.  Hess. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  de  Peyster  Library  Building  is 
partly  situated  on  Seminary  ground,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster,  be 
authorized  to  grant  in  fee  simple  to  thfe  authorities  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  fifty  feet  of  ground 
on  College  avenue  the  full  depth  of  the  lot  for  the  sum 
of  one  dollar. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  to  the  following  reso- 
lution :

Resolved,  That  the  various  Synods  be  respectfully 
requested  to  take  under  consideration  the  question 
of  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  in  their  attendance  upon  the  meet- 
ings. 

The  Fall  meeting  was  held  in  the  Seminary  building  on 
October  4th,  1898. 

Accompanying  this  paper  is  the  report  of  the  special  com- 
mittee on  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  board  during  the 
past  year. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to 
apportion  $1,200  towards  the  payment  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Seminary,  and  $900  in  payment  of  the 
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extraordinary  expenses  referred  to  in  the  special  com- 
mittee's report,  in  the  following  ratio :

Pittsburgh  Synod  350  00 

Potomac  Synod 700  00 

The  following  action  was  taken  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Thos. 
G.  Apple,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Professor  of  Church  History : 

Whereas,  In  the  Providence  of  God,  Rev.  Thomas 
G.  Apple,  D.D.,  has  been  removed  by  death  from  our 
Theological  Seminary,  in  which  for  twenty-seven 
years  he  served  as  Professor  of  Church  History; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  do  hereby  sorrowfully  make  record  of  his 
decease,  and  at  the  same  time  express  our  high  appre- 
ciation of  his  many  noble  virtues  as  a  man  and  of  his 
eminent  abilities  and  incalculable  services  as  a  Chris- 
tian teacher. 

Resolved,  That,  through  our  Secretary,  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions  be  conveyed  to  the  bereaved  family, 
along  with  the  expression  of  our  heartfelt  sympathy. 

The  terms  of  office  of  John  J.  Nissley,  Martin  J.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Brethren  : — As  a  Committee  of  your  Board  we  present 
for  your  consideration  and  approval  an  itemized  bill  under 
the  head  of  **Seminary  Grounds  and  Building  Account."  The 
opening  of  Pine  Street  by  the  City  of  Lancaster  through  the 
Seminary  property  on  West  James  Street  and  the  extension 
of  Lemon  Street  west  of  College  Avenue  by  the  same  author- 
ity, made  it  absolutely  necessary  in  compliance  with  city  or- 
dinances, to  have  this  work  done.  Again,  the  fences  around 
the  Seminary  property  on  College  Avenue  were  in  bad  con- 
dition and  had  to  be  repaired.  The  filling  up  of  W.  Lemon 
Street  by  the  city,  placed  the  Seminary  grounds  about  three 
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ieet  below  the  level  of  the  street,  requiring  about  six  thous- 
and cart-loads  of  earth  to  level  it  up.  The  Board  also  in- 
structed the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board,  "who  also 
constitute  the  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Buildings,"  to  have 
placed  in  the  buildings  occupied  by  Thos.  G.  Apple,  D.D.. 
and  E.  V.  Gerhart,  D.D.,  baths  and  water-closets  and  to  do 
such  other  repairs  as  was  absolutely  required  for  the  general 
betterment  of  the  Seminary  property  and  to  avoid  coming  in 
conflict  with  city  ordinances.  This  has  been  done  and  the 
cost  of  the  same  is  set  forth  in  the  report  to  the  Board,  "at 
least  one  hundred  dollars  should  be  added  to  the  sum  total 
to  finish  up  the  work."  The  Committee  having  no  funds  to 
pay  these  bills,  other  than  endowment  fund,  used  what  was 
necessary  from  that  fund  to  pay  said  bills.  It  will  be  in  the 
province  of  this  Board  to  ask  the  Synod  to  provide  in  some 
way  for  the  repayment  of  said  sum  expended,  back  into  the 
fund  from  which  it  was  taken.  This  the  Synod  might  do  by 
making  an  appropriation  direct  from  its  contingent  fund  or 
by  an  apportionment  amongst  the  Synods  composing  its 
body.  In  connection  with  this  matter  we  would  suggest  that 
the  Synods  and  Church  do  not  appear  to  understand  the 
financial  status  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  Its  new  home 
has  materially  increased  its  general  expenses,  and  the  fact 
must  be  patent  to  this  Board  and  should  be  to  every  member 
of  the  respective  Synods,  under  whose  care  it  is  fostered,  "That 
an  institution  whose  economical  expenditures  annually 
amount  to  six  thousand  dollars  cannot  maintain  a  good 
financial  credit  with  an  endowment  fund  that  will  not  produce 
that  amount  of  income.     All  of  which  is

Gi)w— Report  of  Board  of  Visitors  of  Thoolosieal  Seaiiamry. 

To  the  Eastern  Sytiod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  United  States: 
Brethren:    The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  to 
your  reverend  body  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1897- 1898. 

1.  The  institution  was  opened  September  9th,  1897,  and 
was  conducted  without  serious  interruption  during  the  entire 
seminary  year. 

2.  The  following:  persons,  eight  of  whom  are  graduates  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  were  admitted  to  the  Junior 
Class :  J.  W.  Albertson,  J.  P.  Dieffenderfer,  A.  K.  Faust,  C. 
T.  Isenberger,  R.  M.  Kern,  L  S.  Leiby,  C.  B.  Rebert,  J.  E. 
Sheetz,  S.  R.  Wagner,  W.  H.  Warner,  C.  E.  Zimmerman.  To- 
tal, II. 

3.  The  Middle  Class  consists  of  those  who  in  May,  1897, 
were  reported  as  members  of  the  Junior  Class,  except  that 
William  D.  Yearick  was  admitted  on  certificate  from  the 
School  of  Theology  of  the  Moravian  Church,  and  Robert  F. 
Reed  took  his  certificate  of  dismission  to  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York.    Total,  17. 

4.  At  the  end  of  their  middle  year  Edwin  M.  Hartman  and 
Thaddeus  G.  Helm,  of  the  graduating  class,  were  chosen  by 
F.  and  M.  College  to  take  charge  of  the  Academy.     At  the 
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opening  of  the  current  year  Thomas  M.  Bickel,  who  graduated 
from  F.  and  M.  College  in  '95,  was  admitted  to  the  Senior 
Class  on  certificate  from  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Congregational  Church,  Hartford,  Conn. 

The  following  are  members  of  the  Senior  Class :  A.  O. 
Bartholomew,  T.  L.  Bickel,  L.  M.  Fetterolf,  G.  W.  Hartman, 
P.  S.  Leinbach,  G.  R.  Poetter,  M.  E.  Schadt,  D.  E.  Schaeffer, 
F.  C.  Seitz,  W.  D.  Stoyer,  V.  J.  Tingler.  Total,  11.  These 
all  passed  approved  examinations  and  were  granted  the  regu- 
lar testimonials. 

.  5.  Rev.  J.  V.  George,  Reading,  Pa.,  completed  the  post- 
graduate course  of  study,  and  was  recommended,  by  the 
College  Faculty,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Franklin  &  Mar- 
shall College  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  This  re- 
commendation was  favorably  considered  and  the  degree  con- 
ferred. 

6-  The  services  of  Claude  B.  Davis,  A.  M.,  Professor  of 
Oratory  in  the  University  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  were  se- 
cured for  the  department  of  elocution  during  the  Winter  term. 
His  method  of  instruction  was  entirely  satisfactory,  and  the 
Faculty  was  authorized  to  employ  him  for  another  year. 

7.  Three  courses  of  lectures  by  others  than  Seminary  Pro- 
fessors were  arranged  by  the  Faculty.  Each  course  consisted 
of  three  lectures,  which  were  delivered  by  Rev.  D.  B.  Schne- 
der,  Rev.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Ph.  D.,  Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer,  Rev. 
A.  E.  Truxal,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  A.  S.  Weber.  The  board  reit- 
erated its  action  of  last  year  on  this  subject. 

8.  The  tone  of  spiritual  and  moral  life  pervading  the  body 
of  the  students  was  good,  as  was  also  the  average  grade  of  the 
students.  No  case  of  serious  discipline  occurred.  The  grade 
of  a  few  students  was  below  good,  and  called  for  the  following 
action : 

•'Resolved  that  the  Faculty  be  requested  to  call  the 
attention  of  those  students  who  are  below  the  average 
grade  of  their  respective  classes  to  the  fact,  and  urge 
them  to  renewed  application.*' 

9.  Rev.  Jacob  O.  Miller,  D.D.,  the  honored  and  efficient 
President  of  the  Board,  was  called  to  his  rest  on  April  i8th, 
1898,  after  a  brief  illness.     His  valuable  services  for  the  Church 
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in  various  departments  of  work  are  so  well  known,  and  have 
already  received  public  recognition,  that  it  only  remains  for  us 
to  record  the  fact  of  his  departure,  our  appreciation  of  his  la- 
bors and  our  spiritual  joy  over  the  victory  of  his  faith.  Rev. 
T.  C.  Porter,  D.D.,  was  elected  to  fill  his  place- 

10.  It  becomes  our  painful  duty  to  announce  the  death  of 
Rev.  Thomas  G.  Apple,  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  which  occurred  on  Sep- 
tember 17th,  1898.  Although  the  health  of  Dr.  Apple  had 
been  impaired  several  years  ago  he  was  better  able  to  attend 
to  his  seminary  duties  during  the  past  year,  than  during  the 
previous  one.  It  was,  however,  the  last  effort  of  a  long, 
laborious  and  successful  service ;  and  shortly  after  the  opening 
of  this  Fall  term  it  became  evident  that  we  should  lose  the  la- 
bors, if  not  the  presence,  of  one  who  by  his  Christian  character 
and  friendly  disposition  had  won  the  confidence  and  love,  as 
by  his  profound  thought,  clear  reasoning  and  loyalty  to  truth 
he  had  commanded  the  admiration  of  those  who  knew  him. 
The  action  of  the  board  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Apple  has  been 
published. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  vacancy  which 
exists  in  the  chair  of  Church  History  and  to  that  clause  in  the 
charter  which  gives  to  the  Eastern  Synod  the  election  of  a  suc- 
cessor, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac 
Synods. 

11.  At  a  special  meeting  held  September  20th  the  board 
requested  the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  to  take  up  and  carry  for- 
ward Dr.  Apple's  work  in  such  way  as  they  are  best  able  to 
do  so,  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  enters  upon  his  work. 

12.  The  terms  of  the  following  members  expire:  Rev.  T. 
C.  Porter.  D.D.,  Rev.  J. P.  Stein,  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.D. 

13.  Your  reverend  body  is  respectfully  overturned  to  vote 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($125) 
dollars  to  pay  for  instruction  in  elocution,  and  sixty  ($60)  dol- 
lars to  defray  the  expense  incident  to  a  supplementary  course 
of  lectures.

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

The  Board  of  Education  organized  for  the  current  year 
by  electing  the  following  officers :  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.D., 
President,  AUentown,  Pa.  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Lichliter,  Secretary, 
Lancaster,  Pa.     John  Hertzlerj  Treasurer,  Lancaster,  Pa. 

During*  the  last  year  the  Board  was  able  with  the  funds 
at  its  disposal  to  aid  seven  students  for  the  Ministry ;  and  dur- 
ing the  current  year  it  is  aiding  six. 

On  February  7,  1898,  the  Board  secured  through  the 
Courts  of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for  Lancaster  County  an 
amendment  to  its  charter,  inserting  the  word  "Eastern"  before 
the  word  "Synod"  in  the  title  of  the  Board,  thus  making  the 
title  of  the  Board  conform  exactly  to  that  of  the  Synod. 

Within  the  year  moneys  given  in  aid  were  refunded  by 
former  students  for  the  ministry,  Edward  J.  Durban,  $200; 
and  Rev.  G.  D.  Gurley,  $25 ;  and  contributions  were  received 
from  Rev.  H.  Rust,  D.D.,  $15,  and  T.  Park  Bucher,  $5 ;  total, 
$245. 

By  will  admitted  to  probate  Sept.  29,  1892,  the  late  Wm. 
H.  Seibert,  an  elder  of  the  Second  Church,  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
and  a  devoted  member  of  the  Church,  given  to  good  works, 
bequeathed  to  the  Board  a  farm  situated  near  Dillsburg,  Car- 
roll Township,  York  County,  Pa.  The  Board  was  to  have 
come  into  possession  of  the  farm  after  the  expiration  of  ten 
years;  but  early  in  this  year,  after  conference  with  the  heirs, 
it  was  agreed  for  the  protection  of  the  interests  both  of  the 
Board  and  the  heirs,  that  the  farm  should  be  sold.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  agreement  the  farm  was  sold  at  public  sale  on 
Sept.  3.  for  $2,000.  The  Board  will  receive  thfee-fourths  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  less  its  proportionate  share  of  the 
expenses. 

The  Classes  of  Lancaster,  Lehigh  and  Tohickon  have 
adopted  the  recommendation  of  your  reverend  body,  made 
one  year  ago,  to  the  Classes  of  Synod  that  they  become  auxil- 
iary to  the  Board  of  Education  by  paying  the  appropriations 
to  the  students  for  the  ministry  aided  by  them  through  the 
treasury  of  the  Board  and  in  accordance  with  its  rules.  Some 
of  the  Classes  are  still  considering  your  recommendation.    It 
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would  be  well  if  in  time  all  the  Classes  would  adopt  the  recom- 
mendation, and  thus  secure  not  only  uniformity  but  also  great- 
er efficiency  in  the  management  of  the  cause  of  Beneficiary 
Education.

(d)«— Report  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  United  States: 
The  members  of  the  graduating  class,  fifty-six  in  number, 
as  printed  in  the  catalogue,  having  completed  their  course  of 
study  and  successfully  passed  their  final  examinations,  receiv- 
ed the  degree  of  A.  B.,  from  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  following  graduates  of  the  college  received  the  de- 
gree of  A.  M.  in  course :  Rev.  George  P.  Stem,  class  of  '86, 
Edwin  M,  Hartman,  class  of  '95,  Thaddeus  G.  Helm,  class  of 
'95,  and  G-  Frank  Wetzel,  class  of  '95. 
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Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  degree  of  B.  D.  was 
conferred  on  the  Rev.  Jonathan  V.  George. 

The  Rev.  K.  Otis  Spessard,  after  the  completion  of  a 
course  of  non-resident  study,  and  approved  examinations  in 
the  same,  received  the  degree  of  Ph.D. 

The  degree  of  Ph.D.,  for  meritorious  work  and  scholastic 
attainments,  was  conferred  upon  Dr.  George  G.  Groff,  of 
Bucknell  University,  and  Prof.  Felix  Schelling,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania. 

The  degree  of  D.D.,  was  conferred  on  the  Revs.  Jonathan 
H.  Pannebecker,  of  Columbia,  Pa.,  John  F.  De  Long,  of  Beth- 
lehem, Pa.,  and  Allen  R.  Bartholomew,  of  Pottsville,  Pa. 

The  condition  of  the  college  during  the  past  year  has  been 
eminently  satisfactory.     The  attendance  has  been  unusually 
large,  the  enrollment,  as  given  in  the  catalogue,  including  two 
graduates  and  thirteen  special  students,  being  185,  and  the 
graduating  class  numbering  56,  or  22  more  than  any  other  class 
in  the  history  of  the  college,  up  to  the  present  time.     This,  of 
course,  was  exceptional,  and  the  number  this  year  will  be 
somewhat  smaller.     Fifty-one  new  students  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  college,  and  the  actual  attendance  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  term,  is  one  hundred  and  sixty.     Two 
sad  cases  of  death  have  occurred  in  the  student  body.     Mr. 
Eugene  Bobb,  who  was  doing  graduate  work  and  rendering 
assistance  in  the  Scientific  Department,  died  of  pneumonia  on 
Friday,  May  20.     He  was  a  promising  young  man,  and  his 
death  called  forth  general  sympathy  and  sorrow  in  the  college 
community.     At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  Mr.  Frank 
McCullough,   a   member  of  the   Sophomore  class,   another 
bright  and  exemplary  young  man,  passed  away  from  our 
mid^t. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  lost  four  of 
its  members  by  death :  The  Hon.  Harrison  P.  Laird,  LL.D., 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  Messrs.  John  C.  Hager,  of  Lancas- 
ter. Charles  Santee.  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  Eastern  Synod, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Miller,  D.D.,  of  the  Potomac  Synod.  The 
vacancies  thus  occasioned  were  filled,  according  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  charter  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  late  meet- 
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ing,  by  the  appointment  of  John  E.  Kunkle,  Esq.,  of  Greeni- 
burg ;  Mr.  W.  H.  Hager,  of  Lancaster ;  Mr.  W.  M.  Hardt,  o( 
Philadelphia,  and  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Weber,  of  Baltimore.  Since 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year  another  vacancy  has  been 
caused  by  the  death  of  Rev.  Thos.  G-  Apple,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
which  it  will  also  be  the  province  of  the  board  to  fill  in  due 
time.  The  term  of  service  of  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.D.,  Rev. 
Henry  Mosser,  D.D.,  and  John  W.  Bickel,  Esq.,  expires  this 
year  and  it  will  devolve  upon  the  Eastern  Synod  to  elect  their 
successors. 

Profs.  A.  V.  Hiester  and  C.  Nevin  Heller,  who  had  obtained 
leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of  further  study  at  Columbia 
and  Cornell  Universities,  and  whose  places  had  been  mean- 
while acceptably  filled  by  Messrs.  S.  W.  Kerr  and  Ambrose 
Cort,  have  returned  to  the  college  and  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  their  ^spective  departments.  Prof. 
Qaude  B.  Davis  last  year  g^ve  a  very  successful  course  of  in- 
struction in  elocution  and  oratory,  and  the  college  authorities 
were  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  his  services  again  for  the  present 
year.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  all  the  departments  of 
instruction  are  filled  by  able,  experienced,  successful  teachers. 

The  college  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  completion 
of  the  new  Watts  de  Peyster  Library,  and  the  opening  of  the 
same  for  the  use  of  the  college.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  to  have  the  Library  and  Reading  Room  open  to  profes- 
sors and  students  every  day  except  Sunday,  morning,  afternoon 
and  evening,  and  thus  the  facilities  afforded  by  these  accesso- 
ries to  college  work  will  be  greatly  increased  and  their  value 
enhanced.  The  college  Herbarium  and  the  Museum  of  the 
Linnaean  Society  have  been  removed  from  the  Academy  to  the 
main  College  building.  Room  has  been  made  in  this  way  for 
meeting  the  increased  needs  of  the  Academy,  and  greater  facil- 
ity is  afforded  for  the  use  of  these  valuable  adjuncts  in  the 
regular  work  of  the  college. 

The  present  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  of  the 
Academy  is  especially  noteworthy  and  is  by  no  means  the  least 
of  the  encouraging  features  which  the  college  situation  pre- 
sents. The  work  of  the  last  year  was  thoroughly  satisfactory, 
and  this  year  there  is  a  large  influx  of  new  students.    The  ex- 
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cellent  accommodations  and  the  thorough  instruction  are  hav- 
ing^ their  natural  effect,  and  the  future  ef  this  institution,  both 
in  its  own  line  of  work  and  as  a  feeder  of  the  college,  is  full  of 
promise.  There  are  now  seventy-four  or  seventy-five  students 
in  attendance,  and  the  large  building  is  well  filled. 

It  would  be  pleasant  if  the  finances  of  the  college  could  be 
spoken  of  with  equal  hope  and  confidence.  In  some  respects 
there  is  room  for  congratulation.  The  invested  funds  of  the 
college  have  been  increased  during  the  year  from  $170,975  to 
$174,350.  The  actual  income  and  expenditure  for  the  year 
also  present  a  more  favorable  showing  than  was  anticipated. 
There  was  a  larger  outlay  for  salaries  than  during  the  previous 
year,  and  there  were  extraordinary  expenses  connected  with 
the  removal  of  the  library  and  the  erection  of  the  de  Peyster 
statue.  A  deficit  was,  therefore  expected-  It  is  found  that 
the  expenditures  were  in  excess  of  the  receipts  by  $1,941.04, 
with  a  few  unpaid  bills  that  came  in  too  late  to  be  included.  A 
larger  deficit  was  looked  for,  and  the  outcome  affords  a  sense 
of  relief. 

But  so  far  as  the  endowment  of  the  college  is  concerned 
and  the  obtaining  of  means  for  the  prosecution  of  its  work 
on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  opportunities  and  demands 
which  the  present  condition  of  the  college  carries  with  it,  the 
result  of  the  past  year's  labor  is  far  from  satisfactory.  It  is 
true,  the  endowment  has  been  somewhat  increased,  and  the 
subscriptions  toward  the  erection  of  the  greatly  needed  scien- 
tific building  have  been  accumulating.  But  while  the  finan- 
cial secretary  has  been  faithful,  diligent  and  persistent,  and 
has  in  many  respects  done  excellent  work,  the  result  of  his  la- 
bors, in  dollars  and  cents,  is  not  even  remotely  what  we  had 
a  right  to  expect.  Time  and  again  the  door  was  shut  against 
him,  and  he  was  not  permitted  to  canvass  the  congregations  of 
the  synods,  either  because  other  interests  seemed  to  preoccupy 
the  ground,  or  because  the  times  were  not  auspicious.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  state  of  things  will  not  continue.  The  college 
has  earned  for  itself  the  good  will  and  confidence  of  the  church 
and  secured  the  patronage  of  a  large  public.  But  good  will 
and  kindly  feeling  are  not  enough.  To  say :  "Go  in  peace,  be 
ye  warmed  and  filled,"  will  not  feed  the  hungry  or  clothe  the 
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naked.  So  it  is  not  enough  to  say :  "The  college  ought  to  be 
endowed,  I  hope  you  ^ill  succeed."  The  situation  demands 
action,  prompt,  vigorous  action.  Let  the  way  be  opened  for 
an  energetic  canvass  after  due  preparation  in  the  different 
classes  so  that  funds  may  be  secured,  whether  in  large  or  small 
amounts,  to  swell  the  endowment,  and  provide  for  the  pressing 
needs  of  the  hour.  Let  speedy  provision  be  made  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Science  building  upon  the  coming  of  which  the  fu- 
ture prosperity  of  the  college  so  largely  depends,  and  let  the 
endowment  grow  from  year  to  year  to  keep  abreast  with  the 
needs  of  larger  classes  and  fuller  courses  of  study.  Either 
this  must  be  done,  or  else  the  college  must  contract  its 
operations  and  lose  the  vantage  ground  which  it  has  gained  by 
earnest,  patient  labor  and  the  signal  blessing  of  a  gracious  and 
favoring  Providence.

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  and  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  re- 
port: 

Papers  as  follows  were  placed  in  our  hands:  (i)  The 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.  (2)  The  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  (3)  The 
Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminary.  (4)  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
Eastern  Synod.  (5)  The  Report  of  the  President  of  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College,  together  with  a  catalogue  of  that 
Institution. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  we  learn  that  the  work  of  the  institution  was 
carried  forward  during  the  Seminary  year  without  ^ny  se- 
rious interruption.  That  thirty-nine  are  in  attendance,  viz: 
Eleven  in  Junior  Class,  seventeen  in  the  Middle  and  ele^n 
in  the  Senior  Class.  The  moral  and  spiritual  life  of  the  stu- 
dents is  reported  as  being  good ;  no  case  of  serious  discipline 
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has  occurred.  The  grade  of  a  few  students  was  not  satis- 
factory, and  the  Faculty  urged  renewed  application.  The 
services  of  a  special  instructor  in  elocution  were  secured,  also 
three  courses  of  three  lectures  each  were  delivered  by  min- 
isters of  the  Church.  The  Board  repeats  its  demand  for  fi- 
nancial aid  for  the  support  of  a  teacher  of  elocution,  viz., 
$125,  and  $60  for  the  special  courses  of  lectures.  The  death 
of  Rev.  Jacob  O.  Miller,  D.D.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Vis- 
itors, and  that  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Apple,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  is 
properly  noticed.  Rev.  T.  C.  Porter,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  elected 
to  fill  the  place  of  Dr.  Miller  and  the  attention  of  Synod  is 
called  to  the  vacancy  of  the  chair  of  Church  History.  By  spe- 
cial action  of  the  Faculty  this  chair  is  temporarily  filled. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  we  learn  that 
two  regrular  and  one  special  meetings  were  •held  during  the 
year.  At  the  special  meeting,  held  Feb.  ist,  1898,  a  proposition 
was  received  from  Mrs.  Barbara  Swander,  wife  of  Rev.  Dr. 
John  J.  Swander,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  to  give  to  the  Board  securi- 
ties amounting  to  $12,000.00,  which  amount  will  be  fully 
available  at  the  death  of  the  doners.  For  this  beneficent  offer 
the  Board  returns  its  thanks. 

Further,  we  learn  that  the  Board  realized  out  of  the  Kan- 
sas Investment  $2,826.99  less  than  the  original  investment. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  are  President,  Geo.  N.  Forney ; 
Vice-President,  John  D.  Skiles;  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth; 
Secretary,  Jer.  S.  Hess. 

Further,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  conveyed  in  fee  sim-  , 
pie  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  fifty  feet  of  ground  to  the  au- 
thorities of  F.  and  M.  College,  for  the  De  Peyster  Library 
Building.  The  Board  respectfully  requests  Synod  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
members  of  this  Board,  in  their  attendance  upon  the  meet- 
ings. 

Further,  there  is  asked  the  usual  $1,200  for  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Seminary,  and  $900  of  extraordinary  expense  is 
reported  for  the  year,  for  which  it  asks  Synod  to  make  provi- 
sion in  the  following  ratio,  to  wit:  Eastern  Synod,  $1,050; 
Pittsburg:  Synod,  $350 ;  Potomac  Synod,  $700. 
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The  terms  of  office  of  John  J.  Nissley,  Martin  J.  Riegd 
and  John  B.  Roth  expire  in  1898. 

From  the  Treasurer's  Report  we  learn  that  the  receipts 
during  the  past  year  were  $6,143.34;  expenditures,  $11,092.10. 
Balance  due  Treasurer,  $4,948.76. 

From  the  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Board  of  EUlucation 
we  learn  that  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  were  $2,613.63.  The 
disbursements,  $1439.58.    Balance  in  Treasury,  $1,174.15. 

The  Report  of  the  President  of  F.  and  M.  College  and 
the  catalogue  of  the  institution  give  proof  that  this  institutioa 
is  in  general,  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  The  attendance 
has  been  unusually  large.  Fifty  new  students  have  been  ad- 
mitted, and  the  actual  attendance  now  is  160.  Two  sad  deaths 
have  occurred;  that  of  Eugene  Bobb  is. specially  lamented. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  lost  four  of  its  members,  whose  places 
were  filled  according  to  the  provision  of  the  charter.  Two  of 
the  professors,  absent  by  permission  for  a  time,  have  again  re- 
turned to  their  posts  of  duty. 

Special  instruction  in  elocution  was  given ;  all  the  depart- 
ments of  instruction  are  filled  by  able,  experienced  and  suc- 
cessful teachers.  The  magnificent  De  Peyster  Librarj'  build- 
ing is  now  occupied  and  its  rooms  are  open  to  professors  and 
students  every  day — Sundays  excepted. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  unusually  prosperous 
condition  of  the  Academy.  There  are  now  75  students  in  at- 
tendance. 

As  to  the  finances  of  the  College  the  report  is  not  as  hope- 
ful and  assuring  as  might  be  desired.  To  the  endowment  fund 
$3,325  were  added.  The  causes  assigned  for  no  better  re- 
sults to  all  efforts  made  are,  that  the  doors  for  entrance  into 
charges,  by  the  financial  agent,  were  again  and  again  closed, 
and  because  other  special  interests  are  now  claiming  the  at- 
tention of  the  Church.  It  is  keenly  felt  that  the  church  has 
not  responded  to  the  demands  of  the  College,  as  the  neces- 
sities call  for.  and  prompt  and  vigorous  action  is  urged.  There 
were  a  few  special  and  large  expenditures,  making  an  outlav 
of  $1,941.04  in  excess  of  the  income.  Subscriptions  towards 
the  erection  of  the  science  building  have  been  received  and 
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it  is  hoped  that  this  project  will  receive  the  hearty  support  of 
the  church  as  demanded  by  the  institution  and  the  age. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  presented  your  committee  re- 
spectfully offers  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  i.  That  we  acknowledge  with  unfeigned  thanks 
the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  upon  all  our 
institutions. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  further  endowment  of  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  should  now  claim  the  first  consideration  of 
the  Church  within  the  bounds  of  the  three  Synods  specially 
interested,  that  greater  activity  be  put  forth  by  all  those  ap- 
pointed to  prosecute  work  and  that  the  pastors  be  requested 
to  open  the  way  and  prepare  the  charges  for  this  purpose. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  demands  for  the  erection  of  the 
science  building  be  specially  heeded  to  meet  the  now  crying 
wants  of  the  scientific  department. 

Resolved,  4.  That  Synod  assumes  the  $125  asked  for  by 
the  Theological  Seminary,  for  instruction  in  elocution  and  $60 
for  special  lectures. 

Resolved,  5.  That  this  Synod  assumes  its  proportion  of 
the  aforenamed  Seminary  expenses,  viz:  $1,050. 

Resolved,  6.  That  hereafter  Synod  bears  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  in  their  attendance  upon  its  meetings. 

Resolved,  7.  That  this  Synod  learns  with  joy  the  beneficent 
provision  made  by  Mrs.  Barbara  Swander  and  Dr.  J.  I.  Swan- 
der  in  putting  the  Theological  Seminary  in  possession  of  a 
future  gift  of  $12,000.

(a)^»Beport  on  tlie  Fnrther  Endowment  of  F.  and  IC  OoUos*- 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Brethren  : — Your  committee  on  the  further  endowment 
of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  respectfully  reports  that 
several  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  to  devise  ways  and 
means  by  which  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  our  appoint- 
ment. Efforts  were  made  to  enlist  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  the  committees  of  the  several  Classes,  and  to  open  the  way 
for  the  Field  Secretary  to  secure  contributions  for  the  proposed 
Science  Building. 

The  committee  regrets  to  report  that  these  efforts  were 
not  attended  with  large  measures  of  success.  This  we  think 
has  been  principally  owing  to  the  disturbed  and  uncertain  busi- 
ness conditions,  incidental  to  the  war  in  which  the  country 
was  involved.  We  take  pleasure  however  in  saying  that  the 
sum  of  $i,ooo  was  secured  toward  the  erection  of  this  much- 
needed  building  from  two  members  of  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Walbert's 
charge,  and  that  one  of  our  number  is  very  hopeful  that  within 
the  near  future,  a  few  men  of  large  means,  and  who  are  deeply 
interested  in  our  institutions  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  will  contribute 
very  liberally  for  this  cause. 

These  things  have  somewhat  encouraged  your  committee. 
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If  we  could  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors 
and  elders,  and  then  have  an  active,  vigorous  canvass  of  the 
entire  field,  by  the  Field  Secretary,  aided  by  the  classical  and 
synodical  committees,  the  Science  Building  would  soon  be  an 
actualized  fact. 

It  may  be  that  when  the  promising  business  outlook  shall 
be  realized  in  improved  conditions  and  prosperity  for  the  coun- 
try, that  then  the  Church  will  quickly  respond,  and  furnish 
the  means  needed  to  properly  carry  forwar.d  her  educational 
interests.  Meanwhile  your  committee  will  gratefully  accept 
any  suggestions  from  this  Synod  that  may  be  helpful  in  at- 
taining the  purpose  of  our  appointment. 

Two  vacancies  exist  in  the  membership  of  the  committee, 

due  to  the  removal  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Dengler  from  Tohickon 

Qassis,  and  Rev.  Warren  J.  Johnson,  from  Lebanon  Qassis. 

These  places  the  Synod  ought  to  fill  so  that  all  the  Qassis 

may  have  representatives  in  this  important  work.

Cb)w— SHeotion  of  »  Professor  In  Ohuroh  History. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  read  on  Thursday  morning  Synod  was 
officially  informed  of  the  vacancy  in  the  Professorship  of 
Church  History,  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Thos.  G. 
Apple ;  whereupon  a  committee  on  nomination  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  B.  Bausman,  W.  F.  More,  F.  W. 
Brown,  Elders  C.  C.  Leader,  and  A.  B.  Dundor,  who  presented 
the  following  report : 

Your  committee  in  its  effort  to  attend  to  the  work  assign- 
ed to  it,  had  under  consideration  the  names  of  a  number  of 
persons  any  one  of  whom  possesses  to  a  marked  degree,  the 
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qualifications  required  to  fill  the  important  chair  of  Church 
History.  After  much  discussion  and  earnest  deliberation,  it 
finally  and  unanimously  reached  the  conclusions  embodied  in 
the  following  report : 

On  October  25,  1844,  this  Synod  inaugurated  its  first  Pro- 
fessor of  Church  History  and  Biblical  Literature  in  its  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  then  located  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  On  next 
Tuesday  it  will  be  fifty-four  years  since  these  inaugural  ser- 
vices were  held  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  this  city. 
The  year  before  the  Synod  had  sent  two  commissioners  to 
Germany,  to  present  a  call  to  Dr.  F.  W.  Krummacher  to  this 
professorship.  After  much  prayer  he  felt  constrained  to  de- 
cline the  call. 

In  their  embarrassing  disappointment  the  commissioners 
then  sought  counsel  with  Neander,  "the  father  of  modem 
Church  History,"  Hengstenberg,  Julius  Miiller,  Tholuck 
and  F.  W.  Krummacher.  Instead  of  recommending  one 
of  the  older  theologians  in  Germany,  whose  writings  had  made 
him  authority  in  scientific  authorship  they  with  one  consent 
urged  for  the  position  a  young  privat  Docent  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Berlin.  Thus  it  happened  that  instead  of  sending  us 
its  greatest  pulpit  orator,  at  50  years  of  age,  Germany  sent  us 
Philip  Schaff,  then  but  25  years  old.  The  wisdom  of  their 
choice  is  recognized  by  the  judgment  of  universal  Christen- 
dom. 

It  is  no  easy  matter  to  find  a  worthy  successor  to  Dr. 
Philip  Schaff  and  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Apple.  Fortunately  through 
their  efficient  labors  a  number  of  others  have  been  trained  and 
qualified  for  the  office  of  instructors  in  the  department  of 
Church  History.  In  selecting  a  nominee  your  Committee 
considered  it  wise  to  follow  the  example  of  our  great  friends 
of  fifty  years  ago,  and  select  one  of  our  younger  men,  although 
five  years  older  than  was  Dr.  Schaff  in  1844.  This  brother  is 
a  son  of  the  Reformed  Church,  whose  high  standing  for  schol- 
arship and  deportment  won  for  him  the  universal  commenda- 
tion of  his  instructors  in  the  College  ?nd  Seminary:  who.  dur- 
ing the  eight  years  of  his  ministry  has  developed  remarkable 
power  as  a  preacher  and  marked  efficiency  as  a  pastor ;  who  in 
his  spoken  and  published  productions  has  shown  an  extraor- 
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dinary  breadth  of  scholarship  and  a  masterly  grasp,  of  great 
questions;  whose  loyalty  to  the  person  of  Christ  and  His 
Church,  as  well  as  to  his  Mother  Church,  is  beyond  question ; 
whose  character  stands  for  the  best  type  of  Christian  manhood. 
The  foregoing  qualities  are  combined  in  the  person  of  the 
Rev.  George  W.  Richards,  pastor  of  Salem  Reformed  Church, 
of  Allentown,  Pa.,  who  is  hereby  nominated  as  a  candidate 
for  the  Chair  of  Church  History  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

Praying  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  guide  the  Synod  in  elec- 
ting a  man  of  His  divine  choice,  this  report  is

This  however 
shall  not  prevent  persons  nominating  from  making  a  state- 
ment of  the  qualifications  of  the  nominees  they  may  wish  to 
offer. 

Rev.  Dr.  Jno.  H.  Sechler  nominated  Dr.  H.  M.  Kieffer,  of 
Easton,  Pa. ;  Dr.  J.  H.  Pannebecker  nominated  Dr.  Jos.  H. 
Dubbs,  of  Lancaster,  Pa. ;  Jno.  W.  Apple,  Esq.,  nominated 
Dr.  Wm.  C.  Schaeffer,  of  Chambersburg,  Pa. ;  and  Dr.  Jno.  M. 
Titzel  nominated  Dr.  J.  Spangler  Kieffer,  of  Hagerstown,  Md. 
Each  of  the  nominations  was  duly  seconded  and  the  report  of 
the  special  committee  on  nominations  with  these  additional 
nominations  was  adopted. 

A  motion  was  adopted  making  the  election  the  order  of 
the  day  on  Saturday  at  lo  A.  M.  It  was  further  resolved,  that 
if  there  be  no  election  on  the  first  ballot,  then  a  second  ballot 
shall  be  taken,  and  if  there  be  still  no  election,  then  all  the 
names,  except  the  two  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  dropped,  and  then  a  third  ballot  shall  be  taken. 
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When  the  hour  arrived  for  the  election  Synod  en- 
gaged in  devotional  services  for  thirty  minutes. 

The  Hymns  Nos.  433,  200,  326  and  414  in  the  Church 
Hymnal  were  sung  and  Synod  was  led  during  the  intervals  in 
prayer  by  Revs.  Dr.  E.  V.  Gerhart,  Dr.  John  H.  Sechler,  Rev. 
Milton  H.  Sangree  and  Dr.  B.  Bausman. 

At  the  close  of  these  services  the  President  appointed 
Revs.  J.  Ranch  Stein,  Thos.  W.  Dickert,  L.  M.  Fetterolf  and  J. 
Stewart  Hartman  as  tellers,  who  distributed  the  tickets,  and  at 
the  calling  of  the  roll,  collected  the  ballot  and  reported  the  re- 
sults to  the  President,  who  declared  that  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Rich- 
ards was  elected  on  the  first  ballot.  A  motion  was  made  and 
adopted  declaring  the  election  to  be  unanimous. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod 
be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  give  official  notice  to  the  Synod 
of  Pittsburg  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  of  the  election  of 
Rev.  Geo.  W.  Richards  as  Professor  of  Church  History  in 
Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa.  Resolved,  further, 
that  as  soon  as  the  officers  have  officially  learned  that  the  other 
Synods  have  ratified  the  election,  then  the  officers  of  Synod 
be  and  hereby  are  directed  to  issue  the  call  in  proper  form  to 
the  Professor-elect.  According  to  instruction  the  President 
appointed  Revs.  C.  S.  Gerhard,  Wilson  F.  More  and  Milton 
H.  Sangree  to  attend  to  the  inauguration  of  the  Professor- 
elect.  On  motion  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  to  the  Synod 
of  Pittsburg  and  the  Synod  of  Potomac,  that  each  Synod  ap- 
point an  additional  member  on  the  committee  to  inaugurate 
the  Professor-elect  as  soon  as  his  election  is  duly  ratified. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 

I^>*Beport  of  the  Board  of  Miflsionfl  of  the  Reformed  Ohnrek 

in  the  United  States. 

To  the  Rei'crend  Eastern  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  According  to  the  law  and  custom  of 
the  Board,  every  fourth  year  there  is  a  reorganization  of  this 
body  for  a  new  term  of  the  Compact.  This  reorganization 
took  place  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  April  12th,  1898.  The  members 
of  the  Board  from  the  Eastern  Synod  were  Rev.  Dr.  E.  N.  Kre- 
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mer,  Elder  John  J.  Nisslcy,  Rev.  Dr.  C.  S.  Gerhard,  Rev.  T. 
J.  Hacker,  Rev.  T.  O.  Stem,  Elder  C.  M.  Bower  and  Rev.  Dr. 
S.  R.  Bridenbaugh ;  and  those  from  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac 
were,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  O.  Miller,  Rev.  Dr.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  Rev.  Dr. 
C.  Clever,  Rev.  J.  F.  Moyer,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Hoffheins,  Rev.  C. 
A.  Santee  and  Rev.  E.  R.  Deatrick. 

The  Board  was  organized  as  follows:  President,  Rev. 
Dr.  J.  O.  Miller ;  Secretary,  Rev.  Dr.  E.  N.  Kremer ;  Treasurer, 
Elder  J.  J.  Nissley.  To  these  were  added  Rev.  Dr.  C.  S.  Ger- 
hard, Rev.  J.  F.  Moyer  and  Rev.  E.  R.  Deatrick,  to  constitute 
the  Executive  Council,  with  Supt.  A.  C.  Whitmer  as  a  mem- 
ber eX'ofUcio, 

But  alas  for  human  plans!  In  three  weeks'  time  the 
Board  was  called  together  in  special  session  to  elect  a  success- 
or to  President  Miller,  who  died  soon  after  the  annual  meet- 
ing. His  sudden  death  was  a  shock  to  all,  and  the  Board  keen- 
ly felt  the  bereavement.  For  twenty-five  years  he  was  the  hon- 
ored head  of  this  body ;  and  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  in  all 
these  years  he  was  seldom  absent  from  a  meeting,  the  more  re- 
markable because  he  was  on  many  Boards.  As  a  consequence 
he  had  an  immense  fund  of  information  as  to  its  work ;  and  his 
hopeful  disposition  was  an  inspiration  in  many  an  hour  of  dis- 
couragement. Thus,  now  have  passed  away  the  President,  the 
Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  as  organized  in  1873. 

At  the  aforementioned  special  session,  the  Board  elected 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  HofYheins  to  succeed  Dr.  Miller  as  President. 

During  the  past  year  the  Executive  Council  met  quarterly, 
and  much  routine  business  was  transacted.  The  missions  un- 
der its  advisory  care  have  received  needful  attention,  and  care- 
ful disposal  has  been  made  of  moneys  received.  Of  course  all 
the  money  received  on  the  apportionment  for  missions  and 
church-building  was  promptly  paid  to  the  General  Board.  The 
report  of  Treasurer  Nissley,  which  is  part  of  this  report,  gives 
details  which  need  not  be  here  repeated.  You  will  notice  that 
the  income  from  the  two  Synods  is  somtwhat  larger  than  last 
year,  and  that  one  legacy  is  reported,  $190  from  the  estate  of 
Miss  Elizabeth  Houtz,  of  Orangeville,  Pa. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  four  missions  within  our 
bounds  went  off  the  roll,  in  April  last,  namely,  Woodberry  Md., 
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St.  John's,  Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  St.  Luke's,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and 
Trinity,  Allentown,  Pa. ;  but  it  is  equally  painful  to  state  that 

for  want  of  funds  the  Board  has  not  been  able  to  secure  the 
enrollment  of  several  important  fields. 

With  the  earnest  prayer  that  God  may  greatly  prosper 
the  work  and  awaken  throughout  the  Church  still  greater  in- 
terest therein,  the  Board  respectfully  submits  its  report.

m.— Report  of  Ctoneral  Synod's  Mlsalon  Board. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

The  Annual  Report  was  published  and  sent  out  to  the  pas- 
tors in  April  last.  That  report  is  of  necessity  somewhat 
lengthy.     It  was  deemed  well,  therefore,  to  prepare  a  shorter 
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report  embodying  the  main  items  of  the  annual  report.  In- 
deed, much  of  this  report  is  taken  word  for  word  from  that  re- 
port with  here  and  there  some  additions  in  order  to  bring  it 
up  to  the  present  date. 

Perhaps,  during  no  year  of  the  past  did  the  missions  and 
missionaries  do  more  efficient  work.  We  can  report  an  excep- 
tionally prosperous  year  among  the  missions.  Only  one  mis- 
sionary was  taken  from  his  earthly  labors  to  his  heavenly  re- 
ward, namely,  Rev.  J.  L.  Bretz,  of  Millersburg,  Ind.  The 
health  of  all  the  missionaries,  with  this  one  exception,  was  such 
that  they  could  give  their  best  energies  to  their  work,  and  well 
did  they  perform  their  labors- 

During  the  year  the  debt  has  been  a  matter  of  embar- 
rassment to  the  Board.  Strong  efforts  were  put  forth  to  re- 
duce  the  debt  of  $22,000,  which  was  the  arrearage  on  April  ist, 
1897.  This  debt  has  been  gradually  reduced  until  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  July  last,  the  amount 
was  only  $9,000.  The  Board  now  feels  confident  that  in  a  rea- 
sonable time  the  debt  will  be  entirely  cancelled.  When  paid 
the  Board  will  be  enabled  to  lay  hold  on  some  of  the  many  op- 
portunities for  expansion. 

During  no  previous  year  did  so  many  missions  become 
self-supporting.  This  gives  evidence  of  the  spirit  of  self-help- 
fulness among  the  missions  and  should  be  a  strong  incentive 
to  the  Church  to  extend  help  to  mission  fields. 

The  Church  feels  like  helping  those  who  help  themselves. 
The  following  are  the  missions  that  declared  themselves  self- 
supporting  at  the  meeting  of  the  board :  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
Rev.  H.  H.  Apple,  pastor ;  Woodbury,  Md. ;  McKeesport,  Pa. ; 
Qeveland,  O.;  Paulding,  O.;  Astoria,  111.;  Lisbon,  la.,  and 
Liscomb,  la.  The  pastors  of  these  missions  and  their  people 
are  to  be  congratulated  by  the  Church  for  their  heroic  effort 
to  become  self-supporting  and  so  relieve  the  Board  and  Church 
from  affording  any  more  help.  Three  other  missions  were  not 
enrolled  for  the  present  year,  as  the  Board  felt  that  they  could 
support  themselves. 

By  the  statement  of  Treasurer  Reber  we  find  that  the  in- 
come of  the  Board  from  April  ist,  1897,  to  April  ist,  1898,  was 
$48,006.64.     This  includes  the  money  for  English,  Hungarian, 
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Bohemian,  Harbor  and  German  English  Missions.  This  sum 
includes,  of  course,  all  that  was  received  on  the  apportion- 
ments and  also  from  the  special  effort  of  last  year. 

The  last  Annual  Report,  which  wgs  prepared  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  1897,  showed  a  pay-roll  of  more 
than  $44,000.  At  the  annual  meeting  reductions  were  made 
amounting  to  a  little  over  $3,000.  Then  one  Hungarian  mis- 
sion was  added,  so  that  the  pay-roll  from  April  ist,  '97,  to  April 
I  St, '98,  was  $42,000,  had  all  the  missions  been  supplied  with  pas- 
tors. But  as  a  number  of  the  missions  were  without  pastors 
during  the  year,  the  actual  amount  paid  did  not  quite  reach 
$40,000.  Add  to  this  $40,000  the  debt  of  $22,000  of  a  year  ago 
and  you  have  $62,000.  From  this  take  the  $48,006.64  and  you 
have  the  debt  of  the  Board  on  April  ist,  1898,  something  over 
$13,000.  This  has  since  been  reduced  to  $9,000.  Beginning 
with  the  new  year  we  have  eighty-nine  missions  on  the  roll  of 
the  Board.  One  has  been  added  since,  namely,  Connellsville, 
Pa.  The  reductions,  including  the  missions  that  became  self- 
supporting,  amount  to  $3,735.  The  pay-roll,  as  it  stands  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Board  year,  without  the  incidental  ex- 
penses, amounts  to  $39,495.  This  is  considerably  less  than 
for  several  years  past. 

The  General  Synod  apportioned  $58,000  for  English,. 
Hungarian,  Bohemian,  Harbor  and  German-English  missions. 
By  special  effort  $48,006.64  of  this  sum  was  raised 
during  the  last  year.  Without  any  special  effort  and  upon  the 
basis  of  the  appointments  alone  the  Church  seemingly  did  not 
raise  much  beyond  $36,000.  It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that 
the  board  is  now  bringing  the  expenses  down  to  the  amount 
that  the  Church,  heretofore,  was  willing  to  contribute  to  the 
cause  of  Home  Missions.  But  a  sufficient  sum  must  be  raised 
in  addition  to  cancel  the  debt  of  $9,000,  while  new  work 
should  be  assumed  by  all  means.  The  Board,  therefore,  urges 
the  classes  and  Synods  to  impress  upon  the  pastors  the  im- 
portance of  paying  the  missionary  apportionments  promptly.  If 
these  are  paid,  the  Board  can  pay  the  debt  and  assume  some 
additional  work. 

The  Harbor  Mission  at  the  port  of  New  York,  under  the 
efficient  care  of  Brother  Sommerlatte,  is  doing  a  good  work. 
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The  Bohemian  Mission,  in  Chicago,  under  Pastor  Mokiar, 
is  prospering.  On  the  first  Sunday  of  August,  1897,  the  con- 
gregation was  organized  in  regular  form,  forty-seven  mem- 
bers entering  the  orgaiiization.  Other  members  have  been 
added  since  that  time.  This  congregation  is  very  much  in 
need  of  a  chapel  or  church.  The  Church  must  in  some  way 
meet  this  demand. 

The  Hungarian  work  is  prospering.  During  the  year 
some  changes  have  taken  place.  Rev.  Alex.  Harsanyi  left 
Qeveland,  Ohio,  and  opened  a  mission  in  Chicago,  111.,  with 
very  flattering  prospects.  Rev.  B.  Demeter  was  taken  from 
New  York  and  placed  over  the  mission  in  Qeveland,  but  has 
since  returned  to  Hungary.  Rev.  Francis  Csanfordi  was 
called  from  Hungary  and  placed  over  the  mission  at  Trenton, 
N.  J.,  lately  vacated  by  Gustavus  Jurany.  Rev.  Zoltan  Kuthy 
was  transferred  from  Mt.  Carmel,  Pa.,  to  New  York  City.  By 
the  death  of  Rev.  Francis  Ferenczi,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  we  have 
lost  a  faithful  servant.  Lately  *Mt.  Carmel,  Pa.,  was  dropped 
from  the  roll.  Accordingfly  Cleveland,  O.,  and  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  are  at  present  vacant,  but  will  soon  be  supplied.  No  de- 
partment of  the  work  is  more  prosperous  than  the  Hungarian. 
These  people  come  nearer  helping  themselves  than  any  under 
the  Board. 

The  Extension  work  increases  in  importance  as  the  years 
come  and  go.  While  always  important,  it  is  more  so  now 
than  ever  before  from  the  fact  that  the  work  is  extending  and 
making  the  need  of  it  all  the  more  pressing.  The  Church  can 
look  with  satisfaction  on  what  is  being  done  in  this  department. 
From  nothing,  a  few  years  ago,  it  has  grown  to  quite  respecta- 
ble proportions.  It  has  a  still  more  extended  mission  in  our 
church.  During  the  past  year  the  usual  progress  was  made. 
Quite  a  number  of  missions  have  had  aid  extended  them.  We 
are  glad  to  say  that  a  number  of  our  people  have  given  $500 
funds  to  this  cause.  Treasurer  Boush  reports  the  following 
sums  to  this  cause  up  to  date :

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The  disbursements  for  all  objects  amounted  to  $14,503.2*4, 
leaving  at  this  time  $1,000  in  the  treasury. 

The  Church  can  do  nothing  better  for  her  own  advance- 
ment than  to  strongly  support  the  Extension  work.  A  great 
forward  movement  along  the  extension  lines  is^  very  much 
needed  in  our  Church.  We  believe  that  the  Church  will  see 
the  need  of  such  funds  soon  and  will  furnish  them. 

The  appropriations  for  the  90  missions  on  the  roll  of  the 
Board  on  October  ist,  1898,  will,  in  round  numbers,  amount  to 
$40,000.  This  includes  the  pay  of  superintendents.  As  there 
are  always  some  missions  vacant,  so  requiring  no  salary  dur- 
ing such  vacancy,  the  $40,000  will  likely  meet  all  the  extra  ex- 
penses as  well.  If  the  apportionments  are  promptly  paid  all 
liabilities  can  be  met  and  the  indebtedness  cancelled. 

The  General  Synod  apportioned,  on  the  Synods,  the  sum 
of  $58,000.  Of  this  the  English  Synods  are  apportioned  the 
following  sums :

This  apportionment  remains  the  same  for  three  years  from 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod-     We  give  it  here  merely 

for  the  use  of  the  Synods. 

The  Board  respectfully  asks  also  that  for  church-building 
an  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member  be  laid,  as  hereto- 
fore. 

These  apportionments  are  very  moderate.  They  are  with- 
in the  reach  of  our  people,  and  it  is  hoped  that  strong  efforts 
will  be  made  to  pay  them  in  full. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  board  that  the  apportionments  may 
be  paid  in  order  that  the  debt  may  be  met  and  new  work  in- 
augurated.   Under  existing  circumstances  the  Board  can  only 
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carry  forward  the  work  as  it  now  is,  and  must  wait  until  the 
Church  contributes  additional  funds  to  assume  additional 
work. 

It  is  a  pity  that  more  cannot  be  done,  as  many  calls  are 
coming  for  help,  and  many  opportunities  are  open  to  us,  as  a 
Church.  The  Board  has,  however,  determined  upon  one 
thing,  namely,  not  to  assume  additional  work  until  the  funds 
are  in  sight  with  which  to  carry  it  forward. 

By  arrangements  with  the  Sunday-school  board  the  Sun- 
day-school Missionary,  Rev.  J.  C.  Horning,  went  to  St.  Louis 
last  October  and  opened  a  Sunday-school,  and  has  been  labor- 
ing there  since.  The  understanding  between  the  Boards  is 
that  he  shall  remain  there  a  year  or  two,  or  until  the  Mission 
Board  is  prepared  to  place  a  missionary  at  that  place. 

For  a  more  complete  report  see  the  Annual  Report  which 
was  published  on  April  ist,  '98,  and  contains  a  complete  roll 
of  the  Missions  with  such  other  statistics  as  were  deemed  im- 
portant. This  Annual  Report  has  been  sent  to  all  the  pastors 
in  the  English  Synods  as  well  as  to  many  of  the  elders  and 
others. 

The  Board,  in  conclusion,  asks  of  the  Classes,  Synods  and 

the  entire  church  a  more  hearty  co-operation   in   the    Home 

Mission  work.    The  work  is  worthy  of  such  co-operation  and 

the  future  growth  of  the  church  must  depend  very  largely  upon 

the  efforts  we  now  put  forth  for  the  advancement  of  the  work. 

We  have  prospered  in  spite  of  hard  times.    The  blessings  of  the 

Master  have  been  upon  our  work.    May  He  continue  to  bless 

us.

IV.^Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Blissioai. 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren:  In  presenting  our 
annual  statement  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  our  mission- 
Ary  work  in  Japan,  we  find  no  special  features  .to  note.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  the  work  has  gone  successfully  forward,  with 
usual  encouraging  results.  We  have  now  some  56  points  where 
the  gospel  is  preached  with  more  or  less  success,  and  souls 
are  being  won  to  Christ.  In  all,  31  have  graduated  from  the 
Theological  Department  of  the  Tohoku  Gakuin.  Some  of 
these  are  engaged  as  personal  assistants  and  teachers  by  our 
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several  missionaries ;  two  are  engaged  as  teachers  in  the  To- 
hoku  Gakuin,  a  few  have  entered  upon  school  teaching,  but  the 
most  of  them  are  engaged  in  preaching  the  gospel  as  evange- 
lists. Those  who  are  not  engaged  specifically  as  evangelists, 
are  engaged  as  opportunity  is  afforded  in  some  branch  of 
Christian  work.  This  is  especially  true  of  those  who  are  help- 
ers and  teachers  of  the  several  missionaries.  Eight  graduated 
at  the  last  commencement,  of  whom  seven  have  already  en- 
tered upon  evangelistic  work,  while  one  devotes  himself  to 
teaching.  Nine  students  were  baptized  during  the  year,  while 
others  are  restrained  from  an  open  profession  of  Christ,  by  the 
opposition  of  heathen  parents. 

The  visible  results  of  the  missionary  work  in  Japan  are 
materially  restrained  by  the  general  absorbing  interest  of  the 
people  in  political  and  commercial  affairs.  What,  with  the  near 
approach  of  the  time  when  the  revised  treaties  will  go  into  ef- 
fect, with  the  far  reaching  commercial  changes  which  that  will 
effect;  the  gravely  disturbed  condition  of  China  and  Korea; 
and  later  still,  the  radical  changes  iminent  in  the  Philippine 
Islands ;  the  people  feel  but  little  incentive  to  give  heed  to  the 
interests  of  religion.  And  yet,  withal,  the  public  prints  give 
unmistakable  evidence  that  in  the  thoughts  of  the  people, 
Christianity  is  exerting  a  leavening  power.  As  the  arts  and  of- 
fices of  Western  civilization  are  winning  acceptance,  they 
carry  with  them  the  conviction  to  the  thoughtful,  that  they  are 
the  product  of  the  Christian  religion.  And  the  leaven  is  pro- 
ducing its  fruits  in  the  minds  of  the  better  class.  During  the 
past  year,  for  the  second  time,  an  outspoken,  active  Christian 
was  elected  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House  of  the  Imperial  Par- 
liament. 

No  new  missionaries  were  sent  out  during  the  last  year. 
This  was  not,  however,  for  the  want  of  applicants  for  appoint- 
ment. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Schneder,  after  a  most  profitable  furlough  re- 
turned to  the  field.  He  landed  in  Japan  May  3d,  after  a  fav- 
orable journey,  except  that  Mrs.  Schneder  suffered  with  sea- 
sickness during  nearly  the  entire  voyage.  A  few  days  on  land, 
however,  restored  her  to  usual  health. 

Miss  Mary  C.  HoUowell,  who  had  been  sent  out  seven 
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years,  will  come  home  on  furlough,  sailing  Oct.  ist.  prox. 
She  had  thought  of  coming  via  India  and  Europe,  thus  com- 
pleting the  circuit  of  the  world-  But  her  contemplated  ar- 
rangements failing  her,  she  will  come  via  San  Francisco. 

The  board  is  pained  to  have  to  say,  that  Rev.  Dr.  Moore 
has  for  some  time  labored  under  severely  impaired  health.  He 
has  been  interrupted  in  his  most  prosperous  labors  in  the  city 
of  Tokyo  and  vicinity,  and  has  been  spending  some  time  at  a 
health  resort  in  the  mountains  of  Japan.  His  physicians  advise 
him,  that  in  case  he  is  not  decidedly  relieved  by  his  sojourn  in 
the  mountains,  it  will  be  necessary  for  him  to  come  to  Ameri- 
ca. The  Board  is  anxiously  awaiting  further  intelligence  from 
him. 

Rev.  Hoy  experienced  a  severe  recurrence  of  his  old  ail- 
ment, the  asthma.  By  the  advice  of  his  brethren  of  the  Mis- 
sion, approved  by  the  board,  he  took  a  vacation,  and  visited 
China.  He  had  scarcely  reached  China  when  his  asthma  left 
him.  He  returned  to  Japan  greatly  relieved,  and  is  again  as 
busy  as  ever.  The  results  of  his  travels  and  observations  in 
China,  the  church  is  learning  from  his  series  of  letters  publish- 
ed in  the  church  papers.  This  series  is  not  yet  completed,  and 
whatever  else  they  may  effect,  one  important  result  will  accrue ; 
they  will  furnish  the  church  a  most  graphic  account  of  the  ter- 
rible condition,  appalling  miseries  and  imperative  wants  of  the 
heathen  world.  God  grant,  that  the  hearts  and  consciences  of 
his  children  in  Christian  lands,  may  be  moved  by  the  challenge, 
to  self-denial  and  speedy  effort  for  its  relief. 

The  board  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  instructions  giv- 
en by  the  last  General  Synod,  to  plant  a  new  Mission.  Its  in- 
quiries have  intensified  its  desire  to  carry  out  these  instruc- 
tions, and  the  want  of  the  necessary  means  alone  restrained  it 
from  doing  so-  The  Classes,  at  their  last  annual  meeting^  were 
challenged  with  the  inquiry  whether  they  were  prepared  to  fur- 
nish the  additional  means  for  this  new  step,  with  the  following 
result:  Of  53  Classes  replying,  the  answers  of  17  were  affirma- 
tive, with  two  of  them  qualified ;  22  were  negative,  and  14  non- 
committal or  no-action.  The  Board  will  report  this  result  to 
General  Synod,  and  ask  for  further  instructions. 

The  receipts  of  our  Board  show  the  apportionments  sev- 
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eral  thousand  dollars  short.  While  the  Board,  aided  by  outside 
receipts  was  able  to  meet  current  expenses,  it  was  unable  to 
take  the  advance  steps  which  our  Japan  work  calls  for,  and  it 
was  compelled  to  move  along  at  its  old  pace.  We  would  again 
most  earnestly  bespeak  of  your  Reverend  Body  such  energet- 
ic action  as  will  secure  to  our  treasury  at  least  the  sum  desig- 
nated by  General  Synod  as  its  apportionment.

Dear  Brethren:  In  behalf  of  the  joint  Publishing 
Committee  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  Sunday-school  work,  we  beg  leave  to  report  that 
the  second  year  of  the  publication  of  the  Reformed  Church 
Tidings  has  shown  that  there  is  a  distinctive  field  and  mission 
for  this  periodical. 

The  paid  circulation  has  exceeded  19,000  copies,  which  is 
a  falling  off  of  some  6,000  copies  from  the  first  year.  The  ad- 
vertising receipts  show  a  gain ;  and  these  were  reduced,  owing 
to  the  Spanish-American  war,  which  has  affected  general  ad- 
vertising the  last  six  months-  The  financial  statement  here- 
with given  show  that  Tidings  can  be  placed  upon  a  perma- 
nent financial  foundation.  The  report  of  the  business  man- 
ager, taken  from  the  books  under  date  of  September  22,  1898, 
is  as  follows :

During  the  year,  owing  to  the  increased  duties  of  his  po- 
sition, in  Sunday-school  work,  the  managing  editor  resigned, 
and  Rev.  C.  E.  Schaeffer  was  elected,  and  has  been  acting  as 
managing  editor  since  April  i,  1898. 

From  every  section  of  the  church,  ministers  and  church 
members  have  again  expressed  themselves  during  the  year 
as  delighted  with  the  paper,  and  have  assured  us  of  the  great 
good  it  is  doing.  We  would,  however,  remind  your  reverend 
body,  that  to  make  Tidings  self-supporting,  and  a  source  of 
profit  to  the  several  boards,  it  is  necessary  that  the  original 
plan  be  carried  out  as  far  as  possible,  namely,  a  copy  of  the 
Reformed  Church  Tidings  be  placed  in  every  family  in  every 
congregation  in  the  church. 

Our  circulation  has  been  large,  although  there  are  several 
hundred  congregations  where  Tidings  does  not  circulate.  To 
attain  a  still  larger  circulation,  we  again  respectfully  request 
your  reverend  body  to  take  such  action  as  will  cause  the 
Classes  to  call  the  attention  of  pastors  and  consistories  of  the 
various  charges  to  the  importance  of  devising  ways  and  means 
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to  place  the  Reformed  Church  Tidings  into  every  family  in  the 
church.

Brethren: — The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  respectfully  overtures  your  rever- 
end body  to  instruct  your  treasurer  to  transfer  and  pay  into  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  Board,  Elder  John  J.  Nissley, 
Hummelstown,  Penna.,  the  sum  of  $950,  being  the  amount 
of  the  Christian  Bender  legacy,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  "use  of  the  missionary  ministry  salary."  (See 
Minutes  of  Synod,  1897,  p.  69.)  This  request  the  Board  of 
Missions  directed  me  to  convey  to  your  reverend  body  at  its 
recent  meeting  held  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  Oct.  3d,  1898.

On  Thursday  at  the  afternoon  session  the  aforesaid  over- 
ture from  the  Bi-Synqdic  Board  of  Missions  was  duly  consid- 
ered, adopted  and  the  request  granted  and  the  overture  with 
this  action  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions. 

VIId»>Report  of  Standing  Conin&ittee  on  Missions. 

The  report  on  Missions  by  Standing  Committee  was  pre- 
sented on  Monday  during  the  afternoon  session.  It  was  acted 
on  item  by  item  and  finally  adopted  as  a  whole.  The  report 
is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  begs  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report : 

HOME  MISSIONS. 

On  this  subject  the  following  documents  were  placed  in 
the  hands  of  your  Committee : 
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1.  Annual  report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home 
Missions. 

2.  Report  of  Bi-Synodic  Board. 

3.  An  overture  from  the  Bi-Synodic  Board  relative  to  the 
Christian  Bender  legacy.  As  this  request  of  the  Board  has  al- 
ready been  complied  with,  by  action  of  this  Synod,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  suggest  anything  further. 

From  these  sources  we  are  gratified  to  learn  that  the  pa^ 
year  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity  in  our  Home  Mission 

work.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  large  number  of  Missions  as- 
suming self-support,  the  encouraging  condition  of  the  Mis- 
sions themselves,  and  the  advance  exhibited  in  the  benevolent 
contributions  of  the  Church. 

A  year  ago  the  Reports  showed  an  increase  in  the  con- 
tributions of  the  Synod  of  more  than  $3,200  over  the  previous 
year.  This  year  exhibits  again  an  increase  of  the  amount 
paid  on  the  apportionments  of  nearly  $3,200  over  last  year's 
total  amount. 

There  has  been,  also,  a  gratifying  gain  in  the  contribu- 
tions for  Hungarian  work,  German  Missions,  and  the  offer- 
ings of  the  Women's  Missionary  Societies.  The  total  con- 
jtributions  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  report  for  Home  Mis- 
sions, Hungarian  Work,  Church  Building  Funds,  etc.,  by  the 
Potomac  Synod  and  this  Synod  for  the  year  is,  $35,365.27, 
which  does  not  include  balances  carried  over  from  last  year. 
These  figures  tell  their  own  story  of  the  beneficent  results  flow- 
ing from  the  unification  of  our  Home  Mission  work.  In  1892, 
before  unification  was  accomplished,  this  Synod  paid  on  appor- 
tionments for  Home  Missions  less  than  $10,000.  This  year 
nearly  $17,000  was  paid. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  increase  in  contributions 
is  general  throughout  the  Synod,  and  that  this  year,  all  the 
Classes,  except  three,  (and  two  of  these  Classes  failed  to 
accept  the  full  apportionment,)  paid  more  for  Home  Missions 
than  they  did  last  year.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
basis  of  apportionment  adopted  by  the  Synod  last  year  works 
to  advantage.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the  number  of  charges 
in  the  several  Classes  paying  their  apportionment  in  full  is 
increasing  year  by  year.     This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  yet  it  is 
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well  to  remind  ourselves  that  the  apportionment  is  the  mini- 
mum amount  that  charges  should  pay. 

In  carefully  scanning  the  roll  of  Missions,  it  is  cause  for 
thankfulness  to  note  the  progress  being  made  in  establishing 
our  Missions  in  the  new  South  and  in  the  West.  The  con- 
ditions in  the  South  call  as  loudly  for  evangelization,  as  those 
of  the  West  or  those  of  the  East.  But  we  should  remember 
that  the  population  of  the  West  has  increased  with  phenomenal 
rapidity,  and  yet  it  is  sparse.  There  is  an  average  of  but  four 
persons  to  the  square  mile.  If  it  be  true,  as  it  has  been  re- 
peatedly asserted,  that  there  is  not  elsewhere  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth  a  region  capable  of  sustaining  a  denser  population 
than  the  immense  territory  of  the  West,  what  must  we  expect 
and  prepare  for  in  the  immediate  future  ?  China  has  an  aver- 
age of  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  persons  to  the  square  mile. 
At  that  rate  the  West  could  sustain  a  population  of  two  hun- 
dred millions.  It  is  an -appalling  fact  that  only  948  per  cent,  of 
population  in  that  section  profess  to  be  evangelical  Christians, 
leaving  ninety  out  of  every  hundred  either  ignorant  of  the 
Gospel,  or  indifferent  to  its  claims.  Surely  much  of  our  na- 
tional history,  and,  probably,  its  most  brilliant  chapters  are 
to  be  made  between  the  Mississippi  River  and  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  If  the  population  of  our  entire  country  should  double 
in  the  next  thirty  years  as  it  has  done  in  the  past  thirty  years, 
the  West  will  certainly  receive  more  than  its  geographical  in- 
crease, estimated  upon  its  present  population,  or  its  geographi- 
cal extent. 

In  view  of  these  encouraging  facts  and  abounding  oppor- 
tunities, we  recommend : 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  co-operate  with  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  Classes  be  requested  to  affectionately  urge 
pastors  and  consistories  to  raise  the  full  apportionment,  and  to 
pay  the  same  promptly. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  take  into  consideration  the 
advisability  of  appointing  one  of  its  pastors  or  elders  as  Clas- 
sical Agent  for  Home  Missions  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co- 
operate with  the  Board  of  Missions  in  increasing  Missionary 
offerings,  to  assist  vacant  Charges  in  raising  their  apportion- 
ment, and  in  general  to  give  such  information  to  pastors  and 
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others  as  will  carry  out  the  action  of  the  Classes  in  asking  for 
missionary  offerings.  Further,  the  advisability,  also,  of  a  Oafr 
sical  Agent  for  Foreign  Missions,  to  represent  the  Foreign 
Missionary  work  in  the  same  manner. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize,  with  gratitude  to  God,  the 
efficient  work  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Society,  and  record 
with  pleasure  the  fact  that  the  Treasurer  received  from  this  So- 
ciety the  sum  of  $1,294.00  during  the  past  year.  And  further, 
that  we  cordially  invite  the  officers  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  of  Eastern  Synod  to  submit  an  annual  report  to 
this  Body. 

4.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  place  on  record  its  hearty  ap- 
proval of  the  efforts  of  the  Mission  Board  in  securing  liberal 
offerings  for  Church  Building  Funds,  and  that  the  Classes  take 
such  action  as  will  result  in  not  only  securing  tl^e  full  appor- 
tionment for  this  purpose,  but  also  special  offerings  on  the  part 
of  individuals,  to  the  Michael  Schlatter  Memorial  Fund. 

5.  Resolved,  Since  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  secure 
systematic  and  larger  offerings  for  the  great  work  of  evangeli- 
zation in  otu:  land,  including  the  providing  of  Gospel  privileges 
for  our  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  Brethren,  that  this  Synod 
suggest  to  the  General  Board  the  propriety  of  preparing  and 
circulating  suitable  leaflets  on  systematic  and  proportionate 
giving. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  is  the  only  document  on 
this  subject  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee.  We  re- 
joice to  learn  from  this  Report  of  the  success  attending  the 
labors  of  our  Missionaries  in  Japan.  And  record,  with  grati- 
titude  to  God,  the  fact  that  so  many  native  graduate  from  the 
Theological  Department  of  the  Tohoku  Gaquin  are  preaching 
the  Gospel  to  their  own  people.  We  are  pained  to  learn  of  the 
impaired  health  of  our  faithful  Missionary,  Rev.  Dr.  Moore. 
We  trust  the  prayers  of  the  Church  will  ascend  in  his  behalf. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret,  that,  although  men  are  offering 
themselves  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  work,  funds  are  not  at 
hand  to  send  them  forth ;  and  for  the  same  reason  the  Board 
has  not  seen  its  way  clear  to  begin  work  in  China.     The  rr- 
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quest  is  made  by  the  Board  that  Synod  will  take  such  action 
as  will  secure  for  the  Foreign  Missionary  Treasury  the  full 
amount  of  the  apportionment.  The  Report,  however,  does  not 
give  any  information  as  to  the  amount  of  money  contributed 
from  this  Synod  to  the  support  of  Foreign  work.  We  believe 
that  the  success  attending  the  ''self-denial  week"  to  relieve  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  a  few  years  ago  indicates  the  wisdom 
of  making  definite  efforts  at  a  fixed  time  in  behalf  of  this  great 
Cause. 

Deeply  conscious  of  the  supreme  importance  of  the  work 
committed  to  the  management  of  our  Foreign  Board,  and  im- 
pressed with  the  crying  need  of  more  systematic  and  vigorous 
efforts  in  its  support,  and  the  hearty  sympathy  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  whole  Church  in  meeting  the  obligations  which  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  has  laid  upon  us,  your  Committee 
begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  for  adoption : 

1.  Resolvedy  That  we  give  thanks  to  God  for  the  measure 
of  blessing  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  our  Church  in  the 
Empire  of  Japan ;  and  we  call  upon  our  pastors  and  churches, 
through  the  several  Classes,  to  be  found  faithful  in  continued 
prayer  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  among  all  nations. 

2.  Resolvedy  That  this  Synod  suggest  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  the  advisability  of  presenting  to  the  Synod  a  sum- 
mary of  moneys  received  from  all  sources  during  the  year 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod. 

3.  Resolvedy  That  in  view  of  the  command  to  "disciple  all 
nations,"  and  the  providential  calls  coming  to  our  Church  to 
engage  in  Missionary  work  in  China  and  in  the  countries  re- 
cently acquired  by  the  United  States,  as  well  as  in  Japan,  that 
this  Synod  gives  its  approval  to  a  plan  of  making  a  special  ef- 
fort in  presenting  the  Cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  in  re  • 
ceiving  offerings  for  the  same  during  the  month  of  February 
of  each  year,  or  some  other  month.  And  that  it  suggest  to 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  the  propriety  of  challeging  the 
special  attention  of  the  Church  to  its  work  during  that  month, 
whether  by  a  "self-denial  week,"  sermons  on  the  subject,  or  in 
such  ways  as  the  Board  may  think  best. 
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REFORMED  CHURCH  TIDINGS. 

The  Report  of  the  Publishing  Committee  of  the  Reformed 
Church  Tidings  has  been  received  by  your  Committee,  and  in 
connection  therewith,  we  offer  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  we  reiterate  the  action  of  Synod  the  last 
two  years,  and  urgently  request  Classes  to  call  the  attention 
of  pastors  and  consistories  to  the  growing  usefulness  of  the 
Reformed  Church  Tidings,  and  earnestly  suggest  to  them  to 
make  proper  efforts  to  place  a  copy  in  every  family  represented 
in  the  congregations  and  Sunday-schools  in  their  charges. 

THE  APPORTIONMENT. 

The  following  amotmts  are  to  be  assumed  by  this  Synod: 
Foreign  Missions,  $15,000;  Home  Missions,  $25,100;  Hun* 
garian  and  Bohemian  Missions,  $2,500;  German  Missions,' 
$2,500;  Church  Building,  6  cents  per  member.

The  Pnrel&ase  of  Allentown  Oollese  for  Women. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  United  States: 
Dear  Brethren: — Your  Committee  appointed  to  raise 
$20,000  for  the  purchase  of  Allentown  College  for  Women  beg 
leave  to  report  that  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past 
year.  The  Committee  has  canvassed  in  all  the  charges  that 
permitted  it  to  do  so.    Wherever  the  cause  has  been  pre- 
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seated,  it  was  favorably  received  and  generously  supported. 
The  large  majority  of  the  people  visited  ratified  the  action 
of  Synod  by  their  gifts.  They  seemed  to  appreciate  the  wis- 
dom manifested  by  Synod  in  her  effort  to  secure  possession 
of  an  institution  exclusively  devoted  to  the  higher  education 
of  young  ladies.  The  canvass  secures  two  results,  namely, 
money  for  the  purchase  of  the  College  and  a  wider  advertise- 
ment of  the  advantages  and  merits  of  the  institution.  The 
one  great  obstacle  that  has  stood  in  the  way  of  greater  prog- 
ress has  been  the  pressing  claims  of  many  other  worthy  ob- 
jects upon  the  charity  of  the  people. 

The  amount  of  cash  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
Synod  is  $2,068.14.  I  have  in  my  possession  $122  and  Rev. 
Dr.  J.  F.  DeLong  has  $482.62,  making  a  total  of  $2,672.76. 
The  amount  of  unpaid  subscriptions  is  $1,956.75.  The  total 
amount  of  cash  and  unpaid  subscriptions  is  $4,629.51. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  appointment  of 
Rev.  A.  R.  Bartholomew,  D.D.,  in  place  of  Rev.  E.  S.  Bromer, 
who  has  removed  from  Schuylkill  Classis ;  Rev.  S.  C.  Seitz  in- 
stead of  Rev.  C.  D.  Schneder,  resigned,  and  Rev.  D.  U.  Wolff 
in  place  of  Rev.  A.  S.  Bromer,  resigned. 

In  order  to  secure  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  College 
in  the  time  agreed  upon  and  thus  enable  Synod  to  take  up 
other  important  interests,  your  Committee  would  respectfully 
request  Synod  to  adopt  the  following  resolution :

Dear  Brethren  : — ^Your  committee  on  the  preservation 
and  publication  of  historical  documents,  appointed  in  1896  and 
continued  by  action  of  Synod  in  1897,  would  respectfully  re- 
port: 

I.  That  the  libraries  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lan- 
caster and  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  now  contain 
complete  files  of  the  printed  minutes  of  the  General  Synod 
and  of  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church.  Files 
of  the  minutes  of  other  Synods  are  nearly  complete,  and  will 
be  deposited  in  the  library  of  the  Seminary  as  soon  as  several 
lacking  numbers  have  been  secured.

safely  stored  in  one  of  the  alcoves  of  the  Library  Building  in 
the  Theological  Seminary,  Lancaster,  Pa.  A  wire  screen  door 
with  lock  and  key  has  been  procured  and  carefully  adjusted 
so  as  to  properly  protect  the  pl-operty  of  Synod.     Each  c^&^ 
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containing  the  minutes  of  the  several  Classes  is  distinctly 
labeled.  As  the  manuscript  minutes  of  the  several  Qasses 
annually  presented  to  Synod,  prior  to  1865,  are  wanting,  hav- 
ing been  probably  destroyed  by  the  Qiambersburg  fire  during 
the  civil  war,  it  would  be  well  to  have  carefully  preserved  the 
books  of  the  Classes  containing  the  minutes  prior  to  that 
day.

Defining  tHe  Meanins  in  Smtainlng  the  Appeal. 

The  President  appointed  a  special  committee  to  define 
the  meaning  of  Synod's  action  in  the  case.  During  the  even- 
ing session  a  report  was  received  and  adopted.  The  report 
is  as  follows : 

Your  special  committee  on  the  appeal  case  of  Elder  S.  F. 
Hoffmeier  and  Deacon  W.  G.  Roling,  beg  leave  to  report : 

The  effect  of  the  decision  reached  by  the  Eastern  Synod 
in  sustaining  the  appeal  of  Elder  Hoffmeier  and  Deacon 
Roling  from  the  action  of  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  in  de- 
claring the  appellants  unconstitutionally  elected  to  their  re- 
spective offices — puts  the  case  in  the  following  status : 

First.  It  does  not  decide  that  a  plurality  vote  is  sufficient 
to  elect  an  officer  in  the  Reformed  Church,  but  it  does  decide 
that  exceptions  to  any  technical  error  in  the  manner  of  nomin- 
ation or  election  must  be  taken  before  the  installation  of  such 
officers,  reaffirming  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  at  Read- 
ing, wherein  it  is  declared,  ^'Article  22  of  the  Constitution 
makes  the  installation  of  officers  the  induction  into  office,  and 
all  questions  affecting  the  election  must  be  raised  and  settled 
by  complaint  or  charges  regularly  made  before  the  installa- 
tion.    (Minutes  of  Synod,  1893,  p.  150.) 

Second.  It  is  further  the  effect  of  this  decision  that 
Elder  Hoffmeier  and  Deacon  Roling,  having  been  regularly 
installed  into  office  are  still  the  officers  of  St.  Mark's  Re- 
formed Congregation,  Easton,  Pa.,  and  entitled  to  exercise  the 
functions  of  their  office  until  the  term  of  their  office  expires, 
or  until  legally  removed  for  cause  shown.

SUNDAY  SCHOOI«S. 
Report  of  Ooneral  Synod's  Sunday  Bohool  Board. 

The  following  communication  from  General  Synod's 
Sunday  School  Board  was  presented  to  Synod  in  Item  6  in 
Report  on  Overtures  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Sunday  Schools.     It  is  as  follows,  namely : 

Reading,  Pa.,  September  27,  1898. 

To  the  District  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Brethren  :  It  is  with  thankfulness  to  God  that 
we  report  a  year  of  prosperity  in  the  general  Sunday-school 
work  of  the  church. 

As  to  statistics,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  whilst  the  reports 
for  some  classes  have  been  models  of  fulness  and  accurracy,  tn 
other  classes  they  have  been  quite  imperfect.  Figures  of  last 
year  have  been  used,  and  in  one  case  the  figures  of  two  years 
ago,  as  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  reports  from  some  Classes. 
In  several  Classes,  where  a  number  of  Union  Schools  exist, 
the  Classical  Committee,  by  diligent  work,  have  been  able  to 
furnish  almost  perfect  reports.  The  defective  reports,  of  course, 
vitiate  the  whole  statistics.  This  is  to  be  kept  in  mind  in  re- 
viewing the  tabulated  results.  The  present  enrollment  is  at 
least  as  follows :  Number  of  schools,  i  ,566 ;  number  of  officers 
and  teachers,  24,770;  number  of  scholars,  182,134;  officers, 
teachers  and  scholars,  206,904. 

The  Sunday-school  mission  work  has  not  increased,  ex- 
cept in  aiding  a  larger  number  of  schools  with  grants  of  litera- 
ture. This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  board  is  keeping  rigid- 
ly within  its  income,  and  therefore  is  unable  to  do  ^.VV  \Vv:«\. 
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Classes  and  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  request.  The  follow- 
ing is  an  abstract  of  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Sunday- 
school  and  Missionary  Department :

Note. — ^The  above  is  the  financial  exhibit  of  the  Sunday- 
school  and  Missionary  Department,  Rev.  J.  H.  Bomberger, 
D.D.,  treasurer,  whose  funds  are  kept  separate  from  the  pub- 
lication department,  as  they  are  offerings  of  schools  for  Sun- 
day-school Missionary  work,  given  mainly,  on  Children's  Day. 

The  gain  in  circulation  of  our  Sunday-school  litera- 
ture has  been  gratifying.  The  total  circulation  of  our  peri- 
odicals, now  exceeds,  by  sixty  per  cent.,  the  combined  circu- 
lation, East  and  West,  when  the  board  began  its  publication 
operations  two  years  ago.  The  circulation  of  Lesson  Helps, 
Quarterly,  Eastern  House,  in  July,  1896,  was  86,000  copies; 
Western  House,  34.000  copies.  At  present  it  is  between  190,- 
000  and  200,000,  including  the  two  new  quarterly  publications 
of  the  board — the  Heidelberg  Picture  Cards  and  the  Church 
Festival  Helper.  It  is  pleasant  to  announce  that  a  reduction 
in  price  will  be  made  in  several  periodicals  the  first  of  the  year, 
that  the  Intermediate  Scholar's  Quarterly  will  again  be  enlarg- 
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ed  eight  pages,  and  a  cover  be  added,  without  increasing  the 
subscription  price,  and  that,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  Home 
Department  Work,  a  Home  Department  Quarterly  will  be  is- 
sued. Another  new  publication  will  be  the  Heidelberg  Lesson 
Book  for  1899.  As  indicating  progress,  we  report  that  the 
Board  of  Publication  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  has 
arranged  to  supply  the  schools  of  that  church  with  our  Lesson 
Helps.

In  view  of  the  encouraging  growth  in  the  Sunday-school 
membership  the  last  few  years,  and  because  of  the  continued 
need  of  systematic  effort  to  gather  in  the  large  numbers  not 
attending  any  Sunday-school  or  studying  the  Bible  regularly, 
the  board  feels  constrained  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  this 
work.  To  this  end,  it  proposes,  that  in  these  closing  years  of 
the  century,  all  our  schools  unite  in  the  "Twentieth  Century 
Movement  in  Reformed  Sunday-schools."  The  object  of  this 
movement  is  to  signalize  the  entrance  of  the  RelotTa^t^  Ocv>axOci 
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into  the  twentieth  century,  by  bringing  into  its  Sunday-schools 
100,000  new  scholars  by  April  i,  1901.  A  statement  of  the 
nature,  motives  and  methods,  animating  this  movement,  is 
presented  in  the  leaflet  accompanying  this  report.  As  this  great 
work  depends^  under  God,  for  its  success,  upon  the  earnest 
co-operation  of  the  pastors,  consistories,  Sunday-school  su- 
perintendents, teachers  and  scholars,  we  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  your  reverend  body  take  such  action  as  will  direct 
the  Classes  to  call  forth  the  activity  of  all  our  pastors  and 
churches  in  this  movement.

Report  of  the  Pennanent  Conuiiittee  on  Sunday  Sekoolik 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

When  your  permanent  committee  on  Sunday  Schools  was 
appointed  several  years  ago,  it  was  intended,  first  of  all,  to 
secure  through  its  instrumentality  a  more  thorough  and  sym- 
tematic  organization  of  this  important  branch  of  church  work ; 
and  then  also  to  obtain  more  complete  and  reliable  statistics 
of  the  operation  of  these  schools.  The  former  purpose  has. 
in  a  large  measure  at  least,  been  realized.  Every  Classis  has 
its  Sunday  School  committee,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  work 
is  carried  on  more  systematically  and  effectively  than  was  pre- 
viously the  case.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  in  the 
matter  of  statistics,  which  your  committee  considers  of  vital 
importance,  the  progress  made  is  not  at  all  what  the  church 
had  a  right  to  expect.  Last  year  the  reports  were  fuller  than 
the  year  before,  and  all  the  Classes  except  one  sent  in  their 
statistical  tables  in  a  fairly  complete  form.  This  year  one 
Classis  has  again  not  reported  at  all,  and  several  others  have 
left  their  reports  very  imperfect.  The  full  statistical  table 
is  appended  to  this  report.  Comparing  it  with  last  year's  re- 
port, after  supplying  the  missing  data  out  of  previous  reports, 
there  seems  to  be  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  schools  to  the 
extent  of  forty,  no  doubt  because  at  least  that  many  schools 
have  not  been  reported  at  all.     There  is  an  increase  of  nine 
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teachers  and  1443  pupils,  or  a  total  increase  of  1452.  There 
are  reported  579  schools,  10,514  officers  and  teachers,  and 
78,664  pupils;  total,  ^g.i/S. 

It  seems  to  your  committee,  that  the  Synod  ought  to 
take  steps  to  secure  full  and  accurate  reports  from  all  the 
Classes  so  that  all  the  data  may  be  at  hand  for  the  careful  study 
of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Sunday  Schools  through- 
out the  Synod. 

After  consultation  with  the  pastor  loci,  arrangements  were 
made  to  hold  a  meeting  and  conduct  a  special  service  in  the 
interest  of  Sunday  Schools  on  Sunday  evening  of  the  sessions 
of  the  Synod.  The  details  of  this  service  will  be  reported  by 
the  committee  on  Religious  Services. 

The  term  of  service  of  Elder  J.  H.  Stein  as  a  member  of 
your  committee  expires  this  year.    The  vacancy  should  there- 
fore be  filled  by  an  election  at  the  proper  time.

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  committee  on  Sunday  Schools  respectfully  offer  the 
following  report : 

There  were  referred  to  us  the  report  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board  of  General  Synod  and  the  report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Stmday  Schools  of  this  Synod. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  Sunday  School  work  of 
the  Church  during  the  past  year  has  enjoyed  a  large  measure 
of  prosperity. 

Notwithstanding  the  number  of  imperfect  statistical  re- 
ports from  the  different  Classes,  we  are  glad  to  state  from  the 
reports  that  there  is  an  increase  of  1452  teachers  and  pupils. 

Your  committee  furthermore  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  the 
Sunday  School  publications  during  the  last  year  have  been  im- 
proved in  quality  and  contents,  and  that  their  circulation,  dur- 
ing last  two  years  have  increased  sixty  per  cent.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter of  just  pride,  we  think,  to  note  how  nobly  the  Schools  )f 
the  Church  are  responding  to  the  action  of  Synod  in  the  prop- 
er observation  of  the  Church  Festivals  and  Children's  Day 
and  assisting  in  the  work  of  Sunday  School  missions. 

The  General  Synod's  Sunday  School  Board  in  its  report 
presents  most  forcibly  the  need,  the  opportunity  and  advan- 
tage, the  necessity  in  making  a  united  effort  to  increase  the 
membership  of  the  Schools  and  also  to  gather  in  the  large 
numbers  yet  unreached  by  the  Sunday  Schools.  To  give 
dcfiniteness  to  the  work  it  is  denominated  the  "Twentieth 
Century  Movement."  In  view  of  the  foregoing  your  com- 
mittee respectfully  offer  the  following  resolutions  for  your 
consideration : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  of  the  Synod  earnestly 
direct  the  attention  of  pastors,  consistories,  parents  and  Sun- 
day School  workers  to  the  importance  of  systematic  and  con- 
tinued efforts  to  increase  the  number  and  efficiency  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  of  the  Church. 

2.  That  each  Classis  instruct  its  Classical   Committee 
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on  Sunday  School  work  to  heartily  co-operate  in  the  "Twen- 
tieth Century  Movement"  in  Reformed  Sunday  Schools.

A«M^i  Report  of  the  PublloAtion  Board  of  the  RefonKoA 

Obureli  in  the  United  States. 

To  the  Eastern,  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods: 

Dear  Brethren  :  With  the  close  of  the  second  year  of 
its  history  in  managing  the  publications  for  your  exclusive 
benefit,  the  board  is  able  to  present  some  facts  and  figures  of 
sufficient  comparative  value  to  draw  inferences  for  the  future. 
These  are  commended  to  your  scrutiny  and  deliberation. 

Under  Exhibits  A  and  B,  appended  to  this  report,  giving 
respectively  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  and  the 
assets  and  liabilities,  you  will  be  able  to  note  the  scope  and  re- 
sults of  the  work  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1898. 

After  deducting  from  the  receipts  of  1897  the  $4,200  ad- 
vanced by  the  treasurer  for  working  capital,  the  cash  receipts 
for  1898  show  an  increase  of  $1,337.78  over  those  of  1897.  The 
expenditures  for  1898  as  compared  with  1897  show  a  decrease 
of  $1,305.19. 

In  arriving  at  the  assets  (Exhibit  B)  the  same  conservative 
methods  were  pursued  which  the  board  adopted  as  set  forth 
in  last  year's  report,  and  should  in  its  opinion  present  a  rea- 
sonably accurate  estimate  of  their  value.  You  will  note  in  the 
liabilities  that  unpaid  bills  constitute  an  unimportant  item,  the 
business  manager  having  adhered  strictly  to  the  instructions 
given  by  the  board  to  pay  all  bills  at  the  end  of  each  month. 
It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  board  to  maintain  this 
method  of  conducting  the  business.  To  accomplish  this,  how- 
ever, it  is  imperative  that  the  obligations  contracted  by  its  pa- 
trons should  be  promptly  and  fully  paid,  and  to  this  end  the 
timely  aid  and  voice  of  the  Synods  and  its  individual  members 
are  solicited. 

How  serious  this  laxity  in  payment  has  become  and  how 
it  may  menace  the  solvency  of  your  house  is  evidenced  by  the 
increasing  sums  due  for  subscriptions  to  the  "Messenger."  Af- 
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ter  two  years  of  publishing,  the  amount  thus  owing  is  $5,912.16 
(Exhibit  B  gives  it  as  $4,434.12,  being  75  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  actually  due),  an  increase  of  $1,993.99  during  the  past 
year.  During  these  same  two  years  it  has  cost  the  board  to 
edit  and  publish  the  "Messenger"  $1848884,  whilst  the  total 
cash  receipts  from  that  source  for  the  same  period  have  been 
$16,900.56,  being  $1,588.28  excess  of  expenditures  over  re- 
ceipts. You  are  able  to  appreciate  therefore  the  danger  to  be 
apprehended  from  the  neglect  of  its  patrons  in  meeting  these 
debts. 

If  the  board  had  in  hand  the  $5,912.16  due  for  subscrip- 
tions, contemplated  improvements  in  the  editorial  and  pub- 
lishing departments  could  be  inaugurated,  but  until  these 
debts  are  paid  all  hope  for  improvement,  enlargement  or  reduc- 
tion in  price  must  remain  in  abeyance. 

In  this  connection,  and  with  the  expectation  of  increasing 
the  subscription  list  as  well  as  facilitating  collections,  the  Board 
has  engaged  the  services  of  a  general  agent,  Rev.  John  N. 
Naly,  at  a  fixed  salary  and  expenses,  who  will  visit  each  of  the 
Synods  and  systematically  labor  in  behalf  of  the  "Messenger" 
and  the  other  interests  of  the  Publication  House.  The  board 
commends  him  to  your  cordial  reception  and  favor. 

The  other  items  in  Exhibits  A  and  B  call  for  little  com- 
ment as  they  show  a  reasonably  stable  and  sound  condition, 
and  it  only  remains  to  emphasize  that  which  the  figures  clearly 
demonstrate,  namely,  success  and  prosperity  can  only  be  se- 
cured and  maintained  through  your  active  aid  and  support 
and  through  the  prompt  settlement  of  bills  due  for  subscrip- 
tions and  purchases. 

Exhibit  C  shows  the  Treasurer's  report  as  submitted  to 
the  board  at  its  last  meeting,  September  15th,  1898.  By  refer- 
ence to  his  report  for  the  previous  year  you  will  find  included 
two  notes  of  C.  G.  Fisher  aggregating  $950  and  bonus  due 
from  Fisher  estate  for  $900,  both  marked  allowed  by  the  court. 
These  claims  have  been  finally  settled  and  paid  by  the  receipt 
of  the  net  sum  of  $391.45  as  shown  in  the  report,  representing 
the  pro  rata  distribution  to  the  creditors,  less  charges  for  attor- 
ney's fees  and  expenses.  The  Board  regrets  to  report  its  ina- 
bility to  collect  anything  from  the  Fisher  estate  on  the  claim 
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of  $3,541.06  advance  subscriptions  received  by  said  estate  for 
the  "Messenger."  The  claim  was  duly  presented  and  argued 
before  the  court,  but  the  judge  ruled  in  substance  that  the  Pub- 
lication Board  was  not  obligated  in  law  to  furnish  the  paper  to 
any  subscriber  who  had  paid  the  Fisher  estate  for  it,  and  hence 
there  could  be  no  claim  for  any  such  voluntary  act. 

The  Board  at  its  last  meeting  passed  a  resolution  appoint- 
ing a  committee  to  present  to  your  reverend  bodies  a  state- 
ment of  the  relations  existing  between  this  and  the  Sunday- 
school  Board.  It  is  not  necessary  to  enlarge  this  report  with 
any  further  reference  to  this  subject. 

Referring  to  the  "Messenger"  in  its  editorial  department 
the  board  begs  to  quote,  with  its  endorsement,  the  report  of  the 
editor-in-chief : 

"During  the  year  closing  with  July  i,  1898,  the  Reformed  Church 
Messenger  has  been  issued  regularly  each  week.  One  year  ago  we 
had  considerable  trouble  in  having  the  paper  issued  promptly  and 
regularly  on  Thursday.  Notwithstanding  untiring  efforts  on  our  part 
we  failed  to  do  this,  until  we  insisted  upon  having  a  new  foreman  at 
the  printing  office.  Our  request  being  g^'anted,  the  paper  at  once  be- 
gan to  appear  on  time,  and  has  done  so  each  week  since  then.  We 
have  succeeded  in  improving  the  appearance  of  the  paper  by  removing 
the  rules  between  the  columns  and  at  the  top  of  the  pages,  by  changing 
the  sub-heads,  and  the  general  arrangement  of  the  smaller  contribu- 
tions. By  the  last  improvement  considerable  space  has  been  saved, 
and  the  Messenger  during  the  last  year  has  contained  more  matter  than 
during  the  two  years  previous.  From  such  reports  as  have  come  to 
us,  we  are  glad  to  state  that  the  Messenger  has  been  g^'owing  in  favor 
with  our  people.  During  the  coming  year  we  shall  endeavor  to  make 
the  paper  still  more  interesting.  We  expect  to  receive  more  News 
Items  and  more  original  contributions,  without  increasing  the  item  of 
expense.  The  amount  expended  for  editing  the  Messenger  during  the 
last  year  has  been  kept  within  the  limit  laid  down  by  the  Board. 

"The  Editor  will  be  pleased  to  receive  any  suggestions  that  the 
Board  may  see  fit  to  make." 

The  attention  of  the  Synods  is  called  to  the  expiration  in 
January,  1899,  of  the  terms  of  the  following  members  of  this 
board:  G.  S.  Griffith,  Potomac  Synod,  and  E.  J.  Durban, 
Eastern  Synod.

Report  of  the  Standing  Oommittee  on  Pnblioatioa* 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  to  whom  was 
referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  pre- 
sented its  report  on  Monday  during  the  morning  session.  It 
is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  Publication  beg  leave  to  report  that 
the  following  documents  came  into  our  hands :  The  Report 
of  the  Reformed  Church  Publication  Board,  a  Statement  of  a 
Committee  of  the  Publication  Board,  and  also  a  Statement  of 
the  Prudential  Committee  of  General  Synod's  Sunday  School 
Board. 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  Report  of  the  Board's 
operations,  and  are  gratified  to  learn  of  the  increased  receipts 
and  decreased  expenditures  of  the  Board  for  the  year.  We 
are  glad  to  note  that  the  Board  pursues  a  conservative  method

in  ascertaining  the  value  of  its  assets.  But  we  fail  to  discover 
any  evidence  of  the  auditing  of  the  books  of  the  Board. 

We  regret  that  the  second  year  of  the  Board's  operations 
does  not  show  a  great  increase  in  the  circulation  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  Messenger.  It  is  well  that  a  general  agent 
is  to  be  appointed  to  take  in  charge  this  most  important  work 
of  enlarging  the  circulation  of  our  representative  church  paper. 
And  we  rejoice  to  note  the  manifest  improvement  in  the  edit- 
ing. 

With  reference  to  the  matters  in  dispute  between  the 
Publication  Board  and  the  Sunday  School  Board,  we  feel  per- 
suaded that  they  arise  largely  from  a  lack  of  careful  and  com- 
plete examination  of  the  real  situation,  and  a  neglect  on  the 
part  of  the  two  Boards  to  confer  together.  However,  inviewof 
the  papers  presented  and.  the  personal  statements  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  two  Boards.  We  believe  a  separate  business 
management,  more  careful  oversight,  and  more  aggressive 
business  methods,  would  increase  the  business  operations  and 
usefulness  of  both  Boards.  We,  therefore,  respectfully  offer 
the  following  for  your  consideration  and  adoption : 

1.  That  Qasses  again  call  the  attention  of  pastors  and 
churches  to  the  growing  worth  of  the  Reformed  Church  Mes- 
senger, its  helpfulness  in  forming  Christian  character,  and  its 
unrivaled  place  in  the  homes  of  our  people  as  a  religious  peri- 
odical giving  most  important  facts  and  information. 

2.  That  we  recommend  the  Reformed  Church  Review  to 
our  ministers  and  intelligent  Church  membership,  and  express 
the  hope  that  the  Review  may  continue  to  grow  in  its  useful- 
ness and  its  catholicity  of  spirit. 

3.  That  we  request  the  Publication  Board  to  annually 
audit  the  books  of  the  Business  Department ;  and  to  exercise 
great  care  in  keeping  the  books,  and  in  the  prompt  collection 
of  outstanding  accounts. 

4.  That  we  suggest  that  the  Publication  Board  arrange 
with  the  Sunday  School  Board  for  a  joint  conference  of  the 
two  Boards  with  a  view  to  adjust  seeming  difficulties.

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The  foregoing  report  with  its  several  items  was  adopted. 

Traasfev  of  8.  8.  8«pplies. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  a  year  ^go,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  transfer  of  certain  Sun- 
day School  supplies  by  the  Reformed  Church  Publicadoa 
Board,  to  the  General  Sunday  Schools  Board,  in  response  to 
Item  12  in  Report  of  Minutes  of  Synod  of  1897,  reported  as 
follows : 

Bepovt  of  tlio  Ckimmitteo  on  Traasf  ev  of  8«aday  SbkodI  Bay- 
plies. 

Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Eastern  Synod 
of  Milton,  1897,  on  the  transfer  of  "supplies"  by  the  Board  of 
Publication  to  General  Synod's  Sunday  School  Board : 

Your  special  committee  was  appointed  under  the  follow- 
ing circumstances :  The  Board  of  Publication  in  their  ammal 
report  to  S3mod  for  1897  among  other  things  contained  this 
statement :  "During  the  past  year  another  contract  was  made 
with  the  Sunday  School  Board,  whereby  your  Board  tr^ms- 
ferred  to  it  the  right  to  publish  and  sell  Sunday  School  Hymn 
Books,  supplies  and  literature  not  included  in  the  first  contract, 
reserving  however  to  your  Board  the  Catechisms.  In  ccm- 
sideration  of  this  later  grant  you  are  to  receive  the  annual  sum 
of  $250  for  five  years."  (Min.  East.  Syn.,  1897,  p.  97.)  A 
lengthy  discussion  arose  on  the  propriety  of  this  second  trans- 
fer by  the  Publication  Board  to  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
and  was  concluded  by  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  as  follows: 

"Resohed,  That  the  whole  subject  of  such  transfer  be  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  who  shall  make  thorough  investigation, 
and  report  to  this  Synod  one  year  hence."  (p.  103.) 

In  the  discharge  of  its  duty  during  the  Synodical  year 
your  committee  held  four  meetings :  one  in  Philadelphia,  two 
in  Lancaster,  and  one  in  Reading. 

Agreeably  to  your  instructions  we  have  instituted  a  thor- 
ough investigation  into  all  the  facts  bearing  on  two  main  ques- 
tions: I.  Whether  the  Publication  Board  acted  within  the 
limits  of  its  authority  in  making  the  transfer  without  previous- 
ly obtaining  the  consent  of  the  three  Synods.     2.     Whether 
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wisdom  dictates  that  this  S)mod  approve  the  transfer  of  what 
are  called  "supplies"  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  ? 

The  first  question  has  to  be  decided  on  the  basis  of  the 
charter  of  the  tri-Synodic  Board  of  Publication,  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Eastern  Synod  for  1876,  p.  52.  According 
to  section  IV  the  Trustees  "have,  subject  to  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  a  majority  of  the  S3mods,  full  power  to  hold 
and  manage  the  funds  and  property  entrusted  to  them."  The 
right  to  alienate  any  part  of  their  property  the  charter  does 
not  convey.  By  implication  that  right  is  not  within  the  com- 
pass of  their  "full  power."  Further,  the  fact  is  to  be  noted 
that  the  charter  stipulates  explicitly  that  the  Trustees  "shall  not 
dispose  of  or  encumber  any  of  said  real  estate  without  first 
having  obtained  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods  con- 
trolling the  corporation."  Interpreting  Section  IV  consist- 
ently with  itself  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Trustees  had  no  authority  at  will  or  on  the  basis  of  their  own 
judgment  to  transfer  to  another  Board  any  franchise  or  any 
of  their  publications.  On  a  question  concerning  the  transfer 
of  "property"  the  intent  of  the  Charter  requires  that  the  Trus- 
tees before  a  transfer  is  made  obtain  "the  consent  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Synods  controlling  the  corporation." 

To  answer  the  second  question  intelligently  it  is  requisite 
to  review  the  history  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  during  the 
last  three  years. 

The  General  Synod  of  1896  authorized  the  Sunday  School 
Board  "to  publish  the  Sunday  School  Lesson  Helps,  Sunday 
School  papers,  and  Sunday  School  literature ;"  and  at  the  same 
time  made  request  of  "the  three  Eastern  Synods,  to  transfer 
their  publishing  rights,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  Sunday 
School  publications,  to  General  S)mod's  Sunday  School 
Board."  "As  a  consideration  for  the  transfer  of  the  Sunday 
School  publications,  the  Sunday  School  Board"  was  directed 
"to  guarantee  financial  aid,  if  necessary,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  annually,"  (Min.  Gen. 
Synod,  1896,  pp.  171,  180,)  to  the  Publication  Board  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

In  pursuance  of  this  action  of  General  Synod  the  Sunday 
School  Board  applied  directly  to  the  Publication  Board,  not 
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to  the  Synods,  for  the  transfer  of  the  right  to  publish  Sunday 
School  literature.  This  application  was  granted.  Then  in 
October,  1896,  we  find  in  the  Minutes  of  our  Synod  of  thai 
year  in  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday 
Schools  a  statement  as  follows :  **Agreeably  to  the  action  of 
General  Synod,  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  three  English 
Synods  of  the  East,  and  the  Reformed  Publishing  Company, 
of  Dayton,  Ohio,  have  transferred  their  respective  interests 
in  the  Sunday  School  publications  to  the  Sunday  School  Board 
of  General  Synod.  It  is  now  the  purpose  of  the  General  Board 
to  consolidate  the  Sunday  School  papers."  In  view  of  these 
facts  the  Standing  Committee  offered  the  following  resolution : 
Resolved,  That  "Synod  hereby  approves  of  the  consideration 
and  unification  of  the  Sunday  School  publications  under  Gen- 
eral Synod's  Board";  and  the  resolution  was  adopted.  (See 
Minutes  of  Eastern  Synod  for  1896,  pp.  84  and  85.) 

It  appears  accordingly  that  the  transfer  of  what  General 
Synod  calls  '^Sunday  School  literature,"  or  of  what  this  Eastern 
Synod  calls  "Sunday  School  publications"  to  the  Sunday 
School  Board  was  approved  by  this  Synod  in  1896.  It  is 
further  to  be  noted  that  this  Eastern  Synod,  nine  years  earlier, 
in  1887,  by  formal  resolution,  '^placed  the  editing  and  prepara- 
tion of  our  Sunday  School  papers,  Sunday  School  Lessons 
and  Lesson  Helps  into  the  hands  of  the  Sunday  School  Board 
of  General  Synod."  (Minutes  of  Eastern  Synod,  1887,  p.  80.) 
Of  like  import  was  the  action  on  the  transfer  in  1896  of  the 
Pittsburg  Synod,  Minutes  for  1896,  pp.  57  and  — ,  also  Min- 
utes 1897,  pp.  59  and  64 ;  and  of  the  Potomac  Synod,  Minutes 
for  1896,  pp.  70  and  74,  also  Minutes  1897,  pp.  60  and  65. 

The  facts  thus  recited  show  plainly  that  in  1896  the  three 
English  Eastern  Synods  approved,  agreeably  to  General 
Synod's  request,  of  the  transfer  of  Sunday-school  literature 
by  the  Publication  Board  to  the  Sunday-school  Board.  The 
language  used  in  the  request  of  General  Synod  is  general :  it 
says  "Sunday-school  literature" ;  and  the  language  used  bv 
this  Synod  in  1896  is  general;  it  says,  "Sunday-school  publi- 
cations." This  action  might  consistently  be  construed  to  in- 
clude the  "Sunday-school  supplies  and  literature"  of  which 
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our  Board  of  Publication  speaks  in  its  report  of  1887  as  em- 
braced in  "another  contract." 

The  history  of  the  case  as  now  set  forth  in  detail  disposes 
your  Committee  to  recommend  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  what  the  Publication  Board  in  1897  calls 
"another  contract  with  the  Sunday-school  Board"  be  and 
hereby  is  confirmed;  with  the  understanding,  however,  that 
the  Board  of  Publication  does  not  relinquish  any  part  of  its 
franchises,  or  its  legal  right  to  publish  Sunday-school  litera- 
ture. 

We  offer  this  resolution  for  two  reasons:  i.  Because 
the  '^supplies"  of  the  second  contract  are  supplementary  to 
the  first  contract  approved  in  1896;  2.  Because  the  second 
contract  has  already  been  approved  by  two  of  the  three 
Synods,  which,  according  to  the  charter  makes  the  transac- 
tion legal. 

The  question  has  arisen  and  has  challenged  the  attention 
of  your  Committee,  whether  the  ^^consideration,"  as  it  is  call- 
ed, paid  by  the  Sunday-school  Board  to  the  Publication 
Board,  for  the  transfer  of  all  the  Sunday-school  literature,  is 
an  adequate  compensation?  To  answer  this  question  in  jus- 
tice to  both  parties  would  require  a  careful  examination  into 
the  financial  history  and  present  financial  status  of  the  two 
Boards  in  so  far  as  the  financial  status  concerns  Sunday-school 
literature.  But  such  an  examination  your  Committee  did  not 
feel  itself  called  upon  to  make,  especially  as  it  is  not  properly 
qualified  to  undertake  the  task.  The  parties  best  qualified  to 
institute  this  inquiry  are  the  two  Boards  themselves.  If  the 
Board  of  Publication  feels  aggrieved  by  the  terms  of  the  trans- 
fer we  suggest  that  Synod  recommend  to  it  and  to  the  Sunday- 
school  Board  to  meet  in  conference  and  re-examine  into  the 
financial  aspect  of  the  transfer  with  the  view  of  adjusting  any 
existing  differences. 

A  matter  of  more  serious  consequence  has  con- 
fronted your  Committee.  It  is  this.  The  organization 
of  the  Sunday-school  Board  by  General  Synod  is  without 
warrant  in  the  Constitution.  General  Synod  is  a  body  of  limit- 
ed powers.  Powers  not  given  to  it  by  the  Constitution  Gen- 
eral Synod  cannot  assert.    According  to  Article  83 :  "to  it  shall 


belong  the  management  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missions 
of  the  Church."  Beyond  the  work  of  Missions,  or  as  regards 
the  organization  of  a  Board  for  otlier  purposes,  its  authorin 
does  not  extend.  Of  the  irregularity  the  Sunday-schoa 
Board  has  itseU  become  sensible ;  and  in  its  report  to  the  Gco- 
eral  Syirod  of  1896  it  suggests  an  amendment  to  Art.  83  of  im 
Constitution,  the  subsistance  of  which  is  expressed  in  tbese 
words :  "The  General  Synod  shall  exercise  supervision  and 
management  of  the  general  interests  of  the  Sunday-school  I 
work  of  the  church,  by  a  Board,  elected  and  governed  in  their 
proceedings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  their  chatt- 
er." (Report  pp.  14,)  This  proposed  amendment  was  referr- 
ed by  General  Synod  to  a  committee  of  five  that  is  to  repon  to 
the  next  triennial  meeting.  (Min.  1896,  page  180.)  If  it  be 
approved  by  the  Committee  and  by  General  Synod,  and  if 
adopted  by  the  Oasses,  the  existing  serious  irregularity  will 
disappear.

Whekeas,  Pittsburg  Synod  in  response  to  an  overture 
from  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  relating  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
publication  interests  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  with  the  publication 
interests  of  the  three  Eastern  Synods,  referred  the  subject  to 
the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Reformed  Church  Publica- 
tion Board ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Eastern  Synod  gives  its  approval  to  a 
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Conference  on  this  subject  provided  the  full  plan  of  such  pro- 
posed consolidation  be  submitted  to  this  S3mod  before  any 
final  action  is  taken. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

OBPHAH8*  HOME  AHD   OTHER  BENEVOIJBNT  INSTITU- 

TlOlfS. 

The  following  report  from  Board  of  Bethany  Orphans' 
Home  was  presented  to  Synod  through  the  Committee  on 
Overtures,  read  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Orphans'  Home,  and  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Report  of  Betlumy  Orphaiui*  Home. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — ^We  herewith  lay  be- 
fore your  reverend  body  a  copy  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Re- 
port of  this  Home,  which  is  for  the  year  ending  July  7th,  1898. 
This  report  gives  a  statement  of  the  family  life  and  work  at 
the  Home  as  well  as  a  statement  of  crops  raised  on  the  farm 
and  also  contains  the  Treasurer's  report.  Three  months  have 
passed  since  the  report  was  closed  and  now  a  few  additional 
facts  may  be  stated  for  the  information  of  the  Synod. 

We  have  at  present  128  children  in  the  Home  with  9  more 
admitted  whom  we  expect  shortly.  Our  family  has  been 
larger  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before,  the  average  age 
of  our  children  is  lower  than  in  former  years,  requiring  in 
proportion  more  hired  help  to  properly  care  for  them,  and 
some  of  our  crops  this  year  have  been  a  partial  failure.  In 
consequence  of  these  facts  we  are  at  present  about  three  thous- 
and dollars  in  debt  on  current  expenses  with  the  prospect  that 
this  amount  will  be  increased  to  between  four  and  five  thous- 
and dollars  by  Christmas  time. 

At  present  about  one-fourth  of  the  pastoral  charges  in 
the  Eastern  Synod  have  children  in  the  Home  and  within 
the  past  twelve  years  nearly  one-half  of  all  the  charges  in  the 
Synod  have  had  children  cared  for  at  Womelsdorf.  We  have 
been  trying  in  an  economical  way  to  properly  care  for  these 
fatherless  little  ones  whom  the  pastors  and  consistories  have 
brought  to  us.

Beport  of  tlie  Committee  on  Minlaterl*!  Belief. 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  fore- 
going reporl  concerning  the  Society  of  Ministerial  Relief  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 
To  Ike  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  : — Your  Committee  to  which  was  refer- 
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red  the  reports  from  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers 
and  their  Widows  and  the  Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home, 
would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

I.  From  the  data  at  hand  we  learn  that  this  Society 
holds  in  trust  as  an  invested  fund  the  sum  of  $38,850.  From 
the  revenue  received  through  this  fund  which  is  supplemented 
by  contributions  from  the  Church  at  large,  the  Society  obtains 
the  only  funds  to  carry  forward  the  blessed  work  of  caring 
for  our  aged  ministers  and  their  widows. 

This  Synod  has  contributed  during  the  year  $713.56  to- 
ward this  object.  From  this  statement  of  facts  it  is  plain  that 
the  work  of  the  Society  is  limited  and  a  noble  work  seriously 
hindered,  and  the  necessities  of  our  aged  ministers  and  widows 
are  not  fully  met.  A  cause  so  worthy  truly  deserves  a  more 
faithful  support. 

The  Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home  has  during  the  past 
year  begun  the  work  designed  by  the  noble  benefactor  to  this 
worthy  cause.  Although  the  opportunity  which  the  Home 
furnishes  as  a  retreat  for  those  amongst  our  ministers  and  their 
widows  in  their  declining  years,  has  not  been  embraced  to  the 
extent  that  it  might  have  been  expected,  yet  we  believe  that 
its  usefulness  in  the  Church  with  this  beginning,  will  with 
changing  circumstances  of  passing  years  become  apparent  to 
those  for  whom  it  is  intended. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  we  would  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing for  adoption : 

1.  That  this  worthy  cause  be  commended  to  the  various 
Qasses  and  Charges  as  worthy  of  their  most  generous  support. 

2.  That  the  Daniel  Stine  Home  be  commended  to  the 
Church  as  a  most  worthy  charity,  and  that  those  of  large 
means  be  urged  to  contribute  toward  the  increase  of  an  en- 
dowment of  said  institution,  so  that  from  this  source  it  may 
receive  full  support.

The  total  receipts  of  the  College  were  $2,238  from  the 
German  Synods,  and  $1,340  from  English  Synods. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  was  32,  three  of 
whom  were  graduated  in  the  classical  course.  Of  these  three, 
one  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  one  the 
Theological  Department  of  Ursinus  College,  one  who  had  been 
supported  by  the  Presbyterians  at  an  institution  of  that  church. 

The  present  Senior  Class  numbers  five.  We  would  wish 
to  have  to  report  a  larger  number  of  students,  but  may  hardly 
hope  for  a  large  increase  with  our  present  inadequate  equip- 
ment, and  with  the  limited  resources  at  command.  However, 
as  long  as  the  literary  standing,  and  the  moral  character  of 
the  Calvin  College  graduates  continue  to  receive  the  com- 
mendations of  competent  men,  and  as  long  as  the  most  in- 
fluential of  German  congregations  continue  to  call  for  their 
services  as  soon  as  they  have  completed  their  theological 
studies,  we  feel  constrained  to  continue  this  work,  never  ceas- 
ing to  hope  and  to  trust  that  in  due  season  God  will  send  His 
angel  to  trouble  the  pool  with  five  porches,  when  the  Church 
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will  provide  larger  and  more  liberal  things  for  a  German  in- 
stitution of  learning  where  the  young  people  of  our  German 
Churches  are  educated  for  America. 

We  pray  the  Lord  to  guide  and  to  bless  you  in  your 
Synodical  deliberations.

The  action  of  the  several  Classes  on  the  recommendations 
of  Synod  was  favorable  with  the  following  exceptions : 

T.  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  took  favorable  action  on  all 
matters  referred  by  Synod,  but  does  not  acknowledge  having 
committed  any  irregularities  (pp.  35,  36). 

2.  Lebanon  Classis  (a)  assumes  only  one-half  of  Synod's 
apportionment,  except  that  for  contingent  expenses;  (b)  it 
fails  to  commend  the  circulation  of  the  Reformed  Church  Tid- 
ings, on  the  ground  of  the  objectionable  character  of  its  adver- 
tisements. 

3.  Philadelphia  Classis    adopts    the  recommendations  of 
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Synod,  excepting  that  one  relating  to  reporting  of  arrearages 
on  Benevolence  (p.  20). 

4.  Lancaster  Classis  (a)  does  not  acknowledge  as  an  ir- 
regularity the  failure  to  attach  the  seal  of  Classis  to  the  minutes 
of  special  meetings  in  addition  to  the  seal  attached  to  the  man- 
uscript minutes  for  the  entire  year;  (b)  the  recording  of  a  mo- 
tion that  was  lost,  and  the  failure  to  give  full  marginal  refer- 
ences (p.  24). 

5.  West  Susquehanna  Classis  does  not  accept  the  appor- 
tionment of  $146  for  German  Missions,  nor  of  $29.20  for  Ca- 
tawba College  (p.  37),  but  commends  both  objects  to  the  gen- 
erous liberality  of  the  people. 

6.  Goshenhoppen  Qassis  assumes  $150  only  of  the  appor- 
tionment for  Church  Building  purposes  (p.  17)  ;  declines  to 
accept  the  apportionment  for  German  Mission  work  (p.  17), 
and  does  not  deem  it  advisable  to  appoint  a  classical  agent  for 
Missions  (p.  16).

8.  Lehigh  Qassis  does  not  acknowledge  the  failure  to  at- 
tach the  seal  to  each  special  meeting  in  manuscript  minutes 
when  seal  is  attached  to  the  Minutes  as  a  whole,  and  that  there 
is  a  lack  of  marginal  references. 

9.  Schuylkill  Classis  fails  to  see  the  irregularity  in  the 
time  of  the  special  meeting  held  January  31,  1898,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  call  issued  January  17,  1898. 

10.  Wyoming  Classis  did  not  adopt  Synod's  recommen- 
dation to  pay  the  apportionment  for  Missions  promptly  (p. 
20).  It  deferred  action  for  another  year  on  the  method  and 
rules  for  carrying  forward  the  work  of  Beneficiary  Education 
(p.  22)  ;  declines  to  assume  the  apportionment  for  Church 
Building  purposes;  accepts  only  $850  of  its  apportionment  of 
$1528  for  Home  Missions;  only  $500  of  its  apportionment  of 

$913  for  Foreign  Missions;  only  $76  of  its  apportionment  of 
$152  for  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  Missions,  and  only  $76  of 

its  apportionment  of  $152  for  German  Missions.

to  Synod  in  the  minutes  of  the  special  meetings  held  by  the  sev- 
eral Classes  after  their  annual  meeting,  be  appended  by  way  of 
foot-note  to  the  respective  statistical  tables,  but  should  be  noted 
in  the  Report  on  Minutes  of  Qasses  under  the  head  of  recep- 
tions, dismissions,  etc.,  as  they  now  are  with  the  addition  of 
the  date  of  any  such  action.

ARTICLE  XII. 

THE  STATE  OF  mSU4HON  AND  MORALS. 

The  following  report  on  Religion  and  Morals  was  pre- 
sented at  the  morning  session  on  Tuesday  and  adopted : 
To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : — The  kingdom  of  God  cometh 
not  with  observation;  neither  shall  they  say,  Lo  here!  or,  lo 
there  I  for,  b^old,  the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you.  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took, 
and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened. 
Evidently  the  kingdom  of  heaven  does  not  consist  primarily  in 
that  which  can  be  discerned  with  the  naked  eye,  or  that  which 
can  be  outwardly  touched  and  handled.  It  is  something  deeper, 
it  is  the  life  of  Christ  as  this  is  revealed  .in  the  life  of  the  human 
family.  As  all  life  it  is  known  in  its  manifestations.  Accord- 
ingly, we  refer  to  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  various  reports 
on  the  State  of  Religion  as  evidences  of  the  spiritual  condition 
of  the  field  occupied  by  this  Synod. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  indications  are  not  all  of  the 
same  order.  There  are  indications  of  a  healthy  growth,  there 
are  also  those  of  an  opposite  character. 

By  comparing  the  statistics  of  this  year  with  those  of  one 
year  ago,  we  see  contrasts  that  are  worthy  of  our  earnest  con- 
sideration. In  1898  we  reported  296  ministers;  now  we  report 
306,  an  increase  of  ten.  Let  us  be  thankful  for  this  and  regard 
it  at  least  as  an  indication  that  the  Lord  is  willing  to  answer 
our  prayer,  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest, 
for  the  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few.    The 
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next  item  is  not  quite  so  encouraging,  for  instead  of  reporting 
an  increase  of  congregations  we  report  a  decrease  of  one, 
namely,  531  instead  of  532  over  against  last  year,  and  this  in  the 
face  of  the  fact  that  some  reports  speak  of  the  organization  of 
new  congregations.  Possibly  in  some  cases  the  statistics  are 
not  as  full  and  complete  as  they  ought  to  be,  we  say  as  they 
ought  to  be,  for  even  a  subject,  as  dry  as  our  statistics  appear 
to  be  to  some  of  the  brethren,  can  be  studied  so  as  to  become  a 
means  of  grace,  for  it  was  when  our  Saviour  saw  that  the  har- 
vest was  plenteous  and  the  laborers  few,  that  He  instructed  the 
disciples  to  pray  for  more  laborers.  By  a  further  study  of  our 
statistics  we  find  that  this  year  we  report  communicants,  97,- 
061,  or  788  less  than  last  year,  when  we  reported  97,849.  The 
next  item  is  more  encouraging  for  we  report  communed,  81,131, 
as  over  against  80,477  ^^^  ^^st  year,  or  a  gain  of  654,  and  by 
adding  together  the  788,  which  indicates  the  loss  in  numbers 
for  communicants  from  last  year,  and  the  654,  which  indicates 
the  increase  in  those  who  communed  this  year,  we  have  a  net 
gain  of  1,442  of  those  who  communed.  We  hope  it  may  be  true, 
as  claimed  by  one  of  the  Qasses,  that  we  have  here  an  indica- 
tion that  although  we  are  numerically  smaller  yet  we  arc 
morally  stronger.  In  unconfirmed  members  there  is  a  decrease 
J  of  419;  of  infant  baptism  a  decrease  of  154;  of  adult  baptism 

/  a  decrease  of  147;  of  confirmations  a  decrease  of  384;   certifi- 

cate of  reprofession  a  decrease  of  257.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
thus  far  there  has  been  in  nearly  every  column  a  change  of  fig- 
ures in  what  we  usually  regard  a  wrong  direction.  When  we 
come  now  to  that  part  of  the  statistical  tables  which  speaks  of 
losses,  we  find  that  the  figures  for  this  year  are  larger  than  those 
of  last  year.  Dismissed  this  year  163  more  than  last  year; 
erasure  of  names,  an  increase  of  288;  deaths,  communicants, 
an  increase  of  180;  deaths  of  unconfirmed  there  is,  however,  a 
decrease  of  5;  students  for  the  ministry,  an  increase  of  2: 
contributions  for  benevolence  there  is  a  decrea:se  of  $4,898; 
while  for  congregational  expenses  there  was  an  increase  of 
$10,689. 

So  far,  then,  as  our  statistics  are  reliable  the  state  of  the 
Church  does  not  reveal  that  degree  of  prosperity  which  we 
should  like  to  see.    This  may.  of  cou-se,  be  regarded  as  a  su- 
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perficial  view  of  the  situation,  and  more  especially  so  because 
our  statistics  are  in  some  cases  not  reported  as  fully  and  cor- 
rectly as  the  Church  has  a  right  to  expect.  But  there  are  other 
indications  of  the  same  kind.  One  report  tells  us  that  not  in  a 
decade  has  there  been  such  restlessness  among  both  clergy 
and  laity,  nor,  it  goes  on  to  say,  have  there  been  so  many  va- 
cancies in  one  year  as  this  past  year.  The  report  attributes  all 
this  not  only  to  industrial  depression,  but  to  spiritual  decline. 
Another  report  finds  it  important  to  say  that  our  Saviour  found 
dullness  and  deadness  of  heart  rendering  it  barren  soil  even 
under  His  most  gracious  culture,  and  encourages  its  members 
not  to  despair  under  existing  conditions  in  our  time.  Still  an- 
other report  deplores  the  fact  that  the  apportionments  are  not 
paid  and  argues  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  ministry  to  forcefully 
challenge  the  people,  or  a  spirit  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
the  congregations  or  possibly  both.  All  these  things,  and  some 
others  of.  a  similar  character,  remind  us  that  in  some  respects, 
at  least,  there  is  not  only  room,  but  an  earnest  call,  for  improve- 
ment. There  is,  however,  another  side  to  the  picture,  and  it 
will  be  a  pleasure  to  look  for  a  little  while  upon  that. 

A  number  of  reports  speak  of  the  building  of  new  church- 
es ;  of  the  remodeling  and  improvement  of  old  houses  of  wor- 
ship, and  of  the  payment  of  church  debts.  There  are  many 
earnest  expressions  of  gratitude  to  God  for  a  manifest  pres- 
ence of  His  grace  and  help  during  the  year.  There  are  two  or 
three  things  brought  to  light  that  are  deserving  of  special  no- 
tice. 

One  report  tells  us  that  a  new  pastoral  charge  has  been 
created  by  tlje  request  of  a  congregation  numbering  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  members.  The  report  very  properly  goes  on  to 
say.  This  is  to  be  commended  and  we  hope  will  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  large  congregations  and  charges  to  follow  its  example  in 
order  that  better  results  may  accrue  unto  the  greater  glory  of 
God.  It  is  particularly  when  we  take  the  facts  here  stated  as 
an  indication  of  the  silent  workings  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Master 
as  a  hidden  leaven  to  extend  the  kingdom  of  God  among  the 
children  of  men,  that  we  appreciate  the  full  meaning  of  such 
a  movement.  Still  more  encouraging  does  it  appear  when  we 
remember  th^t  this  is  only  one  indication  of  a  blessed  work 
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that  is  quietly  going  forward  among  our  overgrown  pastoral 
charges.  We  also  note  with  pleasure  that  one  charge  is  re- 
ported in  which  ninety-five  per  centum  of  the  members  com- 
muned. This  is  all  the  more  significant  when  it  is  remembered 
that  a  few  years  ago  a  congregation  was  reported  as  having 
had  every  one  of  its  seventy-six  members  participants  in  the 
Lord's  Supper  for  that  year.  It  is  not  only  gratifying  that 
among  some  of  our  people  there  is  an  appreciation  of  the 
blessing  in  store  for  a  people  who  avail  themselves  of  an  op- 
portunity which  admits  them  into  the  innermost  sanctoary  of 
Christian  worship,  but  it  is  gratifying  in  a  special  sense  to  know 
that  account  is  made  of  this  fact,  for  it  argues  on  the  part  of 
our  pastors  and  elders  the  worthy  ambition  to  have  a  high  av- 
erage of  those  who  regularly  commune.  We  are  glad  to  take 
this  as  one  of  the  evidences  of  a  high  moral  and  Christian  stand- 
ard among  our  people. 

Still  another  matter  is  an  indication  that  gives  us  much  en- 
couragement.   We  have  reference  to  the  language  made  use  of 

in  speaking  of  good  work  that  is  being  silently  carried  forward 
among  the  younger  and  more  active  workers  of  our  people.  One 
report  says:  It  is  evident  that  the  Sunday-school  and  other 
church  auxiliaries,  when  properly  conducted,  have  become 
mighty  influences  and  forces  for  good  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ 
and  are  the  means  of  training  and  preparing  a  corps  of  efficient 
workers  in  years  to  come.  Another  report  says :  A  matter  for 
great  rejoicing  is  the  frequent  reference  to  the  activity  among 
the  young  people  in  the  various  congregations.  The  Sunday- 
schools  and  missionary  societies  seem  to  be  leavening  the  whole 
Church.  Thus  we  see  that  the  careful  training  and  gliding  of 
the  young  is  already  showing  good  results. 

A  third  report  says :  In  almost  every  church  there  are  aux- 
iliary societies  that  are  in  a  most  flourishing  condition. 

A  fourth  report  says :  The  cheering  reports  of  the  Sunday- 
school  work  and  of  the  activity  manifested  in  the  different  so- 
cieties of  the  Church  show  that  ministers  and  people  are  aware 
of  the  latent  power  in  our  young  people  and  are  making  use  of 
every  possible  means  to  utilize  and  develop  it.  Without  giving 
any  more  extracts  on  this  point,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  more  tes- 
timony of  the  same  character  could  be  easily  produced.     We 
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would  simply  add  that  on  no  one  point  are  the  reports  so  in  har- 
mony with  each  other  as  on  this  point  of  encouragement  by  rea- 
son of  the  hopeful  condition  in  the  work  being  accomplished 
throughout  the  Church  by  the  Sunday-school  and  other  auxil- 
iaries of  the  Church.  And  as  these  agencies  include  very  largely 
the  most  active  portion  of  our  membership  we  regard  the  indi- 
cations as  promising  much  in  the  way  of  favorable  results  for 
the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Especially  favorable 
do  we  regard  these  indications  as  the  Church  is  about  to  un- 
dertake its  share  in  forwarding  the  Twentieth  Century  Move- 
ment which  has  for  its  object  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  throughout  the  world. 

The  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter,  then,  is  that  while  in 
the  reports,  as  they  come  to  us  from  various  sections  of  the 
Church,  there  is  a  loud  call  for  more  earnest  consecration  of  our 
people  to  the  Master's  service  and  for  conscientious  care  in  re- 
porting correctly  the  results  so  far  as  this  can  be  done.  There  is 
also  a  great  deal,  that  is  encouraging,  in  this  that  among  those 
who  are  usually  the  most  active  there  is  manifest  a  spirit  of  loy- 
alty, devotion  and  activity,  that  speaks  well  for  the  good  seed 
that  is  now  being  sown  and  for  the  rich  harvest  which  we  have 
a  right  to  expect  both  in  the  enlargement  of  numbers  and  also 

in  moral  and  spiritual  advancement.

During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  two  regular  meetings. 
The  first  meeting  was  held  on  May  9.  1899,  when  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected :     President,  Geo.  N.  Forney ;   Vice- 
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President,  John  D.  Skiles ;  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth,  and  Sec- 
retary, Jeremiah  S.  Hess. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  October  5th,  1899. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  from  Lewis  Shriver,  tobe  known  as  the  Andrew 
Keiser  and  Catharine  W.  Shriver  Alcove  Fund. 

The  Board  was  obliged  to  incur  necessary  expenses  upon 
the  building  occupied  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Richards,  Professor  of 
Church  History,  amounting  to  nearly  eight  hundred  dollars 
($800). 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander,  the  agent  for  the  Sarah  Ellen  and 
•  Nevin  Ambrose  Swander  Memorial  Fund,  reported  that  he  had 
twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  in  hand,  which  he  is  prepared 
to  turn  over  to  the  proper  authorities,  after  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary.

8.  Excepting  the  sad  case  of  discipline  reported  above, 
the  students  maintained  a  good  standing  as  to  Christian  char- 
acter.

The  Board  of  Education  organized  for  the  current  year 
by  electing  the  following  officers : 

Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.D.,  Allentown,  Pa.,  President;  Rev. 
Wm.  Fx  Lichliter,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  Secretary;  Mr.  John  Hertz- 
ler,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  Treasurer. 

During  the  last  year  the  Board  aided  six  students  for  the 
ministry,  and  has  voted  aid  to  the  same  number  for  this  year. 
In  the  last  year  theClassis  of  Lancaster  aided  four, the  Classis  of 
Lehigh  five,  and  the  Classis  of  Tohickon  two  students ;  and  in 
the  current  year  the  Classis  of  Lancaster  will  aid  four,  the 
Qassis  of  Lehigh  two,  and  the  Classis  of  Tohickon  three.  The 
whole  number  aided  last  year  is  seventeen ;  five  of  whom  com- 
pleted their  studies  and  were  graduated,  and  are  in  the  active 
work  of  the  ministry;  and  the  number  aided  this  year  is  fif- 
teen.

The  last  college  year  was  in  all  respects  satisfactory  and 
prosperous.  The  total  enrollment,  as  was  anticipated  at  the 
beginning  of  the  last  year,  was  not  quite  as  large  as  that  of  the 
year  before,  and  yet  the  attendance  was  good  ^.wd  ^y!w^>\r.^ 
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what  may  fairly  be  called  a  steady  average  increase.  •  Hit;  whcde 
niunb^  on  the  roll  during  theyear»includingtwograduatesand 
six  special  students,  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-five.  The  num- 
ber of  new  students  admitted  this  year  is  considerably  larger 
than  last  year,  consisting  of  fifty-one  Freshmen  and  Specials, 
four  Sophomores  and  three  Juniors,  making  fifty-eight  new 
students  in  all. 

The  prosperous  condition  of  the  Academy,  to  which  at- 
tention was  called  in  the  last  annual  report  as  especially  note- 
worthy, continues,  and  the  attendance  in  this  department  is 
much  larger  than  ever  before.  The  Academy  opened  this  year 
with  an  actual  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  ten  (no).  The 
large  building  is  filled  to  overflowing,  and  a  few  of  the  older 
students  are  ropming  in  private  houses.  The  teaching  force 
has  also  been  increased  and  the  outlook  is  most  hopeful  and 
encouraging. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  was  increased  by  the  addition 
of  three  new  professors  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year. 
Professor  Qaude  B.  Davis,  who  has  been  instructor  in  Elocu- 
tion and  Oratory,  has  been  made  Professor  of  this  department, 
and  he  will  give  his  time  to  the  work  during  the  whole  year. 

Dr.  H.  S.  Wingert  has  been  appointed  Professor  of  Physical 
Culture  and  Director  of  the  Gymnasium,  and  he  will  devote 
all  his  time  to  the  work  of  this  department  during  the  year. 

I  Through  the  generosity  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
jl  tees,  the  Honorable  George  F.  Baer,  who  made  himself  respon- 
I ;  sible  for  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Modem  Languages  for 

I I  two  years,  the  College  has  been  put  in  a  position  to  secure  what 
j  has  so  long  been  needed,  a  Professor  who  will  give  all  his  time 
R  to  instruction  in  French  and  German.     Dr.  William  Kurrel- 

meyer,  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  has  been  appointed  to  this 
important  position,  and  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  Pro- 
fessorship. 

In  response  to  the  requests  which  have  come  to  the  Board 
i»  of  Trustees  from  different  quarters,  the  course  of  studies  in 

the  College  has  been  to  some  extent  modified  and  rearranged. 
The  old  course  of  study  is  maintained  as  heretofore,  allowing, 
however,  a  little  more  margin  for  elective  studies.  Analytical 
Geometry  is  made  an  elective,  and  so  is  Greek,  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Junior  year.  Room  is  also  made  for  a  course  of 
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study  in  which  Greek  may  be  begun  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Freshman  year.  This  is  especially  intended  for  those  who  are 
well  advanced  in  Latin,  Mathematics  and  Modem  Languages, 
but  have  no  opportunity  to  study  Greek.  In  addition  to  this,  a 
course  of  study  has  been  established  in  which  Greek  is  replaced 
by  Modem  Languages  and  a  larger  proportion  of  Science  and 
Mathematics. 

It  will  be  seen,  thus,  that  facilities  are  provided  for  effec- 
tive work  in  all  the  different  departments,  and  room  is  made 
for  the  thorough  training  of  students  who  do  not  care  to  ^ke 
the  full  classical  course.  In  taking  this  step,  however,  it  is  not 
intended  to  lower  the  standard  of  admission.  A  full  equivalent 
of  preliminary  study  and  training  >yill  be  expected  of  all  ap- 
plicants, whether  they  take  the  full  classical  course  or  not. 

There  has  been  no  marked  financial  change  in  the  condi- 
tion of  the  College  during  the  past  year.  Some  of  the  invested 
funds  were  paid  back  and  had  to  be  reinvested,  entailing  a 
slight  loss  of  interest,  and,  as  during  the  previous  year,  the  ex- 
penditures exceeded  the  income.  The  deficit  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  about  three  thousand  dollars.  This  condition  of  things 
plainly  shows  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  endowment  fund. 
The  running  expenses  of  the  institution  have  been  increased 
because  of  new  buildings  and  additional  facilities  offered  to  the 
students.  Inasmuch  as  instruction  in  Elocution  is  offered  dur- 
ing the  whole  year,  the  department  of  Physical  Culture  is  bet- 
ter provided  for  than  ever  before,  and  hospital  accommodations, 
in  case  of  sickness,  are  offered  to  the  students,  it  has  been 
found  expedient  to  increase  the  College  fees  from  $15  to  $20 
per  term. 

The  fjeat  need  of  the  institution  at  this  time  is  undoubtedly 
the  completion  of  the  projected  Science  Building.  A  year  ago 
the  Board  of  Trustees  resolved  that  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ing should  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  $20,000  had  been  pledged 
for  this  purpose.  At  the  late  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees it  appeared  that  this  amount  was  definitely  in  sight,  and  it 
was  accordingly  resolved  to  begin  the  erection  as  speedily  as 
possible.  The  difficulty  of  securing  suitable  plans  has  caused 
some  delay,  but  the  matter  is  now  well  in  hand,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected to  go  forward  with  the  work  as  rapidly  as  circumstances 
and  the  season  will  permit,  in  order  that  the  building  may  b^ 
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ready  for  use  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  college  year.  It  is  of 
vital  importance,  therefore,  that  adequate  funds  for  the  erectian 
of  the  building  be  speedily  provided,  and  this  enterprise  is  mast 
urgently  recommended  to  the  three  Synods  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation. 

The  vacancy  caused  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  the  death 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Apple  has  been  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  B.  Frank  Fatackenthal,  Esq.,  of  Riegelsville,  Pa. 
The  term  of  service  of  J.  W.  Wetzel,  Esq.,  C.  C.  Leader,  and 
the  Hon.  W.  U.  Hensel,  expires  during  the  present  year.  Mr. 
Hensel  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Wetzel  by 
the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  and  Mr.  Leader  by  the  Eastern 
S3mod.  It  will,  accordingly  devolve  upon  these  two  Synods  to 
fill  the  first  two  vacancies  by  an  election  held  during  the  present 
session.

Twenty-six  being  in  the  Junior  class,  eleven  in  the  Mid- 
dle class  and  nineteen  in  the  Senior  class,  the  latter  having 
completed  the  prescribed  course  were  given  testimonials  of 
graduation.  The  conduct  and  progress  of  the  students  has 
been  very  commendable,  and  save  one  case  of  severe  discipline, 
the  Board  rejoices  in  the  Christian  character  and  standing  of 
the  students.  The  Board  directed  the  Faculty  to  keep  a  record 
of  the  conduct  and  studies  of  each  student,  so  as  to  furnish  the 
Classes  with  a  detailed  report  of  each  student  under  their  care. 

The  Board  overtures  the  three  Synods  to  provide  six  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  support  of  a  teacher  of  elocution  and  ora- 
tory, the  above-named  amount  to  be  divided  as  follows :  East- 
em  Synod,  $300;  Potomac  Synod,  $200;  Pittsburgh  Synod, 
$100.  Special  lectures  were  delivered  during  the  year  by  Revs. 
A.  J.  Heller,  D.D.,  C.  Clever,  D.D.,  and  C.  J.  Musser. 

The  course  in  Church  History  was  properly  provided  for 
during  the  year  by  Drs.  Bowman,  Cast  and  Rupp,  and  the  ex- 
tra labors  of  these  brethren  are  gratefully  appreciated  by  the 
Board. 

2.  From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  The- 
ological Seminary  we  learn  that  the  Board  held  two  regular 
meetings.  Its  officers  are  George  N.  Forney,  President;  John  D. 
Skiles,  Vice-President;  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer,  and  Jere- 
miah S.  Hess,  Secretary. 

The  Treasurer  reports  having  received  $1,000.00  from 
Lewis  Shriver,  to  be  known  as  the  Andrew  Keiser  and  Cath- 
arine W.  Shriver  Alcove  Fund.  Also  $1,900.00  from  the  Laird 
estate. 

Rev.  J.  I,  S wander,  D.D.,  agent  for  the  Sarah  Ellen  and 
Nevin  Ambrose  Swander  Memorial  Fund,  reported  $1,200.00 
were  in  his  hands  ready  to  be  paid  over  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons, whom  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  the  Faculty  of  the  The- 
ological Seminary  may  designate,  and  asks  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  Rev.  William  Rupp,  D.D.,  to  present  the  matter  to  the 
bodies  referred  to. 

The  Board  expended  $800.00  on  the  house  occupied  by 
Rev.  George  W.  Richards,  and  asks  that  the  Synods  make  full 
provision  for  this  amount,  together  with  $1,200.00  for  cur- 
rent expenses.  These  amounts  are  to  be  apportioned  in  the 
following  ratio:    Eastern   Synod,  $900.00;    PolovcvaK.  ^N^\o^v 
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$6oo.oo,  and  Pittsburgh  Synod,  $300.00.  It  also  asks  for  the 
prompt  payment  of  the  same,  so  as  to  reimburse  a  depleted 
treasury. 

The  receipts  during  the  year  were  $6,865.72.  Expendi- 
tures, $11,211.20.    Balance  due  the  Treasurer,  $4,34548. 

3.  The  Board  of  Education  elected  the  following  cheers: 
Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.D.,  President;  Rev.  W.  F.  Lidiliter, 
Secretary,  and  Mr.  John  Hertzler,  Treasurer.  During  the  last 
year  the  Board  aided  six  students  for  the  ministry  and  has 
voted  aid  to  the  same  ntunber  for  this  year,  and  its  treasury 
shows  a  balance  of  $900.48  on  hand. 

4.  The  Report  of  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Mar* 
shall  College,  is  full  of  encouragement  and  there  is  every  pros- 
pect for  successful  work.  During  the  year  165  students  were 
in  attendance,  58  new  students  being  enrolled. 

The  Academy  is  in  a  most  properous  condition,  with  a 
larger  number  of  students  than  ever  before,  and  an  increased 
teaching  force. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  has  also  been  increased.    Pro- 
fessor C.  6.  Davis  has  been  made  Professor  of  Elocution  and 
Oratory;   Dr.  H.  S.  Wingert,  Professor  of  Physical  Culture 
ij  and  Director  of  the  Gymnasium,  and  the  appointment  of  Dr. 

i  William  Kurrelmeyer,  Professor  of  Modem  Langfuages.    This 

ft  appointment  was  made  possible  only  through  the  liberality  of 

Hon.  George  F.  Baer,  of  Reading,  Pa. 

j  The  course  of  studies  in  the  College  has  been  somewhat 

modified  in  answer  to  repeated  requests  made  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  change  is  believed  to  be  of  great  advantage. 

Owing  to  the  increased  facilities  offered  in  the  various  de- 
partments the  College  fees  have  been  raised  $5  per  term. 

The  expenditures  of  the  College  have  exceeded  its  income 
and  there  is  an  urgent  demand  for  a  larger  endowment.  Spe- 
cial emphasis  is  placed  on  the  need  of  the  proposed  Science 
Building.  And  the  Synod  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  Board  of 
Trustees  assures  us  that  the  erection  of  the  building  will  go 
forward. 

The  Board  asks  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  three  Syn- 
ods in  providing  the  funds  necessary  for  this  much-needed 
building. 
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A  vacancy  exists  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  follows:  The 
term  of  service  of  Elder  C.  C.  Leader,  J.  W.  Wetzel,  Esq.,  and 
the  Hon.  W.  U.  Hensel,  expires  during  the  present  year.  Hon. 
W.  U.  Hensel  is  appointed  by  the  Board.  The  vacancy  caused 
by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  J.  W.  Wetzel  is  to  be 
filled  by  the  Potomac  Synod,  and  that  of  Elder  C.  C.  Leader  by 
this  Synod. 

The  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  caused  by  the 
death  of  Rev.  Thos.  G.  Apple.  D.D.,  has  been  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  B.  Frank  Fackenthal,  Esq. 

After  carefully  considering  the  various  reports  of  the  in- 
stitutions placed  in  our  hands,  your  Committee  is  pleased  to 
state  that  the  past  year  has  been  a  successful  and  prosperous 
one  and  that  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  most  hopeful.  We 
respectfully  recommend  the  following  for  your  consideration : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  bless- 
ing of  Almighty  God  upon  the  institutions  of  our  Church.

Brethren: — ^Your  committee  on  the  increased  endow- 
ment of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  respectfully  submit 
that  the  work  committed  to  us  has  been  prosecuted  during  tlv 
year,  though  not  as  successfully  as  we  had  hoped  it  might  be 
Nevertheless,  the  promise  held  out  in  our  last  year's  report  wai 
to  some  extent  realized. 

At  our  meeting  held  yesterday,  at  which  eight  of  th< 
twelve  Classes  were  represented,  it  was  learned  that  in  all  th< 
Qasses,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three,  committees  to  co 
operate  with  your  committee  and  the  Field  Secretary  in  fur 
thering  the  work,  were  appointed.  In  two  of  the  Classes  ar 
rangements  have  been  made  to  canvass  their  congregations  fo; 
funds  for  the  much-needed  Science  Building  during  the  com 

ing  winter  and  spring.  The  representatives  of  these  Qasse 
are  hopeful  that  encouraging  and  tangible  results  will  accnn 
from  these  efforts,  so  soon  as  actual  work  on  the  building  ha 

been  begun. 

We  rejoice  to  report  further  that  in  one  of  the  Classes  oxn 

subscription  of  $3,000  has  been  secured,  and  a  verbal  promisi 

of  a  much  larger  contribution  from  another  worthy  membc 

of  our  Church,  coupled  with  the  intimation  that  a  largely  in 

^:  creased  gift  may  possibly  follow  from  the  same  source. 

From  the  reports  made  it  would  appear  that  the  member 
ship  of  the  Church  is  becoming  more  keenly  alive  to  the  neces 
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sities  of  F.  and  M.  College, — the  oldest  and  most  important 
educational  institution  of  our  Church ;  that  it  is  not  unreason- 
able to  hope  that  ere  long  we  may  see  the  Science  Building  a 
realized  fact  on  our  College  campus,  placed  there  by  the  gen- 
erous gifts  of  an  enlightened,  interested  and  grateful  member- 
ship as  a  memorial  to  the  grand  work,  that  under  God,  has 
been  done  by  the  College  in  the  past,  and  is  now  being  done  by 
a  band  of  earnest,  able  and  consecrated  workers  in  the  cause 
of  higher  Christian  education. 

It  affords  your  committee  some  satisfaction  to  report  that 
the  amount  so  far  received  in  cash  and  subscription  within  the 
bounds  of  our  Synod  is  $7,500. 

With  gratitude  to  God,  we  record  these  facts  and  take 
courage  to  labor  zealously  to  bring  the  work  to  a  speedy  and 
successful  completion. 

We  would  ask  Synod  anew  to  urge  upon  the  several  Qass- 
es,  pastors,  elders  and  members,  the  necessity  of  furnishing  our 
College,  which  is  manned  by  an  excellent,  hard-working  fac- 
ulty, and  has  a  large  and  ever-increasing  body  of  students,  with 
more  working-room,  and  with  a  thoroughly  up-to-date  and 
complete  equipment ;  and  especially  at  this  time  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Science. 

If  the  Church  will  do  this,  it  will  speedily  reap  large  and 
gratifying  results.

Dear  Brethren: — During  the  Synodical  year  the  full 
Board  had  one  meeting  and  the  Executive  Council  had  three 
meetings,  at  which  Home  Missionary  work  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Eastern  and  the  Potomac  Synods  received  due  consid- 
eration. What  concerns  the  general  work  you  will  learn  from 
the  report  of  the  General  Board;  hence  this  report  has  to  do 
only  with  local  interests. 

The  traveling  Hungarian  missionary,  Rev.  Stephen  Virag, 
who  entered  upon  his  work  about  three  months  ago,  is  sup- 
ported almost  entirely  by  special  funds  secured  within  these 
two  Synods.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Eastern  Synod,  $300 
were  pledged  for  this  work,  nearly  all  of  which  has  been  paid ; 
and  additional  pledges  from  a  few  individuals  in  both  Synods, 
amounting  to  over  $700,  were  secured  afterwards,  thus  provid- 
ing for  his  support  for  nearly  two  years.

October  lst»   1899. 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

In  compliance  with  custom  we  hereby  submit  a  brief  an- 
nual report.  As  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  which  are  also 
officially  before  you,  contain  the  Triennial  Report  of  this 
Board,  in  which  the  work  is  fully  and  in  detail  set  forth  up  to 
May  I,  1899,  this  report  is  limited  to  what  has  been  done  and 
projected  since  that  date,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  the 
present  conditions  seem  to  demand. 

Re-organiz.\tion. — The  Board  was  re-organized  on  May 
27th,  1899,  as  follows:  Rev.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  D.D.,  president; 
Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.D.,  vice-president;  Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley, 
D.D.,  secretary:  Elder  Geo.  W.  Stein,  treasurer;  Elder  C.  M. 
Boush,  Esq.,  Ue^LSwrer  of  Church  Building  Funds,  and  attor- 
ney of  the  Board. 
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Executive  Committee. — The  Executive  Committee  con- 
sists of  Rev.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.D., 
Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.  A.  Peters.  D.D.,  and  Rev.  J. 
H.  Sechler,  D.D. 

The  Board. — ^The  members  of  the  Board  have  freely  giv- 
en themselves  to  the  work  and  have  been  faithful  to  their  re- 
sponsible trusts.  To  know  the  conditions,  to  discriminate,  and 
to  systematically  arrange  for  the  vital  needs  of  the  several  mis- 
sions, demands  the  highest  and  most  consecrated  characteris- 
tics. 

Our  Superintendents. — Our  Superintendents  are  men 
of  large  experience,  good  judgment,  untiring  energy  and  con- 
secrated zeal.  They  are  acceptably  filling  delicate,  difficult,  re- 
sponsible and  wearing  positions. 

Our  Missionaries. — Our  Missionaries  are  as  a  class 
faithful  and  aggressive.  Some  of  them  are  doing  heroic  work, 
and  enduring  hardships  without  the  apparent  appreciation  of 
the  Church.  The  Lord  is  sustaining  His  servants  in  the  field. 
May  He  give  His  Church  grace  to  feel  the  inspiration  of  the 
calls/of  His  Providence,  to  do  her  part,  in  sustaining  them  by 
prayer,  sympathy  and  money. 

Our  Missions. — Our  Missions  are  well  organized  and 
well  conducted.  There  is  just  now  an  unusual  activity  in 
Church  Building.  Eight  west  of  the  Alleghenies  and  one  or 
more  east  of  the  mountains,  are  erecting  houses  of  worship, 
while  others  are  improving  their  church  property.  The  aver- 
age contributions  of  our  Missions  per  member  is  above  that  of 
the  established  congregations  of  the  Church.  Our  Missions 
were  never  in  a  more  hopeful  and  prosperous  condition.  A 
grand  foundation  has  been  laid  for  the  future,  and  it  has  been 
done  in  the  face  of  many  hindrances. 

Insurance. — The  Board  has  directed  that;  proper  insur- 
ance shall  be  had,  by  all  the  Missions  on  their  church  property. 

Hungarians. — The  Hungarian  work  is  advancing.  The 
Board  has  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  assure  proper  church 
relations,  and  that  only  such  methods  and  practices,  as  are  in 
full  harmony  with  the  Church  in  this  country,  shall  be  observed 
among  them. 

Rev.  Stephen  Virag  who  was  called  from  Hungary  to  be  a 
travelling  missionary  here  among  his  scattered  q,o\xcv\x^tc\kcv.,  ?kX- 
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rived,  and  was  commissioned  July  22d,  1899.  The  money  for 
the  support  of  this  missionary  for  two  years,  has  been  provided 
outside  of  the  appropriations  for  our  ordinary  work. 

Hungarian  Missionaries  shall  hereafter  accept  yearly  re- 
ductions in  their  support  as  do  the  English  Missionaries. 

Bohemians. — The  Bohemian  congregation  organized  at 
Qeveland.  Ohio,  by  the  Erie  Classis  has  come  under  the  care  of 
this  Board.  A  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  a  church  is  now 
being  built,  to  cost  about  $2,500. 

The  Board  has  also  secured  a  lot  for  the  Bohemian  congre- 
gation at  Chicago,  111.,  on  which  a  church  will  soon  be  built. 

Michael  Schlatter  Memorial  Fund. — The  scheme  to 
raise  $100,000  as  a  Michael  Schlatter  Memorial  Ftmd  for 
church  building  purposes,  inaugurated  during  the  Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial  services,  has  resulted  in  some  Church  Building  Funds 
and  other  smaller  amounts,  which  have  been  reported  by  the 
treasurer  of  this  fund.  The  scheme  deserves  to  be  pushed  until 
the  full  amount  is  realized. 

Church  Building  Fund. — Our  Church  Building  Funds 
are  steadily  growing.  ""The  Catechumens  Fund"  has  been 
completed.  Amount  $500.  A  new  one  has  also  been  addvlo 
the  list  since  the  published  report,  namely  "The  Martha  M, 
Simmons  Church  Building  Fund."  Amount  $500.  Given 
September  13,  1899,  by  her  sisters,  Mrs.  Catharine  S.  Jacobs, 
Mrs.  Georgianna  A.  Simmons,  and  the  Misses  Elizabeth  G., 
Emma  B.,  and  Ella  V.  Houck,  of  Frederick.  Md. 

Here  is  a  vital  point  at  which  people  of  means  may  help 
God's  cause,  and  at  the  same  time  create  an  al)iding  memorial 
for  themselves,  or  some  friend,  living  or  dead,  that  will  be  a 
blessing  to  unborn  generations. 

Special  attention  is  hereby  called  to  the  descriptive  list  of 
Church  Building  Funds  in  the  recent  Triennial  Report. 

Church  Extension. — The  Church  Extension  feature  of 
our  work  has  grown  rapidly  and  has  become  a  very  important 
factor.     Its  usefulness  is  only  limited  by  the  funds  placed  at 
ij|  our  disposal.    The  careful  study  of  the  report  of  the  treasurer 

of  this  fund,  will  reveal  an  expansion  in  this  phase  of  our  work 
that  ought  to  prove  an  inspiration. 

Mani'al. — A  manual  containing  the  Charter.  Rules  and 
Regulations  ^ot  \\\e  \w^^vv^^^vc\^wl  o(  the  business  of  the  Board 
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has  been  published.  It  also  contains  forms  for  deeds,  charters, 
bequests,  model  constitution  for  a  congregation,  together  with 
designs  for  chapels  and  churches.  Copies  of  the  Manual  can 
be  secured  from  the  several  superintendents  of  the  Board. 

Missionary  Periodical. — The  Rcfortned  Church  Tidings 
has  been  published  for  the  past  three  years  at  a  considerable 
annual  loss.  Its  usefulness,  however,  justifies  its  continuance. 
It  now  appears  in  a  modified  but  improved  form  with  some 
change  in  price.  A  copy  of  this  paper  ought  to  go  into  every 
family  of  the  Church.  The  spread  of  missionary  literature  is. 
like  leaven  in  the  meal.  It  works  silently  but  surely  till  the 
whole  body  is  leavened. 

Finances. — At  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  we  report- 
ed ourselves  without  debt.  Since  then,  however,  our  income 
has  not  met  our  expenses.  At  the  July  meeting  we  were  com- 
fvelled  to  borrow  money.  The  amount  borrowed  will  scarcely 
be  all  in  the  treasury  at  the  October  meeting,  when  we  must 
have  over  $9,000  to  pay  our  missionaries  their  dues.  We  are 
again  one  quarter  in  arrears.  Shall  this  condition  of  things 
continue?  The  statement  of  this  fact  ought  to  burn  into  the 
conscience  of  every  careless  and  neglectful  church  member, 
until  they  have  been  aroused  to  duty.  Let  there  be  an  awaken- 
ing all  along  the  line. 

Forward,  the  Watchword. — The  policy  and  plans  A 
the  Board  looking  toward  enlarged  work  was  approved  by 
General  Synod,  and  we  were  authorized  to  go  forward.  As  a 
Church,  we  are  entering  a  new  era  of  missionary  activity.  We 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  our  responsibilities  are  greater 
than  the  taking  care  of  our  own  material.  Our  conception  is 
broader  than  that  of  our  fathers,  and  we  need  to  cultivate  a 
more  liberal  spirit.  We  are  planning  and  planting  for  the  fu- 
ture. We  must  use  our  men  and  means  to  the  best  advantage. 
This  is  the  problem  before  us  and  requires  prayerful  and  care- 
ful study. 

Great  cities  are  rapidly  increasing  in  number.  Earnest 
calls  are  coming  to  us  from  many  of  these  centres,  and  if  we  as 
a  Church  are  to  have  a  future  in  this  country  we  must  respond 
to  them. 

New  work    has    been    assumed    at    Vander^lit,  V"^„  \ja^- 
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Harpe,  Kan.,  Alliance,  O.,  North-east  Baltimore,  Md.,  Bay 
City,  Mich.,  Greensboro  and  High  Point,  N.  C,  and  a  Bohe- 
mian mission  in  Qeveland,  O. 

Other  points  are  under  investigation  and  consideration; 
notably,  Allegheny  City,  Pa.,  Cleveland,  O.,  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
Omaha,  Neb.,  and  Des  Moines,  la. 

If  we  are  to  continue  to  be  a  factor  in  the  moulding  of  the 
destinies  of  the  nation  we  must  establish  our  Church  firmly  in 
these  growing  centres.  It  is  true  there  are  difficulties  in  the 
way,  but  they  are  not  insurmountable.  It  will  require  self-de- 
nial, sacrifice  and  patient  endurance  in  well  doing,  but  what 
really  good  thing  can  be  secured  in  any  direction  without  these? 
The  opportunity  is  at  the  door  and  it  creates  our  responsibility. 

Financial  Secretary. — The  conviction  has  been  grow- 
ing in  the  Board  that  more  help  was  needed  to  secure  the  funds 
necessary  to  carry  forward  our  increasing  work.  This  fact  was 
communicated  to  General  Synod,  with  the  suggestion  that  the 
office  of  Financial  Secretary  be  authoi4zed.  The  suggestion 
was  approved.  We  have  created  the  office  and  called  to  it  Rev. 
Chas.  E.  Creitz,  of  Huntington,  Pa.  He  has  accepted  our  call 
and  entered  upon  the  work  Sept.  i,  1899. 

Rev.  Creitz  speaks  acceptably  in  both  the  German  and 
English  languages,  has  had  seven  years  of  successful  pastoral 
experience,  and  has  other  special  qualifications  to  fit  him  for 
the  position.  For  the  present  his  time  will  be  given  to  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  Church.  He  is  ready  to  co-operate  with 
pastors  and  consistories  in  such  way  as  shall,  after  mutual  con- 
ference, promise  the  best  results.  He  will  aid  in  disseminating 
missionary  intelligence,  and  in  helping  to  inspire  a  new  spirit 
and  new  energy  to  develop  the  financial  possibilities  at  hand 
in  many  places.  If  you  will  give  him  your  confidence  and  co- 
operation, good  results  will  follow. 

The  Twentieth  Century  Movement. — ^The  Twentieth 
Century  Movement  for  Home  Missipns,  as  approved  by  Gen- 
eral Synod,  is  in  process  of  inauguration.  The  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  General  Synod,  to  which  the  scope  and 
details  of  the  plan  was  committed,  held  a  meeting,  is  ma- 
turing the  scheme,  and  will  in  due  time  report  to  the  Church. 

The  scheme,  in  addition  to  creating  and  circulating  special 
literature,  coTv\\iTe\\^t\ds  a  series  of  church  work  conventions  in 
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all  the  classes,  including  sermons,  addresses,  prayers  and  of- 
ferings, whereby  the  people  shall  be  encouraged  to  give  tfiem- 
selves  and  their  possessions  unreservedly  to  the  Lord  and  His 
sacred  cause.  "Facts  are  the  finger  of  God."  To  know  the 
facts  of  modern  missions  is  the  necessary  condition  of  intelli- 
gent interest.  The  purpose  is  to  give  these  facts  to  the  people; 
to  show  the  way  in  which  they  can  be  brought  and  kept  before 
the  people.  If  this  is  done  we  expect  to  greatly  increase  the  in- 
terest in  the  work. 

Increased  Funds  Assumed. — General  Synod  not  only 
authorized  a  forward  movement,  but  with  faith  in  God  and  in 
the  membership  of  the  Church,  assumed  to  provide  a  decided 
increase  in  funds. 

The  amount  assumed  annually  for  the  next  three  years  is 
$65,000,  to  be  applied  as  follows:  $50,000  annually  for  Eng- 
lish missions;  $8,000  for  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  missions; 
$6,000  for  German  missions  in  large  cities,  and  $1,100  for  Har- 
bor missions.  The  $50,000  is  apportioned  to  the  five  English 
Synods  only,  while  the  other  amounts  are  apportioned  alike  to 
each  of  the  eight  Synods. 

The  whole  amount  is  $7,100  more  than  was  assumed  three 
years  ago.  This  indicates  progress;  the  work  is  expanding; 
the  Church  is  growing.  These  amounts  can  be  raised,  if  we 
have  the  will  to  do  so.  How  much  will  it  be  per  member  ?  The 
$50,000  will  require  of  the  English  Synods  28  cents  per  mem- 
ber. The  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  work  calls  for  3^  cents 
per  member;  the  German  work  a  little  over  2  cents,  and  the 
Harbor  mission  work  about  i  cent.  This  makes  a  little  less 
than  34  cents  which,  together  with  the  6  cents  for  Church  Ex- 
tension, makes  a  total  of  not  quite  40  cents  pev  member  for 
Home  Mission  work  in  all  departments.  Who  will  say  the 
amount  is  too  large?  Where  is  the  congregation  in  which  it 
would  involve  a  hardship  to  average  this  amount?  We  can 
and  we  ought  to  contribute  much  more  than  this. 

Aggressive  Work. — If  the  Board  is  to  do  the  aggressive 
work  outlined  and  sanctioned  by  the  General  Synod,  then  the 
full  amount  assumed  must  be  accepted  by  the  several  District 
Synods  and  Classes;  and  further,  prompt,  systematic  and  en- 
ergetic measures  must  be  introduced  to  put  the  money  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Board.  We  cannot  "make  brick  without  straw*' 
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It  is  bad  policy  and  worse  economy  to  compel  the  Board  tc 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  to  carry  forward  the  work. 
What  is  admissible  in  an  emergency  becomes  ruinous  as  a 
practice.  The  money  paid  as  interest  would  sustain  an  efficient 
mission  at  some  vital  centre  of  population.  The  Church  can 
provide  all  the  money  assumed.  Let  us  resolve  that  by  the 
help  of  God  we  will  do  it. 

Enthusiasm. — If  the  same  enthusiasm  that  pervaded 
General  S3mod  can  be  evoked  in  the  District  Synods,  Qasses 
and  Church  Work  Conventions,  so  that  the  contagion  will  lay 
hold  of  our  pastors  and  people,  we  shall  have  all  the  men  and 
the  money  we  need  for  our  work.  No  more  vital  question  will 
come  before  your  Reverend  Body  than  missions.  Give  a^ 
evening,  or  better  still,  a  session  to  the  consideration  of  this 
subject.  The  more  you  study  and  discuss  it  the  more  your 
souls  will  glow  with  warmth,  and  an  enthusiasm  will  be  be- 
gotten, that  will  infect  the  whole  Church,  and  produce  results, 
that  will  prove  a  blessing  to  you,  and  to  the  cause  of  missions, 
whereby  God  will  be  greatly  honored.  To  this  end  let  us  work 
and  pray.  May  the  Head  of  the  Church  bless  the  means  em- 
ployed and  hasten  the  day  of  awakened  enthusiasm,  of  conse- 
li*  crated  energy  and  of  generous  offerings.

that  the  fullest  and  most  satisfactory  exhibit  it  can  make,  is  to 
lay  before  you  the  report  it  made  to  the  General  Synod  at  its 
late  meeting  in  the  city  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  last  May,  a  copy  of 
which  we  herewith  send  you.  That  report  contains  a  full  ex- 
hibit of  the  condition  of  our  work  in  Japan,  up,  practicsilly,  lo 

the  present  tm\ii. 
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The  action  of  General  Synod  in  response  to  that  report,  is 
fully  set  forth  in  the  report  presented  to  that  body  by  its  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Missions,  embodied  in  the  published  minutes 
of  its  proceedings,  which,  doubtless,  is  in  possession  of  your 
body,  which  renders  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  it  in  this  commu- 
nication. Yielding  to  the  pressure  of  a  sentiment,  widespread 
throughout  our  Church,  that  the  time  had  come  for  an  exten- 
sion of  our  foreign  work,  the  General  Synod  directed  the  For- 
eign Board  to  plant  a  new  Mission  in  the  Empire  of  China ;  as 
also  to  reinforce  our  growing  Japan  work  by  sending  out  three 
additional  missionaries — two  men,  and  one  lady.  The  recent 
resignation  of  Miss  Mary  C.  Hollowcll,  has  made  it  necessary 
to  increase  the  number  of  ladies  to  two,  instead  of  one,  as  di- 
rected by  General  Synod. 

The  Board  hastened  to  take  steps  to  carry  out  the  work 
laid  upon  it'by  General  Synod.  At  its  last  meeting  on  Septem- 
ber 1 2th,  ult.,  it  resolved  to  establish  a  mission,  consisting  of 
two  missionaries  in  the  Province  of  Hunan  in  China.  Yielding 
to  the  importunate  urgency  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy,  he  was  trans- 
ferred from  Japan  to  the  proposed  new  Mission  in  China.  It 
then  directed  the  Secretary  to  issue  a  call  for  three  male  mis- 
sionaries for  Japan  and  China,  and  two  ladies  for  the  Girls' 
School  in  Sendai.  The  call  was  accordingly  issued  in  the 
Church  Papers,  and  such  has  been  the  encouraging  response 
as  to  make  it  more  than  probable  that  the  number  desired  will 
be  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  convene  Novem- 
ber 7,  prox. 

Since  the  revised  treaties  have  gone  into  effect  in  Japan, 
the  Educational  Department  of  the  Government  has  adopted 
such  regulations  for  the  management  of  Schools  as  may  seri- 
ously interfere  with  the  educational  work  of  Christian  Mis- 
sions. The  crux  of  the  matter  is,  the  prohibition  of  all  religi- 
ous teaching  and  worship  in  all  schools  enjoying  Government 
privileges.  Any  schools  imparting  religious  instructions  will 
do  so  outside  the  pale  of  the  privileges,  extended  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  those  legally  established.  Our  Mission  has  not  yet 
informed  the  Board  how  our  schools  will  be  affected.  We  may 
lose  many  of  our  scholars.  Our  information,  as  yet,  is  from 
the  newspapers.  We,  however,  do  not  despair.  We  rely  upon 
a  power  who  holds  the  nations  in  the  hollow  of  His  \vaxv4%^  "wA 
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in  due  time  He  will  work  His  holy  will.    Meanwhile  we  press 
forward  in  faith. 

Recent  intelligence  is  to  the  effect  that  Miss  Zurfluh  is 
suffering  with  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever.  We  commend  her 
to  the  prayers  of  God's  people. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  most  respectfully  and  im- 
portunately urge  your  Reverend  Body  to  give  to  the  enlarged 
measures  and  appropriations  adopted  by  General  Synod,  your 
most  cordial  and  effective  support  and  co-operation,  that,  with 
God's  blessing  the  work  may  go  forward  without  let  or  hin- 
drance.

HOME  MISSIONS. 

From  these  several  reports  and  papers  we  gather  the  grat- 
ifying information  that  our  Boards,  together  with  the  Super- 
intendents and  Missionaries,  have  been  doing  faithful  and  suc- 
cessful work  during  the  year ;  and  that  the  missions  under  their 
care  have  made  substantial  progress.  Unusual  activity  is  dis- 
played in  the  erection  of  new  houses  of  worship,  and  in  the  im- 
proving of  church  property.  The  Missions  are  also  showing  a 
large  average  in  their  contributions,  evincing  a  spirit  of  liber- 
ality and  self -helpfulness  that  is  highly  praiseworthy. 

The  Board  has  lately  ventured  to  enroll  eight  new  mis- 
sions ;  but  for  lack  of  funds  had  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  ear- 
nest calls  for  assistance,  coming  from  many  other  promising 
points. 

Church-Building  Funds  are  steadily  increasing  in  number, 
three  having  been  completed  and  one  new  one  added  to  the  list 
(luring  the  year. 

The  work  among  our  Hungarian  brethren  is  constantly 
enlarging,  and  these  people  are  showing  themselves  worthy  of 
the  help  given  them.  The  Board  has  takert  steps  to  assure 
proper  church  relations  and  to  bring  them  into  full  harmony 
with  the  Church  in  this  country,  as  to  methods  and  practices. 

In  order  to  carry  forward  our  increasing  work,  it  was  felt 
necessary  to  have  a  Financial  Secretary  and  the  General  Synod 
approving,  the  Board  appointed  Rev.  Charles  E.  Creitz  to  this 
position.    He  entered  on  his  work  Sept.  i,  1899. 

In  view  of  these  enumerated  facts  awd  iW  ^'^T\fc\'2\  \^n\n'?\ 
oi  prosperity  in  /njproved  business  cond\Uow?»  \\\tovl^o>3X  ^^ 
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land,  the  Church  should  manifest  her  sincere  gratitude  to  Go 
by  new  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Christ^s  kingdom,  and  determine  t 
do  larger  things  than  ever  before  for  God  and  man  during  th 
impending  century. 

Let  the  Church  put  on  her  strength,  seizing  every  oppor 
tunity  that  offers  and  by  which  she  is  challenged ;  consecratinj 
herself  more  fully  and  giving  more  largely  of  her  substance  t( 
the  service  of  her  Master.  The  Twentieth  Century  Movemen 
ought  to  engage  her  earnest  and  prayerful  attention  and  unite< 
co-operation.  Aggressive  work,  daring  to  ask  much  of  God 
and  undertaking  to  do  much  in  His  name,  ought  to  character 
ize  her  operations,  and  so  help  to  make  the  coming  century  stil 
more  an  "age  of  missions"  than  the  one  just  ending.  Let  ow 
Church  place  herself  on  record  as  among  the  most  progressiv< 
forces  in  the  world  for  its  regeneration,  and  God  will  use  hci 
to  promote  His  glory,  and  to  bring  about  the  glad  day  when,  al 
the  name  of  Jesus,  "every  knee  shall  bow  and  every* tongue 
confess  Him  to  be  Lord  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father.**

C.  Whitmer  for  election  as  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  a 
term  of  three  years,  beginning  Oct.  i,  1899,  and  calls  the  at- 
tention of  the  body  electing  to  this  action. 

III.    CHURCH-BUILDING    FUND. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  calls  the  attention  of  Classes,  con- 
gregations, missionary  societies  and  members  of  the  Church, 
anew,  to  the  importance  of  raising  or  establishing  church- 
building  funds,  and  urges  that  action  may  be  taken  and  meas- 
ures adopted  to  secure  a  larger  number  of  these  helpful  funds. 

IV.  WOMAN^S    MISSIONARY    SOCIETIES. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  commends  the  energetic  work  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  the  Church  to  the  sympathy 
and  encouragement  of  Classes  and  congregations. 

V.  TWENTIETH  CENTURY  MOVEMENT. 

1.  Resolved,  That  Synod  approves  of  and  heartily  en- 
dorses the  Twentieth  Century  Movement  as  proposed  by  Gen- 
eral Synod,  and  commends  it  to  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all 
our  Classes  and  congregations. 

2.  Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  the 
movement  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  a  special  educa- 
tional or  church- work  convention  be  held  during  its  next  an- 
nual session,  in  1900,  the  special  program  for  which  shall  be 
prepared  by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  officers  of  Synod, 
and  Synod's  member  of  the  General  Committee. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  co-operate  in  this  move- 
ment, each  Classis  is  hereby  requested  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  three,  and  also  request  each  consistory  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  in  each  congregation. 

4.  Resolved,  That  whereas  General  Synod  has  designated 
the  year  1 901  as  the  initial  year  for  the  observance  of  this  move- 
ment, we  approve  of  the  preparation  of  tracts  bearing  on  this 
subject  for  free  distribution  throughout  the  Church,  said  dis- 
tribution to  begin  September,  1900,  at  the  rate  of  two  per 
month,  as  proposed  by  General  Synod's  committee. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Synod  approves  the  setting  apart  of 
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the  Wednesday  of  the  "Week  of  Prayer"  of  the  years  1900  and 
1901,  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  this  movement,  and  that  we  call  the 
attention  of  our  Classes  and  pastors  to  this  action. 

6.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  carry  this  movement  into 
practical  effect,  Synod  requests  the  several  Classes  to  hold  a 
convention  in  its  interest  at  their  next  annual  meetings,  and 
also  to  hold  conventions  in  their  several  charges  and  congre- 
gations. 

VI.    FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

From  the  seventh  triennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions  and  the  communication  of  the 
Secretary  of  said  Board,  it  is  evident  that  whilst  there  are 
some  features  in  the  general  work  of  Christian  Missions  in  Ja- 
pan that  threaten  to  interfere  somewhat  with  the  progress  of 
the  work,  yet  in  the  main  our  work  is  encouraging,  and  the  la- 
bors of  our  missionaries  have  not  been  without  a  goodly  de- 
gree of  success.  The  financial  part  of  the  report  of  the  Board 
is,  however,  less  favorable  than  that  of  three  years  ago.  Owing 
to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  robbery  of  our  treasury  in  Japan  of 
nearly  $5,000,  the  increased  expenses  of  missionaries  going  and 
coming  on  furlough,  the  cost  of  sending  out  two  new  mission- 
aries, and  the  failure  of  the  Church  to  make  a  reasonable  ap- 
proximation in  its  contributions  to  the  apportionment,  arrears 
have  accumulated  so  as  to  assume  the  fomi  of  an  embarrassing 
debt.  From  the  report  it  appears  that  the  finances  of  the  Board 
have  been  economically  administered,  the  home  expenses  being 
only  8^  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts,  which  is  regarded  as  a 
favorable  showing,  when  compared  with  that  of  other  Foreign 
Boards. 

The  work  has  grown,  and  the  enlargement  of  our  territor>' 
calls  for  an  increased  number  of  workers.  Added  to  this  is  the 
fact  that  Dr.  Moore  is  for  the  present  totally  disabled,  and 
Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  is  suffering  from  a  severe  recurrence  of  Asth- 
ma, necessitating  a  change  of  cHniate.  Tliis  very  materially 
weakens  our  working  force,  and  if  we  are  to  keep  pace  with  the 
leadings  of  Providence,  we  need  three  additional  missionaries 
— one  lady  and  two  men. 

In  obedience  to  the  direction  of  General  Synod,  the  Board 
has  taken  steps  to  establish  a  mission,  consisting  of  two  mis- 
sionaries, in  the  Province  of  Hunan.  China,  and  has  transferred 
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Rev.  W.  E,  Hoy  to  this  field.  The  call  for  missionaries  has 
been  issued,  and  from  the  response  received  the  Board  is  led  to 
believe  that  at  its  next  meeting,  on  the  seventh  of  November 
prox.,  the  needed  workers  will  be  appointed  both  for  China  and 
Japan. 

From  this  it  must  be  evident  to  the  Church  that  her  Board 
has  confidence  and  faith  enough  to  believe  that  the  apportion- 
ment will  not  only  be  approximated  but  raised  in  full.  This  is 
absolutely  necessary  if  the  work  is  not  to  be  crippled. 

Let  the  Church  heed  the  call  of  the  Lord  as  it  thus  comes 
from  China  as  well  as  from  Japan,  and  respond  with  heart  and 
hand,  bringing  larger  offerings  for  the  evangelizing  of  the 
world,  making  sacrifices  that  shall  be  well-pleasing  in  the 
sight  of  Him  to  whom  we  belong  and  whom  we  serve.  The 
silver  and  the  gold  are  His  and  He  giveth  to  whom  He  will. 
Let  us  pay  our  tithes  of  that  which  He  has  given  us  and  be  en- 
couraged by  His  promise:  "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  my 
store  house  that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove 
me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open 
you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing  that 
there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it."  Let  us  endeavor 
to  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  our  opportunities  and  obliga- 
tions and  the  Lord  will  bless  us.    He  hath  declared  it. 

Impressed  with  a  profound  sense  of  the  importance  of, 
and  opportunities  for,  enlarged  working  in  the  foreign  field, 
your  committee  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  for  adop- 
tion, viz : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  record  our  sincere  thanks  to  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  large  measure  of  success  that 
has  attended  the  efforts  of  our  Church  in  the  past,  for  the  op- 
portunities of  the  present  and  for  the  challenge  that  comes  to 
us  from  China;  and  we  call  upon  our  Classes  to  take  such  ac- 
tion as  may  bring  home  to  the  consciousness  of  our  people  the 
great  need  of  the  cause  of  missions  in  China  and  Japan,  and 
that  will  secure  the  full  amounts  apportioned  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  attain  this  much-desired  re- 
sult the  Classes  urge  their  several  pastors  to  preach  sermons 
on  this  subject  during  the  year;  appeal  to  their  people  for  in- 
creased giving,  and  use  such  other  means  unto  this  end  as  to 
them  may  seem  best. 
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3.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  suggest  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  to  send  out  broad^rast  through  the  Church, 
a  plain  and  concise  statement  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the 
work,  coupled  with  an  earnest  appeal  to  all  our  members,  chal- 
lenging them  to  united  efforts  in  meeting  the  obligations  rest- 
ing upon  us  as  a  Church ;  setting  apart  a  time  for 
the  reception  of  "sdf-denial'*  or  free-will  offerings,  or  adopt 
such  other  measures  as  to  the  Board  may  seem  best  cal- 
culated to  secure  the  means  needed  vigorously  to  prosecute  the 
work.  Respectfully  submitted,

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Qerk  is  hereby  instructed  to 
communicate  Synod's  action  in  regard  to  this  movement,  to 
the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several  Classes  of  Synod  in  order  that 
the  subject  may  be  made  a  part  of  the  program  of  the  services 
at  the  sessions  of  Classes  at  the  next  annual  meeting  in  1900. 

AID  SECURED  FOR  TRAVELING   HUNGARIAN    MISSIONARY. 

In  5th  item  on  Report  on  Minutes  of  Synod  reference  is 
made  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  secure  funds  for  a 
Traveling  Missionary  among  the  Hungarians.  The  commit- 
tee presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted. 

Your  committee  charged  with  securing  pledges  towards  the 
support  of  the  Traveling  Hungarian  Missionary,  report  that 
they  secured  pledges  to  the  amount  of  $300  on  floor  of  Synod, 
nearly  all  of  which  has  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions.  We  are  informed  also  that  in  addi- 
tion, $105  from  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  have  been  sent 
in  without  solicitation.

In  response  to  the  7th  item  in  the  Report  on  Minutes  of 
Synod,  the  following  report  was  presented  during  the  session 
on  Friday  morning.     The  re'port  was  adopted,  and  the  com- 
mittee, with  the  changes  in  its  personal,  continued : 
To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Brethren  :  As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
raising  money  toward  the  purchase  of  Allentown  College  for 
Women  by  the  Eastern  Synod,  we  beg  to  make  the  following 
report :  The  Committee  did  all  the  work  that  came  to  it  during 
the  past  year.  It  sought  opportunity  to  present  the  cause  to 
every  congregation  or  charge  where  it  was  possible  for  it  to 
do  so.  It  availed  itself  of  every  privilege  to  canvass  that  of- 
fered itself.  Wherever  the  project  was  presented,  the  people 
responded  cheerfully.  The  expectations  of  the  Committee  were 
more  than  realized  in  nearly  every  instance,  and  the  results  se- 
cured thus  far  by  its  work  are  encouraging. 
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The  amount  of  money  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
of  Synod  is  $4,005.44.  I  have  in  my  possession  $200  addi- 
tional, which  swells  the  total  amount  of  cash  to  $4,205.44.  We 
have  a  little  over  $2,000  in  unpaid  subscriptions  and  pledges, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  ensuing  year  the  amount  in  cash 
and  subscriptions  may  be  largely  increased. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  Synod  appoint 
Rev.  Robert  O'Boyle  on  the  Committee  in  place  of  Rev.  C.  F. 
Seitz,  who  removed  from  East  Susquehanna  Qassis;  that  for 
similar  reasons  Rev.  T.  W.  Dickert,  of  Lehigh  Classis,  in  place 
of  Rev.  G.  W.  Richards ;  that  Rev.  Elmer  E.  Noll,  of  Schuyl- 
kill Qassis,  in  place  of  Rev.  A.  R.  Bartholcxnew,  D.D.,  and  that 
Rev.  Dr.  J.  H.  Pannebecker,  of  Lancaster  Qassis,  in  place  of 
Rev.  J.  Stewart  Hartman. 

Your  Committee  would  state  that  it  appreciates  veiy 
highly  the  kindness  and  good  will  manifested  by  pastors,  con- 
sistories and  congregations,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
enough  money  has  now  been  secured  to  prove  that  the  project 
can  be  carried  out  successfully  without  interfering  at  all  with 
other  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church  and  that  very  soon 
the  Synod  may  be  the  absolute  owner  of  an  institution,  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  higher  education  of  young  ladies  in  which  its 
members  may  take  an  honest  pride.

Your  Permanent  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  begs  leave 
to  report  that  the  statistical  tables  f roni  the  different  Classes 
reached  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  morning  of  the 
opening  of  Synod.    As  this  is  too  late  for  c^teWi  ^y^xwcw^v^^ 
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anil  intelligent  study,  your  committee  will  hand  over  these  re- 
ports to  the  Standing  Conunittee  on  Sunday-schools  for  such 
comparison  with  former  reports  as  the  committee  may  be  able 
to  make. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  one  or  two  addresses 
on  Sunday-schocd  topics  at  some  of  the  special  evening-  services 
during  the  sessions  of  Synod.  These  arrangements  will  be  re- 
ported by  the  G>numttee  on  Religious  Services. 

The  term  of  service  of  Rev.  Dr.  J.  S.  Stahr  as  a  member 
of  your  committee  has  expired,  and  a  successor  should  be 
elected.  He  would  respectfully  ask  to  be  excused  from  further 
service  on  the  committee.

Report  9t  StamdlBC  0«mmittee  on  S«mdaj  S«ko«ls. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  beg  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

There  were  referred  to  us  the  report  of  the  Permanent 
Sunday-school  Committee,  the  Sunday-school  statistics  of  the 
several  Classes,  two  items  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  and  a  communication  from 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the 
General  Synod. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  new  publication,  the  Heidel- 
berg Home  Department  Quarterly,  has  met  with  a  very  favor- 
able reception.  It  is  gaining  an  assured  circulation.  In  order 
more  fully,  to  unite  the  work  of  the  schools  with  the  home,  an- 
other periodical  will  be  published  Jan.  ist,  1900,  called  the 
Junior  Quarterly,  intended  for  children  between  the  ages  of  8 
and  12  years.  In  addition  to  the  exposition  of  the  Bible  lesson, 
this  Quarterly  will  contain  simplified  questions  on  the  Heidel- 
berg Catechism,  Books  of  the  Bible,  etc.  It  is  intended  to  meet 
a  supplemented  four-years'  course  of  Bible  study. 

The  Board  is  gratified  to  announce  that  the  Sunday-school 
Hymnal  is  completed  and  is  now  about  ready  for  sale.    The  in- 
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troduction  of  this  Hymnal,  it  is  hoped,  will  lead  to  a  closer  re- 
lation between  the  school  and  church  service. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Board  has  employed  a  larger 
number  of  men  to  do  Sunday-school  mission&ry  work  than  ever 
before.  The  results  of  this  work  are  most  gratifying.  Thei-e 
are  more  requests  for  work  in  this  line  than  the  Board  can  meet 
on  account  of  want  of  funds.  There  is  a  balance  in  the  treas- 
ury of  the  Sunday-school  Missionary  Department  of  $7,000. 
This  amount  is  not  sufficient  to  defray  the  current  obligations 
of  the  Missionary  Department  for  the  next  eight  months.  The 
annual  offerings  of  the  Sunday-schools  made  on  Children's  Day 
or  some  other  time,  should  in  all  cases  be  promptly  remitted  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  Board  could  then  more  fully 
know  the  resources  at  its  command,  and  undertake  work  ac- 
cordingly. 

The  Twentieth  Century  Movement  has  already  excited 
commendable  activity  on  the  part  of  Sunday-school  workers. 
The  statistical  summary  which  we  herewith  present,  is  very  un- 
satisfactory owing  to  the  fact  that  in  some  Classes  not  more 
than  half  the  schools  are  reported.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that 
a  number  of  schools  have  made  substantial  gains  in  their  mem- 
bership. To  make  this  movement  a  grand  success  we  need  God's 
blessing  and  a  vigorous  effort  in  the  Classes,  charges  and  Sun- 
day-schools, to  orgaqize  and  push  forward  the  work  with  un- 
ceasing activity.    We  submit  the  following  for  adoption: 

Resak/edj  i.  That  Synod  calls  the  attention  of  Classes  to 
the  usefulness  of  the  Home  Department  of  the  Sunday-school, 
and  expresses  the  hope  that  all  the  schools  of  the  several  Classes, 
will,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  establish  this-  important  agency, 
which  has  proved  to  be  so  efficient  in  increasing  and  stimulat- 
ing Bible  study  in  the  home  circle. 

Resolved,  2.  That  Synod  places  on  record  its  appreciation 
of  the  excellence  of  our  Sunday-school  periodicals,  and  requests 
the  Classes  to  call  the  attention  of  pastors  and  consistories  to  the 
importance  of  using  Reformed  Sunday-school  literature,  and 
of  co-operating  with  the  Board  in  its  efforts  to  the  study  of  the 
Heidelberg  Catechism  and  the  memorizing  of  Scripture. 

Resolved,  3.  That  Synod,  in  compliance  with  the  General 
Synod,  reiterates  the  request  that  the  Classes  adopt  measures 
through  the  pastors  and  consistories  and  through  the  Classical 


Committee  on  Sunday-school  work,  to  enlist  the  interest  of  all 
the  schools  within  their  bounds,  in  the  Twentieth  Centurr 
Movement. io  Reformed  Sunday-schools. 

Resolved;  <f-  That  Synod,  appreciating  the  fact  that  the 
Twentieth  Century  Movement  and  the  work  of  Sunday-school 
njtssions  carried^  forward  by  the  Board  in  co-operation  with  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  and  supported  largely  by  the  Chil- 
dren's Day  offerings,  is  missionary  in  spirit  and  work,  hereby 
calls  upon  our  pastors  and  people  to  remember  the  Sunday- 
schoot  work  in  their  prayers  on  the  special  day  of  prayer  for  the 
Twentieth  Century  Movement,  and  urges  the  Classes  to  re- 
quest their,  schools  to  give  an  anntial  offering  to  the  cause  of 
Sunday-school  Missions.

J.  H.  Stein  and  H.  M.  Housekeeper,  two  members  of  the 
fioard,  were  appointed  an  auditing  committee,  who  reported 
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that  thfy  had  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  man- 
ager from  July  ist,  1898,  to  July  ist.  1899.  "and  found  every- 
thing correct/' 

From  the  above  financial  statement  of  the  manager,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  receipts  from  the  periodicals  and  book  store 
were  $1,332.13  greater  this  year  than  last,  and  the  expenditures  . 
for  the  same  objects,  $98.44  less,  showing  $1,430.57  in  favor  of 
the  year  just  closed.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  the  assets  exceed 
the  liabilities  by  $12,165.54.  These  last  figures  show  the  net 
earnings  of  the  establishment  during  the  three  years  of  the  pres- 
ent management. 

The  assets  we  believe  to  be  good.  The  only  items  whose 
face  value  could  not  be  converted  into  so  much  cash  money, 
are  the  sums  due  on  the  periodicals,  but  if  these  were  dis- 
counted at  50  per  cent,  there  would  still  remain  about  $9,oooxx) 
of  net  earnings,  an  average  of  about  $3,000.00  annually,  which 
is  the  best  showing  your  Board  has  been  able  to  make  for 
many  years  past. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  to  the  large  sum  due 
on  subscriptions  to  the  "Messenger."  The  manager's  ef- 
forts to  have  subscribers  pay  more  promptly  have  met  with 
only  partial  success.  We  ask  the  co-operation  of  the  pastors 
of  the  Synods  in  our  endeavors  to  remedy  this  evil. 

By  examining  the  statement  under  consideration  it  will  be 
learned  that  the  "Messenger"  again  failed  to  pay  for  itself, 
though  it  came  much  nearer  doing  so  than  last  year.  The  def- 
icit this  year  is  only  $65.65 ;  last  year  it  was  $1,294.94.  If  the 
subscriptions  were  paid  punctually  according  to  the  conditions, 
the  "Messenger"  would  not  only  pay  all  the  expenses  incurred 
in  its  behalf,  but  also  produce  a  balance  in  its  favor  annually, 
and  thus  open  the  way  for  a  reduction  of  the  subscription 
price. 

Last  year  we  reported  to  your  bodies  that  Rev.  John  N. 
Naly  had  been  secured  as  General  Agent  for  the  Board,  who 
was  to  visit  the  Synods  and  devote  his  whole  time  to  systematic 
labors  in  the  interests  of  the  publications  of  the  Church.  Mr. 
Naly,  however,  finally  declined  to  serve.  Afterwards  Rev.  H. 
N.  Bassler  was  secured  to  act  in  the  proposed  capacity,  but  at 
the  end  of  five  months  he  resigned  the  position,  and  the  Board 
has  not  yet  been  able  to  find  any  one  else  to  take  his  place.    W^ 
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still  are  of  the  conviction  that  such  an  agent  |s  very  niuch 
needed,  and  we.  trust  we  may  be  able  to  secure  one  in  the  nfear 
future. 

The.  request  continues  to  be  made  in  different  sections  of 
the  Church  for  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  the  "Messenger" 
The  subscription  price  has  be^  reduced  at  various  times  in 
the  past,  but  no  further  reduction  caa  be  made  at  this  time, 
unless  the  general  character  and  grade  of  the  paper  be  loweied 
or  the  subscription  list  materially  increased.  We  da  not  be- 
lieve that  it  would  be  wise  to  do  the  first,  and  we  do  not  have 
any  very  great  hopes  that  the  second  will  be  accomplished 
very  soon.  But  in  our  judgment  the  Board,  the  manager,  the 
Synods  and  the  pastors  ought  to  put  forth  united  and  per- 
sistent efforts  to  give  the  paper  a  much  wider  circulation,  and 
thus  prepare  the  way  for  a  reduction  of  the  subscription  price. 
As  a  matter  of  encouragement,  we  would  state  that  during  the 
months  of  July  and  August  last,  over  four  hundred  names 
were  added  to  the  subscription  list,  and  Iha:  the  circulation  is 
now  several  hundred  copies  larger  than  it  was  at  any  time  in 
the  last  two  years.  But  while  on  this  point  we  would  add  yet, 
that  compared  with  the  prices  paid  for  family  papers  pub- 
lished by  other  Churches,  the  subscription  price  of  the  "Mes- 
senger" is  not  too  high. 

During  the  year  your  Board  appointed  a  committee  to 
confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Ohio  Synod  with  reference  to 
the  advisability  of  uniting  the  eastern  and  western  papers. 
This  committee  subsequently  reported  that  they  had  attended 
to  the  duty  assigned  them  but  that  the  conditions  were  not 
favorable  at  present  to  the  opening  of  negotiations  on  the  sub- 
ject. Your  Board  took  the  above  action  in  obedience  to  a  reso- 
lution passed  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  at  its  last  years  sessions. 

In  compliance  with  the  actions  of  the  Synods  last*  year, 
the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Boards  met  in  Philadelphia 
on  the  22d  and  23d  days  of  February,  1899,  and  appointed 
committees  who  should  endeavor  to  adjust  the  difficulties  be- 
tween the  two  Boards.  These  committees  met  on  the  nth  of 
May,  and  after  much  discussion  and  deliberation  entered  into 
an  additional  agreement  which  was  signed  by  all  the  members 
of  the  committees  and  afterwards  approved  by  the  two  Boards. 
In  this  agreem^wt  your  Board  did  not  secure  all  they  claimed 
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they  were  entitled  to,  but  it  was  the  best  to  which  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Sunday-school  Board  felt  themselves  able  to 
agree.  The  agreement  is  as  follows,  and  is  now  submitted  to 
your  Reverend  Bodies  for  approval. 

Agreement  made  and  concluded  this  nth  day  of  May, 
1899,  between  Conrad  Clever,  Calvin  S.  Gerhard  and  Rufus 
W.  Miller,  a  committee  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  and  James  T.  Reber,  A.  E.  Truxal  and  W. 
Rush  Gillai;!,  a  committee  of  the  Reformed  Church  Publication 
Board.  In  order  to  adjust  the  differences  existing  between  the 
two  Boards,  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  from  and  after  the  ist 
day  of  July,  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
each  Board  shall  employ  its  own  manager.  The  Sunday-school 
Board  to  pay  the  whole  of  the  salary  of  the  bookkeeper,  being 
the  position  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Kulp.  The  bookkeeper  to 
give  two-thirds  of  his  time^to  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school 
Board,  and  one-third  to  the  work  of  the  Publication  Board. 
Each  party  to  pay  half  the  salary  of  the  stenographer  and  clerk ; 
that  is  the  position  now  held  by  Miss  Harris.  Each  party  to 
pay  half  the  salary  of  the  errand  boy;  that  is  the  position  now 
occupied  by  Wm.  Brown.  The  Sunday-school  Board  to  pay 
two-thirds  of  the  rent,  and  the  Publication  Board,  the  one- 
third.  The  business  of  renting  rooms,  employing  additional 
help,  or  the  employment  of  help  to  take  the  place  of  any  joint 
help  now  employed,  shall  be  committed  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Sunday-school  Board  and  the  editor  of  the  "Messenger."  In 
case  of  any  question  arising  as  to  the  publication  or  sale  of  any 
book  or  books,  the  matter  to  be  determined  by  the  editor  of  the 
"Messenger,"  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Sunday-school  Board.

In  accepting 
his  resignation,  the  Board  placed  on  record  "its  hearty  ap^re- 
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ciation  of  the  faithful  services  of  Rev.  C.  R.  Femer  durii^  the 
time  he  was  in  its  employ  as  Business  Manager/' 

The  terms  of  office  of  B.  Wolf,  Jr.,  and  of  Samuel  Hceffick 
expire  I>ecember  31st,  1899.  The  Synods  to  wfakk  these 
brethren  belong  are  expected  to  fill  the  approaching  yacancns 
at  their  present  session. 

In  conclusion  we  would  yet  say  that  in  the  judgment  erf 
your  Board,  your  publication  affairs  have  now  reached  a  safe 
and  solid  basis,  and  we  believe  that  by  proper  care  and  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  management,  and  by  the  hearty  oo-op- 
eration  on  the  part  of  the  Synods,  and  especially  of  the  pastors^ 
the  plant  will  enter  upon  a  period  of  prosperity  and  success.

The  Report  on  Publication  was  presented  on  Monday 
during  the  morning  session.  It  was  carefully  considered^ 
item  by  item,  amended,  and  finally  adopted  as  a  whole,  in  iti 
present  form.     It  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Committee  on  Publication,  to  whom  has  been  re- 
ferred the  Annual  Report  of  the  Publication  Board,  and  also 
a  communication  from  Pittsburgh  Synod  relative  to  the  publi- 
cation interests,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Your  Committee  learns  with  pleasure  of  the  improved 
condition  in  the  business  of  the  Board  of  Publication.  Its 
income,  as  well  as  its  net  profits,  were  larger  than  those  of  the 
preceding  year,  whilst  its  expenditures  were  less. 

The  circulation  of  the  "Reformed  Church  Messenger" 
has  somewhat  increased,  although  it  merits  and  needs  a  much 
larger  patronage. 

The  former  difficulties  between  the  Board  of  Publication 
and  the  Sunday-school  Board  have  been  adjusted  by  a  formal 
agreement. 

The  Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner,  the  faithful  Business  Manager  of 
the  Board,  has  resigned.  The  Board  expects  to  appoint  his 
successor  in  the  near  future. 

.  Your   Committee  recommend   the   following   action  to 
Svnod: 

T.     Resolved,  That  this  Synod  expresses  its  appreciation- 
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of  the  faithful  services  of  the  Board  of  Publication  which,  with 
much  care  and  labor,  has  successfully  conducted  the  interests 
of  this  department  of  Church  work  during  its  embarrassing 
difficulties  of  the  past  few  years,  and  through  its  Business 
Manager  brought  the  publication  interests  to  what  is  now 
believed  to  be  a  safe  and  soUd  basis. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  appreciate  the  able  and  judicious 
services  of  the-  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  as  Editor  of  the  "Reformed 
Church  Messenger,"  and  also  the  services  of  the  efficient 
Business  Manager,  Rev.  C.  R.  Femer,  whose  resignation  we 
have  heard  of  with  regret. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  and  pastors  are  urged  to 
co-operate  with  the  Board  to  increase  the  circulation  of  the 
"Reformed  Church  Messenger"  and  its  other  publications. 

4.  Resolved,  That  since  the  greatest  profits  of  the  year 
seem  to  be  derived  from  the  book  trade,  we  recommend  to  the 
Publication  Board  to  devote  special  attention  to  this  branch  of 
its  business,  and  direct  that  it  does  not  give  away  its  rights  as 
far  as  the  publication  and  sale  of  books  is  concerned. 

5.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  does  not  approve  of  that 
part  of  the  agreement  made  between  the  Publication  Board 
and  the  Sunday-School  Board,  in  which  the  duties  of  renting 
rooms,  employing  additional  help,  or  the  employment  of  help 
to  take  the  place  of  any  joint  help  now  employed,  are  com- 
mitted to  the  Editor  of  the  "Messenger"  and  the  Sunday- 
school  Secretary;  which  duties,  we  believe,  rightly  belong  to 
the  respective  Business  Managers  of  the  two  Boards,  and  we 
therefore  recommend  that  such  reference  be  made.

OBPKAir  HOME  AND  BEXEVOIfilfT  IKSTlTUTlOini. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home  was 
referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Orphan  Home  and 
Other  Benevolent  Institutions.  The  following  is  the  report, 
to  wit : 

Beport  of  Betkaay  Orpluut  Homo* , 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  : — ^We  herewith  sub- 
mit to  your  reverend  body  a  copy  of  the  36th  annual  report  of 
Bethany  Orphan  Home.  In  it  you  will  find  facts  and  figures 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Home  during  the  year  which  ended 
on  July  6th,  1899. 

We  call  your  special  attention  to  the  extracts  from  letters 
received  from  those  who  for  a  time  enjoyed  this  home  of  the 
fatherless.  Too  often  it  is  the  case,  that  those  who  are  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  kindness  of  others,  show  only  ing^titude 
for  that  which  they  have  received.  It  gives  us  much  joy  that 
we  are  able  to  show,  from  the  testimony  of  our  former  wards, 
that  there  are  many  who  are  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Church 
for  the  help  which  was  given  them  in  their  time  of  need. 

We  have  at  present  116  children,  with  three  more  ad- 
mitted, who  will  enter  shortly  (97  come  from  the  Eastern 
Synod,  15  from  the  Potomac  Synod,  and  four  from  the  Ger- 
man Synod  of  the  East).  In  addition  to  the  116  who  are  in 
the  Home,  we  have  eight  who  are  living  out  in  private  families, 
but  who  are  still  under  our  supervision. 

All  our  children  are  poor  and  dependent  upon  the  Church 
for  support.  We  admit  no  boarders,  that  is,  children  whose 
board  is  paid  for.     The  Home  is  for  those  who  cannot  pay. 

As  the  winter  is  approaching,  more  applications  arc  being 
received  for  the  admission  of  children,  and  the  probability  is. 
that  our  number  will  again  be  considerably  increased  by  mid- 
winter. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  several  legacies, 
for  which  we  are  grateful.  These  amounts  are  added  to  the 
Endowment  Fund,  and  thus  the  friends  of  the  Home  who  have 
gone  to  their  eternal  reward  will  continue  to  help  the  fatherless 
in  their  need  for  vears  to  come. 

Our  indebtedness  on  current  expenses  at  present  amounts 
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to  something  over  two  thousand  dollars.  As  we  will  receive 
very  little  between  now  and  Christmas,  the  probability  is,  that 
our  indebtedness  by  that  time  will  be  about  four  thousand 
dollars.  We  would,  therefore,  earnestly  urge  the  friends  of 
the  Home  to  let  their  contributions  this  year  be  at  least  as 
liberal  as  last  year,  so  that  the  same  total  amount  may  be 
raised,  namely,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

Thanking  you  for  your  kind  interest  and  helpful  assist- 
ance in  this  work,  and  trusting  in  the  Father  of  the  Fatherless 
for  His  continued  care  and  guidance,  we  remain, 
Yours  very  truly.

Report  of  Standiiis  Committee  on  Bethany  Home. 

The  Report  on  Bethany  Orphan  Home  was  submitted  to 
Synod  during  Monday's  session,  and  adopted. 

Dear  Brethren  : — The  Standing  Committee  on  Orphan 
Home,  respectfully  ask  leave  to  report : 

The  only  document  placed  in  our  hands  was  the  36th  annual 
report  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home,  located  at  Womelsddrf,  Pa., 
which  is  published  in  a  very  attractive  pamphlet.  The  Super- 
intendent reports,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 16  children  were  in 
the  Home,  and  since  then  three  were  admitted,  bringing  the 
number  of  children  to  119.  In  addition  to  the  119  children, 
eight  are  living  in  private  families,  but  are  still  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Home.  The  health  of  the  children  and  those 
engaged  in  carrying  forward  the  work  in  the  Home,  has  been 
good.  But  one  death  has  occurred,  and  that  person  had  held 
the  position  of  Assistant  Matron  in  the  main  building  for  over 
six  years — Miss  Sallie  Reber,  daughter  of  the  sainted  Rev. 
Joel  Reber. 

The  Home  is  conducted,  as  far  as  possible,  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  a  Christian  family.  Family  worship  is  observed  both 
morning  and  evening,  and  regular  Church  service  on  Sunday. 
The  training  of  the  children  is  directed  with  a  wise  reference 
to  their  mental  and  physical  development.  The  school  has 
been  in  operation  for  ten  months,  with  a  vacation  during  July 
and  August. 

The  principal  part  of  the  income  for  the  support  of  the 
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Home  is  derived  from  voluntary  contributions  of  Churches, 
Sunday-schools,  Societies,  and  individuals.  From  this  source, 
during  the  year  ending  July  6,  1899,  $8,775.17  was  received. 
Bethany  Day  netted  $1,46246.  Received  in  interest  from  en- 
dowment fund,  from  farm  produce,  from  friends  of  children 
of  Home  and  other  resources,  $3,227.78,  bringing  the  aggre- 
gate incon>e,  up  to  July  6th,  1899,  to  $12,002.95.  The  ex- 
penses of  the  Home,  up  to  July  7,  1899,  being  $12,733.95, 
leaves  a  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year,  of  $731.  The  indebted- 
ness on  current  expenses,  up  to  date,  are  over  $2,ooo«  The 
Home  has  received,  during  the  past  year,  several  legacies, 
which  are  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

This  brief  statement  of  facts  indicates  that  Bethany 
Orphan  Home  is  under  judicious  management.  The  success 
which  has  attended  this  institution,  from  the  date  of  its  orga- 
nization to  the  present  time,  has  been  the  result  of  a  work  of 
faith  and  the  Divine  blessing. 

Reference  in  the  report  is  made  to  letters  received  from 
former  inmates  of  the  Home,  who  have  gone  out  from  this 
institution  into  the  different  walks  of  life.  These  extracts  are 
of  a  most  encouraging  character,  and  at  once  show  that  the 
Home  is  doing  a  noble  work  in  preparing  its  wards  for  the 
duties  of  life. 

In  view  of  all  that  is  said,  the  Home  appeals  to  the  sym- 
pathy and  liberality  of  the  Church  for  its  support.  The  word, 
orphan,  seems  to  touch  the  heart  of  parents  and  children 
perhaps  as  no  other  single  word  can.  And,  since  the  Home 
is  worthy  of  the  support  of  the  Church,  including  its  Sunday- 
schools.  Societies,  and  benevolent  individuals ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Bethany  Orphan  Home  be  commended 
anew  to  the  prayers  and  the  liberality  of  the  congregations. 
Sundav-schools,  and  Societies  in  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  herewith  recommend,  that  the  offer- 
ings during  the  Christmas  season  be  sacredly  devoted  to  the 
support  of  this  institution,  with  the  view  of  raising  $8,000  to 
enable  it  to  meet  its  current  expenses.

Brethren  : — ^Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Report  of  the  Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home  for  Aged  Min- 
isters and  Their  Widows,  would  offer  the  following : 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  report  and  have  had 
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a  conference  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  Rev,  S.  S. 
Miller. 

From  the  report  and  from  the  statement  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, we. gather  that  the  property  is  in  good  condition,  a 
number  of  rooms  comfortably  furnished,  and,  generally  speak- 
ing, the  Home  is  ready  for  occupancy  by  those  who  desire  to 
avail  themselves  of  its  comforts  and  privileges.  At  present 
there  is  only  one  beneficiary  resident  in  the  Home. 

The  Society  of  Relief,  in  whom  the  title  of  the  Home  is 
vested,  has  placed  its  Treasurer  in  the  Home  as  its  Superin- 
tendent, and  committed  to  him  its  management. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  annual  receipts  of  the  Home 
have  not  been  adequate  to  meet  the  expense  incurred. 

The  deficit  is  not  owing,  in  our  judgment,  to  any  neglect 
of  all  proper  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Society  of  Relief,  but  we 
take  it  that  the  institution  with  its  object  is  somewhat  new  to 
our  people,  both  ministerial  and  lay,  and  we  believe  that  in 
due  time  its  object,  as  well  as  the  rules  governing  its  adminis- 
tration, will  be  more  clearly  understood  and  also  properly  ap- 
preciated. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  your  Committee  would  offer  the 
following  for  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  Synod  commends  this  department  of  the 
work  of  the  Society  of  Relief,  viz :  The  Daniel  Stine  Memorial 
Home,  to  the  prayerful  consideration  and»  practical  liberality 
of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  commends  the  Society  of  Relief  for 
its  activity  in  the  interest  of  the  Home,  and  in  full  recognition

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Synod,  the  follow- 
ing brief  biographical  sketches  were  prepared  by  the  Stated 
Clerk,  of  those  ministers  who  have  died  during  the  year,  and 
whose  names  henceforth  disappear  from  the  Synod's  roll : 

Rev.  John  M.  Kessler. 
Died  January  igthy  A.  D.  iSpg, 

John  M.  Kessler  was  the  youngest  son  of  John  Kessler,  of 
Swiss  origin,  bom  December  19,  1855,  in  Reading,  Pa.  His 
literary  training  was  received  in  the  public  schools,  with  grad- 
uation in  the  High  School  of  his  native  city  in  1873.  H* 
received  a  collegiate  training  and  was  graduated  in  Mercers- 
burg  College  in  1873.  I"  ^^e  same  year,  having  removed  witfi 
his  parenta  to  AUentown,  Pa.,  lie  entered  the  law  office  of  John 
Rupp,  as  a  law  student,  and  wss  subsequently  admitted  to  prac- 
tice at  the  Lehigh  County  Bar.  He  was  an  able  lawyer,  and 
served  for  two  years  as  City  Solicitor.  Although  having  met 
with  comparative  success  in  the  legal  profession,  he  felt  a 
strong  desire  to  enter  the  Christian  ministry.  He  entered  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  in  1885.  He  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry  in  1886,  and  the  .first  charge  that  he  served  was 
at  Greenville,  Ohio.  In  the  following^year,  he  was  called  to 
the  Mulberry  charge,  in  Indiana,  where  he  faithfully  labored 
for  a  period  of  ten  years.  In  the  Spring  of  1898,  he  accepted  a 
call  to  St.  John's  Church,  Bangor,  Pa.  In  less  than  a  year  he 
was  compelled,  on  account  of  ill  health,  to  resign  his  charge, 
and  place  himself  under  medical  treatment  at  Philadelphia. 
While  on  a  visit  to  friends  at  Allentown,  he  was  called  to  his 
rest,  at  the  age  of  44  years.  He  was  married,  May  10,  1883.  to 
Miss  Emma  L.  Ruhe,  who  survives  to  mourn  his  departure. 
The  funeral  service  was  held  in  St.  John's  Reformed  Church, 
Allentown,  Pa.,  and  his  body  was  interred  in  Union  Cemetery. 
During  a  comparative  brief  ministry.  Brother  Kessler  mani- 
fested a  strong  devotion  to  the  Church  and  her  institutions. 
With  martyr-like  zeal  he  labored,  until  disease  and  failing 
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strength  made  further  service  impossible.  He  achieved  a  com- 
mendable measure  of  success,  and  his  memory  will  be  fondly 
cherished  by  those  to  whom  he  was  permitted  to  minister  in 
spiritual  things. 

Rev.  William  M.  Landis. 

Died  July  20th,  A,  D.  18(^9. 

William  M.  Landis  was  born  April  17th,  1836,  in  Spring- 
field township,  Bucks  county,  Pa.  His  preparatory  training 
was  received  in  the  public  school  and  at  Fredericks  Institute, 
Montgomery  county,  Pa.  His  theological  course  was  pur- 
sued in  the  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  from  1861  to  1863. 
He  was  licensed  by  Goshenhoppen  Classis  in  1864,  and  or- 
dained the  following  year  by  St.  Paul's  Classis  as  pastor  of 
Harmony  charge,  Butler  county,  Pa.  In  1871  he  became  a 
missionary  pastor  at  Lykens,  Dauphin  county.  Pa.  In  1872 
he  was  called  to  the  Rebersburg  charge.  Centre  county.  Pa., 
and  in  1883  to  the  Beaver  Springs  charge,  Snyder  county.  Pa. 
After  a  successful  pastorate  of  fifteen  years,  he  resigned  the 
charge  in  the  latter  part  of  1898. 

The  deceased  leaves  a  wife,  two  sons  and  a  daughter  to 
mourn  his  departure.  One  of  his  sons  is  engaged  in  the  active 
ministry.  While  on  a  visit  to  friends  at  Rebersburg,  he  took 
suddenly  ill  and  died,  at  the  age  of  63  years,  3  months  and  3 
days.  He  was  buried  on  Monday,  July  24th,  in  the  Union 
Cemetery  at  Rebersburg,  Pa.  Many  of  his  former  parish- 
ioners from  Beaver  Springs  attended  the  funeral  service.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Haas,  from  the  theme, 
**My  fellow  laborer  whose  name  is  in  the  book  of  life."  He 
was  faithful  in  his  ministry,  beloved  by  his  people,  and  accom- 
plished a  good  work  for  Christ  in  the  Church,  and  is  now  rest- 
ing in  hope,  awaiting  his  final  reward. 

Request  from  Catawba  ColleKe,  North  Carolina. 

The  following  document  was  read  on  Friday,  during  the 
morning  session,  and  ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  full  in  the 
Minutes  of  Synod.     It  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:     Catawba  College,  lo- 
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cated  at  Newton,  North  Carolina,  is  the  educational  institutioii 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  south.  To  it  our  Church  largely 
owes  her  existence  in  North  Carolina.  During  many  years  of 
discouragement  this  school  has  been  the  centre  around  which 
the  scattered  forces  of  the  Church  have  rallied.  Catawba  Col- 
lege was  chartered  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  in 
1853,  bu^  ^he  school  had  been  opened  for  the  admission  of  stu- 
dents in  the  autumn  ofiSsi.  An  endowment  of  nearly  $60,000 
was  lost  in  the  ruin  of  the  civil  war,  and  the  College  was  left 
helpless.  But  her  influence  as  a  high  school  continued,  and 
hundreds  of  young  men  and  women  received  here  preparation 
for  the  Junior  class  in  College  and  for  various  avocations  of 
usefulness  in  life.  In  1885  the  original  charter  was  resumed. 
The  first  class  was  graduated  in  1889,  and  others  have  followed 
regularly  since. 

With  limited  resources  the  College  has  done  much  for  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  South.  Nearly  all  the  ministers  in  the 
Classis  of  North  Carolina  received  their  collegiate  training  up 
to  the  third  year  in  this  institution,  and  seven  of  them  as  well 
as  one  in  the  Classis  of  Virginia  are  full  graduates;  and  be- 
sides there  are  four  of  her  graduates  now  in  the  theological 
schools  of  the  Church.  There  are  also  several  young  men  in  the 
College  having  the  ministry  in  view.  The  late  Maj.  S.  M. 
Finger,  who  was  for  eight  years  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  in  North  Carolina,  was  educated  chiefly  in  Catawba 
College.  Hon.  Chas.  H.  Mebane,  who  now  fills  this  responsible 
office,  is  a  graduate  of  this  institution. 

The  College  has  an  endowment  fund  in  bonds  and  cash 
amounting  to  $14,000.  The  Synod  of  the  Potomac  has  pledged 
an  addition  of  $17,000.  A  friend  has  donated  property  worth 
$8,000,  and  still  another  friend  has  given  a  $500  scholarship. 

The  Trustees  of  the  College  realize  that  the  institution  at 
this  time  faces  the  stern  necessity  of  improved  equipments  and 
additional  buildings.  These  are  absolutely  required  for  the  sue* 
cessful  prosecution  of  the  work  in  the  future.  The  present 
buildings,  equipments  and  grounds,  virtually  free  from  incum- 
brance, have  been  paid  for  almost  entirely  by  the  handful  of 
Reformed  people  in  North  Carolina,  and  are  worth  $12,000. 
The  Trustees,  having  decided  to  make  the  necessary  improve- 
ments, and  believing  that  the  Reformed  Church  will  hear  an 
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appeal  from  her  children  in  the  south  for  help  in  this  undertak- 
ing, most  res|>ectfully  and  earnestly  ask  your  Reverend  Body 
to  grant  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  towards  this  work,  to  be 
paid  in  such  annual  sums  as  the  Synod  may  designate.

UNITED  STATES. 

In  compiling  this  record  of  the  given  number  of  Members  that  com- 
muned during  the  year  it  is  proper  to  state  th=it  the  earlier  records  are 
not  accurate,  as  a  number  of  the  Congregations  have  no  entry  made  in 
the  statistical  tables.  In  the  earlier  Minutes  of  Synod  the  classical  sta- 
tistics are  not  added,  neither  do  we  find  a  Statistical  Summary  of  all  the 
classes  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  until  1854.  Neither  is  the  entire  mem- 
bership given  in  the  earlier  records,  but  only  those  who  communed 
during  the  year.  This  order  is  observed  throughout  in  the  following 
record. 

In  presenting  this  consecutive  record  of  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that  it  originally  em- 
braced the  whole  territory  designated  by  its  title.  The  formation  of 
other  S3mods  with  the  given  dates  of  organization  on  the  territory  of 
the  mother  s3mod  will  partially  explain  the  sliding  scale  in  the  numbers, 
that  appeared  in  the  column  of  members  that  communed  from  year 
to  year. 

The  Ohio  Synod  was  organized  in  1824;  Synod  of  Northwest  in  1867, 
Synod  of  Pittsburg  in  1870;  Sj^od  of  Potomac  in  1873;  German  Synod 
of  the  East  in  1874;  Central  Synod  in  1882;  and  S3mod  of  the  Interior 
in  1887. 

In  the  early  history  of  the  Sjmod  the  Recording  Secretary  was  elected 
annually.  In  1837  the  official  title  of  this  officer  of  Synod  is  known  as  the 
Stated  Clerk,  who  holds  his  position  from  year  to  year  without 
re-election. 

During  this  interim  of  83  years,  Sjmod  held  seven  special  meet- 
ings. The  first  was  held  at  Harrisburg  in  1834  to  adopt  measures  for  the- 
permanent  location  of  its  High  School  and  Theological  Seminary,  result- 
ing eventually  in  the  selection  of  Mercersburg  ;  the  second  at  Chambers- 
burg  in  1840  when  Synod  elected  unanimously  Dr.  Jno.  W.  Nevin  as 
Professor  of  Theology  in  the  Theological  Seminary  :  the  third  at  Leba- 
non in  1843,  when  Synod  elected  Dr.  Fred.  Wm.  Krummacker  of  El- 
berfeld,  Prussia,  as  German  Professor  in  Theo.  Sem.,  which  however  in 
his  declination  resulted  in  the  election  of  Dr.  Philip  Schaff  ;  the  fourth 
at  Philadelphia  in  1866  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Philip  Schaff  and 
to  make  provision  for  his  successor  ;  the  fifth  at  Harrisburg,  in  1868  to 
fill  the  chair  of  Didactic  and  Practical  Theology  made  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Dr.  Henry  Harbaugh,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Dr.  E. 
V.  Gerhart ;  the  sixth  at  Lancaster  in  1 871,  to  accept  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  Professor  of  Church  History,  and  the  filling  of  the 
vacancy  in  the  election  of  Dr.  Thos.  G.  Appel,  and  the  seventh  at  Lan- 
caster in  1873,  to  consummate  a  plan  of  co-operation  among  the  Eastern; 
Pittsburg  and  Potomac  Synods  for  the  support  and  management  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  and  a  united  effort  in  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions.

ARTICLE  XII. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  following  Report  of  the  State  of  the  Church  was  pre- 
sented during  the  session  on  Monday,  which  was  adopted.     It 
is  as  follows,  to- wit : 
To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren. — From  the  several  reports  placed  in  the 
hands  of  your  Committee  on  Religion  and  Morals,  we  gratefully 
note  the  cheering  fact,  tliat  the  year  just  ended  was  not  only  one 
of  abundant  labors,  but  also  of  signal  success.  Prosperity  has 
waited  upon  the  toil  of  the  workmen  that  are  engaged  in  build- 
ing the  walls  of  Zion.    As  a  part  of  the  gteal\\osX.\Jcv'a\.\^  vcvovTvcv^ 
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steadily  forward  to  the  conquest  of  the  world,  we,  as  a  Church 
have  enjoyed  a  large  measure  of  blessing,  God  having  smiled 
upon  and  crowned  our  efforts  with  a  rich  fruitage.  To  Him  be 
all  the  glory.  We  may  well  say,  in  the  language  of  one  of  the 
reports,  that  "never  in  the  history  of  our  denomination  were 
there  more  evident  signs  of  progress  than  are  manifest  on  ever}' 
side  today;"  and  from  all  the  reports  there  comes  a  jubilant  note 
of  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving  for  the  peace  and  prosperity  thai 
abound  within  our  borders.  God  has  been  moving  among  us, 
and  **the  Holy  Spirit  is  leading  and  guiding  us  into  ever-ex- 
panding yet  unifying  service  and  truth.^^  The  activities  of  the 
Church  have  been  stirred  and  enlarged,  and  a  more  profound 
apprehension  that  *'we  are  God's  fellow-workers'^  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  His  glorious  designs  seems  to  have  seized  upon  the 
consciousness  of  pastors  and  people,  stimulating  them  to  new 
zeal  in  the  Master's  work.  A  keener  and  clearer  perception  of 
what  the  call  to  labor  in  His  vineyard  involves,  as  well  as  of  op- 
portunity and  responsibility  has  evidently  come  to  the  leaders  in 
the  cause  of  Christ  and  man,  and  is  moving  all  to  renewed  en- 
ergy. The  rank  and  file — the  membership — responded  nobly  to 
the  challenge  to  buckle  on  anew  the  armor  provided  by  the 
Great  Captain,  and  the  outcome  of  which  has  been  increased 
activity  and  prosperity  in  all  departments  of  Church  work,  and 
an  awakening  that  promises  greater  and  better  things  for  the 
years  of  the  coming  century. 

These  results  have  been  attained  not  by  any  new  methods, 
schemes  or  means,  for  none  of  the  reports  speak  of  any  such 
things;  but  all  as  with  one  voice  set  forth  the  fact  that  the 
means  used  were  the  century-tested,  God-app>ointed  and  God- 
approved  forces  and  appliances.  The  Word  was  faithfully 
preached,  the  sacraments  administered,  the  young  catechized, 
the  cliildren  of  the  Church  gathered  into  the  Sunday-school  and 
shepherded  as  the  lambs  of  the  flock,  while  missionary  and 
young  people's  societies  and  leagues  were  fostered  as  agencies 
that  are  helpful  and  necessary  in  this  age,  serving  well  to  de- 
velop the  latent  energies  of  the  Kingdom. 

"Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go ;  and  w^hen  he  is 
old  he  will  not  depart  from  it,"  is  a  proverb  that  we  will  do  well 
to  heed,  (live  us  the  children  and  young  people  and  let  us  thor- 
oughly indoctrinate,  train  and  equip  them  for  the  work  of  the 
Master,  and  lW\  \n\\\  Wccn\\\^  ^  iotce  for  good  that  can  hardly 
be  overesUiwtvleA. 
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New  churches  have  been  erected,  old  ones  remodeled,  en- 
larged and  beautified ;  new  congregations  organized,  old  charges 
reconstructed  and  new  ones  constituted.  And  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  a  praiseworthy  advance  has  been  made  in  the  mat- 
ter of  benevolence.  Many  charges  and  congregations  paid  their 
apportionments  in  full,  some  contributing  largely  in  excess; 
whilst  others  are  making  earnest  efforts  to  meet  all  their  obli- 
gations. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  results  in  Christ's  Kingdom,  for 
they  can  not  be  measured  by  worldly  standards  of  success.  But 
though  "the  kingdom  of  God  comcth  not  with  observation,"  but 
"is  within  you,"  yet  it  manifests  itself  in  the  forms  and  activi- 
ties of  life  among  men  and  may  be  judged  by  its  life-products. 
Taking  this  as  true,  and  looking  at  the  things  culled  from  the 
several  reports  and  enumerated  above,  we  may  well  say  that  the 
state  of  Religion  and  Morals  within  our  bounds  is  good  and 
highly  commendable. 

There  is,  of  course,  as  is  always  the  case,  a  dark  back- 
ground to  this  picture.  This,  however,  only  serves  to  bring 
out  in  bold  relief  the  success  that  has  attended  the  earnest  ef- 
forts made  and  the  faithful  service  rendered  under  adverse  cir- 
cumstances and  conditions.  Many  of  the  reports  bewail  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  worldlymindedness  and  indiff- 
erence among  men,  weaning  them  away  from  the  Church  and 
making  them  obtuse  to  the  claims  of  the  Kingdom.  As  hin- 
drances and  obstacles  to  Church  and  Sunday-school  work,  the 
glaring  desecration  of  the  Sabbath,  the  open  saloon,  the  Sunday 
press  and  other  kindred  evils  are  enumerated,  while  card  play- 
ing, dancing  and  theatre  going  are  regarded  as  having  an  alto- 
gether too  great  a  fascination  for  many  of  our  people,  and  serve 
to  permeate  our  social  circles  and  our  homes  with  a  spirit  direct- 
ly adverse  to  that  of  the  Master.  All  these  things  call  for  re- 
newed activity  for  more  fervent  prayers  and  for  more  direct 
preaching  against  the  forms  of  social  and  civil  crime. 

From  the  statistical  table,  as  compared  with  that  of  last 
year,  we  learn  that  the  gains  were  as  follows :  In  number  of 
ministers,  7;  in  comnumicant  membership,  1410;  in  number  of 
Sunday-schools,  5 ;  in  contributions  for  benevolence,  $17,639. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  tlie  number  of  Sunday-school 
teachers,  officers  and  scholars  reported,  which  is,  however,  more 
apparent  than  real,  and  is  largely  accounVed  lot  \i^  \xvcov«^^\s. 
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statistics.     The  decrease  in  the  number  of  Church  papers  taken 
is  owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  Church  Tidings, 

We  leave  the  year's  work  with  God.  We  ascribe  to  Him 
all  the  glory  and  honor  for  what  has  been  accomplished,  and 
look  hopefully  into  the  future.  StancHng  at  the  threshold  of  the 
Twentieth  Century,  let  us  fervently  pray  for  such  a  spiritual 
awakening  and  marshalling  of  our  forces  as  will  make  us  ac- 
ceptable and  efficient  co-workers  with  God,  and  so  help  to  has- 
ten the  day  when  **at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  shall  bow, 
and  every  tongue  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  gloTy 
of  God  the  Father."

I. — Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

(a) — Report  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Enclosed  find  the  annual  report  of  John 
P).  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  one  special  and  two 
regular  meetings. 

The  special  meeting  was  held  March  28th,  T900,  to  au- 
thorize the  sale  of  the  Simmons  pn^perty,  which  the  Board  was 
ohliged  to  huy  in  1896. 

The  first  regular  meeting  was  held  on  May  loth,  1900, 
when  the  following  officers  were  elected :  President.  Geo.  N. 
Forney;  \Mcc-Prcsident,  John  D.  Skiles ;  Treasurer,  John  B. 
Roth  ;  and  Secretary,  Jeremiah  S.  Hess. 

At  this  meeting  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  make  a 
deduction  of  $2,000  in  the  Endowment  Fund  to  cover  the  loss 
arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Simmons  property. 

A  comnumication  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed) 
was  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  J.  I.  S wander,  agent  of  the  *'Sarah 
Ellen  and  Kevin  Amhrose  S wander  Memorial  Fund,*'  where- 
upon the  tiOaiOi  AvVovV<i<\  ^^^^  \v>\\v>\\\\\^  \vi^^>\\:v:>K\\ 
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Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  and  of  the  church 
-are  due  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander  for  this  additional 
exhibition  of  their  noble  beneficence  to  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  that  the  Board  accepts  the  same  with  heartfelt  grat- 
itude upon  terms  and  stipulations  substantially  similar  to  that 
governing  the  $12,000  bequest  already  conveyed. 

The  following  minute  was  adopted  relative  to  the  death 
oi  Frank  Geise,  Esq.,  a  brother  member  of  the  Board: 

The  Board  deeply  laments  the  death  of  their  co-laborer, 
and  place  on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  his  services  in 
the  position  he  held  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  church  and  of  the  Seminary,  and  was  always  ready  and 
willing  to  make  any  sacrifice  in  their  behalf.  His  Christian 
character  and  gentlemanly  bearing  made  themselves  felt  in  the 
county  in  which  he  lived,  in  the  church  he  loved,  and  in  every 
sphere  in  which  he  was  called  to  labor.  The  Board  feels  sen- 
sible of  the  loss  they  have  sustained  and  shall  miss  his  wise 
counsel  in  their  deliberations,  and  express  their  sympathy  by 
ordering  this  memorial  to  be  spread  upon  their  minutes. 

The  second  regular  meeting  was  held  October  9th,  1900. 
After  an  examination  of  the  investments  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  and  a  comparison  of  the  income  thereof  with  the  annual 
expenses,  the  Board  passed  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions : 

Whereas, owing  to  reduced  rates  of  interest  received  from 
the  securities  held  by  the  Board,  and  owing  to  the  increased 
expenses,  incurred  annually  since  the  erection  of  the  Seminary 
building,  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  institution,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  church  be  called  to  the 
fact  that  there  will  be  an  annual  deficit  until  such  time,  when 
said  Endowment  Fund  is  increased  by  will  or  otherwise,  and 

Resolved,  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to  appor- 
tion two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars  towards  the  payment  of  the 

current  expenses  of  the  Seminary  in  the  following  ratio :

Pittsburgh  Synod 300  00

Your  agent  agreed  with  Mr.  Jc^p  that 
he  is  to  keep  his  $3,000  until  April  ist,  1903,  at  5^  per  cent, 
payable  annually. 

On  the  1 2th  day  of  last  December  I  received  $5 ,000. from 
a  certain  friend  of  mine  and  invested  the  same  in  a  loaaion 
good  real  estate  in  the  town  of  Norwalk,  Huron  county,  Ohio, 
for  5  years  at  6  per  cent,  payable  semi-annually  (principal  and 
interest)  to  *'J.  I.  Swander,  agent,'^  for  "The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Theological  Seminary  located  at  Lancaster,  Pa." 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  donor  that  your  agent  shall  formally 
convey  the  same  to  your  honorable  Board  at  an  early  date  uf)on 
terms  and  stipulations  substantially  similar  to  those  governing 
the  $12,000  bequest  already  conveyed. 

I  may  further  add  that  it  seems  highly  probable  that  at  an 
early  date  there  will  be  invested  $3,000  additional  to  make  the 
fund  in  all  $20,000,  should  Pittsburgh  Synod,  your  honorable 
Board  and  all  other  interested  parties  and  Boards  agree  to  re- 
ceive it,  and  agree  as  to  the  manner  the  fund  may  be  put  to 
work  for  the  benefit  of  the  Seminary  and  the  advancement  of 
Christological  truth. 

In  the  meantime  I  am  as  ever.

(b) — ^Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States:     , 

Brethren  :  The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  to  your 
reverend  body  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1899- 1900. 

1.  The  work  of  the  Seminary  for  the  year  began  Sept. 
14,  1899,  and  was  continued  without  interruption,  all  the  pro- 
fessors having  been  in  attendance. 

2.  Thirteen  students  were  admitted  to  the  Junior  Qass. 
Of  these  one  was  advised  by  the  Board  to  discontinue  his 
studies.  The  others  were  advanced,  after  having  sustained 
their  examinations,  to  the  Middle  Year.  They  are: 
R.  L.  Bair,  J.  M.  Bean,  P.  J.  Dundore,  E.  N.'Evans,  J.  E.  Guy, 
W.  G.  Haupt,  F.  P.  Miller,  J.  0\  Oswald.  E.  T.  Rhodes,  J.  H. 
Smith,  J.  Von  Holt,  H.  P.  Walter.    Total  12. 

3.  The  Middle  Class  consisted  of  students  who  were 
admitted  into  the  Junior  Class  in  September,  1898,  but  with 
^pme  changes. 

One,  by  reason  of  long-continued  illness  was  advised  to 
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resume  his  studies  with  the  Junior  Class;  one  discontinued 
his  studies  for  the  ministry ;  one  failed  to  report  either  in  per- 
son or  by  letter.  A.  F.  Nace,  a  former  student,  and  F.  W.  Ken- 
nedy were  admitted.  The  latter  accepted  a  professorship  in 
Heidelberg  University,  and  severed  his  connection  with  the 
class  in  April  last.  The  members  of  this  class,  after  having 
sustained  their  examinations  were  advanced  to  the  Senior 
Class.    Total  24. 

4.  The  Senior  Qass  consisted  of  the  following  members : 
J.  W.  Albertson,  J.  P.  Dieffenderfer,  V.  W.  Dippell,  Ph.D.,  A. 
K.  Faust,  E.  M.  Hartman,  R.  M.  Kern,  I.  S.  Leiby,  C.  B.  Re- 
bert,  J.  E.  Sheetz,  S.  R.  Wagner,  W.  H.  Warner,  C.  E.  Zim- 
merman. Of  the  above  V.  W.  Dippell  and  E.  M.  Hartman 
were  admitted  at  the  beginning  of  the  Academical  year,  and  A. 
K.  Faust  has  been  appointed  by  the  Church  a  missionary  to 
Japan.  These  gentlemen  sustained  approved  examinations  and 
were  granted  the  usual  testimonials.  C.  T.  Isenberger,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  M.  E.  Church,  was  dismissed  during  the  year  on  his 
own  request  to  Drew  Theological  Seminary.    Total  12. 

5.  In  addition  to  their  studies  the  students  have  engaged 
in  practical  religious  work,  in  the  Sunday-school,  pulpit  and 
various  forms  of  missionary  activity.  No  case  of  serious  dis- 
cipline occurred  during  the  year. 

6.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Trustees  of  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College  to  continue  the  course  in  elocution 
and  oratory  by  the  employment  of  Prof.  Claude  B.  Davis, 
whose  past  instruction  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  stu- 
dents and  commended  by  the  faculty. 

7.  The  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  proposed  to  your  rever- 
end body  one  year  ago,  to  pay  over  twelve  hundred  dollars  of 
accrued  interest  on  the  Swander  Fund,  of  which  he  is  agent, 
said  payment  to  be  made  so  soon  as  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and 
the  Seminary  Faculty  should  have  made  arrangements  for  its 
use.  The  Pittsburgh  Synod  proposed  that  the  money  should 
be  used  for  a  temporary  lectureship  and  requested  the  faculty 
to  appoint  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander  as  the  first  lecturer  on  this  foun- 
dation. The  faculty,  lacking  the  power  to  establish  a  lecture- 
ship without  the  joint  action  of  the  three  Synods,  or  to  appoint 
a  lecturer  on  the  foundation  of  the  proposed  lectureship  with- 
out the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  referred  the  recom- 
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mendation  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  to  the  Board  of  Visitors.  At 
the  same  time  the  faculty  invited  Dr.  Swander  to  deliver  a 
course  of  two  or  three  lectures  before  the  faculty  and  students 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  on  such  subject  and  at  such  time 
as  might  be  agreed  upon  by  himself  and  the  faculty. 

The  following  action  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  relative  to 
the  foregoing  recommendation  is  respectfully  referred  to  the 
consideration  of  the  three  Synods. 

I.  We  recommend  the  establishment  of  such  a  temporary 
lectureship  as  is  suggested  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod;  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  three  Synods  for  approval ;  and  that 
Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  be  chosen  as  the  first  lecturer. 

II.  In  the  event  of  approval  by  the  Synods  the  faculty  in 
conjunction  with  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander  shall  arrange  for  the  lec- 
tures, determining  the  subjects,  the  lectures  and  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  them. 

8.  The  Board  respectfully  overtures  the  three  Synods  re- 
questing that  they  provide  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars 
($600.00)  for  the  year  1900-1901  for  a  teacher  of  elocution  to 
be  divided  as  follows :  Eastern  Synod  $300,  Pittsburgh  Synod 
$100,  Synod  of  the  Potomac  $200.

To  the  Reverend  the  Eastern  Synod: 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Eastern  Synod,  at  its  an- 
nual meeting  held  May  8,  1900,  organized  by  the  election  of  the 
following  officers : 

President,  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.D.,  Allentown,  Pa. 

Secretary,  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Lichliter,  Lancaster,  Pa. 

Treasurer,  Mr.  Jno.  Hertzler,  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  Qassis  of  Wyoming,  at  its  late  annual  meeting,  took 
favorable  action  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Synod,  made 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  1897,  and  voted  to  become  auxiliary  to 
the  Board  of  Education. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  aided  out  of  its  income 
six  students  for  the  ministry,  the  Qassis  of  Lancaster  aided 
three,  the  Qassis  of  Lehigh  two,  and  the  Qassis  of  Tohickon 
three,  a  total  of  fourteen.    In  the  current  year  the  Board  is  aid- 
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ing  nine,  the  Classis  of  Lancaster  two,  the  Classis  of  Lehigh  one, 
the  Classis  of  Tohickon  three,  and  the  Classis  of  Wyoming  two 
students,  a  total  of  seventeen. 

The  Board  cancelled  the  obligation  of  a  former  beneficiary, 
who  died  in  the  past  year,  his  obligation  amounting  to  $297.50. 

Within  the  past  year  Prof.  Edwin  M.  Hartman  refunded 
$150;  Prof.  T.  G.  Helm,  $150,  and  Mr.  Wm.  R.  Weaver,  $100 
of  the  aid  received  by  them  while  students ;  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Bow- 
man, D.D.,  made  a  contribution  of  $30 ;  a  total  of  $430. 

A  final  payment  of  01.934  per  cent,  was  made  by  the  ex- 
ecutrix of  the  estate  of  the  late  Rev.  Charles  G.  Fisher,  D.D., 
on  the  claim  of  the  Board  against  said  estate  for  money  loaned. 

The  estate  has  now  paid  about  36  per  cent,  of  the  claim  of  the 
Board,  and  this  is  all  that  will  be  realized  out  of  the  estate.

The  number  of  students  enrolled  at  the  tx 
ning  of  the  present  year  is  unusually  large,  making  a  da 
increase  in  the  whole  number  of  students.  Sixty-six  new 
dents  were  added  to  the  college  and  about  fifty  to  the  Acad 
Of  these  fifty  are  Freshmen  and  Specials,  twrelve  Sophom 
two  Juniors  and  two  Seniors.  There  are  in  attendance  a1 
time  forty  Seniors,  thirty-four  Juniors,  forty-four  Sophon 
and  fifty  Freshmen  and  Specials. 

The  work  of  instruction  was  carried  forward  steadi 
the  different  departments  and  the  results  were  generally  i 
factory.  The  good  order  of  the  college  was  at  times  distu 
and  in  several  cases  there  was  danger  of  serious  trouble 
the  discipline  of  the  institution  was  maintained*  and  it  is  \ 
fying  to  report  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  all  difficulties 
a  healthy  morale,  a  spirit  of  loyalty,  harmony  and  hopefo 
throughout  the  college.

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The  financial  condition  of  the  college  is  better  than  at  the 
close  of  last  year.  There  is  still  an  apparent  deficit  of  about 
$750,  but  there  have  been  extraordinary  expenses  in  repairs 
made  to  the  Library  Building  and  at  the  Academy.  On  the 
other  hand  there  have  been  credited  to  the  income  of  the  present 
year  certain  amounts  which  cannot  be  considered  a  part  of  the 
regular  annual  income.  It  is  therefore,  difficult  to  determine, 
with  accuracy,  the  net  results  of  the  yearns  operations.  It  is 
safe  to  say,  however,  that  the  outlook  is  much  more  favorable 
than  it  was  a  year  ago.  As  the  rate  of  interest  on  our  invest- 
ments has  diminished,  and  the  expenses  of  the  college  are 
increasing,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  a  larger  endowment  of  the  col- 
lege is  of  paramount  importance.  The  college  has  recently 
been  the  recipient  of  three  legacies.  The  Hon.  Frank  Geise, 
Jate  Mayor  of  York,  bequeathed  his  private  library  of  miscel- 
laneous books,  worth  about  $2,000,  to  the  college,  and  he  also 
made  the  college  the  residuary  legatee  of  his  estate  after  other 
bequests  are  paid.  Mr.  Martin  L.  Lerch,  of  Freemansburg, 
Pa.,  made  a  bequest  to  the  college  of  $3,000,  to  become  avail- 
able after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lerch.  Miss  Catharine  H.  Long, 
recently  deceased,  made  an  unconditional  bequest  of  $2,000 
to  the  endowment  fund  of  the  college. 

It  is  a  matter  of  general  congratulation  that  the  New 
Science  Building,  so  ardently  desired  and  so  much  needed,  is 
really  under  way.  The  present  contract  is  only  for  the  erection 
of  the  structure  and  the  completion  of  the  exterior,  so  far  as 
is  necessary,  for  the  protection  of  the  building,  but  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  there  will  be  no  suspension  of  operations  until  the 
building  is  finished  and  ready  for  use.  The  pledges  and  sub- 
scriptions received  up  to  the  present  time  amount  to  about  $27,- 
000,  and  the  canvass  is  now  in  progress  in  three  charges  of  the 
Eastern  Synod.  It  is  especially  important  that  energetic  efforts 
be  made  and  prompt  action  taken  in  the  three  Synods,  under 
whose  control  the  college  stands,  so  that  the  work  may  be  car- 
ried forward  to  a  speedy  and  successful  completion.

(a)  Franklin  and  Marshall  College.  We  are  glad  to  re- 
port that  the  College  and  Academy  have  a  large  accesssion  of 
students,  and  that  the  morale  of  the  students  is  of  so  high  and 
loyal  a  character  that  but  one  serious  case  of  discipline  occurred 
during  the  year. 

(b)  That  the  changes  made  in  enlarging  the  course  of 
study  by  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  meeting  with 
great  favor,  and  has  every  prospect  of  bringing  about  more 
satisfactory  results  and  securing  better  work. 

(c)  The  important  additions  to  the  faculty  of  two  strong 
men  of  wide  experience  in  their  respective  spheres,  have  g^ven 
great  satisfaction  to  the  students  and  friends  of  the  institution. 
These  gentlemen  have  made  a  highly-favorable  impression,  and 
grand  results  are  expected  from  their  labors  in  their  respective 
departments. 

(d)  Several  bequests  were  given  to  the  College  during  the 
past  year,  viz. :  The  Hon.  Frank  Geise,  late  mayor  of  York,  be- 
queathed his  private  library  to  the  College,  valued  at  about 
$2,000,  and  has  also  constituted  the  College  residuary  legatee 
of  his  estate  after  certain  other  bequests  have  been  paid. 

Mr.  Martin  Lcrch,  of  Freemansburg,  made  a  bequest  to 
the  College  of  $3,000,  to  become  available  after  Mrs.  Lerch's 
death. 

Miss  Cath.  Long  made  an  unconditional  bequest  of  $2,000. 

(e)  The  Science  P)uilding  is  under  way.  It  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  pwl  vwvCieT  xool\i^lo\^  vwd^tweut  weather  sets  in.  About 
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one  half  the  cost  of  this  building  has  been  secured  in  cash  and 
subscriptions,  viz.,  $27,000.  All  can  see  that  immediate  and 
persistent  efforts  should  be  made  to  secure  at  least  an  equal 
amount,  that  the  building  may  be  completed  and  furnished  in  the 
near  future. 

College  Resolutions. 
Resqlved,  i.     That  the  highly-prosperous  condition  of  the 
institution,  the  large  number  of  students,  the  morale  and  loyalty 
of  the  same,  is  a  matter  for  which  this  Synod  has  great  reason 
for  joy  and  expressions  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God. 

2.  That  this  Synod  calls  upon  the  members  of  our  Church 
to  unite  with  us  in  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  for  moving  the  hearts  of  the  saints  to  remember  her 
institutions  in  their  last  will  and  Testament. 

3.  That  the  Church  be  and  hereby  is  called  upon  to  rally 
with  all  its  might  and  enthusiasm  around  these  institutions  by 
sendmg  all  the  students  within  our  bounds  to  her  own  schools, 
and  by  larger  contributions  to  greatly  increase  their  endowment 
and  better  equipment  in  the  various  departments. 

4.  That  the  several  Classes  under  our  jurisdiction  be  and 
hereby  are  strenuously  urged  to  put  forth  earnest  and  persisting 
efforts  to  raise  the  required  balance  of  $13,000  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Science  Building.  That  each  Classis  aim  to  raise 
no  less  than  $1,500  before  the  next  meeting  of  this  body. 

5.  ;  That  the  matter  of  larger  endowment  for  which  there 
is  a  most  pressing  need  ( for  the  lack  of  w' hich  the  different  de- 
partments of  the  College  are  hampered)  be  kept  prominently 
before  the  Church;  that  especially  persons  of  wealth  be  made 
acquainted  with  the  needs  of  our  Church-schools,  and  be  thus 
challenged  to  devise  liberal  things  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church 
and  for  the  honor  and  glory  of  our  gracious  Redeemer. 

The  Theological  Seminary, 
(a) — Report  of  Board  of  Visitors. 

Two  subjects  in  this  highly-satisfactory  report  require  ac- 
tion on  the  part  of  this  Synod. 

(a)  The  agreement  with  F.  and  M.  College  jointly  to  sup- 
port a  teacher  of  elocution  and  oratory,  the  Board  requests  that 
this  be  continued,  and  that  Synod  apportion  among  the  Classes 
$300  for  his  support. 
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Resolved,  That  this  request  be  granted  and  that  the  sum 
of  $300  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Finance  for  apportion- 
ment on  the  Qasses. 

(b) — ^The  Swander  Lectureship. 

Resolved  I.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  be  confirmed  that  this 
temporary  lectureship  be  granted. 

2.  That  this  Synod  approves  of  the  appointment  of  Rev. 
J.  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  to  deliver  the  first  course  of  lectures,  and 
recommends  that  the  subject  and  number  of  lectures,  the  com- 
pensation and  time  when  they  shall  be  delivered  be  determined 
by  the  faculty  and  Dr.  Swander. 

(c) — ^The  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Seminary. 

From  this  report  we  learn  that  the  Endowment  Fund  is 
entirely  inadequate  to  support  the  institution.  The  debt  has, 
through  years,  accumulated  until  it  amounts  to  $5,723.50. 
Brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be.  The  large  deficiency 
is  caused  bv  the  decline  of  the  rates  of  interest  and  increased 
expenses  incurred  in  running  the  new  Seminary  Building. 

(d) — Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Rcsohrd  i.  That  we  comply  with  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  assume  the  sum  of  $900  towards  the 
payment  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Seminary. 

2.  That  the  $300  for  the  payment  of  the  professor  of  elo- 
cution and  the  above-mentioned  $900,  be  incorporated  in  one 
column,  total,  $1,200,  by  the  Committee  of  Finance,  bearing  the 
name  of  Seminary  Aid  to  be  apportioned  among  the  Classes. 

The  Board  of  Education. 

This  Report  is  highly  satisfactory.  The  total  receipts  from 
all  sources,  $3,377-^5'  disbursements,  total,  $1,593.92;  balance 
in  treasury,  $1,783.73. 

Resolved  That  we  recommend  this  society  to  the  patron- 
age of  the  Church. 

(e) — Dr.  Swander's  Communication  Referring  to  Additional  Contribu- 
tions for  the  Sarah  EUen  and  Nevin  Ambrose  Swander 

Memorial  Fund. 
Resolved,  That  Synod  gratefully  acknowledges  Dr.  Swan- 
der's  abiding  mtet^st  \\\  the  Theological  Seminary  and  cheer- 
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fully  accepts  his  generous  contribution  and  approves  of  his  care- 
ful investment  and  management  of  the  Memorial  Fund,  for 
which  he  is  agent.

Report  of  Committee  on  Endowment  of  F.  and  M.  College. 
In  response  to  the  ist  item  in  the  Report  of  Minutes  of  Syn- 
od the  following  report  was  received  and  adopted : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  on  the  Endowment 
of  F.  and  M.  College,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  offers  the  following  state- 
ment: 

From  reports/ received  in  answer  to  a  circular  letter  sent 
out  by  the  Chairman  from  ten  (lo)  of  the  Classes,  it  appears 
that  in  six  (6)  of  them  very  little  or  nothing  was  done  during 
the  year  in  the  interest  of  the  Science  Building.  In  one  of  the 
other  Qassis  quite  a  number  of  the  congregations  were  visited 
by  the  Field  Secretary  of  the  College  and  some  contributions 
received ;  in  another  arrangements  are  being  made  for  a  canvass 
of  thr^  of  its  principal  charges ;  in  a  third  a  committee  has  been 
appointed  with  instructions  thoroughly  to  canvass  the  charges 
of  Classis  during  the  present  classical  year,  and  to  do  their 
work  in  co-operation  with  Synods'  representative  and  the  au- 
thorities of  F.  and  M.  College;  while  in  Reading  Classis  the 
generous  contribution  of  $3000.00  was  secured  by  the  Synods^ 
representative,  from  Elder  James  T.  Reber,  and  for  which  your 
committee  records  its  grateful  thanks. 

Last  year  the  committee  reported  having  received  the  sum 
of  $7500  in  cash  and  subscription  ;  and  we  now  report  that  dur- 
ing this  year  the  further  sum  of  $4542.10,  has  been  secured, 
making  a  total  of  $12042.10  received  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  Central  Section  of  the  Science  Building  for  which  this 
Synod  is  to  provide  will  cost  $25,000.  This  leaves  a  balance  of 
$13000  still  to  be  raised,  and  which  if  possible  ought  to  be  in 
hands  by  June  1,  1901.  This  ought  to  be  a  comparatively  easy 
task,  when  we  remember  that  this  Synod  has  a  memebersUii^  ol 
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more  than  98CXX)  communicants.  What  is  needed  is  a  hearty 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  Classical  Committees  and  the 
pastors  of  the  several  charges,  with  Synod's  committee  and  the 
college  authorities. 

Your  Committee  would  be  pleased  to  receive  any  instruc- 
tions that  the  Synod  may  have  to  give,  or  suggestions  it  may 
wish  to  offer,  to  aid  it  in  speedily  accomplishing  the  end  of  its 
appointment.

I  Dear  Brethren  : — Concerning  the  work  of  the  past  year 

I  your  Board  of  Missions  presents  the  following  items : 

I.  New  Fields. — Pastors  have  been  secured  for  new 
missions  within  your  bounds  as  follows :  Palatinate,  Philadel- 
phia ,Pa. ;  St.  John's,  Harrisburg,  Pa. ;  Packerton,  Pa. ;.  Higli 
Point  and  Lexington,  N.  C. ;  and  St.  Mark's,  Baltimore,  Md. 
These  enrollments  were  all  made  by  the  General  Board,  not- 
withstanding  the  fact  of  a  large  debt;  but  they  were  made 
also  in  the  good  hope  that  the  Church  will  see  the  necessity  of 
this  enlarged  work  in  promising  fields  and  will  come  to  the 
help  of  these  missions. 

2.  Loans  Pledc.ed. — Your  Board  found  it  necessary  to 
pledge  more  money  than  is  now  in  the  treasury  for  the  building 
of  churches  in  our  missions ;  and  we  trust  that  special  efforts 
;iiaY  be  made  to  secure  Church-building  Funds  toward  meeting 
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this  large  demand.  Only  as  we  help  our  missions  to  secure 
permanent  homes  can  we  expect  them  to  prosper  as  they 
should. 

3.  Church-Building  Funds  have  been  received  as  fol- 
lows: The  Blanche  Harnish  Fund,  from  the  estate  of  Miss 
Blanche  Harnish,  of  the  Alexandria  charge,  Huntingdon 
county,  Pa.;  The  Gettysburg  Classis  Fund,  completed  by  said 
Classis ;  The  William  Calvin  Blessing  Fund,  from  Mrs.  George 
P.  Blessing,  of  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  in  loving  memory  of  her 
only  son ;  and  The  Memorial  Thank  Offering  Fund,  from  the 
Sunday-school  of  St.  Paul's  Church  Reading,  Pa. 

4.  The  Church  in  Washington,  D.  C. — Wc  again 
bring  to  your  attention  the  building  of  a  memorial  church  in 
the  national  capital.  This  matter  has  in  various  way  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Church  during  the  last  twelve- 
month, and  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  $30,000  for  this 
purpose;  but  up  to  this  time  not  quite  $4,000  have  been  paid. 
This  money  is  in  charge  of  Rev.  C.  S.  Slage,  treasurer  of  Mary- 
land Classis,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  trustees  of  that  body, 
and  is  on  interest.  We  trust  that  the  Synods  may  give  to  the 
work  such  impetus  as  will  speed  it  to  early  completion. 

5.  A  Grateful  Offering. — The  mission  in  Stockton, 
Cal.,  being  unable  to  maintain  its  existence,  sold  its  church 
property  by  authority  of  the  district  court;  and  the  trustees,  in 
consideration  of  help,  received  from  this  Board  many  years 
ago,  paid  into  our  treasury  the  net  proceeds,  $1,362.10.  For 
this  gift  the  Board  of  course  made  grateful  acknowledgment 
to  the  trustees  and  members.  It  is  proper  to  add  that  this  gift 
enabled  the  Board  to  restore  to  its  original  amount  the  Jacob 
Welker  legacy  of  $4,200,  $1,250  of  which  were  lost  by  depreci- 
ation of  value  in  the  church  property  in  Sioux  City,  la.,  lately 
sold  to  the  General  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

6.  The  Treasurer's  Report. — The  report  of  Elder  John  J.

n. — Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  for  the  Year  ending  March  axst.  1900. 

Dear  Brethren  :  General  Svnocrs  Board  of  Home 
Missions  hereby  presents  a  brief  statement  for  your  careful 
consideration.  This  Board  is  an  important  factor  in  the  life 
of  the  Church  and  promotes  her  unity. 

Our  Missions. — Some  of  our  Missions  have  changed 
pastors  since  our  last  report,  and  the  result  has  been  an 
improved  condition  of  the  missions.  There  are  a  few  vacan- 
cies, but  they  are  soon  to  be  filled.  We  have  on  the  roll  98 
Missions.  They  are  in  good  condition.  The  appended  statis- 
tical table  will  show  the  work,  and  to  this  we  call  your  special 
attention. 

Self-support. — It  is  our  policy  to  secure  self-support  as 
soon  as  that  can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  Mission.  Not 
all  fields,  however,  can  bear  the  same  treatment.  Patience  and 
calm  judgment  are  necessary  in  dealing  with  them.  The 
spiritual  life  must  not  be  dwarfed  in  the  struggle  to  exist. 

Day  of  Prayer. — Wednesday  of  the  week  of  prayer, 
1901,  is  set  apart  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  God's  blessing  upon 
our  Home  Missionary  work.  We  hope  for  its  general 
observance. 
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Twentieth  Century  Literature. — ^A  series  of  thirteen 
tracts  of  our  Home  Missionary  work  are  in  process  of  publi- 
cation, to  be  furnished  to  the  Church  for  gratuitous  distribu- 
tion, beginning  with  September  next.  The  cost  of  this  litera- 
ture is  not  taken  from  the  general  treasury,  but  has  been 
kindly  provided  by  several  elders  of  the  Church.  We  regret 
that  **Reformed  Church  Tidings'*  ceased  to  be  published  with 
January,  1900. 

Church-building  Funds. — Our  list  of  Church-building 
Funds  is  steadily  growing.  Since  last  report  the  John  H.  and 
Anna  M.  Girvin  Fund,  by  will  of  Elder  James  M.  Girvin,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  amount  $500;  the  Martha  M.  Simmons  Fund, 
$500,  from  her  sisters,  of  Frederick,  Md.,  and  the  A.  J.  Brum- 
bach  Fund,  frx)m  A.  J.  Brumbach,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  amount, 
$500,  have  been  created.  A  second  Catechumen  Fund  and 
several  individual  and  classical  Funds  have  been  begun.  This 
help  is  invaluable.    Encourage  the  creating  of  such  funds. 

New  Missions. — The  following  new  Missions  have  been 
enrolled:  Des  Moines,  la.,  Toledo,  O.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  and 
Punxsutawncy,  Philadelphia,  Harrisburg,  Packerton  and 
Pitcairn,  Pa.  Other  promising  points  are  pressing  for  enroll- 
ment. Our  opportunities  were  never  greater  or  more  inviting. 
We  indulge  a  justifiable  pride  in  wishing  to  see  our  Quirch 
take  advantage  of  these  opportunities.  If  we  fail  to  do  this 
now,  others  will  reap  the  fruit  of  our  neglect. 

Debt. — Though  we  assumed  additional  work,  we  have 
received  no  increase  of  funds.  During  the  quarter  ending  last 
December  an  unusually  small  amount  reached  our  Treasury, 
and  to  pay  vyhat  was  then  due  we  had  to  borrow  $14,000;  and 
at  the  April  meeting  we  had  to  borrow  $10,000  for  the  last 
quarter.  It  ought  not  to  have  been  necessary  to  incur  this 
debt,  and  we  must  not  be  expected  to  carry  it. 

The  incidental  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  year 
past;  that  is,  the  cost  of  travel  and  entertainment  of  the  Board 
for  five  meetings,  the  salary  of  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer, 
and  a  legal  advisor,  part  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Super- 
intendents, also  postage,  exprcssage  and  printing  (which 
includes  letter  heads,  circular  letters  and  envelopes  for  the 
Easter  offerings) — these  expenses  for  the  year  amount  to 
$2,636. 
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New  Church  Buildings. — Since  our  last  report  nine 
Mission  Churches  have  been  completed  and  are  now  occupied. 
Others  are  in  process  of  erection.  Building  lots  have  been 
bought  at  Des  Moines,  la.,  and  Vandergrift,  Pa.,  for  which 
we  have  borrowed  the  money. 

A  Memorial  Reformed  Church  is  to  be  built  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  to  cost  not  less  than  $30,000.  The  project  has 
been  approved  by  the  Synods  and  commended  to  pastors  and 
people.  All  money  for  this  purpose  is  to  be  sent  to  Rev.  C.  S. 
Slagle,  Westminster,  Md.,  Treasurer  of  the  Maryland  Classis, 
who  will  receipt  for  the  same  and  hold  it  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  trustees  of  that  Classis.  Give  all  our  people  an  oppor- 
tunity to  contribute  to  this  cause. 

Finances. — Careful  estimates  have  been  made  as  to  the 
needs  of  our  work.  The  amounts  have  been  assumed  by  the 
Synods  which  your  delegates  helped  to  constitute.  It  is,  there- 
fore, your  act^  These  amounts  have  been  distributed  among 
the  Classes,  and  are  now  to  be  further  distributed  by  you 
among  the  several  pastoral  charges.  All  these  Classes  should 
assume  their  full  amounts  and  arrange  to  pay  them  into  our 
Treasury  as  early  as  possible,  that  we  may  do  aggressive  work. 
Give  the  people  facts  and  encourage  them.  They  have  never 
failed  us.  How  can  we  better  show  our  appreciation  of  God^s 
special  favors  than  by  increased  efforts  and  enlarged  contri- 
butions to  extend  His  kingdom? 

What  of  the  future?  We  cannot  sacrifice  any  of  the 
work  now  in  hand.  Shall  we  enroll  promising  new  fields  that 
are  knocking  at  our  doors?  We  are  willing  that  the  people 
shall  answer  this  question,  if  you  will  fairly  present  the  matter 
and  encourage  them.  Let  us  try  to  awaken  individual  respon- 
sibility. Service  is  harder  than  sentiment,  but  it  pays  better 
dividends.  Dare  we  longer  contribute  the  smallest  amount 
for  the  greatest  work?  Is  not  "the  penny  collection"  for  Mis- 
sions of tener  an  insult  than  an  offering  to  the  Lord  ? 

Oh!  that  we  could  in  some  way  reach  the  heart  of  the 
Church  before  these  golden  opportunities  are  past !  How  does 
the  Master  regard  those  who  are  indiflferent  to  His  cause?  He 
may  tell  us  sooner,  perhaps,  than  we  now  expect.

Commimication  from  President  of  General  Synods  Board  of  fiome 

Missions. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren  :  In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  General  Board  of  Home  Missions,  I  herewith  forward  for 
your  use  copies  of  our  report  with  statistical  table  ending 
March  31st,  1900. 

There  is  nothing  new  since  that  date,  that  would  materially 
change  the  report. 

During  the  past  year  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  Exec- 
utive Committee  have  been  held  at  the  appointed  times;  the 
members  have  been  prompt  and  regular  in  attendance;  the 
meetings  have  been  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  harmony  and 
unanimity;  the  wisest  counsel  has  been  sought  and  the  best 
judgment  exercised  in  the  disposal  of  the  interests  committed 
to  our  care.  The  Board  had  sought  to  execute  its  trust  accord- 
ing to  the  knowledge  at  its  command,  diligently,  faithfully  and 
justly  for  the  best  interests  of  the  church  and  the  glory  of  God. 

The  year  has  been  characterized  by  a  good  measure  of 
success.  Our  missionaries  have  been  loyal  and  faithful.  None 
have  been  called  from  their  labors  by  death. 

All  appropriations  due  them  have  been  paid  as  they  fell 
due,  but  to  do  this  we  have  been  compelled  to  borrow  large 
sums  of  money.  This  would  not  be  necessary,  if  the  amounts 
assumed  had  been  promptly  paid  and  to  continue  to  pay  so 
much  for  interest,  will  prove  ruinous  to  the  cause  of  missions. 

Rev.  Chas.  E.  Creitz,  Financial  Secretary  nf  the  Board, 
resigned  the  position  with  the  end  of  his  year,  Aug.  31.  The 
Board  hopes  soon  to  secure  a  suitable  successor. 

The  series  of  the  20th  Century  Tracts,  13  in  number,  with 
an  issue  of  50,000  copies  of  each  has  been  printed,  and  is  now 
being  sent  out  for  distribution,  in  accordance  with  a  plan  agreed 
upon.  If  these  tracts  are  properly  distributed  and  our  people 
are  encouraged  to  read  them,  we  may  hope  for  good  results. 

The  cost  ($600)  has  not  been  taken  out  of  the  general  treas- 
ury, but  has  been  paid  by  five  generous  elders  of  our  Church. 

In  conclusion  let  me  emphasize  a  few  things  in  the  accom- 
panying report  deserving  special  attention. 

I.  To  make  suitable  provision  for  the  observance  of  the 
Day  of  Prayer  during  the  week  of  prayer  in  1901. 
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2,  To  take  such  action  as  will  give  all  our  people  who 
have  not  already  done  so,  an  opportunity  to  make  a  contribution 
to  the  Memorial  Reformed  Church  of  Washington,  D.  C,  dur- 
ing the  current  year. 

3.  To  carefully  and  prayerfully  consider  the  finances  of 
the  Board  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  seem  best  to  awaken 
pastors  and  people  to  our  present  opportunities  and  the  duty 
that  devolves  upon  us.  If  we  can  secure  the  full  amounts  as- 
sumed by  the  several  Synods  we  can  pay  our  debt  and  do  ag- 
gressive work.  Surely,  it  would  be  neither  difficult  nor  burden- 
some to  do  this. 

We  have  a  distinctly  marked  and  promising  field  for  mis- 
sionary effort  and  we  dare  not  be  recreant  to  so  sacred  a  trust 
We  therefore  hopefully  and  expectantly  commend  the  cause 
to  you  and  pray  God's  blessing  upon  you  in  your  present 
sessions.

IV. — Report    of    the    Secretary    of    Board    of    Commissioners    of 

Foreign  Missions. 

To  the  Eastern  Synod: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren  : — During  the  last  yeiar 
the  steady  progress  of  our  Missionary  work  in  Japan  has  been 
more  or  less  interrupted  by  complications  arising  from  the 
retirement,  absence  and  failure  of  the  health  of  several  of  our 
Missionaries.  The  retirement  of  Mrs.  Gill  (nee  Hollowell), 
the  complete  break-down  of  Miss  Rohrbaugh's  health,  necessi- 
tating her  return  to  this  country,  and  the  but  partial  convales- 
cence of  Miss  Zurfluh  from  a  severe  attack  of  typhoid  fever, 
for  a  time  seriously  threatening  the  efficiency  of  the  Girls 
School.  The  withdrawal  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  to  go  to  China, 
the  continued  disability  of  Rev.  Dr.  Moore,  who  had  come  to 
America  for  recuperation,  the  occurrence  of  Rev.  H.  K.  Mil- 
ler's furlough,  and  the  engagement  of  Rev.  Snyder  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Bible  Societies,  very  seriously  interrupted  the 
onward  flow  of  our  work.  But  in  the  good  Providence  of  God, 
with  all  these  unfavorable  incidents,  our  work  suffered  no 
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material  injury.  The  annual  reports,  recently  to  hand,  present 
as  favorable  an  exhibit  as  we  have  had  for  the  preceding  year 
or  two.  Of  course,  our  Missionaries  at  work  were  oppressed 
with  unusual  burdens. 

The  Girls  School  suffered  little  or  no  damage.  The  num- 
ber of  scholars  was  full,  and  with  the  temporary  aid  of  other 
members  of  the  Mission,  accomplished  a  very  successful  year. 
Its  enrollment  during  the  year  was  sixty-three  scholars ;  eleven 
were  graduated,  six  were  baptized  during  the  year,  one  died, 
the  second  since  the  establishment  of  the  school,  and  of  the 
whole  number  thirty-six  were  Christians.  The  majority  of 
the  non-Christians  were  new  scholars. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin  for 
the  year  was  i68,  average  attendance  121.  These  are  largely 
in  the  lower  classes.  In  consequence  of  the  disabilities  imposed 
by  the  Educational  Department  of  the  Government  upon  the 
students  of  Mission  Schools,  in  the  way  of  liability  to  military 
duty,  and  unfavorable  discrimination  in  appointments  under 
the  Government,  as  the  students  advance,  many  withdraw  and 
enter  the  Government  schools.  This  very  unfavorably  effects 
the  number  entering  the  Theological  Department,  and  cuts  the 
numl)er  of  native  evangelists  short.  There  is  a  deficiency  at 
the  present  time.  The  outlook,  however,  is  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  abate  its  restrictions  and  again  open  the  way  for  a 
more  successful  prosecution  of  our  school  work.  Five  stu- 
dents were  baptized  during  the  year,  and  most  of  the  non- 
Christians  are  more  or  less  earnest  inquirers. 

Notwithstanding  the  hindrances  encountered,  the  evan- 
gelistic work  has  been  encouragingly  prosperous.  With  a 
shortage  in  native  workers,  and  increased  labor  devolving  upon 
the  Missionaries,  the  gathering  in  of  souls  slightly  exceeded 
that  of  the  year  preceding.  1  he  number  of  baptisms  was  210 
and  the  number  of  Church  members  has  nearly  regained  the 
figures  reduced  a  few  years  ago  by  the  great  shrinkage,  so  that 
the  number  now   reported   closely   approximates   2,000. 

During  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
General  Synod,  and  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement 
of  Mrs.  Ciill,  {i\c  new  Missionaries  were  sent  out.  Revs.  W. 
E.  Lampe,  A.  K.  Faust,  both  married,  and  Misses  Sadie  Lea 
Weidner  and  Lucy  M.  Powell,  to  Japan,  and  Rev.  Frederick 
Cromer,  to  the  China  field. 
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The  Board  took  steps  to  plant  the  new  Mission  in  China 
as  directed  by  General  Synod.  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  proceeded 
to  Qiina  in  advance  of  Rev.  F.  Cromer,  whom  later  he  met 
at  Shanghai.  Together  they  proceeded  to  Hankow,  some  600 
miles  up  the  Yangtsze  River,  and  betook  themselves  to  the 
study  of  the  language.  Together  they  made  an  excursion  into 
the  neighboring  province  of  Hunan,  where  it  is  proposed  to 
plant  the  new  Mission,  and  selected  the  city  of  Yo-chou  as  the 
location,  which  is  about  150  miles  up  the  river  from  Hankow. 
In  the  early  summer  they  returned  to  Japan,  provided  with 
facilities  for  continuing  the  study  of  the  Chinese  language, 
with  the  expectation  of  returning  to  China  in  September. 
Should,  however,  the  present  excited  conditions  in  China  con- 
tinue to  render  it  unsafe  for  them  to  do  so,  they  expect  to  go 
to  Nagasaka,  at  the  southern  extremity  of  Japan,  and  quite 
near  China,  and  there  await  the  time  when  it  will  be  safe  for 
them  to  proceed  to  their  chosen  field. 

The  Board  would  beg  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  it  will 
readily  occur  to  your  Reverend  Body  that  the  advance  steps 
taken  in  our  foreign  work,  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of 
General  Synod,  will  require  a  material  increase  in  its  receipts. 
For  this,  that  body,  at  its  last  meeting,  made  provision  by 
increasing  the  amount  of  its  apportionment.  We  would,  there- 
fore, most  respectfully  request  your  Reverend  Body  to  note 
this  fact,  and  to  take  such  action  as  will  secure  to  the  Board 
the  amount  of  contributions  which  will  be  necessary  to  enable 
it  to  accomplish  the  sacred  work  committed  to  its  hands;  at 
least,  the  full  sum  of  the  apportionment.

V. — Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  was 
presented  on  Monday  during  the  morning  session.  It  was  acted 
on  item  by  item,  and  finally  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Report  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 
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To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church: 

Brethren. — ^The  documents  placed  in  the  hands  of  your 
Committee  are 

1.  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

3.  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  (Gen- 
eral Synod.) 

4.  Communication  from  the  President  of  said  Board. 

5.  Communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Special  attention  is  called  by  the  above  papers  to  certain 
particulars,  of  which  mention  is  made  in  the  resolutions  accom- 
panying this  report. 

From  the  reports  of  the  boards  of  Home  Missions  we  learn 
that  three  new  missions  have  been  established  within  the 
bound  of  this  Synod ;  aid  to  the  extreme  limit  of  financial  abil- 
ity has  been  given  for  the  erection  of  churches;  five  church 
building  funds  of  $500  each  have  been  received  and  a  sixth 
fund  of  the  same  amount  has  been  completed ;  the  members  of 
the  extinct  congregation  of  Stockton,  Cal.,  have  given  the  Board 
of  Missions  $1362.10,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  this  church 
property,  in  grateful  appreciation  of  the  aid  rendered  to  them 
in  the  past:  and  $14915.00  have  been  paid  on  the  apportion- 
ment. The  missions  number  ninety-eight;  congregations  151; 
members  11356;  and  received  aid  to  the  amount  of  $43020.00. 
The  missions  contributed  $85264.00  for  congregational  pur 
poscs»  and  to  benevolence  $10692. 

Twenty  missions  arc  in  this  Synod,  for  which  the  Board 
expended  $8035 — or  more  than  one-half  the  amount  contributed 
by  the  Classes.  At  this  rate  very  little  can  be  done  for  the  ex- 
tension of  our  church  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Synod. 

The  work  of  foreign  missions  has  been  somewhat  ham- 
pered by  a  combination  of  circumstances  which  interfered  with 
the  labors  of  our  missionaries  for  a  season;  nevertheless  com- 
mendable progress  has  been  made.  We  gratefully  notice  that 
our  missionaries,  IJoy  and  Cromer,  by  an  early  removal  from 
China,  escaped  the  violence  and  persecution  which  were  visited 
upon  missionaries  of  other  Churches. 

Both  the  Home  and  Foreign  Boards  of  General  Synod  re- 
port themselves  in  debt.  The  cause  is  to  be  traced  mainly  to 
two  deplorable  conditions  of  our  Church  life.     First,  we  do  nol 
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intelligently  and  prayerfully  set  apart  a  portoin  of  our  posses- 
sions for  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Our  benevolent  activities  are 
not  in  accord  with  our  theology.  Our  gifts  are  given  under 
pressure;  or  in  response  to  special  appeal;  and  out  of  propor- 
tion to  our  ability.  This  is  a  serious  offence  against  the  ex- 
ample and  teaching  of  the  Holy  Apostles.  We  must  awaken 
to  the  duty  and  privilege  of  consecrating  ourselves  in  property 
and  life  on  the  altar  of  the  Gospel  to  the  most  blessed  service 
and  praise  of  God!  Those  who  have  thus  done  find  them- 
selves always  ready  to  meet  the  legitimate  demands  of  the 
Church.  Second,  We  treat  with  too  little  respect  the  appeals 
and  resolutions  of  our  Synods  and  Classes.  These  bodies  must 
lead  and  guide  in  the  work  of  the  Church.  The  apportionments 
are  not  taxes,  nor  arbitrary  assessments.  In  spite  of  any  mis- 
takes that  may  be  made  they  are  measured  to  the  needs  of  the 
Church  and  fall  below  what  we  should  cheerfully  do  for  her 
growth  and  progress.  We  have  made  a  solemn  vow  that  we 
will  at  all  times  submit  ourselves  to  the  order  and  discipline  of 
the  Church  and  confirm  them  by  our  obedience,  as  is  meet  for  a 
follower  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  no  light  thing  to  leave  our  peo- 
ple in  darkness  as  to  the  obligation  resting  upon  them,  or  to 
withold  our  hands  from  the  support  of  the  Church  in  the  work 
which  she  has  undertaken.  We  may  excuse  ourselves  today, 
but  what  excuse  can  we  find  when  we  behold  Him  as  it  were  a 
Lamb  that  was  slain.  Brethren,  let  us  join  hearts  and  hands 
and  prayers  for  a  united,  earnest  effort  to  make  our  Synod  an 
example  and  encouragement  for  the  whole  church  in  the  way 
of  meeting  our  full  apportionments.  "He  that  careth  not  for 
his  own  is  worse  than  an  infidel ;  he  hath  denied  the  faith." 

We  recommend  the  following  action : 

Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  appreciate  the  Christian 
liberality  which  has  been  shown  in  the  erection  of  five  church- 
building  funds,  and  commend  to  the  Church  the  example  of 
the  donors. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  pastors  and  consistories  to 
study  and  distribute  the  twentieth  century  tracts,  and  we  record 
our  thanks  for  the  generosity  which  has  provided  for  their  pub- 
lication. 

Resolved  That  we  commend  to  our  consistories  the  ob- 
servance of  Wednesday  in  the  Week  of  Prayer,  1901,  as  a  day 
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of  prayer  for  God's  blessing  upon  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sion work. 

In  relation  to  the  Memorial  Church  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
the  following  action  is  recommended : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Eastern  Synod  has  learned  with 
great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  of  the  favorable  action  of  the 
Classes  of  the  Synod  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  a  Memorial 
Church  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  that  our  pastors  and  people 
are  recognizing  the  necessity  and  importance  of  not  only  pro- 
viding a  suitable  church-building  for  Grace  Church,  but  of  giv- 
ing to  this  Church  thorough  equipment  and  very  liberal  sup- 
port, until  it  has  reached  the  period  of  self-support. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Synod  most  earnestly  recommends  that 
the  offerings  of  our  congregations  that  have  not  yet  contributed 
for  the  erection  of  this  Memorial  Church  at  Washington,  be 
gathered  in  the  latter  part  of  November,  1900,  or  as  early  there- 
after as  practicable;  and  that  pastors  are  urged  to  give  every 
member  of  our  congregations  and  Sunday-Schools  the  oppor- 
tunity to  give  for  this  object,  and  to  ask  the  most  liberal  offer 
ing  each  one  can  give. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Washington  being  the  nation's  capital, 
the  centre  of  national  and  political  life  for  our  country,  and  rap- 
idly becoming  the  centre  of  culture  in  education,  art  and  sci- 
ence, and  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  attractive  cities  of  the 
world,  in  which  many  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Re- 
formed Church,  in  an  increasing  degree  as  the  years  come  and 
gfo,  will  find  their  home,  it  should  be  a  matter  of  joyous  pride, 
in  love  of  their  Church,  its  dignity,  mission  and  prosperity, 
that  our  members,  old  and  young,  should  give  liberally  for  the 
erection  of  this  Memorial  Church. 

Resolved,  That  pastors  are  advised  to  avail  themselves  of 
all  means  they  can  obtain  to  make  known  to  the  members  of 
our  Churches  and  Sunday-Schools,  the  importance,  necessity, 
and  needs  of  the  Church  at  Washington  and  as  one  means  to 
this  end  to  read  this  action  of  the  Eastern  Synod  from  the  pul- 
pit and  in  their  Sunday-Schools. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  the  relatives 
and  friends,  the  churches  and  congregations  that  have  suffered 
by  reason  of  the  Satanic  persecution  of  Christians  in  China, 
while  we  bow  in  humble  gratitude  before  God  for  the  safety 
of  your  own  beloved  missionaries.  We  urge  upon  our  Churches 
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that  they  come  promptly  to  the  relief  of  the  Board  that  it  may 
prosecute  its  work  in  Japan  and  China  with  renewed  vigor. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  amounts  sent  down  by  the  General 
Synod  to  be  apportioned  for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions, 
be  and  hereby  are  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  for  apportionment  on  the  Classes.

FINANCE. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod 
was  received  and  the  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations;  also  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  which  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod  was  care- 
fully considered,  disposed  of  item  by  item  and  finally  adopted : 

The  report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Synod  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  this  body  to  several  facts. 

I.  In  relation  to  the  Allentown  College  for  Women, 
(a) That  one  mortgage  bond  of  $4,000  has  been  bought 

with  money  collected  for  the  purpose  and  has  been  transferred 
to  your  Treasurer,  who  holds  the  same  in  trust  for  Synod. 

(fr)  Also  that  $1,000  has  been  paid  on  account  on  a  sec- 
ond bond  for  which  your  Treasurer  holds  a  receipt. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Trustees  recommend  to  Synod,  that 
\yhenever  the  Treasurer  has  $1,000  in  hand  for  the  purpose  he 
be  instructed  to  pay  the  same  on  account,  and  take  a  receipt  un- 
til he  can  pay  an  entire  bond  and  have  it  then  transferred  to  the 
Synod. 

{d)  According  to  an  action  of  Synod  passed  at  Bethle- 
hem in  1896 — ^page  109,  Res.  2 — Synod  will  have  to  provide 
for  the  interest  of  the  balance  of  the  mortgage  remaining  un- 
paid Nov.  I,  1900.     This  balance  will  be  $14,000  at  5^  per  cent. 

II.  J.  J.  Bishop  repaid  a  loan  of  $5,000  (part  of  the  Kief- 
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fer  legacy),  which  the  Treasurer,  according  to  the  instructions 
of  the  Board,  has  re-invested  at  5  per  cent. — $3,000  on  a  farm 
of  Abraham  Fackler  and  $2,000  on  a  farm  of  John  H.  Goss. 

III.  Treasurer  Nissley  advanced  for  repairs  on  Dr.  Ger- 
hart's  house,  as  instructed  by  Synod  from  the  contingent  fund, 
$507.28.    See  minutes  of  Synod  for  1899,  page  49.  Res.  3. 

IV.  The  Board  is  constituted  as  follows: 

Rev.  S.  A.  Leinbach,  term  expires  Jan.  i,  1905. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Steinmetz,  term  expires  Jan.  i,  1904. 

Elder  J.  J.  Nissley,  term  expires  Jan.  i,  1903. 

Daniel  Schaffner,  term  expires  Jan.  i,  1902. 

Lewis  Kraemer,  term  expires  Jan.  i,  1901. 

Consequently  there  will  be  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  by  the 
1st  of  Jan.  next.  To  fill  this  vacancy  the  Board  would  recom- 
mend the  following  persons  suitable  for  the  position,  one  to  be 
elected:  Elder  Wellington  M.  Leinbach  and  Elder  A.  B. 
Dundore,  both  of  Reading,  Pa. 

V.  The  Treasurer  presented  his  report,  which  w^as  care- 
fully examined,  and  found  correct. 

He  reports  a  balance  in  contingent  fund  of  $507.28;  Al- 
lentown  College  for  Women,  $1,097.43. 

Under  the  careful  and  judicious  management  of  Treas- 
urer Nissley  the  funds  of  the  Synod  are  safely  invested.

A  Report  of  tlie  Committee  on  Raising  Honey  Toward  the  Purchase  of 
Allentown  College  for  Women. 

Ill  response  to  tlie  7th  item  in  tlie  Report  of  Minutes  of 
Synod,  tlie  following  Re|)ort  was  read  on  Thursday  afternoon 
and  adopted: 

To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

D)-;.\R  Rri:tiii(KN. — As  Cliairnian  of  the  Committee  on 
rai.sing  money  toward  llie  piircliase  of  Allentown  College  for 
Women  by  Eastern  Synod,  wc  hcg  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

Tlic  work  of  raising  money  lias  gone  along  slowly  but  sure- 
ly during  the  past  year.  The  Coinmiltec  was  cordially  received 
liy  the  pco\i\t;  of  every  charge  in  which  it  was  permitted  to  can- 
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vass.  Up  to  this  date  $6,220.43  h^ve  been  secured  in  cash  and 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod.  The  Treasurer 
will  doubtless  report  what  was  done  with  $5,000  of  the  amount 
named. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  ask  Synod  to  instruct 
the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  $1,220.43  i"  hand  on  the  second  first- 
class  bond  as  soon  as  possible  with  a  view  to  decrease  the  bal- 
ance yet  to  be  paid  by  Synod,  and  thus  stop  the  accumulation  of 
interest  on  that  part  of  the  bond  covered  by  the  amount  of  cash 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

Your  Committee  would  also  ask  Synod  to  instruct  the 
Treasurer  to  pay,  in  installments  of  $1,000,  on  bonds  as  soon 
as  such  an  amount  is  received  by  him.  It  is  understood,  of 
course,  that  these  payments  are  to  be  paid  on  conditions  named 
in  the  agreement  of  1896. 

We  would  also  call  attention  of  Synod  to  the  fact  that  ac- 
cording to  its  agreement,  made  in  1896,  at  Bethlehem,  it  will  be 
required  to  pay,  from  November  ist,  1900,  the  interest  on  $13,- 
779.57,  the  balance  of  the  $20,000,  still  remaining  unpaid,  and 
respectfully  ask  Synod  to  provide  in  some  way  for  the  regular 
and  prompt  quarterly  payment  of  this  interest  as  it  becomes  due. 

Your  Committee  would  also  request  Synod  to  appoint  Rev. 
F.  Wilson  Brown,  of  West  Susquehanna  Classis,  a  member  of 
this  Committee,  in  place  of  Rev.  S.  L.  Whitmore,  who  removed 
from  within  the  bounds  of  said  Classis. 

With  many  thanks  to  the  pastors  and  people  who  so  kindly 
aided  the  Committee,  in  its  arduous  work,  and  with  the  hope 
that  Synod  will  urge  the  Classes  and  congregations  to  complete 
the  project  undertaken  by  Synod  as  speedily  as  possible,  we  res- 
pectfully submit  this,  our  fourth  annual  report.

Report  on  the  Purchase  of  AUentown  College  for  Women. 

The  item  in  the  Report  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Synod 
having  reference  to  the  purchase  of  Allentown  College  for 
Women,  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of 
Revs.  S.  L.  Whitmore,  Jno.  F.  DeLong  and  Elder  C.  C.  Leader, 
who  presented  the  following  Report  which  was  disposed  of  item 
by  item  and  finally  adopted.    The  Report  is  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  several  items 
relating  to  Allentown  College,  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following 
report : 

From  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  College,  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  institution  and  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  we  are 
pleased  to  note  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  school.  The  in- 
come from  the  patronage  of  friends  and  patrons  has  enabled  the 
Board  to  more  than  meet  current  expenses  and  add  some  impor- 
tant improvements  to  the  property  and  equipment.  We  rejoice 
in  these  evidences  of  prosperity  as  showing  the  appreciation  on 
the  part  of  the  Church  and  the  public  of  the  cause  of  the  educa- 
tion of  women.  That  there  is  room  and  a  demand  for  such 
schools,  conducted  by  the  Church,  is  not  only  shown  by  the  ef- 
fective work  of  this  and  other  schools  in  our  own  Church,  but 
also  by  the  success  which  similar  efforts  have  secured  in  other 
churches  of  the  land.  There  is  no  question  as  to  the  fact  that 
the  Church  feels  called  upon  to  prosecute  the  work  in  this  de- 
partment. The  chief  difficulty  seems  to  be  to  secure  sufficient 
funds  to  pay  off  the  debt  while  adding  the  needed  improvements 
and  maintaining  a  thoroughly  equipped  and  competent  teach- 
ing force. 

The  one  fact  confronting  the  Synod  at  this  time  is  that  by 
the  terms  agreed  upon  by  and  between  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  Synod  at  Bethlehem  in  1896,  definite  action  must  be  had 
at  this  meeting  of  Synod.  It  is  stipulated  in  that  action  that 
after  Nov.  i,  1900,  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  whatever  re- 
mains unpaid  of  the  $20,000,  shall  be  assumed  by  the  Synod. 
By  these  terms  the  Synod  becomes  responsible  for  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  balance  unpaid  at  this  date,  which  is  about 
$13,700.    Since  the  Synod  raised  about  $6,300  only,  the  Board 
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of  Trustees,  which  was  obHgated  for  all  interest  up  to  this  date, 
Nov.  I,  1900,  was  embarassed  by  the  large  interest  charge  an- 
nually. And  this  large  item  of  interest  not  only  consumed  any 
surplus  income  of  the  college  over  current  expenses,  but  also 
involved  the  Board  in  additional  debt.  And  although  the  Board 
raised  over  $5,000  while  the  Synod  was  engaged  in  raising  the 
$6,300  referred  to,  the  Board  increased  its  obligations  by  about 
$2,600  since  1896,  when  the  action  of  Synod  at  Bethlehem  was 
taken.  This  increase,  as  stated,  was  incurred  by  the  interest 
charge.  The  Board  seems  to  have  acted  in  good  faith  with  the 
Synod  throughout.  It  has  made  a  number  of  improvements 
upon  the  property  and  better  equipment  of  the  school,  amount- 
ing to  over  $2,800,  all  of  which  is  paid.  This  renders  the  prop- 
erty more  valuable  today  than  it  was  in  1896.  Then  the  institu- 
tion's income  is  above  current  expenses,  barring  the  charge  for 
interest,  and  the  prestige  gained  from  these  four  years  of  suc- 
cessful work  makes  the  College  more  valuable  as  an  educa- 
tional plant  than  ever  before. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  gathered  and  the  interests  involved, 
your  Committee  feels  deeply  concerned,  and  begs  to  submit  the 
following  resolutions  for  your  consideration : 

Resolved  That  Synod  is  pleased  to  learn  that  the  past  year 
has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the  College  for  Women  at  Allen- 
town. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  approves  the  action  of  the  Trustees 
of  Synod  in  paying  off  the  $5,000  on  mortgage  bonds  and  hold- 
ing the  same  for  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  approves  the  recommendation  of  its 
Trustees  in  reference  to  payments  on  bonds  as  soon  as  the  sum 
of  $1,000  may  come  into  the  Treasurer's  hands  for  that  pur- 
pose, taking  a  receipt  therefor. 

Resolved,  That  the  time  for  the  transfer  of  the  College, 
free  of  all  encumbrances,  be  and  is  hereby  extended  to  June  i, 
1903. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  carry  out  its  side  of  the  agree- 
ment at  Bethlehem  in  providing  for  the  balance  unpaid  at  this 
date,  Nov.  i,  1900,  Synod  hereby  apportions  the  sum  of  $700 
upon  the  several  Classes,  this  amount  being  hereby  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee  for  apportionment. 
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Resolved,  That  in  case  the  Board  of  Trustees  fail  to  tram 
fer  the  College,  free  of  all  encumbrances  b^-  the  first  of  Jum 
1903,  Synod  will  no  longer  consider  itself  bound  by  the  Bethk 
hem  agreement. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  the  Board  transfer  the  property  t( 
Synod,  free  of  all  encumbrances  on  or  before  June  i,  1903,  Syn 
od  will  provide  for  the  interest  on  any  balance  of  the  $20.ooc 
that  may  then  remain  unpaid,  outside  of  and  apart  from  th< 
proceeds  of  the  College  itself. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  hereby  urges  that  a  vigorous,  ag- 
gressive effort  be  made  to  raise  the  balance  of  the  purchase 
money  during  the  first  year  of  the  new  century,  so  that  no  latei 
than  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod  in  1902  a  Board  of  Trustees 
may  be  chosen  by  the  Synod  in  order  to  prevent  any  serious 
break  in  the  conduct  or  management  of  the  work  of  the  College

ARTICLE  XVHL 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  following  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
standing  committee  on  Sunday-Schools,  except  the  item  refer- 
ring to  the  vacancy  occurring  in  the  committee  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Report  of  Permanent  Committee  on  Sunday-Schools. 

To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod : 

Your  committee  held  several  meetings  during  the  year, 
the  first  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  June  13,  where  the  committee 
organized  by  electing  Rev.  T.  J.  Hacker,  chairman  and  S.  P. 
Heilman,  M.  D.,  secretary.  At  this  meeting  a  pre-view  of  the 
work  necessary  in  order  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  Synod  was 
taken  and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  call  together  the  Chair- 
men of  the  various  Classical  committees  in  consultation  with 
Synods  committee  to  outline  and  carry  forward  the  Twentieth 
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Century  Movement  throughout  the  entire  Synod.  This  latter 
meeting  was  held  in  the  First  Reformed  Church,  of  Reading, 
Pa.,  on  June  25,  with  an  encouraging  number  in  attendance. 
At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  carry  forward  the  Twentieth 
Century  Movement  along  the  lines  of  Convention  work  in  each 
Classis  in  connection  with  similar  work  inaugurated  by  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions.  A  circular  letter  defining  the  "Move- 
ment" and  urging  personal  interest  therein  was  adopted  and  a 
copy  ordered  to  be  sent  to  every  pastor,  Sunday-school  c^cer 
and  teacher  within  the  bounds  of  Synod. 

From  the  reports  made  to  us  within  the  last  ten  days  from 
the  Classical  Committees  we  learn  that  the  Twentieth  Century 
Movement  has  been  fairly  inaugurated;  conventions  have  been 
held  or  are  being  arranged  for  in  very  Classis.  The  reports 
show  furthermore  that  wherever  conventions  were  held  and  the 
Sunday-school  cause  as  well  as  the  cause  of  Home  Missions 
presented  the  "Movement"  as  such  has  been  highly  appreciated. 
Some  of  the  Classis,  notably  Tohicken  and  East  Penna.,  have 
practically  covered  their  territory  with  systematically  arranged 
Convention  work. 

Of  immediate  results  we  may  not  now  speak  but  we  look 
forv.arvl  confidently  to  the  time  when  the  ''Movement"  shall 
have  challenged  the  attention  of  the  entire  Synod,  then  the  hope 
to  report  not  only  an  increase  in  attendance  or  mere  statistical 
advance,  but  a  deeper  and  more  vital  interest  in  and  greater  zeal 
for  the  Sunday-school  cause.  The  Sunday-school  statistics  for 
the  current  year  would  indicate  a  falling  off  in  membership  but 
we  are  led  to  believe  that  this  showing  is  due  to  defective 
statistics  rather  than  to  the  fact  itself.  While  the  table  would 
show  a  loss  in  membership  yet  on»the  other  hand  an  increase  of 
$2,000  in  the  benevolent  offerings  of  the  schools  together  with 
an  increase  of  over  $3,000  expended  for  the  use  of  the  schools 
themselves  are  sources  of  great  encouragement. 

For  reasons  unknown  to  us,  pastors  in  general  have  not 
given  that  attention  to  Sunday-school  statistics  which  the  cause 
and  the  best  interests  of  the  work  demand.  We  trust  that 
Synod  will  take  such  action  as  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Classes 
to  this  matter  with  the  kindly  request  that  they  make  it  impera- 
tive upon  all  pastors  to  furnish  full  and  complete  statistics  of 
each  and  every  school  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  would  also  strongly  urge  Synod  to  re- 
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quest  the  Qasses  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Twentieth  Century 
Movement  in  co-operation  with  Synod's  Permanent  Committee 
for  the  coming  year.  We  beHeve  that  by  arousing  attention  to 
the  opportunities  and  privileges  of  the  present  we  may  look  for- 
ward to  larger  things  in  this  department  of  activity  in  the 
future. 

In  making  this  report  the  committee  wishes  to  acknowledge 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  General  Synods  Sunday-school 
Board,  through  its  Secretary,  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Miller.  Further- 
more, we  would  report  that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a 
meeting  some  time  during  the  sessions  of  Synod  in  the  interests 
of  the  Sunday-school  cause  and  prominent  speakers  have  been 
engaged  to  address  the  meeting. 

The  term  of  Rev.  G.  A.  Schwedes  as  a  member  of  this  com- 
mittee has  expired  and  the  attention  of  Synod  is  called  to  the 
fact.

Dear  Brethren. — Your  Committee  on  Sunday-Schools 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report :  There  were  placed 
into  our  hands  the  following  communications:  The  Report  of 
the  General  Synod's  Sunday-School  Board;  the  Report  of 
Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  Sunday- Schools ;  the  Sun- 
day-School Statistics  of  the  several  Classes;  a  bill  of  expense 
from  the  Permanent  Sunday-school  Committee,  and  a  request 
from  the  National  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  per- 
taining to  the  appointing  of  a  Temperance  Committee  in  each 
School. 

From  these  various  reports  pertaining  to  the  work  of  our 
Sunday-schools  we  are  justified  to  infer  that  the  work  has  never 
been  in  a  more  prosperous  condition.  Financially  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  cash  receipts  of  this  year  over  the  previous 
year. of  an  amount  equal  to  $7,581.57.  This  fact  is  an  evidence 
of  careful  and  judicious  management  on  the  part  of  the  Board, 
and  of  a  liberal  patronage  on  the  part  of  our  schools  and  con- 
gregations. 

There  was  also  a  decided  increase  in  the  circulation  of  Re- 
formed Lesson  Helps  and  other  Reformed  Sunday-school  Peri- 
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odicals.  This  we  hail  with  gratitude,  for  the  circulation  of 
proper  literature  among  the  young  as  well  as  the  old  has  come 
to  be  a  recognized  factor  in  the  development  of  our  church  life 
and  spirit. 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  and  joy  that  the  Board 
announces  the  favorable  reception  which  the  Sunday-school 
Hymnal  has  received  throughout  the  Church.  Hundreds  of 
schools  are  now  using  it  and  many  others  are  making  arrange- 
ments to  introduce  it.  The  20th  Century  Movement  which  was 
inaugurated  a  year  or  more  ago  has  had  a  wholesome  effect  up- 
on our  schools.  It  has  not  merely  aroused  pastors  and  people 
to  work  for  increased  membership,  but  it  has  also  stirred  them 
up  to  greater  activity  along  every  line  of  Church  work.  Praise 
must  be  given  to  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Sunday-schools 
for  the  effective  work  they  accomplished.  In  every  Qassis  con- 
ventions, educational  and  missionary,  have  been  held,  ^any 
of  our  schools  are  seeking  to  enlist  the  entire  membership  of 
the  Church  by  the  introduction  of  the  Home  Department  and 
the  Cradle  Roll. 

It  is  however  to  be  regretted  that  some  of  the  Classes  ap- 
parently are  indifferent  to  Sunday-school  statistics.  It  is  im- 
portant that  reports  as  full  and  complete  as  possible  be  ren- 
dered. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  we  submit  the  following  resolu- 
tions for  your  adoption : 

1.  Resolved  That  the  Classes  be  instructed  to  request  the 
different  pastors  to  give  most  earnest  heed  to  render  as  complete 
Sunday-school  statistics  as  possible. 

2.  Resoizrd,  That  the  Sunday-school  Hymnal  be  most 
heartily  commended  through  the  Classes  to  the  schools. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  importance  of  proper 
Sun(lay-sch(X)l  literature  and  request  the  Classes  to  urge 
through  pastors  and  consistories  the  use  of  Reformed  Lesson 
Helps  and  periodicals  in  every  school  wherever  it  is  practicable. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Synod  places  on  record  its  appreciation 
of  the  usefulness  of  the  Home  Department  and  the  Cradle  Roll  as 
legitimate  factors  in  linking  the  Home  and  the  School  together 
as  agencies  of  the  Church  for  better  religious  instruction,  and 
expresses  the  hope  that  the  Classes  will  take  such  action  as  will 
lead  all  the  schools  to  establish  these  agencies  for  better  Bible 
study. 
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5.  Resolved,  That  the  20th  Century  Movement  be  anew 
commended  through  the  Classes  to  the  congregations  and 
schools,  and  that  the  Synod  recognizing  the  great  missionary 
activity  of  the  Sunday-school  Board,  hereby  calls  upon  pastors 
and  people  to  remember  the  Sunday-school  cause  in  their 
prayers  and  urges  the  Classes  to  request  their  schools  to  g^ve 
an  annual  offering  to  the  cause  of  Sunday-school  missions. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  bill  of  expense  of  the  Permanent 
Sunday-school  Committee  amounting  to  $29.15,  be  paid. 

7.  Resolved,  That  while  we  do  most  heartily  commend  the 
principles  of  Temperance  to  our  schools  we  do  not  see  our  way 
clear  to  appoint  a  Temperance  Committee  and  have  a  roll  of 
honor  in  each  school  as  required  by  the  W.  C.  T.  Union.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

To  the  Eastern,  the  Pittsburgh  and  the  Potomac  Synods: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  Board  of  Publication  begs  leave 
to  submit  to  your  Reverend  Bodies  its  Annual  Report  as  fol- 
lows : 

At  a  meeting  in  the  City  of  Lancaster,  October  19th,  1899, 
Mr.  Francis  E.  Heller,  of  Fort  Washington,  Pa.,  was  elected 
Business  Manager  for  the  Board  at  a  salary  of  sixteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner.  At  this  meeting  the  Board  also,  in 
compliance  with  the  actions  of  the  several  Synods  on  the  sub- 
ject, by  an  action  passed,  relieved  the  Editor  of  the  Messenger 
of  all  business  care  and  responsibility,  and  entrusted  everything 
belonging  to  the  business  department  of  the  concern  to  the 
hands  of  the  Manager.  The  Sunday-school  Board  through 
its  representative,  informed  our  Board  that  it  had  consented  to 
this  modification  of  the  agreement  entered  into  between  the  two 
Boards,  May  nth,  1899. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at  the  publication  rooms, 
Philadelphia,  January  loth,  1900,  our  Board  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  representatives  of  the  Sunday-school  Board 
to  carry  on  the  book  business  jointly  with  said  Board.  The 
joint  business  was  to  begin  April  ist,  1900,  but  by  mutual  con- 
sent of  the  Managers,  the  time  for  putting  the  arrangement  in 
operation  was  afterwards  deferred  to  July  ist,  1900.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  held  June  29th,  1900,  after  further  in- 
vestigation and  canvass  of  the  matter,  the  conclusion  was  reach- 
ed that  the  arrangement  agreed  upon  would  not  redound  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  Synods  in  publication  matters  and  there- 
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fore  the  Board  rescinded  its  action  of  the  January  meeting  with 
reference  to  the  joint  conduct  of  the  book  business.  And  for 
the  purpose  of  avoiding  in  the  future  all  friction  and  misunder- 
standings between  the  representatives  of  the  two  Boards,  our 
Board  passed  the  following  resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Publication  Board  ought  to  be  conducted  separate 
and  apart  from  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  therefore  our 
Manager  is  instructed  to  secure  quarters  for  the  conducting  of 
our  business  independent  of  the  Sunday-school  Board;  this 
separation  to  go  into  effect  October  ist,  1900." 

The  condition  of  our  plant  remains  in  general  the  same 
as  it  was  one  year  ago.  For  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  ex- 
penses the  printing  of  the  Messenger  has  been  awarded  to  the 
"Report  Publishing  Co.,"  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  and  in  order  to 
procure  proper  mailing  privileges,  the  name  Lebanon  had  to  be 
added  to  that  of  Philadelphia  as  the  place  of  publication.  The 
subscription  list  of  the  Messenger  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year;  that  of  the  Review  has  been  considerably  increased. 
The  book  business  has  been  remunerative  and  promises  to  be- 
come more  so  in  the  future.  We  bespeak  for  this  branch  of 
our  trade  the  patronage  of  ministers  and  people  of  the  church. 
Favorable  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting  on 
the  request  of  the  Potomac  Synod  that  the  subscription  price 
of  the  Messenger  be  reduced  as  soon  as  practicable.  The 
Manager  has  the  matter  under  consideration. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  plant  is  shown  by  the  fol- 
lowing reports  of  the  Manager,  and  the  Treasurer.

Report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  its  report  during 
the  session  on  Saturday  forenoon  which  was  received,  acted 
on  item  by  item,  amended  and  finally  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Reverend  Eastern  Synod : 

Your  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  formulating 
a  report  on  the  Publication  interests  of  our  Publication  Board, 
begs  leave  to  record  the  following: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board,  as  well  as  the  financial 
balance  sheets  of  both  the  Manager,  Francis  E.  Heller,  and  the 
Treasurer,  James  T.  Reber,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  by 
this  Synod. 

1.  This  Report  shows  that  at  the  City  of  Lancaster,  Octo- 
ber 19,  1899,  the  Board  elected  Mr.  Francis  E.  Heller  as  their 
Business  Manager  at  a  salary  of  $1,600  per  annum. 

2.  On  the  Toth  day  of  January,  1900,  the  Publication  Board 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Sunday-school  Board  with 
a  view  of  doing  a  partnership  Book  business. 
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At  a  future  meeting  held  June  29,  1900,  the  Publication 
Board  rescinded  its  action  relative  to  the  joint  Book  business, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  all  future  friction,  passed  the 
following  resolution : 

''Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Publication  Board  ought  to  be  conducted  separately 
and  apart  from  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  therefore  our 
Manager  is  instructed  to  secure  separate  quarters  for  the  con- 
ducting of  our  business,  independent  of  the  Sunday-school 
Board;  this  separation  to  go  into  effect  October  i,  1900/' 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  reducing  expenses,  the  Mes.senger  is 
being  printed  at  Lebanon  by  the  Report  Publishing  Company. 

The  subscription  list  of  the  Messenger  is  about  the  same  in 
number  as  last  year,  while  that  of  the  Review  has  commendably 
increased.  The  subscription  price  of  the  Messenger  will  be  re- 
duced in  the  near  future. 

By  comparing  this  and  last  year's  reports  we  find  that  the 
invested  funds  have  been  increased  by  $1,000,  and  nearly  $200 
more  cash  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

Your  Committee  is  also  pleased  to  notice  that  there  is  a 
gain  of  $2,343.99  during  the  year  in  the  Book  Department; 
$213.80  in  the  Messenger  account,  while  there  has  been  $13 
more  expended  than  income  in  the  publishing  of  the  Rez'icw. 

Moreover,  this  Synod  is  more  than  pleased  with  the  Board, 
that  they  can  show  a  net  gain  of  $2,528.56  from  Nov^  i,  1899  tu 
July  I,  1900. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  following  action  to  be 
adopted  by  this  Synod : 

« 

1.  That  this  Synod  duly  appreciates  the  competent  and 
faithful  service  of  the  Board  in  our  Publication  interests,  and 
congratulates  the  Manager  and  Treasurer  upon  their  commen- 
dable financial  success. 

2.  That  this  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the 
able  and  satisfactory  editorial  management  of  the  Messenger 
by  the  present  editor.  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser. 

3.  That  this  Synod  kindly  expects  and  urges  the  Classes, 
Vastors  and  people,  to  patronize  the  Board  of  Publication  rela- 
tive to  the  purchase  of  books  and  libraries. 

4.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  only  as  the  pas- 
tors and  consistories  become  thoroughly  interested  in  the  edu-

cational  work  of  the  Church  will  the  circulation  of  the  Messen- 
ger be  increased.

ARTICLE  XX. 

ORPHAN  HOME  AND  BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Report  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Orphan  Home,  which  reads  as  follows : 
To  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

Slates: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren. — In  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home  we  herewith  sub- 
mit to  your  reverend  body  a  concise  statement  of  the  present 
condition  of  the  Home. 

We  have  at  present  125  children.     Since  the  last  annual 
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meeting  of  your  body  24  have  entered  the  Home,  so  that  we 
have  cared  for  140  during  the  past  year.  Four  more  were  ad- 
mitted at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  so  that  our  family  will 
soon  number  between  125  and  130  orphans. 

Our  large  family  is  comfortably  housed  in  three  buildings. 
The  larger  boys  being  in  the  rpain  house,  the  larger  girls  in  San- 
tee  Hall,  and  the  small  children  in  the  Frick  Cottage. 

Many  appeals  have  been  received  during  the  past  year 
which  the  Board  could  not  granl:.  At  the  recent  meetings  of  the 
Board  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  applications  have  been  for  the 
admission  of  children  whose  fathers  are  living  but  who  have 
either  deserted  their  families  or  are  worthless  and  do  not  sup- 
port those  who  are  dependent  upon  them.  While  the  Board  has 
sympathy  for  the  children  who  are  in  such  circumstances,  and 
while  some  of  this  class  were  admitted  when  the  Home  was  not 
so  full  as  it  now  is,  the  Board  feels  that  our  means  and  room  will 
not  allow  us  to  admit  this  class  of  children  as  a  rule,  for  that 
would  eventually  mean  the  crowding  out  of  the  orphans.  We 
call  attention  to  this  fact  so  that  when  such  an  application  is  not 
granted  the  reason  may  be  known. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  liberal  contributions  received  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  asked 
for  at  the  last  Christmas  season,  was  received.  With  it,  and  such 
additional  income  as  we  had  during  the  year,  we  were  able  to 
meet  all  necessary  expenses.  As  our  family  is  somewhat  larger 
than  last  year  at  this  time,  we  shall  again  ask  the  Church  for  a 
Christmas  offering  to  the  amount  of  at  least  $8,000. 

W^c  have  within  the  last  twelve  months  received  a  number 
of  legacies  which  have  been  put  into  the  endowment  fund.  The 
interest  of  this  money  will  help  to  carry  on  the  work  which  was 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  donors  and  which  received  their  sup- 
port in  their  lifetime. 

The  anniversary  of  the  Home  was  celebrated  on  August 
31st  of  this  year.  As  is  usual  on  this  day  it  again  brought  to 
our  mountain  home  large  numbers  of  Reformed  people  from  far 
and  near  and  was  an  occasion  of  much  profit  to  the  Home. 

For  more  detailed  information  about  the  farm,  schools,  the 
family  life  and  the  financial  statement  we  respectfully  refer  you 
to  the  special  Bethany  number  of  the  Reformed  Church  Mcs- 
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sengcr  of  August  30th,  1900,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  His  care  over  His  large  family 
during  the  year,  and  invoking  your  continued  sympathy  and 
help  in  this  work  for  the  fatherless,  we  are

Report  of  Standing  Committee  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home. 

The  Report  on  Bethany  Orphan  Home  was  presented  at 
the  session  on  Monday  afternoon  and  adopted. 

Dear  Brethren — Your  Standing  Committee  on  Orphan  . 
Home  begs  to  present  the  following  report: 

The  report  of  the  Managers  of  Bethany  Orphan  Home  and 
a  copy  of  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger  of  Aug.  30th,  1900, 
which  contains  a  very  interesting  history  of  the  home  and  a  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer  as  well  as  many  other  facts  of  interest  per- 
taining to  the  home,  have  been  referred  to  your  committee. 

From  the  Treasurer's  report  we  gather  the  following  facts. 
Received  from  contributions  up  to  July  Sth,  1900,  $9,067.54.

The  total  amount  of  expenses  of  the  Home  up  to  July  5th, 
1900,  together  with  last  year's  deficit  of  $731,  $12,359.  Leav- 
irtg  a  deficit  July  5th,  1900,  $332.71. 

At  the  present  time  the  home  contains  125  children.  At  the 
last  meeting  4  more  were  admitted,  making  the  total  129,  being 
10  more  than  last  year. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to 
the  fact  that  during  the  year  some  very  large  legacies  have  been 
received,  amounting  to  $9,505.99,  which,  being  added  to  the  en- 
dowment fund  of  the  Home,  makes  the  total  endowment  fund 

$i9.933-49- 

From  the  Board's  report  and  The  Messenger  we  gather  the 

{2jatifying  information  that  the  Home  has  been  doing  faithful 
and  successful  work  during  the  year,  and  is  meeting  with  in- 
creased sympathy  and  help  of  the  Church.     This  no  doubt  is  an 
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expression  of  the  implicit  confidence  the  Church  reposes  in  its 
management,  as  well  as  an  expression  of  love  and  sympathy  for 
the  homeless. 

The  Home  appeals  again  to  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of 
the  Church  and  asks  the  Church  for  a  Christmas  offering  of  at 
least  $8,000. 

In  view  of  the  important  work  that  the  Home  is  engaged  in 
and  the  gratifying  report  of  its  management,  therefore

Report  on  Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  President  of  S)mod, 
consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  H.  M.  Kieffer,  J.  Lewis  Fluck  and  El- 
der Dr.  A.  B.  Dundor,  to  whom  the  3d  and  4th  Items  in  the  Re- 
port on  Overtures  were  referred,  and  also  several  items  under 
the  head  of  Requests  in  the  Report  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  pre- 
sented the  following  Report,  which  was  amended  and  adopted. 
The  Report  is  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Your  Special  Committee  on  the  Daniel  Stine  Memorial 
Home  begs  leave  to  report  that  we  have  taken  into  careful  con- 
sideration the  papers  referred  to  the  Committee.    These  are 

I.  A  request  from  Lebanon  Classis  on  the  subject  of  the 
Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home,  and  a  similar  request  on  the 
same  subject  from  the  Classis  of  East  Pennsylvania. 

The  re(iuest  from  Lebanon  Classis  reads  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Classis  the  present 
form  of  arrangement  of  the  Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home  is  un- 
necessarily expensive,  and  on  a  basis  which  it  would  be  imprac- 
ticable to  continue  any  longer. 

Resolved,  l^hat  in  the  judgment  of  this  Classis  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Home  or  any  other  proper  authority  should  in- 
vite propositions    from  any  responsible  parties  and   ascertain 
whether  the  a  flairs  of  the  Home  cannot  be  administered  on  a 
more  economical  basis. 

The  request  of  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  reads  as  follows: 
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Resolved,  That  we  overture  the  Eastern  Synod  to  discon- 
tinue the  relation  between  the  Society  and  the  Daniel  Stine  Me- 
morial Home. 

II.  The  only  other  paper  referred  to  the  Committee  is  a  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer  of  The  Society  of  Relief,  giving  a  brief 
"statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  same  within 
your  bounds  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1900."  This  docu- 
ment is  accompanied  by  a  "statement  of  the  financial  operations 
for  the  year/'  intended  for  publication  in  your  minutes. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  of  Relief  for  Ministers  and 
Their  Widows,  and  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Daniel  Stine 
Memorial  Home,  be  and  are  hereby  overtured  to  so  manage  the 
Home  and  its  affairs  that  the  income  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Home  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  expenses  without  an  ap- 
propriation for  this  purpose  from  the  funds  of  the  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  Their  Widows;  and  that  if  it  be  not 
practicable  to  so  manage  the  Home  then  to  return  the  property 
known  as  the  Daniel  Stine  Home  to  the  donor;  and  to  refund 
to  the  present  inmate  of  the  Home  the  money  he  has  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Society,  under  the  conditions  governing  the 
admission  of  persons  to  the  Home. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  paper  be  sent  by  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  at  once  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  of 
Relief,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  presented  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Society  to  be  held  on  Tuesday  next,  at  Mercersburg,  Pa. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT. 

Definition  of  an  Irregularity. 

In  response  to  the  Report  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  Item  8, 

as  to  what  constitutes  in  the  minutes  of  Classes  an  irregularity, 

the  following  report  was  received  and  adopted : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  report  to  this  body  on  what 
constitutes  an  irregularity  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Classical  Minutes,  beg  leave  to  report : 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  are  prescribed  in  Art.  y2,  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church;  and  the  particular 
topic  of  so-called  irregularities  rests  upon  the  first  item  of  said 
Article,  and  is  intended  as  a  fulfilment  of  its  provisions. 


This  first  item  of  itit-  Article,  together  witli  the  brief  intro- 
(hictioii.  reads  as  follows : 

"The  re|x>ri  oil  thcMiTuiies  of  Classes  shall  continue  the  fol- 
lowing subjects  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  enumerated; 

1.  Whether  anjlhing  and  what,  occurs  in  one  or  more 
Classes  that  seems  to  merit  censure,  either  as  an  infringement 
of  the  Constitution,  a  vitiation  of  justice,  an  offense  againit 
propriety  or  a  neglect  of  duty." 

Two  things  are  contained  in  this  item  which  need  to  be  ob- 
served. 

The  first  is  that  this  item  carefully  prescribes  the  scope 
which  this  particular  topic  of  irregularities  is  to  cover.  Matters 
to  be  rqwrted  as  irregularities  must  come  under  one  or  other  of 
the  four  heads  specified.  For  these  four  heads  are  given  not  as 
examples  simply,  but  as  a  full  prescription  and  limitation  of  its 
scope  they  are  here  introduced.  It  is  an  either-or :  either  as 
an  infringement  of  the  Constitution,  a  violation  of  justice,  an 
oflTensc  against  propriety,  or  a  neglect  of  duty.  This  latter 
heading,  viz..  a  neglect  of  duty  would  probably  include 
the  instructions  of  Synod  touching  the  form  in  which  the  nun- 
utcs  of  Oasses  are  to  be  sent  up  to  Synod.  Among  these  in- 
structions of  Syond  are  the  following;  numbering  the  pages  of 
the  Mirut.'s  of  Classis;  indicating  the  actions  of  Oassis  on  the 
margin ;  certifying  to  the  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Classis,  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  and  the  Sta- 
tistics— certifying  as  Stated  Qerk;  putting  the  Seal  of  Classis 
on  each  separate  document ;  appending  a  detached  or  detachable 
schedule  of  items,  claiming  the  attention  of  Synod.  But  be- 
yond tlie  plain  meaning  of  this  first  item  in  Art.  72,  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and  the  specific  instructions  of  Synod,  the  Committee 
lias  no  warrant  to  go.  For  instance,  to  call  a  special  meeting 
»vithin  less  time  than  fourteen  days  would  be  an  irregularity; 
on  the  contrary,  recording  a  motion  which  was  lost  might  be 
.-onirary  to  parliamentary  usage,  but  it  would  hot  be  an  irregu- 
'aritv  in  the  sense  of  this  Article  in  the  Constitution. 

2.  The  second  fact  to  be  observed  is  this,  that  even  with- 
in this  prescribed  scope  not  everything  is  to  rqK>rted  to  Synod, 
but  only  such  matters  as  may  be  of  grave  import — things  which 
might  seem  to  merit  censure. 

This  Article  in  the  Constitution  says  nothing  of  irregulari- 
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ties,  and  heading  this  topic  in  the  report  on  Classical  Minutes 
Irregularities  is,  perhaps,  unfortunate,  for  it  suggests  a  wider 
sc<>pc  than  the  topic  properly  covers. 

The  Committee  might  yet  say  in  conclusion  that  it  would 
probably  be  fair  to  the  Stated  Clerks  and  save  much  trouble  if 
Synod  v/ere  to  draw  up  a  brief  digest  of  parliamentary  rules  to 
be  observed  by  the  Classes  in  preparfng  their  Minutes  for 
Synod.  Respectfully  submitted,

Whereas^  It  is  impossible  for  pastors  of  such  large  charges 
so  situated  to  perform  all  the  pastoral  labor  that  ought  to  be 
done ;  neither  is  it  possible  for  such  charges  to  do  the  full  meas- 
ure of  their  duty  in  the  matter  of  apportionments ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  Synod  hereby  requests  the  Classes  to  make 
earnest  and  immediate  efforts  to  reconstruct  any  large  charges 
existing  within  their  bounds. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  requests  Classes  to  make  it  a  rule 
that  pastors  should  live  within  the  bounds  of  the  charges  they 
serve. 

Advisability  of  Special  Meeting  of  Synod. 

The  following  resolution  was  received  and  adopted : 

Whereas,  Under  the  present  arrangement  of  meetings  of 
the  Synod  and  Classes,  the  action  of  Synod  with  reference  to 
apportionments  and  their  subjects  requiring  prompt  considera- 
tion on  the  par  tof  Classes  and  congregations  is  seriously  de- 
layed ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  advisability  of  holding  a  special  meeting  in  the 
fall  of  the  year,  following  the  sessions  of  Synod,  to  consider  the 
items  referred  by  the  Synod  to  the  Classes.

Frank  Nelson  Bleiler,  son  of  Augustus  B.  and  Loretta  Bk'i- 
ler,  was  born  Jan.  9th,  1865,  in  Overton,  Bradford  Co.,  Pa.  He 
was  baptized  in  infancy  and  confirmed  by  Rev.  Phaon  Kohler. 
His  early  literary  training  was  received  in  public  school  and  To- 
wanda  Collegiate  Institute.  He  entered  Ursinus  College  in 
189 1,  and  the  theological  department  in  1893.    Plaving  received 
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a  call,  he  was  ordained  and  installed  Aug.  19,  1894,  as  pastor  of 
Brownback  charge,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.  On  account  of  ill  health, 
after  serving  the  charge  acceptably  for  three  years,  he  tendered 
his  resignation,  with  the  view  of  regaining  his  physical  vigor. 
A  call  was  received  from  East  Vincent  charge  and  on  April  9, 
1899,  he  was  installed  as  pastor.  Unequal  to  the  task,  his  health 
gradually  declined,  and  on  Feb.  2^^  1900,  the  end  came  to  his 
brief  earthly  career.  The  funeral  services  were  held  March  4th 
in  Brownback's  church,  and  the  body  was  interred  in  the  ad- 
joining cemetery.  He  was  married,  Oct.  30,  1897,  to  Miss  An- 
nie Frock,  who  survives  to  mourn  his  departure. 

Rev.  Alfred  B.  Shenkle. 
Died  April  22,  igoo. 

A.  B.  Shenkle  was  bom  March  27,  1815,  in  Unionville. 
Berks  Co.,  Pa.  He  was  baptized  in  infancy  in  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Douglassville,  Pa.,  and  in  the  21st  year  of  his  age  he 
was  confirmed  by  Rev.  Jno.  C.  Guldin  in  the  Reformed  church, 
East  Vincent. 

He  was  a  student  of  Marshall  College,  and  a  graduate  in 
1848  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  In  the 
year  of  his  graduation  he  received  a  call  of  the  Trappe  charge, 
consisting  of  two  congregations.  He  was  ordained  and  install- 
ed by  Philadelphia  Classis  as  pastor  of  the  charge.  In  1868  he 
served  the  East  Vincent  and  Phoenixville  congregations.  In 
1869  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Millersville  charge,  consisting  of 
three  congregations,  where  he  labored  for  nearly  10  years  with 
marked  success.  In  1878  he  organized  a  congregation  at  Wil- 
low Street,  which  he  supplied  in  connection  with  the  church  at 
Marietta.  In  1893  he  retired  from  the  active  duties  of  the  min- 
istry, living  in  peaceful  seclusion  in  his  own  home  at  Millers- 
ville, where  he  died  on  Sunday,  April  22,  1900,  at  the  age  of  85 
years  and  25  days.  The  funeral  services  were  held  on  Thurs- 
day, April  26,  in  Zion's  Church,  a  large  substantial  building 
erected  during  his  pastorate,  and  his  earthly  remains  were  in- 
terred in  the  adjoining  cemetery.  He  was  blessed  with  two  chil- 
dren, a  son  and  daughter,  who  survive  to  mourn  his  departure. 

Rev.  James  W.  Mabry. 
Died  May  25,  ipoo, 
James  W.  Mabry,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.-  Willoughby  Mabry, 
nee  Ziegler,  was  born  June  22,  A.  D.  1853,  on  Long  Swamp, 
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near  Mertztown,  Pa.  His  early  literary  training  was  received  in 
public  school  and  the  Normal  institution  at  Kutztown.  He  en- 
tered Ursinus  College,  and  was  graduated  in  1877,  and  from  the 
Theological  Department  in  1879.  I"  ^^e  same  year  he  was  li- 
censed to  preach  the  Gospel  by  East  Pennsylvania  Qassis,  at 
Lehighton,  Pa.  In  1880  he  accepted  a  call,  and  was  ordained  as 
pastor  of  the  Kreidersville  charge,  consisting  of  three  congrega- 
tions, which  he  served  faithfully  for  nearly  twenty  years.  Dur- 
ing the  last  six  months  of  his  life  he  was  unable  to  perform  the 
active  duties  of  the  ministry.  He  died  May  17th,  1900,  of  that 
fell  disease,  consumption,  at  the  age  of  46  years,  11  months  and 
8  days.  Mr.  Mabry  was  married  to  Miss  Annie  Stam,  of  Wo- 
melsdorf,  Pa.,  with  whom  he  was  blessed  with  an  only  daugh- 
ter, who  with  her  mother  survives  to  mourn  over  their  sore  be- 
reavement. 

An  early  service  was  held  Wednesday,  May  23d,  at  his  late 
home  at  Cherry ville,  Pa.,  and  his  earthly  remains  were  then  con- 
veyed to  the  church  at  Long  Swamp,  where  the  funeral  services 
were  completed  and  the  burial  rite  performed  in  the  adjoining 
cemetery. 

Rev.  Robert  Lisberger. 
Died  June  27,  A.  D,  IQOO. 

Robert  Lisberger  was  born  at  Lich,  in  Grosz  Herzogthum, 
Hessen  Darmstadt,  Germany.  He  was  the  son  of  an  ancestry  of 
three  or  four  generations  in  the  Christian  ministry.  His  classi- 
cal training  was  received  in  the  institutions  of  his  native  land — 
at  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  and  at  the  University  at  Giessen. 

Owing  to  financial  reverses  in  his  native  home,  he  turned 
his  face  toward  America  and  landed  in  New  York  in  1853.  As 
a  writer  his  services  were  secured  for  the  Reading  Adler,  and 
Reading  became  his  home  for  the  time  being. 

During  the  six  years  of  service  in  this  city,  he  quietly  pur- 
sued his  literary  studies,  and  subsequently  his  theological  stu- 
dies under  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Herman  in  Maxatawny,  Berks  Co.  .\t 
the  end  of  a  three-years'  course  he  \vas  licensed  March  lo,  A.  D. 
1863,  by  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  to  preach  tlie  Gospel  He 
was  ordained  Aug.  20,  1863  at  Weissport,  ser\^ing  one  year  as 
assistant  to  Rev.  Sassaman  Herman  in  Kutztown,  and  subsc 
quently  as  assistant  to  Rev.  John  Gantenbein  in  the  Kreiders- 
ville charge,  of  which  he  became  in  1865  the  regular  pastor. 


During  his  pastorate  a  beautiful  church  was  erected  near  Bath, 
Pa.,  where  he  continued  his  unbroken  ministrations  for  nearly 
35  years.  In  1872  he  went  to  Oxford  Furnace,  N.  J.,  where  he 
organized  a  handful  of  disheartened  foreign  Germans  into  a 
congregation.  During  the  last  two  years  of  his  life  he  was  dis- 
qualified for  the  active  ministry  by  a  paralytic  stroke.  His  con- 
dition grew  gradually  worse,  until  he  closed  his  earthly  life 
June  27th,  at  the  age  of  70  years  and  3  days. 

A  wife,  two  sons  and  two  daughters  survive  to  mourn  their 
loss.  The  funeral  services  were  held  in  St.  Peter's  church,  of 
which  he  was  the  life-long  pastor.  Rev.  D.  E.  Schoedler 
preached  the  funeral  sermon  from  the  text  Zech.  14:7 — At  eve- 
ning it  shall  be  light. 

Rev.  Jared  Fritzinger. 
Died  Sept.  25,  A.  D.  ipoo. 

Jared  Fritzinger,  son  of  Mathias  and  Elizabeth  Fritzinger, 
was  bom  June  29,  1822,  in  Heidelberg  township.  His  paternal 
grandfather,  Ernest  Fritzinger,  came  to  America  in  1730  from 
Switzerland,  taught  school  and  served  as  organist  in  churches  in 
Berks  and  Lehigh  counties.  Rev.  Fritzinger  was  confirmed  by 
Rev.  Jno.  Helfrich  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  made  his  home  at  Allen- 
town,  where  he  was  married,  May  15,  1842,  to  Margaret  Hag- 
enbuch.  He  connected  himself  with  Zion's  Reformed  Church, 
where  he  rendered  efficient  service. 

For  five  years  he  privately  pursued  his  studies  for  the 
Christian  ministry  under  Revs.  Dr.  J.  S.  Dubbs  and  Christian 
R.  Kessler. 

In  185 1  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  at  Plainfield 
by  East  Pennsylvania  Classis.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  he 
accepted  a  call  to  Liberty,  Tioga  county,  and  made  his  home  at 
Williamsport,  Pa.  In  August,  1853,  he  accepted  a  call  to  Ma- 
hanoy  charge,  Northumberland,  which  he  served  seventeen 
years.  On  account  of  illness  he  resigned  his  charge  and  remov- 
ed to  Ashland.  In  1872  he  accepted  a  call  to  Moore  Township 
charge,  Northampton  county,  and  in  1875  settled  in  Allentown. 
He  aided  in  the  orgaanization  of  Salem  Reformed  church,  and 
served  the  congregation  one  year.  In  1876  he  organized  Christ 
church,  Allentown,  and  served  the  same  until  failing  health  re- 
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quired  liini  in  1880  to  resign.  In  1884  he  organized  St.  Mark's 
church  near  the  city,  and  served  the  congregation  until  March 
3,  1895.  He  (Hed  Sept.  25,  1900,  at  the  age  of  78  years,  2 
months  and  26  days.  The  funeral  services  were  held  in  Zion's 
Refomied  church,  Allentown.  In  his  wedded  life  he  was  blessed 
with  eight  children.  Of  his  family  but  three  survive, — 3,  son 
and  two  daughters, —  to  mourn  his  departure. 

Leave  of  Absence. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  sessions,  the  President  appointed 
Revs.  A.  Houtz,  G.  W.  Gerhard  and  Elder  F.  Hartman  to  hear 
excuses  for  leave  of  absence.  The  report  of  the  Committee  was 
received  at  the  close  of  the  sessions  and  adopted.  The  day  on 
which  members  were  excused  from  further  attendaance  is  noted 
in  "Art.  11,  Members  Present.^' 

Time  and  Place  for  Synod's  Next  Annual  Sessions. 

While  discussing  the  question  of  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  Synod  the  following  resolutions  were  received  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  I.  That  this  Synod  adopt  the  plan  of  self-enter- 
tainment as  a  standing  rule,  and  that  hereafter  no  invitation  for 
free  entertainment  by  our  congregations  be  accepted. 

Rcsolzrd,  2.  That  the  Classes  be  and  are  hereby  instructed 
annually  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  their 
(Ick'i^ates. 

The  invitation  extended  Synod  as  noted  in  Report  on  Over- 
tures to  hold  its  next  annual  sessions  in  Heidelberg  Church, 
riiiladelphia,  was  accepted,  and  the  day  chosen  for  Synod  to 
convene  is  the  third  Wednesday  in  October,  1901,  at  8  p.  m. 

Reporters  to  the  Press. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  sessions,  the  President  appointed 
Revs.  C.  II.  Schaefl'er,  Thos.  N.  Raber  and  B.  F.  Luckenbill  as 
re[)orters  for  the  Philadelphia  and  local  papers,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  sessions  a  report  was  received  that  the  duties  as- 
sii^ned  were  faithfully  performed.     The  report  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 
RESUMPTION  AND  CLOSE. 

The  follow  in i^-  resolution  of  thanks  was  offered  and  adopted 
unaniniouslv,  to-wit : 
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Resolved,  That  Synod  extends  most  cordial  thanks  to  the 
pastor  and  members  of  First  Reformed  Church,  Sunbury,  Pa.> 
for  their  kind  and  liberal  hospitality  accorded  the  members  of 
Synod  during  their  stay  in  their  midst,  and  the  Treasurer  of 
Synod  be  directed  to  pay  to  the  pastor  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  the  use  of  the  church  and  incidental  expenses. 

Resolved y  That  Synod  returns  through  its  Stated  Clerk 
its  cordial  thanks  to  the  General  Passenger  Agents  of  the  Penn^ 
sylvania  Railroad,  Phila.  and  Reading  Railroad,  Lehigh  Val- 
ley  Railroad  and  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  for  grant- 
ing the  delegates  tickets  at  excursion  rates  lo  attend  the  sessions 
of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  gratefully  acknowledges  the  free 
boat  ride  to  Fort  y\ugusta,  tendered  by  Mr.  P.  H.  Moore  and 
the  cordial  reception  and  lunch  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Isaac 
Gross  to  the  delegates  of  Synod  on  Friday  evening  at  the  close 
of  its  sessions. 

The  business  of  the  Synod  being  completed,  the  Minutes  of 
Monday  s  session  were  read  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  XXIV 

ADJOURNMENT. 

The  following  action  was  a(loi)tcd  before  adjournment, 
namely : 

Resolved,  That  when  Synod  adjourns  finally,  it  be  to  meet 
in  Heidelberg  Reformed  Church,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  third 
Wednesday  in  October,  1 901,  at  8  p.  m. 

Synod  adjourned  finally  on  Monday,  4.30  p.  m.,  October 
22,  1900,  with  repetition  of  Apostles'  Creed,  uniting  in  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  singing  a  doxology,  and  Apostolic  benediction 
bv  the  President.
